MUSICAL  PROGRAM. 

A  very  delightful  musical  program  was  presented  by 
Bros.  C.  F.  Hunneman,  violin;  C.  E.  Gould,  cornet,  and 
George  J.  Kurzenknabe,  organ.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  ex- 
tended by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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ADDRESS— Grand  Master. 

The  M.W.  Grand  Master  delivered  the  Annual  Address. 
A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address. 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

We  have  assembled  this  morning  that  we  may  participate  in  the 
seventy-third  annual  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  It  affords  me  pleas- 
ure to  welcome  each  and  every  one  of  you ;  especially  the  representatives 
of  the  lodges  of  the  state,  all  of  whom  have  a  part  in  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  this  assemblage. 

The  Grand  Master  of  heaven  and  earth  has  been  good  to  us  since 
our  last  meeting,  and  we  are  under  obligations  to  Him  for  many  evi- 
dences of  His  kindness,  mercy,  and  goodness,  which  have  been  liberally 
showered  upon  us  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Masonically,  the  year 
has  been  fraught  with  splendid  achievement  and  greater  uplift,  and  we 
have  just  cause  for  congratulation  upon  the  progress  we  have  made. 

This  morning  we  stand  in  the  gateway  of  a  new  year ;  the  questions 
which  confront  us  are  not  of  the  past  but  of  the  future ;  the  history  of 
the  year  that  has  gone  is  written,  and  whether  it  be  for  good  or  evil, 
it  is  not  in  our  power  to  change  it. 

State  of  the  Fraternity. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  and  pride  that  I  report  to  you  the  flattering 
condition  of  the  craft  in  Illinois.  While  we  have  instituted  but  eight 
new  lodges  during  the  year  this  comparatively  small  number  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  no  dispensations  were  granted  except  where  it  was  clearly 
shown  that  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity  demanded  a  lodge. 

Our  growth  in  the  last  ten  years  has  been  almost  phenomenal.  In 
1902,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  comprised  724  chartered  lodges  with  a 
total  membership  of  63,034.  The  net  gain  for  that  year  was  2)^2>^7  \  the 
report  which  the  Grand  Secretary  will  make  to  you  this  year  shows  that 
we  have  807  lodges,  with  a  membership  in  round  numbers  of  115,000,  a 
gain  for  the  year  of  approximately  7,000.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that 
at  the  present  rate  of  increase  it  will  be  but  a  few  years  until  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois  will  number  150.000  good  and  true  men,  the  flower  of 
Illinois  manhood.  Who  can  estimate  the  power  for  good  of  this  great 
body  of  men  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  a  righteous  cause?  Does 
anyone  dare  say  that  the  lodges  in  Illinois  may  not  become  moral  foci 
fr6m  which  may  radiate  great  influences  for  good  in  every  community? 
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Ten  years  ago  we  had  no  organized  charities ;  today  we  can  refer 
to  two  splendid  institutions,  proving  conclusively  that  the  much  boasted 
doctrine  of  brotherhood  has  found  permanent  expression  among  the 
Masons  of  this  great  state.  As  evidence  of  our  material  prosperity,  I 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  over  the  state  splendid  buildings 
are  being  erected  in  which  to  enshrine  the  principles  of  Freemasonry. 
During  the  year  structures  have  been  consecrated  to  masonic  uses  which 
have  cost  in  the  aggregate,  over  one-half  million  dollars,  a  fact  which 
testifies  to  the  permanence  of  our  fraternity. 

Our  Fraternal  Dead. 

Before  we  commence  our  active  labors  it  is  proper  that  we  should 
pause  in  reverence  to  the  memory  of  those  who  have  laid  down  the 
apron  and  trowel  for  higher  service.  So  far  as  I  have  been  informed  no 
Past  Grand  Officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  has  been  called  to  his  final 
reward,  but  many  good  and  true  Masons  have  answered  the  fatal  sum- 
mons and  will  assemble  with  us  no  more  in  our  lodge  meetings.  It  is  not 
my  purpose  to  usurp  any  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  Committee  on 
Obituaries  and  I  will  leave  to  these  brethren  the  duty  of  paying  proper 
respect  to  the  dead  of  this  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Foreign  Relations. 

Our  relations  with  Grand  Lodges  in  fraternal  correspondence  has 
been  of  the  most  cordial  character,  which  gives  evidence  that  the  cement 
of  brotherly  love  is  being  liberally  spread,  and  that  the  lesson  of  the 
trowel  is  not  in  vain. 

District  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

My  first  official  act  was  the  appointment  of  competent  brethren  to 
serve  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  of  the  several  masonic  districts 
of  the  state.  For  a  long  time  this  position  has  been  largely  honorary 
and  these  brethren  not  having  their  duties  clearly  defined  have  been  left 
to  do  whatever  they  saw  fit.  The  result  was  that  the  District  Deputy 
would  perform  such  acts  as  the  Grand  Master  might  delegate  to  him  and 
occasionally  occupy  the  head  of  the  banquet  table  of  such  lodges  as 
might  invite  him  to  participate  in  their  festivities. 

Believing  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  Masonry  in  Illinois  should 
become  better  organized  I  arranged  a  system  of  district  visitation  and 
inspection,  and  informed  the  Deputies  that  they  were  to  be  all  that  their 
title  implied,  viz. :  Grand  Masters  of  their  respective  districts.  With 
eight  hundred  lodges  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  Masons  in 
the  state  it  is   impossible   for   any  Grand   Master  to  keep   in   touch   with 
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the  craft  and  to  know  what  conditions  really  exist  among  the  lodges  ex- 
cept as  this  information  is  gathered  by  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

I  therefore  addressed  a  letter  to  the  several  District  Deputies  of  the 
state  urging  upon  them  the  necessity  of  visiting  each  of  the  lodges  of 
their  districts  and  making  an  examination  and  report  on  existing  con- 
ditions. In  order  that  they  might  better  understand  just  what  the  Grand 
Master's  office  would  expect  from  them  I  defined  their  duties  and  pre- 
rogatives, and  provided  them  with  a  special  blank  upon  which  to  make 
report  to  me.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  results  obtained  from  this 
visitation  and  inspection  have  clearly  exceeded  my  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations. It  was  my  most  earnest  desire  to  have  each  lodge  in  the 
state  visited  during  the  year,  and  while  I  have  not  succeeded  in  this, 
due  to  the  fact  that  some  District  Deputies  could  not  give  the  necessary 
time  to  the  work  and  others  were  deterred  by  the  late  spring  and  bad 
roads,  yet  a  majority  of  the  lodges  have  been  reached  and  the  result 
has  been  an  awakened  interest  in  Masonry.  Many  lodges  which  were  dor- 
mant have  been  aroused,  abuses  have  been  corrected,  and  upon  the 
whole  conditions  throughout  the  state  greatly  improved. 

To  these  valiant  brethren  who  have  so  ably  aided  and  supported  me 
in  this  great  undertaking  I  doff  my  hat  and  publicly  acknowledge  to  them 
a  debt  of  gratitude.  They  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  talent 
and  this  Grand  Lodge  is  deeply  indebted  to  them.  It  has  been  a  labor  of 
love,  the  expenses  in  a  number  of  visitations  being  paid  by  the  District 
Deputy  himself. 

The  splendid  results  obtained  show  the  wisdom  of  lodge  visitation 
and  inspection  and  I  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  this  Grand 
Lodge  should  recognize  the  District  Deputies  of  the  state  by  providing 
for  this  service  at  the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  I  trust  that  steps 
will  at  once  be  taken  to  secure  a  better  organization  of  Masonry  in 
Illinois  through  its  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  The  reports  sub- 
mitted by  the  Deputies  have  been  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Chartered 
Lodges,  who  have  tabulated  them,  and  will  make  a  detailed  report  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  showing  the  condition  of  the  lodges  of  the  state  from 
which  some  idea  may  be  derived  as  to  what  is  most  needed  to  secure  a 
higher  degree  of  lodge  efficiency. 

Lodges  Constituted, 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  was  directed  that  char- 
ters be  issued  to  twenty-two  lodges  which  had  been  working  under  dis- 
pensation. These  were  duly  constituted,  the  ceremonies,  with  one  ex- 
ception, being  performed  by  the  District  Deputies  who  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  rites  of  institution. 
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Lodges  Instituted. 

Eight  dispensations  for  new  lodges  have  been  issued  during  the  year. 
One  of  the  highest  prerogatives  in  the  province  of  the  Grand  Master  lies 
in  granting  authority  for  the  formation  of  new  lodges.  In  this  import- 
ant step  great  care  and  caution  must  be  exercised,  existing  conditions 
and  environment  thoroughly  canvassed  and  the  best  interests  of  the  craft 
consulted.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Grand  Master  to  investigate  in  per- 
son each  application  for  a  new  lodge.  For  this  reason  when  the  constitu- 
tional number  have  expressed  a  desire  to  form  a  new  lodge  I  have  ap- 
pointed a  commission  of  three  unbiased  brethren  to  visit  the  locality  of 
the  proposed  lodge,  interview  the  membership  and  report  upon  the  ad- 
visability of  issuing  the  necessary  papers.  No  papers  have  been  sent 
except  upon  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission. I  believe  that  this  procedure  is  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to 
safeguard  the  institution.  The  idea  obtains  that  we  are  forming  too 
many  new  lodges.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  our  state  is 
growing  rapidly  in  population,  new  towns  are  springing  up  and  there  will 
always  be  a  demand  for  more  lodges.  If  Masonry  is  a  genuine  virtue  and 
we  believe  it  to  be,  then  we  should  rejoice  in  its  propagation  and  the 
means  which  bring  its  blessings  to  a  greater  number  of  men. 

Dedications. 

During  the  year  eight  masonic  halls  have  been  dedicated  to  the  uses 
of  Freemasonry.  Five  of  these  ceremonies  were  conducted  in  person 
and  three  by  proxy.  An  idea  obtains  that  a  lodge  cannot  occupy  a  hall 
until  after  it  has  been  dedicated.  So  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  law 
m.aking  it  obligatory  upon  a  lodge  to  dedicate  its  place  of  meeting,  but  it 
is  a  masonic  custom  more  honored  in  the  observance  than  in  the  breach 
and  no  lodge  should  ever  omit  the  beautiful  and  impressive  ceremony 
of  dedication. 

Corner- Stones  Laid. 

During  the  year  I  have  laid  the  corner-stones  of  5  masonic  tem- 
ples, 2  court  houses,  and  2  high  school  buildings.  Soon  after  my  in- 
stallation as  Grand  Master  I  received  a  letter  inviting  me  to  lay  the 
corner-stone  of  a  church  edifice.  In  a  few  hours  I  received  a  telegram 
asking  me  not  to  do  anything^  with  the  invitation  as  a  note  of  ex- 
planation was  in  the  mails.  The  following  day  I  received  a  letter  from 
the  District  Deputy  advising  me  that  when  it  had  become  known  that 
the  officials  of  the  church  had  invited  the  masonic  fraternity  to  lay  the 
corner-stone  a  remonstrance  had  been  circulated  and  in  the  course  of 
the  day  had  secured  over  five  hundred  signatures.  Very  naturally  I  de- 
clined the  invitation.     This  incident  led  to  some  investigation  on  my  part 
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and  I  found  that  in  a  number  of  instances  where  the  fraternity  had  been 
invited  to  lay  the  corner-stones  of  church  edifices  some  friction  had  re- 
sulted, certain  members  of  the  church  objecting  to  the  presence  of  the 
fraternity,  also  to  the  masonic  inscription  upon  the  stone.  I  have,  there- 
fore, declined  to  lay  the  corner-stones  of  church  edifices,  justifying  my 
position  with  the  belief  that  a  church  is  not  a  public  building  as  con- 
templated in  the  regulations  of  Freemasons  and  that  such  a  procedure 
would  save  the  fraternity  from  unnecessary  embarrassment.  The  corner- 
stone ceremony  as  provided  by  this  Grand  Lodge  is  purely  a  masonic 
rite  and  when  performed  outside  of  the  fraternity  it  is  done  so  merely 
as  a  matter  of  accommodation. 

Dispensations. 

I  have  had  many  requests  for  dispensations  for  all  sorts  of  purposes. 
I  have  cheerfully  granted  such  as  were  deemed  expedient  and  permitted 
by  law.  During  December  many  lodges  found  themselves  without  an 
annual  meeting  night  owing  to  the  vagaries  of  the  moon.  To  all  such  I 
issued  dispensations  to  hold  their  annual  elections  at  a  fixed  date  and 
waived  the  usual  fee.  I  have  refused  many  calls  for  dispensations  to 
omit  the  examination  for  advancement  because  the  candidate  was  too 
busy  to  learn  the  lecture.  I  believe  that  a  man  who  is  too  busy  to  memo- 
rize his  catechism  is  also  too  busy  to  make  a  good  Mason. 

I  have  had  several  requests  to  ballot  and  confer  the  first  degree 
in  less  than  the  lawful  time  because  the  petitioner  was  going  to  move 
away.  It  seems  strange  that  a  man  will  live  twenty  years  within  the 
shadow  of  a  masonic  lodge  and  never  think  about  sending  in  his  peti- 
tion. But  when  he  is  about  to  move  away  he  decides  that  he  wants  his 
degrees,  and  being  one  of  those  who  "wants  what  he  wants  when  he 
wants  it,"  demands  them  in  a  hurry.  The  lodge  seeing  the  mer- 
cenary side  of  the  matter  is  usually  ready  to  aid  and  abet  him.  The 
best  evidence  that  Masonry  is  of  no  light  and  trifling  character  will  be 
found  in  fewer  dispensations  and  no  making  of  Masons  at  sight. 

Grand  Lecturers. 

A  pleasing  duty  at  the  commencement  of  my  administration  was 
that  of  affixing  my  name  to  commissions  for  Grand  Lecturers.  There 
has  been  a  feeling  for  some  time  that  we  had  too  many  Grand  Lecturers 
and  that  the  number  should  be  reduced.  Personally,  I  do  not  believe 
that  we  can  have  too  great  a  number,  provided  they  are  of  the  right 
kind  and  give  evidence  of  maintaining  the  standard  of  excellence  set 
by  our  Board  of  Grand  Examiners.  I  would  rejoice  to  know  that  there 
was  a  Grand  Lecturer  in  each  lodge  in  the  state.

If  in  times  past  we  have  had  incompetent  Grand  Lecturers  the  fault 
lies  not  so  much  with  the  lecturer  as  with  the  Grand  Lodge  itself.  For 
many  years  the  system  has  been  conducted  in  a  manner  not  at  all  cred- 
itable. There  has  never  been  any  fixed  standard  by  which  a  grand  lec- 
turer might  be  judged;  his  examination  for  the  coveted  honor  has  been 
at  his  own  volition  and  expense,  and  his  presence  at  our  schools  though 
■expected,  has  not  been  seriously  regarded.  I  have  therefore  tried  to 
place  our  Grand  Lecturer  system  upon  a  better  basis  by  directing  our 
Board  of  Grand  Examiners  to  thoroughly  revise  the  list  of  Grand  Lec- 
turers and  to  fix  some  definite  standard  whereby  a  Grand  Lecturer  might 
know  what  was  expected  from  him,  and  what  course  he  must  pursue 
to  enable  him  to  retain  his  commission.  I  directed  that  all  examinations 
for  commissions  must  be  conducted  in  a  manner  in  keeping  with  the  dig- 
nity of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  when  a  sufficient  number  of  brethren 
•expressed  the  desire  for  an  examination,  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners 
would  be  called  to  some  convenient  point  and  the  examination  conducted. 
Under  the  able  management  of  our  present  Board  of  Grand  Examiners, 
marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  our  Grand  Lecturer  system. 
These  commissioned  brethren  are  of  great  value  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
performing  their  labors  in  many  instances  at  personal  sacrifice  and  with- 
out recompense  of  any  kind.  They  should  have  every  encouragement  in 
the  splendid  work  they  are  doing. 

German  Speaking  Lodges. 

Believing  that  the  nine  German  speaking  lodges  of  our  state  were 
not  receiving  the  consideration  due  them  from  this  Grand  Lodge  and 
Tcnowing  it  to  be  impossible  to  reach  them  through  an  English  speaking 
Deputy,  I  appointed  R.W.  Bro.  Felix  von  Wysow,  of  Chicago,  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  for  German  speaking  lodges  in  Illinois.  Because 
of  ill  health  Brother  Wysow  was  compelled  to  resign  soon  after  accept- 
ing the  office,  and  I  appointed  R.W.  Bro.  William  Arens,  of  Chicago,  to 
succeed  him.  Brother  Arens  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  with 
much  zeal,  visited  the  lodges  under  his  charge,  held  several  schools  of 
instruction,  and  has  been  of  material  assistance  to  our  German  speaking 
brethren.  Such  splendid  results  have  been  derived  from  the  system  in- 
augurated and  believing  that  due  recognition  should  be  accorded  to  our 
brethren  of  the  German  language,  I  recommend  that  our  laws  be  changed 
to  provide  for  the  regular  appointment  of  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter for  the  German  speaking  lodges  of  the  state. 

Our  Homes. 

It  is  with  pardonable  pride  that  we  point  to  our  two  splendid  chari- 
ties, the  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange,  and  the  Illinois  Masonic 
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Home  at  Sullivan.  From  reports  which  I  have  gathered  I  believe  these 
two  institutions  to  be  in  splendid  condition  due  to  the  excellent  manage- 
ment of  the  present  Board  of  Trustees.  These  brethren  are  all  capable 
business  men  who  are  giving  freely  of  their  time  and  talent  without  the 
hope  of  fee  or  reward.  To  them  this  Grand  Lodge  owes  a  lasting  debt 
of  gratitude. 

Our  Schools. 

One  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Grand  Master  is  to  provide  for 
thorough  instruction  in  the  ritual  and  lectures  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. Our  law  suggests  no  plan  of  instruction  and  the  whole  matter  rests 
with  the  officer  in  charge. 

I  followed  the  beaten  path  of  my  predecessors  in  office  and  nomi- 
nated five  schools  of  instruction  for  the  year  1912.  A  complete  resume 
of  these  schools  prepared  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Ex- 
aminers accompanies  this  document  and  will  be  read  with  interest  by  all 
friends  of  our  present  school  system.  I  believe  that  the  schools  of  the 
past  year  have  been  as  successful  as  any  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
While  the  figures  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  years  yet  a 
careful  analysis  of  them  leads  to  the  conviction  that  our  schools  are  not 
attracting  as  many  lodge  officers  as  they  should.  This  year  every  effort 
was  put  forth  to  widely  advertise  the  schools  and  lodge  officers  were 
urged  to  attend,  yet  the  results  show  little  improvement  over  preceding 
years. 

Many  brethren  have  come  to  look  upon  our  present  schools  as  a  sort 
of  post  graduate  course  where  those  who  are  highly  proficient  may  go  to 
learn  the  finer  points  of  the  ritual  and  revel  in  discussions  upon  angles 
and  turns,  and  where  only  a  Grand  Lecturer  may  receive  direct  benefit. 

While  there  is  some  force  in  this  argument,  yet  it  is  in  the  main  fal- 
lacious. The  purpose  of  our  state  schools  is  to  maintain  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  ritualistic  work  and  to  hold  before  the  craft  those  ideals 
which  make  for  decency  and  good  order  in  our  lodges  and  they  will  al- 
ways find  a  necessary  place  in  our  system  of  instruction. 

It  is  to  the  district  school  that  we  must  look  for  the  best  results  in 
teaching  the  work.  The  state  school  must  necessarily  be  located  in  our 
larger  cities  where  there  are  ample  hotel  facilities  and  large  lodge  rooms. 
For  this  reason  only  certain  sections  of  the  state  can  be  favored  with 
the  larger  schools.  The  district  school  has  already  been  tested  out  and 
the  results  have  been  highly  satisfactory.  Not  only  are  they  beneficial 
in  teaching  the  ritual  but  the  bringing  together  of  the  brethren  of  the 
district  has  a  splendid  effect  in  promoting  a  community  of  interests 
as  well  as  a  fraternal  regard  for  one  another. 
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Early  in  the  year  I  addressed  a  letter  to  each  of  the  District  Depu- 
ties of  the  state  urging  them  if  possible  to  hold  district  schools,  the  ex- 
penses to  be  pro-rated  among  the  lodges  of  the  district.  As  a  result  a 
number  of  these  schools  were  held  and  are  reported  in  full  in  the  resume 
made  by  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners. 

The  future  upbuilding  of  the  lodges  in  Illinois  lies  in  the  district 
schools  and  more  of  them  are  needed  in  order  to  reach  sections  of  our 
state  which  can  never  be  reached  with  our  state  schools.  I  am  fully 
persuaded  that  the  number  of  state  schools  now  held  should  be  reduced 
to  three,  and  ten  district  schools  held,  each  conducted  by  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners,  or  if  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  continue 
the  present  number  of  state  schools  that  an  appropriation  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  for  an  extension  of  our  present  system 
and  the  holding  of  schools  of  instruction  in  neglected  portions  of  our 
state. 

Deed  Wanted. 

Back  in  the  sixties  or  seventies,  Cement  Lodge  No.  304,  of  Utica, 
Illinois,  owned  lot  2  in  block  19  in  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  at  that  place. 
Ten  years  later  Cement  lodge  became  defunct,  and  it  is  presumed  that 
the  title  to  this  lot  reverted  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Utica  Lodge  No.  858, 
the  successor  to  old  Cement  lodge,  requests  this  Grand  Lodge  to  quit- 
claim to  them  any  title  to  the  lot  in  question  which  it  may  have.  Their 
request  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions. 

Official  Visitation. 

The  most  sought  for  dignitary  at  all  masonic  functions  is  the  Grand 
Master,  not  perhaps,  because  of  any  personal  characteristics,  but  by 
reason  of  the  high  office  which  he  holds.  During  the  year  I  have  received 
many  invitations  from  the  lodges  of  the  state  to  visit  them,  and  have 
accepted  such  as  stress  of  business  would  permit.  I  have  always  re- 
sponded to  an  invitation  when  I  thought  I  was  needed,  or  that  my  pres- 
ence could  be  of  any  real  value  to  the  craft.  Wherever  I  have  gone,  I 
have  been  generously  received  and  cordially  treated,  and  I  take  this  op- 
portunity of  returning  my  profound  thanks  for  the  many  favors  shown 
me  by  the  Masons  of  this  great  commonwealth. 

On  January  25,  in  company  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Board  of  Grand  Examiners,  and  a  number  of  distinguished  brethren,  I 
visited  George  Washington  Lodge,  of  St.  Louis.  Mo.,  where  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Arch  A.  Johnson.  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  of  that  splendid  jurisdiction  on  the  west.  The  visitors 
from  Illinois  were  royally  received  and  hospitably  treated.  Two  degrees 
were   conferred   during  the   evening;   one  by  our   Illinois   craftsmen   and 
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one  from  our  brethren  from  Missouri.  Incident  to  the  festivities  of  the 
evening,  Worshipful  Bro.  Leon  W.  Quick,  Master  of  George  Washington 
Lodge,  presented  each  of  the  Grand  Masters  with  silver  tablets  com- 
memorative of  the  meeting  of  these  two  brethren  within  the  confines  of 
our  sister  jurisdiction. 

Early  in  March  of  this  year,  I  accepted  the  invitation  of  Rock  Island 
Lodge  No.  658,  of  Rock  Island,  111.,  to  pay  them  an  official  visit,  at  which 
time  it  was  expected  to  have  as  an  honored  guest  Most  Worshipful  Bro. 
Louis  Block,  of  Davenport,  la.  I  was  greatly  disappointed  in  not  being 
able  to  meet  this  distinguished  and  brilliant  Mason,  as  he  was  not  per- 
mitted to  be  present  owing  to  an  important  law  suit  which  detained  him. 
The  evening  spent  with  Rock  Island  Lodge  was  of  a  purely  social  char- 
acter, and  was  most  dehghtful.  Both  Brother  Block  and  myself  were 
recipients  of  loving  cups,  which  I  am  confident  we  will  both  treasure  as 
mementoes  of  a  meeting  which  was  accomplished  in  spirit  if  not  in  per- 
son. It  was  my  intention  to  visit  each  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  whose 
borders  touch  upon  our  state,  but  I  soon  found  that  the  Grand  Master 
of  Masons  of  Illinois  had  very  little  time  on  his  hands  for  visiting  away 
from  home. 

Questions  Referred. 

Last  October,  a  gentleman  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
Elkhart  Lodge  No.  903,  petitioned  Logan  Lodge  No.  210  for  the  de- 
grees in  Masonry.  The  petitioner  was  duly  elected,  and  the  Entered  Ap- 
prentice degree  conferred,  when  Logan  Lodge  found  that  they  did  not 
have  jurisdiction.  Elkhart  Lodge  declined  to  waive  in  favor  of  Logan 
Lodge  and  the  latter  then  made  a  tender  of  the  candidate  and  the  fee  to 
Elkhart  Lodge.  Elkhart  Lodge  declined  to  accept  the  candidate,  saying 
that  they  did  not  want  him.  The  question  has  arisen  what  is  the  status 
of  the  said  Entered  Apprentice  and  what  should  be  done  with  the  fee  paid 
by  him  to  Logan  Lodge  No.  210?  The  questions  arising  out  of  this  case 
are  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

Early  in  January  I  received  from  a  distinguished  craftsman  in  Illi- 
nois the  following  questions : 

1.  Does  the  necessity  of  wearing  a  truss,  which  it  would  be  dan- 
gerous to  remove,  even  temporarily,  disqualify  a  man  from  receiving  the 
degrees  in   Masonry? 

2.  If  so,  when,  where,  by  whom  and  in  what  way  should  this  infor- 
mation be  obtained? 

The  brother  who  submitted  these  questions  was  frank  enough  to 
say  that  he  did  not  want  any  stock  reply  behind  which  Grand  Masters 
had  been  hiding  when  they  did  not  have  the  nerve  to  decide,  or  were

ashamed  to  say,  "I  don't  know,"  to-wit :  "The  Master  of  each  lodge 
must  decide  the  question  of  physical  qualifications,  at  his  peril,  as  each 
case  presents  itself,"  and  suggested  that  that  answer  had  "driven  more 
Masters  to  drink,  profanity,  and  eternal  damnation  than  all  their  other 
troubles."  Being  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  the  brother,  I 
answered  this  question  by  saying  that  the  wearing  of  a  truss  which  it  is 
dangerous  to  remove  even  temporarily  does  not  disqualify  a  man  from' 
receiving  the  degrees  in  Masonry.  This  same  question  came  up  at  our 
schools  of  instruction,  and  when  I  answered  as  above,  several  strict  rit- 
ualists took  exception.  I  have  had  no  occasion  to  change  the  opinion 
ventured  and  hold  that  if  the  wearing  of  the  truss  debars  a  man  from 
receiving  the  degrees,  then  modern  dentistry  has  placed  a  similar  handi- 
cap upon  many  good  men  in  the  way  of  artificial  teeth  and  gold  crowns. 
In  order  that  the  question  may  be  definitely  settled  and  that  brethren 
may  have  something  tangible  to  guide  them,  I  ask  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

Jurisdiction  of  Chicago  Lodges. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  questions  have  come  up  in  which  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  number  of  Chicago  lodges  has  been  involved.  Many 
new  lodges  have  been  instituted  in  Cook  county  within  the  last  few  years 
and  the  result  has  been  a  constant  changing  of  jurisdictional  lines.  Early 
in  the  year  several  Masons  of  Chicago  expressed  the  opinion  that  con- 
current jurisdictions  now  in  force  in  the  city  should  be  extended  though- 
out  the  county.  The  subject  is  one  of  great  consequence  to  the  lodges 
of  Chicago  and  Cook  county,  and  is  one  which  must  have  most  careful 
consideration,  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed 
to  consider  this  whole  subject,  and  if  possible,  to  suggest  a  remedy  for 
the  present  jurisdictional  entanglements  and  to  report  their  conclusions 
at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Black  Balls. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  show  that  lodges, 
are  not  maintaining  a  sufficient  number  of  black  balls  in  the  ballot  box. 
In  some  instances  only  one  or  two  black  balls  have  been  found,  and  as  a 
general  rule,  not  enough  black  balls  are  present  to  enable  a  lodge  tO' 
properly  discharge  business  requiring  a  two-thirds  ballot.  In  the  absence 
of  any  law  upon  the  subject,  I  have  held  that  of  the  number  of  ballots 
in  the  box  one-half  should  be  black.  As  to  the  correctness  of  this  posi- 
tion, I  am  not  certain  and  I  ask  that  the  question  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  so  that  in  the  future  we  may  have  some- 
fixed  standard  as  a  guide. 
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Discipline. 

But  few  infractions  of  law  requiring  disciplinary  proceedings  have 
come  to  my  notice.  One  case,  however,  I  desire  to  report.  Early  in  the 
spring  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  three  members  of  a  lodge 
in  southern  Illinois  had  participated  in  the  masonic  burial  of  a  negro. 
An  investigation  was  instituted,  and  it  was  found  that  a  Past  Master,  a 
Past  Senior  Warden  and  a  member  of  the  lodge  had  assisted  in  the 
funeral  ceremonies  of  a  negro  Mason  in  the  capacity  of  pall  bearers,  and 
had  worn  the  regalia  of  the  clandestine  organization.  They  justified  their 
conduct  upon  the  ground  that  the  negroes  being  short  of  help  had  im- 
portuned them.  I  ordered  the  lodge  to  prefer  charges  against  the  three 
offenders,  which  was  done,  with  the  result  that  the  Past  Master  was 
expelled  and  his  two  companions  were  sentenced  to  definite  suspension 
for  one  year. 

Card  Index  System. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  is  a  system 
for  keeping  the  individual  masonic  record  of  the  members  of  Illinois 
lodges.  In  this  respect,  we  are  now  far  behind  other  grand  jurisdictions, 
most  of  which  have  adopted  the  card  index  system.  It  is  now  utterly 
impossible  to  tell  whether  a  certain  man  is  a  member  of  a  lodge  or  has 
ever  been  a  Mason.  With  a  card  index  system  these  questions  would  be 
readily  answered  and  the  system  would  prove  of  great  value  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  many  other  ways.  While  it  is  true  that  the  installation 
of  such  an  index  might  require  an  extra  clerk  in  the  Grand  Secretary'5 
office,  yet  the  benefits  to  be  derived  fully  justify  the  means.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  thoroughly  investi- 
gate the  card  index  system  as  employed  by  other  jurisdictions  and  to 
report  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual  meeting  upon  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  installation  of  such  a  system  in  the  office  of  our  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

Amendments. 

Each  year  a  large  number  of  amendments  are  offered  to  the  consti- 
tution and  by-laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Some  of  them  are  good,  others 
indifferent.  The  result  is  that  our  existing  laws  are  kept  in  a  state  of 
chaos.  A  blue  book  issued  a  year  ago  is  today  out  of  date  because  of 
the  fact  that  numerous  changes  in  the  law  have  been  made.  Many  of 
these  amendments  receive  hasty  consideration  in  our  Grand  Lodge  and 
are  passed  with  a  none  too  correct  understanding  of  their  true  import  and 
effect  upon  existing  conditions.  The  result  of  constantly  changing  the 
law  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity,  and  I  am 
firmly  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand  Lodge  should  provide  for  a  com- 
mittee on  laws  that  no  amendment  should  be  adopted  which  does  not 
have  the  approval  of  such  committee. 
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Amexdmext  to  Coxstitutiox. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  amendments  to  Section  2,  Ar- 
ticle 8;  also  to  Section  i,  Article  11,  of  the  Constitution,  were  submitted 
and  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  As  these  amendments  must  be 
sent  to  the  constituent  lodges  for  their  acceptance  or  rejection,  the 
Grand  Secretary,  according  to  custom,  prepared  a  circular  letter  embody- 
ing the  proposed  amendments  and  such  other  information  as  was  deemed 
necessar}'  to  enable  the  lodges  to  act  intelligently  upon  the  proposition. 
Soon  after  the  circular  was  issued,  I  received  a  number  of  letters  from 
distinguished  ]\Iasons  in  the  state  objecting  both  to  the  amendment  and 
to  the  manner  in  which  it  was  sent  to  the  lodges.  To  sum  up  briefly  the 
objections*  are  as  follows: 

First — Xo  amendment  was  offered  to  Section  3,  Article  8  of  the 
Constitution. 

Second — The  Grand  Lodge  cannot  amend  its  Constitution  without 
first  amending  its  charter,  which,  according  to  the  act  of  1855.  says, 
"that  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (naming  them)  together  with  the 
Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  several  lodges  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  forever  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,"  etc.  There- 
fore, any  action  contrary  to  the  terms  of  said  charter,  would  be  "ultra 
vires  and  of  no  force  and  effect." 

Third — The  circular  as   sent  out  is   addressed  to   nobody. 

Fourth — The  direction  to  the  lodges  to  "read  all  that  the  Grand 
blaster  said  on  these  subjects  in  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  printed 
in  the  proceedings  of  1911,"  prejudices  the  lodges  in  favor  of  the  propo- 
sition. 

Fifth — The  direction  that  "the  ^^'orshipful  ^Master  of  each  constituent 
lodge  in  Illinois  is  required  to  submit  the  above  amendment  to  vote  of 
his  lodge  at  the  first  stated  meeting  after  this  is  received"  is  an  error, 
and  caused  many  lodges  to  act  hastily  and  without  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  true  import  of  the  amendment. 

I  allowed  the  vote  on  the  proposition  to  proceed,  and  before  an- 
nouncing the  result  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  ask  that  the  whole  matter, 
together  with  the  objections  offered,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,   that  the  legality  of  the  proceeding  may  be   passed  upon. 

Delayed  Ixstallatioxs. 

I  find  that  a  number  of  lodges  are  exceedingly  dilatory  in  the  matter 
of  holding  their  installations,  some  of  them  allowing  six  months  to 
elapse   between   election   and   installation.     When   the  matter  is   called   to 

their  attention,  thev   iustifv  tlieir  tardiness  by  referring  to  the  law  which 
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says :  "The  installation  ceremonies  shall  be  held  as  soon  after  election 
as  convenient."  I  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  to  read,  "The 
installation  ceremonies  shall  be  held  within  thirty  days  after  election." 

Cipher  Rituals. 

I  have  found  to  my  surprise  that  hundreds  of  cipher  rituals  are  not 
only  in  daily  use  in  Illinois  among  lodge  officers,  but  it  is  even  charged 
that  some  grand  lecturers  have  learned  their  work  from  this  spurious 
source.  The  traffic  in  these  books  is  conducted  openly.  Each  year  the 
state  is  flooded  with  circulars  by  an  outside  book  concern  calling  atten- 
tion to  these  aids  to  learning  the  work  and  inviting  brethren  to  act  as 
their  agents,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  they  derive  arr  immense 
business  as  a  result  of  their  efforts.  During  the  year  many  of  these 
books  have  been  taken  up  by  District  Deputies  and  sent  me  to  be  de- 
stroyed. Within  three  weeks  following  the  constitution  of  a  lodge 
which  received  its  charter  at  last  Grand  Lodge,  I  sent  one  of  my  officers 
to  take  up  three  cipher  rituals  which  were  in  active  use.  In  a  central 
Illinois  lodge  it  was  found  that  a  local  druggist  and  a  member  of  the 
lodge  was  openly  selling  these  unlawful  books  over  his  counter.  I  or- 
dered charges  preferred  against  him  with  the  result  that  the  lodge  gave 
him  a  reprimand,  not  wishing  to  expel  him,  for  fear,  perhaps,  their 
source  of  supply  might  be  disturbed.  This  case  I  have  appealed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  it  is  now  before  the  Committee  on  Appeals  for  review. 
A  brother  disciplined  for  officiating  as  pall  bearer  at  a  negro  masonic 
funeral  disclosed  the  fact  that  in  his  lodge  there  were  seven  cipher 
rituals  in  active  use,  and  that  the  members  were  in  the  habit  of  exchang- 
ing rituals  with  a  negro  lodge  of  Masons,  This  case  is  now  under  in- 
vestigation. Last  fall  I  instructed  all  District  Deputies  to  commence  a 
vigorous  crusade  against  the  cipher  ritual  with  the  result  that  some 
progress  has  been  made. 

For  many  years  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  has  remained  silent 
upon  this  important  question,  proceeding  upon  the  theory  that  the  less 
said  about  the  matter  the  better.  As  a  result  of  this  course  the  use  of 
cipher  rituals  has  developed  and  expanded  until  it  now  possesses  the 
state.  Brethren  who  own  them  justify  themselves  with  the  statement 
that  they  did  not  know  it  was  unlawful.  The  effect  is  felt  in  our  schools 
of  instruction  and  the  comparatively  small  attendance  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  Masons  in  the  state  is  unmistakable  evidence  that  some 
brethren  do  not  have  to  go  away  from  home  to  learn  the  work.  The 
time  has  come  when  this  Grand  Lodge  must  meet  the  cipher  ritual  ques- 
tion either  by  stamping  out  the  evil  and  declaring  itself  unequivocally  in 
favor  of  the  dissemination  of  the  work  from  mouth  to  ear,  or  by  issuing 
an  authorized  ritual  of  the  standard  work  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
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Masonic  Emblems  in  Go\"i:RXMzxr  Cemeteries. 

In  October.  190S.  the  War  Department  adopted  a  regulation  pro- 
viding that  no  emblems  or  insignia  of  fraternal  or  other  societies  shall 
be  placed  on  monuments  or  tombstones  erected  at  the  graves  of  those 
buried  in  government  cemeteries.  I  have  received  a  great  many  letters 
from  members  of  the  craft  protesting  against  this  regulation,  and  urging 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  take  some  action.  I  have  been  addressed 
upon  the  subject  by  the  Grand  Secretary-  of  Mississippi,  who  has  asked 
that  the  matter  be  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  and  that  we  join  them 
in  opposing  the  measure.  I  am  informed  that  a  bill  has  been  introduced 
into  Congress  known  as  House  Joint  Resolution  Xo.  271.  which  proposes 
to  abrogate  the  measure  adopted  by  the  War  Department.  I  ask  that 
the  advisability-  of  passing  a  resolution  favoring  the  passage  of  this  bill 
and  urging  the  craft  of  Illinois  to  use  their  good  efforts  with  representa- 
tives in  Congress  to  secure  their  favorable  action  toward  this  bill,  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Hot  Springs  Circular. 

Early  in  the  year  Hot  Springs  Lodge  62,  of  Hot  Springs.  Arkansas, 
sent  a  number  of  letters  into  the  state  asking  for  contributions  toward 
the  building  of  a  masonic  hot  water  sanitarium.  I  called  the  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas,  advising  him  that  it  was 
contrary  to  our  rules  to  allow  any  appeal  of  this  kind  to  go  to  the 
lodges  -^-ithout  first  securing  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Lodge.  He  informed  me  that  the  brethren  of  Hot  Springs  had  acted 
without  his  knowledge  or  consent.  I  then  received  a  letter  from  the 
brethren  of  Hot  Springs  asking  that  their  appeal  be  presented  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  which  they  base  upon  the  fact  that  they  are  continually 
being  called  upon  to  care  for  distressed  brethren  from  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  who  become  stranded  among  them.  I  recommend  that 
this  appeal  of  our  Hot  Springs  brethren  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

The  George  Washington   National   Memorial   AssoaAxioN. 

At  the  last  two  sessions  oi  this  Grand  Lodge  reports  were  submitted 
concerning  the  Washington  Memorial  Association  of  Alexandria.  Va.. 
and  I  believe  that  circulars  of  information  have  been  sent  to  many  of 
the  lodges  of  the  state.  That  those  present  may  know  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  this  organization.  I  quote  from  the  constitution : 

"ist.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  collection  of  a  fund 
to  erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  masonic  memorial  to  George  Washing- 
ton in  the  form  oi  a  temple  in  the  city  of  Alexandria.  Va..  provided  that 
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at  least  one  floor  therein  be  set  apart  forever  as  a  memorial  hall,  to  be 
under  the  control  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States 
of  America  members  of  this  Association. 

"2nd.  To  provide  a  place  w^here  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
members  of  the  said  Association,  may  perpetuate,  in  imperishable  form, 
the  memory  and  achievements  of  the  men  v^hose  distinguished  services, 
zealous  attachment,  and  unswerving  fidelity  to  the  principles  of  our  in- 
stitution merit  particular  and  lasting  reward;  to  create,  foster,  and  dif- 
fuse a  more  intimate  fraternal  spirit,  understanding,  and  intercourse 
between  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  sovereign  Grand  Bodies 
throughout  the  United  States  and  her  insular  possessions,  members  of 
this  Association;  to  cherish,  maintain,  and  extend  the  wholesome  influ- 
ence and  example  of  our  illustrious  dead." 

To  finance  the  undertaking  its  promoters  are  asking  for  contribu- 
tions payable  in  five  yearly  installments.  Twenty-three  Grand  Lodges 
have  become  members  of  the  Association.  So  far  as  I  can  determine 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  has  never  taken  any  formal  action  upon 
the  subject.  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  give  its  en- 
dorsement to  the  undertaking  by  becoming  a  member  thereof,  and  that 
the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  to  suggest  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
plan  for  raising  our  share  of  the  fund  to  be  created. 

Moon  Lodges. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  lodges  in  Illinois  still  hold  their  stated 
meetings  according  to  the  moon,  thus  requiring  their  members  to  consult 
the  calendar  or  an  almanac  when  they  wish  to  go  to  lodge.  During  the 
early  part  of  the  present  year  the  "woman  in  the  moon"  decided  that  it 
might  be  well  to  pass  up  a  few  lodge  meetings  and  arranged  her  sched- 
ule in  such  a  manner  that  a  number  of  lodges  found  themselves  without 
a  stated  meeting  in  December,  and  as  a  result  much  trouble  and  con- 
fusion was  occasioned.  One  lodge  meeting  by  the  moon  found  itself 
without  a  meeting  night  for  a  period  of  three  months.  In  this  age  of 
interurbans  and  automobiles,  there  is  very  little  reason  why  lodges 
should  meet  by  the  moon,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  fixed  calendar 
meeting  date  conduces  to  better  lodge  attendance.  I  believe  that  the 
time  has  come  when  this  Grand  Lodge  should  require  all  its  constituent 
lodges  to  hold  their  stated  meetings  upon  a  fixed  calendar  date,  and  thus 
put  an  end  to  a  system  which  is  not  only  obsolete  but  will  result  in 
interminable  confusion. 

Abuse  of   Black   Ball. 

William  Booth  once  said  that  he  found  church  choirs  infested  with 
Ihree   devils;    the    flirting   devil,    the   dressing   devil,    and   the   quarrelling 
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devil.  We  are  not  bothered  in  Masonry  very  much  with  the  flirting 
devil,  but  many  of  our  Past  Grand  Masters  know  from  experience  that 
we  have  a  few  of  the  quarrelling  devils,  and  all  of  us  know  that  we 
have  some  dressing  devils.  But  to  my  mind  the  worst  devil  in  Masonry 
is  the  black  balling  devil.  During  the  year  this  misguided  brother  has 
given  me  my  full  share  of  trouble.  I  have  never  been  able  to  under- 
stand just  why  the  good  work  of  fifty  men  should  be  set  at  naught  by 
one  man  who  proposes  to  disable  the  lodge  simply  because  he  has  never 
learned  that  masonic  lesson  of  "who  best  can  work  and  best  agree,"  and 
at  the  same  time,  be  allowed  to  keep  up  his  nefarious  work  year  in  and 
year  out.  In  each  case  which  has  been  reported  to  me,  I  have  made  a 
thorough  investigation  of  existing  conditions  and  where  I  found  that  a 
brother  was  using  the  black  ball  to  disturb  the  peace  and  harmony  of 
the  lodge,  I  served  him  with  notice  that  unless  he  ceased  his  pernicious 
activity  charges  would  at  once  be  preferred  against  him.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  in  every  instance  the  offender  has  promised  to  be  good, 
and  the  lodges  involved  are  now  happily  at  labor  fulfilling  theii  true 
mission  in  Masonry.  It  is  puerile  and  foolish  to  allow  one  man  to  break 
up  a  lodge  simply  because  he  is  permitted  to  entrench  himself  behind  a 
law  which  was  never  framed  for  his  benefit  and  which  says  that  the 
reason  for  casting  a  black  ball  cannot  be  inquired  into.  We  have  been 
entirely  too  lenient  in  times  past  with  offenders  of  this  sort  and  when- 
ever it  shall  become  known  that  lodges  will  not  tolerate  an  abuse  of 
the  black  ball,  much  of  the  trouble  arising  from  this  source  will  be  at 
an  end. 

Correspondence. 

During  the  year  I  have  handled  an  immense  amount  of  correspond- 
ence, writing  some  days  as  high  as  forty  and  fifty  letters  on  Grand 
Lodge  matters.  I  have  no  complaint  whatever  to  make,  as  I  believe  it 
to  be  the  business  of  the  Grand  Master  to  set  the  craft  to  work  and 
keep  them  from  falling  into  error.  I  have  cheerfully  answered  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  me  and  believe  that  when  brethren  are  in  doubt,  it 
is  better  to  ask  for  information  than  to  proceed  on  an  erroneous  as- 
sumption. 

Revision   Committee, 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  a  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  revise  the  Book  of  Ceremonials  and  likewise  our  Blue 
Book.  The  committee  first  paid  their  attention  to  the  Book  of  Ceremo- 
nials as  the  supply  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  was  exhausted.  A 
great  deal  of  painstaking  labor  was  given  to  this  work ;  the  various  cei'e- 
monials  v^^ere  thoroughly  revised ;  faulty  English  corrected ;  phraseology 
modified,    and    inconsistencies    eliminated.      The    directions    accompanying 
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the  ceremonies  were  simplified,  and  upon  the  whole  the  book  greatly  im- 
proved. This  Grand  Lodge  may  not  know  it,  but  they  now  have  a  Book 
of  Ceremonials  of  which  they  may  justly  be  proud  and  the  committee 
have  a  right  to  feel  well  satisfied  with  the  results  of  their  labors.  It  is  no 
idle  motive  which  prompts  me  to  say  that  this  Book  of  Ceremonials  will 
long  reflect  the  skill  and  ability  of  that  master  of  good  English  and 
faultless  diction.  Past  Grand  Master  Edward  Cook.  After  completing 
their  work  on  the  Book  of  Ceremonials,  the  committee  took  up  the  task 
of  the  revision  of  the  Blue  Book.  As  it  was  one  of  considerable  con- 
sequence, and  as  there  was  immediate  need  for  an  edition  of  the  volume, 
it  was  deemed  best  to  insert  missing  amendments  in  their  proper  place; 
revise  the  forms  in  the  back  of  the  book,  and  print  a  supply  for  pres- 
ent use. 

Although  the  printing  of  3,500  copies  was  ordered  at  last  Grand 
Lodge,  I  directed  that  only  1,200  copies  be  printed  because  I  believe  that 
a  thorough  revision  of  the  book  should  be  made  before  any  great  num- 
ber are  printed.  At  this  Grand  Lodge  a  number  of  amendments  will 
come  up  for  action,  and  which,  if  adopted,  should  be  inserted  in  our 
law.  Those  who  have  occasion  to  consult  our  Blue  Book  are  fully  con- 
vinced that  our  law  is  not  concrete,  that  many  amendments  adopted  in 
times  past  have  been  inserted  under  articles  which  were  not  altogether 
germane. 

.  By  revising  the  Blue  Book,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  chang- 
ing the  law,  but  my  idea  is  that  it  should  be  re-arranged  and  presented  in 
such  a  manner  that  its  various  provisions  may  be  easily  found  and  read- 
ily understood.  I  therefore  recommend  that  that  committee  appointed  at 
last  Grand  Lodge  be  continued  with  instructions  to  make  a  thorough 
revision  of  our  Blue  Book  along  the  lines  suggested,  and  to  present  the 
result  of  their  labors  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  its  adoption  or  rejection. 

Library  Fund. 

Early  in  the  spring  it  was  my  pleasure  to  dedicate  the  Auditorium 
Masonic  Temple  by  invitation  of  Chicago  Lodge  No.  437,  and  Standard 
Lodge  No.  873.  In  honor  of  this  event,  these  two  lodges  created  a  fund 
of  $100,  named  in  my  honor,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  books  for  the 
Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange  and  the  Masonic  Home  at  Sulli- 
van. The  money  was  duly  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  ex- 
pended for  the  purpose  named.  At  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  fund 
it  was  hoped  that  other  lodges  in  Illinois  would,  likewise  contribute  so 
that  substantial  libraries  might  be  provided  in  our  two  splendid  charitable 
institutions. 
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A  short  time  ago  a  Chicago  brother  sent  out  a  letter  to  the  lodges 
of  Cook  county,  asking  them  to  contribute  toward  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange.  As  a  result  of  his  appeal,  the 
following  responses  were  received :

The  amounts  above  mentioned  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
special  committee,  consisting  of  Chas.  E.  Bassett,  Samuel  L  Frankland 
and  Roy  K.  Wheeler,  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  suitable  books 
for  the  use  of  the  children  in  the  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange.  The 
lodges  of  Chicago  which  have  contributed  so  liberally  for  this  purpose 
have  done  a  splendid  act  and  one  which  will  be  lasting  in  its  benefits. 

Smoking  in  Open  Lodge. 

A  growing  evil  in  our  masonic  lodges  is  the  habit  of  smoking  dar- 
ing business  or  work.  During  the  year  a  good  deal  of  complaint  has 
been  entered  against  the  practice  not  only  by  brethren  but  by  Masters 
who  were  seeking  some  means  of  curbing  the  custom.  There  is  no 
more  argument  for  smoking  in  lodge  than  in  church,  and  no  Mason  of 
refinement  and  culture  will  do  it.  The  brother  who  cannot  refrain  from 
smoking  during  the  short  period  that  the  lodge  is  in  session  gives  un- 
mistakable evidence  of  the  fact  that  there  is  one  masonic  lesson  he  has 
failed  to  master — that  of  learning  to  subdue  his  passions.  I  am  fully  of 
the  opinion  that  smoking  should  never  be  tolerated  in  a  lodge  room  dur- 
ing the  conferring  of  any  part  of  a  degree.  The  Master  has  it  in  his 
power  to  order  it  stopped  and  to  exclude  any  brother  who  disobeys 
because  of  violation,  of  the  discipline  of  the  lodge. 

Dispensations  Wanted. 

A  constitutional  number  of  brethren  residing  at  Algonquin,  III,  have 
asked  for  dispensation  to  form  a  new  lodge  at  that  place.     They  have

secured  the  consent  of  two  of  the  nearest  lodges,  Nunda  Lodge  No.  169 
having  refused  to  grant  the  necessary  permission.  A  commission,  con- 
sisting of  C.  J.  Wightman,  of  Grays  Lake;  T.  B.  Rowlands,  of  Elgin,  and 
Theo.  Hamer,  of  Woodstock,  visited  Algonquin,  met  the  petitioners, 
examined  the  proposed  place  of  meeting  and  after  due  consideration  of 
all  attending  circumstances  reported  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed lodge.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  di- 
rect the  issuance  of  a  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  Algonquin  Lodge, 
A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  Algonquin,  Illinois. 

Twenty  brethren  residing  at  Warrensburg,  111.,  have  petitioned  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  lodge.  They  have  secured  the  consent  of  two 
of  the  nearest  lodges.  Summit  Lodge  No.  431,  the  other  lodge  whose 
jurisdiction  is  affected,  declined  to  grant  permission.  A  commission  con- 
sisting of  Albert  T.  Summers,  of  Decatur;  Harry  L.  Smith,  of  Spring- 
field, and  Oliver  McDaniel,  of  Buffalo,  were  appointed  to  thoroughly 
investigate  all  conditions  connected  with  the  proposed  lodge.  The  com- 
mittee visited  Warrensburg  and  after  a  thorough  examination  report 
that  they  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  for  the  good 
of  the  fraternity  and  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  to  grant  the 
dispensation  asked  for.  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
direct  the  issuance  of  a  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  Warrens- 
burg Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  Warrensburg,  Illinois. 

Decisions. 

I  have  no  decisions  to  report  to  you.  While  a  great  many  questions 
have  been  submitted  to  me,  yet  I  have  always  been  able  to  answer  them 
by  reference  to  our  existing  laws.  One  or  two  matters  have  arisen  to 
which  I  desired  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurispru- 
dence, and  which  having  been  secured,  the  same  were  published  and  sent 
to  the  lodges.  It  has  always  been  my  thought  that  a  decision  of  a 
Grand  Master  is  merely  an  expression  of  opinion  valid  during  the  ad- 
ministration of  him  who  makes  it.  The  next  G.M.  may  hold  an  entirely 
different  view  and  set  at  naught  the  opinion  of  his  predecessor  by  an 
entirely  opposite  decision.  There  is  too  much  disposition  in  this 
masonic  day  and  age  to  legislate  for  the  individual  lodge  and  to  split  a 
masonic  legal  hair  'twixt  south  and  south-west  side.  We  have  enough 
law  now  on  our  statute  books  to  last  us  for  the  next  hundred  years. 
What  is  most  desired  is  an  honest  interpretation  of  the  laws  we  already 
have  with  a  due  admixture  of  common  sense  in  doubtful  cases. 

The  only  way  to  change  our  law  is  by  amendment  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  any  decision  I  might  make  would  be  of  no  binding  effect 
until  incorporated  into  our  laws  by  due  legal  process. 
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Our  Ritual. 

Perhaps  no  subject  is  nearer  the  heart  of  the  individual  3.Iason  than 
that  of  the  ritual.  Each  brother  ver}-  naturally  thinks  that  the  ritual  of 
his  particular  state  is  far  superior  to  all  others,  and  I  glor}'  in  his  pride 

A  good  many  look  upon  the  ritual  as  something  sacred  which  has 
been  handed  down  from  a  dim  and  mist}'  past  and  that  to  change  a 
word,  syllable,  letter  or  character  would  be  to  invoke  the  wrath  of  the 
gods.  This  is  an  idea  in  which  I  do  not  share.  Were  the  ]\Iasons  of 
the  world  working  under  a  universal  ritual  then  there  might  be  some 
argument  in  the  above  opinion,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  each  Grand 
Jurisdiction  has  its  individual  rites  and  ceremonies  and  the  wide  diver- 
sit}-  between  the  different  states  leads  to  but  one  conclusion  :  The  mod- 
ern ritual  is  but  the  result  of  the  creative  genius  of  man  and  the  fact 
that  we  have  so  much  variance  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  different 
men  have  had  a  part  in  the  formulating  of  our  various  rituals. 

Very  early  in  my  administration  several  thoughtful  and  intellectual 
brethren  urged  me  to  make  certain  changes  in  our  ritual  by  eliminating 
apparent  inconsistencies  and  correcting  other  grammatical  errors.  After 
due  consideration  I  felt  that  while  there  was  good  reason  for  making 
these  changes  yet  they  were  of  such  a  momentous  character  that  I  would 
not  assume  the  responsibilit}-.  I  have  always  doubted  the  right  of  any 
Grand  ^Master  to  make  changes  in  the  ritual  even  though  the  custom 
be  supported  by  precedent.  And  while  I  plead  guilty  to  one  change,  yet 
I  am  not  satisfied  but  that  I  exceeded  my  authority  in  making  it.  I  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a  dangerous  precedent  to  vest  any  Grand  ^Master  with  power 
to  change  the  ritual,  a  right  which,  in  my  judgment,  belongs  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  alone.  As  long  as  this  condition  exists  the  advent  of  a 
new  Grand  ]\Iaster  will  always  be  hailed  with  anxious  expectation  as  to 
just  what  part  of  the  ritual  he  proposes  to  tinker  with. 

A  good  deal  of  doubt  exists  as  to  when  the  present  ritual  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  was  adopted,  if  ever.  That  it  has  undergone 
many  changes  since  its  promulgation  cannot  be  denied,  but  there  is 
nothing   to    show   that   these    changes    or    improvements    have    ever    been 

ratified  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Just  at  the  present  time  there  is  a  vigorous  demand  for  a  shorter 
form  of  opening  and  closing.  In  our  larger  lodges  where  a  vast  amount 
of  work  must  be  done  each  year  there  is  strong  objection  to  certain 
portions  of  the  ritual  being  performed  individually  and  in  enforcing 
the  present  standard  the  Grand  ]\Iaster  is  met  with  a  none  too  willing 
compliance. 

In  view  of  all  that  has  been  stated,  and  for  other  reasons  which  I 
cannot   take   up    at   this   time.    I    recommend    that    a    committee    of   fifteen" 
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be  appointed  to  determine  just  what  is  the  ritual  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion and  to  suggest  such  changes  and  grammatical  corrections  as  may  seem 
wise  or  necessary,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  of  eliminating  every  gram- 
matical error  and  apparent  inconsistency  and  removing  any  temptation 
for  future  "tinkering."  I  sugge'St  that  the  constitution  of  the  committee 
be  substantially  as  follows:  The  Grand  Master,  who  shall  be  chairman; 
the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners,  the  other  nine  members  to  be  selected, 
a  part  with  reference  to  their  knowledge  of  the  ritual  and  a  part  with 
reference  to  their  literary  attainments  and  knowledge  of  good  English. 
I  further  recommend  that  the  result  of  their  labors  be  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  and,  if  deemed  expedient,  exemplified  in  its  presence,  and 
if  formally  adopted  to  remain  henceforth  and  forever  the  ritual  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  subject  to  change  only  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  two-thirds  vote 
at  an  Annual  Meeting. 

Masonic  Travesties. 

Somewhere,  some  time,  a  silly  ass  trying  to  be  funny  at  the  expense 
of  the  traveling  salesman  wrote  a  travesty  on  our  Entered  Apprentice 
catechism.  It  gained  quite  a  ready  circulation  among  a  class  of  Masons 
because  it  was  the  kind  of  literature  with  which  they  were  best  ac- 
quainted, and  like  the  balance  of  their  Masonr}^,  could  be  easily  carried 
in  the  pocket.  Every  little  while  some  lodge  member  who  wants  to  be 
cute  and  who  lacks  the  legitimate  means  of  attracting  attention  to  him- 
self, eith,er  by  a  knowledge  of  the  ritual  or  the  practice  of  the  moral  and 
social  virtues,  will  reprint  this  detestable  travesty,  and  appending  his 
advertising  card,  give  the  whole  ready  circulation.  During  the  year  one 
brother  Mason  who  possessed  some  inventive  genius,  and  who  had  a 
pique  at  the  mayor  of  his  town,  prepared  a  travesty  on  the  second  de- 
gree catechism  and  had  it  printed  in  the  local  paper.  I  believe  that  the 
time  has  come  when  all  good  Masons  should  join  in  an  active  crusade 
against  the  circulation  of  masonic  travesties  of  any  kind  whatever,  and 
that  charges  should  be  preferred  against  any  brother  who  gives  counte- 
nance in  any  way  to  the  dissemination  of  this  senseless  jargon.  I  an- 
ticipate that  a  little  discipline  along  this  line  will  soon  stop  their  circu- 
lation and  have  a  wholesome  effect. 

Intellectual  Masonry. 

There  is  no  subject  connected  with  our  distinguished  fraternity  in 
which  I  am  more  deeply  interested  than  that  of  the  study  side  of  Free- 
masonry. No  similar  organization  on  the  face  of  the  earth  can  boast 
of  traditions  as  ancient,  of  usages  and  landmarks  as  universally  known, 
of    symbolism    so   sparkling   with   brightest   jewels    of   philosophies   both 
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ancient  and  modern;  of  a  ritual  in  sentiment  as  lofty,  in  diction  as  elo- 
quent, and  so  universally  spoken.  And  yet.  the  institution  is  but  little 
imderstood  by  even  its  most  devoted  members. 

There  are  many  of  us  who  can  recite  our  ritual  from  Alpha  to  Omega 
without  the  omission  of  a  word  or  syllable,  unconscious  of  the  fact  that 
behind  the  play  of  words  lie  concealed  thoughts  and  meanings  which 
invite  our  investigation  and  well  re-pay  us  for  our  research.  Too  many 
Masons  perform  their  duty  like  the  religious  devotee  who  recites  his 
catechism  in  mechanical  style,  and  arises  from  his  knees  conscious  of  but 
one  fact — that  of  a  duty  performed. 

The  demand  of  the  hour  is  not  for  men  who  can  recite  the  ritual 
but  for  men  who  know  what  that  ritual  means,  and  who  are  willing  to 
■display  its  teachings  in  their  daily  lives  and  conduct.  I  quote  from  a 
distinguished  writer,  "^Masonry  has  no  use  for  a  blind,  stupid  devotion 
vouchsafed  her  by  wooden  men  who  do  not  know  why  they  serA-e  her. 
but  what  she  loves  is  the  intelligent  loyalty  of  thinking  men  who  have  a 
reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  them." 

A  ritual  is  merely  the  vehicle  by  which  we  convey  to  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  men  moral  precepts  and  great  truths ;  if  it  has  for  its 
object  any  other  purpose,  it  is  mereh"  sounding  brass  and  a  tinkling 
C3-mbal.  Our  ritual  is  an  exposition  surfeited  with  excellent  maxims  of 
right  living.  We  in  Illinois  acknowledge  no  superiors  in  the  matter  of 
ritualistic  perfection.  In  the  midst  of  our  present  ecstacy  of  ritualism 
it  might  be  well  to  inquire  whether  our  oral  moralizing  tends  to  better 
living  or  is  it  merely  a  revel  in  fine  words  and  agreeable  rhetoric.  It  is 
one  thing  to  talk  Masonry,  but  to  think  it  and  act  it  is  quite  another. 
There  is  a  vast  difference  between  ^lasonry  of  the  tongue  and  Masonry 
of  the  deed.  The  whole  trouble  with  our  present  system  is  that  it  does 
not  teach  men  to  think  but  to  remember.  AVe  will  never  have  better 
Masons  until  we  have  more  thinking  ]\Iasons.  for  the  thinker  is  he  who 
strives  to  awaken  from  the  dream  of  life  in  which  the  multitude  pass  a 
listless  existence. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  burden  of  our  lodges  is  today  carried  forward 
by  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  membership.  The  greatest  problem  which 
confronts  us  is  how  to  interest  the  90  per  cent  of  dues-paying  non- 
attending  members.  So  long  as  we  offer  them  nothing  but  a  program 
of  degrees  ground  out  by  rule  and  rote  we  can  hope  for  little  improve- 
ment. 

I  am  a  supporter  of  the  study  side  of  Masonry  and  believe  that  we 
should  exert  our  best  endeavors  toward  an  understanding  of  our  history, 
traditions  and  symbolism.  Believing  such  to  be  a  necessary  part  of  the 
education  of  everv  Mason.  I   arranged  with  the  Board  of  Grand   Exam- 
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iners  for  the  introduction  of  two  thirty-minute  talks  at  our  schools  upon 
the  subject  of  history  and  symbolism. 

While  the  innovation  was  not  well  received  by  some  of  our  ritual- 
istic brethren,  yet  I  believe  that  some  good  was  accomplished  in  bringing 
about  a  better  understanding  of  the  history  of  the  fraternity  as  well  as 
stimulating  many  brethren  toward  individual  masonic  study  and  re- 
search. 

I  would  not  for  one  moment  advocate  the  abatement  of  the  dili- 
gence exerted  toward  correctly  teaching  our  ritual,  nor  would  I  abandon 
our  present  system  of  schools,  but  I  would  urge  that  means  be  adopted 
that  will  bring  to  the  Masons  of  Illinois  a  better  understanding  of  the 
institution  of  which  they  are  members.  Doubtless  this  can  best  be  ac- 
complished in  the  lodges  themselves,  by  the  formation  of  study  clubs, 
the  promotion  of  lectures  and  addresses  by  competent  brethren,  and  by 
reading  masonic  books.  The  subject  is  well  worthy  of  serious  thought 
and  I  leave  it  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  progressive  Masons 
of  this  great  state. 

Conclusion. 

One  year  ago  you  elected  me  as  your  Grand  Master  and  I  am  deeply 
grateful  to  you  for  the  honor  bestowed  and  for  the  many  courtesies  and 
kindnesses  shown  to  me  by  my  brethren  of  this  great  commonwealth. 
While  the  year  has  been  the  busiest  of  my  twenty-two  years  of  my 
masonic  activity,  yet  it  has  been  one  of  the  happiest.  In  the  closing- 
hours  of  last  Grand  Lodge,  I  stood  upon  this  platform  and  pledged  you 
to  discharge  the  trust  committed  to  my  care  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
I  told  you  then  that  I  had  but  one  ambition  and  that  was  to  be  of  some- 
small  service  to  the  institution  of  Freemasonry.  I  am  therefore  hopeful 
that  whatever  service  has  been  rendered  will  prove  of  substantial  value 
and  that  Masonry  in  Illinois  has  been  benefited  by  the  work  of  the 
year.     I  am  conscious  that, 

"Honor  and  fame  from  no  condition  rise 
Act  well  your  part  and  there  all  honor  lies." 

The  Grand  Master  also  presented  a  detailed  report  of  the 
business  of  his  office  from  O'ctober,  1911,  to  October,  1912, 
together  with  oflficial  documents  and  reports  of  District  Dep- 
uty Grand  Masters  and  Board  of  Grand  Examiners.  It  was 
ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.

REPORT — Committee  on  Correspondence. 

M.W.  Bro.  Owen  Scott  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence.  It  was  ordered  printed  in  the 
Proceedings.     (See  Appendix,  Part  i.) 
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REPORT — Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address. 

Bro.  Arthur  M.  Otman,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Grand  Master's  Address,  presented  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee.    On  motion,  it  was  adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  Ancient  Fre\e  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address,  respectfully  report 
as  follows : 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  brethren  of  Illinois  on 
the  very  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois  have  been  conducted  in  the  past  year  by  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master,  as  shown  in  his  address  presented  to  this 
committee  and  we  join  with  him  in  the  statement  that  "We  have  just 
cause  for  congratulation  upon  the  progress  we  have  made.  The  year 
has  been  fraught  with  splendid  achievement  and  greater  uplift."  Much, 
if  not  all  of  which,  we  consider  is  due  to  the  earnest  and  painstaking 
efforts  of  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

Under  the  heading,  "State  of  the  Fraternity,"  is  presented  a  state- 
ment showing  the  phenomenal  growth  of  our  beloved  order,  and  we 
heartily  agree  with  him  that  "none  can  estimate  the  power  for  good  of 
this  great  body  of  men  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  a  righteous 
cause."  This  part  of  the  said  address  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Chartered  Lodges. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  fact  that  no  Past  Grand 
Officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  has  passed  to  his  eternal  rest  during  the  year, 
and  reverently  refer  the  matter  of  our  fraternal  dead  to  the  Committee 
on  Obituaries. 

We  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  foreign 
relations  be  approved. 

On  that  part  of  the  address  relating  to  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ters, this  committee  heartily  commends  the  action  of  the  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  in  his  efforts  to  make  the  position  of  the  District  Dep- 
uty Grand  Master  useful  and  beneficial  to  this  Grand  Lodge  and  to  the 
craft  in  general. 

The  reports  of  the  several  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  attached 
to  the  address  demonstrates  the  results  obtained  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Chartered  Lodges  for  such  action  as  is  required. 
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This  Committee  recommends  that  that  part  of  the  address  relating 
to  Constituted  Lodges  be  approved. 

This  Committee  commends  the  action  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  in  appointing  a  committee  to  investigate  and  report  before  issuing 
dispensations  for  the  formation  of  new  lodges  and  we  recommend  that 
the  practice  instituted  by  him  be  continued  in  the  future  and  that  such 
part  of  the  address  as  refers  to  lodges  instituted,  be  approved. 

That  so  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  the  matter  of  dedication, 
be  approved. 

That  so  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  the  laying  of  corner  stones 
and  the  actions  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  reference 
thereto,  be  approved. 

This  Committee  heartily  concurs  in  every  respect  in  the  action  taken 
on  dispensations.  We  believe  that  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
has  used  much  wisdom  and  excellent  foresight  in  refusing  the  dispensa- 
tions mentioned  and  desire  especially  to  commend  his  action  in  showing 
that  Masonry  is  of  no  light  and  trifling  character;  that  all  his  actions  in 
granting  and  refusing  dispensations  and  waiving  the  fees  therefor  where 
the  same  has  been  done,  be  approved.  We  commend  the  actions  of  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  for  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  at- 
tained by  the  Grand  Lecturers  commissioned  by  him  and  refer  the  same 
to  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners. 

We  recommend  the  approval  of  his  action  in  appointing  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  German-speaking  lodges  in  Illinois  and 
refer  his  recommendation  of  permanent  appointment  for  that  purpose  to 
the  Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges. 

So  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  Schools  of  Instruction  is  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners. 

So  much  as  refers  to  deed  wanted,  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Petitions. 

This  Committee  commends  the  action  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  in  the  matter  of  visitation,  particularly  to  that  of  foreign  juris- 
dictions, believing  that  the  exchange  of  these  visits  is  beneficial  to  the 
craft  in  general  and  tends  to  cement  the  fraternal  bonds  which  should 
exist  between  all  Grand  Lodges. 

So  much  as  comes  under  the  heading  of  questions  referred,  is  hereby 
referred  to  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

So  much  as  refers  to  jurisdiction  of  Chicago  lodges,  is  also  referred 
to  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 
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We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  black  balls  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

So  much  as  refers  to  discipline,  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Appeals  anad  Grievances. 

This  committee  is  heartily  in  favor  of  the  card  index  system  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  recommend  that 
same  be  installed  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

So  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  amendments  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  the  legality  of  the  amendments  to 
the  constitution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurispru- 
dence. 

That  the  matter  of  delayed  installations,  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

That  the  matter  of  cipher  rituals  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Grand 
Examiners. 

In  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter the  matter  of«  masonic  emblems  in  government  cemeteries  is  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

So  much  as  refers  to  the  Hot  Springs  circular,  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

So  much  as  refers  to  the  George  Washington  National  Memorial 
Association,  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

So  much  as  refers  to  the  matter  of  moon  lodges  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges. 

Your  Committee  has  investigated  the  matter  of  the  abuse  of  the 
black  ball  as  reported  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  hereby 
heartily  approves  the  action  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  the 
cases  wherein  he  has  been  called  upon  to  act ;  while  we  believe  that  cer- 
tain cases  of  such  abuse  require  action  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Mas- 
ter (as  was  true  in  these  cases),  yet  all  such  cases  must  be  governed  by 
their  own  particular  circumstances  and  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master,  and  this  approval  is  not  included  as  a  precedent 
for  future  action  upon  all  complaints  arising  from  the  use  of  the  black 
ball. 

This  Committee  is  heartily  in  favor  of  the  rearrangement  and  in- 
dexing of  the  Blue  Book  as  recommended  under  the  heading,  "Revision 
Committee,"  and  as  the  compilation  and  arrangement  thereof  is  a  matter 
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affecting-  the  laws,   the   same   is    referred  to  the   Committee  on   Masonic 
Jurisprudence. 

This  Committee  commends  the  action  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  in 
regard  to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Masonic  Orphans' 
Home  at  LaGrange  and  the  Home  at  Sullivan;  that  his  action  in  placing 
this  fund  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee  be  approved,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  the  same  or  a  similar  committee  be  continued  and  the  matter 
of  contribution  for  such  purpose  be  placed  before  the  constituent  lodges 
for  such  action  as  they  may  desire. 

So  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  smoking  in  lodges,  is  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges. 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  dispensation  for  lodges  at  Algon- 
quin and  Warrensburg  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lodges  U.D. 

On  the  matter  of  ritual,  this  Committee  desires  to  heartily  concur  in 
the  action  taken  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  in  refusing  to  change  the 
ritual  and  particularly  commend  his  statement  that  it  is  "A  dangerous 
precedent  to  vest  in  any  Grand  Master  power  to  change  the  ritual."  The 
matter  of  change  in  the  ritual  is  something  that  requires  grave  considera- 
tion before  any  action  is  so  taken  and  this  Committee  deems  it  wise  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  Board  of  Grand  Examiners. 

We  heartily  agree  with  the  statement  made  with  reference  to  ma- 
sonic travesties  and  urge  the  Grand  Lodge  and  all  the  members  thereof 
to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  stamp  out  such  practices  in  the  future. 

We  commend  the  remarks  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  relating  to 
the  subject  of  intellectual  Masonry  and  the  advancement  of  masonic 
study  among  the  members,  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Grand  Examiners  for  an  expression  as  to  the  best  method  of  pro- 
cedure. 

We  recommend  the  approval  of  the  detailed  report  of  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  attached  to  his  address  and  showing  his  actions  during 
the  past  year  and  refer  that  portion  of  the  same  which  refers  to  notices 
to  and  reports  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  to  the  Committee  on 
Chartered  Lodges  and  that  portion  of  the  same  referring  to  dispensations 
is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address  desires 
again  to  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  on  the  success  for  the  year  just  closed.  The  phenomenal  growth  of 
our  beloved  institution  testifies  in  no  uncertain  manner  to  the  zeal  and 
devotion  of  the  brethren  in  the  carrying  on  of  this  great  work  under  the 
able  direction  of  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  ATaster. , 
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The  masonic  brethren  of  Illinois  can  feel  justly  proud  of  the  record 
presented  in  the  address  of  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  as  pre- 
sented it  shows  that  the  leadership  of  our  order  in  Illinois  for  the  past 
year  has  been  in  the  hands  of  one  filled  with  a  desire  to  promote  their 
welfare  to  the  utmost,  who  has  labored  long  and  earnestly  to  promote 
harmony  and  concord  among  the  membership,  to  govern  justly  and 
wisely,  yet  with  moderation  and  prudence.  His  work  has  been  all,  yea 
more,  than  was  expected  and  true  love  and  zeal  for  the  institution  has 
been  the  foundation  upon  which  the  great  work  of  the  past  year  has 
been  erected.

As  the  days  grow  into  months  and  the  months  into 
years,  may  the  record  presented  cause  us  all  to  be  spurred  onward  in 
the  performance  of  our  masonic  duties  with  the  same  zeal  and  devotion 
as  is  manifest  in  the  record  presented  to  your  Committee  on  Grand  Mas- 
ter's address.

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
proceed  with  the  election  of  officers. 

REPORT — Committee  on  Grand  Lodge  Building. 

M.W.  Bro.  Alexander  H.  Bell,  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Grand  Lodge  Building,  made  the  following  report.  On 
motion  it  was  adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.: 

The  undersigned,  who  were  appointed  as  a  special  committee  at  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  year  ago,  under  the  resolution,  as  printed 
at  page  loi  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  A.D. 
rgii,  were  charged  under  such  resolution  with  the  duty  of  considering 
and  reporting  on  the  following  matters  : 

"It  is  desirable  and  wise  that  this  Grand  Lodge  take  steps  to  pro- 
vide a  permanent  home  for  itself,  substantially  as  outlined  by  the  Grand 
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Master  in  his  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge  two  years  ago,  and  if  so,  what 
would  be  the  probable  cost  of  such  an  enterprise,  and  in  what  manner 
should  the  funds  for  the  same  be  provided?" 

Your  committee  reports : 

First — We  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  and 
wise  that  this  Grand  Lodge  provide  a  home  for  itself,  as  contemplated. 

This  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  the  year  A.D.  1910,  in  adopting 
the  report  of  a  special  committee  dealing  with  this  same  question,  de- 
termined that  "it  is  eminently  desirable  that  this  Grand  Lodge  acquire 
property  of  its  own,  where  it  may  have  a  permanent  home,  where  this 
Grand  Lodge  may  assemble,  where  its  officers  may  have  permanent  of- 
fices and  where  its  property,  books,  records  and  things  of  value  may  be 
assembled'  and  safely  kept." 

Your  committee  finds,  however,  that  at  present,  it  cannot  make  any 
recommendation  as  to  property  to  be  acquired,  and  your  committee,  in 
view  of  the  present  resources  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  its  fixed  charges, 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  w^ould  be  wise  to  defer  all  further  consideration 
of  the  scheme  of  acquiring  a  permanent  home  for  this  Grand  Lodge  un- 
til conditions  are  more  favorable  for  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the 
plan. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  present  committee  be  discharged 
from  further  duty.

In  the  copies  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  that  were 
distributed  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  there  was  an 
item  that  looked  as  if  Bro.  WilHam  Wilhartz  had  re- 
ceived $100  for  charity.  The  Grand  Master  explained  that 
this  money  had  been  sent  Brother  Wilhartz  for  the  aid  of  a 
worthy  brother,  and  that  the  matter  would  be  corrected  in  the 
Grand  Secretary's  report  that  appeared  in  the  Proceedings. 
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UNANIMOUS  CONSENT. 

M.W.  Bro.  Alexander  H.  Bell  asked  that  unanimous  con- 
sent be  given  to  withdraw  the  amendments  to  Part  2,  Sec.  i, 
Art.  25,  and  Part  i,  Sec.  i,  Art.  2,  of  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws, 
proposed  at  the  session  of  1910,  consideration  of  which  was 
postponed  until  this  year.     Unanimous  consent  was  given. 

REPOET — Committee  on  Revision. 

M.W.  Bro.  Edward  Cook,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Revision  of  the  Book  of  Ceremonials  and  a  reprint  of  the  Blue 
Book,  made  the  report  of  this  committee.     It  was  adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  Illinois: 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Book  of  Ceremonials 
and  a  reprint  of  the  Blue  Book  would  fraternally  report  that  we  have 
carefully  revised  and  corrected  the  Book  of  Ceremonials.  We  made 
comparatively  few  changes  in  the  main  part  of  the  text,  but  made  the 
directions  for  properly  performing  the  ceremonies  much  fuller  and 
plainer.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Marshal  we  were  able  to 
greatly  improve  the  instructions  for  forming  and  conducting  the  pro- 
cessions incident  to  the  various  ceremonies. 

The  new  book  has  been  distributed  among  the  lodges  and  has  been 
in  use  several  months  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  brethren,  so  far 
as  the  committee  has  been  informed. 

We  trust  our  work  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  have  inserted  in  the  Blue  Book  all  amendments  to  by-laws  to 
date,  giving  all  approved  decisions  under  the  appropriate  sections,  and 
making  the  verbal  changes  as  authorized  by  the  resolution  under  which 
we  were  appointed.  We  did  not  attempt  a  general  revision  of  the  law 
b'ecause  we  did  not  understand  that  we  were  authorized  to  do  this  and 
because  of  the  large  number  of  amendments  to  the  law  that  are  now 
pending. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  committee,  by  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  with  his  assistance,  formulated  some  suggestions  for 
the  minutes  of  lodge  meetings  and  they  have  been  distributed  among  the 
lodges.  It  was  not  intended  that  these  should  be  regarded  as  absolute 
requirements,   but   that   they  should  be   of    assistance   to   secretaries   who 
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were  in  need  of  help  to  properly  keep  the  minutes  of  the  lodge.  It  is 
hoped  that  they  will  be  accepted  and  used  for  just  what  they  purport  to 
be,  viz. :  "Suggestions."  Fraternally  submitted,

M.W.  Bro.  Owen  Scott  moved  that  the  Book  of  Cere- 
monials prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Revision  be  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

REPORT— Trustees  of  Masonic  Homes. 

M.W.  Bro.  Geo.  M.  Moulton,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Homes,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Trustees. 

So  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  finances  was  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee.  The  balance  of  the  report,  on 
motion,  was  approved. 

To  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge,  A.F,  and  A.M.,  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Your  beneficence  to  our  unfortunate  brethren,  their  wives,  widows, 
and  dependent  children,  who  failing  material  resources  or  means  of  sup- 
port of  their  own,  have  thereby  found  restful  and  comfortable  homes,  the 
administration  of  which  has  been  entrusted  to  this  Board  of  Trustees, 
has  been  conducted  during  the  past  year  quietly,  harmoniously  and  effect- 
ively. Each  and  every  demand  within  the  legitimate  limits  of  the  exer- 
cise of  our  powers  has  been  promptly  and  adequately  met.  Several  wor- 
thy cases  have  been  under  consideration  where  the  physical  disability  of 
the  applicant  has  been  so  nearly  total,  requiring  constant  nursing  and 
medical  attendance,  that  a  reluctant  negative  answer  has  been  made  to 
the  appeal  of  the  lodge  in  their  behalf — our  Homes  being  constructed, 
equipped  and  operated  solely  for  those  who  can  themselves  attend  to 
their  personal  wants  and  necessities,  except  for  temporary  and  minor 
ailments. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  expresses  the  hope  that  the  movement  will 
assume  practical  form,  which  is  now  in  process  of  development,  for  the 
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establishment  of  combined  home  and  hospital  facilities  for  our  indi- 
gent brethren,  their  wives,  widows  and  next  of  kin,  whose  physical  dis- 
ability is  both  total  and  permanent.  This  being  accomplished,  the  broad 
mantle  of  masonic  beneficence  in  Illinois  will  have  reached  its  ultimate 
and  adequate  proportions. 

The  Masons  of  Illinois  occupy  a  proud  position  already  in  the  field 
of  beneficent  endeavor  and  the  time  is  opportune  to  take  a  pioneer  posi- 
tion in  the  masonic  world  by  making  provision  for  those  of  our  brethren 
and  their  dear  ones,  who  are  not  only  bereft  of  wealth,  but  also  of 
health,  with  no  hope  of  regaining  either. 

For  the  good  work  already  accomplished,  each  and  every  affiliated 
Mason  in  our  Illinois  lodges  has  ample  reason  to  rejoice  mightily  for 
that  which  has  been  done,  is  doing,  and  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  be 
done  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  comfort,  welfare,  and  happiness  of 
our  brethren  who  have  had  to  contend  with  misfortune,  affliction,  in- 
firmity and  adversity  beyond  their  financial  and  physical  resources.  While 
the  individual  contribution  indirectly  made  through  the  medium  of  lodge 
dues,  thus  far  is  measured  in  coin  of  the  realm  by  the  insignificant  sum 
of  thirty-five  cents  per  annum,  the  aggregate  and  ultimate  good  accom- 
plished by  the  combination  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  units 
engaged  in  the  great  and  glorious  work  produces  results  which  are  be- 
yond the  power  of  man  to  express  in  words  or  figures,  or  even  compre- 
hend within  the  finite  range  of  human  thought. 

The  saving  of  bodies  is  essential  and  preparatory  to  the  saving  of 
souls — and  souls  are  priceless.  The  promise  of  an  abundant  feast  at 
some  uncertain  time  in  the  future  will  not  assuage  the  pangs  of  present 
hunger.  The  hope  of  eternal  rest  in  a  home  of  ineffable  bliss  will  scarcely 
bring  the  balm  of  sleep  to  weary  eyes  or  needed  strength  to  tired  forms, 
whose  present  bed  is  bare  of  comfort  and  grudgingly  given  by  the  hand 
of  charity  or  the  product  of  a  public  tax.  Our  aged  brethren  must  have 
contributed  in  their  day,  their  share  in  the  world's  advancement  in  either 
greater  or  lesser  degree  according  to  their  attainments  and  environ- 
ments, else  they  never  would  have  been  found  worthy  to  have  passed 
the  portals  of  the  masonic  lodge.  When  laid  low  in  their  declining  years 
by  the  cruel  hand  of  adversity,  and  by  infirmity  of  age  or  body  are  un- 
able to  provide  for  themselves  the  necessaries  and  moderate  comforts 
of  this  temporal  life  it  is  a  God-given  obligation  imposed  on  their  more 
fortunate  brethren  to  contribute  each  their  mite  out  of  the  abundance 
with  which  they  have  been  blessed,  to  bring  the  sunshine  of  happiness, 
peace  and  contentment  into  the  lives  of  those  of  our  brethren  who 
stricken  by  adversity,  bereft  of  support,  deprived  of  health  and  energy. 
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are  helpless  in  the  present,  and  hopeless  of  the  future  except   for  what 
lies  beyond  the  grave. 

IMasons  of  Illinois,  you  may  well  feel  proud  that  the  pathway  to  the 
grave  has  been  cleared  of  gloom  and  perplexity,  radiant  with  good  cheer, 
and  replete  with  comfort,  for  ninety-three  of  our  brethren,  their  wives 
or  widows,  who  otherwise  would  probably  have  suffered  untold  anguish 
in  combatting  the  adverse  conditions  attending  the  remaining  years  al- 
lotted to  them  on  earth.  Your  every  heart  should  swell  with  pride, 
pleasure,  and  infinite  gratitude  that  eighty-four  of  the  offspring  of  our 
departed  brethren  have  during  the  past  year  been  privileged  to  enjoy  all 
the  blessings  of  a  true  home,  in  all  that  the  name  implies,  save  only  the 
absence  of  the  natural  parent.  Here  are  souls  being  saved.  Here  are 
good  men  and  women  being  prepared  to  take  up  the  duties  of  citizenship. 
Here  are  being  formed  the  attributes  which  later  on  will  develop  happy 
homes  filled  with  gladness  and  around  whose  firesides  will  cluster  joyous 
children  whose  future  will  add  to  the  world's  welfare,  which  happy  con- 
ditions may  be  traced  directly  to  the  teaching  and  training  their  forbears 
received  through  the  generosity  of  the  Masons  of  Illinois.  The  finite 
mind  is  incapable  of  estimating  the  ultimate  good  you  are  thus  making 
possible  by  your  beneficence  thus  extended. 

May  the  blessing  of  Heaven  permit  you  to  continue  and  yet  further 
extend  your  labors  in  correcting  errors  of  adversity  which  have  be- 
fallen some  of  our  brethren. 

We  invite  your  attention  now  to  the  details  of  administration  of  the 
Illinois  Masonic  Homes  during  the  past  year. 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  October  12,  1911,  im- 
mediately following  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the 
M.W.  Grand  Lodge,  Brothers  Berks  and  Fletcher,  who  had  been  reap- 
pointed their  own  successors  as  Trustees,  qualified  by  acceptance,  and 
thereupon  the  Board  effected  its  official  organization  as  follows : 

Geo.  M.  Moulton,  President. 

Henry  W.   Berks,  Vice-President. 

James  A.  Steele,  Treasurer. 

Chester  S.  Gurney,  Secretary. 

Bro.  and  Mrs.  Chas.  L.  Hovey  were  continued  as  Superintendent  and 
Matron  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Sullivan,  and  Bro.  and  Mrs.  Chas. 
E.  Bassett  were  likewise  continued  as  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the 
Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange. 
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There  having  been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, the  Executive  Committee  in  immediate  charge  of  the  respective 
Homes  remained  the  same  as  previously  constituted,  namely :  Brothers 
Berks,  Steele  and  Dixon  for  the  Home  at  Sullivan,  and  Brothers  Moul- 
ton,  Daly  and  Fletcher  for  the  Home  at  LaGrange. 

By  action  of  these  committees,  Bro.  W.  P.  Davidson,  M.D.,  v^as  ap- 
pointed physician  to  the  Sullivan  Home,  and  Bro.  Arthur  E.  Higgons, 
M.D.,  physician  to  the  Home  at  LaGrange,  with  Bro.  C.  B.  Plattenburg, 
D.D.S.,  in  charge  of  the  dental  work. 

Subsequent  to  the  organization  meeting  the  Board  has  held  three 
regularly  called  meetings,  namely :  February  12,  1912,  at  LaGrange ;  June 
23,  1912,  at  Sullivan,  and  October  7,  1912,  at  Chicago. 

THE    HOME    FOR   THE    AGED    AT    SULLIVAN. 

By  the  action  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Com- 
munication sufficient  funds  were  appropriated  to  enable  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  directly  operate  the  farm  in  connection  with  the  Sullivan 
Home  without  the  intervention  of  a  tenant  farmer,  and  Bro.  W.  A. 
Dixon,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  unanimously  chosen  as  Farm  Su- 
pervisor, and  made  accountable  for  the  funds  so  appropriated.  Brother 
Dixon  graciously  consented  to  thus  act,  having  been  early  and  uniformly 
enthusiastic  with  respect  to  what  might  be  accomplished  by  the  plan  of 
farm  operation  under  the  direct  auspices  and  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Brother  Dixon's  report  is  appended  as  an  exhibit  to  this 
report,  and  merits  your  careful  perusal  and  consideration. 

Aside  from  this  special  work  the  several  standing  committees  among 
whom  the  work  of  administration  was  distributed,  have  held  frequent 
meetings,  and  the  present  excellent  condition  of  the  respective  Homes 
is  evidence  of  their  faithful  and  earnest  performance  of  duty. 

The  Executive  Committee  in  immediate  charge  of  each  Home  has  sub- 
mitted a  report  concerning  the  trust  imposed  upon  them,  which  reports 
are  appended  hereto,  that  of  the  Sullivan  Home  being  especially  interest- 
ing and  leaves  little  to  be  said  in  addition  to  what  is  therein  contained. 

Thus  far  this  Home  has  been  principally  utilized  for  Master  Masons, 
their  wives  or  widows,  of  advanced  years,  and  while  to  a  limited  extent 
the  orphan  children  of  Master  Masons  have  found  a  happy  home  there, 
it  has  been  the  rule  and  custom  to  care  for  our  wards  of  youthful  years 
in  the  Home  at  LaGrange. 

Bro.  Charles  L.  Hovey  and  wife  as  Superintendent  and  Matron,  re- 
spectively, have  been  zealous   and   faithful  in   the  performance  of   their 
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duty,  and  we  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  their  efficient  service  during 
their  connection  with  the  Home,  which  dates  from  the  opening  of  the 
Home.  For  no  special  reason,  but  in  the  belief  that  a  change  in  man- 
agement would  be  beneficial  the  resignations  of  Brother  Hovey  and  wife 
were  accepted  to  take  effect  during  the  current  month  and  Bro.  George 
W.  Pumphrey  and  wife,  formerly  of  Bloomington,  were  appointed  their 
successors.  The  report  of  Superintendent  Hovey  is  appended  hereto.  It 
gives  a  most  interesting  account  of  existing  conditions  and  incidents  af- 
fecting the  members. 

The  several  appropriations  made  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication  for  the  betterment  of  the  Sullivan  Home 
have  been  wisely  expended  so  as  to  be  productive  of  the  best  results  for 
the  expenditure  involved.  The  work  accomplished  is  described  in  detail 
in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  hereto  appended,  and  there- 
fore needs  not  to  be  here  repeated.  The  several  items  of  work  have  not 
yet  been  fully  completed  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  un- 
expended balances  be  retained  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board  until  all 
bills  incurred  have  been  paid,  assurance  being  given  that  there  is  enough, 
hut  barely  sufficient,  funds  in  hand  to  meet  all  obligations  of  this  char- 
acter. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  further  recommends  in  view  of  the  very 
small  balance  remaining  unexpended  of  the  appropriation  for  maintenance 
of  the  Sullivan  Home,  that  it  also  be  retained  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  be  accounted  for  in  our  next  report  with  other 
sums  which  may  be  appropriated  at  this  Annual  Communication  of  the 
M.W.  Grand  Lodge.  The  same  action  is  recommended  with  respect  to 
balance  of  funds  in  hand  for  the  special  purpose  of  development  and 
operation  of  the  Sullivan  farm, — said  balance  at  this  time  being  $343.02, 
after  all  outstanding  orders  have  been  paid. 

THE   orphans'    home   AT    LA  GRANGE. 

One  year  ago  the  officers  and  members  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge, 
numbering  between  five  and  six  hundred,  paid  a  visit  to  this  institution 
and  viewed  the  product  of  the  generous  legislation  of  themselves  and 
their  predecessors.  Without  a  dissenting  voice  the  Home  and  its  acces- 
sories received  hearty  approval  from  the  visiting  brethren.  That  this 
commendation  is  well  deserved  is  self  evident  to  all  who  have  taken  the 
time  and  displayed  the  interest  to  personally  inspect  the  Home.  Your 
Board  of  Trustees  expresses  the  earnest  hope  that  the  brethren  in  at- 
tendance this  year  upon  Grand  Lodge  will  embrace  the  opportunity  to 
personally  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  Home  and  its  sur- 
roundings. 
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Brother  and  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Bassett,  as  Superintendent  and  Matron, 
respectively,  have  been  untiring  in  their  devotion  to  the  large  family  en- 
trusted to  their  care.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  to 
so  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  family  as  to  make  it  in  fact  like  any  other 
American  family  home,  with  the  sole  difference  that  our  family  exceeds 
in  numbers  the  ordinary  household.  In  this  thought  we  have  the  hearty 
and  cordial  co-operation  of  Brother  Bassett  and  his  good  wife,  who  have 
been  eminently  successful  in  gaining  the  almost  parental  love  and  esteem 
of  the  children  confided  to  their  care.  The  Superintendent's  report  ap- 
pended hereto  is  a  model  and  any  brother  Mason  who  fails  to  give  it  a 
careful  perusal  will  lose  much  that  will  appeal  strongly  to  his  manhood. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

The  Homes  at  both  Sullivan  and  LaGrange  have  been  the  recipients 
of  many  acts  of  generous  kindness,  as  well  as  substantial  gifts  from  warm 
hearted  brethren  and  sisters  of  our  fraternity.  The  Superintendents'  re- 
ports mention  these  pleasing  evidences  of  an  overflowing  heart  in  detail, 
so  that  repetition  herein  is  unnecessary.  In  each  instance  suitable  ac- 
knowledgment was  promptly  made  to  the  donor  and  our  hearty  thanks 
tendered. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  receipt  of  an  elegant  oil 
painting  of  our  late  brother,  Joseph  Robbins,  P.G.M.,  donated  by  Bodley 
Lodge  No.  I,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  Quincy,  which  portrait  now  permanently 
adorns  the  parlor  of  our  Home. 

Our  walls  have  been  further  adorned  by  thirty  framed  pictures,  the 
Christmas  gift  of  our  good  brother,  Albert  Rouiller. 

Bro.  W.  M.  Boldenweck  is  also  entitled  to  and  received  our  hearty 
thanks  for  the  donation  to  the  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange  of  five  beau- 
tiful oil  paintings. 

BEQUESTS. 

The  bequest  made  by  Bro.  Fred  Locker,  a  deceased  member  of 
Gothic  Lodge  No.  852,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  East  St.  Louis,  was  mentioned 
in  our  last  report  to  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge.  Subsequent  investigation 
revealed  the  fact  that  the  estate  of  our  deceased  brother  had  been  so  mis- 
managed, to  use  mild  and  guarded  language,  that  nothing  was  realized 
from  the  well-intended  action  of  our  deceased  brother.  Bro.  C.  M.  For- 
man  and  other  zealous  brethren  of  the  legal  profession,  gave  freely  of 
their  time  and  energy  to  gain  something  substantial  from  this  bequest, 
but  the  machinations  of  those  who  had  the  manipulation  of  Brother 
Locker's  property  were  so  cleverly  conducted  and  closely  concealed  that 
their  efforts  in  behalf  of  this  Home  legacy  were  unavailing. 
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Notice  was  received  that  by  the  provisions  of  the  last  will  and  testa- 
ment of  Sister  Adelheid  G.  Boldenweck,  of  Chicago,  a  bequest  of  $1,500 
was  made  by  her  to  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home.  Upon  further 
inquiry  it  developed  that  this  bequest  was  joined  with  a  number  of  others 
of  similar  character  to  other  institutions,  and  was  conditional  upon  the 
entire  estate  realizing  a  certain  amount,  and  that  as  this  condition  did 
not  prevail  all  the  bequests  would  fail.  We  are  assured,  however,  by  the 
counsel  for  Bro.  William  Boldenweck  that  this  benefit  will  not  be  ulti- 
mately lost  to  our  beloved  institution  inasmuch  as  he  himself  has  made  a 
similar  provision  in  his  own  will. 

It  has  been  announced  recently  in  the  public  press  that  the  will  of 
Bro.  Lorenz  Stoehr,  of  Alton,  Illinois,  has  been  probated,  carrying  with 
it  a  bequest  of  $5,000  to  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home.  Thus  far 
no  official  information  has  reached  your  Board  of  Trustees  concerning 
this  generous  act.  We  trust  that  this  substantial  addition  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund  of  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  may  soon  be  realized. 

LAGRANGE   SCHOOL  CONTROVERSY. 

In  January  of  this  year  your  Board  of  Trustees  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  Board  of  Education  of  School  District  No.  102,  in 
which  our  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange  is  located,  the  tenor  of  which 
communication  was  a  demand  for  the  payment  in  cash  of  the  actual 
ascertained  cost  of  tuition  for  the  children  of  our  Home  in  the  public 
school  of  LaGrange,  after  allowing  credit  for  the  amount  assessed  for 
school  purposes  from  the  several  taxes  paid  as  assessed  on  the  Home 
property.  The  amount  annually  involved  would  be  upwards  of  $2,500 
additional  tax.  Your  Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  were  of  the  opin- 
ion that  this  demand  was  not  only  unjust  but  unsupported  by  law.  With 
the  approval  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  it  was  decided  to  resist 
the  demand  to  the  last  extremity.  Bro.  Jesse  E.  Roberts,  one  of  the 
leading  attorneys  of  Chicago,  has  therefore  been  retained  to  protect  the 
interest  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  in  this  very  important  matter  and  we 
are  now  awaiting  developments.  Thus  far  our  children  have  not  been 
ejected  from  the  public  school  in  LaGrange,  but  recent  advices  indicate 
that  offensive  measure  will  soon  be  instituted,  which  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge,  will  be  vigorously  resisted  to  the  last 
extremity  and  the  court  of  last  resort. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  are  further  constrained  to  say,  that  in  the 
event  of  an  adverse  decision  to  what  we  believe  to  be  our  just  and  law- 
ful rights,  that  a  system  of  independent  tuition  with  our  own  teachers 
and  facilities  should  be  established  in  the  Home,  if  this  can  be  done 
within  the  range  of  reasonable  economy. 
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For  the  general  information  of  the  craft  in  Illinois  we  append  hereta 
the  statement  and  opinion  of  Bro.  Jesse  E.  Roberts,  who  has  been  re- 
tained as  counsel  for  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  relative  to  this  controversy.. 
We  commend  this  document  to  the  careful  perusal  of  all  Masons. 

OFFICIAL  BOND. 

Immediately  after  the  re-election  of  Brother  Steele  as  Treasurer  for 
your  Board  of  Trustees  he  filed  a  bond  for  $20,000,  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties  and  due  accounting  of  the 
funds  and  property  held  by  him  as  Treasurer.  The  bond  was  signed 
jointly  by  him  and  four  good  and  sufficient  personal  sureties,  and  was 
duly  approved. 

CO-OPERATION    IN    FRATERNAL    CHARITIES. 

At  Decatur  on  September  4,  191 1,  an  organization  was  effected  and 
entitled  the  Associated  Fraternal  Charities  of  Illinois,  composed  of  the 
executive  officers  and  boards  of  control  of  the  charitable  institutions  of 
our  state  operated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Order  of  Eastern  Star  and  the  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  The  object  of  the  association  is  by  annual 
conference  to  acquire  mutual  improvement  in  the  administration  of  the 
institutions  represented,  through  discussion,  interchange  of  thought,  com- 
parison of  methods,  and  results  accomplished.  Its  work  is  purely  retro- 
spective and  educational.  An  invitation  was  extended  and  accepted  for 
the  Association  to  hold  its  meeting  on  Labor  Day,  September  2  of  this 
year,  at  the  LaGrange  Home.  The  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  great 
interest  manifested  in  the  topics  for  discussion.  Past  Grand  Master  Bell 
graced  the  occasion  with  his  presence  and  favored  the  assembly  with  an 
interesting  address.  The  President  of  your  Board  was  honored  by  being 
chosen  President  of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year  and  our  good 
brother,  W.  A,  Dixon,  was  chosen  as  Secretary  to  succeed  Past  Grand 
Master  Owen  Scott,  who  rendered  his  usual  efficient  service  in  that  ca- 
pacity during  the  year  before. 

FINANCIAL, 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  your  Board  of  Trus- 
tees are  submitted  herewith.  These  reports  have  been  carefully  verified 
by  an  expert  accountant,  not  identified  with  the  management,  and  his  re- 
port is  likewise  appended. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  recommend  that. the  following 
appropriations  be  made  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  at  this  Annual  Com- 
munication : 

For  maintenance  of  the  Sullivan  Home $24,000.00 

For  maintenance  of  the  LaGrange  Home 18,000.00 
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The  former  amount  to  be  in  addition  to  the  small  unexpended  bal- 
ance from  last  3'ear's  appropriation  and  the  latter  amount  to  cover  and 
include  the  deficiency  of  $935.80  in  last  year's  appropriation  as  shown  by 
actual  and  necessary  expenditures  incurred. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  these  appropriations  be  paid  in  in- 
stallments as  follows : 

One-half  October  11.  1912;  one-quarter  on  March  i,  1913,  and  one- 
quarter  on  July  I,  1913. 

HOME    LIBRARIES. 

The  appeal  made  last  year  for  books  for  the  Home  Libraries  is  re- 
newed. While  the  responses  to  our  last  appeal  brought  substantial 
results,  we  have  shelf  room  for  many  more  books  and  unlimited  use  for 
them.

Charles  E.  Bas- 
sett,  Supt.  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,  LaGrange,  111.,  who  will 
make  prompt  and  suitable  acknowledgment  of  all  donations  of  this  char- 
acter. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  have  endeavored  in  the  foregoing  report 
to  give  you  a  clear  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  condition,  operation 
and  needs  of  the  Homes  which  you  have  established.  They  are  creditable 
in  every  way  to  Masonry  and  stand  as  enduring  monuments  to  your 
liberality  and  adherence  to  the  tenets  of  our  profession,  Brotherly  Love, 
Relief  and  Truth,  for  in  truth  you  have  given  relief  through  brotherly 
love.

Dear  Brethren  : — The  Executive  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Illinois 
Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange,  fraternally  reports  that  under  the 
watchful  and  efficient  care  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  our  wards 
have  passed  a  happy  year  of  moral,  mental,  and  physical  progress  on  the 
road  to  future  usefulness  in  life. 

In  the  report  of  a  former  executive  committee,  reference  was  made 
to  the  erection  of  a  permanent  home  as  "an  enduring  monument  to 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry."  Due  to  the  wisdom  and  beneficience  of  the 
craft,  this  has  been  accomplished ;  but  the  real  monum.ent — the  abiding 
testimony — the  continual  witness  of  this  wisdom  and  beneficience  is  the 
good  done  to  those  dear  children  placed  in  our  care  by  the  vicissitudes 
of  life.  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  have   done   it   unto   Me." 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  which  is  transmitted  herewith, 
covers  fully  the  details  of  the  year's  work. 

Our  Home  physician,  Bro.  Arthur  E.  Higgins,  ]\I.D.,  has  been  faithful 
to  his  charge,  and  to  his  skill  and  care  is  largely  due  the  successful  term- 
ination of  what  little   sickness   occurred   from  time  to   time. 

As  in  former  years.  Dr.  Plattenberg  has  carefully  attended  to  the 
dental  necessities  of  the  children.  Our  children  attend  the  public  schools 
pending  the  outcome  of  a  somewhat  somnolent  controversy  raised  by 
the  school  board  as  to  the  right  of  the  children  to  school  privileges  with- 
out the  payment  of  tuition  fees.  We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  appeal 
for  books  for  the  home  library  has  met  with  some  generous   responses. 

The  committee  has  met  at  the  home  once  each  month  during  the 
year  and,  as  in  the  past,  each  member  has  in  turn  given  personal  atten- 
tion to  matters  of  administration.

To   the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Illinois  Ma- 
sonic Homes: 

Dear  Brothers : — I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  superinten- 
dent of  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  for  the  year  closing  Sep- 
tember 30,   1912. 
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The  health  in  the  Home  has  been  remarkably  good  considering  the 
contagious  diseases  of  one  kind  and  another  that  have  visited  our  vil- 
lage. I  have  to  report  the  death  of  Mamie  Bablitz  which  occurred  Sep- 
tember 25th  after  my  report  for  last  year  had  been  sent  in.  President 
Moulton  was  informed  of  the  event,  however,  and  referred  to  it  in  his 
report  for  that  year.  Mamie  was  in  apparent  good  health  when  taken 
out  by  her  mother  for  the  summer,  and  died  while  away  and  out  of  the 
care  of  the  Home.     No  deaths  have  occurred  during  this    Masonic  year. 

The  dental  outfit  procured  for  the  Home,  and  the  arrangement  made 
with  Brother  C.  B.  Plattenburg  to  come  out  at  stated  times  and  look 
after  the  children's  teeth,  are  working  satisfactorily. 

January  29th,  Gladys  and  Gertrude  Jones  were  taken  to  the  Illinois 
Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  904  Adams  Street,  Chicago,  to  be 
treated  for  discharging  ears,  and  Benford  Martensen  was  taken  there 
January  31st  for  the  same  purpose.  Gertrude  was  brought  back  Feb- 
ruary 6,  but  the  cure  was  not  permanent  and  she  was  taken  back  Feb- 
ruary 29.  Benford  was  brought  home  February  25th,  but  Gladys  and 
Gertrude  did  not  respond  to  treatment  as  readily  and  did  not  come  home 
until  May  5th.  The  trouble  has  not  returned  in  anj^  of  the  cases.  Brother 
Jarrard,  superintendent  of  the  Infirmary,  gave  us  the  best  of  attention. 
All  of  our  children  have  been  provided  with  glasses  when  an  examina- 
tion of  the  eyes  showed  that  they  needed  them. 

Dr.  Higgins  has  been  faithful  and  successful  when  medical  assistance 
was  needed.  I  refer  you  to  his  report  for  further  information  regard- 
ing the  health  of  the  Home. 

Our  boys  and  girls  have  passed  a  pleasant  and  profitable  year  in 
the  new  Home.  They  have  enjoyed  the  fresh  air,  ample  grounds,  inside 
and  outside  games,  flower  and  vegetable  gardens,  and  while  they  have  played 
to  their  "hearts'  content"  they  have  always  been  cheerful  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  duties  assigned  to  them.  They  have  been  regular  in 
their  attendance  at  school,  church  and  Sunday  School,  and  have  so  de- 
ported themselves  as  to  give  their  teachers  a  deep  interest  in  them.  On 
account  of  five  extremely  mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Home  all 
of  our  children  were  excluded  from  the  public  school  for  a  month,  but 
through  their  own  efforts  and  the  kind  and  special  assistance  given  them 
by  their  teachers  nearly  all  of  them  were  promoted  in  June.  Robert 
Shaw  and  William  Kernahan  have  entered  the  High  School  in  LaGrange 
in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Neither 
of  these  boys  will  reach  the  age  limit  fixed  for  the  Home  until  next 
year.  Marian  Ledger,  a  full  orphan,  has  been  discharged  on  the  records 
on   account   of   expiration   of  time,   and   is    now   employed   in   the   Home 
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with  satisfactory  results.  The  bank  account  of  four  dollars  which  was 
started  for  her  by  contributions  from  Brothers  Daly  and  Fletcher,  has, 
through  Marian's  thriftiness,  increased  to  two  hundred  dollars. 

May  loth,  Brother  Martin  Beenke,  who  has  four  boys  in  the  Home, 
passed  away  at  the  county  hospital  of  tuberculosis.  Five  days  after  his 
youngest  boy  was  old  enough  to  be  admitted  to  the  Home,  Brother 
Beenke  brought  him  here,  and,  feeling  that  his  own  end  was  near,  made 
the  remark  that  he  was  glad  he  could  leave  his  boys  in  so  good  a  place 
after  they  would  be  deprived  of  him.  He  survived  this  incident  only 
a  month. 

July  17th,  Mrs.  Viola  Ogden  Pride,  mother  of  Mary  and  Roy  Pride, 
who  are  in  this  Home,  passed  away  at  Maroa. 

During  the  72nd  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  was 
very  interesting  when  nearly  500  of  the  members  came  out  to  inspect  the 
new  Home. 

In  my  annual  report  of  1907  I  recommended  that  steps  be  taken 
for  the  establishment  of  a  library  or  reading  room  in  the  Home,  and 
last  year  I  renewed  the  recommendation.  A  good  start  has  been  made 
this  year  and  indications  point  to  a  great  success.  The  new  books  that 
are  coming  in  are  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  and  are  supplying  a  long 
felt  want.     The  Home  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  outlook. 

July  4th  was  celebrated  by  the  people  of  LaGrange  with  unusual  and 
appropriate  ceremony,  comprising  some  of  the  features  of  an  old  fashioned 
Fourth.  Our  children  participated  in  the  parade  in  the  forenoon ;  had 
their  own  firecrackers  and  torpedoes  at  home  in  the  afternoon  and  a 
good  display  of  fireworks  in  the  evening. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  a  special  dinner  was  served  as  usual,  com- 
prising the  good  things  that  well-to-do  people  enjoy  in  their  own  homes. 

Christmas  Eve  was  celebrated  December  22nd,  and,  for  the  first 
time,  arrangements  were  made  exclusively  by  those  connected  with  the 
Home.  Cash  donations  from  various  Masonic  bodies  and  individuals 
were  very  generous  and  ample  for  all  purposes.  Great  credit  is  due  the 
contributors  for  their  liberality  in  the  good  cause.  They  may  rest  in 
the  assurance  that  the  money  was  judiciously  expended  and  that  the 
occasion  was  the  most  interesting  one  of  the  year  for  the  children.  The 
Ingleside  Quartet:  Miss  Sisson,  soloist;  Brother  E.  D.  Holmes,  violin- 
ist; Brother  J.  Harry  Jones,  accompanist,  and  Brother  Gourley,  reader, 
kindly  contributed  to  make  the  program  an  enjoyable  one.  Brother 
Howard   Patterson  made  a  first  class    Santa  Claus  in  every  respect,  and 
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we  hope  he  will  consent  to  assume  the  same  role  on  many  future  oc- 
casions.    The   Home  children  had  four  numbers   on  the  program. 

September  2nd,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  the  Associated 
Fraternal  Charities  of  Illinois,  on  which  occasion  their  annual  meeting 
was  held  in  this  Home.

The  Loverin  children  have  left  the  Home  and  taken  their  money, 
which  was  deposited  in  the  LaGrange  State  bank. 

The  money  for  the  Beenke,  Gibson  and  Giseke  children  is  deposited 
to  their  credit  in  the  LaGrange  State  bank,  savings  account. 

Otto  bought  a  bicycle  and  was  given  the  small  balance  when  he 
went  out  of  the  Home.  We  also  had  a  pass  book  for  Otto  on  the  Se- 
curity bank,  showing  a  deposit  of  $7.00.  We  gave  this  book  to  his  legal 
guardian. 

We  are  informed  that  Brother  Beenke  left  a  small  house  and  lot 
which  are  being  looked  after  by  Kensington  Lodge  No.  804  of  which 
he  was  a  member. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  keep  within  the  appropriation  made  last 
year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home.  In  the  year  1906  the  appropria- 
tion was  $15,000.00.  This  amount  was  not  all  used,  but  when  set  aside 
it  was  thought  none  too  large.  The  highest  membership  that  year  was 
76,  and  about  one-half  of  the  children  were  away  for  longer  or  shorter 
periods  during  the  summer  vacation,  which  enabled  us  to  reduce  ex- 
penses materially.  This  year  the  membership  has  reached  87  and  has 
not  fallen  below  79,  as  no  vacations  were  permitted.  We  have  expenses 
here  that  we  did  not  have  in  Chicago,  and  aside  from  that  fact  the  gen- 
eral cost  of  living  is  greater  here  than  there.  I  need  not  suggest  to  any- 
one who  maintains  a  household  that  the  necessities  of  life  have  increased 
enormously  in  prices  within  the  last  six  years.     I   make  this  comparison 
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with  the  year  1906  in  order  to  show  that  there  has  been  no  extravagance 
in  the  management  of  the  Home  this  year. 

The  substitution  of  sweet  milk  for  skimmed  milk  increased  the  ex- 
penses considerably,  but  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  chil- 
dren do  not  use  tea  nor  coffee,  and  milk  is  an  important  article  of  their 
food.  The  appearance,  health  and  activity  of  the  children  indicate  that 
they  are  getting  the  right  kind  and  proper  amount  of  nourishment. 

I  am  aware  that  the  Grand  Lodge  finances  have  been  drawn  upon 
heavily  for  several  years  past,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  appropriation 
of  $16,000.00  was  all  that  could  be  spared,  but  it  was  not  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  Home  last  year,  and  will  not  be  sufficient  to  maintain  it  in 
the  coming  year,  without  materially  cheapening  the  standard.

As  to  conditions  in  the  Home  from  a  medical  standpoint  during  the 
past  year  I  have,  I  think,  a  very  favorable  report. 

During  last  winter  we  had  two  boys  run  uncomplicated  courses  of 
pneumonia,  both  making  complete  recoveries. 

During  the  latter  part  of  March  we  had  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
develop,  all  boys,  but  were  lucky  enough  to  isolate  them  early  and  no 
more  developed. 

I  was  unable  to  find  source  of  contagion — there  were  a  few  cases 
in  the  village  at  the  time — but  these  boys  were  too  young  to  be  in 
school  and  had  not  been  anywhere  that  they  could  be  exposed  to  it,  and 
the  fact  that  more  cases  did  not  develop  looked  against  local  contagion 
in  the  Home.- 

The  Melbourne  boy  has  not  done  well  for  a  time  back  and  his  condi- 
tion and  family  history  would  cause  me  to  be  fearful  of  tuberculosis 
development,  and  for  that  reason  I  asked  to  have  him  taken  to  the  farm. 

Aside  from  this  I  have  nothing  but  slight  ailments  and  not  nearly 
the  proportion  of  these  that  I  am  accustomed  to  find  in  the  same  num- 
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ber  of  children  in  private  homes,  showing  the  good  effects  of  the  regu- 
larity in  the  care  they  receive  in  the  Home.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  th^  Illinois  Masonic  Homes: 

Your  committee  in  charge  of  the  Illinois  Masonic  Home,  Sullivan, 
reports,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1912,  as  follows : 

1.  Brother  Charles  L.  Hovey  and  wife,  Superintendent  and  Matron 
since  the  Home  opened  in  1904,  resigned,  and  Brother  George  W.  Pum*- 
phrey  and  wife,  of  Bloomington,  have  been  engaged  to  fill  the  vacancies. 
Brother  Hovey  has  been  a  very  faithful  and  conscientious  superintendent, 
and  in  the  discharge  of  the  many  and  varied  arduous  duties  of  his  posi- 
tion, has  always  had  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Home  at  heart,  and 
the  restful  and  homelike  atmosphere  of  the  institution,  so  apparent  to 
all  visitors,  is  due  entirely  to  his  kind  and  patient  disposition  and  tactful 
management.  Our  sincere  good  wishes  go  with  him  in  his  new  field  of 
labor.  Brother  Pumphrey  and  wife  come  to  us  well  recommended  and 
we  firmly  believe  will  ably  and  satisfactorily  administer  the  affairs  of 
the  institution. 

2.  The  appropriation  of  $24,000.00  for  maintenance  of  the  institution 
has  been  sufficient,  and  we  recommend  that  the  same  amount  be  appro- 
priated for  the  coming  year.  Although  prices  on  nearly  everything 
needed  at  the  Home  have  advanced  in  the  past  year,  and  last  winter  was 
an  unusually  severe  one,  making  our  fuel  bills  much  higher  than  any 
winter  before,  still,  the  Home  has  been  kept  up  to  the  same  high  stand- 
ard of  excellence,  and  we  have  not  only  made  some  necessary  improve- 
ments, and  purchased  new  furniture  to  replace  old,  but  met  all  obliga- 
tions of  the  Home,  and  have  a  small  balance  in  the  fund  to  turn  back 
to  the  Grand  Lodge.

Monthly  statements,  tabulated  to  show  to  whom  and  for  what  pui^- 
pose  money  is  paid,  are  now  being  made  out,  and  these,  with  receipted 
vouchers  with  itemized  bills  attached,  are  gone  over  and  checked  out 
monthly  by  the  committee,  and  are  now  on  file  at  the  Home  for  refer- 
ence. A  card  index  system  for  keeping  accounts  has  been  introduced 
and  will  furnish  a  ready  and  accurate  reference  for  the  details  as  to 
cost,  quantity  and  character  of   every  item  purchased. 

3.  The  general  health  of  the  membership  has  been  good.  We  have 
had  no  epidemics  or  serious  cases  of  illness.  Afflictions,  incident  to  old 
age  are  about  all  we  have  to  contend,  with  an  occasional  accident  from 
falls.  During  the  year  fourteen  (14)  men  and  one  (i)  woman  died. 
Our  sick  wards  are  in  charge  of  Miss  H.  E.  Lynch,  a  graduate  nurse, 
and  one  man  assistant,  and  the  services  rendered  have  been  highly  sat- 
isfactor}^  One  or  two  of  our  members  render  valuable  and  timely  aid 
with  our  sick  and  for  which  services  we  thank  them.  Dr.  Davidson,  of 
Sullivan,  still  continues  to  give  us  very  satisfactory  service  as  our  Home 
physician,  and  has  become  a  necessary  part  of  our  Home  staff.  The 
doctor's  report  is  hereto  attached  and  is  well  worth  a  careful  perusal. 
Our  several  chronic  cases  continue  to  grow  worse,  and  require  more 
and  more  attention,  :as  the  years  go  by,  and  the  need  of  an  equipped 
hospital  for  these,  and  the  many  other  afflicted  ones  we  turn  away,  is 
more  and  more  apparent  each  j^ear.  The  Committee  on  Admissions 
was  compelled,  during  the  year,  to  decline  several  applications  coming 
from  the  helpless  and  afflicted,  because  we  had  no  hospital  accommoda- 
tions— in  one  case  the  old  brother  was  down  with  inflammatory  rheuma- 
tism and  his  old  wife  a  helpless  paralytic.  It  a  deplorable  fact  that  the 
Masons  of  Illinois  make  no  provision  for  the  care  of  the  physically 
helpless  Masons,  their  wives  and  widows. 

4.  A  card  index  is  now  in  use  for  keeping  a  ready  and  accurate  rec- 
ord of  all  applications  for  admission  and  their  disposition,  as  well  as  a 
record   of   membership,    and    is   now   complete    from  the   date   the   Home 
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opened  to  the  present  date.  The  cards  record  the  history  of  the  member 
from  date  admitted  to  date  of  death,  dismissal  or  withdrawal.  One  set 
is  kept  at  the  Home  and  a  dupHcate  set  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Admissions. 

5.  The  lease  on  the  Home  farm  expired  March  i,  1912;  no  new  one 
was  made  but  the  farm  was  taken  over  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  is  now 
operated  by  the  Board.  From  the  special  appropriation  made  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  balance  on  hand  from  rents  of  191 1,  it  has  been  stocked 
and  equipped.  Brother  Dixon  kindly  consented  to  take  charge  of  it 
and  his  report  is  attached  hereto,  reference  to  which  is  made  for  a  de- 
tailed account  of  what  has  been  done.  All  the  stock  owned  by  the  Home, 
with  considerable  other  personal  property,  purchased  from  the  Home 
Fund,  was  turned  over  to  the  Farm,  and  stands  as  a  charge  against  it 
to  the  extent  in  value  of  about  $1,000.  A  full  list  of  this  property  ap- 
pears  in   Brother   Dixon's   report. 

6.  Some  of  the  improvements — paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund 
and  now  being  contracted,   are  as   follows : 

A  new  concrete  walk  from  the  Administration  buildmg  to  the  road — 
eight  feet  wide  and  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  long — to  take  the 
place  of  the  old  one  that  never  was  properly  laid,  and  a  large  farm  scale 
for  weighing  coal  and  other  heavy  articles  purchased — all  very  necessary 
and   needed    improvements. 

7.  From  the  surplus  in  the  Entertainment  Fund,  has  been  purchased 
an  eighty  (80)  foot  steel  flag-staff  and  it  is  now  in  course  of  erection; 
it  is  similar  to  the  one  at  the  Home  at  LaGrange.  Through  Bro.  George 
McKenzie,  its  Secretary,  Pleiades  Lodge  No.  478,  of  Chicago,  presented 
the  Home  with  a  very  handsome  sixteen  (16)  foot  flag,  for  which  the 
Home  again  tenders  it  sincere  thanks.  Through  Brother  William  B.  Mc- 
Kinley,  of  Champaign,  the  Home  was  made  a  weather  signal  station  and 
equipped  with  suitable  flags.  Weather  reports  are  received  daily.  Our 
big  flag  will  fly  on  all  appropriate  occasions,  and,  daily,  the  weather  sig- 
nals will  be  run  up.  Attention  to  the  flags  will  be  interesting  work  for 
one  or  two  of  our  members. 

8.  Chicago  Lodge  No.  437  and  Standard  Lodge  No.  873,  presented 
the  Home  with  ($50.00)  fifty  dollars,  to  be  known  as  the  "Delmar  D. 
Darrah"  Fund,  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  with  the  money  was  re- 
ceived a  supply  of  handsomely  engraved  book  plates.  Books  will  be 
purchased  in  due  course.  We  hope  other  lodges  will  follow  this  exam- 
ple.    We  take  this  occasion  to  again  thank  the  lodges  for  this  gift. 

9.  Our  dead,  if  not  taken  away  for  burial  by  the  lodges,  are  laid  to 
rest   in   our   Home   lot   in   the   cemetery   adjoining   the    city    of    Sullivan. 
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The  lot  is  53  by  104  feet,  and  eighteen  (18)  lie  buried  there.  Small 
markers,  of  uniform  cost  and  size,  are  placed  at  each  grave.  We  hope 
that,  eventually,  the  craft  will  be  sufficiently  interested  to  erect  a  large 
and  handsome  monument  in  the  center  of  the  lot.  Some  brother,  out 
of  the  kindness  of  his  heart,  had  erected  over  the  grave  of  one  of  our 
deceased  members,  a  marker  larger  and  more  expensive  than  those  we 
have  placed — the  Committee  had  no  knowledge  of  this  until  it  was  done 
— it  has  given  rise  to  the  remark  that  probably  a  more  distinguished  Ma- 
son lies  buried  there.  The  uniform  appearance  of  the  lot  is  broken. 
We  trust,  that,  hereafter,  brethren  who  contemplate  the  erection  of  tomb- 
stones in  the  Home  Cemetery  lot  will  first  consult  the  Committee. 

10.  We  take  this  occasion  to  again  thank  Sullivan  Lodge  No.  764 
for  its  many  fraternal  courtesies,  among  which  is  the  burial  of  our 
dead  with  the  usual  ceremonies  of  the  craft.  On  one  occasion  last 
winter  this  lodge  performed  the  ceremonies  when  the  temperature  was 
24  degrees  below  zero.  While  SulHvan  Lodge  does  not  ask,  nor  ex- 
pect, any  recognition  for  this  service — we  deplore  the  fact  that  only 
one  lodge  has  ever  written  it  in  appreciation  of  this  courtesy.  Brethren 
don't  forget  your  member  just  as  soon  as  he  gets  to  the  Home — and 
don't  forget  what  is  due  from  you  when  some  other  lodge  buries  him. 

11.  We  have  a  contract  with  the  undertaker  at  Sullivan  for  the  fun- 
eral expenses.  The  bill  is  sent  to  the  lodge  and  if  not  paid  promptly  is 
advanced  from  the  funds,  and  credited  back  when  the  lodge  pays  the 
Home.  This  has  been  the  custom  since  the  Home  opened  and  lodges, 
have  uniformily  paid  without  protest.  The  contract  price  is  now  fifty 
dollars  ($50),  and  the  service  good.  Money  left  by  members  who  die 
at  the  Home  is  sent  to  the  R.W.  Grand  Secretary — generally  a  very  small 
amount. 

12.  Believing  that  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Board,  and  to  the 
craft  generally,  to  have  the  information,  the  following  statistics  are  pre- 
sented, and  cover  from  the  date  the  Home  opened,  in  1904,  to  the  present 
date:

Several  of  the  insane  came  to  the  Home  in  that  condition,  although 
otherwise  represented  by  the  lodge;  some  of  these  were  adjudged  in- 
sane, at  Sullivan,  and  sent  to  the  hospital — others  were  sent  back  to 
their  lodges. 

Since  the  Home  opened  application  have  been  received  from  179 
lodges  in  all.  Of  the  268  applications  received — 88  came  from  Chicago 
lodges  and  180  from  lodges  outside  of  Chicago.  The  present  member- 
ship come  from  ys  different  lodges — 32  from  Chicago  lodges  and  62  from 
lodges  outside  of  Chicago.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  Home  belong  to 
the  Chapter,  Council,  Commandery,  Consistory  and  Shrine.  Of  the  63  who 
died  at  the  Home,  many  came  to  us  sick  and  in  need  of  medical  atten- 
tion— although  otherwise  represented.  We  took  them  all  in  and  gave 
them  the  very  best  care  and  attention  our  limited  accommodations  af- 
forded, waiving  the    rules   of   admission  for  their  benefit.

Superintendent,  is  hereto  attached,  and  contains  many  details  not 
covered  in  this  report.  A  careful  perusal  of  it  is  recommended.  Brother 
Hovey  reports  all  money  received  for  the  Christmas  or  Entertainment 
Fund,  and  also  funds  received  from  sale  of  junk  and  sundries.  A  draft  for 
balance  in  the  Miscellaneous  Fund,  payable  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  is 
attached  to  the  statement. 

15.  Special  appropriations  were  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  im- 
provements and  repairs  as  follows — for  water  system,  $5,450 ;  for  repairs 
and  painting,  $2,900,  and  for  cisterns,  $850.  The  plans  and  specifications 
were  prepared,  and  the  work  supervised  by  Messrs.  Deal  &  Ginzel,  archi- 
tects, of  Lincoln.  Contracts  were  let  early  in  the  year,  and  the  work  is 
now  practically  completed  but  not  fully  paid  for — a  balance  still  re- 
mains in  each  fund  which  should  remain  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  to  meet  payments  of  balance  on  contracts  and  pay  for  minor 
things  for  which  bills  have  not  yet  been  received.  The  balances  on 
hand  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  every  outstanding  obligation.  There  were 
many  unavoidable  delays  in  this  work  which  accounts  for  the  fact  that 
it  is  not  now  fully  completed.  It  is  now  expected  that  everything  will  be 
finished  inside  of  the  next  thirty  days.  Among  the  improvements  made 
are  the  following: 

Water  system — a  40,000  gallon  steel  tank,  elevated  60  feet,  has  been 
erected — it  is  large  enough  to  hold  several  days'  supply,  and  high  enough 
to  furnish  ample  pressure ;  pipe  connections  made  with  tank  and  wells 
and  a  whole  lot  of  new  connections  made  in  the  buildings — ^practically  all 
outside  pipe  connections  had  to  be  rebuilt;  two  good  wells  put  down;  a 
wind  pump  placed  over  one  well — this  will  be  used  to  fill  the  tank  in 
favorable  weather  and  thus  save  expense  of  running  the  steam  pump ; 
a  modern  steam  pump  placed  in  the  other  well ;  a  small  engine  installed 
for  pumping,  and  a  whole  lot  of  minor  things  done.  The  plant  is  neces- 
sarily large  because  we  need  a  lot  of  water — the  daily  consumption  being 
about  6,000  gallons.  The  system  is  not  yet  in  full  operation — a  few  fin- 
ishing touches   are   needed — the    next  thirty   days   will    see   it   completed. 

Cisterns.  Two  large  cisterns  have  been  built,  with  filters,  and  con- 
nections made  with  downpipes  of  buildings  and  to  the  laundry.  Our 
architects  assure  us  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  rain  water  will  be  stored 
to  fully  supply  the  laundry.  We  have  heretofore  used  hard  water  in  the 
laundry  and  soap  bills  have  been  enormous — with  the  use  of  soft  water 
it  is  expected  that  enough  will  be  saved  on  soap  in  three  years  to  pay 
the   cost   of  this   improvement. 

Repairs.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  Administration  building  have 
been  handsomely  and  artistically  painted ;  all  outside  wood  work  painted ; 
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considerable  repairing  done  to  roofs;  the  porch,  on  first  building  erected, 
practically  rebuilt — it  needed  it  because  the  wood  work  was  about  all 
gone,  and  a  lot  of  carpenter  work  done  inside  of  the  buildings.

Receipted  vouchers,  with  itemized  bills  attached,  are  on  file  at  the 
Home  and  reference  is  made  to  them  for  details  of  expenditures. 

16.  The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Home  are  tendered  to  lodges  and  in- 
dividuals who  have  so  kindly  remembered  it  during  the  year — the  many 
gifts  of  money  and  needed  and  useful  articles  are  appreciated,  and  we

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  our  Brother  IMasons  to  visit  us  and 
see  for  themselves  just  what  a  splendid  homelike  home  we  have.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  Masonic  Homes: 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  general  health  of  the 
members  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  SulHvan  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 25,  1912. 

We  are  still  trying  to  care  for  the  sick  members  in  the  same  cramped 
quarters.  I  made  application  in  my  last  report  to  you  for  a  hospital 
sufficiently  large  and  modern  to  care  for  the  members  properly.  One 
more  year  in  this  work  has  not  changed  my  view  in  this  matter,  by  re- 
ferring to  my  report  of  last  year  you  can  see  what  is  required  in  the 
way  of  a  hospital.  This  work  is  becoming  greater  every  year,  more  mem- 
bers are  on  the  sick  list  as  they  get  older.  Some  meet  with  accident, 
others  contract  diseases  peculiar  to  people  of  their  age. 

One  especially  sad  case  was  that  of  Bro.  Charles  Wilson,  sent  to  us 
from  Bloomington,  a  member  of  Clark  Lodge  No.  603,  at  Martinville, 
111.  He  is  a  young  man  with  a  family,  living  in  Bloomington.  He  was 
manager  of  a  creamery  and  worked  so  hard  his  health  gave  out  and  he 
was  sent  to  us  to  care  for.  On  his  way  down  here  he  became  uncon- 
scious, but  after  two  or  three  days  at  the  Home  he  came  to  himself  and 
was  a  very  pleasant  brother  to  care  for  and  was  anxious  to  get  well  and 
return  to  his  family  and  business.  We  treated  and  cared  for  him  here. 
On  May  12,  1912,  Dr.  Lewis,  representing  his  lodge,  Miss  Lynch  and  my- 
self accompanied  Brother  Wilson  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  of  Chi- 
cago, for  treatment  under  Dr.  Rothstein,  a  nerve  specialist  at  the  Rush 
Medical  College,  where  he  remained  for  a  period  of  about  four  weeks.  He 
improved  under  the  treatment  but  was  sent  back  to  us  before  a  cure 
was  effected  and  did  pretty  well  for  a  few  weeks  but  very  suddenly  he 
became  insane  and  was  sent  to  the  asylum  at  Bartonville. 

I  have  treated  about  sixty-five  cases  in  the  hospital  department,  and 
some  few  cases  in  their  private  rooms,  on  account  of  not  having  sufficient 
room  to  care  for  them  in  the  hospital.  We  have  had  one  death  among 
the  sisters  the  past  year,  and  fourteen  brothers  have  died.  We  have  sev- 
eral helpless  brothers  with  us  who  need  almost  constant  care.  We  have 
had  a  few  accidents,  not  many.  One  brother  was  badly  burned  in  a  gas 
explosion;  one  fell  down  in  the  basement  of  our  court  house,  broke  one 
limb  and  received  a  very  severe  scalp  wound  from  which  he  is  now  fully 
recovered.  The  following  is  a  list  of  those  minor  accidents  which  oc- 
curred outside  of  the  hospital,  and  the  dressing  extended  from  three  or 
four  days  to  four  months :

Every  year  brings  forth  more  work  in  the  care  of  the  sick  and  re- 
quires competent  help.  We  have  with  us  the  past  year  a  very  able  nurse. 
Miss  Lynch,  who  has  given  us  very  excellent  service  and  always  found 
kind  and  attentive  to  the  sick.  Her  assistant.  ]\Ir.  George  IMichaels.  has 
worked  very  hard  and  always  found  close  to  his  duties.  Bro.  C.  L, 
Hovey  has  been  faithful  to  his  duties  and  always  under  all  circumstances 
kind  and  self-sacrificing  to  the  brothers  and  sisters.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Illinois  Masonic  Homes: 

The  committee  of  one  in  charge  of  the  farm  at  SulHvan  submits  the 
following  first  report;  funds  being  available  January  16,  1912.  The  work 
of  securing  equipment  was  first  taken  up  and  Bro.  C.  B.  Spooner,  of  Irv- 
ing Lodge  No.  455,  was  persuaded  to  purchase  three  teams  for  the 
Hom.e  farm. 

These  horses  were  delivered  March  i,  1912,  and  Brother  Spooner 
received  $1,138.80  for  his  services  and  horses.  The  addition  of  freight, 
shoeing,  veterinary  service  and  all  incidentals  charged  to  the  horse  ac- 
count brings  the  cost  of  the  six  horses  to  date  to  $1,203.61  and  there  has 
never  been  a  day  that  they  were  not  worth  the  money.  Brother  Spooner 
gave  freely  of  his  time  and  knowledge  and  rendered  the  Grand  Lodge 
valuable  service. 

The  Home  contributed  one  2-year-old  filly  to  the  horse  family.  This 
colt  was  valued  at  $75,  and  is  now  broke  to  single  harness  and  worth 
$125.    Horses  on  hand  worth  $1,328.61. 

Harness,  made  by  Geo.  W.  Vest  &  Son,  of  Sullivan,  was  delivered 
March  i,  1912;  3  sets  of  team  harness  complete  except  collars,  $100. 
Since  March  i  we  have  added  i  set  team  harness,  i  set  single  harness, 
blankets,  whips,  nets,  pads,  collars,  etc.,  the  entire  expense  for  harness 
was  $214.70.     Now  worth  $204.82. 

Machinery,  bought  from  Craig  Bros.,  of  Sullivan,  and  delivered  as 
needed :  One  Studebaker  wagon,  i  Grt.  Western  Manure  Spreader,  i 
Dwagiac  disk  drill,  i  Sterling  disk  and  truck,  i  tower  surface  plow,  i 
6-shovel  plow,  i  Black  Hawk  planter,  i  lean  120-tooth  harrow,  i  Sterling 
double  pulverizer,  2  sulky  plows,  i  8-ft.  binder,  i  5-ft.  mower,  for  contract 
price  of  $675. 

Since  March  i  we  have  added  i  feed  grinder,  2  hay  racks,  i  clover 
buncher,  scoop  boards,  and  a  good  outfit  of  small  tools,  and  find  the  cost 
of  all  tools  on  hand  to  be  $851.59.     Now  worth,  $810.87. 

Poultr}^,  worth  $50,  was  moved  from  the  Home  to  the  farm  March  i 
and  has  been  cared  for  by  Mrs.  Cliff  with  the  understanding  that  one- 
half  the  increase  was  hers  individually.  In  addition  to  the  foundation 
stock  we  have  bought  eggs  for  setting,  incubators,  brooders,  fencing, 
houses,  and  feed  for  young  chicks,  in  all  $71,  and  the  men  and  teams 
worked  in  the  poultry  yard  42  hours  for  i  man  and  9  hours  for  i  team, 
$8.10.  Total  charge  to  poultry,  $129.10.  We  have  sold  $19.64  worth  and 
have  on  hand  poultry  and  eggs  worth  $128. 
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We  have  66  hogs  of  all  sizes,  worth  $585,  which  shows  a  profit  suf- 
ficient to  pay  rent  on  pasture  and  interest  on  the  investment  and  $233.70 

profit.  I  II  : 

Corn — We  found  900  bu.  of  corn  in  open  rail  pens  March  i  and  picked 
out  615  bu.  that  could  be  used  for  cows  and  horses  and  left  about  300 
bu.  so  damaged  as  to  be  fit  for  poultry  and  hogs  if  fed  in  limited  quantity 
only.  We  considered  this  corn  worth  $475  and  continued  the  corn  ac- 
count as  follows :

Total  cost $447-33 

We  have  September  i  about  66  A.  of  corn  in  the  field,  estimated  by 
Mr.  Walker  to  be  worth  $1,275,  showing  $352.67  to  pay  rent  on  land  and 
interest  on  investment. 

Hay — ^Used  45  bales  found  in  the  Home  barn  and  have  since  returned 
twice  as  much  in  place  of  it  and  eliminate  that  item  from  the  following 
summary :

In  preparation  for  hay  harvest  in  1913  we  have  6^  acres 
of  new  clover  and  would  be  inclined  to  place  a  high  valuation  on  that 
field.  We  have  $270.17  to  pay  rent  on  the  hay  field  for  this  year  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  bills  for  hay  and  seed  bought  last  spring  were  so 
unusually  large.

We  have  about  $375  to  pay- 
rent  on  50  acres  of  land  and  leave  the  field  well  seeded  with  clover. 

Wheat — ]March  i  found  25  acres  growing  and  was  compelled  to  pay 
$99.90  for  the  work  already  done  in  the  wheat  field.  The  items  charged 
to  wheat  are:

And  the  straw  stack.  We  have  $359.28  for  rent  on  the  land  and  13  acres 
of  the  ground  is  well  seeded  with  new  clover  for  the  next  harvest. 
Twelve  acres  are  again  planted  in  wheat. 

Work.— Mr.  Clarence  Walker  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  Cliff  took 
charge  of  the  farm  March  i,  1912,  and  on  March  26  hired  another  man. 
These  four  people  have  given  a  very  satisfactory  service  and  a  visit  to 
the  farm  will  show  a  wide  departure  from  the  conditions  that  have  pre- 
vailed there  for  many  years.  Except  in  the  pasture  fields,  weeds  are  not 
going  to  seed  this  fall. 

The  combined  pay  for  these  people  has  been  $101  a  month  and  the 
household  expenses  have  been  $324.19  for  the  six  months.  In  addition 
to  the  work  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  various  headings  above 
they  have  cared  for  ditches,  fences,  buildings,  etc.,  and  hauled  manure  for 
which  the  following  credits  are  given:  Work,  $238.90,  and  the  money 
spent  in  care  and  improvement  of  the  farm,  ^132.23.  making  $371.23  ex- 
clusive of  the  work  and  expense  put  on. 

New  Buildings — Built  a  barn,  42x20,  of  old  materials,  except  the 
roof,  work  ^22,  money  spent  $217.68,  total  cost  of  this  barn  $230.68. 
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May  12,  1912,  I  contracted  with  the  Indiana  Silo  Co.  for  one  stave 
silo,  30x12  ft.,  to  be  shipped  September  i,  1912,  and  as  all  the  bills  in 
connection  with  this  building  have  not  been  paid  I  cannot  give  a  com- 
plete report  regarding  it  but  the  indicated  costs  are : 

For  silo  $200.00 

Transportation  charges   5.34 

Concrete  work   35-00 

Building  and  painting 65.08 

Silo  completed   $305.42 

We  hope  to  have  this  silo  done  and  filled  with  winter  feed  for  the 
cows  by  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  new  barn  is  full  of  good 
clover  hay  that  would  have  been  stacked  out  in  the  weather  if  the  barn 
had  not  been  built.  Let  me  remind  you  here,  that  the  new  buildings  on 
this  farm  March  i  were  built  in  1872  and  the  old  ones  some  years  earlier. 
They  have  about  served  their  time  and  this  Grand  Lodge  need  feel  no 
pride  in  their  present  condition.  Should  the  plan  of  possessing  and  im- 
proving this  farm  continue,  some  new  buildings  should  be  provided  soon 
and  should  the  Grand  Lodge  seek  a  tenant  for  this  land  it  must  secure 
one  that  has  lost  his  sense  of  pride  or  provide  him  with  better  accom- 
modations.    No  good  man  would  live  in  such  poor  quarters. 

Brother  Hovey  has  been  kind  to  the  farm  and  the  people  and  has 
given  aid  and  encouragement  at  all  times  and  in  return  for  his  never  fail- 
ing courtesy  we  have  rendered  him  every  assistance  in  our  power.  In 
accord  with  the  belief  that  the  farm  is  at  best  but  a  part  of  the  Home 
and  not  a  separate  undertaking,  the  teams  and  produce  of  the  farm  have 
been  at  his  disposal  on  all  occasions  regardless  of  the  fact  that  he  was 
allowed  to  favor  the  farm  with  but  $60  a  month  of  his  patronage.  His 
stock  has  been  welcome  to  our  pasture  fields  and  feed  and  the  Home 
has  not  paid  for  feed,  bedding  or  pasture  furnished,  neither  are  they  ex- 
pected to  pay  for  such  things  in  future.  The  farm  will  always  have 
plenty  of  such  to  spare  and  the  Home  will  always  be  welcome  to  what 
we  have. 

The  men  and  teams  from  the  farm  have  worked  on  the  Home  grounds 
the  equivalent  of  50  hours  for  i  man  and  33  hours  for  i  team.  They  have 
hauled  heavy  articles  and  supplies  equal  to  93  hours'  work  for  i  man 
and  97^  hours'  work  for  i  team. 

Brother  Hovey  has  allowed  us  to  use  his  team  and  man  in  times  of 
great  stress  and  they  worked  for  the  farm  64  hours  for  i  man  and  38 
hours  for  i  team.  He  gave  us  4  loads  of  manure,  18  loads  of  cinders, 
and  2  loads  of  old  lumber.    The  Board  donated  the  old  ice  house  and  the 
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old  coal  house,  thus  making  it  possible  for  us  to  cover  our  hay  at  a  very- 
nominal  cost.  On  the  whole  the  favors  received  from  the  Home  are 
greater  than  those  returned  by  the  farm  and  the  difiference  expressed  in 
money  is  $50.10,  but  the  5,701  lbs.  of  milk  furnished  gratis  during  the 
six  months  will  fully  balance  the  account. 

We  received  many  favors  from  Brother  Hovey  that  do  not  show  in 
the  bookkeeping  and  are  not  ashamed  to  state  here  that  we  are  duly 
thankful  and  appreciative.  We  hope  and  believe  that  his  successor  will 
appreciate  our  efforts  to  please  and  respond  with  hearty  approval  and 
ready  assistance  in  our  farming  operations.

To  Gen.  George  M.  Moulton,  President,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the       ^ 

Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home: 

Brethren : — Some  months  ago  I  was  employed  by  you  to  act  as  your 
attorney  to  furnish  you  legal  advice  and  to  resist  by  legal  proceedings 
any  effort  made  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  School  District  102  in  Cook 
county,  Illinois,  to  expel  or  deny  the  children  of  school  age  living  in  the 
Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange,  IlHnois,  vv^ithin  said  district  from 
the  free  public  schools  of  LaGrange  and  the  privilege  of  attending  said 
schools  without  the  payment  of  tuition. 

I  have  promised  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  my  investigations  in 
this  matter  to  your  President.     My  statement  and  report  follow  : 

You  will  permit  me  to  begin  at  the  beginning. 

First — Ownership  and  Status  of  Owner. 

I  am  informed  that  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  the  owner  of  this  orphans^ 
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home;  that  it  built  the  home  out  of  its  moneys  and  that  the  title  to  the 
buildings  and  grounds  is,  as  a  matter  of  law,  vested  in  said  Grand  Lodge ; 
that  said  home  is  managed  through  the  trustees  who  are  beholden  to 
as  the  officers  and  agents  of  said  Grand  Lodge. 

The  principal  offices  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  are  not  within  the 
count>'  of  Cook. 

The  '"Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons" 
was,  b}-  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  approved 
February  20,  1847,  created,  declared  and  constituted,  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  by  the  name,  style  and  description  of  the  "Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,"  with  the  powers  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  etc..  and  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate,  etc. ;  later  by  an 
act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Illinois,  approved  February  14,  1855,  said 
corporation  was  again  incorporated  under  the  name  of  "The  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,"  with  the  same  pow- 
ers as  above  mentioned  and  with  the  power  to  make  "such  constitution, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,"  etc.,  "provided  that  such  constitution,  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  shall  not  conflict  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States." 

Also  by  Section  3  of  said  act  said  corporation  was  given  the  power  to 
purchase,  and  hold  and  convey,  real  and  personal  estate,  and  "to  create  a 
charity  and  educational  fimd,  a  representative  fund,  a  library  fund  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  fund,  and  for  no  other  li^e  or  benefits  whatever." 

SECOND — ACTS    AXD    CHARGES    EY    SCHOOL   BOARD. 

On  January  20,  1912,  the  Board  of  Education  in  School  District  Xo. 
102,  adopted  certain  resolutions  making  the  following  charges  and  state- 
ments : 

a.  That  a  large  amount  of  money  in  two  years  past  had  been  ex- 
pended for  additional  school  property. 

b.  That  said  expenditures  were  made  "by  reason  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  students  from  the  Masonic  Orphans'  Home." 

c.  That  none  of  said  children  are  bona  fide  residents  of  the  said 
district  102  "but  were  brought  within  our  district  by  the  institution  afore- 
said, a  corporation,  from  the  following  counties." 

Then  naming  fifteen  different  counties  in   Illinois. 

d.  And  stated,  "It  is  our  opinion  that  we  should  give  unto  said  chil- 
dren the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  the  children  of  this  district,  not, 
however  without  the  payment  of  tuition ;  and  it  is  further  our  opinion 
that  under  the  law  we  could  not  be  compelled  to  go  to  the  expense  of 
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educating  these  children  without  adequate  compensation"  and  then  cites 
eight  decisions  of  six  different  states  of  the  union,  some  by  the  Supreme 
or  highest  court  and  others  by  inferior  courts  in  support  of  this  proposi- 
tion "that  non-residents  of  a  school  district  do  not  acquire  a  residence 
therein  for  common  school  purposes  by  becoming  inmates  of  a  charitable 
institution  established  for  their  care,  support  and  education." 

e.  Then  after  a  discursive  statement,  apparently  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  justification,  said  Board  resolved  "that  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  February,  A.  D.  1912,  the  trustees  of  said  Masonic  Orphans'  Home 
will  be  required  to  pay  for  tuition  at  the  rate  of  $35.08  per  capita,  per 
annum  less  the  pro  rata  of  taxes  for  each  pupil  attending  our  schools 
from  said  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,  which,  with  the  present  attendance, 
would  amount  to  $2,876.56,  and  that  we  give  them  credit  for  the  total 
amount  of  taxes  paid  by  them  to  our  school  fund,  to-wit,  $365.05,  leaving 
a  total  of  $2,511.51."  In  order  that  you  may  read  these  resolutions  in 
their  entirety,  if  you  so  desire,  I  transmit  them  to  you  herewith. 

Upon  the  assumption  that  the  children  are  not  residents  within  the 
district  and  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  the  computation  as  made 
cannot  be  justified.  Judge  Shope,  counsel  for  this  board  of  education, 
practically  admitted  that  to  me.  These  children  are  of  different  ages. 
They  are  not  all  in  the  same  grade  of  the  grammar  school.  Some  are 
even  in  the  kindergarten.  No  attempt  was  made  by  this  board  of  edu- 
cation to  determine  the  actual  per  capita  cost  of  educating  the  children 
in  any  one  grade.  The  cost  of  educating  the  children  in  the  first  grade 
is  not  the  same,  it  has  been  admitted  to  me,  that  it  is  in  the  eighth  grade 
or  the  sixth  grade,  and  so  on,  but  this  board  appears  to  have  lumped  the 
whole  matter.  I  have  been  informed  that  they  added  to  the  salaries  paid 
teachers  the  coal  and  light  bills,  the  amount  of  money  paid  each  year 
as  interest  upon  their  bonds,  or  any  principal  falling  due.  which  money 
must  be  paid  out  of  the  building  fund  and  not  out  of  the  taxes  levied 
for  school  purposes,  pure  and  simple.  The  school  board  has  power  to 
levy  two  kinds  of  taxes, — one  for  building  purposes  and  the  interest 
upon  their  bonds  issued  for  building  purposes,  and  for  equipment,  and 
another  tax  for  school  purposes,  that  is,  payment  of  teachers  and  for 
heating  and  lighting.  The  salaries  of  teacers  vary  in  the  different  grades. 
There  are  not  the  same  number  of  children  in  each  grade.  The  bare 
statements  above  made,  it  seems  to  me,  are  sufficient  argument  upon  the 
incorrectness  and  unjustness  of  the  per  capita  rate  sought  to  be  fixed  by 
this  school  board. 

THIRD — COMPLEXITY  OF  THE   STATUS  OF   THESE  CHILDREN. 

From  whichever  theory  the  status  of  the  children  of  this  home  may 
be  viewed  one  is  met  with  much  complexity.     These  children   are  of  all 
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ages.  Unless  it  be  that  one,  two  or  more,  having  the  same  parentage 
and  coming  from  the  same  home,  the  status  or  situation  in  this  life  of 
no  two  of  these  children  is  alike. 

One  has  a  father  dead.  One  has  a  mother  dead.  Another  has  neither 
father  nor  mother,  and  another  has  neither  brother  nor  sister.  They, 
each  of  them,  are  children  of  Masons  and  have  come  to  this  home  through 
the  medium  and  request  of  the  various  subordinate  lodges  in  the  state 
of  Illinois.  Some  of  these  children  are  dependent.  Some  of  them  are 
not.  I  mean  by  this  that  some  of  the  children  really  are  the  objects  of 
charity  and  would  be  unable  themselves,  or  by  the  assistance  of  rela- 
tives, to  maintain  and  educate  themselves.  There  may  be  very  few  of 
this  class  but  I  think  there  are  some.  I  make  this  statement  not  in  dero- 
gation of  any  one,  but  merely  as  a  fact  which  in  litigation  will  have  some 
bearing  and  may  become  very  important.  Again,  it  is  my  information 
that  these  children  are  not  absolutely  bound  to  stay  at  this  Home  any 
fixed  time.  The  time  each  one  stays  is  indefinite,  because  if  a  parent  or 
relative  desires  (and  is  able  to  care  for  the  children)  to  take  the  children 
out  of  the  Home  such  parent  can  do  so  and  he  has  not  surrendered  the 
child  or  children  so  that  he  could  not  re-exercise  his  parental  authority 
at  any  time.  All  these  questions  will  be  material  if  we  ever  get  into 
court  proceedings  and  the  effect  of  some  of  them  certainly  is  obvious. 
Unless  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Trustees  of  this  Home  find  some 
way  of  amicably  adjusting  their  differences  and  the  parties  are  remitted 
to  their  respective  rights  in  the  premises  and  to  the  courts  for  adjustment, 
it  necessarily  m.ust  be  expected  that  every  fact  that  can  be  discovered  or 
proven  that  relates  to  the  status  of  the  children  in  the  Orphans'  Home 
will  be  proven  and  my  judgment  is,  must  be  proven.  The  whole  matter 
turns  upon  the  status  of  each  child.  Residence  in  the  district  is  a 
question  that  involves  both  law  and  fact.  Whether  any  child  in  this 
Hom.e  is  a  resident  or  is  not  a  resident  for  school  purposes  within  the 
law  will  be  determined  in  the  last  analysis  if  litigated  to  the  end  by  the 
status  of  each  particular  child.  The  broad  question,  of  course,  must 
also  be  decided  of  whether  or  not  a  charitable  institution,  a  corporation 
not  for  pecuniary  profit,  such  as  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,  as 
an  auxiliary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  state  of  Illinois  of  Ancient  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  can  go  into  any  school  district  within  the  state  of 
Illinois,  and  procure  through  its  auxiliaries,  its  subordinate  lodges  through- 
out the  state,  one  hundred  children,  or  any  other  number  of  children,  from 
one  to  five  thousand,  and  by  carefully  nurturing  and  maintaining  them 
at  the  common  center  or  homes  provided  by  said  charity,  compel  the 
school  board  or  other  school  authorities  to  permit  such  children  to  attend 
public    schools    without   the   payment    of   tuition.      The    question    may    be 
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asked  if  such  a  charity  can  thus  compel  a  school  board  to  take  care  of 
twenty-five  children,  why  not  seventy-five  children?  why  not  three  hun- 
dred children?  or  any  other  number?  I  have  been  asked  these  questions 
a  good  many  times  by  Judge  Shope.  My  answer  was  that  so  far  as  I 
am  able  to  see  if  the  children  are  actually  residents  of  the  district  the 
school  board  must  provide  education. 

Fourth  :     Legal  Phases  : 

The  legal  aspects  of  this  case  are  fully  as  complex  and  as  hard  for 
actual  ascertainment  as  some  other  features  mentioned.  Let  us  begin 
again  at  the  beginning. 

Article  VII.  Education, — Section  i,  Constitution  of  Illinois,  reads, 
^'General  Assembly  shall  provide  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free 
schools  whereby  all  children  of  this  state  may  receive  a  good  common 
school  education." 

Gentlemen,  I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  own  candid  opinion  of 
the  matter  that  so  far  as  this  Orphans'  Home  is  concerned  and  the 
children  in  it  the  legislature  has  not  enacted  as  should  have  been  done 
to  give  these  children  free  schooling.  There  is  no  mention  in  the  school 
law  of  any  enactment  whereby  children  in  the  situation  of  these  children 
are  absolutely  guaranteed  free  schooling  within  the  express  com.mand- 
ments  of  the  constitution.  Our  school  law  is  very  dearth  in  its  provisions 
with  reference  to  these  questions.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the 
following  duties :  "To  establish  and  keep  in  operation  for  at  least  six 
months  in  each  year,  and  longer  if  practicable,  a  sufficient  number  of 
free  schools  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  in  the  district  over  the 
age  of  six  and  under  twenty-one  years  and  to  secure  for  all  such  per- 
sons the  right  and  opportunity  to  an  equal  education  in  such  school." 
The  statute  further  says  "the  Board  of  School  Directors  shall  be  clothed 
with  the  following  powers :  to  assign  pupils  to  the  several  schools  in 
the  district;  to  admit  non-resident  pupils  when  it  can  be  done  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  of  resident  pupils;  to  fix  rates  of  tuition  and  to 
collect  and  pay  the  same  to  the  township  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the 
district." 

Outside  of  the  provision  with  respect  to  compulsory  education  which 
reads  "Every  person  having  control  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of 
seven  and  sixteen  years  shall  annually  cause  such  child  to  attend  some 
public  or  private  school  for  the  entire  time  during  which  the  school  at- 
tended is  in  session,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  six  months  of  actual 
teaching,"  (with  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  neglect,)    there   appears  to   be  no  other  constitutional   or  legislative 
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enactments  which  apply  directly  upon  the  right  of  these  children  to  at- 
tend public  schools  in  LaGrange  free  of  charge.  There  is  a  statute  with 
reference  to  pauper  children  resident  upon  a  poor  farm  of  the  county 
which  it  seems  the  legislature  of  Illinois  thought  necessary  to  enact,  the 
foregoing  provisions  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  In  1877  it  was 
enacted  "That  county  boards  shall  order  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  a  just  and  equitable  sum  of  money  for  the  tuition  of  pauper 
children  residing  in  the  county  poor  house  and  attending  any  district 
school  in  the  state.  Said  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  township  treasurer 
of  the  township  in  which  said  district  is  situated  and  said  treasurer  shall 
place  said  money  to  the  credit  of  the  district  where  said  pauper  children 
attend   school." 

Formerly  there  was  a  statute  which  permitted  districts  to  pay  for 
sending  children  in  another  district.  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any 
statute  further  than  those  above  quoted  which  would  authorize  the 
county  or  school  district  from  whence  a  child  came  to  pay  another  county 
or  school  district  tuition  for  the  education  of  such  a  child  when  it  re- 
moved or  went  to  the  last  named  county  or  district  for  purposes  of  edu- 
cation. 

Upon  account  of  the  character  of  the  institution  having  the  custody 
and  maintenance  of  these  children  and  upon  account  of  their  number 
"housed  and  domiciled  within  this  district  by  a  corporation  organized  and 
•existing  for  purposes  of  charity,  I  can  find  no  precedent  that  is  upon  all 
fours  and  concludes  the  questions  involved  in  our  situation. 

There  are  many  expressions  and  decisions  of  the  courts  of  this  state 
with  reference  to  what  is  residence  or  domicile  within  the  meaning  of  the 
school  law.  Every  one  of  these  cases  has  been  decided  upon  a  state  of 
facts  wherein  the  main  essential  fact  was  and  is  that  the  child  or  chil- 
dren resided  with  a  person  usually  a  relative  and  where  there  was  but 
one  or  two  children  ivolved  in  each  case.  The  best  case  and  the  one  that 
touches  our  situation  nearest  is  Board  of  Education  vs.  Lease,  64  111.,  App. 
p.  60.  Parents  of  these  children,  two  in  number,  lived  in  Alabama  and 
the  two  children  lived  in  this  state  at  Nokomis  with  their  legal  guardian, 
their  aunt,  Amanda  E.  Lease.  The  mother  and  father  had  verbally  sur- 
rendered the  control  of  these  children  to  the  aunt  upon  the  contingency 
that  if  the  aunt  moved  away  from  Nokomis  during  the  mother's  lifetime 
the  children  were  to  be  returned  to  the  parents,  but  in  the  event  of  the 
mother's  death  they  were  to  remain  with  the  aunt  permanently.  Relying 
upon  the  guardianship  and  the  possession  of  the  children  the  court  said. 
"The  use  of  the  words  resident  and  non-resident,  as  found  in  the  school 
law  is  not  significant.  No  doubt  residence  as  there  indicated  is  to  be 
nmderstood  in  its  broad  sense  of  habitancy,  the  act  of  dwelling  or  abid- 
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ing  in  a  place."  This  suit  was  a  mandamus  to  compel  these  children  to 
be  returned  to  school  and  the  court  awarded  the  writ  of  mandamus,  and 
this  case,  while  only  an  appellate  court  case  and  is  not  binding  except 
upon  the  parties  in  that  suit,  contains  the  ablest  discussion  in  our  favor 
of  any  published  decision  that  I  have  found. 

The  two  cases  cited  by  the  Board  of  Education,  164  Pennsylvania  State, 
607  and  603,  come  nearer  to  the  questions  involved  in  our  situation  than 
any  other  decided  case  in  my  judgment.  However,  it  is  not  a  precedent. 
The  two  situations  were  and  are  dissimilar  and  the  fact  which  existed 
in  the  Pa.  case  upon  which  the  court  decided  it,  or  rather  based  his 
opinion,  does  not  exist  in  our  case.  The  Pa.  case  was  an  attempt  to 
restore  to  the  public  common  schools  without  payment  of  tuition  a  num- 
ber of  children  domiciled  and  within  a  charitable  institution  chartered 
by  the  state  of  Pa.  known  as  some  Orphans'  Home  and  all  within  a 
certains  chool  district.  The  court  decided  that  case  against  the  institu- 
tion and  denied  the  right  of  entry  by  the  children  into  the  public  free 
schools  of  the  state  because,  first,  the  institution  was  chartered  by  the 
state  with  the  expressed  object  of  charity  and  education  of  orphans,  etc.; 
second,  that  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  out  of  its  treasury  from  moneys 
derived  as  taxation  from  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  paid  certain  large 
sums  of  money  to  this  institution  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  formed,  to-wit :  charity  and  education.   - 

The  decision  in  10  Ohio  State,  page  448,  contains  no  discussion  what- 
ever. It  was  a  religious  Orphans'  Home  near  Cincinnati  that  undertook 
to  send  orphans  domiciled  to  it  to  the  public  schools  and  an  inferior  court 
held  they  could  not  do  this.  The  court  of  last  resort  in  Ohio  I  do  not 
believe  has  passed  on  this  question.  The  facts  are  not  stated  in  this 
case  but  very  briefly  and  there  is  no  reasoning  or  discussion  by  the  court. 
As  a  precedent  I  do  not  consider  it  worthy.  There  are  a  large  number 
of  precedents  that  follow  the  reasoning  of  the  Lease  case  which  I  have 
above  cited,  but  I  will  not  tire  you  by  mentioning  any  more  authorities 
on  this  part  of  the  case.  It  is  freely  admitted  by  Judge  Shope  that  we 
are  without  a  precedent  that  controls  this  case ;  that  the  legislature  not 
having  legislated  upon  the  subject  we  are  obliged  to  resort  to  the  courts 
and  make  a  precedent. 

Fifth  :     The   Procedure. 

If  the  Board  of  Education  were  not  so  tremenduously  anxious  to 
win  this  suit  or  a  suit  to  be  brought  to  solve  the  questions  in  this  case, 
or  to  be  more  exact,  if  said  board  would  act  logically  and  as  a  logical 
sequence  to  their  affirmative  acts  taken  on  January  20,  1912, —  (entirely 
without  notice  and  without  discussion  or  without  attempt  to  amicably 
adjust  the  questions  of  tuition,  but  out  of  clear  sky  like  a  thunderbolt,  and 
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then  only  giving  the  trustees  of  this  Home  three  days'  notice, — )  and 
after  having  fixed  the  rate  of  tuition  in  their  wisdom,  said  Board  of 
Education  would  bring  a  suit  against  the  said  trustees  for  the  said  tui- 
tion. Although  I  have  suggested  this  suit  to  them  many  times  and 
while  members  of  this  board  which  met  trustees  of  the  Home  in  con- 
ference tentatively  agreed  to  bring  such  a  suit,  the  counsel  for  this  Board 
of  Education  refuses  to  do  so  because,  as  he  says,  the  court  might  decide 
against  them,  or  rather  refuse  to  pass  upon  the  "broad  question", — 
going  off  upon  a  tangent, — upon  some  side  issue;  but  I  do  not  agree  with 
this.  The  whole  matter  is  a  matter  of  tuition.  It  is  money  involved 
and  this  carries  with  it  all  of  the  legal  questions  with  reference  to  domi- 
cile, residence  and  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  fix  the  tui- 
tion for  these  children. 

Mandamus. 

Judge  Shope  insisted  with  Monroe  Fulkerson  that  the  children  should 
be  turned  out  of  school  and  that  the  trustees  of  the  Home  should  bring 
a  mandamus  suit  to  compel  their  restoration  and  offered  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  that  the  children  might  be  restored  to  school  after  the 
mandamus  suit  was  started  and  pending  its  appeal.  I  said  "No"  to  this. 
First,  because  our  supreme  court  has  expressly  decided  that  where  since 
the  commencement  of  the  suit  in  mandamus  the  pupils  have  been  read- 
mitted to  school  mandamus  was  useless  and  the  suit  would  be  dismissed 
by  the  court,  and  cite  you  this  authority :  Christman  vs.  Peck,  90  111., 
150.  Also  Board  of  Education  vs.  Bolton,  85  111.  App.  p.  92.  Also  154 
App.,  p.  236-7,  and  cases  there  cited. 

It  was  held  in  the  first  case  above  named,  where  the  term  of  school 
had  ended  before  the  suit  was  heard  finally  that  the  suit  must  be  dis- 
missed without  any  consideration  as  to  the  merits  of  the  case. 

It  has  also  been  held  in  Wisconsin  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  will  be 
denied  where  the  fact  of  expulsion  of  the  child  is  not  shown.  96  Wis- 
consin, p.  95. 

Moreover  it  has  been  held  for  many  centuries  that  a  suit  for  the 
extraordinary  prerogative  writ  of  mandamus  will  not  lie,  except  upon  the 
clearest  legal  grounds.  In  a  case  like  ours  with  all  the  complexity  of 
situations  of  the  different  children  as  above  explained  you  may  under- 
stand why  I  should  prefer  in  this  case  to  act  upon  the  defensive  rather 
than  to  be  the  aggressor. 

Quo  Warranto. 

Is  there  no  way  by  which  the  trustees  of  the  Home  can  have  the 
acts  and  the  exercise  of  powers  or  alleged  powers  by  this  Board  of  Edu- 
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cation  at  LaGrange  inquired  into  and  set  aside  and  held   for  naught  if 
the  same  are  illegal?    The  answer  is  "Yes," 

I  cite  this  decision  by  our  supreme  court  as  an  authority  for  my  an- 
swer : 

The  People,  ex  rel.  vs.  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Quincy, 
loi  111.,  p.  308. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  Quincy  adopted  the  following 
rule  or  resolution  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  public 
schools  of  said  city,  to-wit : 

"That  the  colored  schools  of  said  city  shall  be  composed  of  colored 
pupils  who  shall  be  of  the  prescribed  age  and  bona  Ude  residents  of  said 
city;  that  no  pupil  of  African  descent  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  any 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  other  than  colored  schools  and  that 
all  the  colored  pupils  in  said  city  shall  attend  a  certain  public  school  in 
said  city  called  the  Lincoln  schools  and  no  other." 

The  court  held  "The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  Quincy  can 
exercise  such  powers  and  only  such  as  are  conferred  upon  it  by  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  state,  and  that  said  Board  of  Education  had 
no  authority  to  adopt  and  enforce  the  rules"  set  out  above,  and  that  the 
writ  of  quo  warranto  would  lie  and  the  information  to  procure  it  was 
proper. 

I  can  see  no  fundamental  difference  between  this  Quincy  case  and  the 
LaGrange  case.  The  Board  of  Education  in  LaGrange  is  endeavoring 
to  exercise  powers  which  the  trustees  of  the  Home  insist  are  contrary 
to  law  and  upon  an  information  filed  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
of  Illinois  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  state  this  whole  question  can 
be  decided, — that  is,  the  question  of  whether  the  Board  of  Education  has 
the  right  to  adopt  resolutions  as  it  did  on  January  20,  1912,  and  fix  and 
compute  a  tuition  as  it  did.  This  information  can  also  be  filed  in  the 
circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  and  if  filed  there  it  must  be 
upon  the  presentment  by  the  State's  Attorney  of  Cook  county.  What- 
ever the  judgment  may  be,  in  such  court,  the  same  can  be  appealed  to  the 
supreme  court  of  this  state  direct. 

Injunction. 

The  courts  of  the  state  of  Illinois  have  never  leaned  with  favor  tow- 
ard a  bill  for  an  injunction  in  cases  of  this  character.  However  a  bill 
for  mandatory  injunction  is  frequently  allowed  by  the  courts  in  the 
state  of  Illinois  to  compel  an  act  done  where  the  right  is  unquestioned 
and  where  not  to  have  the  right  restored  or  granted  would  lead  to  great 
mischief  to  loss  or  damages  which  could  not  be  properly  compensated,  or 
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for  which  damage  or  loss  it  would  be  impossible  to  find  any  measure. 
I  cannot  find  any  precedent  in  Illinois  for  an  injunction  in  a  case  like 
ours  supposing  that  the  said  Board  of  Education  turned  all  of  our  said 
children  out  of  school.  The  remedy  by  injunction,  if  permissible,  would 
be  the  meaning  of  keeping-  these  children  in  school, — the  public  schools  of 
LaGrange,  I  mean, — until  the  final  disposition  of  this  matter  by  the 
courts.  A  most  instructive  case,  soundly  and  well  reasoned  in  my  judg- 
ment, was  decided  some  years  ago  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of 
Nebraska,  to-wit :  Mizner  vs.  School  District  No.  ii,  2  Nebraska,  p.  238: 
same  case,  96  North  Western  Reporter,  p.  128.  Here  are  the  facts  and 
the  decision  :  Ivy  Bellinger,  a  girl  16  years  old,  having  been  placed  with 
her  uncle  and  excluded  or  threatened  to  be  excluded  from  school  because 
of  her  non-residence  claimed  by  the  directors  of  the  school,  her  uncle 
brought  a  bill  for  mandatory  injunction  and  the  writ  was  awarded  and 
she  w^as  kept  in  school  all  the  time  during  the  appeal. 

The  court  said,  "She  (Ivy)  had  the  right  to  attend  this  school,  if  at 
all,  from  day  to  day.  If  she  had  the  right  a  denial  would  be  a  serious 
matter.  Damage  for  this  loss  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 
No  money  compensation  can  adequately  recompense  one  for  failure  to 
receive  even  such  an  education  as  is  afforded  by  our  common  schools. 
The  only  speedy  and  adequate  remedy  offered  to  the  plaintiff  was  a  resort 
to  the  extraordinary  remedy  of  injunction.  Under  the  circumstances  we 
think  he  was  entitled  to  appeal  to  the  equity  side  of  the  court  for  this 
remedy,  A  court  of  law  (meaning  by  mandaniiis  or  quo  ivarranto) 
could  not  help  Ivy  or  compensate  her.  There  is  probably  no  case  where 
the  court  would  be  so  quick  to  extend  the  aid  sought  and  grant  its  full 
powers  to  the  plaintiff  for  his  relief." 

In  this  case  also  it  appeared  that  the  parents  of  Ivy  had  made  an 
agreement  with  her  uncle  and  aunt  that  she  should  live  with  them  in 
District  No,  11  until  she  became  21  years  old.  The  court  held  that  she 
was  a  resident  of  the  district;  that  she  had  a  right  to  g-o  to  the  free  pub- 
lic schools  and  that  the  remedy  by  injunction  in   such  case  was  proper. 

Also  I  find  that  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  Kentucky  has  up- 
held this  doctrine,  especially  in  the  case  where  the  child  or  children  have 
been  admitted  to  school  and  allowed  to  attend  and  then  their  expulsfon 
is  sought  after  their  regular  admission.  Cross  vs.  Board  of  Trustees,  etc., 
121   Ky.,  page   469. 

These  are  the  only  two  cases  that  I  find  justifying  the  proceeding  by 
an  injunction.  There  are  some  few  cases  against  the  proposition,  hut 
they  seem  to  have  been  decided  against  the  parties  bringing  the  suit  upon 
other  grounds  as  well. 
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Conclusion. 

I  feel  that  this  report  and  discussion  must  be  closed  here.  It  ap- 
pears to  me  already  far  too  lengthy.  However,  I  have  attempted  to  state 
only  the  essentials  and  those  matters  that  seem  to  me  to  be  most 
pertinent. 

I  consider  the  state  of  the  law  with  reference  to  this  situation  in 
Illinois  surrounded  with  much  doubt.  I  think,  as  a  matter  of  opinion 
from  a  legal  standpoint,  that  there  is  much  doubt  whether  the  supreme 
court  of  this  state  will  apply  the  law  as  stated  in  the  Lease  case  to  this 
situation.  Your  institution  is  a  corporation,  a  charitable  institution,  a 
creature  of  law, — not  a  natural  person.  Its  objects  are  charity  and  the 
education  of  its  wards.  It  is  allowed  to  perform  these  functions  and  ob- 
jects under  express  statutory  law  and  in  the  absence  of  legislative  enact- 
ment fixing  and  defining  your  rights  and  that  of  your  wards  the  matter 
is  left  open  for  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  to  make  the 
law  by  decisions,  by  precedent.  My  own  legal  opinion  is  that  upon  a 
strict  construction  of  the  law  as  it  now  is,  upon  our  statute  books  and 
as  construed  by  our  courts  up  to  date,  that  those  children  in  the  Illinois 
Masonic  Orphans'  Home  in  LaGrange,  who  are  there  permanently 
and  not  temporarily,  have  the  right  to  attend  the  public  schools  there 
without  tuition,  but  I  recognize  the  power  and  the  opportunity  for  the 
supreme  court  of  this  state  in  the  present  situation  of  legislative  enact- 
ment to  rule  otherwise  on  this  question  as  applied  to  this  Home.  I  am 
further  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Board  of  Education  does  not  desire 
to  rescind  the  present  resolution  on  the  books  fixing  the  tuition,  that  it 
would  be  a  wise  move  for  you  to  make  to  procure  the  consent  of  the  At- 
torney General  of  Illinois,  or  the  State's  Attorney  of  Cook  county,  to  file 
an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  zcarranto  to  require  and  compel 
the  Board  of  Education  of  District  102  to  show  cause,  if  any  they  can, 
why  they  are  endeavoring  to  exercise  the  power  to  compel  these  children 
to  pay  tuition,  and  then  if  said  board  should  undertake  to  exclude  the 
children  from  the  school  and  you  are  unable  to  provide  means  of  educat- 
ing them  that  a  bill  for  a  mandatory  injunction  be  filed  and  a  bond  given 
and  the  children  restored  to  school  and  permitted  to  attend  until  some 
decision  in  the  matter  is' reached. 

Finally  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  say  that  numerous  efforts  have  been 
put  forth  to  compromise  this  matter,  but  it  seems  that  no  compromise 
can  be  reached.  The  Board  of  Education  will  not  yield  the  point  that 
these  children  must  pay  a  tuition.  Their  counsel  has  said  that  they  will 
yield  the  question  of  the  amount  per  capita  and  compromise  this  point 
but  insist  that  tuition  must  be  paid.  General  Moulton  and  Brother 
Fletcher    have    consistently    and    persistently   directed    me    to    oppose   the 
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payment  of  tuition  in  any  amount  for  these  children  and  to  insist  that 
they  have  a  legal  right  to  free  school  education  in  these  schools  and  this 
I  have  done  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  this  hour. 

I  shall  leave  the  entire  matter  with  you  here.  If  the  board  of  trus- 
tees should  desire  my  presence  for  a  further  statement  or  argument  or 
opinion  I   shall  be  glad  to  attend  upon   request.

REPORT — Committee  on  United  Charities. 

Bro.  Charles  S.  DeHart  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  United  Charities.  Consideration  of  the  report  was 
made  a  special  order  of  business  for  Wednesday  forenoon. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  OMcers  and  Brethren  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  State  of  Illinois: 

Your  Committee  on  United  Charities,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  begs  to  report  that  they  met  with  similar  committees 
appoined  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  R.A.M.,  Grand  Council,  R.  and  S.M., 
and  Grand  Commandery,  K.T.,  of  Illinois. 

That  an  organization  was  perfected,  and  a  sub-committee  has  been 
thoroughly  investigating  conditions  as  they  exist  in  the  state  and  necessi- 
ties that  seem  pressing  upon  our  membership.  This  sub-committee  sub- 
mitted to  the  joint  committee  a  very  elaborate  and  detailed  report,  which 
was  adopted.  This  report  in  detail  is  attached  hereto.  Printed  copies  of 
same  will  be  distributed  among  the  brethren,  and  we  would  respectfully 
recommend  the  concurrence  of  this   Most  Worshipful   Grand  Lodge.

Report  of  Sub-Committee. 

Bro.  John  B.  Fithian,  Secretary  Joint  Committee  on  United  Masonic 
Charities: 

The  sub-committee,  which  was  appointed  to  formulate  and  submit 
for  the  consideration  of  the  entire  Joint  Committee,  plans,  methods  of 
operation  and  recommendations,  in  pursuance  of  the  purpose  for  which 
the    respective    committees    constituting    such    joint    committee    were    ap- 
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pointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  Grand  Chapter  R.A.M., 
Grand  Council  R.  and  S.M.,  and  Grand  Commandery,  K.T.,  of  Illinois, 
beg  leave  to  report  the  following  findings  and  recommendations  as  the 
basis,  with  the  approval  of  the  said  joint  committee,  for  a  report  to  be 
made  by  the  aforesaid  committees  to  the  grand  bodies  which  they  re- 
spectively represent. 

At  the  close  of  their  last  fiscal  year  the  membership  of  these  organi- 
zations was  reported  as  follows : 

Grand  Lodge    108,068 

Grand   Chapter    33,207 

Grand  Council   7,ii7 

Grand  Commandery  16,820 

Their  net  assets  in  cash  and  invested  securities  were  reported  at  the 
time  of  their  last  annual  meeting  to  be  as  follows : 

Grand   Lodge    $155,425 

Grand  Chapter  54,872 

Grand  Council   9,655 

Grand  Commandery   16,026 

which  amounts  were  subject  to  appropriations  currently  requisite  amount- 
ing as  follows : 

Grand  Lodge — Approximately  $95,000  appropriated,  leaving  balance 
of  net  assets  $60,425,  of  which  net  balance  $57,000  is  required  to  be  pre- 
served intact  in  the  Permanent  Funds  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons 
and  the  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,  so  that  $3,425  represented  all  the  avail- 
able cash  assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge  remaining  for  any  extraordinary  or 
unusual  purpose. 

Grand  Chapter — Approximately  $12,000  appropriated,  leaving  avail- 
able cash  assets,  $42,872. 

Grand  Council — Approximately  $2,200  appropriated,  leaving  available 
cash  assets,  $7,455. 

Grand  Commandery — Approximately  $9,000  appropriated,  leaving 
available  cash  assets,  $7,026. 

The  present  per  capita  dues  collected  by  these  four  Grand  Bodies, 
from  which  the  major  portion  of  their  revenue  is  derived  were  respect- 
ively as  follows : 

Grand  Lodge — 90  cents  (55  cents  General  Fund  and  35  cents  Charity 
Fund). 

Grand  Chapter — 50  cents. 

Grand  Council — 50  cents.  1 

Grand  Commandery — 75  cents. 
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A  review  of  the  field  of  masonic  beneficence  dispensed  under  organ- 
ized methods  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  reveals: 

1.  Suitable  and  adequate  provision  made  for  indigent  and  depend- 
ent Master  iMasons,  affiliated  with  Illinois  lodges,  their  wives  and  widows 
to  the  number  of  125  to  150  persons  at  Sullivan,  Illinois,  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M. 

2.  Similar  provision  for  dependent  children  of  Master  Masons  affili- 
ated with  Illinois  lodges  to  the  number  of  125  to  150  at  LaGrange,  Illi- 
nois, under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M. 

3.  A  well  organized  Relief  Association  with  national  affiliation  for 
emergent  and  temporary  cases  of  financial  distress  and  needs  of  sojourn- 
ing and  resident  brethren  in  Chicago  and  vicinity. 

4.  An  Employment  Bureau  in  Chicago,  organized  on  a  business 
basis  to  secure  employment  for  Masons  able  and  willing  to  work. 

5.  The  Gil.  W.  Barnard  Hospital  Association,  which  is  affording 
care  and  attention,  so  far  as  its  resources  will  permit,  to  sick  and  dis- 
abled Masons  in  Chicago  by  arrangement  with  certain  local  hospitals. 
This  is  a  corporate  association  composed  of  masonic  organizations  and 
individual  brethren. 

6.  A  system  of  organized  visitation  committees  working  under  the 
auspices  of  Oriental  Consistory,  S.P.R.S.,  doing  general  relief  work  for 
Masons  and  their  families. 

There  seems  but  one  field  of  masonic  endeavor  for  the  relief  of  the 
distressed  and  afflicted  Master  Masons  of  Illinois,  their  wives,  widows 
and  orphans,  which  has  not  yet  been  developed  and  which  may  well  be 
the  object  of  a  united  effort  by  Masons  of  all  grades  and  affiliations  to 
enter  and  to  supply  proper  and  adequate  means  for  relief,  namely:  to 
afford  care,  attendance,  nurture  and  comfort  for  the  unfortunate  Master 
Mason  and  those  of  his  immediate  family  who  are  not  only  financially 
dependent,  but  physically  helpless,  especially  non-contagious  chronic  or 
incurable  cases  requiring  extraordinary  personal  attention  and  profes- 
sional treatment  impossible  to  render  in  the  Masonic  Homes  already  es- 
tablished which  are  designed  for  the  occupancy  of  well  people  subject 
only  to  temporary  and  minor  ailments. 

This  great  and  glorious  undertaking  would  not  be  possible  of  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  without  the  efficient  co-operation  of  a  large  con- 
tributing membership.  The  magnitude  of  the  undertaking,  especially  the 
cost  of  annual  maintenance  after  the  erection  of  a  permanent  building 
was  assured,  would  be  beyond  the  single  reasonable  resources  of  either 
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Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council  or  Grand  Commandery,  and  would  un- 
doubtedly occasion  a  too  severe  drain  upon  even  the  resources  of  Grand 
Lodge,  with  a  membership  now  approximating  110,000,  especially  in  view 
of  the  depletion  in  its  cash  assets  arising  from  the  burdens  it  has  already 
assumed. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  combined  re- 
sources of  these  four  grand  bodies  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  meet  all 
legitimate  requirements  of  the  suggested  field  of  masonic  beneficence. 

The  following  scheme  of  organization  and  operation  is  accordingly 
submitted,  whereby  the  united  action  of  the  aforesaid  masonic  organi- 
zations may  be  made  effective,  with  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  bur- 
den assumed,  and  likewise  assuring  to  each  a  proportionate  measure  of 
credit,  glory  and  gratification  for  participation  in  the  beneficent  under- 
taking. 

The  preliminary  procedure  recommended  would  be  to  incorporate 
under  the  laws  of  Illinois  a  corporation  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  under 
the  name  of  United  Masonic  Benevolent  Association. 

The  object  of  the  Association  to  be  stated  in  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration shall  be  :  to  provide  and  utilize  means  and  facilities  of  any  and 
all  kinds,  suitable,  desirable  and  requisite  for  affording  to  indigent  Mas- 
ter Masons  holding  membership  in  good  standing  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Grand 
Council,  R.  and  S.M.,  or  Grand  Commandery,  K.T.,  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  to  their  wives,  widows,  or  next  of  kin,  surgical  and  medical  treat- 
ment including  professional  nursing,  together  with  the  necessaries  and 
moderate  comforts  of  life,  who  may  be  physically  disabled  through  sick- 
ness or  injury,  not  contagious,  and  be  at  the  same  time  without  means  or 
resources  with  which  to  provide  for  their  necessities  or  comfort. 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  the  following 
officers  of  masonic  organizations  domiciled  in  Illinois,  to-wit :  The 
M.W.  Grand  Master  of  A.F.  and  A.M.,  the  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest  of 
R.A.M.,  the  M.I.  Grand  Master  of  R.  and  S.M.  and  the  R.E.  Grand 
Commander  of  K.T.,  and  one  member  for  each  10,000  members  carried  on 
the  membership  rolls  of  the  contributing  organizations,  with  one  addi- 
tional member  for  any  excess  in  number  of  members  over  5,000  remain- 
ing after  the  foregoing  apportionment  has  been  made  of  one  to  each 
ten  thousand. 

Such  representative  membership,  both  ex  officio  and  those  selected 
by  choice,  shall  only  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  member- 
ship  in   the   Association   for  and   during  the  year   in   which   contribution 
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is  made  to  the  revenue  of  the  Association,  as  hereinafter  provided.  By 
the  way  of  illustration,  assuming  that  the  four  masonic  organizations 
represented  by  the  present  joint  committee  on  United  Charities  consti- 
tute the  membership  of  the  Association,  its  membership  would  number 
as  follows,  based  on  the  last  annual  report  of  the  several  Grand  Bodies, 
to- wit : 

Grand  Lodge,  ex  officio  i,  and  by  choice  ii,  total 12 

Grand  Chapter,  ex  officio  i,  and  by  choice  3,  total 4 

Grand  Council,  ex  officio  i,  and  by  choice  i,  total 2 

Grand  Commandery,  ex  officio  i,  and  by  choice  2,  total 3 

Grand  total  21 

A  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of  seven  members,  shall  be  chosen 
annually  by  the  members  of  the  Association,  provided  that  each  contrib- 
uting grand  body  shall  have  at  all  times  at  least  one  representative  in 
said  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  and  immediately  after  being 
organized  for  the  ensuing  year,  elect  from  its  membership  the  officers 
of  the  Association,  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified,  as  follows,  to-wit :  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer 
and  a  Secretary.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint  some  competent  Master 
Mason  as  Superintendent  and  such  other  assistants  and  agents  as  may 
appear  to  be  requisite  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  fix  the  compensation  and  terms  of  service  of  all  such  ap- 
pointees. The  elective  officers  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  any 
services  rendered  the  Association  but  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  funds 
of  the  Association  for  actual  and  necessary  expenditures  made  by  them 
in  the  performance  of  their  official  duty. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  choose  from  their  number  an  Executive 
Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  number  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Association,  shall  be  two,  which  committee  shall  be 
empowered  to  act  for  the  Association  during  the  recess  between  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  all  matters  relating  to  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
the  Grand  Council  R.  and  S.M.  and  the  Grand  Commandery,  K.T.,  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  shall  be  entitled  to  representative  membership  in  the 
United  Masonic  Benevolent  Association  by  the  initial  payment  of  a  sum 
equal  to  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  capita  on  its  membership,  as  shown 
by  its  last  annual  report,  and  such  membership  in  the  Association  shall 
thereafter  be  continued  by  the  payment  annually  of  a  sum  equal  to   ten

(lo)  cents  per  capita  on  its  membership,  as  shown  by  its  last  annual 
report.  All  such  payments  shall  be  made  without  recourse,  right  of  re- 
covery, or  transferable  right,  title  or  interest  in  or  to  any  property  which 
may  be  acquired  by  the  Association. 

Provided  an  organization  be  effected  as  hereinbefore  proposed,  the 
active  efforts  of  such  an  Association  should  find  practical  expression  in 
two  forms : 

First — By  the  erection  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  preferably  at 
Sullivan,  Illinois,  of  a  substantial  fire  proof  hospital  building,  fully  equipped 
for  the  care  and  treatment,  especially  of  non-contagious,  chronic  and  in- 
curable ailments. 

There  is  little,  if  any,  doubt,  but  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and 
A.M.,  would  freely  grant  the  requisite  ground  area  on  which  to  erect 
this  proposed  hospital. 

Second — By  effecting  special  arrangements  with  one  or  more  hos- 
pitals in  Chicago  and  other  cities  in  Illinois  so  that  temporary  and  emer- 
gent cases  of  illness  or  injury  may  be  properly  treated,  the  selection  of 
hospitals  for  this  purpose  to  be  geographically  distributed  to  proportion- 
ately and  effectively  cover  the  entire  state  and  reduce  to  a  minimum  the 
time  and  expense  of  transportation  and  afford  prompt  relief  in  deserv- 
ing cases  in  which  the  co-operation  of  the  local  masonic  lodges  could  be 
advantageously  enlisted,  since  by  so  doing  they  would  materially  lighten 
the  burdens  which  otherwise  they  would  feel  under  obligations  to  assume. 

Should  the  plan  of  organization  and  operation  for  the  relief  of  the 
physically  disabled  Master  Mason  and  those  dependent  upon  him  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  present  joint  Committee  on  United  Charities, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  several  committees  submit  the  plans  for  the 
approval  of  the  respective  grand  bodies  which  they  represent,  at  the  same 
time  urging  the  adoption  of  resolutions  whereby  the  grand  bodies  so 
represented  will  jointly  and  severally  form  the  united  organization  as 
proposed  and  contribute  their  pro  rata  share  towards  the  practical  dis- 
pensation of  masonic  beneficence  in  Illinois  as  contemplated. 

The  net  result  obtained  would  be  to  afford  an  ample  measure  of  re- 
lief to  all  physically  disabled  Master  Masons  of  Illinois  Lodges,  Chap- 
ters, Councils  or  Commanderies  who  may  be  in  indigent  circumstances, 
their  wives,  widows  and  next  of  kin,  the  cost  of  which  would  be  equita- 
bly distributed  among  Masons  of  every  grade  and  affiliation  in  our  state 
from  Master  Mason  to  Knight  Templar,  inclusive,  which  cost  would  not 
exceed,  under  present  conditions,  forty  (40)  cents  per  annum  for  each 
individual   Mason,   even  though  he  might  be  a  contributor,  through  the 
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medium  of  dues  paid,  in  the  four  capacities  of  IMaster  INIason,  Royal 
Arch  ]Mason.  Royal  and  Select  blaster  and  Knight  Templar,  with  the  fur- 
ther advantage  that  the  cost  of  the  beneficient  work  to  which  he  contrib- 
utes would  be  defrayed  from  a  common  fund  without  entailing  any  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  individual  ]\Iason,  assuming  that  the  dues  now  paid 
to  the  Lodge,  Chapter.  Council  or  Commandery  are  adequate  for  all  pur- 
poses as  seems  possible. 

Under  the  proposed  plan,  basing  estimates  on  present  membership 
rolls  of  Grand  Lodge,  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery  only,  the  funds 
available  would  amount  as  follows : 

For  first  year   $41,307 

Annually  thereafter  upwards  of   16,522 

Assuming  that  $100,000  would  be  requisite  for  the  erection  of  a  per- 
manent hospital  building,  approximately  four  years  would  be  required  to 
accumulate  that  amount  from  membership  receipts,  plus  accruing  interest. 
At  the  expiration  of  four  years  from  organization,  the  requisite  amount 
for  the  permanent  hospital  and  its  equipment  would  assuredly  be  in  hand 
and  the  annual  membership  receipts  thereafter  w^ould  be  sufficient  for 
operating  expenses.  In  the  meantime,  the  work  of  providing  temporary 
and  emergent  relief  could  be  also  systematically  organized  and  con- 
ducted, with  the  confident  assurance  that  before  five  years  have  elapsed, 
with  the  institutions  now  established  and  work  already  accomplished,  am- 
ple and  permanent  provision  will  then  have  been  made  to  meet  any  and  all 
requirements  in  the  entire  field  of  masonic  beneficence  throughout  the  state 
of  Illinois.  Fraternally  submitted,

Your  committee  is  of  the  conviction  that  the  present  system  of  pass- 
ing upon  the  work  of  Lodges  U.D.  is  far  from  perfect.  We  are  called 
upon  to  pass  judgment  solely  upon  the  records  of  the  lodge  as  kept  by 
the  secretary.  A  lodge  under  dispensation  might  be  deprived  of  a  charter 
by  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  its  secretary  while  on  the  other  hand 
grave  errors  and  omissions  can  easily  be  hidden  by  a  few  written  words. 
Before  granting  a  charter  this  Grand  Lodge  through  its  Committee  on 
Lodges,  U.D.,  should  know  that  the  standards  of  Masonry  are  being 
maintained  and  advanced  by  lodges  working  under  dispensation. 

W^e  therefore  recommend  that  hereafter  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  be  authorized  and  empowered  through  the  Committee  on  Lodges 
U.D.,  to  make  such  investigation  as  to  the  work  of  lodges  under  dispen- 
sation and  as  to  character  and  standing  of  the  officers  thereof  as  may  be 
deemed  reasonable  or  necessary.

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PRESENTATION— Past  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas. 

M.W.  Bro.  H.  H.  Myers,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  was  presented  and  accorded  Grand 
Honors.     Brother  Myers  spokes  as  follows : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master^  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Wardens,  Ven- 
erable Past  Grand  Wardens  and  Members  of  the  Great  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Great  State  of  Illinois: 

I  bring  to  you  today  from  the  sunny  southland,  and  from  the  bright- 
est diadem  of  all  the  stars  that  shines  south — shines  in  the  state  of  Ar- 
kansas, our  most  fraternal  greetings.  It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
to  refer  to  these  Past  Grand  Masters  as  "Venerable"  because  it  has  been 
some  time  since  I  was  invested  with  that  authority  in  the  Grand  East,  and 
I  realize  it  will  be  but  a  short  time  until  I  will  be  called  "Ve*nerable" — 
and  I  am  trying  to  accustom  myself  to  it  now. 

I  had  the  pleasure  a  few  days  ago  of  appearing  before  the  brethren 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  in  a  suburb  of  Chicago — many  of  you 
would  claim  St.  Louis,  and  the  brother  who  introduced  me,  spoke  of  me 
as  a  Most  Venerable  Past  Grand  Master,  and  referred  to  me  as  *'a  young 
man  from  Arkansas ;"  and  he  said  that  he  had  heard  recently  that  all  the 
ladies  in  Arkansas  were  so  cross-eyed  that  when  they  wept  their  tears 
ran  down  their  backs  creating  a  sort  of  humpback. 

In  reply,  I  said  that  I  had  visited  a  great  many  cities  and  a  great 
many  Grand  Lodges  and  been  a  great  observer  of  the  ladies  in  many 
cities,  particularly  of  Missouri  and  I  was  inclined  to  believe  that  they 
were  just  like  the  ladies  of  Arkansas,  and  if  we  discovered  a  cure  for 
their  infirmity,  we  would  send  it  over  to  the  brethren  so  they  would  get 
the  benefit  of  it. 

Brethren,  I  have  seen  many  Masonic  bodies,  and  they  are  very  much 
alike.  But  I  am  going  to  say  this,  that  I  have  never  visited  a  Grand 
Lodge  where  the  personnel  presented  a  more  typical,  of  what  your  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  calls  "individualized  masonry"  than  I  am  wit- 
nessing today.  And  it  gives  me  inexpressible  pleasure,  and  I  consider  it  a 
very  great  distinction.  Brethren,  when  I  was  offered  the  opportunity  of 
appearing  before  you,  and  I  want  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  selection 
of  the  officers,  so  far  chosen.  Having  written  two  Grand  Master's  re- 
ports, I  know  something  about  what  is  involved  in  doing  that;  I  have 
read  the  Grand  Master's  reports  of  more  than  eleven  states,  including  my 
own  two  reports,  and  I  never  listened  to  any  in  my  life  more  interesting, 
more  beautiful  and  a  more  perfect  literary  gem  than  that  of  your  Most 
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Worshipful  Grand  Master  this  morning.  It  may  well  be,  and  I  doubt 
not  but  what  it  will  be,  considered,  by  our  future  generations,  as  a  Ma- 
sonic pattern. 

Now,  Brethren,  your  Grand  Master  has  been  so  courteous  and  kind  as 
to  permit  me  to  appear  before  you,  I  am  going  to  suggest  a  little  proposi- 
tion, which  I  believe  will  appeal  to  you.  The  city  of  Hot  Springs, 
Arkansas,  is  without  question  the  greatest  health  resort  in  the  world. 
There  is  a  place  set  aside  by  the  government  in  the  Ozark  (mountains, 
and  from  these  mountains,  we  have  fifty  springs  furnishing  more  than 
a  million  gallons  of  hot  water  a  day  that  bestowes  benefit  to  more  than 
seven-eighths  of  the  ills  that  humanity  suffers  with. 

In  the  creation.  Providence  must  have  had  in  view  this  fact,  that 
man,  even  if  created  in  His  own  image,  would  accumulate  in  the  gen- 
erations a  certain  amount  of  "cussedness"  or  a  certain  amount  of  per- 
verseness  which  would  result  in  disease,  and  when  that  fact  dawned  on 
Him,  he  said :    *T  will  create  an  antidote."      He  created  Hot  Springs. 

More  than  130,000  visitors,  annually  visit  this  place  seaching  for  the 
restoration  of  health.  We  can  conserve  our  resources;  we  can  change 
the  order  and  we  can  purchase  music,  but  when  health  has  once  gone, 
there  is  only  one  place — we  have  a  place  where  you  can  be  restored  and 
return  to  proper  vigor,  and  that  is  Hbt  Springs.  There  annually  come 
to  Hot  Springs,  I  should  say  20,000  Masons;  some  of  these  Masons  are 
such  as  you  are,  able  to  take  care  of  themselves ;  occasionally  there  come 
to  Hot  Springs,  indigent  Masons,  or  those  who  become  stranded  for  a 
time,  and  lose  their  health,  about  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  to  probably 
two  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  government  representatives,  the  Hot 
Springs*  Masons  were  able  to  obtain  from  congress  two  valuable  lots 
worth  about  $25,000,  together  with  the  hot  water  privilege,  which  is  valued 
by  the  government  at  $25,000.  They  propose  now  to  erect  a  Masonic 
Home  where  the  indigent  Mason  from  all  states,  when  he  comes  there 
will  be  taken  care  of.  They  take  care  of  and  dispense  more  charity  than 
any  other  lodge,  in  proportion  to  their  membership,  in  the  world — does 
this  little  lodge;  it  is  necessary  that  they  do  it;  Masonry  is  a  moral  in- 
stitution and  Masonic  charity  is,  when  dispensed,  reserved  and  it  does  not 
need  a  paid  certificate;  Masonic  charity  is  a  dispensation  without  the  ex- 
pectation or  even  the  thought  of  human  reward.  These  brethren  have 
gone  on  for  years  and  years  and  have  dispensed  charity  on  brethren  in- 
numerable; they  are  seeking  today,  and  I  appear  before  you,  not  asking 
alms,  not  asking  one  cent,  but  that  you  would  pass  some  sort  of  resolu- 
tion,  saying  that  you   have  been  advised   something  of  the  character  of 
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this  proposition,  and  that  you  give  them  your  moral  sanction.  Then  if 
this  lodge  is  permitted  to  call  the  attention  of  the  subordinate  lodges  of 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction — not  to  ask  for  a  cent,  but  to  suggest  to  them 
that  if  they  cared  to  make  any  provision  towards  aiding  this  magnificent 
project,  then  this  lodge,  of  course,  being  Arkansan,  will  most  gladly 
receive  it. 

Now,  we  have  in  our  state,  as  you  have,  our  schools ;  we  have  our 
Orphans'  Home ;  we  are  dispensing  daily,  Masonic  charity.  Masonic  sun- 
shine and  Masonic  gladness ;  we  are  not  giving  alone  of  money,  but  we 
are  giving  encouragement — we  are  giving  of  everything  that  makes  manly 
men  feel  more  humanly  to  men,  who  have  met  with  misfortune,  and  get 
him  to  come  out  in  the  field  of  Miasonry  and  go  forward,  shoulder  to 
shoulder  and  work  with  us — that  is  what  we  are  doing  in  Arkansas — a 
duplicate  of  what  you  are  doing.  You  are  doing  the  same  as  we  have 
been  doing. 

I  shall  not  detain  you  very  long.  Brethren,  this  has  been  a  great 
honor  to  me  and  I  shall  report  it  to  my  Grand  Lodge  in  the  great  state 
of  Arkansas,  where  in  the  confines  of  that  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the 
starry  sky  is  so  clear  that  our  peaches  are  the  biggest,  and  tinged 
with  the  color  of  the  maiden's  blush,  fanned  by  the  breezes  from  the 
Ozark  mountains;  and  where  those  big  red  apples  grow,  so  that  if  you 
were  to  go  to  the  catacombs  of  Egypt,  with  its  mummies  three  thousand 
years  old  and  spring  one  of  these  red  apples  of  Arkansas,  he  would 
raise  up  and  say :     Take  me  to  Arkansas. 

Again,  I  want  to  say  to  you,  that  in  the  confines  of  living  Masonry 
you  have  captivated  me,  and  I  shall  return  to  my  Grand  Lodge  and  tell 
them  that  I  have  looked  upon  the  best  looking  Grand  Lodge  I  ever  saw 
in  my  life,  and  that  I  have  been  received  with  such  courtesy,  with  that 
greeting,  that  you  bestow  upon  the  best  Grand  Lodge.  I  want  to  ex- 
press to  you  how  sincerely  and  how  gratefully  I  thank  you  for  this 
great  courtesy,  Brethren. 

TUITION — Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home. 

The  Grand  Master  presented  a  memorial  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  Bro.  Jesse  Barton  regarding  the  subject  of  tuition 
of  the  children  at  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at 
LaGrange,  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
effect  a  compromise  with  the  school  authorities.  The  matter 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions. 
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EEPORT — Committee  on  Mt.  Greenwood  Cemetery  Ass'n. 

Bro.  Andrew  McNally  presented  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Mt.  Greenwood  Cemetery  Association  prop- 
osition.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of  the  Mt. 
Greenwood  Cemetery  Association  to  deed  to  this  Grand  L,odge  a  lot  in 
Mt.  Greenwood  Cemetery,  with  provision  for  its  perpetual  care,  beg 
leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  visited  Mt.  Greenwood  Cemetery,  and  inspected  the 
masonic  section,  in  which  is  situated  the  lot  offered  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
While  the  plot  of  ground  in  question  is  well  located  and  adapted  for  the

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  constituent  lodges  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  attend  to  all  things  pertaining  to  the  interment  of  their 
deceased  members,  this  Grand  Lodge  could  have  no  possible  use '  for  a 
burial  lot.  We,  therefore,  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  thanks 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  given  to  the  Mt.  Greenwood  Cemetery  Associa- 
tion for  their  offer  to  deed  the  plot  of  ground  suggested,  and  that  the 
offer  be  declined.

The  undersigned  committee  to  whom  were  referred  certain  portions 
of  the  address  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows : 

Grand   Lecturers. 

The  committee  are  in  full  accord  with  the  Grand  Master  in  his 
efforts  during  the  past  year  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high  standard 
of  excellence  and  proficiency  as  a  prerequisite  of  every  Grand  Lecturer. 
Not  necessarily  a  greater  number,  but,  if  possible,  better  and  more  pro- 
Hcient  Grand  Lecturers  should  be  commissioned.  The  method  of  con- 
ducting the  examinations  of  those  seeking  commissions,  which  has  been 
required  by  the  Grand  Master  during  the  past  year,  will  doubtless  con- 
tribute much  toward  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  sought.  There 
should  be  a  high  and  a  fixed  standard  by  which  Grand  Lecturers  shall 
Tdc  judged.  It  should  be  clearly  and  definitely  understood  at  the  outset 
that  proficiency  in  the  ritual  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  secure  a  commis- 
sion nor  to  retain  it.  A  Grand  Lecturer  should  not  only  be  a  proficient 
teacher  of  the  ritual,  but  also  a  man  of  such  character,  standing  and  in- 
tegrity that  all  Masons  who  know  him  may  justly  regard  him  as  an 
exemplar  of  the  principles,  the  teachings  and  all  that  is  best  in  the 
institution. 

Our   Schools. 

As  to  the  number  of  the  state  Schools  of  Instruction  that  should 
te  held  each  year,  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  number 
should  not  be  less  than  five  as  heretofore.  It  is  apparent,  however,  that 
five  state  schools  have  failed  in  the  past  and  will  in  the  future  fail  to 
Teach  a  large  number  of  Masons  and  lodges  greatly  in  need  of  just  such 
instruction  as  is  afforded  at  the  state  schools.  The  holding  of  district 
schools  in  sections  of  the  state  not  reached  by  the  state  schools  is  not 
an  untried  experiment.  Indeed  it  is  perhaps  the  best  and  most  efficient 
method  that  has  been  thus  far  suggested  for  extending  the  much-needed 
l)enefits  of  ritualistic  instruction  to  a  large  proportion  of  the  lodges  and 
lodge  officers  who  would  otherwise  be  deprived  of  those  benefits.  The 
-committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  there  be  held,  as  heretofore,  five 
state  Schools  of  Instruction,  and  that  in  addition  thereto,  an  appropria- 
tion of  five  hundred  dollars  be  made  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Grand  Master,  to  be  used  by  him  at  his  discretion  for  an  extension  of 
our  present  system  and  the  holding  of  district  schools  of  instruction  at 
such  times  and  places  as  in  his  judgment  may  seem  advisable. 
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Cipher  Rituals. 

The  extent  of  the  evil  of  cipher  rituals  as  disclosed  by  the  Grand 
Master's  address  must  come  as  a  surprise  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  We  believe  that  the  Masons  of  Illinois  are  not  ready  to  abandon 
the  time-honored  method  of  teaching  the  work  from  mouth  to  ear,  that 
the  remarkably  large  number  of  Masons  proficient  in  our  ritual,  as  well 
as  the  high  standard  of  proficiency  and  excellence  in  our  work  attained 
by  them,  is  in  very  great  measure  due  directly  to  our  method  of  teaching' 
by  oral  instruction.  Whether  this  method  of  teaching  the  work  be  a 
landmark  or  not,  Illinois  Masons  cannot  afford  to  abandon  a  method 
which  has  produced  such  splendid  results.  The  committee,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend that  the  vigorous  measures  adopted  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
stamp  out  the  evil  of  cipher  rituals  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
that  the  possession  or  use  of  a  cipher  ritual  be  declared  to  be  a  Masonic 
offense  deserving  and  requiring  prompt  and  severe  punishment 

Our  Ritual. 

For  the  reasons  suggested  by  the  Grand  Master,  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  a  committee  should  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  just  what  is  the  ritual  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  to  sug- 
gest such  changes  and  grammatical  corrections  as  may  seem  wise  or  nec- 
essary, and  if,  after  the  report  of  said  committee,  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
adopt  or  establish  a  ritual  or  "work,"  that  the  same  shall  thereafter  be 
subject  to  change  only  by  formal  affirmative  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
by  two-thirds  vote  at  an  annual  meeting.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  for  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  be  constituted  as  recommended  by  him,  the  number  of 
the  committee,  however,  to  be  nine  instead  of  fifteen,  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  securing  prompt  and  efficient  results  from  the  action  of  so 
large  a  committee. 

Intellectual  Masonry. 

Your  committee  fully  approve  of  the  suggestions  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter on  the  subject  of  intellectual  Masonry.  The  efforts  of  the  Grand 
Master  during  the  past  year  to  extend  somewhat  the  scope  of  instruction 
at  the  state  schools  were  productive  of  some  good.  It  was  wholly  an 
experiment  and  the  object  sought  may  be  more  nearly  attained  by  further 
experience.  To  understand  our  ritual,  to  appreciate  its  surpassing  beauty, 
and  to  comprehend  the  meaning  of  its  profound  symbolism,  is  equally  as 
important  as  to  be  able  to  repeat  it  correctly.  To  understand  is  perhaps 
of  even  greater  importance  than  merely  to  remember.  But  to  understand 
and  grasp  the  hidden  meaning  of  the  symbolism  by  which  Masonic  knowl- 
edge is  so  largely  conveyed,  will  in  no  measure  result  in   lessening  rit- 
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ualistic  proficiency,  but  will  inevitably  result  in  stimulating  interest  and 
thus  increasing  the  standard  of  proficiency  attained  by  our  ritualists. 
Men  who  are  made  Masons  should  be  given  ample  time  to  arrive  at  a 
full  realization  of  the  beauties  of  Masonry  as  taught  by  its  allegories  and 
symbols.  They  should  not  be  hurried  through  the  degrees  as  though 
to  -finish  were  the  real  object  and  to  obtain  a  large  number  of  degrees 
were  more  important  than  to  understand  and  comprehend  the  wonderful 
system  of  philosophy  intended  to  be  taught  by  the  symbolism  of  Free- 
masonry. .'..... 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  approval  of  the  efforts  of  the  Grand 
Master  to  broaden  and  extend  the  scope  of  Masonic  instruction  to  the 
end  that  there  be  not  only  more  good  ritualists,  but  more  Masons  who 
know  what  our  ritual  means  and  who  are  willing  to  display  its  teachings 
in  their  daily  lives  and  conduct.

Your  Committee  on  Finance  fraternally  report  that  it  has  examined 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  R.W.  Grand  Secretary  and  the  R.W.  Grand 
Treasurer  and  find  the  same  to  have  been  kept  in  their  usual,  system- 
atic and  comprehensive  manner ;  that  all  the  moneys  due  the  M.W.  Grand 
Lodge  have  been  received,  properly  entered  of  record  and  duly  paid 
over  to  the  R.W.  Grand  Treasurer  as  provided  by  law ;  that  the  R.W.

Your  committee,  realizing  the  constantly  increasing  amount  of  work 
of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  pays  the 
rent  of  his  office  and  clerk's  salary  out  of  his  personal  salary  of  three 
thousand  per  year,  leaving  only  about  twenty-one  hundred  dollars  for 
his  personal  services,  which  amount  we  believe  to  be  too  small  a  sum  for 
the  work  he  performs,  we,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  order  be  drawn  in 
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his  favor  for  six  hundred  dollars  as  an  extra  compensation   for  the  past 
year. 

Referring  to  the  several  communications  from  Hot  Springs  Lodge 
No.  62,  A.F.  and  A.M..  of  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  your  committee  de- 
sires to  report  that  we  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  rec- 
ommend the  adoption  of  the    following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  extends  moral  support 
to  the  undertaking  and  recommends  to  constituent  lodges  a  fair  consid- 
eration of  the  enterprise,  and  should  it  meet  with  their  ability  and  pleas- 
ure, a  donation  to  this  cause  will  be  well  placed  and  used  only  in  support 
of  the  Great  Brotherhood  of  the  Fraternity. 

Regarding  the  communication  from  the  George  Washington  Masonic 
National  ^lemorial  Association,  your  committee  desire  to  report  that 
they  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  in  view  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  time,  and  further,  that, 
'so  far  as  we  are  informed,  little  progress  has  been  made  up  to  the  present 
time,  in  carrying  out  the  proposed  plan — we  therefore,  recommend  that 
no  action  (other  than  the  one-hundred  dollars  annually,  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  pledged  one  year  ago)    be  taken   at   this    session. 

Referring  to  the  resolution  offered  by  ]\I.W.  Brother  Owen  Scott 
that  a  new  list  of  ^Masonic  lodges  of  the  world  be  printed,  we  beg  to 
say  that  we  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  the  printing  of 
one  thousand  copies. 

Referring  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  District  Lodges  of  In- 
struction as  recommended  by  the  ^I.W.  Grand  Master,  your  committee 
approve  of  the  same  and  recommend  that  a  special  appropriation  of  five 
hundred  dollars  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

Your  committee   further   submit   the   following : 

First. — That  the  members  of  the  several  committees  in  attendance 
upon  this  annual  communication  be  allowed  and  paid  $3.00  per  day  for 
each  day's  service  rendered  in  addition  to  the  compensation  provided  by 
the  by-laws. 

Second. — That  your  committee  be  authorized  to  preserve  the  paid 
orders  during  the  past  year  upon  the  R.W.  Grand  Treasurer  for  one 
year   for   reference   if  necessity   arises.

M.W.  Bro.  M.  C.  Crawford,  Chairman,  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.     On  motion  it  was 
adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  A.F.  and 

AM. 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  is  of  the  following  opin- 
ions upon : 

"Questions  Referred." 

Does  the  necessity  of  wearing  a  truss  which  it  would  be  dangerous 
to  remove,  even  temporarily,  disqualify  the  man  from  receiving  the  de- 
grees in  Masonry? 

The  Grand  Master  replies  that  it  does  not  disqualify  him  and  your 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  approves  of  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

"Jurisdiction  of  Chicago  Lodges." 

The  question  of  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  Chicago  lodges  over 
the  whole  of  Cook  county  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence  by  the  committee  upon  the  Grand  Master's  Address. 
As  stated  by  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  your  committee  find  this 
is  a  question  involving  of  such  great  consequence  that  they  cannot  be 
decided  by  the  committee  with  satisfaction  to  themselves  and  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  within  the  time  available  at  this  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  to  consider  carefully  the  many 
questions  arising  and  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"Amendments." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  amendments  are  offered 
to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  of  its  ses- 
sions, and  to  the  end  that  these  amendments  sometimes  come  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  action  without  sufficient  time  for  consideration  or 
sufficient  presentation  and  consideration  of  their  various  phases,  your 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  recommend  that  a  committee  be 
raised  called  Committee  on  Laws  and  that  no  amendments  be  adopted 
until  the  same  is  referred  to  said  committee  and  they  have  reported  their 
xonclusions  and  findings  upon  the  advisability  of  adopting  the  same.

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"Recognition  of  Good  Standing  in  Other  Grand  Jurisdictions." 

Is  a  man  who  has  been  made  a  Master  Mason  in  a  grand  jurisdic- 
tion not  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge  but  who  is  no  longer  a  member 
in  that  jurisdiction  and  who  comes  to  us  with  a  dimit  showing  that  he 
was  last  a  Master  Mason  in  good  standing  at  the  time  the  dimit  was 
issued  in  a  grand  jurisdiction  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  entitled 
to  petition  a  lodge  in  our  jurisdiction  for  affiliation? 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
should  recognize  the  good  standing  of  the  petitioner  because  he  comes 
to  us  as  a  M.M.  who  was  last  in  good  standing  in  a  grand  jurisdiction 
which  is  recognized  by  this  grand  jurisdiction  and  that  he  may  petition 
a  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  for  affiliation. 

"Expenditures  of  Funds  of  a  Lodge  by  Its  Master." 

The  Grand  Master  has  referred  the  question  recently  asked  him, — 
Can  the  Master  spend  lodge  funds  without  the  consent  of  the  lodge? 
Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
treasurer  of  a  lodge  can  disburse  the  funds  of  a  lodge  only  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  W.M.  and  the  consent  of  the  lodge. 

"Uniform   Laws." 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  herewith  returns  the  cir- 
cular letter  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky  in  regard  to  uniform  laws 
without  recommendation. 

"Questions  Previously  Answered." 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  before  the  beginning 
of  this  session  the  Grand  Master  submitted  questions  to  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  which  were  answered  from  time  to  time  and 
which  are  published  in  the  letter  of  information  and  orders  from  the 
Grand  Master,  dated  Bloomington,  111.,  February  i,  1912,  and  in  his  letter 
upon  the  use  of  masonic  emblems,  dated  Bloomington,  111.,  March  25, 
1912,  and  which  appear  appended  to  the  Grand  Master's  report.  Your 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  now  asks  that  these  several  hold- 
ings and  rulings  be  approved  together  with  the  balance  of  this  report.

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AMENDMENT— To  By-Laws— Proposed. 

M.W.  Bro.  Edward  Cook  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  x\rt.  I,  Part  i,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  by  adding 
thereto  a  new  section,  5.  Being  seconded  by  the  representa- 
tives of  more  than  twenty  lodges,  it  goes  to  the  Committee 
on  Laws. 

Amend  Art.  i,  Part  i,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  by  adding  thereto: 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  New  Legislation,  consisting 
of  three  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master — 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  there- 
after one  to  be  appointed  each  year  to  serve  three  years. 

To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  propositions  to  amend  the  by- 
laws of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  the  same  have  been  seconded  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  now  provided,  and  the  committee  shall  report  them  back 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  with  its  recommendations  as  to  action  thereon.  No 
amendment  shall  be  finally  voted  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  until  said 
committee  has  considered  and  reported  upon  the  same,  when  it  must  be 
favored  by  a  two-thirds  vote  before  becoming  law. 

To  this  committee  shall  also  be  referred  all  decisions  made  by  the 
Grand  Master.  The  committee,  shall  put  these  decisions  into  the  form 
of  law,  giving  them  numbers  under  the  appropriate  article  and  section 
of  the  law,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  decisions  by  the 
Grand  Master  shall  have  the  force  of  law  until  next  meeting  of  Grand 
Lodge,  but  no  longer  unless  then  reported  upon  by  the  committee  and 
adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ORATION. 

The  Grand  Orator,  M.W.  Bro.  Alexander  H.  Bell,  de- 
livered the  annual  oration.  The  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
were  extended  to  the  Grand  Orator  for  his  learned,  eloquent 
and  instructive  oration,  and  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  printed 
in  the  Proceedings. 

In  the  years  that  are  gone  many  distinguished  brethren  have  de- 
livered orations  before  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  origin  and  history  of 
Masonry,  its  tenets  and  its  teachings,  its  admonitions  and  its  rich 
rewards,  have  been   eloquently  and   elaborately  discussed. 
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When  I  began  to  consider  what  should  be  the  subject  of  my  dis- 
course, what  message  I  could  bring  to  you,  I  found  myself  embar- 
rassed indeed.  It  seemed  to  me  that  every  available  or  appropriate 
topic  had  already  been  presented.  I  sought  earnestly  for  an  appro- 
priate subject.  The  origin  of  Masonry,  its  growth  and  development, 
its  vicissitudes  and  its  victories,  its  teachings  and  its  tendencies,  its 
inspirations  and  its  world  wide  influence, — surely  somewhere  in  this 
vast  field  it  would  seem  one  could  without  difficulty  make  a  judicious 
selection.  Flitting  from  one  topic  to  another;  with  enthusiasm  ex- 
ploring the  wonders  of  one,  and  again  revelling  in  the  glories  of  an- 
other, gathering  an  inspiration  here,  catching  a  fleeting  vision  there, 
imagination  at  length  wearied  with  the  immensity  of  its  excursions, 
returns  to  earth,  having  gathered,  yet  abandoned,  brighter  gems  than 
any  that  I  can  now  bring  to  you. 

At  length  it  came  to  me  as  a  glad  relief  that  I  was  to  speak  to 
practical  men  of  the  day,  to  men  who  need  help,  not  rhetoric ;  who 
ask  guidance,  not  pictures  wrought  through  exuberance  of  fancy. 
The  embellishments  of  rhetoric  signify  naught  unless  there  be  sound 
sense  and  practical  value  in  the  message. 

Renouncing,  therefore,  every  temptation  to  say  fine  things  even 
if  I  might  aspire  to  it,  I  shall  speak  to  you  plainly,  and  I  trust  help- 
fully, upon  a  very  commonplace  matter.  I  am  going  to  talk  to  you 
about  a  man.  Not  of  mankind  in  general.  Not  of  humanity,  but  of 
a  man,  one  man ;  and  you,  my  individual  Brother,  are  the  man  of 
whom  I  shall  speak.  I  shall  no  doubt  refer  to  humanity  and  to  its 
development  and  history,  but  only  incidentally,  and  as  being  the 
broader  concept   inclusive   of   the   individual   of    whom    I    speak. 

Permit  me  to  say  at  the  outset  that  in  so  far  as  I  assume  to  ad- 
vise direct  or  admonish  you,  my  Brother,  I  am  meaning  to  apply  to 
myself  whatsoever  I  may  say  to  you.  I  am  not  speaking  to  this 
great  concourse  of  men.  I  am  speaking  to  you,  you,  you,  my  single 
individual   Brother,    as   my  only   auditor. 

To  have  a  just  conception  of  your  dignity,  responsibility  and  des- 
tiny as  a  man,  you  should  first  have  a  clear  conviction  as  to  your 
origin.  You  should  be  able  to  answer  with  confidence  the  query, 
"Whence  came  you?"  Was  your  remotest  ancestor  a  man,  or  did 
you  descend  from  a  protoplasm?  Was  a  babboon  or  something  less 
or  lower  than  a  m.an  your  progenitor?  I  am  quite  well  aware  that 
it  has  become  fashionable  to  give  assent  to  the  so-called  doctrine  of 
evolution.  Many  of  our  scientific  gentlemen  in  their  zeal,  practice  a 
species  of  intellectual  gymnastics  and  give  birth  to  many  wonderful 
theories.      Many   a   man    who   knows   little   or   nothing   of   music   will 
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pretend  to  be  charmed  \vith  the  performance  of  some  musical  celeb- 
rity, merely  because  he  supposes  that  by  so  doing  he  will  distinguish 
himself  above  the  common  herd.  Many  a  man  seeks  to  gain  a  repu- 
tation for  scientific  attainment  by  vociferously  announcing  his  belief 
in  any  vagary  that  some  great  scientist  has  evolved  from  his  super- 
heated brain. 

At  the  risk  of  being  called  an  old  fogy,  and  of  being  classed  with 
those  who  are  ignorant,  I  am  ready  to  declare  here  and  now  that  I 
am  not  a  believer  in  this  doctrine  of  the  evolution  of  man  from 
some  lower  order  of  animal  life.  Undoubtedly,  climate,  topography. 
in  short  environment,  greatly  modifies  every  form  of  animal  and  vege- 
table life,  but  there  is  no  difficulty  in  distinguishing  a  cat  from  a  dog. 
or  a  horse  from  a  cow,  or  a  man  from  a  monkey  in  any  corner  of 
the  earth  or  at  any  period  of  its  history. 

Pigeons  always  were  pigeons.  Blue-jays  always  were  blue-jays, 
and  monkeys  always  were  and  always  will  be  monkeys.  No  one 
ever  saw  one  species  of  animal  life  in  process  of  changing  to  an- 
other. The  transformation  of  a  tadpole  into  a  frog,  or  of  a  chry- 
salis into  a  butterfly,  is  the  way  of  nature  in  those  particulars.  The 
science  of  eugenics  is  possible  only  under  the  guiding  intelligence  of 
man.  The  calf  that  was  born  over  in  Indiana  with  two  heads  and 
six  legs  does  not  prove  that  nature  is  seeking  to  give  us  an  improved 
breed  of  cattle,  nor  is  it  a  reversion  to  a  former  type.  The  individual 
is  a  freak  and  that  is  all  there  is  of  it.  The  Siamese  twins  do  not 
tend  to  prove  that  nature  is  struggling  to  bring  us  into  the  world 
as  doublets,  nor  are  they  suggestive  of  an  earlier  type  when  all  men 
were  so  born.  The  anthropologist  cannot  prove  that  we  have  devel- 
oped through  countless  centuries  by  tedious  and  painful  evolution 
from  some  lower  form  of  animal  life.  He  merely  has  a  theory  to 
expound.  I  cannot  absolutely  prove  the  contrary,  but  I  am  willing 
to  give  my  faith  to  a  creed  that  will  permit  me  to  have  some  re- 
spect for  myself  and  for  my  f ellowman ;  some  for  my  ancestry  and 
some   hope    for  the    future. 

The  man  who  believes  that  he  descended  from  a  monkey  is  mis- 
taken in  that  element  of  his  proposition  which  assumes  that  he  has 
descended  at  all.  He  has  not  descended.  He  is  a  monkey  still.  No 
respectable  lunatic  ever  supposed  that  tadpoles  or  frogs  or  snakes 
or  birds  or  beasts  were  immortal.  If  you  have  an  immortal  part  in 
you,  when  in  this  supposed  process  of  evolution  was  immortality 
imparted  to  your  ancestry?  How  far  up  this  evolutionary  ladder 
must  the  individual  ascend  before  he  ceases  to  be  a  bug  or  a  beast 
and  becomes  an  immortal  soul? 
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My  Brother,  you  and  your  remotest  ancestors  came  from  the 
hand  of  God  as  men,  created  men,  were  men  at  the  moment  of  crea- 
tion. If  God  wanted  to  create  men,  and  unquestionably  he  did,  he 
would  know  how  to  do  it  and  he  would  do  it  by  his  almighty  fiat 
without  leaving  it  to  the  uncertain,  indefinite  and  blind  process  ol 
evolution,  I  may  be  a  mossback  but  I  claim  no  kinship  with  the 
monkey.  That  one  species  of  animal  life  may  be  modified  or  devel- 
oped is  doubtless  true,  but  that  one  species  has  ever  changed  or  de- 
veloped or  evolved  into  another  species  and  thus  on  and  up  and  al- 
ways on  and  always  up  is  merely  an  assumption  not  susceptible  of 
proof. 

This,  my  brother,  is  the  first  great  truth  which  I  hope  you  will 
grasp  and  hold  steadfastly  while  you  live. 

After  what  fashion  did  God  create  man?  We  are  taught  that 
"God  created  man  in  his  own  image.  In  the  image  of  God  created 
he  him."  No  one  supposes  that  this  likeness  refers  to  physical  form. 
God  can  have  no  physical  form.  We  are  created  after  the  image 
of  God  in  this,  that  he  has  infused  into  us  a  part  of  himself.  It 
may  be  only  a  scintilla  of  his  divine  essence.  The  most  disordered 
imagination  cannot  conceive  of  a  dead  God.  Neither  can  any  part 
of  our  Divine  Creator  be  dead. 

If  we  be  not  immortal,  then  we  furnish  the  only  instance  in  all 
God's  universe  where  any  form  of  life  is  cut  off  before  reaching 
its  full  maturity.  I  speak  not  of  the  individual,  but  of  the  race.  The 
child  may  die  by  accident  or  disease  as  the  tender  plant  just  bursting 
through  the  ground  may  be  killed.  Every  form  of  animal  and  vege- 
table life  reaches  its  fullest  possible  development  before  death.  Man 
does  not.  There  would  be  no  purpose  in  prolonging  the  life  of  any 
beast  or  bird.  There  is  no  development,  no  improvement  either  in  the 
species  or  in  the  individual.  The  birds  last  spring  built  their  nests 
in  the  park  across  the  way  just  as  they  built  them  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden.  The  bird  builds  its  first  nest  just  as  readily  and  as  efficiently 
as  it  builds  its  last  nest.  There  is  no  improvement.  So  it  is  with 
every  form  of  animal  life.  Not  so  with  man.  The  mind  of  man,  the 
soul   of  man,   is   capable   of   infinite   development   and   expansion. 

Imagine  a  man  exempt  from  the  enervating  effects  of  advancing 
age,  and  with  his  life  indefinitely  protracted,  what  inconceivable  devel- 
opment would  be  possible  to  such  a  man ! 

If  my  mind  is  to  become  sluggish  and  torpid  or  disordered  as 
my  years  increase,  and  if  when  this  body  is  returned  to  earth  my  soul 
likewise   is   to  be  blotted  out,  then  there  is   a  death  to   a  something 
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that   has   not   reached   its    full   stature   and   development,   and   it   is   the 
only  instance  where  such  a  waste  is  found   in  nature. 

Where  are  your  loved  ones  who  have  gone  before?  Are  they 
dead?  Have  they  flown  to  some  other  planet?  Are  their  spirits  in 
some  strangely  attenuated  form  diffused  through  space,  or  are  they 
here  now,   interested   witnesses   of   this    scene? 

If  they  are  here,  why  do  they  not  make  themselves  known  to 
you?  Why  do  you  not  communicate  with  them?  There  is  a  space, 
a  chasm  between  us  and  the  spiritual  world  that  we  can  not  cross  in 
the  flesh.  Our  outstretched  hands  can  reach  nothing  in  the  darkness 
that  surrounds  us.  Have  you  paused,  my  brother,  to  consider  that 
you  can  know  the  world  outside  of  your  own  consciousness  only 
through  the  means  of  the  five  human  senses?  If  a  man  could  neither 
see  nor  hear  nor  feel  nor  smell  nor  taste,  he  could  do  nothing  but  be 
conscious  of  his  own  existence,  but  wholly  unconscious  of  all  the 
world  besides. 

Does  it  follow  merely  because  we  cannot  see  or  hear  or  feel  or 
smell  or  taste  a  thing  that  it  therefore  has  no  existence?  It  is  nat- 
ural, indeed  inevitable,  that  it  should  be  impossible  for  you  fully  to 
conceive  of  anything  beyond  your  experience.  You  cannot  imagine 
a  color  that  you  never  saw.  Try  as  you  will,  you  cannot  imagine  a 
form,  a  shape  that  is  not  composed  of  forms  and  shapes  familiar  to 
your  experience.  Imagination  is  held  in  leash  by  experience  and  can 
never  soar  beyond  the  limits  which  its  master  experience  has  im- 
posed, and  yet  it  were  the  vainest  presumption  for  any  man  to  assert 
that  his  experience  or  all  human  experience  hath  encompassed  and 
doth  comprehend  all  truth. 

A  blind  man  can  put  forth  his  hands  and  through  the  sense  of 
touch  he  may  learn  something  of  the  form  and  texture  of  objects 
within  his  reach,  but  he  can  know  nothing  of  objects  at  a  distance 
nor  have  any  conception  of  color.  If  all  humanity  had  been  created 
without  the  sense  of  sight,  there  could  be  no  conception  of  color. 
But  would  that  prove  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  color? 

The  flowers  of  springtime  in  their  multiplied  glories  give  answer 
to  the  question.  That  bow  of  promise  which  spans  the  heavens  would 
advertise  to  all  the  universe  the  glorious  radiant  colors  of  the  rain- 
bow, though  there  were  no  eye  to  behold  it.  If  all  mankind  had  been 
denied  the  sense  of  sight  and  of  feeling  there  could  be  no  conception 
of  form.  The  human  mind  would  be  wholly  imable  to  conceive  of  a 
straight  line  or  of  a  curve.  Surfaces,  cubes  and  spheres  would  be 
inconceivable,  but  straight  lines  and  curves,  surfaces,  cubes  and  spheres 
would  nevertheless   exist.     Thotmh   the  hand  of   man  had   never    fash-

ioned  any  of  those  things  and  could  not  do  so  they  would  all  neces- 
sarily, potentially  exist. 

No  man  of  candor  and  intelligence  can  affirm  that  a  thing  does 
not  exist  merely  because  through  the  medium  of  our  physical  senses 
we  cannot  apprehend  it.  If  instead  of  knowing  the  world  through 
your  five  human  senses,  still  other  senses  were  given  to  you,  would' 
not  the  horizon  which  marks  the  limit  of  human  knowledge  be  lifted? 
Another  window  to  the  soul  would  manifestly  broaden  its  view.  Be- 
yond question  no  man  can  affirm  that  it  would  not  do  so. 

If  you  were  in  a  room  in  which  there  were  lights,  windows  situ- 
ated in  the  east,  west  and  south  but  none  in  the  north,  could  it  there- 
fore be  affirmed  that  there  is  nothing  beyond  that  northern  wall?  A 
window  in  the  north  would  disclose  beautiful  landscapes  until  then 
undiscoverable.  For  a  man  to  assert  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  uni- 
verse except  such  things  as  are  perceivable  through  his  human  senses 
is  vain  presumption  and  stupidity. 

My  brother,  you  are  a  special  product  of  the  creative  power  of 
God.  You  have  an  immortal  part  within  you  which  shall  survive  the 
grave  and  which  can  never,  no  never  die.  The  limitations  imposed 
upon  your  present  imperfect  life  have  denied  to  you  all  means  of 
seeing,  hearing,  feeling  or  knowing  the  spirits  which  attend  you,  but 
they  are  here.  The  Supreme  Spirit  is  your  guardian  and  protector 
always. 

"All  along  my  humble  way. 

My  every  step  is  guarded  well, 
For  following  close  by  night  and  day. 

There   walks    an    unseen   sentinel, 
In  burning  heat  and  noonday  light. 

His   hovering  wing   is   o'er  me  bent. 
And   on   my  pathway   every  night, 
I  see  the  shadow  of  his  tent." 

If  these  great  truths  be  fully  apprehended  and  assimilated,  what 
responsibility  is  thus  thrust  upon  you.  What  dignity!  Of  what  value 
can  immortal  life  be  to  a  man  who  wastes  the  opportunities  of  this 
life?  This  life  is  but  preparatory  for  the  life  beyond.  The  future 
life  is  but  a  continuance  of  your  life  here.  You  will  retain  your  iden- 
tity. You  will  be  you.  What  kind  of  an  individuality  will  you  carry 
beyond  the  heights  which  separate  time  from  eternity? 

My  Brother,  it  is  your  undeniable  duty  as  a  man  to  cultivate  to 
the  highest  degree  and  efficiency  this  mind  and  soul  principle  with 
which  you  are  endowed  and  which  distinguishes  you  from  all  of  the 
others  of  God's  creatures  and  marks  you  as  his  special  creation,  a 
veritable  child  of  God.     You  have  it  in  your  power  to  be  a  forcefuU 
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honorable,  helpful  man.  To  be  less  than  this  is  positive  sin.  There 
-must  be  a  fixed,  definite,  steadfast  and  unfaltering  resolution  to  ad- 
vance, always  to  advance.  A  resolute  will  guided  and  directed  by  in- 
telligence is  your  sword  and  buckler  before  which  all  enemies  which 
beleaguer  your  pathway  will  be  readily  brushed  aside.  A  sturdy  will 
knows  no  defeat.  No  hindrance  impedes  its  progress.  No  obstacle 
to  it  is  insuperable.  No  adverse  circumstances  can  enervate  it.  Noth- 
ing can  stand  before  it.  "For  fiends  of  water  and  earth  and  fire,  are 
baffled  and  beaten  by  the  ire  of  a  dauntless  human   will." 

It  is  in  your  power  to  become  markedly  proficient  in  almost  any 
particular  you  may  choose.  I  have  heard  men  bemoan  their  misfor- 
tune at  not  being  able  to  speak  in  public,  or  play  on  a  musical  in- 
strument or  to  do  some  other  desirable  thing,  and  accordingly  and  for 
that  reason  alone  they  would  not  make  the  efi^ort.  When  you  go  to 
hear  a  great  singer  or  instrumental  performer,  you  get  the  brilliant 
result.  You  do  not  see  the  years  of  patient  study,  of  unremitting 
practice  through  which  alone  this  result  is  possible.  "There  is  no 
excellence  without  great  labor." 

Great  labor,  patient  efifort,  an  unflagging  purpose,  will  make  you 
a  star  in  almost  any  field  in  which  you  would  care  to  shine.  I  want 
to  be  plainly  understood  here.  Let  me  illustrate.  Jack  Johnson  is 
today  recognized  as  the  chief  of  the  pugilistic  world.  I  am  a  lawyer 
chiefly  distinguished  for  that  peculiarity  which  Caesar  so  much  dis- 
liked in  Cassius — "A  lean  and  hungry  look."  What  has  made  so 
great  a  difference  between  us?  Did  Almighty  God  make  Johnson 
the  champion  of  the  prize  ring  and  me  a  weakling  in  comparison  ? 
No.  Johnson  and  I  have  done  that  for  ourselves.  It  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  with  proper  training  I  might  not  have  been  his  superior 
as  a  prize  fighter.  What  is  the  difference  between  us?  He  has  two 
legs  and  two  feet.  So  have  I.  He  has  two  arms  and  two  hands.  So 
have  I.  He  has  ten  fingers  and  ten  toes.  So  have  I.  He  has  two 
eyes  and  two  ears.  I  have  as  many.  I  have  one  heart  and  one  stom- 
.ach.  He  has  no  more.  Where,  then,  is  the  difference?  It  is  only 
in  the  training,  in  the  purposes  and  ambitions  of  the  men.  Had  I 
from  youth  given  my  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  study  and  prac- 
tice of  athletics,  of  wrestling,  of  boxing,  of  prize  ring  tactics,  and  had 
Johnson  from  his  youth  given  no  attention  to  these  things  and  stayed 
closely  in  a  law  ofiice  and  lived  on  the  meager  earnings  of  a  country 
lawyer,  I  am  sure  that  I  could  whip  Mr.  Jack  Johnson  with  ease  and 
dispatch.     There  is  no  question  of  genius  or  talent  in  it. 

One  man  is  learned  and  another  ignorant.  One  eminent  and  an- 
other obscure,  not  because  they  were  thus  created,  nor  because  they 
were  endowed  with  such  talents  or  peculiarities  as  must  produce  those

results,  but  because  one  has  cultivated  and  improved  his  powers  while 
the  other  has  neglected  them, 

"The  heights  by  great  men  won   and  kept 
Were   not   attained   by   sudden    flight, 
But   they,    while    their    companions    slept 
Were  toiling  upward,  in  the  night." 

Indolence  and  ignorance  are  inseparable  companions.  Well  di- 
rected industry  is  the  guaranty  of  attainment.  "The  fault,  dear 
Brutus,  is  not  in  our  stars,  but  in  ourselves  that  we  are  underlings." 

I  seek  earnestly,  my  Brother,  to  impress  indelibly  upon  your  mind 
and  memory  while  life  lasts  a  realizing  sense  of  your  Divine  origin, 
of  your  kinship  with  God  and  with  all  mankind,  of  your  eternal  des- 
tiny and  of  the  awful  responsibility  which  all  this  imposes  upon  you. 
We  live  in  a  materialistic  age.  One  would  naturally  suppose  that  the 
progress  of  humanity  along  material  lines  has  been  uniform  and  grad- 
ual from  the  beginning.  This,  however,  is  not  true.  Nearly  every 
great  advance  in  material  things  has  been  made  in  very  recent  times. 
Only  one  hundred  years  ago  when  the  emigrants  came  over  the  moun- 
tains and  peopled  these  great  prairies  of  Illinois,  they  travelled  as  the 
ancients  travelled  in  the  days  of  Pharoah.  They  harvested  their  grain 
and  threshed  it  as  they  did  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile  when  Moses  led 
the  Children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of 
bondage. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  ago  there  was  not  a  railroad 
in  the  world.  Not  a  steamboat.  Not  a  telegraph  line  nor  a  telephone. 
Not  an  automobile.  Not  a  steel  trussed  building.  There  was  not  a 
threshing  machine.  Not  a  harvesting  machine.  Not  even  a  reaper. 
Not  a  gang  plow.  Not  a  sewing  machine,  nor  a  cotton  gin.  There 
was  not  an  electric  light.  Not  a  gas  light.  Not  even  a  coal  oil  lamp. 
Chloroform,  ether,  cocaine,  laughing  gas  and  antiseptic  surgery  were 
unknown.  In  short,  nearly  everything  which  forms  a  part  of  the  so- 
called  progress  and  development  of  our  day  is  of  very  recent  origin. 
What  does  all  this  signify?  It  means  that  men  have  gone  mad  in 
the  study  of  material  things.  Natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  elec- 
tricity, and  in  short  every  branch  and  ramification  of  what  we 
broadly  call  physics  is  receiving  the  most  laborious  study,  while  man 
himself  in  his  real  essence  is  neglected. 

In  ancient  times  when  men  knew  less  and  cared  less  abput  physi- 
cal objects  around  them,  they  studied  profoundly  the  great  problems 
of  life  and  death  and  eternity.  They  sought  to  fathom  the  mysteries 
of  their  own  souls.  They  closely  studied  and  analyzed  the  processes 
whereby   mind   communicates   with  mind.     Men  in  those  days   studied' 
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logic,  mctapln-sics,  langnage,  rhetoric  and  art  with  the  result  that 
centuries  before  the  birth  of  Christ  there  was  an  ornate  and  classic 
literature,  orators,  logicians,  metaphysicians,  poets  and  artists  such 
as  this  boasted  age   of  ours   cannot  equal. 

Some  old  philosopher  has  said  that  on  earth  there  is  nothing  truly 
great  but  man  and  that  in  man  there  is  nothing  truly  great  but  mind. 
It  is  the  mind  of  man,  the  soul  of  man  that  dignifies  and  ennobles 
you,  and  lifts  you  into  kinship  with  all  the  heavenly  hosts. 

Enrich  your  mind  abundantly  in  a  general  knowledge  of  things, 
but  know  your  own  soul.  Cultivate  the  habit  of  careful  reflection  on 
the  great  problems  of  life  and  eternity.  Many  a  man  is  lonesome 
when  alone ;  he  wants  company  always.  A  man  who  is  not  good  com- 
pany to  himself  is  not  good  company  for  another,  unless  indeed  such 
other  is  a  shallow-pate  as  well.  You  must  be  intellectually  indepen- 
dent, and  to  be  this  you  must  cultivate  and  adorn  your  mind  by  lib- 
eral and  persistent  study  of  all  that  can  enrich  and  ennoble  it.  Every 
man  should  understand  that  no  instructor  can  give  him  culture,  no 
college  can  educate  him.  You  must  do  this  for  yourself.  Your  mind 
can  be  enriched,  cultivated,  broadened  and  ennobled  only  by  its  own 
efforts,  precisely  as  your  arm  can  be  strengthened  only  by  its  own 
exercise. 

Every  human  soul  is  conscious  at  times  that  in  all  the  universe 
it  is  alone  with  its  God.  In  every  great  crisis  of  your  life  you  stand 
alone.  In  every  great  crucial  period  your  soul  stands  solitary  and 
must  decide  and  act  on  its  own  initiative  and  responsibility.  I  care 
not  how  busy  your  life,  nor  how  intimately  and  constantly  you  asso- 
ciate with  others,  you  feel  ofttimes  oppressed  at  the  solitariness  of 
your  position.     The  wind  is  blowing  between  you  and  all  others. 

Every  human  soul  conscious  of  its  own  entity  and  individuality 
retires  into  itself,  and  views  all  others  at  a  distance.  There  are 
corridors  and  aisles  in  every  human  soul  that  have  never  echoed  with 
the  sound  of  human  tread.  It  is  the  solitariness  of  your  soul,  its  es- 
sential independence,  its  sublime  isolation  that  thrusts  upon  you  that 
fateful  responsibility  which  can  neither  be  denied  nor  avoided.  It  is 
in  the  silent  chambers  of  the  soul  that  God  speaks,  and  it  is  in  these 
secret  courts  that  every  great  crisis  is  met  and  passed,  every  soul 
struggle  fought  and  every  hallelujah  of  victory  sung.  "All  men  come 
into  this  world  alone.  All  leave  it  alone."  Though  you  journey 
through  life  keeping  company  and  beating  step  with  millions,  yet, 
when  you  drop  out  of  that  unending  procession  you  fall  out  of  the 
ranks  alone.  When  you  drop  this  mortal  frame  and  stand  before 
your  Creator  you  will  stand  all  alone.    There  are  but  two  beings  in  the 
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universe  at  that  moment.  The  Creator  and  his  creature  are  there 
alone.  There  will  be  but  one  man  before  the  judgment  and,  my 
Brother,  thou  art  the  man. 

Learn  then  the  supreme  importance  of  knowing  yourself  and  of 
relying  upon  your  own  judgment  and  effort  in  every  time  of  trial. 
No  wife,  parent  nor  child  can  bear  your  burden  nor  relieve  you  of  the 
real  responsibilities  that  devolve  upon  you.  No  teacher  can  make  you 
learned.     You  must  study  and  reflect. 

No  preacher  nor  saint  can  immunize  you  from  sin.  Regeneration 
must  come  from  within.  Every  resolution  of  amendment,  every  in- 
spiration to  lofty  endeavor,  every  gHmpse  of  the  brighter  radiance,  of 
a  better  world,  must  come  to  you  behind  the  guarded  portals  of  your 
own  individuality,  within  the  holy  of  holies  of  your  own  soul,  when 
none  is  present  but  you  and  your  God. 

I  am  quite  conscious  that  admonition  is  ofttimes  valued  accord- 
ing to  the  personality  of  him  who  gives  it.  What  doth  it  signify  that 
I  am  in  as  great  need  of  the  warning  and  advice  which  I  give  as 
you  are?  If  I  speak  truth  then  it  shall  not  be  denied.  Truth  is  the 
truth  though  the  Devil  speak  it,  and  it  can  be  no  more  than  truth 
though  angel  choirs  proclaim  it. 

My  Brother,  great  opportunities  are  given  to  you,  and  much  may 
be  expected  of  you.  You  must  grow,  develop,  expand  and  accelerate 
intellectually  and  spiritually  or  there  will  be  inevitable  retrogression. 
All  life  implies  growth,  development.  When  these  cease,  death  is 
impending.  You  must  grow  or  you  must  decay.  Life  is  an  onward 
flowing  stream  and  for  those  who  are  embarked  on  its  bosom  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  rest.  Take  in  your  oars  and  the  current  bears  you 
downward.  Not  to  advance  is  to  recede.  Not  to  pull  with  lusty 
stroke  up  stream  is  to  drift  idly  down  stream.  Face  the  responsibili- 
ties of  life  with  courage.     "Quit  you  like  men." 

It  is  an  elementary  principle  of  political  economy  that  the  es- 
sence of  value  consists  in  the  difficulty  of  attainment,  and  that  the 
labor  necessary  to  overcome  that  difficulty  is  the  measure  of  the  value 
produced.  Set  your  mark  high  and  keep  your  eye  on  it.  Entertain 
no  foolish  doubts.  "Our  doubts  are  traitors  and  make  us  lose  the 
good  we  oft  might  win  by  fearing  to  attempt."  I  speak  for  the  dig- 
nity of  manhood,  the  value  of  human  life. 

It  is  for  you,  my  Brother,  to  determine  what  your  life  and  char- 
acter shall  be.  You  are  today  what  you  have  made  yourself.  While 
environment,  circumstance  may  somewhat  modify  our  lives  and  con- 
duct, they  cannot  make  character.     You  can  be  what  you  will  to  be. 
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If  environment  or  circumstance  produced  Andrew  Jackson  or 
Daniel  Webster  or  Abraham  Lincoln,  how  does  it  come  that  the  en- 
viroimient  of  their  times  produced  only  one  of  each.  Circumstances 
may  determine  where  you  shall  live,  what  business  you  shall  follow 
or  in  some  measure  what  success  shall  attend  your  efforts,  but  you 
have  it  wholly  in  your  power  to  be  a  good  man  and  true  and  to  fix 
the  measure  of  your  attainment.  Enlightened  conscience,  sedulous 
endeavor,  a  dauntless  will  can  bear  down  every  obstacle  and  plant  the 
banners  of  victory  upon  heights  which  at  first  seemed  insurmountable. 
"Nor  stony  towers,  nor  walls  of  beaten  brass,  nor  airless  dungeon, 
nor  strong  links  of  iron,   can  be   retentive   to  the  strength  of  spirit." 

Let  every  setting  sun  leave  its  record  of  some  victory  won,  some 
progress  in  a  worthy  cause,  some  generous  deed,  some  growth  in 
moral  and  intellectual  stature.  Look  up,  my  brother,  look  up.  See 
the  light  beyond.  Let  not  your  eyes  waver  from  the  radiance  above. 
Fidelity  to  truth  insures  your  character  against  infection.  Move  for- 
ward, my  Brother,  upward,  my  Brother.  Upward  in  moral  tone.  Up- 
ward in  spiritual  aspirations.  Upward  in  the  trend  of  your  thought. 
Upward  in  righteous  living.  Upward  in  accelerating  fellowship  with 
the  God  who  made  you. 

Conscious  of  your  divine  origin  and  that  you  are  living  for  eter- 
nity, so  live,  so  die,  that  when  all  unattended  you  pass  through  the 
dark  valley  and  rise  upon  the  heights  beyond,  you  may  go  into  the 
presence  of  your  Maker  clean,  and  in  well  rounded  measure  fit  to  be- 
come a  living  stone  in  that  spiritual  building,  that  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  Then,  then,  my  Brother,  will  your  ex- 
ultant soul  join  in  that  swelling  chorus — 

"Joy>  joy.  forever  our  task  is  done, 
The  gates  are  past  and  Heaven  is  won."

AMENDMENT— To  By-Laws— Proposed. 

The  following  amendment  to  Art.  2,  Sec.  3,  Part  2,  Grand 
Lodge  By-Laws,  was  offered.  Being  seconded  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  more  than  twenty  lodges,  it  goes  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Laws. 

Add  to  Section  3,  Article  11,  Part  2,  the  following: 

"The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  every  lodge,  located  in  any  city  or 
town,  shall  include  the  whole  of  such  city  or  town." 

REPORT— Committee  on  Petitions. 

Bro.  Louis  Zinger,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Peti- 
tions, presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.: 

Your  Committee  on  Petitions  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  re- 
ports : 

The  petition  of  Calvin  P.  Bushman,  represents  that  on  or  about  Jan- 
uary, 1906,  he  was  expelled  by  Trinity  Lodge  No,  582,  for  unmasonic  con- 
duct, from  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge  and  the  hand  of  the 
secretary.  We  find  that  Trinity  lodge  has  recommended  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  the  restoration  of  the  said  Calvin  P.  Bushman  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonrv.  Your  Committee  unanimously  recommends 
that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

The  petition  of  Andrew  H.  Whalen  represents  that  on  or  about  Octo- 
ber 5,  1899,  he  was  expelled  by  Dearborn  Lodge  No.  310  for  unmasonic 
conduct,  from  a  certificate  under  the   seal  of  the  lodge  and   the  hand  of 
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the  secretary.  We  find  that  at  a  stated  communication  held  September 
19,  1912,  out  of  a  total  vote  of  Z7  cast,  34  votes  were  cast  petitioning 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  him  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Ma- 
sonry. Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be 
granted. 

The  petition  of  Jos.  Frank  Seeber  represents  that  on  or  about  Aug- 
ust 25,  1910,  he  was  expelled  by  Waubansia  Lodge  No.  160,  for  having 
failed  to  state  that  five  years  before,  he  had  petitioned  Wright  Grove 
Lodge  No.  799  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry,  that  after  having  received 
the  degrees  in  Waubansia  lodge,  he  learned  that  he  had  violated  ma- 
sonic law,  in  not  stating  in  his  petition  to  Waubansia  Lodge  No.  160 
that  he  had  previously  made  application  to  Wright  Grove  lodge  for  the 
degrees  in  Masonry.  From  a  certificate  from  the  secretary  we  find  that 
at  a  stated  communication  held  September  25,  1912,  by  a  unanimous  vote 
{2,7  votes  cast)  they  petitioned  this  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  him  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  in  Masonry.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

A  communication  is  before  your  Committee  from  one  Wm.  F.  Hunt 
who  resides  in  Pittsfield,  Mass.  He  represents  that  he  was  made  a  Ma- 
son in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  about  the  year  1864,  some  years  afterwards,  was 
dimitted  and  joined  National  Lodge  No.  596,  Chicago,  111.,  moved  to 
Boston,  and  owing  to  financial  troubles  he  stated  he  got  behind  in  his 
•dues.  No  demands  were  made  for  payment  of  the  same,  he  claims.  He 
afterwards  learned  that  the  charter  of  National  lodge  was  arrested,  he 
remitted  $5  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  there- 
iore  petitions  this  Grand  Lodge  to  place  him  in  good  standing.  Your 
Committee  finds  upon  investigation  that  National  Lodge's  charter,  No. 
569,  was  arrested  in  1894.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hunt  has  failed 
to  furnish  this  Committee  with  any  evidence,  other  than  the  communica- 
tion itself,  showing  that  he  was  ever  a  member  of  the  aforesaid  lodges, 
we  therefore  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  write 
to  Mr.  Hunt  and  request  him  to  furnish  evidence  so  that  it  may  finally 
be  disposed  of  at  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

A  communication  to  M.W.  Grand  Master  Darrah  and  referred  to 
this  Committee  from  the  secretary  of  Utica  Lodge  No.  858,  requesting  a 
quit-claim  deed  to  lot  two,  block  nineteen,  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery,  the 
title  was  in  Cement  Lodge  No.  304,  which  ceased  to  exist  in  the  year 
1888.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  proper  officers  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  convey  the  said  lot  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  to  Utica  Lodge  No.  858, 
so  that  it  can  be  used  for  the  purposes  it  was  originally  intended. 

The  petition  of  Samuel  DeBiry  Peeler,  formerly  a  member  of  Bel- 
knap Lodge  No.  822,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  represents  that  at  the  beginning  of 
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the  3^ear  1910  he  was  elected  W.T^I.  of  said  lodge  and  that  on  or  about 
July  31,  1910,  was  deposed  as  W.IM.  of  Belknap  Lodge  No.  822,  and  in- 
definitely suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  by 
]\I.\V.  A.  B.  Ashley,  G.]\I.,  for  violation  of  masonic  law.  The  said  peti- 
tion of  Samuel  DeBiry  Peeler  is  accompanied  by  strong  endorsement 
from  leading  jMasons  familiar  with  the  case  and  offense,  as  well  as  the 
unanimous  endorsement  of  Belknap  Lodge  No.  822,  and  while  your  Com- 
mittee recognizes  the  action  taken  by  the  M.W,  Grand  Master  at  the 
time,  we  now  believe  that  Mr.  Peeler  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is  now  as  he  has  always  been,  a  reputable  and 
law  abiding  citizen,  standing  high  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives, 
we  believe  that  it  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  ]\Iasonry  that  the  prayer 
of  the  petition  be  granted  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  said 
Samuel  DeBiry  Peeler  be  reinstated  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry. 

The  petition  of  Bro.  A.  E.  Stoker,  of  Buffalo,  Sangamon  county, 
Illinois,  and  a  member  in  good  standing  of  Dawson  Lodge  No.  556,  was 
one  of  the  petitioners  for  a  lodge,  under  dispensation,  at  Buffalo,  111.,  in 
the  year  191 1,  and  was  also  one  of  the  petitioners  for  charter  for  a  lodge 
at  said  place.  That  a  charter  was  granted  said  lodge  at  Buffalo,  111.,  but 
the  name  of  Bro.  A.  E.  Stoker  was  omitted. 

Inasmuch  as  Bro.  A.  E.  Stoker  is  a  member  in  good  standing  in 
Dawson  Lodge  No.  556  and  is  in  no  manner  affected  in  his  masonic 
standing,  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be 
not  granted.  We  further  recommend  that  no  name  be  added  to  a  char- 
ter after  it  has  been  issued  by  this  Grand  Lodge.

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After  a  full  discussion  of  the  matter  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  was  adopted. 

INTKODUCTION. 

Bro.  Abraham  Shaw,  Representative  of  Illinois  near  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  was  introduced  and  accorded  Grand 
Honors. 

Brother  Shaw  spoke  as  follows : 

Most    Worshipful   Grand   Master,    Officers   and   Brethren    of   the    Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois: 

I  consider  myself  honored  in  being  allowed  to  look  into  the  faces 
of  my  brethren  of  this  great  state.  Since  the  time  that  I  received  my 
appointment,  signed  by  your  M.W.  Grand  Master,  Moulton,  I  have  cov- 
eted for  myself  the  pleasure,  of  on  some  date  being  in  the  city  of  Chicago 
and  looking  at  the  Grand  Lodge  of  IHinois.  I  have  not  had  the  pleasure 
of  coming  to  Illinois  before  in  my  life.  I  have  visited  my  own  Grand 
Lodge,  which  has  a  membership  of  less  than  50,000.  I  understand  you 
number  115,000.  I  speak  regarding  the  greatness  of  your  lodge  numeri 
cally.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  lodge  better  in  the  world  than  the  lodge 
I  am  connected  with ;  nevertheless,  in  numerical  strength,  you  certainly 
are  superior  to  us. 

I  come  from  the  city  of  Kingston,  just  at  the  junction  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence, and  I  have  been  told  that  there  are  more  from  Kingston  living 
in  the  city  of  Chicago  than  there  is  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  I  pre- 
sume there  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  this,  and  I  presume,  in  the  early 
days  of  this  city  you  had  your  contingent  coming  from  Kingston,  and 
a  great  many  of  those  Kingstonians  have  witnessed  the  way  you  have 
grown  up.  You  have  had  your  residents  from  that  little  city,  here,  helping 
you  to  be  great. 

I  can  remember  well  in  Masonry,  because  I  have  attended  my  own 
Grand  Lodge  in  1879,  and  I  can  remember  very  well  that  during  that 
time  that  honors  have  been  conferred  upon  me,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
honors  that  ever  I  received  in  Masonry  was,  when  I  joined,  a  boy  not 
quite  twenty-two,  when  the  Master  of  my  lodge  conferred  the  degrees 
upon  me.  That  was  an  honor,  Sir,  that  I  have  retained  in  my  memory 
ever  since.     I  saw  something  of  Masonry  then;  I  rejoice  in  it. 
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There  is  another  feature  about  ^Masonry,  and  that  is  its  relationship 
which  we  bear  to  each  other  no  matter  where  we  are,  no  matter  what 
states  we  live  in,  or  w^hat  flag  floats  over  us.  You  love  your  flag;  I  love 
your  flag;  I  love  my  own  flag,  and  I  want  to  say  there  are  no  border 
lines  for  our  fraternity  with  the  other  cities  of  the  land ;  we  have  learned 
that  one  great  lesson,  that  we  are  one  in  heart,  one  in  desire  for  the 
betterment  of  mankind  and  one  to  promote  the  purposes  of  the  great 
institutions  under  which  we  live ;  I  have  learned  that  and  I  know  the 
history  of  my  own  free  nation  that  I  belong  to  has  known  it,  that  Ma- 
sonry has  played  an  honorable  part  in  the  relationship  of  peace  between 
our  great  nations,  and  I  sincerely  hope  we  never  shall  depart  from  it. 

We  have  "froth"  in  Canada,  you  have  it  in  your  states.  You  find 
as  you  go  along  Niagara  Falls  that  there  is  "froth"  on  the  surface  of 
the  water,  but  underneath  there  is  the  clear  water.  There  may  be 
"froth"  on  the  surface  or  in  the  minds  of  some  in  Canada.  I  live  near 
the  Thousand  Islands  and  a  gentleman  of  the  United  States  bought  an 
island  that  was  in  his  own  country,  and  just  a  few  steps  over  from  his 
platform,  there  was  a  big  rock,  and  it  stood  out  in  the  river,  and  that 
man  thought  he  would  drill  a  hole  in  the  rock — that  rock  was  In  Canada — 
and  he  did  not  know  it,  perhaps,  but  he  thought  he  would  drill  a  hole 
in  the  rock  and  hoist  an  American  flag  on  the  rock.  It  was  hoisted  one 
afternoon,  and  the  next  morning  a  man  came  along,  took  an  ax  and 
cut  it  down.  He  says  :  "You  can't  put  up  that  flag  here  on  our  side  with- 
out our  permission."  That  is  "froth."  In  a  few  days  that  American  citi- 
zen owned  the  rock ;  he  bought  it  and  he  put  his  flag  there.  That  is 
"froth." 

Now  let  me  say  that  v/hile  our  form  differs  from  yours  in  Grand 
Lodge  I  have  watched  you  with  pleasure.  I  listened  to  that  address  yes- 
terday morning,  with  the  greatest  joy.  Then  again,  I  listened  to  the 
remarks  of  some  of  your  committees,  whose  reports  were  being  read,  and 
I  thought  of  that  old  song,  "The  Psalm  of  Life,"  written  by  one  of  your 
own  poets,  and  I  believe,  Brethren,  that  the  very  foundation  of  our 
order  and  the  very  thought  of  the  heart  are  embodied  in  some  of  the 
stanzas  of  that  poem, 

In  the  world's  broad  field  of  battle 
-^     *     * 

Learn  to  labor  and  to  wait. 

As  I  listened  to  your  Orator  a  few  minutes  ago,  I  did  hope  that 
they  would  print  his  address  in  your  proceedings  and  I  should  have  the 
pleasure  of  reading  it.     And  when  I  listened  to  the  Beginnings  of  Life — 
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I  thought  of  these  fitting  words  of  Archbishop  Tiinch,  in  speaking  to  a 
great  crowd  in  a  large  Cathedral  in  Britain : 

"Listen,   I   say  to  thee,  do   thou   repeat, 
To  the  first  man  thou  mayest  meet 
In   lane,    highway   or   open   street, 
That  he  and  we  and  all  men  move. 
Under  a  canopy  of  love, 
Broad  as  the  blue  arch  above." 

Brethren,  it  is  the  same  blue  arch,  the  same  great  canopy  of  love,  that 
God,  in  His  great  power,  will  encircle  us,  as  men  working  for  the  one 
great  aim,  the  uplifting  of  society,  the  strengthening  of  everything  that 
is  good.     I  thank  you.  Most  Worshipful  Master.

Resolved,  That  to  the  end  that  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  may  fully  know  the  means,  manner  and  work  carried  on  by  our 
Hospital  Association, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  at  this  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  inquire  into  the  work  done  and  being  done  by  our 
Hospital  Association  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge.

The  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to 
labor  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  at  9  o'clock. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  through  an  oversight  on 
the  part  of  the  committee  in  charge  the  balance  of  the  money 
in  the  Cherry  Mine  Fund  had  not  been  distributed  to  the 
donors  and  that  it  would  be  attended  to  without  further  delay. 

The  Grand  Master  read  a  clipping  from  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Register  signed  by  seven  Master  Masons,  and  announced  that 
he  would  order  the  D.D.G.M.  of  the  45th  District  to  prefer 
charges  against  the  signers. 

REPORT — Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

M.W.  Bro.  Monroe  C.  Crawford,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence,  made  the  following  report.  It  was 
adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  A.F.  and  A.M. 
Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  further  reports 

Contributions  to  Public  Schools. 

The  letter  of  October  5,  1912,  to  this  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to- 
a  compromise  of  the  question  of  tuition  for  the  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  orphans  at  their  LaGrange  Home,  together  with  accom- 
panying papers,  have  been  carefully  considered  by  your  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  just 
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reason  why  these  orphans  should  be  charged   for  the  usual  public  school 
education  which  is  furnished  free  to  children  having  a  parent  or  parents. 

If  state  funds  collected  for  the  public  schools  are  not  distributed 
equitably  between  the  several  school  districts  of  the  state  your  commit- 
tee knows  the  trustees  of  the  Home  will  co-operate  with  the  local  author- 
ities in  an  effort  that  justice  be  done. 

Your  committee  feel  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  doing  its  full  duty 
when  it  supports,  maintains  and  supplies  its  orphans  v/ith  a  home  and 
home  influences  and  that  the  state  should  furnish  the  usual  education, 
the  same  as  it  does  for  its  more  fortunate  children. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Home. 

Questions   Referred. 

What  is  the  status  of  an  entered  apprentice  w^here  a  lodge  not  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  has  received  and  acted  favorably  on  his  petition  for  the 
degrees  in  ^Masonry  and  confer  the  entered  apprentice  degree  upon  him, 
all  without  fault  upon  the  part  of  the  candidate?  He  is  an  entered  appren- 
tice. 

What  should  be  done  with  the  fee  paid  by  him  to  the  lodge  confer- 
ring the  degree? 

This  fee  should  be  turned  over  to  the  lodge  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  candidate. 

By-Law^s  of   Constituent  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  is  of  the  opinion  that 
a  by-law  of  a  constituent  lodge  requiring  each  [Master  Mason  within  one 
year  to  acquire  proficiency  in  the  M.]\L  degree  only  fixes  the  policy  of 
the  lodge  and  plainly  states  the  Masonic  duty  of  the  members.  No  pen- 
alty could  be  inflicted   by  the  lodge   for  its  breach. 


Physical  Qualifications. 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  has  examined  the  four 
photographs  of  a  right  hand  not  possessing  one  joint  of  the  first  or  index 
finger  and  while  we  cannot  say  from  the  photographs  that  the  owner 
possesses  the  necessary  physical  requirements  of  a  petitioner  for  the  de- 
grees in  Masonry,  yet  if  the  loss  of  the  short  end  of  the  first  finger  is 
the  only  question  then  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  owner 
does  possess  the  necessary  requirements,  for  it  appears   from  the  photo-

graphs  that  he  could  advance  by  the  regular  steps  giving  and  receiving 
each  and  every  grip,  sign  and  word,  all  of  which  are  necessary.

AMENDMENT— To  By-Laws— Proposed. 

R.W.  Bro.  E.  E.  Beach  offered  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws;  being  seconded  by  representa- 
tives of  more  than  twenty  lodges,  they  go  to  the  Committee 
on  Law. 

Amend  Section  3,  Article  6,  Part  One,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Grand  Master,  before  his 
installation,  an  official  bond  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Grand 
Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office  as  prescribed  by  these  by-laws. 

Amend  Section  2,  Article  5,  Part  One  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Grand 
Master,  before  his  installation,  an  official  bond,  in  such  penal  sum  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
Grand  Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office  as  prescribed  in  these  by-laws,  and  at  the  end  of  his  term,  or 
sooner,  if  lawfully  required  so  to  do,  pay  over  and  transfer  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  all  funds,  securities,  books,  records,  vouchers,  or  property 
belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  have  come  into  his  keeping. 

REPORT — Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges. 

Bro.  Phil  C.  Barclay,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Char- 
tered Lodges,  made  the  following  report.     It  was  adopted. 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  : 

Your  Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges  beg  to  present  this  special 
report  on  those  portions  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Master's  address,  which 
have  been  referred  to  us. 


DisTKicT  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

The  M.W.  Grand  Master,  having  wisely  inaugurated  a  system  of  in- 
spection of  the  constituent  lodges,  clearly  defining  the  duty  of  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters,  empowering  them  to  inspect  the  records, 
the  paraphernalia  and  manner  of  doing  the  work,  to  give  such  advice 
and  making^  such  recommendations  as  he  deemed  necessary,  incorporating 
the  same   in   a    full  and   complete   report  of  each   lodge   separately. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  gone  over  the  reports  submitted  and 
find  that  the  following  twentj^-eight  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  in- 
spected and  reported  on  all  the  lodges  in  their  respective  districts :

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That  all  of  the  lodges  inspected  were  not  properly  equipped,  con- 
ducting their  affairs  or  keeping  their  records  according  to  the  laws  and 
instructions,  the  answers  to  the  following  questions  on  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters'  blanks  will  show  : 

Do  minutes  record  character   of  reports  of  investigating  committee? 
The  minutes  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  lodges  show  that  the 
character  of  the  reports  were  a  matter  of  record. 

Do   minutes    show    receipts    for    dues   and    fees    as   required   by   law? 
142  do  not. 

Do  minutes  show  time  of  opening  and  closing? 
299  do  not. 

Are  minutes  signed  by  both  Master  and  Secretary? 
In  310  lodges  they  were  not  properly  signed. 

Does  lodge  use  form  of  petition   for  degrees  and  affiliation  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  annual  meeting  in   1910. 
197  lodges  do  not  use  them. 

Are  by-laws  of  lodges  in  harmony  with   Grand  Lodge  by-laws? 
In   126  lodges  they  were  not. 

Are  dues  of  members  collected  promptly? 
In  134  lodges  they  were  not. 

Are  books   of   Secretary  and   Treasurer   audited   each   year? 
In  eighty-seven  they  are  not. 

In  addition  to  the  above  about  one-third  of  the  lodges  reported 
were  lacking  in  proper  paraphernalia. 

After  the  District  Deputy  had  made  his  inspection  he  would  call 
attention  to  their  needs  as  to  their  paraphernalia,  explain  the  laws  and 
instructions,  and  offer  suggestions  and  recommendations  correcting  all 
irregularities  and  incorporate  the  same  in  his  report.  Your  committee 
recommend  that  the  reports  made  last  year  be  placed  again  in  the  hands 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  that  on  their  visits  the  coming 
year  they  see  whether  or  not  the  requirements  and  recommendations 
have  been  complied  with.  By  pursuing  this  course  we  will  in  a  very 
short  time  have  uniformity  not  only  in  the  work,  but  in  paraphernalia 
and  manner  of  keeping  records. 

Now  as  to  expenses.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  visits,  in  some 
cases,  were  paid  by  the  lodge  visited,  but  in  a  great  many  instances  were 
borne  by  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  we  do  not  believe  that 
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he  should  be  called  upon  to  spend  his  money  in  addition  to  giving  his 
time  to  the  work.  Your  committee  firmly  believe  that  the  craft  will 
readily  see  the  importance  of  the  action  of  the  ]M.W.  Grand  Master  in 
more  clearly  defining  the  duties  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 
in  relation  to  their  official  visits  to  their  lodges  and  which,  when  fully 
understood  and  carried  out,  will  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  lodges 
of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  we  recommend  that  an  amendment  to  our 
by-laws  be  adopted  covering  the  actual  legitimate  expenses  of  said  depu- 
ties while  making  official  visits  and  inspections. 

Smokixg  IX   Opex  Lodge. 

We  emphatically  declare  ourselves  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  that 
portion  of  the  address  relative  to  smoking  in  open  lodge  during  the 
conferring  of  any  degree,  and  your  committee  recommend  that  the  M.W. 
Grand  blaster  issue  an  edict  to  that  effect. 

German  Speaking  Lodges. 

As  to  the  German  Speaking  Lodges  we  believe  that  the  recommen- 
dations in  the  ]\LW.  Grand  ]\Iaster's  address  should  meet  with  your  ap- 
proval, and  we  recommend  that  his  action  in  appointing  a  Special  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  ^Taster  for  the  German  Speaking  Lodges  be  sustained 
and  that  he  be  empowered  to  continue  such  appointments  until  such  time 
as  the  state  shall  be  redistricted. 

Moon  Lodges. 

As  to  that  portion  of  the  ]»kLW.  Grand  ^Master's  address  referring 
to  lodges  holding  their  stated  meetings  according  to  the  moon,  we  recom- 
mend that  such  lodges  change  their  by-laws  so  that  their  stated  meetings 
will  fall  upon  a  fixed  calendar  date.

Every  Grand  Officer,  including  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  for  any  monies  actually  expended  in  the 
necessary  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  but  in  all  cases  the  claims  for 
such  reimbursement  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section  i  of 
this  article.

REPORT — Committeee  on  Obituaries. 

Bro.  Chas.  H.  Martin,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Obituaries,  presented  the  report  of  this  committee.  It  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

To   the  Most   Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.   &   A.M.   of  the  State  of 
Illinois: 

Brethren: — The  proceedings  of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge 
conceived  of  as  a  symphony  (if  it  be  not  to  consider  too  curiously  to 
so  conceive  of  them),  it  becomes  the  prerogative  of  your  Committee 
on  Necrology  to  improvise  and  arrange  the  minor  chords. 

In  the  endeavor  to  discharge  this  melancholy  function,  it  would  be 
amiss  from  the  purpose  to  assume  the  role  of  the  hired  mourner,  or  to 
attempt  to  jar  the  sensibilities  by  any  assumption  of,  or  hint  at,  catas- 
trophe. True,  it  has  been  said,  and  with  some  measure  of  reason,  that 
"Death  is  an  unsurveyed  land,  an  unarranged  Science.  Poetry  draws 
near  Death  only  to  hover  over  it  for  a  moment,  and  withdraw  in  terror. 
History  knows  it  simply  as  a  universal  fact.  Philosophy  finds  it  among 
the  mysteries  of  being,  the  one  great  mystery  of  being  not.  All  contri- 
butions to  this  dread  theme  are  marked  by  essential  vagueness,  and  every 
avenue  of  approach  seems  darkened  by  impenetrable  shadow." 

But  it  has  also  been  said,  and  more  conformably  to  the  hope  enter- 
tained by  reverent  and  devout  Freemasons,  that  "We  are  born  for  a 
higher  destiny  than  that  of  earth.  There  is  a  realm  where  the  rainbow 
rever  fades;   where   the  stars  will  be  spread  out  before  us   like  the  is- 
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lands  that  slumber  in  the  ocean,  and  where  the  beings  that  pass  before 
us   like   shadows   will   stay    in   our   presence    forever." 

The  hope  of  immortality,  thus  poetically  delineated,  is  innate  in  the 
mind  of  man,  is  more  definitely  set  forth  and  revealed  in  "That  Great 
Light  in  Masonry,"  the  Hebrew  sacred  writings,  and  its  realization  must 
be  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  The  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse. Then,  all  who  entertain  this  hope,  and  live  with  reference  there- 
to, at  the  conclusion  of  their  earthly  labors  enter  upon  the  realization  of 
this  hope.  We  would  fain  believe  that  all  of  our  departed  brethren  be- 
longed (and  still  belong)  in  this  category,  and  if  so,  instead  of  having 
been  overtaken  by  irremediable  catastrophe,  their  activities  have  simply 
been  transferred  to  a  perfect  and  unchanging  environment,  where  they 
have  been  freed  from  the  embarrassments,  and  limitations  which  ham- 
per and  mar  the  highest  endeavors  in  this  mixed  existence.  We  bestow 
no  tears,  and  entertain  no  sorrow  because  of  the  present  status  of  our 
departed  ones,  nor  would  we  call  one  of  them  back  to  earth.  But,  as 
we  briefly  take  note  of  their  services  to  the  craft,  while  here  in  the 
flesh,  and  inscribe  their  names  finally  on  the  roll  of  the  honored  and 
cherished  dead,  we  remember  that  their  relations  to  the  state  as  citi- 
zens have  been  severed;  that  our  associations  with  them  as  members  of 
the  craft  have  been  interrupted  ;  and  that  family  ties  have  been  sundered 
and  broken.  All  of  these  relations,  and  all  the  relationships  which 
bound  our  departed  brethren  to  earth  have  ceased,  nevermore  to  be  re- 
sumed— in  time.  The  contemplation  of  the  state  of  those  homes  deprived 
of  the  ministration  of  the  husband,  and  father;  of  the  lodges  where  fra- 
ternal chains  have  been  broken;  of  the  careers  of  citizens  of  the  state 
which  have  been  closed  forever;  these  are  the  cause  and  inspiration  of 
the  notes  of  sadness  to  which  appropriately,  and  with  reason,  we  give 
utterance  and  expression.  The  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy  of  every 
member  of  the  great  craft  in  Illinois  goes  out  to  those  who  are  in  tri- 
bulation or  affliction  on  account  of  the  loss  of  husband,  father,  brother 
or  friend,  and  from  every  heart  in  this  presence  ascends  a  prayer  to 
heaven  for  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  upon  the  widows  and 
orphans    of   our   departed    brethren. 

OTHER  GRAND  JURISDICTIONS. 

From  reports  received  from  sister  Grand  Lodges,  it  appears  that  the 
following  list  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  Past  Grand  Lodge  Officers, 
have  during  the  year  been  called  from  their  earthly  labors  to  eternal 
refreshment. 
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Arkansas. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  has  sustained  the  loss  of  M.W.  Past 
Grand  Master  George  A.  Dannelly,  who  departed  this  life  December 
24,  191 1,  in  the  eighty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  In  the  announcement  of 
his  death,  the  Grand  Master  says :  "In  the  past  history  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  among  the  great  and  eminent  brethren,  he  stood  with  the  first 
and  foremost.  He  served  as  Grand  Master  in  1874,  and  as  Grand 
Lecturer  for  twelve  years,  beginning  in  1873,  and  ending  in  1892,  with 
occasional  years  intermitted."  *  *  *  "In  1852  he  joined  the  Methodist 
church,  and  in  October  of  that  year  he  was  licensed  to  preach,  and  from 
that  time  onward  he  labored  in  the  vineyard,  spreading  the  knowledge 
of  salvation  to  the  people  until  incapacitated  by  disabilities.  May  the 
memory  of  this  Grand  Old  Patriarch  ever  rest  among  us  like  a  benedic- 
tion."    AMEN;   So  mote  it  be. 

Colorado. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  has  sustained  the  loss  of  Bro.  Andrew 
Sagendorf,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master  of  that  grand  jurisdiction.  He  was 
born  in  Columbia  county.  New  York,  in  1828,  and  died  in  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, August  2,  1912.  He  received  the  degrees  in  Masonry  in  Hudson 
Lodge  No.  7  in  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York  in  1857.  He  moved  to 
Denver  in  1858.  He  was  a  charter  member  and  the  first  treasurer  of  the 
first  masonic  lodge  organized  in  Denver.  He  was  elected  Senior  Grand 
Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  in  1864,  Deputy  Grand  Master 
in  1866,  serving  in  the  latter  office  for  two  years  and  was  elected  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  1883.  He  filled  with  distinction  many  offices 
in  the  state  of  Colorado.  He  is  said  to  have  been  an  upright  man,  and 
an  exemplary  citizen. 

Delaware. 

From  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  comes  the  announcement  of  the 
death  of  Brother  John  P.  Allmond,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  having  served  as  Grand  Master  during  the  years  1873  and 
1874.  He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Wilmington,  May  6,  1835,  and  lived 
all  his  life  time  in  the  city  of  his  nativity.  He  died  March  24.  1912. 
He  filled  many  public  offices  with  distinction,  among  others,  that  of  mayor 
of  his  native  city,  Wilmington. 

Iowa. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  has  suffered  the  loss  of  Brother  Ij<:wis 
Jackson  Baker,  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  Iowa,  in  1901-1902.  He  was 
born  in  Greene  county,  Pennsylvania;  was  a  physician  of  some  distinc- 
tion, and  practiced  his  profession  in  Ottumwa,   Iowa,  during  the  greater 
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part  of  his  life.     His  death  occurred  at  Kalispell,  Montana,  and  his  fun- 
eral was  conducted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana. 

The  same  Grand  Lodge  has  also  sustained  the  loss  of  Brother  Rol- 
LiN  Madison  Hunter,  who  served  as  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  that  Grand 
Lodge  in  1907-1908.  He  was  born  in  Iowa  in  1858,  and  died  at  Sibley 
in  said  state  on  June  26,  1912.  As  a  citizen  and  as  a  Mason  our  dis- 
tinguished brother  stood  high.  Professionally  he  was  a  lawyer,  and  the 
Grand  Master  says  of  him:  "In  liis  profession  Brother  Hunter  stood 
at  the  top,  a  student  in  the  truest  sense,  always  giving  freely  of  his 
time  to  his  clients,  whether  rich  or  poor."  He  was  buried  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa. 

From  the  same  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  reported,  also,  the  demise  of 
Brother  Liberty  Eaton  Fellows,  M.W.  Fast  Grand  Master,  who  was  born 
in  1834,  and  died  July  17,  1912.  He  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  Iowa 
in  1893,  and  re-elected  in  1894.  Like  M.W.  Brother  Hunter,  he  was  by 
profesion  a  lawyer.  He  served  for  some  time  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  afterwards,  in  the  Senate  of  his  staite,  and  at  time  of 
his  death,  had  for  many  years  been  judge  of  the  13th  judicial  district. 
In  the  announcement  of  his  death  the  Grand  Master  characterizes  him 
as:  "The  true  Mason;  the  righteous  law-maker;  the  just  judge;  the 
Christian  man ;"  What  a  grand  eulogium. 

From  the  same  Grand  Lodge  comes  the  announcement  of  the  death 
of  Brother  Joseph  Chapman,  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  that  Grand  Juris- 
diction for  the  years  1872  and  1873.  He  was  born  in  Pittsburg,  Penn., 
in  the  year  1831  and  died  at  Painesville,  Ohio,  August  27,  1912.  In 
the  announcement  of  his  death,  the  Grand  Master  says:  "He  lived  to 
see  the  breaking  of  many  earthly  ties,  which  to  him,  were  but  the 
strengthening  of  heavenly  ones,  and  he  realized  that,  as  from  the  dark- 
est earth  there  comes  the  whitest  lily,  so  from  the  darkness  of  death 
the  soul   rises  to  bloom   in  immortality." 

Minnesota. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  mourns  the  loss  of  Brother  George 
Washington  Prescott,  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  that  Grand  Jurisdiction 
for  two  years, — 1864  and  1865 — who  departed  this  life  on  March  21, 
1912.  He  was  born  in  the  state  of  Maine  in  1826,  and  moved  to  St. 
Paul  in  1850.  He  was  a  gallant  soldier  in  the  Civil  war,  enlisting  in 
1862,  in  the  6th  Regiment,  Minnesota  Volunteers,  and  was  later  as- 
signed to  duty  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Sibley,  where  he  served  till  the  close 
of  the  war.    From  1868  till  1892  he  was  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  church. 
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The  Grand  Master  says  of  him:  "He  loved  truth  and  justice  in  his  heart, 
and  worked  righteousness  all  his  life." 

From  the  same  Grand  Jurisdiction  conies  also  the  announcement  of 
the  passing  of  Brother  Samuel  Emery  Adams,  Past  Senior  Grand  War- 
den, whose  death  occurred  March  29,  1912.  He  was  born  in  Vermont  in 
1828  and  in  1856  removed  to  Minnesota,  He  was  a  member  of  the  Senate 
of  Minnesota  in  the  last  territorial  legislature,  holding  that  office  at  time 
of  its  admission  into  the  Union,  was  an  officer  in  the  Union  Army  dur- 
ing the  Civil  war,  and  since  that  has  filled  with  distinction  many  offices  in 
his  adopted  state.  The  Grand  Master  says  that  he  was  "kind,  sympa- 
thetic, genial,  and  charitable,  and  was  one  of  the  best  known  Masons  in 
the  state."  He  served  as  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1858,  and  as  Senior 
Grand  Warden  in  1859. 

Mississippi. 

On  the  9th  day  of  November,  191 1,  Bro.  M.  M.  Evans,  M.W.  Past 
Grand  Master  of  Mississippi,  "Answered  the  call  of  His  Master  to  come 
up  higher."  His  death  occurred  at  Moss  Point,  Miss.,  where  for  more 
than  thirty  years  he  had  lived.  At  time  of  his  departure  he  was  sixty- 
one  years  0I4.     Was  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi  in  1888. 

He  served  his  state  as  Lieutenant  Governor  for  four  years,  and  as 
Railroad  Commissioner  for  nine  years.  The  Grand  Master  says,  that  he 
"was  always  an  active  and  aggressive  factor  on  the  side  of  all  moral 
questions,  in  contending  for  what  is  highest  and  best  in  life." 

Erom  the  same  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  reported  the  passing  of  Brother 
Enoch  George  De  Lap,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master,  whose  death  occurred 
December  24,  191 1.  Brother  De  Lap  was  born  in  Green  county,  Wiscon- 
sin, and  at  time  of  his  death  was'  seventy-three  years  old.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  the  Union  Army,  during  the  Civil  war  (33d  Wisconsin  Volun- 
teers) and  moved  to  Natchez  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war,  where 
he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  life.  In  1886  he  was  elected  Senior  Grand 
Warden,  and  in  1887  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi, — both  elections  being 
by  a  unanimous  vote, — an  experience  which  has  never  been  the  lot  of 
another  in  that  Grand  Jurisdiction  .  (So  says  the  Grand  Master.)  After 
rehearsing  at  length  the  various  activities  of  the  deceased  brother  the 
Grand  Master  further  says,  "Quite  a  singular  record  for  a  carpet  bag 
Yankee,  who  came  to  Natchez  with  the  Federal  Army,  and  was  admitted 
to  Masonry  by  ex-Confederate  soldiers,  advanced  to  the  highest  honors 
in  the  order  by  many  of  these  ex-Confederate  soldiers,  their  sons,  and 
descendents?" 

From  the  same  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  tidings  come,  announcing  the 
departure  of  Bro.  John  S.  Cobb,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master,  wlio  was  born 
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In  Mississippi  in  1853,  ^^id  died  at  Verona  in  said  state,  January  17, 
1912.  Tlie  Grand  Master  says:  "He  was  a  successful  business  man,  and 
at  time  of  his  death  was  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  Verona.  He 
was  a  life  long  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  a  zealous  worker 
in  the   Sunday   School.     A  loyal  friend,   and  a  good  citizen." 

MONTANA. 

From  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  comes  the  announcement  of  the 
death  of  Brother  Leander  Warren  Fray,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  that  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  born  at  Moravia,  N.  Y.,  in  1825,  and 
died  at  Pasadena,  Cal.,  October  24,  191 1.  He  received  the  degrees  in 
Masonry  in  Lodge   No.  225,  at  Fremont,   Ohio,    in   1853. 

In  the  announcement  of  his  death,  the  Grand  Master  says  : 
"Masonically  our  brother  was  a  historic  character,  and  filled  an  im- 
portant place  in  the  beginnings  of  Masonry  in  Montana."  *  *  *  "In 
Virginia  City,  Montana,  he  was  instrumental  in  the  organization, and  was 
first  Master  of  Montana  Lodge  No.  2,  in  1865  and  1866,  the  second  lodge 
in  the  territory.  When  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  was  organized  in 
1866  Brother  Fray  was  present  as  Master  of  Montana  Lodge.  He  took 
an  active  part  in  the  proceedings,  and  it  was  he  that  drafted  the  resolu- 
tion providing  for  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana. 
At  the  first  election  when  our  Grand  Lodge  was  organized,  he  was  chosen 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  in  1867  became  the  second  Grand  Master." 
*    *     *  He  was  highly  esteemed  as  a  Mason  and  as  a  citizen." 

New  York. 

The  Senior  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
Bro.  Christopher  G.  Fox,  departed  this  life  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
5th  day  of  September,  1912.  He  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in 
Erie  Lodge  No.  161,  in  1854,  but  upon  the  formation  of  Queen  City 
Lodge  No.  358,  he  became  a  charter  member  of  that  lodge,  and  served 
as  its  Master  in  1859.  He  was  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Twenty-second  Masonic  District  from  1865  to  1867.  Was  elected  Junior 
Grand  Warden  in  1867,  and  by  regular  gradation  became  Grand  Master 
in  1872,  which  exalted  office  he  held  for  two  years.  In  the  announce- 
ment of  his  death,  the  Grand  Master  says,  "More  than  half  a  century 
Brother  Fox  stood  in  the  fore-front  of  Masonic  activities.  He  was  a 
man  fertile  in  resources,  cultured  in  intellect  and  consecrated  in  heart. 
Tireless  in  toil,  and  conservative  in  action.  Ripe  in  years  and  full  of 
honors  he  has  gone  to  his  reward." 
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XovA  Scotia. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Xova  Scotia  has  suffered  the  loss  of  Bro. 
William  Ross,  whose  death  occurred  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven  years, 
on  March  17,  1912.  He  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  of  his  Grand  Lodge 
in  1889,  and  served  in  this  office  till  December  31.  1900.  In  1903,  he  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  ^Master,  and  served  one  year,  declining  a 
re-election.  He  was  active  in  politics,  and  represented  his  county  in  the 
Nova  Scotia  House  of  Assembly,  and  afterwards  in  the  Senate,  and 
filled  with  distinction  other  important  offices.  The  Grand  ^Master  says. 
"Brother  Ross  was  called  to  the  Senate  in  1906,  and  was  always  present 
when  that  august  body  was  in  session ;  and  death  overtook  him  at  the 
post  of    duty   in   Ottawa." 

Ohio. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  has  sustained  the  loss  of  Bro.  Jacob  L. 
HoMMEDiEU  Long,  Past  Deputy  Grand  ]\Iaster,  whose  death  occurred 
May  31,  1912.  He  was  a  native  of  Ohio,  and  was  born  in  1833.  In  1867, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law,  and  was  engaged  in  that  pro- 
fession the  greater  part  of  his  life.  In  1887,  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  and  served  for  one  term.  The 
Grand  ]\Iaster  says  :  "He  was  of  a  most  genial  manner,  and  made  friends 
of  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Scholarly  in  his  attainments, 
he  furnished  to  ]vIasonic  literature  many  veritable  gems  of  thought  and 
diction." 

Rhode  Islaxd. 

On  Xovem.ber  2^,  191 1.  the  "Grim  ^vlessenger"  removed  from  the 
official  family  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island  its  head,  in  the 
person  of  Bro.  Tames  Bacox  Gay,  ]\I.W.  Grand  ]vlaster.  He  was  born 
in  Providence,  R.  I.,  in  1846.  In  ]\Iay.  1899.  he  was  appointed  Grand 
Pursuivant,  and  since  then  was.  till  death,  in  continuous  service  as  an 
officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  ]\Iay.  1910.  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  on  death  of  Grand  ]\Iaster  Rugg.  in  July.  1910.  he  became 
Acting  Grand  ^Master,  serving  as  such  till  ^lay.  191 1,  when  he  was  elected 
Grand  ^Master,  serving  in  this  exalted  station  till  death  closed  his 
earthly  career. 

South  Dakota. 

From  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Dakota  the  death  of  Bro.  Charles 
William  ]McDoxald.  R.W.  Grand  Treasurer,  is  announced.  He  was 
born  in  Indiana  in  1845.  and  died  at  Washington  Springs.  South  Dakota, 
March  11,  1912.  He  was  at  times  active  as  attorney,  judge  of  his  home 
county,   and  as  editor,  and  filled  other  important  positions  in  the  course 
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of   his   life.     He   served   his    Grand    Lodge   as    Senior   Grand   Deacon   in 
1876,  as  Grand  Marshal  in  1877  and  as  Grand  Treasurer  in  1879. 

Texas. 

.  On  June  24,  1912,  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  P.M.W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  departed  this  life,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
two  years  and  three  and  one-half  months.  He  was  born  in  Virginia, 
receiving  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  1852,  and  settled  in  Texas  in  1853.  He 
enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Southern  army  in  1861,  but  was  soon  made 
a  surgeon,  and  served  in  that  capacity  till  the  close  of  the  war.  In 
1881,  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  Texas.  In  1883,  he  was  made  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  from  that 
time  till  the  date  of  his  death  he  wrote  the  reports  of  this  important 
Committee.  In  announcing  his  death,  the  Grand  Master  says,  "The  con- 
tributions of  our  distinguished  brother  to  Masonic  literature,  his  various 
reports  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  eas- 
ily place  him   in  the  front  rank  of  Masonic  writers." 

West   Virginia. 

On  May  9,  1912,  Bro.  Hiram  Reese  Howard,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  departed  this  life  at  the  age  of 
sixt5^-nine  years.  He  received  the  degrees  in  Masonry  in  Cache  Lodge 
No.  290  (now  defunct),  Mound  City,  Illinois,  in  1865.  His  father  was 
a  zealous  Mason  and  gave  him  the  name  of  "Hiram"  in  honor  of  the 
great  Masonic  character  of  that  name.  In  1867  he  affiliated  with  Min- 
turn  Lodge  No.  67,  West  Virginia,  by  dimit,  and  continued  a  member 
thereof  till  his  death.  He  filled  with  distinction  many  stations  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  and  in  1886  was  elected  Grand  Master. 
At  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia.  He  was  a  gallant  sold- 
ier in  the  Union  army,  serving  from  1861,  (April,)  till  June,  1864.  By 
resolution  of  Congress  a  Medal  of  Honor  was  presented  to  him  for 
brave  and  distinguished  service  in  the  battle  of  Missionary  Ridge.  He 
filled,   at   times,   many   important   offices   in  the  state   of   West  Virginia. 

Wisconsin. 

Bro.  Daniel  McLaren  Miller,  M.W.  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Wisconsin  died  April  25,  1912,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years. 
He  was  elected  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  Wisconsin  in  1902.  On  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Civil  war,  he,  being  a  physiciarr  by  profession,  en- 
listed as  a  surgeon  in  the  28th  Wisconsin   Volunteers,   and   served     to 
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the  end  of  the  war,  when  he  returned  to  Wisconsin,  resumed  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession,  and  continued  to  follow  it  till  the  end  of  his 
earthly  career. 

OUR  OWN  GRAND  LODGE. 

The  roster  of  permanent  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  has,  during" 
the  year,  suffered  but  a  single  interruption,  namely,  by  the  passing  of 
Bro.  William  T.  A.  DeLancey_,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  who  departed  this  life,  February  13,  1912.  He  was  born 
in  New  Hampshire  in  1826,  removed  to  Illinois,  in  1858,  settling  at 
Galesburg,  but  shortly  afterwards  removed  to  Centralia,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  till  within  a  short  time  of  his  death.  He  was  made  a 
]\Iason  in  xA^lpha  Lodge  No.  155.  at  Galesburg,  but  upon  his  removal  to 
Centralia  affiliated  with  Centralia  Lodge  No.  201,  where  he  held  his 
membership  till  death.  During  his  long  life  he  was  always  active  and 
zealous  in  the  service  of  the  craft.  He  was  elected  Junior  Grand  War- 
den of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1872;  re-elected  to  the  same  office  in  1873; 
elected  Senior  Grand  Warden  and  served  during  the  years  1874  and  1875, 
and  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  served  during  the  years  1876 
and  1877.  By  profession  he  was  a  dentist,  in  which  he  became  eminent. 
As  a  citizen  he  was  universally  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him,  "It 
may  be  truly  said  of  him,  that  his  death  removes  one  of  the  Ancient 
Landmarks  of  Centralia." 

"Green  be  the  turf  above  thee." 

Rev.  Bro.   William  W^hite  W^ilsox, 

R.W.  Grand  Orator  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  annual  com- 
munication, was  instantly  killed  on  September  6,  1912,  as  the  result  of 
a  street  car  accident.  He  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Penn..  in  1847. 
He  was  raised  to  the  Sublime  Degree  of  }.Iaster  Mason  in  Landmark 
Lodge  No.  422  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  October  2,  1891.  and  since  that 
time  has  been  an  active  and  zealous  Mason.  For  seventeen  years  he 
served  his  lodge  as  Chaplain.  For  twenty-two  years  he  served  the 
"Flock"  known  as  St.  Mark's  Episcopal  church  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
as  it  is  said,  "Preaching,  praying,  promising,  singing,  sorrowing,  but  al- 
ways optimistic."  Death  overtook  him  as  he  journeyed  from  a  meeting 
of  the  brethren  of  the  church  to  a  meeting  of  the  brethren  of  the  lodge. 
In  noting  the  departure  of  this  good  brother,  as  appropriate  in  lieu  of 
comment,  we  quote  from  John  Bunyan's  immortal  allegory:  "Now,  just 
as  the  gates  were  opened  to  let  in  the  men,  I  looked  in  after  them,  and 
behold,  the  city  shone  like  the  sun.  The  streets,  also,  were  paved  with 
gold,  and  in  them  walked  many  men  with  crowns  on  their  heads,  palms 
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in  their  hands,  and  golden  harps  to  sing  praises  withal.  There  were 
also  of  them  that  had  wings,  and  they  answered  one  another,  saying, 
Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord ;  and  after  that  they  shut  the  gates,  which 
when  I  had  seen  I  wished  myself  among  them." 

Bro.  Herbert  Samuel  Hurd, 

Past  Grand  Examiner,  died  in  Chicago,  Jmie  28,  1912.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber, and  a  Past  Master  of  Home  Lodge  No.  508,  and  was  well  known 
in  Masonic  circles  throughout  the  state.  He  was  commissioned  as  Deputy 
Grand  Lecturer  in  1893,  and  from  that  time  till  the  date  of  his  death 
was  an  active  teacher  of  the  standard  work.  He  served  on  the  Board 
of  Grand  Examiners  for  two  years,  being  appointed  to  that  position  in 
October,  1899,  and  re-appointed  in  1900,  which  important  position  he 
filled  with  distinction.  For  twenty  years.  Brother  Hurd  was  known  as 
a  "letter  perfect"  teacher  of  the  ritual.  He  was  also  a  most  impressive 
and  effective  worker.  Better  than  all  this,  those  who  were  most  intimate 
with  him  say,  that  in  his  daily  life  he  exemplified  the  teachings  of  Ma- 
sonry as  exactly  and  as  beautifully  as  was  his  rendering  of  the  ritual. 
He  will  be  missed  by  the  brethren  of  many  lodges,  especially  in  the 
city  of  Chicago.

REPORT — Committee  on  Lodges  Under  Dispensation. 

Bro.  R.  F.  Locke,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Lodges 
Under  Dispensation,  made  the  second  report  of  that  commit- 
tee. A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  matter  of  a 
new  lodge  at  St.  Joseph  be  postponed  for  further  consider- 
ation.    The  balance  of  the  report  was  adopted. 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

Your  Committee  on  Lodges  U.D.,  to  which  was  referred  the  matter 
of  the  petitions  for  dispensations  from  Algonquin.  Warrensburg  and 
St.    Joseph,    submit    the    following: 

Algonquin, 
The  petition    for   dispensation    from   Algonquin    is   signed   by   twenty- 
eight  brethren  who  reside  in  that  village,  twenty-six  of  whom  arc  mem- 
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bers  of  Dundee  Lodge  No.  170  of  Dundee.  The  three  nearest  lodges  to 
the  proposed  new  lodge  are  Nunda  Lodge  No.  169,  located  at  Crystal 
Lake;  Dundee  Lodge  No.  190,  located  at  Dundee,  and  Lounsbury  Lodge 
No.  751,  located  at  Barrington.  Dundee  Lodge  and  Barrington  Lodge 
have  consented  by  a  unanimous  vote  to  the  granting  of  a  dispensation 
to  the  brethren  at  Algonquin,  but  Nunda  Lodge  has  refused  to  grant 
such  consent,  their  objection  being  that  the  organization  of  a  new  lodge 
at  Algonquin  will  remove  from  their  jurisdiction  the  village  of  Cary, 
in  which  the  objecting  lodge  has  a  membership  of  twenty-one.  A  tech- 
nical objection  can  be  raised  to  the  consent  given  by  Lounsbury  Lodge 
to  the  organization  of  the  new  lodge  as  the  proposition  did  not  lay  over 
a  month  as  required  by  law.  The  intent  of  the  brethren  of  this  lodge 
however,  to  give  their  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  new  lodge  is 
plainly  manifest. 

We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  claims  of  the  petitioners 
and  to  the  objections  of  the  brethren  of  Nunda  Lodge  and  fully  concur 
in  the  report  of  the  commission  which  recommends  the  granting  of  the 
dispensation  asked  for.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  Masonry  to  grant  the  petition  for  dispensation. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  matter  of  the  consent  of  Louns^ 
bury  Lodge  be  referred  back  to  said  lodge  and  that  if  they  then  consent, 
after  conforming  to  the  laws  in  such  cases,  made  and  provided,  that  the 
Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  issue  the  dispensation  asked  for. 

Warren  SBUEG. 

The  petition  from  the  brethren  at  Warrensburg  is  signed  by  twenty 
brethren  residing  in  that  village.  The  three  nearest  lodges  to  the  village 
of  Warrensburg  are  Macon  No.  8,  of  Decatur;  Summit  No.  431,  at 
Harristown,  and  Latham  No.  853,  at  Latham.  Macon  Lodge  and  Latham 
Lodge  have  consented  by  a  unanimous  vote  to  the  organization  of  this 
new  lodge,  while  Summit  Lodge  No.  431,  by  a  vote  of  three  to  twenty- 
nine  refused  to  give  their  consent.  We  have  carefully  examined  the 
report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter  of  this 
proposed  lodge  and  have  interviewed  the  members  of  the  commission 
personally  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  granting  of  this  dispensation 
would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry.  We,  therefore,  recommend 
that  a  dispensation  be  issued,  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Master,  for  the  or- 
ganization of  a  new  lodge  at  Warrensburg  as  prayed  for  in  the  petition. 

St.  Joseph. 

The  petition  for  a  new  lodge  to  be  organized  at  St.  Joseph  is  signed 
by  forty  brethren  residing  in  that  village,  thirty  of  whom  are  members 
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of  Ogdeii  Lodge  No.  754,  located  at  Ogden.  The  three  nearest  lodges 
are  Ogden  Lodge  No.  754,  at  Ogden;  Sidney  No.  347,  at  Sidney,  and 
Homer  Lodge  No.  199,  at  Homer.  Sidney  Lodge  consented  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  and  Homer  Lodge  by  a  vote  of  twenty-five  to  four,  to  the 
organization  of  the  lodge  at  St.  Joseph,  while  Ogden  Lodge,  by  a  vote 
of  thirty-two  to  forty-seven,  declined  to  give  their  consent.  Ogden  Lodge 
is  located  in  the  village  of  Ogden,  and  has  a  membership  of  132.  The 
village  of  Ogden  has  a  population  428,  while  the  village  of  St.  Joseph, 
four  and  one-half  miles  distant,  has  a  population  of  961. 

Your  committee  has  listened  to  exhaustive  arguments  on  behalf  of 
both  the  petitioners  and  the  objecting  lodge,  and  have  also  taken  into 
consideration  the  report  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the  M.W.  Grand 
Master  to  investigate  conditions.  Your  committee  is  fully  convinced 
that  the  organization  of  a  new  lodge  at  St.  Joseph  will  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  Masonry  and  will  not  cause  injury  to  any  existing  Masonic 
lodge.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  be  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  grant  the  dispensation  prayed  for.

Sec.  6,  The  Grand  Officers  designated  in  Article  5  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  such  Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and 
Past  Grand  Wardens,  as  shall  be  present  and  shall  be  members  of  con- 
stituent lodges  in  Illinois  (provided  that  if  any  such  permanent  member 
in  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  at  the  time,  a 
sojourner  outside  of  Illinois,  his  mileage  shall  be  computed  from  the 
location  of  his  lodge)  each  member  of  a  standing  committee,  and  one 
representative,  from  each  lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  allowed 
five  cents  per  mile,  going  and  returning,  for  every  mile  traveled  from 
the  location  of  his  lodge,  to  be  computed  by  the  necessarily  traveled 
route  and  (except  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary) two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actual  attendance  on  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  its  Committees.

REPORT  OF  M.W.  BRO.  ALBERT  B.  ASHLEY,  REPRESENTATIVE 
TO  WASHINGTON  MEMORIAL  ASSOCIATION. 

'     Spring  Lake,  Mich.,  July  24,  1912. 

Mr.  D.  D.  Darrah,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  Bloomington,  III, 

Dear  Grand  Master:  As  your  representative  on  February  22  last,  I 
attended  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  "George  Washington  National 
Memorial  Association"  at  Alexandria,  Va.,  the  object  of  which  was  clearly 
set  forth  in  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  1910  and  191 1,  and  I  take  pleas- 
ure in  making  the  following  report  of  the  meeting. 

Thirty-three  Grand  Lodges  were  represented,  the  most  of  them  by 
their  Grand  Masters,  and  some  of  them  had  two  representations  present. 

M.W.  Bro.  Shryock,  of  Maryland,  President  of  the  Association,  had 
called  a  meeting  of  its  officers  to  meet  on  the  21st  to  consider  matters 
looking  to  the  improvement  of  the  permanent  organization  adopted  the 
year  previous. 

As  a  Vice-President  I  was  present  at  this  preliminary  meeting.  Many 
questions  were  discussed,  recommended  and  adopted  by  the  Association 
at  its  regular  session. 

Notable  among  them  was  the  consideration  of  the  best  method  for 
raising  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  "Memorial  to  Washington, 
the  Mason,"  the  principal  object  for  which  the  Association  was  created. 
As  a  result,  representations  were  appointed  in  each  Grand  Lodge  to  take 
steps  as  he  or  his  Grand  Lodge  seemed  best.  You  were  appointed  as  such 
representative  for  Illinois. 

Many  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  if  not  all,  are  now  active  in  one  way  or 
another,  in  soliciting  funds  for  the  Association,  some,  and  I  think  most 
of  them,  have  brethren  visiting  lodges  in  their  jurisdictions  for  this  pur- 
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pose.     And  the  outlook  for  the  consummation  of  this  most  laudable  un- 
dertaking seems  very  encouraging. 

The  regular  session  occupied  the  entire  day  and  many  important  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  erection  of  this  Memorial  were  discussed  by  emi- 
nent craftsmen  and  sentiments  of  patriotism,  love  of  country  and  the  old 
flag,  were  expressed  by  representatives  from  all  sections  of  our  beloved 
land,  and  none  more  so  than  by  those  coming  from  southern  states. 

In  my  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  last  October  I  said,  "x\t  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  last  February,  it  was  voted  to  ask  each  Grand  Lodge 
to  appropriate  Sioo  annually  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Association."'  and  recommended  that  this  amount  be  appropriated  and 
•sent  annually  to  the  Association  for  that  purpose. 

'My  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  and 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  meeting  last  February,  when  the  list  of  Grand  Lodges  that 
"had  sent  Sioo  was  read,  Illinois  did  not  appear  and  when  I  asked  the 
reason  was  surprised  and  embarassed  when  told  that  it  had  not  been 
received. 

On  investigation  I  found  that  this  matter,  for  reasons  unknown  to 
myself,  does  not  appear  in  Grand  Lodge  proceedings. 

I  want  to  suggest  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriating 
$100  annually  for  the  purpose  stated,  be  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
next  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  record  may  be  complete  and  that 
the  omission  may  not  occur  again. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  the  meeting  was  the  reception  of 
Bro.  Wni.  H.  Taft,  President  of  the  United  States.  With  the  Grand 
Masters  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina,  I  had  the  distinguished  honor 
of  being  selected  to  escort  the  President  from  Washington  to  Alexandria, 
where  he  v/as  presented  to  and  received  by  the  Association  then  in  session. 
where  he  made  a  most  interesting  address. 

From  there  we  escorted  him  to  Mt.  Vernon  where  he  placed  a  wreath 
upon  the  sarcophagus  of  the  immortal  Washington,  and  thence  back  to 
Washington. 

Brother  Butts,  ^^lajor  U.S.A..  and  Aide  to  the  President,  who  heroic- 
ally went  down  with  the  ill-fated  Titanic,  accompanied  us  on  the  trip  and 
afifectionately  attached  himself  to  all. 

From  first  to  last  the  meeting  was  most  interesting  and  the  repre- 
sentatives departed  for  their  homes  enthusiastically  impressed  with  the 
work  accomplished.

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NOTICE  TO  DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS  OF 
APPOINTMENT. 

Dear  Sir  and  Right  Worshipful  Brother: — I  take  pleasure  in  hand- 
ing you  herewith  your  commission  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  district  wherein  you  reside.  This  position  is  one  of  great  honor  and 
distinction,  but  it  is  likewise  one  of  duty  and  responsibility.  There  are  so 
many  lodges  in  our  great  state,  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter to  give  to  each  that  time  and  attention  which  it  should  have.  For  this 
reason  a  part  of  the  supervision  of  lodges  must  be  delegated  to  others. 

In  making  this  appointment  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  you  will 
apply  yourself  to  the  service  of  the  Craft  as  Entered  Apprentices  served 
their  masters  in  ancient  times,  with  freedom,  fervency  and  zeal. 

The  duties  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  are  not  clearly  de- 
fined by  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  much  is  left  to  the  judgment 
and  discretion  of  that  officer.  It  is,  however,  the  province  of  the  Grand 
Master  to  assign  such  duties  as  he  may  deem  wise  and  expedient,  and  to 
that  end,  the  following  is  fraternally  requested : 

First:  That  you  pay  an  official  visit  to  each  of  the  lodges  of  your 
district  at  an  early  date  and  thoroughly  inspect  their  books  and  records, 
paraphernalia  and  place  of  meeting,  and  offer  such  suggestions  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  a  thorough  compliance  with  the  laws  and  usages 
of  the  fraternity.  In  order  that  you  may  better  understand  what  is  ex- 
pected from  an  official  visit,  I  am  sending  you  detailed  report  blanks, 
the  purpose  of  which  is  to  be  able  to  arrive  at  some  intelligent  knowledge 
of  the  condition  of  the  lodges  of  your  district.  Please  see  that  this  re- 
port is  forwarded  promptly  to  the  Grand  Master  immediately  following 
official  visit.  I  I 

Second:  In  making  an  official  visit,  discourage  receptions  and  elab- 
orate banquets  tendered  in  your  honor.  Let  the  call  be  one  of  business 
and  true  fraternity. 

Third :  Urge  the  officers  and  members  of  the  lodge  to  study  the 
Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  thoroughly  before  asking  questions,  but  whenever 
in  doubt,  to  feel  free  to  consult  you.  Encourage  them  in  submitting  the 
affairs  of  the  lodge  to  you  before  sending  them  to  the  Grand  Master. 
Remember,  that  as  Grand  Master  of  your  district,  you  are  expected  to 
know  and  to  interpret  the  law  correctly  and  will  be  held  strictly  account- 
able for  the  correctness  of  any  answer  you  may  make.  In  all  mooted 
questions  it  would  be  well  to  submit  your  conclusions  to  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter before  forwarding  them  to  the  lodge. 
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Fourth :  Urge  upon  lodges  the  necessity  of  keeping  their  halls  and 
paraphernalia  properly  insured ;  also  emphasize  the  preservation  of  books 
and  records  in  fireproof  safes. 

Fifth:  Give  lodges  thoroughly  to  understand  that  there  is  no  key 
nor  cipher  purporting  to  contain  the  authorized  work  of  this  Grand  Ju- 
risdiction, and  that  the  possession  of  such  will  subject  the  holder  thereof 
to  severest  discipline. 

Sixth  :  If  you  know  of  a  single  lodge  in  your  district  that  is  dis^ 
rupted  with  internal  dissensions,  proceed  there  at  once,  and  do  your  ut- 
most to  restore  peace  and  harmony.  Should  you  fail,  report  the  facts  to 
the  Grand  Master. 

Seventh  Encourage  the  lodges  of  your  district  to  hold  more  special 
meetings,  that  the  brethren  may  come  into  a  better  realization  of  the  fra- 
ternal features  of  the  institution.  Suggest  that  study  meetings  be  called, 
that  the  brethren  may  learn  more  of  the  Ritual,  History  and  Symbolism 
of  the  fraternity,  and  thereby  come  into  a  higher  understanding  of  its 
purposes  and  intentions. 

Eighth :  Help  the  weaker  lodges  of  your  district  and  interest  neigh- 
boring lodges  in  their  behalf,  and  make  every  endeavor  to  render  them 
such  assistance  as  will  enable  them  to  help  themselves. 

Ninth  :  During  the  winter  months  hold  a  district  school  of  instruc- 
tion at  some  convenient  place  in  your  district.  The  expenses  to  be  pro 
rated  among  the  resident  lodges.  Urge  the  Masters,  Wardens  and  breth- 
ren to  be  present  at  this  school,  the  purpose  of  which  should  be  to  give 
thorough  instruction  in  the  Ritual,  law  and  symbolism  of  the  fraternity, 
as  well  as  to  bring  to  their  attention  all  those  things  which  are  essential 
in  a  regular  and  well  governed  lodge.  As  all  instruction  imparted  in  the 
state  should  be  under  direct  control  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners, 
you  are  requested  to  advise  the  chairman  of  the  Board  whom  you  have 
selected  to  conduct  your  school,  in  order  that  they  may  know  that  the 
brother  so  selected  is  competent  to  teach  the  work  of  this  Grand  Juris^ 
diction.  Do  not  hold  a  district  school  within  one  hundred  miles  of  a 
state  school  on  the  same  dates. 

Tenth :  In  asking  you  to  do  this  service  for  the  Craft,  I  must  re- 
mind you  that  the  labor  is  to  be  one  of  love  and  devotion.  The  Grand 
Lodge  does  not  make  any  provision  for  paying  expenses  of  District  Dep- 
uty Grand  Masters  while  on  official  visits,  and  the  whole  matter  must  be 
left  to  the  generosity  of  lodges  visited.  However,  it  is  believed  that 
when  the  Grand  Lodge  can  be  shown  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  are  of  great  value  in  its  organization,  and  that  a  system  of  dis- 
trict inspection  is  vitally  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  a  high  standard 
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of  efficiency,  it  will  generously  provide  the  means   for  thorough  district 
visitation  and  inspection. 

Eleventh :     It  v^ill  not  be  necessary  for  you  to  notify  the  lodges  of 
your  district  of  your  appointment.     That  will  be  done  from  this  office.

NOTICE  TO   LODGES  OF  APPOINTMENT  OF  DISTRICT  DEP- 
UTY GRAND  MASTER. 

Bloomington,  III.,  October  25,  191 1. 

To  the  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren: 

Dear  Brethren : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  XIV 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient, 

Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Illinois,  I  have  appointed  Brother 

of ,  Right  Worshipful  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 

District,  in  which  your  lodge  is  located. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  main- 
tain a  more  intimate  relationship  with  the  lodges  of  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  to  that  end  I  ask  you  to  receive  into  your  confidence  the 
Brother  appointed  to  preside  over  your  district  that  he  may  be  of  service 
to  you  and  your  lodge,  and  thus  help  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of 
excellence  which  the  Grand  Lodge  expects  from  its  constituent  lodges. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  does  not  visit  you  in  a  spirit  of 
criticism,  nor  with  a  desire  to  find  fault,  but  rather  to  assist,  to  encour- 
age and  help  the  lodge  in  the  attainment  of  a  higher  standard  of  pro- 
ficiency. 

Whenever  questions  involving  interpretations  of  law  or  the  pro- 
prieties of  Masonry  arise  in  your  lodge,  feel  free  to  submit  them  to 
your  District  Deputy  who  is  thoroughly  competent  to  answer  all  such 
questions  and  to  help  keep  the  lodge  from  serious  error.  If  the  District 
Deputy  is  unable  to  make  a  satisfactory  disposition  of  the  matter  it  may 
be  referred  to  the  Grand  Master  who  is  ever  ready  to  aid  with  his  coun- 
sel and  advice. 

Whenever  differences  arise  in  your  lodge,  which  impair  its  usefulness 
and  cause  ill  feeling  among  the  brethren,  thus  injuring  the  standing  of 
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the  fraternity  in  the  community,  at  once  call  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  that  he  may  exert  his  efforts  to  affect  a  reconciliation,  and  fail- 
ing to  do  so  report  the  facts  to  the  Grand  Master.  Let  us  ever  remem- 
ber that  harmony  is  the  strength  and  support  of  our  beloved  fraternity. 

It  is  my  desire  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  pay  you  an 
official  visit  at  an  early  date,  and  I  would  suggest  that  you  at  once  com- 
municate with  him  to  that  end.  It  is  not  necessary  that  you  should  pre- 
pare a  banquet  for  him,  nor  is  a  long  program  of  work  to  be  desired. 
When  the  date  is  agreed  upon,  notify  all  your  members  of  the  intended 
visit  and  let  the  evening  be  spent  in  a  general  discussion  of  the  affairs 
of  the  lodge  and  the  selection  of  the  best  means  of  increasing  its  efficiency 
and  power  for  good  in  the  community. 

While  the  Grand  Lodge  does  not  make  any  provision  covering  ex- 
penses of  a  District  Deputy  while  on  an  official  visit,  it  is  my  desire  that 
lodges  of  means  will  see  that  he  is  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  in- 
curred. 

Finally,  brethren,  remember  that  the  Grand  Master  is  at  all  times 
accessible  and  is  ever  ready  to  be  of  assistance  to  any  member  of  the 
Craft,  from  the  Entered  Apprentice  of  the  northeast  corner  to  the 
Master  who  presides  in  the  East.  He  earnestly  desires  your  co-operation 
in  making  the  coming  year  one  of  increased  usefulness  and  splendid 
achievement.

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION   TO  DISTRICT   DEPUTY  GRAND 

MASTERS. 

Dear  Sir  and  Right  Worshipful  Brother : — L'nder  separate  cover  I 
have  outlined  in  a  general  way  what  I  am  expecting  from  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

There  are  some  things  which  I  desire  to  bring  about  which  I  think 
may  be  better  accomplished  through  a  campaign  of  education  rather  than 
by  encyclical  or  edict.  Therefore,  in  your  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  your  district.  I  am  desirous  that  you  shall  do  the  following: 

First :  Write  each  of  the  lodges  of  your  district  to  submit  to  you  a 
copy  of  their  by-laws.  Examine  same,  and  if  you  find  any  provisions  which 
are  at  variance  with  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  urge  lodges  to  correct 
them.     If  you  find  lodges  that  have  no  by-laws,   call  their  attention  to 
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that  section  of  the   Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  which  says  that  lodges  must 
be  provided  with  suitable  By-Laws,  and  see  that  it  is  complied  with. 

Second :  At  the  same  time  request  from  your  lodges  a  copy  of  the 
form  of  petition  for  degrees  and  membership  used  by  them,  and  if  you 
find  that  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  form  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  1910,  notify  the  lodges  that  they  must  provide  themselves  with 
the  new  form  of  petition  which  applies  in  these  cases. 

Third:  Notify  the  lodges  of  your  district  that  they  must  provide 
themselves  with  a  suitable  candidate's  garment.  Many  lodges  have  al- 
ready done  so ;  others  have  not. 

Fourth :  It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  in  some  parts  of  the  state 
boxing  or  stuffed  gloves  are  being  used  in  lieu  of  a  setting  maul.  Please 
notify  the  lodges  that  they  must  equip  themselves  with  a  proper  setting 
maul,  and  that  the  use  of  stuffed  gloves,  paper  sacks  or  other  unmasonic 
devices  will  result  in  arrest  of  charter  if  persisted  in. 

Fifth :  Instruct  your  Masters  to  discourage  smoking  while  the  lodge 
is  conferring  a  degree.  I  personally  have  no  objection  to  members  smok- 
ing during  a  business  meeting,  but  believe  that  all  smoking  while  the 
lodge  is  at  labor  should  be  prohibited.  Your  good  judgment  and  discre- 
tion will  determine  how  this  may  be  accomplished. 

Sixth :  It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  some  lodges  are  using  pic- 
tures and  illustrations  at  the  close  of  a  degree  which  have  no  part  in 
either  our  Ritual  or  Symbolism.  A  decision  by  Grand  Master  C.  E.  Allen, 
and  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  understood  to  cover  this  point. 
Each  degree  should  stand  as  a  complete  entity.  The  introduction  of  ex- 
traneous matter  at  its  conclusion  only  serves  to  take  the  mind  of  the  can- 
didate from  the  degree  itself  to  matter  that  is  foreign,  and  is  to  be  con- 
demned. If,  after  a  degree  has  been  completed,  the  lodge  wishes  to  in- 
troduce illustrated  songs  or  make  other  use  of  its  stereopticon,  I  can  see 
no  objection,  and  I  trust  you  will  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
Masters  and  help  interest  them  in  checking  what  promises  to  lead  into  a 
serious  abuse. 

Seventh :  Call  the  attention  of  Masters  to  the  fact  that  the  constitu- 
tional questions  and  secretary's  preparation  room  address  in  the  First 
Degree  must  be  given  to  each  candidate  separately. 

Eighth :  Call  the  attention  of  Masters  to  the  fact  that  in  balloting  on 
candidates  each  member  present  must  vote,  unless  excused  at  his  own 
request,  and  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  members  present.  This  is 
a  responsibility  which  the  fundamental  principle  of  Masonry  demand  shall 
be  shared  by  each  member  of  the  lodge. 
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Ninth :  Emphasize  the  fact  that  a  lodge  cannot  be  opened,  business 
transacted,  nor  work  done  unless  the  Master  or  a  Warden  is  actually 
present. 

Tenth :  Instruct  all  Masters  to  see  that  visitors  are  examined  sepa- 
rately. 

Eleventh  :  There  will  doubtless  arise  many  other  points  of  law  and 
usage  which  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  lodge  officers.  It 
should  ever  be  your  province  to  caution  lodges  against  violations  of  our 
established  laws  and  customs,  many  of  which  are  done  through  lack  of 
knowledge. 

Twelfth :  In  my  opinion  there  is  entirely  too  much  publicity  given 
to  matters  which  should  never  be  known  outside  of  the  lodge  room.  The 
publication  in  newspapers  and  notices  of  meetings,  of  the  names  of  can- 
didates who  are  to  receive  degrees  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  fraternity.  Also,  the  publication  in  lodge  notices  of  the 
dramatis  personae  of  the  second  section  of  the  third  degree,  is  contrary 
to  the  usages  of  the  institution.  If  a  lodge  wishes  to  state  who  are  to 
participate  in  the  second  section  of  the  degree,  I  can  see  no  reason  for 
serious  objection,  but  to  state  the  particular  part  which  has  been  assigned 
to  them  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  serious  infraction  of  our  laws.  I  there- 
fore ask  you  to  take  this  matter  ujd  with  the  Masters  of  your  district  and 
ask  them  to  assist  you  in  stopping  what  is  fast  becoming  an  abuse.

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LETTER  OF  INFORMATION  AND  ORDERS  FROM  THE 
GRAND  MASTER. 

Bloomington,  III.,  February  i,  1912, 

To  the  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  all  Constituent  Lodges  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  Greeting-^ 

Masonic  Publicity. 

I  have  been  asked  for  an  interpretation  of  Sec.  11,  Art.  4,  Part  Sec- 
ond, Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  which  reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  II.  All  notices  emanating  from  lodges  or  their  officers  shall  be 
sent  to  members  under  sealed  cover :  Provided,  That  the  bare  notice  of 
time  and  place  of  meeting  may  be  published  or  be  sent  by  postal  card, 
but  no  details  of  work  to  be  done  or  business  transacted  shall  be  made 
public. 

In  order  to  settle  the  matter  beyond  a  question  or  doubt,  I  have 
referred  same  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  in  the  form  of 
three  questions  which  with  the  answers  of  the  Committee  are  submitted 
herewith. 

1.  In  a  lodge  notice,  written  or  printed,  sent  under  cover,  sealed  or 
unsealed,  is  it  proper  to  state  the  character  of  the  work  to  be  done? 

Answer. — May  state  whether  work  is  to  be  done  in  first,  seond  or 
third  degree,  nothing  more. 

2.  In  a  lodge  notice,  written  or  printed,  sent  under  cover,  whether 
sealed  or  unsealed,  is  it  proper  to  give  the  name  of  the  candidate  or 
candidates  who  are  to  receive  the  degrees? 

Answer. — No.     It  is  not  proper. 

3.  In  a  lodge  notice,  written  or  printed,  sent  under  cover,  sealed  or 
unsealed,  is  it  proper  to  give  the  dramatis  personae  of  those  who  are 
to  take  part  in  the  second  section  of  the  third  degree,  to-wit :  John 
Jones,  K.S.;  Richard  Roe,  first  R.  or  first  tyrian ;  William  Slow,  first 
F.C. ;  Daniel  Dow,  W.F.M.,  or  any  part  of  the  work? 

Answer. — No.     It  is  not  proper. 

All  lodges  in  Illinois  are  hereby  ordered  to  see  to  it  that  notices  is- 
sued conform  to  the  above  answers  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence. These  are  construed  to  apply  to  lodge  notices  appearing  in 
the  public  press,  bulletins  or  papers  issued  by  lodges  and  to  all  accounts 
of  lodge  meetings  intended  for  publication  in  newspapers,  or  sent  out  to 
members  or  others  whether  sealed  or  unsealed. 

Class  Nights. 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  certain  lodges  in  Illinois  are  setting 
apart  nights  which  they  term  "special  nights"  for  the  purpose  of  having 
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the  several  degrees  conferred  by  Masons  in  the  uniform  or  dress  of  some 
particular  society,  trade,  organization  or  department.  The  practice  being 
one  of  very  doubtful  propriety,  I  have  referred  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

The  question  with  the  answer  of  the  Committee  here  follows : 

Is  it  proper  and  is  it  permissible  for  lodges  of  Ancient  Craft  Ma- 
sons to  appoint  CERTAIN  NIGHTS  calling  them  SPECIAL  NIGHTS 
for  the  purpose  of  conferring  degrees  in  the  lodge  in  the  uniform  or 
dress  of  different  organizations  or  trades? 

Answer. — No.  It  is  not  proper  nor  is  it  permissible,  but  upon  the  con- 
trary it  is  highly  improper  and  defeats  the  end  for  which  the  ritualistic 
ceremonies  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  have  been  arranged  and  have  been 
and  are  being  taught  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  order  to  preserve  our  ceremonies  from  innovation  it  is  essential 
and  necessary  that  every  officer  and  member  should  be  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  them  and  that  a  firm  determination  should  exist  among 
the  craft  to  permit  no  change. 

There  is,  there  can  be  no  safety  but  in  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  an- 
cient ceremonies  of  the  fraternity  which  are  fixed  by  the  rules  of  the 
Institution. 

Nothing  should  be  introduced  or  permitted  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
ferring of  the  degrees  that  would  distract  the  attention  of  the  candidate 
from  the  symbolism  and  teaching  intended  to  be  impressed  upon  his  mind 
in  conferring  the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

This  ruling  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  in  full  force  and  operative  from  this  date.  All  lodges  are  hereby 
ordered  to  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

Masonic  Clothing. 

As  nothing  sufficiently  definite  can  be  found  in  our  laws  and  regu- 
lations bearing  upon  the  subject  of  Masonic  clothing,  the  Committee 
have  been  asked  for  a  ruling  upon  the  question  of  proper  dress  for 
Masonic  occasions,  both  for  lodge  meetings  and  public  ceremonials.  The 
question  as  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  and 
their  answer  follows : 

What  constitutes   masonic  clothing? 

The  proper  dress  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  various  workers  of 
the  lodge  when  performing  their  duties  as  such  is  civilian  dress  of  dark 
color,  white  gloves  and  aprons.  Officers  may  wear  blue  velvet  or  silk 
collars  with  the  jewels  of  their  office  suspended  from  and  attached  to 
them. 

The  master  shall  wear  black  hat  while  presiding,  a  silk  hat  preferred, 
and  no  other  is  really  suitable. 

Lodges  will  hereafter  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  above 
ruling.     The  wearing  of  white  gloves  during  lodge  meetings  is  not  man- 
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datory.   they  may  be  omitted   for  the  sake  of   convenience  but  no  lodge 
should  appear  in  any  public  ceremony  without  them. 

IXSTALLATIOXS. 

I  have  been  asked  what  is  meant  by  the  expression,  "The  Installa- 
tion Ceremonies  shall  be  held  as  soon  after  election  as  convenient." 
I  have  construed  the  words  quoted  to  mean  that  the  Installation  must 
take  place  within  thirty  days  following  the  date  of  the  annual  election 
of  ofl&cers.  Such  lodges  as  have  not  already  installed  officers  are  hereby 
ordered  to  do  so  within  ten  days  following  the  receipt  of  this  order. 

Recer^ing  Petitions  and  Documents. 
Receizing  petitions  of  various  kinds,  also  papers  and  documents 
which  require  action  by  the  lodge  is  not  taking  them  from  the  postoffice 
nor  placing  them  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary.  By  receiving  such  pa- 
pers is  meant  reading  them  to  the  lodge  while  opened  on  the  third  de- 
gree. Therefore  all  matters  which  require  action  at  the  stated  meeting 
after  they  have  been  received  must  be  read  to  the  lodge  while  opened 
on  the  third  degree  and  acted  on  at  the  next  or  some  subsequent  stated 
meeting. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  this  letter  of  instruction  be  read  in  full  at 
the  first  stated  meeting  following  its  receipt  and  Masters  are  hereby  or- 
dered to  see  that  all  its  provisions  are  promptly  complied  with.

USE  OF  MASONIC  EMBLEMS. 

Bloomington,  III.,  March  25,  1912, 
To  the  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  all  Constituent  Lodges  in  Illi- 
nois, Greeting: 

Dear  Brethren: — The  following  question  was  submitted  to  me: 
Is  a  cigar  band  with  the  square  and  compasses   and  the   letter   "G" 
between  the  points  of  the  compasses  and  the  square  a  violation  of  Sec- 
tion 4,  Article  32,  Part  Second,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  ? 

I  referred  the  question  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence 
and  their  answer  is  here  presented  : 

As  in  Operative  Masonry  the  Compasses  are  used  for  the  admeasure- 
ment of  the  architect's  plans  and  to  enable  him  to  give  those  just  propor- 
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tions  which  will  insure  beauty  as  well  as  stability  to  his  work;  so  in 
Speculative  Masonry  is  this  important  implement  symbolic  of  that  even 
tenor  of  deportment,  that  true  standard  of  rectitude  which  alone  can  be- 
stow happiness  here  and  felicity  hereafter.  Hence  are  the  Compasses  the 
most  prominent  emblem  of  virtue  and  only  measure  of  a  Mason's  life  and 
conduct. 

As  the  Bible  gives  us  light  on  our  duties  to  God,  and  the  square  il- 
lustrates our  duties  to  our  neighbor  and  brother,  so  the  compasses  give  us 
that  additional  light  which  is  to  instruct  us  in  the  duty  we  owe  to  our- 
selves, the  great  imperative  duty  of  circumscribing  our  passions  and 
keeping  our  desires  within  due  bounds.  * 

So  universally  has  this  symbol  been  recognized,  even  by  the  profane 
world,  as  the  peculiar  characteristic  of  Freemasonry,  that  it  has  recently 
been  made  in  the  United  States  the  subject  of  legal  decision. 

A  manufacturer  having  m.ade,  in  1873,  an  application  to  the  Patent 
Office  for  permission  to  adopt  the  Square  and  Compasses  as  a  trade-mark, 
the  Commissioner  of  Patents  refused  the  permission  on  the  ground  that 
\the  mark  was  a  Masonic  symbol. 

If  this  emblem,  said  Hon.  J.  M.  Thatcher,  the  Commissioner,  were 
something  other  than  precisely  what  it  is,  either  less  known,  less  signifi- 
cant, or  fully  and  universally  understood — all  this  might  readily  be  ad- 
mitted. But  considering  its  peculiar  character  and  relation  to  the  public, 
an  anomalous  question  is  presented.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  de- 
vice, so  commonly  worn  and  employed  by  Masons  has  an  established  mys- 
tic significance,  universally  recognized  as  existing;  whether  comprehended 
by  all  or  not,  is  not  material  to  the  issue. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  and  extent  of  the  Masonic  Organization,  it 
is  impossible  to  divest  its  symbols  or  at  least  this  particular  symbol — per- 
haps the  best  known  of  all — of  its  ordinary  signification  wherever  dis- 
played, either  as  an  arbitrary  character  or  otherwise.  It  will  be  univer- 
sally understood,  or  misunderstood,  as  having  a  masonic  significance;  and 
therefore,  as  a  trade-mark,  must  constantly  work  deception. 

Emblems  and  symbols  that  teach  such  useful  lessons  and  in  a  manner 
so  impressive  should  not  be  treated  in  a  light  and  trivial  manner. 

Yes,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  use  of  these  emblems 
and  symbols  for  advertising  a  particular  brand  of  make  of  cigars  is  in 
violation  of  Section  4,  Article  32,  Part  Second,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  By- 
Laws.  Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  respectfully  submit 
the  foregoing  report.

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REPORTS  OF  R.  W.  DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS 

FIRST  DISTRICT.

Dear  Brother  Darrah: — It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to 
report  that  all  of  the  lodges  in  the  First  Masonic  District  are  appar- 
ently in  a  flourishing  condition.  There  seems  to  be  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  of  these  lodges, — from  the  Worshipful  Master  down 
— to  conform  to  all  of  the  requirements,  not  only  with  reference  to  the 
ritualistic  work,  but  also  in  connection  with  the  routine  affairs  of  the 
lodge,  and  particularly  to  a  practical  application  of  the  gi'eat  truths  and 
teachings  which  have  been  promulgated  by  the  fraternity. 

This,  as  you  know,  has  been  the  first  year  in  which  I  have  had  the

During  the  Ma- 
sonic year  there  have  been  submitted  to  me  for  decision  and  for  advice 
many  questions,  some  of  which  have  been  rather  perplexing.  I  believe 
they  have  all  been  satisfactorily  answered,  and  not  a  single  instance  has 
come  to  my  attention  ^in  which  the  advice  given  has  been  ignored.  The 
officers  of  the  various  lodges  have  now  come  to  understand  that  all 
questions  of  doubt  are  to  be  resolved,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  District 
Deputy,  and  that  the  Grand  Master's  time  should  not  be  taken  away  from 
his  more  important  duties  unless  the   emergency  absolutely  requires. 

A  departure,  which  was  inaugurated  this  year,  was  the  establish- 
ment of  a  district  school  of  instruction  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
District  Deputies  of  Cook  county.  This  school  filled  a  long-felt  want. 
It  was  successful  beyond  all  expectation,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  it 
will  become  a  permanent  institution. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  my  congratulations  upon  your  suc- 
cessful and  enlightened  administration,  to  wish  you  God-speed  in  your 
work,  and  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  the  great  honor  conferred 
upon  me.

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Bro. : — In  anticipation  of  the  approaching  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  am  reminded  that  an  official  report  is  ex- 
pected from  the  D.D.G.M.  for  the  Third  District,  which  report  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  herewith,  together  with  several  suggestions  of  changes 
which,  based  on  conditions  as  I  have  found  them,  would,  in  my  judg- 
ment be  to  the  advantage  of  the  craft  in  general  and  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction in  particular. 
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The  nine  months  that  have  elapsed  since  my  appointment  have  been 
busy  ones.  During  that  time  I  have  officially  visited  every  lodge  in  the 
Third  District  and  have  forwarded  to  you  official  reports  of  same  in 
detail.  Most  of  my  lodges  extended  to  me  a  special  invitation  to  visit 
them  and  received  me  officially  and  correctly,  showing  me  many  courte- 
sies. All  of  them  have  shown  respect  to  your  official  representative  and 
have  given  him  the  best  of  attention  in  such  remarks,  requests  and  sug- 
gestions as  he  thought  best  to  make  to  them. 

I  know  of  no  serious  discord  in  any  of  my  lodges.  There  have  been 
many  problems  to  solve  and  questions  to  answer.  In  a  fevv^  cases  it  has 
been  necessary  for  me  to  bring  the  official  authority  with  which  you 
have  clothed  me,  to  compel  certain  changes  and  reforms  but  for  the 
most  part  every  suggestion  has  been  promptly  and  cheerfully  com- 
plied with. 

I  believe  I  can  truthfully  say  that  there  is  no  lodge  in  the  Third 
District  using  any  short-form  work,  innovations,  extraneous  views,  spec- 
tacular costumes  or  paraphernalia  of  any  kind  whatever,  and  that  every 
one  of  them  are  doing  standard  work  and  keeping  standard  records  and 
complying  in  every  way  as  best  they  can  with  the  laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

In  the  way  of  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  craft,  I  have  the  fol- 
lowing to  offer  for  your  consideration : 

1st.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  as  nearly  every  lodge  in  the 
city  of  Chicago  charges  $75  or  more  for  the  degrees,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  should  amend  Section  i.  Article  17,  Part  2,  Grand  Lodge  By- 
Laws  making  the  minium  fee  in  this  city  $75.  A  few  lodges  are  charg- 
ing $50  only ;  most  of  those  whose  fees  are  placed  at  this  figure  are  new 
lodges,  and  almost  without  exception  they  are  swamped  with  work,  cre- 
ating the  necessity  for  great  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  their  officers,  which 
many  a  good  man  cannot  afford,  compelling  him  to  drop  out  of  line, 
and  probably  be  succeeded  by  some  brother  whose  time  is  of  little  value 
and  whose  ability  is  frequently  very  mediocre.  It  is  trafficing  in  masonic 
degrees  and  is,  even  where  there  has  been  no  personal  solicitation  or 
hustling  for  petitions,  (which  I  am  told  is  the  case  in  many  instances.) 
certainly  a  disgrace  to  the  fraternity  and  at  the  same  time  a  great  in- 
justice to  those  older  lodges  whose  fees  are  $75,  $100  or  possibly  more, 
who  are  of  very  strong  masonic  character,  and  stand  true  to  their  colors, 
many  of  which  have  not  enough  work  to  keep  them  fairly  well  occupied. 

2.  I  am  convinced  that  the  custom  of  permitting  new  lodges  to  or- 
ganize, selecting  one  of  their  number  (who  has  never  been  regularly 
elected  and  iristalled  as  Master  or  Warden  of  a  lodge)   as  their  IMaster, 
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IS  not  only  a  violation  of  the  Ancient  Charges  but  is  a  menace;  as  men, 
who  because  of  their  lack  of  masonic  ability  or  perhaps  because  of  some 
personal  fault  could  not  receive  appointments  in  their  own  lodge,  some- 
times develop  cases  of  "sore-head"  and  immediately  start  to  hustle  for  a 
new  lodge,  hoping  thereby  to  make  themselves  Masters  in  short-form  and 
thereby  receive  the  honors  of  the  East  by  the  short  route ;  they  get  some 
Grand  Lecturer  to  certify  that  they  know  the  work  and  the  job  is  "put 
over"  and  then  the  troubles  with  the  Deputies  commence. 

To  correct  this  I  believe  an  amendment  should  be  enacted  to  Sec- 
tion I,  Article  6,  Part  2,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  by  striking  out  the 
words  :  "Provided,  further,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  Mas- 
ter of  a  Lodge,  U.D." 

By  doing  this  we  will  be  saved  the  chagrin  which  is  frequently  felt 
and  the  shame  which  is  occasionally  forced  upon  us  by  new  lodges  which 
have  been  conceived  in  iniquity  and  which  drag  out  an  existence  hustling 
for  bargain  counter  candidates  outside  of  the  lodge  and  wrangling  and 
discord  within. 

3.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  definite  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  regarding  music  and  entertainments  used  in  lodges, 
especially  male  quartette  music.  A  condition  has  grown  up  in  Chicago 
whereby  many  lodges  have  made  it  a  practice  to  employ  quartette  mu- 
sic to  entertain  the  brethren  and  these  quartettes  in  their  desire  to  gain 
professional  prestige  and  increased  engagenxents  have  proceeded  to 
"beautify"  the  work.  This  applies,  I  think,  more  especially  to  the  newer 
quartettes  who  are  naturally  desirous  of  establishing  themselves.  The 
result  has  been  that  all  sorts  of  "stunts"  have  been  introduced  which  are 
certainly  out  of  place  in  a  masonic  lodge  and  are  violations  of  the  law 
as  regards  "Innnovations."  Recently  in  talking  with  the  manager  of  one 
of  these  quartettes,  he  stated  that  if  the  Grand  Lodge  would  distinctly 
specifiy  what  the  quartettes  could  and  could  not  use,  the  quartettes  would 
be  all  on  exactly  the  same  basis  and  would  all  enjoy  increased  engage- 
ments and  appreciation  and  be  saved  much  criticism  which  is  now  di- 
rected against  them. 

4.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  permanent  committee  should  be  established 
whose  special  duty  would  be  to  procure,  examine  and  correct  the  by- 
laws, petition  and  other  official  blanks  of  constituent  lodges.  This  duty 
has  been  delegated  to  the  Deputies  by  yourself.  Many  of  us  do  not  know 
enough  of  masonic  law  to  hurt  us,  therefore  no  matter  how  conscienti- 
ous we  may  be  in  attempting  to  carry  out  your  orders  in  this  regard, 
our  efforts  are  bound  to  fall  short  of  results  which  you  no  doubt  expect, 
"because  "opinions  vary"  and  "too  many  cooks  spoil  the  broth."  I  would 
even   go   so    far   as   to   believe   that   no    enacted   bv-laws   oi"    amendments 
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thereto  of  a  constituent  lodge  would  be  binding  or  in  force  until  the 
same  had  been  submitted  and  approved  in  writing  by  such  committee  on 
laws  and  returned  to  the  lodge  bearing  the  signature  of  the  full  com- 
mittee. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred 
on  me  when  you  appointed  me  your  Deputy  and  assure  you  it  has  been 
a  great  pleasure  and  masonic  benefit  to  serve  you.  Your  administration 
of  your  high  office  will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the  greatest,  if  not 
the  greatest  of  them  all,  and  I  am  pleased  to  have  had  a  modest  part  in 
so  glorious  an  achievement,  and  thank  you  accordingly.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — The  near  approach  of  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber, together  with  your  circular  letter  of  recent  date  on  the  subject,  re- 
mind me  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  render  you  my  report  as  your  rep- 
resentative in  the  Fifth  District.  I  question  whether  out  of  the  entire 
fifty  in  the  state  there  has  been  one  that  has  caused  its  deputy  less 
trouble  or  you  less  concern  than  has  the  one  over  which  I  have  had  the 
honor  of  presiding  during  the  past  year.  At  the  present  writing  I  can 
think  of  nothing  that  has  occurred  to  disturb  that  peace  and  harmony 
that  is   expected  to  prevail. 

The  intimate  connection  between  the  first  seven  districts  of  the 
state,  embracing  the  lodges  of  Cook  county,  owing  to  the  numerical  divi- 
sion by  which  the  districts  are  formed,  makes  it  almost  impossible  for 
the  deputy  of  any  one  district  to  call  your  attention  to  any  matter  that 
does  not  equally  afifect  the  other  six.  For  that  reason,  the  subject  that 
I  propose  to  make  the  basis  of  this  report  is  not  in  any  way  confined 
to  my  own  district  but  applies  with  equal  force  to  all  the  others. 

A  portion  of  Sec.  I,  Art,  13,  Part  Two.  Grand  Lodge  By  Laws, 
reads  :  "Every  petition  shall  be  recommended  in  writing  by  three  mem- 
bers of  the  lodge,  etc."  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  spirit  of  this  law  is 
seldom  if  ever  complied  with  by  the  lodges  of  Chicago.  The  custom  is 
almost  universal  for  a  member  who  brings  in  a  petition  to  secure  the 
other  two  signers  from  those  who  happen  to  be  sitting  near  the  secre- 
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tary's  desk  and  frequently  the  secretary  himself  is  one  of  them.  The 
result  is  that  these  other  two  signers  never  previously  heard  of  the  pe- 
titioner and  are  therefore  recommending  a  man  w^hom  they  do  not 
know.  In  this  way  the  lodge  is  robbed  of  exactly  one-third  of  the 
guarantee  that  the  law  provides  it  should  have  with  every  petition. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  enforcing  this  law 
but  its  evasion  strikes  at  the  very  root  of  the  fraternity.  If  the  char- 
acter of  our  petitioners  is  allowed  to  deteriorate  the  harm  done  is  al- 
most incurable.  If  the  standard  is  once  lowered  the  lowered  standard 
is  the  judge  of  the  future  petitioners  and  leaves  no  hope  for  its  ever 
being  raised  again.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Master  should 
insist  on  this  provision  of  the  law  being  strictly  enforced  by  the  Chi- 
cago lodges. 

With  sincere  congratulations  on  the  success  of  your  first  year's  ad- 
ministration, and  thanking  you  for  the  honor  of  having  selected  me  as

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — ^It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  ar 
account  of  my  stewardship  as  your  representative  of  this  Masonic  Dis- 
trict. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  the  condition  of  Masonry 
in  the  Sixth  District  leaves  little  to  be  asked  for  and  the  lodges  are 
working  harmoniously  and  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  and  prosperous 
condition.  I  have  visited  all  of  the  lodges  in  the  district  as  in  previous 
years  at  least  once  and  many  oftener,  and  have  found  very  little  to  com- 
plain about.  They  are  all  in  a  most  prosperous  condition  and  nearly  all 
are  doing  work  of  a  very  high  standard.  A  detailed  report  of  each 
lodge  has  been  made  to  you  in  each  case. 

I  have  been  treated  with  the  utmost  courtesy  by  all  and  those  who 
wanted  me  least  were  the  most  enthusiastic  and  urgent  in  their  request 
for  me  to  return.  When  they  found  I  was  not  there  to  criticise  but  to 
find  out  when  and  how  I  could  do  them  some  good,  they  became  most 
enthusiastic  and  I  had  an  easy  path  to  tread. 
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I  consider  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  District  Deput}-  should 
visit  each  lodge  in  his  district  frequently.  I  have  received  no  reports 
of  irregularities, 

I  have  examined  the  books  of  each  of  the  lodges  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  slight  errors  I  find  them  in  good  shape.  I  have  made 
some  suggestions  to  different  secretaries  which  if  heeded  will  be  of 
great  help  to  them. 

There  is,  without  any  exception,  an  earnest  effort  made  in  the 
lodges  of  the  district  to  attain  perfection  in  the  work. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  lodges  is  very  good,  the  growth  being 
healthy.  The  report  for  June,  191 1,  shows  the  total  membership  for  the 
district  to  be  6,538;  for  Tune,  1912,  a  membership  of  7,235,  being  a  net 
gain  of  697, 

A  feeling  of  good  fellowship  exists,  being  particularly  fostered  by 
the  interchange  of  visits  of  the  various  lodges,  having  taken  the  place  of 
class  nights  abolished  by  3^ou, 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  idea  now  more  generally  prevails  and 
it  has  been  my  aim  to  encourage  it  that  the  primary  object  of  a  lodge  is 
not  just  to  confer  degrees  and  pay  bills  but  it  is  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote a  more  fraternal  and  intimate  acquaintance  among  its  members. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  district  for  the  year  was  the  joint 
district  school  held  in  Chicago.  Every  lodge  in  m}^  district  was  repre- 
sented at  this  school.  The  very  thorough  and  complete  course  of  in- 
struction given  and  the  impressive  exemplification  of  the  work  has  left 
a  marked  impression  on  the  lodges,  apparent  in  the  excellent  work  they 
are  doing  in  their  earnest  efforts  now  to  reach  perfection  and  should 
therefore  be  continued,  if  we  cannot  have  a  regularly  authorized  grand 
lodge  school  which  I  think  Chicago  should  have  and  is  entitled  to. 

On  April  26.  1912,  by  your  authority  I  instituted  Washington  Park 
Lodge,  U.D.  The  brethren  started  off  under  very  favorable  conditions 
and  I  predict  a  bright  future  for  this  lodge.  I  have  no  doubt  their 
work  will  be  approved  by  the  ]\Iost  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next 
session  and  they  be  given  a  charter  to  begin  work  as  a  regular  lodge.  I 
am  sure  the  character  and  enthusiasm  of  the  brethren  will  stand  the 
scrutiny  of  that  all  seeing  eye  and  I  am  sure  you  will  be  proud  of 
Washington  Park  Lodge. 

I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  of  serving 
you  as  D.D.G.IM.  for  the  Sixth  District  and  to  extend  to  3'ou  my  best 
wishes   for  the  future.

SEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

Chicago,   III.,    August   23,    1912. 
Delmar  D.  Darrah,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  Bloomington,  III. 

Dear  Brother: — Have  visited  all  the  lodges  in  Seventh  District,  and 
find  them  doing  standard  work,  and  complying  with  the  law  according 
to  their  light.  I  know  you  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  in  every  case 
where  correction  was  suggested  by  me  in  your  name,  it  was  promptly 
made. 

No  willful  violations  of  the  rules.  Some  mistakes,  but  taken  all 
together  you  have  no  better  intending  brethren  than  those  that  make  up 
the  officers  and  members   of  the  lodges  in  the  Seventh  District. 

The  school  you  made  it  possible  for  us  to  hold  in  Chicago  last 
winter,  made  the  work  of  District  Deputy  much  easier  and  hope  you  will 
recommend   its  continuance.     It   should  be  made  permanent. 

One  of  the  questions  that  must  shortly  be  taken  up  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  the  jurisdictional  entanglements  that  are  being  brought  about 
by  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  lodges  that  are  being  formed  in 
the  county  outside  of  the  city  limits.  The  territory  of  some  of  our 
older  suburban  lodges  has  been  curtailed  so  often  and  from  so  many 
directions  that  if  the  process  is  continued  much  longer  the  time  will 
come  when  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  will  extend  very  little  beyond 
the  walls  of  the  building  in,  which  it  meets.  Every  new  lodge  cuts  down 
the  territory  of  several  other  lodges  and  frequently  the  promoters  of 
the  new  lodge,  in  order  to  secure  the  consent  of  a  certain  neighboring 
lodge,  finds  it  necessary  to  enter  into  a  private  agreement  not  to  receive 
petitions  from  a  certain  section  that  belongs  to  it  according  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  law  on  the  subject.  Later  on,  when  officers  who  were  not 
party  to  the  arrangement  come  into  power  the  agreement  is  broken  and 
this  leads  to  no  end  of  trouble. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  more  or  less  talk  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  extending  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  force  at  the  present 
time  throughout  the  city  so  that  it  would  take  in  the  entire  county. 
While  there  are  objections  to  such  a  move,  there  is  no  doubt  that  it 
would  cure  many  of  the  present  evils.  The  officers  of  the  suburban 
lodges  appear  to  be  opposed  to  it  because  they  think  that  if  the  local 
resident  has  the  privilege  of  joining  the  big  down-town  lodge,  it  will 
seriously  curtail  the  number  of  petitions  his  lodge  will  receive. 

There  may  be  a  little  something  in  this  argument,  but  it  will  be  largely 
offset  by  allowing  the  minimum  fees  to  remain  as  at  present,  namely: 
Fifty  dollars  for  the  city,  and  Twenty-five  dollars  for  the  balance  of 
the  county.  Many  of  the  out-laying  lod,'ges  pay  less  rent  for  a  whole 
year,  than  some  of  the  city  lodges  pay  for  a  single  month,  and  the  fixed 
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expenses  all  the  way  through  are  equally  light,  so  that  there  is  no  oc- 
casion for  them  charging  the  large  fees  necessary-  in  some  of  the  city 
ledges.  With  this  difference  in  fee  in  their  favor,  it  is  believed  that 
they  will  have  more  petitions  under  concurrent  jurisdiction  than  they 
have  ever  had  under  present  conditions. 

^^'ithout  taking  up  any  more  space  with  the  detrils  oz  this  question, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  a:  :'  e  :: :.:  .r  Ej5Ei:r-  Er.juld 
take  the  preliminary-  steps  necessan.-  to  bring  £.::u:  rris  change,  ar.i  that 
the  Grand  [Master  should  appoint  a  commission  to  thoroughly  investi- 
gate the  ad%-isability  of  adopting  the  amendment  at  the  succeeding  session.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — As  your  representative  of  the  Eighth  Dis- 
trict I  am  pleased  to  report  as   follows  : 

On  November  3,  191 1,  acting  as  3-our  proxj',  I  convened  an  Occa- 
sional Grand  Lodge  at  !Maple  Park.  Illinois,  and  constituted  Maple  Park 
Lodge  Xo.  942  and  installed  the  officers ;  while  this  v.as  n: t  a  part  of 
my  duties  as  D.D.G.INI.  of  the  Eighth  District.  I  assure  you  that  it  was 
an  occasion  which  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  and  I  desire  to  thank  you  for 
the  confidence  reposed  in  me  in  appointing  me  as  your  proxy. 

On  December  i.  191 1,  30U  appointed  a  commission,  consisting  of 
Bro.  Theo.  Hamer.  of  St.  Marks  Lodge  Xo.  63.  Bro.  T.  B.  Rowlands, 
of  Elgin  Lodge  Xo.  117,  and  myself  to  inquire  into  conditions  relative 
to  the  formation  of  a  new  lodge  at  Algonquin.  This  commission  con- 
vened at  Algonquin  on  December  19.  191 1.  a  full  report  of  their  findings 
being  submitted  to  you  on  that  date. 

About  August  I.  1912.  you  appointed  a  commission  consisting  of 
Bro.  A.  W.  Gage,  of  Evans  Lodge  Xo.  524,  Bro.  H.  H.  Megran,  of  Har- 
vard Lodge  Xo.  309.  and  myself,  to  inquire  into  conditions  relative  to 
the  formation  of  a  new  lodee  at  Lake  Forest.    This  commission  convened 
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in  Chicago  on  August  14,  1912,  report  of  said  commission  being  mailed 
to  you   on  that  date. 

One  of  the  many  pleasant  experiences  of  the  year  was  in  conducting 
•a  two  days'  school  of  instruction,  on  April  12  and  13,  1912,  at  Wood- 
stock, Illinois,  for  the  benefit  of  Masons  of  the  district.  I  was  ably 
assisted  in  conducting  this  school  by  R.W.  Bro.  A.  J.  Winteringham. 
The  attendance  was  not  large,  owing,  I  presume,  partially  to  the  fact 
that  this  was  the  first  district  school  to  be  held  in  the  district,  and  sec- 
ondly, the  time  of  the  year.  It  is  my  opinion  that  a  larger  attendance 
would  be  secured  if  a  school  could  he  held  during  the  winter.  Nine 
■-of  the  fifteen  lodges,  comprising  the  district,  were  represented  at  this 
school,  and  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  if  the  precedent  established  is 
followed  each  year  great  good  will  result. 

I  have  personally  visited  all  the  lodges  in  the  district,  and  in  every 
•case  have  met  with  the  most  friendly  and  courteous  treatment.  In  going 
through  the  records  of  the  lodges,  I  have  found  irregularities  in  several 
instances ;  in  each  case,  however,  I  have  found  that  these  irregularities 
have  crept  in  on  account  of  the  lack  of  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
law,  as  applied  to  the  keeping  of  records.  In  every  instance,  the  Wor- 
"shipful  Masters  and  Secretaries  have  signified  their  willingness  to  correct 
■such  errors  in  the  future. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  instructions  sent  out  this  year  by  the 
'Grand  Secretary  will  serve  to  materially  increase  the  efficiency  of  all 
Secretaries. 

In  your  letter  of  July  15,  1912,  you  requested  me  in  making  my  an- 
nual report  to  suggest  such  measures  as  to  me  may  appear  conducive 
to  the  general  good  of  the  fraternity. 

In  this  connection,  will  say  there  are  so  many  lodges  in  our  great 
state  that  it  is,  of  course,  impossible  for  the  Grand  Master  to  give  to 
■each  the  time  and  attention  which  it  should  have.  This  being  the  case, 
the  D.D.G.  Masters  in  the  several  districts  necessarily  become,  or  should 
become,  a  very  important  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  organization.  In  the 
first  place  they  should  be,  and  I  beheve  in  every  instance  are,  men  of 
standing  in  their  respective  communities,  not  only  from  a  Masonic 
standpoint,  but  from  a  business  and  social  standpoint  as  well. 

Secondly,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  made  obligatory  upon 
■each  D.D.G.M.  to  visit  each  lodge   in  his  district  at  least  once  a  year. 

Thirdly,  I  believe  that  our  laws  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide 
for  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  each  D.D.G.M.  in  visiting  the 
lodges  of   his   district. 

To  receive  the  appointment  as  D.D.G.M,  in  any  district  in  our 
Grand  Jurisdiction,   is   an  honor  of  which  any  Master   Mason  may  well

Dear  Brother: — On  January  4,  1912,  you  appointed  me  D.D.CM.  of 
the  Twelfth  District  to  succeed  R.W.  Bro.  John  H.  Griffiths,  who  had 
resigned. 

My  first  official  act  was,  as  your  proxy,  to  institute  Glen  EUyn 
Lodge,  U.D.,  located  at  Glen  Ellyn,  111.,  February  8,  1912.  My  second 
was  to  make  two  visits  to  Wheaton  Lodge  No.  269  on  February  15  and 
17  respectively  as  per  my  report  to  you  at  that  time. 

On  March  25  and  26  we  held  the  first  district  school  of  instruction 
ever  held  in  the  district,  a  full  report  of  which  was  sent  to  R.W.  Bro. 
J.  E.  Jeffers,  Secretary  of  Board  of  Grand  Examiners.  R.W.  Bro.  E.  E. 
Beach,  who  was  in  charge,  proved  himself  "the  right  man  in  the  right 
place."  We  admire  him  as  a  man  and  a  Mason  and  as  an  instructor  it 
would  be  hard  to  excell  him. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  I  started  at  Sunbeam  Lodge  No.  428  to  make 
an  official  visit  to  each  of  the  twenty-one  constituted  lodges  in  the 
district  and  ended  on  the  twenty-first  of  June  at  Elmherst  Lodge  No. 
947,  having  visited  every  lodge  in  the  district  between  these  dates, 
and  as  I  gave  you  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  the  lodges  and 
my  visit  at  the  time  of  visitation,  I'  will  not  repeat  them  in  this  report. 
I  can  truthfully  say  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  make  these  visits 
for  in  every  lodge  I  received  a  cordial  and  hearty  welcome,  befitting  the 
dignity  of  my  office,  and  my  only  regret  is  that  I  could  not  make  these 
visits  early  in  the  winter.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  for  the 
D.D.G.M.'s  to  make  their  first  official  visits  is  as  soon  after  the  new 
officers  are  installed  as  is  practical. 
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I  have  found  the  lodges  through  the  district,  as  a  whole,  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  Where  there  is  any  exception  it  is  usually  found 
where  the  lodges  has  a  Secretary  who  is  not  acquainted  with  Masonic 
usages  and  customs. 

Some  of  the  lodges  were  not  provided  with  the  proper  instruments 
and  paraphernalia,  others  did  not  keep  their  records  in  compliance  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  a  very  few  did  not  have  proper  petitions 
and  some  Masters  had  never  signed  the  minutes.  When  they  were 
sighted  to  these  irregularities  all  showed  a  willingness  to  conform  to  the 
requirements. 

One  thing  I  failed  to  do,  that  I  believe  would  be  of  great  value  tO' 
the  D.D.G.M.'s  in  the  future  and  that  is  to  indicate  in  the  books  and 
records  that  they  were  inspected  to  date  of  official  visit. 

I  have  refrained  from  making  recommendations  in  some  of  my  re- 
ports to  you  as  to  what  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  a  lodge,  because 
with  only  an  evening's  acquaintance  with  a  lodge  and  its  members  I 
believe  it  takes  a  great  deal  of  discretion  to  make  such  recommendations.. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  there  has  been  but  very  little  discord 
in  the  district,  and  at  present,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  every  lodge 
in  the  district  is  laboring  in  peace  and  harmony  and  all  are  trying  to 
excell   in  teaching  "the  standard  work." 

I  appreciate  the  honor  you  conferred  upon  me  in  appointing  me 
District  Deputy  of  the  Twelfth  District  and  sincerely  hope  our  relations- 
may  continue  as  pleasant  in  the  future  as  in  the  past.

In  the  city  of  Sterling,  III,  on  ]\Iarch  2";,  28  and  29,  I  held  a  very 
successful  and  well  attended  school  for  instruction  for  the  benefit  of  the- 
Thirteenth  Masonic  District,  a  detailed  report  of  which  you  have  already 
received. 

In  the  past  Masonic  year  I  have  visited  officially  thirteen  lodges,  un- 
officially, two. 

All  the  lodges  which  I  have  visited  I  found  in  a  very  good  financial 
condition ;  but  as  far  as  the  ritual  and  work  was  concerned,  I  found 
all,  with  the  exception  of  three  lodges,  in  a  very  bad  state.  Some  of 
the  lodges  have  not  done  any  work  conferring  degrees  for  the  past  two 
years.  Perhaps  it  is  just  as  well  that  they  did  not  have  any  degree  work 
to  do  as  the  work  they  w^ere  doing  was  certainly  a  travesty  on  Masonry. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  take  some  action  and  ar- 
range some  system  of  instruction  in  each  and  every  district,  not  only  for 
three  days'  instruction  but  for  such  time  as  necessary  to  give  the  dif- 
ferent lodges  thorough  instruction,  to  the  end  that  each  and  every  lodge 
in  the  district  may  acquire  enough  knowledge  of  the  ritual  and  work 
to  enable  them  to  confer  the  several  degrees  in  a  creditable  manner. 

From  inquiry  I  find  that  the  loss  of  interest  in  members  throughout 
the  district  is  caused  b}^  the  farcical  work  which  is  done  in  their  several 
lodges,  and  palmed  off  on  the  newly  initiated  as  the  standard  work  of 
Freemasonry.  If,  after  the  Grand  Lodge  has  provided  a  way  and  means 
for  attaining  this  instruction  and  the  brethren  of  the  different  lodges 
do  not  see  fit  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered,  and  learn 
the  work,  I  would  recommend  that  their  charters  be  suspended  until 
such  time  as  they  could  confer  the  several  degrees  in  a  creditable  man- 
ner. 

All  the  lodges  which  I  have  visited  I  was  received  in  a  very  cordial 
manner   by   the   Worshipful    blaster    and    other   officers    of   the    lodges.

Dear  Brother  Darrah  : — I  have  visited  each  lodge  in  my  district  and 
a  statistical  report  was  mailed  to  your  office. 

We  have  in  each  town  a  fine  body  of  men  on  our  membership  rolls 
and  while  they  all  take  pride,  in  wearing  the  emblem  of  Masonry,  quite 
a  number  fail  to  share  in  the  lodge  work,  as  a  rule  they  are  a  credit  to 
their  lodge  in  everything  except  attendance. 

Secretaries  should  receive  better  pay  for  their  work  in  the  small 
lodges ;  this  can  be  easily  arranged  for  by  making  a  needed  change  in 
the  minimum  fee  to  $35  and  would  remedy  a  serious  weakness  by  in- 
teresting capable  men  to  take  up  this  important  and  very  necessary  part 
in  the  life  of  a  lodge. 

Ancient   Craft   Masonry   is    too    cheap   and   suffers    accordingly. 

Apparently,  to  be  successful  in  Masonry  today  all  that  we  require 
of  a  man  is  to  be  letter  perfect  in  his  work,  he  need  not  measure  up  to 
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the  standard  in  other  things  if  he  can  master  the  ritual ;  if  we  cannot 
deny  this,  need  it  surprise  us  to  find  men  willing  to  become  letter  per- 
fect b}'  questionable  means?     This  accounts  for  the  use  of  cj^pher  rituals. 

Unless  the  Grand  Lodge  can  prevent  the  brethren  from  spending 
hundreds  of  dollars  for  these  books,  would  it  not  be  better  to  provide  an 
official  book  of  the  work  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  charity? 

Masters  and  Past  ^Masters  of  the  lodges  in  the  district  should  have 
an  organization  and  meet  at  some  central  point  at  least  once  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  ideas;  this  would  bring  about  closer  re- 
lations among  the  different  lodges  especial!}^  in  the  country  where  distance 
isolates. 

The  public  school  building  of  ]\Iagnolia.  111.,  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
Masonry  stepped  in  to  the  breach  I  ^Magnolia  Lodge  No.  103  placed  their 
two  stor\^  building  at  the  disposal  of  the  school  board,  without  charge, 
youT  Deputy  was  received  among  desks  and  other  school  paraphernalia ; 
it  was  inspiring  to  find  ]\Iasonr\-  something  more  than  mere  ritual. 

Lacon  Lodge  Xo.  61  added  one  more  beautiful  temple  to  the  long 
list  in  this  state,  and  the  brethren  of  Lacon  appreciate  the  fact  that  you 
honored  them  by  la3ang  the  corner-stone  and  when  the  building  was  com- 
pleted. 5^ou  again  favored  them  by  dedicating  the  same;  it  is  one  of  the 
finest  lodge  halls  outside  of  Chicago.

Cecilia  boys.     We  wish  we  could   change  his  title   past  to  present ! 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  you  for  many 
favors  and  I  hope  that  through  life  you  may  receive  the  same  kindly 
treatment  you  extend  to  others.

My  first  official  duty,  acting  as  your  proxy,  was  to  constitute  Joy 
Lodge  No.  946.  Report  of  same  was  made  to  you  at  that  time.  I 
have  visited  this  lodge  several  times  since  and  can  assure  you  that  no 
mistake  was  made  in  granting  to  these  brethren  a  charter,  as  they  are 
today  one  of  the  best  working  lodges  in  the  district. 

I  have  visited  officially  every  lodge  in  my  district,  the  reports  of 
each  were  mailed  to  you.  In  each  instance  I  was  most  cordially  received 
and  what  instruction  or  suggestions  I  have  given,  apparently,  have  been 
thankfully  received. 

I  have  conducted  several  funerals  and  participated  in  a  number  of 
Masonic  events  in  the  district  during  the  year.  We  held  a  District 
School  at  Aledo  on  February  13.  14  and  15.     This  school  was  in  charge 
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of  R.W.  Bro.  C.  L,  Gregory,  member  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Examiners, 
and  from  the  point  of  attendance  and  interest  manifested,  was  one  of 
the  best  schools  we  have  ever  held. 

I  held  a  three  days'  school  at  Stronghurst,  during  the  week  of 
February  20,  21  and  22,  and  I  feel  that  my  efforts  were  appreciated  and 
were  helpful,  as  we  had  a  large  attendance  all  the  time  and  the  brethren 
were   always   ready   and  took  a  great  interest   in  the  work. 

As  regards  suggestions  for  the  general  good  of  the  fraternity,  there 
are  a  great  many  things  that  might  be  said  and  a  great  many  of  them 
have  already  been  suggested ;  the  one  thing  that  I  find  in  most  lodges 
is  the  matter  of  interest  and  attendance  at  the  meetings.  Wherever  I 
have  found  a  lodge  that  their  officers  and  workers  are  proficient  in  the 
work  and  where  they  encourage  the  membership  in  general  to  assist 
in  the  work,  they  have  no  trouble  in  having  good  attendance  at  all  meet- 
ings ;  but  where  the  work  is  done  by  the  same  members  and  no  effort 
is  made  to  interest  newly  made  members  and  others  to  become  workers, 
I  find  that  these  lodges  complain  in  not  being  able  to  keep  their  member- 
ship active.  Some  lodges  devote  entirely  too  much  attention  to  work 
and  run  their  lodge  on  a  strictly  business  basis  where  their  only  aim  is 
to  collect  the  fee  from  the  candidate  and  do  nothing  socially  for  their 
membership.  These  lodges  sometimes  overlook  the  qualifications  of  the 
petitioner   as  the  money   consideration   is   of  more   importance  to   them. 

In  country  lodges,  such  as  are  in  my  district,  whenever  they  have 
more  than  one  candidate  in  an  evening,  it  takes  so  much  time  for  work 
that  the  social  features  are  entirely  overlooked  and  the  membership  soon 
become  tired  and  the  attendance  falls  off.  There  are  some  lodges  that 
do  not  use  their  best  judgment  in  selecting  their  officers  and  some  that 
should  they  follow  out  the  teachings  of  Masonry  and  Masonic  law,  they 
would  be  holding  Masonic  trials  quite  often  during  the  year.  Instead 
of  informing  a  brother  of  his  faults  and  trying  to  assist  him,  they 
allow  him  to  commit  a  great  many  offenses  and  go  unpunished.  This 
causes  the  class  of  timber  we  want  in  our  lodges  to  shun  us  and  the 
membership  in  general  to  become  careless. 

We  have  a  few  weak  lodges  in  this  district  and  it  has  been  my 
policy  to  insist  on  the  stronger  neighboring  lodges  to  assist  and  en- 
courage them  in  their  work,  instead  of  trying  to  outdo  them  and  make 
light  of  their  work.  I  think  that  a  great  good  can  be  done  along  this 
line. 

Practically  all  the  lodges  in  the  district  have  been  active  the  past 
year  and  I  want  to  congratulate  you  on  your  plan  of  having  each  lodge 
visited,  their  records,  paraphernalia  and  place  of  meeting  inspected. 
There   has   been   a    great   good   done  by   this    system    and   I    am   satisfied 
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that  whoever  is  District  Deputy  of  this  district  next  year  will  not  have 
the  trouble  I  have  had  in  getting  lodges  to  set  dates  for  these  visits ; 
but  on  the  other  hand,  will  be  ready  to  receive  him  with  the  glad  hand 
as  they  will  realize  that  these  visits  are  being  made  for  their  own  good 
and  not  for  any  pleasure  that  the  Deputy  is  seeking  for.

I  have  found  in  several  of  the  lodges  the  combination  receiving  in- 
strument for  the  Senior  Deacon,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all 
such  has  been  destroyed  and  replaced  by  the  standard   instrument. 
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During  the  year  I  have  answered  one  official  call,  report  of  same 
having  been  made  to  you  at  that  time. 

I  have  been  in  close  touch  with  all  of  the  Masters  in  the  district, 
and  have  on  various  occasions  been  consulted  by  them  on  questions  of 
law,  and  am  pleased  to  report  that,  as  a  whole,  the  lodges  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  District  are  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition.

Dear  Sir  and  Bro. : — According  to  custom,  I  take  pleasure  in  re- 
porting to  you  on  the  Twenty-ninth  District  for  the  year  1912.  I  am 
sending  herewith  a  summary  report  or  digest  of  my  thirteen  official  re- 
ports on  the  thirteen  lodges  of  this  district.  I  presume  this  summary 
report  is  too  long  for  publication  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings.  The 
Twenty-ninth  District,  as  usual,  is  experiencing  a  healthy  growth.  We 
probably  have  more  Grand  Lecturers  (14)  than  other  districts  in  the 
state.  Our  District  School  was  an  unqualified  success  from  every  stand- 
point, and  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  among  the  brethren  that  the 
District  School  should  by  all  means  become  an  annual  affair.  The 
lodges  in  this  district  have  improved  at  least  25  per  cent,  on  the  average, 
during  the  past  year,  in  the  matter  of  equipment  and  efficiency,  as  a 
direct  result  of  the  M.W.G.M.'s  "Campaign  of  Masonic  Education  and 
Lodge  Improvement."  A  District  Deputy  can  do  much  more  effective 
work  if  he  is  properly  authorized,  by  instruction  in  detail,  from  the 
M.W.G.M.  Every  lodge  in  my  district  has  shown  a  keen  desire  and 
willingness  to  comply  with  every  suggestion  or  recommendation  of  the 
D.D.G.M.,    as    authorized    by    the    Grand    Master.      When    we    find    that 
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some  lodges  have  been  without  some  of  the  most  elementary  and  most 
essential  articles  of  lodge  equipment,  and  have  only  just  now  provided 
themselves  with  those  articles,  we  can  readily  see  the  necessity  for  fre- 
quent official  visitation,  and  we  can  easily  recognize  the  immediate  salu- 
tary effect  of  the  "Campaign," 

My  principal  recommendation  is  that  some  provision  should  be  made 
for  more  frequent  visitation  and  inspection  of  lodges  by  the  D.D.G.M., 
under  full  authority  from  the  M.W.G.M.

Remarks  and  Recommendations. 

All  lodges  should  be  visited  oftener  by  D.D.G.M.  who  should  be 
ready  and  competent,  with  words  of  encouragement,  advice  and  instruc- 
tion at  all  times. 

D.D.G.M.  should  be  paid  for  his  services  and  expenses.  Most  lodges 
are  able  and  willing  to  do  this. 

Iimumerable  and  substantial  improvem.ents  in  lodge  equipment  have 
been  accomplished  in  this  district  during  the  past  year,  and  lodges  have 
made  every  reasonable  eflfort  to  comply  with  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  D.D.G.M. 

The  equipment  and  efficiency  of  the  eleven  smaller  lodges  of  this 
district  have  been  improved  at  least  25  per  cent,  on  the  average,  during 
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the  past  year,  as  a  direct  result  of  the  M.W.G.M.'s  aggressive  Campaign 
of  "Masonic  Instruction   and   Lodge   Improvement." 

One  lodge  in  this  district  had  never  had  a  candidate's  garment  or 
preparation  suit  of  any  kind.  Another  had  never  had  any  Columns  for 
the  West  and  South.  Another  had  never  had  a  setting  maul  of  any 
kind.  Another  had  no  dais  or  steps.  Another  had  held  over  one-hun- 
dred meetings  of  which  there  v^ere  no  minutes  recorded  v^hatever,  (this 
occurred  about  six  years  ago). 

Most  lodges  are  greatly  in  need  of  instruction  in  Masonic  work 
and  procedure.  While  they  all  have  the  true  Masonic  spirit  and  broth- 
erly feeling,  yet  their  work  is  uninteresting,  crude,  imperfect  and  with- 
out inspiration. 

It  is  as  true  as  day  follows  the  night  that  if  a  lodge  has  good 
equipment,  and  does  good  work,  it  will  grow  and  prosper,  and  be  a 
greater  and  better  instrument  for  good  in  the  community  in  which  it  is 
located. 

My  principal  recommendation  is  that  provision  should  be  made  for 
more  frequent  visitation  and  inspection  of  lodges  by  the  D.D.G.M.,  un- 
der full  authority   from  the  M.W.G.M.

Dear  Brother: — As  it  has  been  but  two  months  since  the  mantle  of 
District  Deputy  passed  from  the  shoulders  of  R.W.  Bro.  Truman  P. 
Carter  onto  the  less  capable  shoulders  of  the  undersigned,  I  have  but 
little  to  report. 

I  have  (in  this  short  space  of  time)  been  called  upon  but  once 
officially,  that  was  at  the  occasional  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which 
assembled  at  Virginia,  111.,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone 
of  the  new  high  school  building,  and  over  which  you  presided  in  a  very 
creditable  manner.  The  occasion  offered  many  of  the  brethren  in  the 
Thirty-first  Masonic  District  to  meet  their  Grand  Master,  and  many  of 
them  embraced  the  opportunity. 

I  have  visited  a  few  of  the  lodges,  and  will  try  and  reach  a  few 
more  before  the  Grand  Lodge  years  closes.  I  find  no  discord,  and  but 
little  to   disturb  the   harmony   of  the   craft   in   this    district. 

I  look  forward  to  a  prosperous  year  for  Masonry  in  this  part  of 
the  state,  and  earnestly  hope  to  see  at  least  two  District  Schools  of  In- 
struction held  in  this  district  during  the  coming  winter;  thus  affording 
every  Mason  in  the  district  an  opportunity  to  attend  one  or  more  of 
these  very  important  gatherings  of  the  craft.  I  feel  that  the  workers  in 
the  lodges  need  the  ritualistic  instruction,  and  the  members  need  an 
occasional  opportunity  to  meet  and  become  acquainted  with  their  brethren. 

I  feel  keenly  the  responsibility  attending  the  duties  of  District 
Deputy,  and  assure  you  of  my  high  appreciation  of  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me.

Dear  Brother : — The  3'ear  now  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  one  of 
activity  and  pleasure  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Thirty-second 
District.  I  feel  that  I  now  have  a  clearer  conception  and  more  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  the  conditions  that  prevail  among  the  lodges  of  the 
district  than  ever  before.  The  report  blank  sent  out  by  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  have  served  a  good  purpose.  First  impressions  were  that 
they  simply  added  a  vast  amount  of  needless  extra  work  upon  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy,  but  the  more  I  reflected  on  the  subject  the  more  I  become 
convinced  of  the  advisability  and  wisdom  of  the  course  adopted.  The 
present  Grand  Master,  no  doubt,  now  has  a  more  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  of  the  constituent  lodges  than  any  previous  Grand 
Master,  under  the  old  system,   could  have  Jiad. 

Referring  to  the  lodges  of  the  Thirty-second  District,  they  are  in 
their  usual  favorable  condition.  Some  of  them — notably  Pittsfield,  Rock- 
port  and  Kinderhook — are  probably  showing  more  signs  of  activity  than 
the  others  and  have  added  quite  a  number  of  new  members,  but  nearly 
all  of  them  are  moving  along  in  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  with  a 
slow  but  steady  increase  in  membership.  While  it  has  been  a  quiet 
year  with  the  lodges  generally,  they  are  in  good  condition  as  a  rule  and 
"brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth"  is  in  evidence  everywhere.  Very  few 
complaints  have  come  to  me  during  the  year  and  in  most  cases  the  mat- 
ters have  been  smoothed  with  little  effort.  One  of  our  bodies — Rock- 
port — is  arranging  for  a  new  hall,  which  they  hope  to  erect  in  the  early 
future. 

Acting  on  your  suggestion,  I  arranged  for  a  three  days'  School  of 
Instruction  last  winter.  It  was  held  at  Pittsfield,  February  29,  and 
March  i  and  2,  under  direction  of  Bro.  C.  P.  Ross  of  Jacksonville,  and 
was  a  pronounced  success.  Bro.  Emmett  Howard,  of  Quincy,  was  also 
present  part  of  the  time  and  aided  in  the  instruction.  Nearly  all  of 
the  lodges  of  the  district  and  several  outside  lodges  were  represented 
at  the  school.     There  is   no   question  but   much  good  was  accomplished. 

A  local  school  was  also  held  in  February  last  by  Kendrick  Lodge 
No.  430,  at  Timewell,  111.,  and  it  is  reported  to  have  been  a  very  suc- 
cessful one. 

In  response  to  your  request  to  District  Deputies  to  "suggest  such 
measures  as  to  us  may  appear  conducive  to  the  general  good  of  the 
fraternity,"  I  am  led  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  a  far-reaching  subject, 
especially  from  the   standpoint  of  country  lodges.     As   country  life   dif- 
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fers  from  city  life,  so  do  the  conditions  of  country  lodges  differ  from 
city  lodges.  There  can  be  small  comparison  either  in  the  make  up  of 
these  lodges  or  the  environments  which  surround  them.  With  the  city 
lodge  the  membership  is  larger  and  more  compact;  the  lodges  easy  of 
access;  there  are  larger  and  better  financial  resources  to  draw  upon,  and 
social  features  are  more  readily  accomplished.  Exactly  the  opposite  pre- 
vails with  the  country  lodges.  As  a  rule  they  have  neither  large  mem- 
bership nor  financial  strength,  but  are  sustained  almost  solely  by  the 
zeal  and  devotion  of  the  membership.  It  has  for  years  been  a  source 
of  concern  as  to  what  means  could  be  adopted  to  increase  the  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  country  lodges,  and  the  question  is  yet  unsolved. 
Personally,  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  efficacy  of  the  social  side  of  lodge 
affairs,  and  I  note  with  pleasure  that  wnth  several  lodges  of  my  district 
social  features,  such  as  entertainments,  socials,  suppers,  etc.,  have  be- 
come annual  events  and  are  eagerly  looked  forward  to  by  the  members 
and  their  ladies  as  the  years  come  and  go.  It  is  an  example  other 
lodges  could  with  profit  emulate. 

I  also  believe  in  short  terms  for  Worshipful  Masters,  say  two  or 
not  to  exceed  three  years.  In  nearly  every  lodge  there  are  several  mem- 
bers who  would  be  pleased  to  be  honored  with  the  office  and  would  take 
an  interest  in  promoting  the  cause,  but  who  are  denied  the  honor  in 
order  to  perpetuate  the  old  Masters.  It  is  no  wonder  that  these  breth- 
ren, thus  ignored,  lose  interest  in  lodge  affairs.  There  are  various  mat- 
ters that  creep  into  lodges  and  create  discord,  but  in  my  experience 
nothing  creates  so  much  trouble  as  that  which  arises  over  rejected  can- 
didates, and  until  the  brethren  disabuse  their  minds  of  the  personal 
side  of  this  question  and  cast  their  ballots  with  a  thought  single  to  the 
good  of  Masonry,  so  long  we  may  expect  this  troublesome  feature  to 
remiain  with  us. 

I  regret  very  much  that  I  am  not  able  to  enlighten  you  to  much  ex- 
tent on  the  subject.  It  is  certainly  food  for  thought  and  should  receive 
more  consideration  than  Masons  generally  are  wont  to  give  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  congratulate  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  on 
the  success  of  his  first  year's  administration  and  on  the  many  bene- 
ficial reforms  he  has  inaugurated.     May  he  continue  the  good  work.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  have  but 
little  to  record  out  of  the  ordinary.  All  lodges  have  been  visited  at 
least  once,  while  some  have  been  visited  several  tim,es,  according  to 
need  and  convenience. 

In  the  main,  the  lodges  are  doing  excellent  work  with  a  keen  in- 
terest in  it,  which  was  shown  at  our  District  School  in  March,  when 
fifteen  out  of  the  sixteen  lodges  were  represented.  There  seems  to  be 
but  little  discord  with  the  average  attendance.  In  this  connection,  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  as  to  the  utility  of  the  official  reports  on  each 
lodge  visited.  Their  value  does  not  stop  at  the  information  given  those 
who  should  possess  such  information,  but  goes  far  beyond  this  in  lead- 
ing those  in  authority  in  the  various  lodges,  to  reflect  seriously  as  to 
means  of  betterment.  In  the  average  attendance,  for  instance,  run- 
ning as  it  does  here  from  10  to  20  per  cent  of  membership  in  city  lodges, 
and  from  20  to  30  per  cent  in  the  country  lodges,  brings  one  back  to 
the  old  question  of  what  we  are  doing  besides  grinding  out  Master 
Masons.  Even  the  District  Deputy  can  be  aided  by  them,  as  however 
painstaking  he  may  have  been  previously  in  acquiring  needed  informa- 
tion, it  brings  home  to  him  more  clearly  than  ever  before,  the  vast  field 
for  improvement.  So  strongly  have  I  felt  this,  that  a  few  weeks  ago 
I  called  a  meeting  of  the  officers  of  the  lodges  of  this  district  for  the 
9th  inst.,  not  only  to  broaden  the  view  of  all  as  to  their  duty  to  the 
whole,  but  also  to  give  and  accept  suggestions  as  to  future  benefit. 

Owing  to  bad  roads,  the  lodges  in  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the 
county  were  unable  to  send  delegations,  but  despite  this,  eleven  out  of 
the  sixteen  lodges  were  represented,  with  a  total  attendance  of  42 — 
some  lodges  sending  almost  the  entire  line  of  officers.  It  was  a  day 
meeting,  entirely  devoid  of  "work,"  but  the  interest  was  so  keen,  that 
every  one  was  reluctant  to  leave,  and  many  matters  were  covered  and 
ideas  given,  and  while  the  actual  benefits  can  only  be  determined  later, 
yet  it  left  us  convinced  that  meetings  of  this  character,  would  bring 
many  benefits,  and  that  this  one  should  only  be  the  first  of  others. 

Your  administration  has  been  so  broad,  that  I  know  it  is  no  idle 
thought  that  prompts  you  to  call  particular  attention  to  your  desire  to 
have  suggestions  relating  to  the  general  good.  If  I  was  to  advocate 
anything,  it  would  be  something  along  these  lines— i.  e.,  something  that 
would  eventually  at  least,  bring  us  a  little  nearer  to  the  spirit  of  Free- 
masonry. I  am  an  advocate  of  our  School  of  Instruction — always,  of 
our  Official  School  and  lately  of  our  District  Schools,  which  have  been 
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and  are  producing  a  great  deal  of  benefit.  They  have  reached  a  high 
state  of  perfection,  unsurpassed  by  no  jurisdiction  as  far  as  I  am  able 
to  learn.  We  glory  in  this,  and  rightly  too,  but  are  we  not  carrying  it 
so  far,  that  when  the  pendulum  does  swing  the  other  way,  it  will  be 
carried  further  than  we  wish  it  to  go.  The  new  work  by  the  Board  of 
Grand  Examiners,  as  started  by  you,  is  right  in  line  with  these  views, 
but  it  hardly  touches  the  outer  surface,  and  it  seems  to  me  as  if  more 
time  could  be  found  for  equally  as  important  matters.  From  my  own 
experience,  I  know  that  officers  of  lodges  are  hungry  for  information 
beyond  that  of  the  ritual,  and  that  in  a  District  School,  intense  interest 
can  be  created  and  maintained  for  some  time  over  a  discussion  of  the 
physical  qualifications  of  a  candidate  alone,  as  viewed  not  only  from 
ritual  and  ancient  charges,  but  other  points  as  well.  The  moral  quali- 
fications of  a  candidate  can  be  made  equally  as  interesting.  Real  tangi- 
ble matters  of  Masonic  law  and  usage  will  not  sufifer  through  discus- 
sion. While  it  is  possible  that  I  would  not  advocate  going  into  what 
might  be  considered  obtruse  questions,  like  those  of  recognition,  etc., 
yet  even  these  can  be  rendered  simple  by  a  student  and  thinker,  with  a 
little  preparation.  Why  cannot  some  of  these  matters  be  taken  up  in 
our  official  schools,  or  at  least  decidedly  encouraged  in  our  District 
Schools?  From  the  very  nature  of  some  of  these  matters,  care  would 
have  to  be  taken  not  to  make  some  of  them  official,  preserving  particu- 
larly the  rights  of  the  lodges,  but  this  could  easily  be  accomplished,  as 
the  matter  of  suggestion  would  do  great  good,  while  in  any  cases  where 
it  developed  that  orders  were  necessary,  they  could  be  given  where  the 
rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  affected.  It  seems  to  be  as  though  one 
hour  each  day  of  our  schools,  or  if  desired  to  be  covered  at  one  ses- 
sion, a  full  half  day  of  each  school,  could  be  used  to  such  an  advantage, 
as  to  lead  all  to  look  with  a  broader  view  toward  the  craft  at  large. 
Pride  of  lodge  is  desirable — pride  of  an  individual  brother  and  correct 
work  is  all  right,  but  when  carried  to  extremes,  they  are  all  narrowing 
and  it  is  getting  to  be  a  far  reach  from  our  ritual  to  those  courtesies 
which  makes  Masonry  what  it  should  be. 

In  starting  instruction  of  this  character,  we  can  not  only  guard  our 
portals  better,  but  as  it  will  lead  the  officers  to  think  for  themselves, 
their  view  of  the  whole  fraternity  will  be  broadened  and  their  spirit  of 
toleration  and  charity  will  be  greater  for  those  who  are  of  us,  and 
eventually  they  will  think  more  and  more  of  those  little  courtesies,  like 
visitations  of  the  sick,  interest  in  the  welfare  of  each,  etc.,  which  gets 
down  to  the  essence  of  Freemasonry — costing  nothing,  but  meaning 
much.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — In  submitting  my  report  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth  District  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  so  far  as  I  can  learn  no  dis- 
sension has  arisen  in  the  lodges  of  the  district  during  the  year  except 
the  one  instance  about  which  I  wrote  you  last  fall,  and  that  matters  has 
adjusted  itself. 

My  official  action  for  the  year  has  been  limited  to  visiting  each  of 
the  lodges   and  making  report  thereon   to  you. 

Outside  of  my  own  lodge  I  have  visited  one  of  the  lodges  four 
times   and  three  others  twice. 

The  work  has  been  pleasant  and  profitable  to  me,  and  I  trust  may 
have  resulted  in  some  good  to  the  lodges. 

Nearly  all  of  the  lodges  do  the  work  in  a  fairly  creditable  manner, 
and  about  half  of  them,  while  by  no  means  perfect,  do  it  in  substanti- 
ally correct  form. 

In  my  judgment  it  would  be  conducive  to  the  general  good  of  the 
fraternity,  in  this  section  of  the  state  at  least,  if  the  brethren  would 
study  the  Blue  Book  and  familiarize  themselves  with  the  laws  of  the 
institution.  I  find  that  much  discussion  and  some  little  hard  feeling 
could  be  avoided  if  the  laws  were  thoroughly  understood  and  enforced; 
but  the  one  thing,  I  believe,  that  would  promote  keener  interest  and  in- 
crease attendance  at  lodge  meetings  is  punctuality,  especially  on  the 
part  of  lodge  officers. 

I  have  in  mind  one  lodge  I  visited,  after  giving  a  week's  notice  of 
the  intended  visit,  where  it  was  almost  ten  o'clock  before  the  Master 
appeared  and  opened  his  lodge.  This  is  an  extreme  case  but  there  is 
m.ore  or  less  tardiness  in  all  of  the  lodges  and  the  brethren,  especially 
the  older  ones,  give  as  an  excuse  for  non-attendance,  that  the  lodge  is 
not  opened  on  time  and  they  cannot  get  home  as  early  as  they  would  like. 

I  believe  this   situation   should  be  corrected. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  honor 
you  have  conferred  upon  me,  and  express  the  hope  that  I  have,  in  some 
small  degree,  carried  out  your  wishes.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Deput}-  for 
the  Thirty-fifth  District. 

On  February  26,  I  sent  a  letter  to  each  lodge  in  the  district  calling 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge  regarding  parapher- 
nalia and  records,  and  in  nearlj'-  every  case  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  procure  such   articles  as  they  did   not  have. 

I  believe  that  every  lodge  needed  something.  The  principal  reason 
for  not  having  a  complete  outfit  was  from  not  knowing  just  what  was 
official.  Some  of  the  Secretaries  were  not  keeping  the  minutes  exactly 
correct  but  in  every  instance  the  proper  corrections  were  made  as  soon 
as  understood. 

On  ]\Iarch  20  and  21  a  District  School  of  Instruction  was  held  in 
Carlinville. 

Representatives  of  eight  lodges  in  the  district  were  present,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  a  severe  sleet  storm  began  the  first  morning,  inter- 
rupting train  service  almost  entireh*. 

A  report  of  this  school  was  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Examiners  at  the  time. 

Several  brethren  had  questions  for  discussion  so  that  the  entire  time 
was  occupied  and  much  interest  manifested ;  no  time  being  used  on 
actual  candidates.  The  District  School  reaches  the  local  lodges  in  a 
way  that  nothing  else  can  do  and  if  continued  will,  undoubtedly,  be 
productive  of  much  good. 

In  my  opinion,  in  addition  to  teaching  the  ritual,  a  uniform  system 
of  instruction  on  law,  keeping  records,  conducting  business  and  the  re- 
lation of  Masons  towards  the  fraternity  and  each  other  would  increase 
interest  and  efficiency. 

An  examination  of  the  by-laws  showed  mistakes  in  every  copy. 
Most  of  these  were  corrected  by  amendment,  but  two  lodges  adopted 
entirely  new  by-laws. 

There  has  been  no  difference  of  any  consequence  among  the  mem- 
bers of  an}'  lodge. 

Only  one  lodge  has  any  outstanding  debt  and  this  was  contracted 
by  having  to  erect  a  proper  lodge  room,  they  now  owning  a  two  story 
building.  I  have  received  several  letters  concerning  methods  of  pro- 
cedure, but  these  were  all  easily  answered  by  a  reference  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  By-Laws.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  as 
District    Deputy    Grand    Master    for    the    Thirty-sixth    Masonic    District. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  every  lodge  in  the  district  once  and 
some  of  them  a  number  of  times,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  I 
find  a  fraternal  spirit  existing. 

Nearly  all  of  the  lodges  made  some  growth,  some  of  them  making  the 
greatest  gain  in  their  history ;  all  told  a  net  gain  of  fifty-three  in  the 
district. 

Schools  of  Instruction  were  held  three  days  in  Greenville,  two  in 
Donnellson  and  three  in  Hillsboro,  which  resulted  in  increased  interest 
and  proficiency  in  the  ritual  and  laws  of  the  fraternity.  To  me  my  visits 
to  the  different  lodges  are  very  unsatisfactory  in  this,  that  we  do  not 
have  nor  give  the  time  to  the  visit  which  we  ought.  We  go  by  invita- 
tion and  the  lodge  officers  think  they  must  do  us  honor  by  putting  on 
a  sublime  degree,  inviting  neighboring  lodges  and  for  a  final  course  give 
the  usual  banquet.  We  get  there  in  time  to  see  the  lodge  opened  and 
the  degree  conferred,  by  courtesy,  by  visiting  brethren  and  of  course, 
being  D.D.G.M.  are  urged  to  confer  the  first  section,  be  third  Tyrian 
because  some  one  has  requested  it  so  to  be,  and  upon  further  urgent 
request  give  the  historical  lecture  and  both  charges  and  then  go  ahead, 
brother,  and  close  the  lodge.  All  very  good — but !  how  much  in  all  this 
has  'the  D.D.G.M.  found  out  about  the  condition  and  work  of  this 
particular  lodge? 

Yet  we  go  on  and  "lie  like  a  gentleman"  and  report  to  the  Grand 
Master  that  we  have  visited  the  lodge  and  find  that  they  are  capable 
and  proficient  in  the  work  and  their  condition  such  as  to  need  no  rec- 
ommendations from  us. 

My  suggestion  remedying  this  would  be  that  the  D.D.,G.M.  should 
spen,d  a  day  in  the  town  where  the  lodge  is  situated  in  addition  to  his 
evening's  visit  with  the  lodge,  and  thus  have  time  to  carefully  inspect 
the  records  and  various  books  of  the  lodge  and  get  acquainted  with  such 
brethren  as  he  could  and  in  that  way  learn  of  the  real  existing  conditions. 

For  this  he  should  be  paid  a  reasonable  per  diem,  hotel  and  railroad 
expenses  for  one  visit  to  each  lodge  annually  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  If 
a  lodge  requires  further  visits  of  official  character  said  lodge  should  pay 
a  like  per  diem,  etc.  This  expense  should  not  be  paid  to  the  D.D.G.M. 
because  he  needs  the  money  but  on  the  principle  that  the  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire. 
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I  have  been  most  cordially  and  courteously  received  in  every  lodge, 
and  thank  the  brethren   for  their  cordiality. 

The  lodge  at  Coffeen  lost  their  books  and  records  by  fire,  but  saved 
their  charter,  jewels,  and  all  paraphernalia,  so  they  were  little  disturbed 
in  their  good  work. 

I  feel  that  ]\Iasonry  in  this  district  is  making  a  good,  substantial 
growth. 

I  congratulate  you  on  your  successful  administration,  thank  you  for 
honors  and  courtesies,  and  extend  sincere  wishes  for  your  future  official 
career.

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my  acts  and 
doings  as  District  Deputy   Grand  blaster  of  the  Thirty-seventh  District. 

I  have  visited  all  the  lodges  of  my  district  except  three.  Circum- 
stances over  which  I  have  had  no  control  have  prevented  me  from  vis- 
iting these  at  the  time  of  making  this  report,  but  I  shall  be  able  to 
reach  them  before-  the  coming  session  of  the   Grand  Lodge. 

"While  ^lasonry  in  this  district  has  made  no  rapid  growth  in  mem- 
bership you  will  find  that  there  has   been  a  substantial  gain. 

In  "Operative  ]\Iasonry"  the  Thirty-seventh  District  is  keeping 
abreast  of  the  times.

I  had  the  pleasure  of  holding  a  School  of  Instruction  for  Blueville 
Lodge  Xo.  647  last  [March.     This  lodge  has  a  splendid  set  of  young  offi- 
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cers  who  are  interested  in  Masonry  and  are  becoming  very  proficient  in 
the  ritualistic  work. 

I  have  observed  that  where  proficiency  is  found  in  a  lodge  that  it 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  I,  therefore,  believe  that  if  some  means 
could  be  adopted  by  which  Schools  of  Instruction  could  be  brought 
within  the  reach  of  our  weaker  lodges  a  greater  growth  and  prosperity 
would   be  witnessed   among   them.

I  find  the  several  lodges,  generally,  in  a  prosperous  and 
harmonious  condition;  an  instance  of  some  slight  friction  in  one  or  two 
lodges,  but  am  sure  it  does  not  amount  to  anything  serious.  I  have 
witnessed  work  in  most  of  the  lodges  and  find  the  brethren,  generally, 
doing  the  work  very  close  to  the  standard  as  made  by  the  Board  of 
Grand   Examiners. 

The  gain  the  past  year  has  not  been  as  heavy  as  some  in  the  past, 
but  I  find  the  standard   for  material  is  high  and  this  is  as  it  should  be. 
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In  visiting  the  lodges  I  have  managed  to  attend  on  regular  meetings, 
with  two  exceptions,  when  I  asked  them  to  call  special  meetings  for  me. 
I  consider  these  visitations  will  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  lodges  and 
otficers  and  if  continued,  will  bring  them  all  to  a  higher  plane  than  at 
present. 

I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  you  have  con- 
ferred upon  me,  and  congratulate  you  on  your  very  successful  admin- 
istration; assuring  you  that  I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  assist  you 
whenever  and  wherever  I  can  be  of  service,  and  with  kindest  personal

Dear  Brother  Darrah : — As  District  Deputy  for  the  Forty-ninth  Dis- 
trict, I  have,  in  conformity  to  your  orders,  visited  each  lodge  in  this 
district,  reporting  to  you  conditions  as  I  found  them  on  the  blanks  pro- 
vided  for  that  purpose. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  pursued  by 
you  to  ascertain  the  status  of  the  lodges,  especially  in  this  district;  the 
only  error  being  that  such  a  course  was  not  adopted  long  ago. 

It  seems  impossible  that  so  little  knowledge  of  Masonic  law  and  of 
the  standard  work  could  exist,  when  so  much  has  been  done  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  its  efforts  to  impart  this  knowledge  to  the  craft  in  general. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  feature  of  official  visitations  and  inspec- 
tions of  the  lodges  will  be  provided  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  make 
it  a  permanent  feature  of  each  District  Deputy's  work,  for  it  can  not 
result  in  any  but  lasting  benefit  to  the  craft  in  general.  I  also  trust  that 
at  the  same  time,  some  way  will  be  provided  by  which  the  Deputies  will, 
at  least,  be  reimbursed  for  their  necessary  expense  in  making  these 
visits. 

As  your  proxy,  I  instituted  Stone  Arch  Lodge,  U.D.,  at  Cypress, 
Illinois,  Monday,  February  26.  While  this  lodge  starts  off  with  barely 
enough  to  procure  a  dispensation,  the  true  essence  of  Masonry  is  em- 
bodied in  its  membership,  who  will  strive  for  quality  instead  of  quantity: 
and  I  predict  a  lodge  there,  which  will  be  an  uplift  to  the  community. 
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Thanking  you  for  the  courtesies  received  at  your  hands,  and  trust- 
ing that  it  may  please  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  to  keep  you 
in  health  and  happiness,   I  am.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother : — Herewith  please  find  annual  report  for  the 
Fiftieth  Masonic  District. 

Each  lodge  in  the  district  has  been  visited  by  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  a  complete  report  of  the  condition  of  each  lodge  has 
been  made  to  the  Grand  Master. 

The  conception  of  Masonry  among  the  brethren  in  most  of  the 
lodges  is  good,  but  there  is  room  for  growth  and  improvement,  as  it  is 
not  all  it  should  be. 

The  three  principal  enemies  of  Masonry  in  the  Fiftieth  District  are 
(i)  carlessness  and  indifference;  (2)  the  devouring  spirit  of  commercial- 
ism, which  absorbs  a  man's  time  like  a  sponge  does  water  and  stands 
as  a  hindrance  between  Masons  and  their  lodges  or  Masonic  duties ;  and 
(3)  petty  differences  or  quarrels  between  Masons  which,  when  inves- 
tigated, amount  to  naught,  the  grievance  usually  being  too  insignificant 
to  be  observed  by  a  Mason.  A  gross  infraction  of  Masonic  principles 
can  be  more   easily   remedied   than  the  three   above   named   obstacles. 

As  a  remedy  would  suggest  thorough  instruction  in  Masonic  prin- 
ciples, especially  upon  the  newly  made  Mason.  If  one  Mason  in  each 
lodge  felt  the  need  and  responsibility  of  such  instruction,  in  a  few  years 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  lodge  would  be  Masons  of  higher  ideals 
and  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  living  right  one  toward  another. 

The  Grand  Master  has  been  kept  in  full  knowledge  with  the  actions 
of  the  lodges  in  this  district,  and  a  substantial  improvement  has  been 
made  in  more  than  one  lodge,  under  the  influence  of  his  directing  hand.

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GERMAN  SPEAKING  LODGES.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  follow- 
ing report   as   D.D.G.M.   for   German   Speaking  Lodges. 

Of  the  nine  lodges  comprising  the  district,  every  one  has  been  of- 
ficially visited,  either  by  myself,  or  my  predecessor  in  office,  R.W.  Bro. 
F.  von  W.  Wysow.  All  of  the  lodges  were  found  to  be  in  exceptionally 
good  financial  standing  and  conservatively  and  carefully  managing  their 
private  and  Masonic  affairs. 

The  recently  re-translated  ritual  has  aroused  the  profoundest  in- 
terest. Its  study  and  the  standardizing  of  all  work,  are  being  earnestly 
and  incessantly  pursued  at  numerous  schools  of  instruction. 

These  schools,  which  were  held  conjointly  at  first,  also  the  absolute 
uniformity  of  the  work  and  the  appointment  of  a  supervisor  from  their 
own  ranks,  have  brought  about  a  rejuvenation  of  the  lodges  and  will 
do  much  toward  uniting  the  brethren  in  a  common  tie  of  friendship,  a 
condition  that  has,  heretofore,  been  more  or  less  superficial,  owing  to 
the  former  diversity  in  the  details  of  the  work,  and  because  of  the  de- 
plorable lack  of  interest  usually  shown  them  by  the  accredited  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  coming  year  promises  an  increase  of  these  activities,  as  the 
"new"  work  has  been  taken  up  principally  by  those  of  the  officers,  who 
are  reasonably  certain  of  being  elected  Masters.  This  means  that,  with 
the  next  election  of  officers,  the  old  work,  with  all  its  deviations,  will  be 
a  thing  of  the  past. 

In  adopting  this  new  order  of  things,  these  lodges  have  been  obliged 
to  go  to  a  considerable  expense  in  time  and  tnoney,  but  they  did  it  with- 
out flinching.  It  must  be  said,  that  they  are  going  through  a  very  trying 
period,  and  a  good  word  of  cheer,  from  the  many  thousands  of  their 
English  speaking  brethren,  would  go  far  in  speeding  them  on  their  way. 
They  will  show  their  appreciation  and  thankfulness  for  all,  that  has  so 
recently  been  done  for  them,  by  remaining,  as  of  old,  the  most  humble 
and  loyal  supporters  of  our  noble  and  glorious  institution. 

It  may  be  quite  appropriate,  to  add  a  few  facts  concerning  these 
German  Speaking  Lodges,  for  the  information  of  the  craft. 

No  doubt,  it  will  surprise  many  to  learn,  that  the  oldest  one  of 
them  was  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  with  the  special 
dispensation  to  use  the  German  language  at  its  meetings  and  in  con- 
ferring the  degrees,  so  far  back  as  1855 ;  that  three  of  the  lodges  have 
celebrated  their  fiftieth  anniversary,  with  a  fourth  not  far  off,  and,  that 
the  youngest  of  them  is   slightly  more   than   twenty-five  years   old. 
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In  the  work,  as  originally  practiced  by  the  founders,  were  retained 
many  beautiful  and  truly  impressive  details  of  foreign  origin.  Some  of 
these  peculiarities  were  reverently  retained  by  practically  all  lodges,  up 
to  a  very  recent  date,  because  the  several  translations  made  of  the  Illi- 
nois work,  in  the  course  of  more  recent  years,  met  with  disfavor,  owing 
to  their  apparent  inaptitude.  The  work  has  now,  however,  been  thoroughly 
revised,  and  nothing  but  the  true  standard  work  will  henceforth  be  seen 
in  our  German  Lodges. 

Their  growth  has  been  rather  slow,  because  of  the  painstaking  care 
exercised  by  them,  in  the  selection  of  their  material.  They  have  been 
noted  principally  for  their  marked  sociability  and  their  unbounded  hos- 
pitality, but,  very  little  has  come  to  be  generally  known  of  their  ex- 
tended charities,  the  helpful  hand,  that  was  ever  held  out  to  needy  breth- 
ren, widows,  orphans  and  the  poor,  deeds  that  were  duly  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  to  no  one  else.  The  German  Lodges  had  a  Board  of 
Relief,  which  aided  Masons  of  all  nationalities,  long  before  the  present 
General  Board  was  organized. 

After  thus  extoling  their  active,  Masonic  life,  it  pleases  me  greatly, 
to  be  able  to  say,  that  all  of  these  duties  were  performed  by  them  in  the 
most  unassuming  manner.  They  did  not  seek  notoriety,  or  even  popu- 
larity, neither  did  they  ever  strive  for  direct  representation  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  though  it  may  be  admitted,  that  the  thought  of  the  fairness  and 
the  possibility  of  its  attainment,  has  been  entertained  for  many  years. 
But  now,  where  they  have  so  kindly  been  given  this  representation,  with- 
out their  own  solicitation,  they  are  keenly  alive  to  the  great  honor,  that 
has  been  conferred  upon  them.  They  have  been  and  will  continue,  to  be 
worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
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MASONIC  CORRESPONDENCE 

NINETEEN  HUNDRED  TWELVE 


PROEM 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodger- 
Little  needs  be  said  regarding  masonry  as  a  whole.  There  is,  how- 
ever, universal  peace  and  great  growth  and  progress.  More  attention 
is  given  to  the  quality  of  men  admitted  into  membership  of  the  world's 
great  fraternity  and  less  thought  of  mere  largeness  of  numbers.  Yet, 
it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  the  magnitude  of  masonry.  So  many  bound 
together  for  the  common  purpose  of  service  to  each  other,  is  an  inspira- 
tion toward  the  elevation  of  manhood,  the  ennobling  of  womanhood  and 
the  exaltation  of  childhood. 

By  reference  to  a  table  of  statistics  at  the  close  of  this  report,  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  are  2,032,654  masons,  affiliated  with  lodges  under 
the  obedience  of  grand  lodges  with  which  Illinois  is  in  fraternal  cor- 
respondence. There  are  130,838  members  of  bodies,  claiming  to  be  ma- 
sonic, but  which  our  grand  lodge  does  not  recognize  as  legitimate.  In 
many  particulars  these  bodies  are  striving  for  masonic  standing.  They 
do  not  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  legitimate  masonry.  The 
number  of  those  that  are  off-color  is  so  small,  as  compared  with  the 
number  of  regular  masons,  that  they  are  scarcely  worth  wasting  time 
over.  The  chief  objection  to  the  recognition  of  the  grand  orients  and 
their  satellites  is  that  masonry  stands  squarely  on  belief  in  God  and 
the  Bible  as  its  great  light.     They  do  not 

It  will  be  seen  further  from  the  statistical  table  printed  elsewhere 
that  the  growth  during  191 1  was  but  little  less  than  100,000,  the  exact 
gain  being  97,324. 

Guarding   Against   Frauds, 

It  is  said  that  imitation  is  sincerest  flattery.  So  great  and  powerful 
and  useful  has  masonry  become,  that  certain  unscrupulous  persons,  being 
unable  to  pass  the  tiled  doors  of  legitimate  lodges,  have  undertaken  to 
counterfeit  the  genuine.  Clandestine  lodges  exist  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  A  spurious  brand  of  masonry  has  been  put  forth  and  many 
good  men  have  been  deceived,  thinking  that  they  were  becoming  mem- 
bers of  real  masonic  lodges.  These  clandestines  have  been  so  insistent 
that  grand  lodges  everywhere  are  turning  to  additional  safeguards  for 
their  own  protection  against  frauds.  Documentary  evidence,  in  addition 
to  "strict  trial  and  due  examination,"  is  now  demanded  by  from  one- 
half  to  two-thirds  of  the  grand  lodges  The  written  evidence  required 
is  not  only  a  receipt  for  dues,  showing  good  standing,  but  a  certificate  of 
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the  grand  secretary,  attesting  the  regularity  of  the  lodge,  is  also  required. 
The  list  of  regular  lodges,  prepared  and  authorized  by  this  grand  lodge 
and  placed  in  the  hands  of  officers  of  the  lodges  of  this  state,  is  regarded 
as  a  standard  of  authority  by  grand  lodges  all  over  the  American  conti- 
nent. In  many  of  them,  this  list  has  been  procured  and  adopted  for  the 
guidance  of  their  constituents.  Perhaps  nothing  has  ever  been  done  of 
more  practical  value  in  detecting  fraud  than  this  list  of  regular  lodges 
of  the  world.  A  visitor  seeks  admission.  He  presents  a  receipt  for  dues, 
showing  that  he  is  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge.  Only  one  question 
remains.  Is  his  lodge  legitimate  or  clandestine?  The  worshipful  master 
or  the  examining  committee  in  a  moment  can  turn  to  the  authorized 
list  of  regular  lodges  and  decide  the  question.  If  the  visitor's  lodge  is 
found  there  he  can  be  admitted  and  greeted  as  a  brother.  Should  his 
lodge  by  name  and  number  not  appear,  his  pretentions  are  at  once  shown 
and  he  is  denied  admission.  It  is  quite  essential,  therefore,  that  care 
should  be  taken  to  keep  this  list  up  to  date  and  that  lodges  learn  that 
therein  is  safety. 

In  this  report  there  will  be  found  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty- 
five  grand  lodges.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  remaining  five  were  not 
received.  The  absent  ones  are  Alberta,  British  Columbia,  Nebraska,  New 
South  Wales  and  Western  Australia.  To  the  writer  there  appears  ample 
time  in  which  to  publish  proceedings  and  transmit  them.  One  of  these 
delinquents  held  its  annual  meeting  in  December,  one  in  April  and  the 
others  in  June. 

The  work  of  reviewing  the  world's  doings  in  masonry  for  the  third 
time  has  been  a  most  pleasant  one,  although  the  labor  has  been  con- 
siderable. Considering  the  mission  of  service  to  humanity,  coming  in 
contact  with  the  work  of  the  vast  army  enrolled  under  the  fraternal 
banner,  there  could  be  nothing  but  benefit  and  blessing  to  the  reviewer. 
It  is  sincerely  hoped  the  brethren  of  Illinois  may  be  made  better  by  the 
labor  done. 

For  this  reason  the  writer  bespeaks  a  wide  reading  and  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  report  herewith  given.

535  Lodges.  91  st  Annual.  24,361  Members. 

The  proceedings  of  the  annual  session  of  191 1  show  a  substantial 
increase  both  in  number  of  lodges  and  in  membership.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  Montgomery,  December  5  and  6.  Proceedings  reached  this  re- 
viewer January  19,  1912,  on  the  precise  date  that  they  arrived  two  years 
ago.  Last  year  they  came  January  17,  two  days  earlier.  Such  clock- 
work regularity  by  the  grand  secretary  and  the  printer,  to  say  nothing 
of  Uncle  Sam's  mail  service,  is  somewhat  unusual. 

In  one  respect  Alabama  is  unique.  The  report  of  membership  shows, 
"Ministers  1,122."  Evidently  the  Masons  of  that  state  divide  humanity 
into  three  classes — men, 'women  and  ministers.  In  this  section  there  are 
but  two  classes, — men  and  women.  ^Ministers  are  men  and  as  masons 
not  dififerent  from  other  men. 

In  the  list  of  grand  lodge  representatives  is  found  the  name  of 
William  W.  Daffin  for  Illinois.  A  distinguished  visitor  was  welcomed. 
This  was  Bro.  Nathan  Kingsley,  who  is  the  general  grand  high  priest 
of  the  grand  chapter  R.A.M.  Our  Bro.  J.  E.  Dyas  graduated  from  this 
position  a  few  years  ago.  Though  he  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  he  was  not  officially  recognized.  Illinois  has 
been  very  wise  in  keeping  her  skirts  clear  of  all  the  other,  not  "higher," 
organizations  built  on  ancient  craft  masonry. 

The   Grand    Master's    Address 

Was  a  strong  presentation  of  the  work  and  functions  of  the  grand  lodge 
in  its  year's  work.  The  duties  of  masons  to  civic  betterment  are  put 
forth  with  much  force.     He  says  that — 

If  every  one  of  us  should  carry  into  the  world  of  politics,  economics 
and  citizenship  outside,  the  principles  and  usages  lie  recognizes   and   con- 
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forms  to  in  the  lodge,  masonry  could  do  more  than  all  other  combined 
influences  to  convert  our  country  into  an  ideal  republic,  where  justice, 
equity  and  fraternity  would  replace  ignorance,  vice,  poverty,  injustice, 
bitterness  and  strife. 

If  the  institution  has  no  higher  mission  than  to  increase  its  member- 
ship, initiate  its  candidates  and  simply  exist ;  if  it  can  secure  a  full  at- 
tendance of  its  members  only  by  a  banquet  or  a  frolic,  it  must  and  should 
fall  to  pieces  from  sheer  inanition. 

Wise  words,  these. 

Most  Accommodatinq. 

Grand  Master  Lee  granted  forty-four  dispensations  "to  ballot  out 
of  time  and  confer  degrees."  Why  have  time  restrictions  in  conferring 
degrees?  Such  frequent  setting  aside  of  the  law  strongly  suggests  that 
the  law  needs  amendment.  If  not,  it  would  be  well  to  teach  lodges  that 
they  must  let  candidates  abide  their  time.  They  will  know  the  work 
more  thoroughly  and  go  out  better  equipped  for  useful  service. 

The  death  of  two  prominent  Alabama  Masons  is  reported.  These 
are  P.G.M.  B.  Dudley  Williams  and  Grand  Treasurer  William  H. 
DiNGLEY.     Also  the  demise  of  our  own  John  C.  Smith  is  noted. 

Not  Many  Decisions. 

Only  eight  decisions  were  reported.  In  No.  5  the  grand  master  holds 
that  "A  profane  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liqours  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  blue  lodge  degrees."  Why  blue 
lodge?  Are  there  degrees  of  masonry  of  any  other  color?  The  grand 
lodge  approved  the  decision  on  report  of  committee  on  jurisprudence. 

Another  decision  held  that  suspension  must  be  either  indefinite  or 
for  a  fixed  time.  It  cannot  be  made  contingent  on  the  occurrence  of 
some  other  event. 

The  Masonic  Home 

Is  well  under  way.  The  corner-stone  of  the  main  building  was  laid 
during  the  grand  lodge  session  with  imposing  ceremonies.  The  commit- 
tee reports  that  the  home  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  1912. 
The  grand  lodge  had  authorized  the  issuance  of  $50,000  in  bonds.  This 
contemplated  building  on  a  large  scale  at  once.  The  grand  master  and 
committee  wisely  refrained  from  floating  the  bonds  and  proceeded  to 
construct  the  main  building  with  money  on  hand.  No  debt  will,  there- 
fore, be  on  the  home  when  it  is  ready  for  use.  Our  southern  brethren 
will  find  that  is  a  proper  course.  The  number  of  dependents  will  be  small 
at  first,  but  as  they  increase  the  accommodations  can  be  made  larger. 
Oftentimes  grand  lodges  are  too  anxious  to  build  greater  than  their 
means  for  purposes  of  show. 
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It  became  necessary  to  go  to  the  legislature  to  get  the  power  to  hold 
more  property.  The  law  restricted  to  ten  acres.  Very  promptly  the  law 
was  amended  much  in  the  same  way  that  the  special  statute  of  Illinois 
was  broadened.  The  site  consists  of  236  acres,  located  only  four  miles 
from  ]\Iontgomery. 

Eastern  Stars  Invited  in. 

The  grand  chapter  O.E.S.  has  been  migratory,  holding  its  annual 
meetings  at  various  places  in  the  state.  The  grand  master  said,  "that 
they  have  manifested  a  great  interest  in  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Or- 
phans' Home"  in  a  very  material  way.  Thereupon,  the  grand  lodge  ten- 
dered the  Eastern  Star  free  use  of  the  grand  lodge  hall  for  their  annual 
meetings. 

Clandestine  until   Recognized. 

The  committee  on  foreign  correspondence  recommended  that  rec- 
ognition of  Valle  de  IVlexico  be  postponed  one  year,  adding — 

Your  committee  does  not  fail  to  state  that,  since  official  fraternal 
relations  do  not  subsist  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  Valley  of  Mexico,  persons  hailing  from  a  lodge  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  last  named  grand  lodge,  are  not  eligible  to  affiliation 
with  any  lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

The  Report  on   Correspondence 

Comes  again  from  the  veteran  reviewer,  William  Y.  Titcomb.  It  looks 
rather  unusual  to  open  a  volume  at  the  report  on  correspondence  and  not 
find  "Alabama,"  but  here  Alberta  stands  at  the  head  of  the  class  for  an 
obvious  reason.  In  the  conclusion,  it  was  noted  that  Brother  Titcoaib 
was  seriously  ill  and  could  not  complete  his  review  of  grand  lodges.  At 
his  advanced  age  of  84,  indisposition  was  not  surprising.  Under  the 
head  of  Illinois  he  notes  that  our  late  Bro.  John  M.  Pearson  was  born 
in  the  same  town,  Newburyport,  with  Brother  Titcomb  and  was  four 
years  his  junior.  He  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  both  he  and  Brother 
Pearson  were  made  masons  in  the  year  1853,  the  former  in  Virginia  and 
the  latter  in  Illinois.  The  distinguished  Albert  Pike  was  also  a  product 
of  Newburyport.  Truly  Newburyport  bore  herself  nobly  in  producing 
such  a  trio  as  Pearson,  Titcomb  and  Pike. 

The  raising  of  over  $6,000  for  the  Cherry  mine  sufferers  is  noted  as 
"a  sample  of  Illinois  benevolence." 

Brother  Titcomb  says — 

In  the  address  he  (Grand  Master  Ashley)  embodied  the  masterly 
report  of  his  proxy  to  the  Baltimore  conference  of  grand  masters.  Past 
Grand  Master  Alexander  H.  Bell— through  whose  initiative  the  project 
of  a  National  Grand  Lodge  was  buried  so  deep,  at  Baltimore,  that  to  dig- 
it up  again  would  prove  a  powerless  expenditure  of  labor. 
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About  Our  Homes. 

Again  he  says   that — 

The  excellent  and  business-like  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  masonic 
homes — one  at  Sullivan,  the  other  at  Chicago  (temporarily),  makes  it 
plain  that  these  brethren  understand  the  trust  committed  to  them,  and 
that  they  have  the  will,  tact,  and  capacity  to  successfully  administer  the 
afifairs  placed  in  their  charge.  Under  their  wise  management  the  new 
Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange  rapidly  nears  completion. 
This  structure  was  to  receive  the  sixty  and  more  orphans  in  the  Chicago 
quarters,  in  a  very  short  time,  eagerly  looked  forward  to  by  these  chil- 
dren. 

Of  the  special  report  of  the  committee  on  correspondence  of  Illinois 
regarding  Valle  de  Mexico  the  Alabama  reviewer  says — "So  sensible  is 
the  report  that  we  extract  it  bodily."     Then  follows  the  complete  report. 

Brother  Titcomb  says  "we  admire  the  skeleton  report  on  appeals 
and  grievances."  Then  a  samiple  is  given  by  reproducing  the  case  of 
"Milton  Lodge  No.  275  vs.  ."  Many  grand  lodges  com- 
mend the  form  of  reports  presented  by  the  committee  over  which  Judge 
Crawford  has  so  long  and  ably  presided. 

Referring  to  the  oration,  the  reviewer  says  that  "in  depth  of  thought 
and  felicity  of  expression  R.W.  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith  stands  unexcelled." 
The  writer  is  grateful  to  Brother  Titcomb  for  complimentary  reference 
to  his  first-born  review  of  grand  lodges.

ARIZONA— 1912. 

20  Lodges.  30th  Annual.  2,014  Members. 

This  is  one  of  the  smallest  grand  lodges,  yet,  it  is  evident,  that  the 
exponents  of  our  great  fraternity  in  that  commonwealth,  big  in  area 
but  little  in  population,  are  as  faithful  to  the  principles  of  the  craft  as 
in  the  larger  jurisdictions.  A  gain  of  even  102  shows  progress.  The 
session  was  held  at  Prescott,  February  13-15,  1912. 

Deputy  grand  master,  Bro.  Thomas  S.  Bunch  passed  into  the  un- 
known soon  after  he  had  been  inducted  into  office. 

The  death  of  our  own  John  C.  Smith  is  duly  noted. 
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Only  one  decision  was  reported.  The  grand  master  in  that  held  that 
it  would  be  lawful  to  have  a  lodge  room  over  a  private  club  room  where 
intoxicating  liquors  are  sold. 

A  copy  of  the  Illinois  list  of  regular  lodges  was  furnished  to  each 
lodge  in  the  state. 

Grand  representatives  were  received  with  masonic  honors.  The 
record  shows  that  the  representative  of  "the  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece" 
responded  on  behalf  of  the  diplomatic  corps.  Someone  must  have  had 
his  wires  crossed  on  legitimate  masonry  when  Greece  got  into  the 
Arizona  family. 

Recognition  of  Porto  Rico  was  postponed  for  want  of  sufficient 
information. 

Planted  a  Tree 

By  request  of  the  civic  authorities  the  grand  lodge  planted  a  Live 
Oak  tree  to  celebrate  the  admission  of  Arizona  as  a  state  in  the  federal 
union.  A  full-page  half-tone  shows  the  company  as  they  performed  the 
tree-planting  ceremony.  The  big  grand  lodges  even  have  been  denied 
the  joys  of  such  an  occasion. 

Proceedings  of  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  past  grand  masters' 
association  are  printed  with  those  of  the  grand  lodge.  Fifteen  former 
grand  masters  were  present.  Among  these  one,  Joseph  B.  Creamer,  is 
reported  as  being  a  native  of  Illinois. 

No  report  on  correspondence  appears.  Evidently  there  is  none  pre- 
pared.

ARKANSAS— 1911. 

552  Lodges,  7oth  Annual.  21,741  Members. 

The  record  shows  that  of  the  members  given  above,  1,846  are  "hon- 
orary." Just  what  this  means  is  not  disclosed  in  the  proceedings.  The 
annual  session  was  held  at  Little  Rock,  November  21  and  22,  191 1.  A 
considerable  number  of  specials,  mostly  to  lay  corner-stones,  were  held. 
The  strong  face  of  the  new  grand  master,  Mark  P.  Olney,  graces  the 
opening  of  the  volume.  Twelve  past  grand  masters  were  present.  Illi- 
nois was  unrepresented. 
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The  grand  master's  address  was  a  practical  business  production,  little 
or  no  attempt  being  made  at  oratory  or  flowery  speech.  The  death  of 
P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  is  recorded. 

Much   Space  for  Decisions. 

The  grand  master  says  he  will  make  few  decisions,  yet  it  takes  six 
pages  to  contain  them.  Few  of  these  are  of  interest  outside  of  Arkan- 
sas. He  holds  that  a  dimit  without  a  seal  is  void.  A  seal  imports 
verity  and  is  only  a  matter  of  proof.  If  genuine,  the  dimit  is  the  evi- 
dence of  the  severance  of  membership,  whether  it  bears  the  lodge  seal 
or  not.  Other  lodges  might  be  slow  to  accept  it  without  the  seal,  but 
the  brother  bearing  such  a  document  is  non-affiliated. 

In  one  case  a  master  gave  his  proxy  to  a  member  of  his  lodge  so 
that  he  might  represent  the  lodge  in  the  distribution  of  mileage  and 
per  diem.  The  master  himself  attended  the  meetings  of  the  grand 
chapter  R.A.M.  in  session  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  city  and  prob- 
ably in  the  same  building.  The  grand  master  frowns  upon  this  in  these 
words :  "It  is  not  right  and  is  illegal  and  unlawful  and  unmasonic." 
Was  this  all  it  could  be?  The  grand  master  in  another  case  does  not 
hesitate  to  say — 

In  such  cases  I  hold  the  petitioner  is  guilty  of  dishonest  conduct, 
falsehood,  false  and  fraudulent  representations  and  has  practiced  a 
fraud  upon  the  lodge  and  he  should  be  charged  with  gross  immorality 
by  the  lodge  and  put  upon  trial  and  if  found  guilty,  severely  dealt  with. 

Should  our  good  brother  take  a  moment  off,  some  rainy  day,  to  prune 
his  language,  he  would  be  a  little  less  verbose  and  tautological,  whatever 
these  words  may  mean.  Yet,  from  the  decision,  it  may  be  inferred  that 
the  brother  had  done  some  wrong.  The  grand  master  holds  that  "it  is 
illegal  and  improper  to  frame  it  (the  charter)  and  leave  it  hanging  in 
the  lodge  room  and  it  should  not  be  done." 

A  City  in  Two  States. 

■  Texarkana  is  partly  in  Texas  and  partly  in  Arkansas.  Trouble  has 
arisen  frequently  over  the  jurisdiction  of  persons  residing  in  the  same 
city  but  in  different  states.  The  Texas  grand  lodge  undertook  to  waive 
jurisdiction  over  those  who  wanted  to  unite  with  the  lodge  in  Arkansas. 
A  resolution  so  providing  was  passed  but  it  was  discovered  that  a  grand 
lodge  cannot  waive  jurisdiction  over  anybody.  This  is  an  inherent  right 
of  the  constituent  lodge  where  the  applicant  resides.  Arkansas  agreed 
to  do  the  same  and  leave  men  in  Texarkana  free  to  unite  with  whichever 
lodge  they  preferred.  In  other  words,  it  was  agreed  to  establish  con- 
current jurisdiction,  as  is  done  in  cities  where  more  than  one  lodge 
exists. 
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After  full  consideration  it  was  held  that  only  the  lodge  had  the 
power  to  waive  jurisdiction.  Here  is  where  the  lodge  is  bigger  than  the 
grand  lodge  that  created  it. 

The  masons  of  Arkansas  are  proud  of  their  Masonic  Home.  There 
are  fifty-six  children  under  their  care.  This  only  provides  for  orphans 
and  there  is  sore  need  to  care  for  destitute  master  masons  and  their 
widows.  Steps  were  taken  looking  to  supplying  this  demand.  Truly, 
the  most  pathetic  object  is  the  aged  and  helpless  mason  in  the  hour  of 
his  extremity. 

Many  not  Insured. 

From  the  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Hempstead  it  was  shown  that 
only  140  lodges  have  their  halls  or  personal  property  insured.  This 
leaves  418  without  insurance.  It  appears  to  be  almost  criminal  negli- 
gence for  lodges  to  let  their  property  go  uninsured.  In  case  of  fire 
they  often  wane  to  appeal  to  other  lodges  for  help.  They  are  not  de- 
serving of  sympathy  in  their  loss.  The  cost  of  insurance  is  so  small  that 
no  lodge  can  afiford  to  allow  its  property  to  be  uninsured  for  even  one 
hour.     There  are  many  lodges  in  Illinois  that  need  to  heed  this  warning. 

Here  is  something  new.  Arkansas  has  a  masonic  temple  and  it  is 
paid  for.  Few  grand  lodges  are  free  from  debt  on  their  buildings. 
Often  the  real  purposes  of  masonry  are  greatly  retarded  by  large  and 
imposing  debts  on  a  showy  "temple."  Illinois  has  no  temple  and  no 
debt.  It  also  has  a  haven  of  refuge  for  the  aged  mason,  his  wife  or 
widow,  and  another  for  the  helpless  orphans  of  masons.  These  are  free 
of  debt.  Illinois,  also,  has  the  resources  with  which  to  build  a  home  for 
the  grand  lodge  when  wisdom  indicates  that  this  should  be  done.  Homes 
for  the  dependent  came  first.  Conveniences  for  the  grand  lodge  are  sec- 
ondary. 

The  Stars  were  Shining 

On  motion  the  grand  chapter  O.E.S.  was  invited  to  be  present  during 
the  recess  of  the  grand  lodge  when  the  oration  was  delivered  by  Bro.  Til- 
man  Parks,  the  grand  orator.  By  some  mishap  the  manuscript  of  the  ad- 
dress disappeared  and  was  never  found.  Hence  the  oration  could  not 
be  printed.  The  record  asserts  that  the  production  "was  a  most  finished 
and  eloquent  one."  The  grand  matron  "was  introduced  and  addressed 
the  audience  in  happy  phrase  in  recognition  of  the  courtesy  shown  the 
grand  chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  by  their  being  permitted  to  be 
present." 

An  amendment  proposed  provides  that  some  offices  usually  appointive 
will  become  elective.  These  are  grand  orator,  senior  and  jimior  grand 
deacons. 
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Application  of  San  Salvador  for  recognition  was  denied  because  of 
the  "disquietude  and  unrest"  prevalent  in  that  country  and  on  account 
of  failure  to  adhere  to  the  ancient  landmarks. 

Must  Hold  up  a  Grand  Orient. 

The  committee  on  correspondence  reported  that  new  discoveries  as 
to  the  regularity  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  had  been 
made.  One  year  ago  Arkansas  recognized  this  body.  Now  the  com- 
mittee suggests  that  this  action  be  suspended  because  "the  government 
in  that  country  is  unsettled,  disquietude  and  unrest  prevails  among  its 
citizenship  and  we  are  candidly  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  grand 
nor  subordinate  lodges  of  that  jurisdictign  adheres  to  the  ancient  land- 
marks of  masonry."  Great  care  is  necessary  in  dealing  with  the  "grand 
orients"  everywhere.  Most  of  them  are  unsound  and  illegitimate  as 
masonic  bodies. 

Recognition  was  transferred  from  Valle  de  Mexico  to  the  York  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  liquor  question  is  referred  to  in  language  as  follows : 
Again  we  beg  to  commend  the  different  grand  jurisdictions  upon  the 
American  continent  for  their  continued  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of 
temperance.  Nearly  every  grand  jurisdiction  has  passed  and  strength- 
ened the  edicts  for  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  all  of  the 
members  of  the  fraternity  by  making  it  more  difficult  for  one  who  is 
directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  fraternity  to  become  a  member 
thereof  and  thereby  enjoy  the  rights  and  benefits  of  masonry. 

So  far  as  we  are  now  able  to  say  there  is  only  one  grand  jurisdiction 
in  the  United  States  that  leaves  this  matter  entirely  within  the  hands  of 
subordinate  lodges. 

Can  it  be  that  Illinois  is  the  one  exception  to  which  reference  is 
made? 

Why  Not  Past  Secretary? 

The  committee  on  law  and  usage  emphatically  disapproved  of  a  res- 
olution "providing  that  a  master  mason  who  has  served  his  lodge  as 
secretary  for  five  years  may  be  made  a  past  master  by  majority  vote 
of  the  lodge  and  making  this  rule  apply  to  the  grand  lodge."  Such  a 
proposition  is  little  less  than  ludicrous.  If  a  secretary  should  serve  loo 
years  and  retire,  he  could  be  nothing  more  than  past  secretary.  To 
vote  him  a  past  master  would  be  to  give  him  a  false  registry.  Surely  no 
mason  would  want  to  sail  under  false  colors. 

Here  is  a  sound,  safe  and  sensible  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  whenever  a  member  of  a  lodge  has  upon  a  trial  by 
the  lodge  been  found  guilty  of  a  charge  and  specification,   for  which  he 
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has  been  tried,  and  the  lodge  fails  or  refuses  to  inflict  any  punishment 
on  him,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  worshipful  master  of  said  lodge  to 
inflict  such  punishment  as  he  may  deem  suitable  for  the  offense,  and  if 
the  lodge  and  master  refuse  to  do  so,  the  grand  master  shall  arrest  the 
charter  of  said  lodge. 

This  resolution  should  become  law.  Too  many  lodges  endeavor  to 
shield  from  punishment  members  who  have  been  convicted  of  serious 
masonic  offenses.  Personal  friendships  influence  too  many  votes  when 
the  fixing  of  punishment  is  before  the  lodge. 

Reports  of  Grand   Representatives. 

Bro.  R.  T.  Spencer,  who  represents  Arkansas  at  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Illinois,  presented  a  full  and  complete  report  of  the  doings  of  our 
grand  lodge  at  its  last  session.  A  complete  summary  of  business  ap- 
pears. 

Bro.  Albert  J.  Kruger  gave  a  similar  report  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium,  If  all  representatives  did  this  there  would  be  little  use  for 
the  reviewer  of  grand  lodge  proceedings. 

In  a  list  of  grand  lodges  recognized  by  Arkansas  are  found  eleven 
grand  bodies,  each  of  which  is  persona  non  grata  to  Illinois.  These  are 
Belgium,  Chili,  Costa  Rica,  Egypt,  Brazil,  Greece,  Peru,  Mexico,  Porto 
Rico,  Portugal  and  Sweden. 

The  Review  of  Grand  Lodges 

Is  mostly  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  Charles  T.  Black,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  correspondence.  Some  reviews  are  written  by  Bro.  S.  C. 
Parrish.  Brother  Black  needlessly  apologizes  for  his  work  because  of 
lack  of  experience. 

Illinois  for  1910  is  written  by  Brother  Black.  He  quotes  liberally 
from  the  annual  report  of  Grand  Master  Ashley. 

Approval  is  given  of  the  requirement  of  documentary  evidence  as 
suggested  by  our  grand  master.  Where  a  master  in  Illinois  was  deposed 
for  permitting  one  to  receive  the  degrees  who  was  physically  disqualified 
the  Arkansas  reviewer  says  that  "it  looks  like  all  the  members  of  this 
lodge  who  voted  to  advance  this  man,  who  had  a  knowledge  of  his  dis- 
qualification, should  also  have  been  dealt  with."  Something  in  this  view. 
Responsibility  should  not  be  confined  to  the  master. 

Brother  Black  refers  to  the  oration  of  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith  as  a 
"splendid  address."

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CALIFORNIA— 1911. 

343  Lodges.  62nd  Annual.  45,836  Members. 

The  191 1  session  of  the  grand  lodge  of  our  far-west  neighbor  was 
held  at  San  Francisco,  October  10  to  13.  This  covers  the  exact  period 
of  our  grand  lodge  with  Friday's  session  in  addition.  The  net  gain 
in  membership  is  given  as  2,161.  For  one  year  only  the  grand  lodge 
will  move  to  Los  Angeles.  Because  of  the  importunity  of  the  brethren 
of  Southern  California  it  was  by  unanimous  vote  decided  to  meet  in 
a  city,  some  400  miles  away  from  the  usual  meeting  place.  California 
is  so  very  large  that  the  vast  distances  to  be  traveled  are  scarcely  real- 
ized. Brethren  going  from  San  Diego  must  journey  about  500  miles 
to  reach  San  Francisco.  Those  from  the  north  end  of  the  Golden 
State,  must  go  nearly  as  far.  An  extent  of  2,000  miles  from  north  to 
south,  makes  the  attendance  even  to  a  point  near  the  middle  of  the  state  a 
matter  of  considerable  travel.  As  no  mileage  is  paid  to  representatives 
by  the  grand  lodge,  this  change  gives  some  relief  to  the  south.  It  was  defi- 
nitely understood  that  going  to  Los  Angeles  did  not  mean  that  the 
grand  lodge  would  be  put  on  wheels.  Hereafter  the  location  is  perma- 
nently  fixed  in  the  constitution   at  San   Francisco. 

The  proceedings  are  contained  in  a  very  handsome  book  of  more 
than  400  pages.  The  opening  adornment  is  a  fine  picture  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Dana  A.  Weller. 

The  Annual  Address 

Of  Grand  Master  Weller  is  a  brief  but  forceful  document.  He  says 
that  they  are  congregated  "to  contemplate  the  work  of  masonry  in  this 
grand  jurisdiction  during  the  past  year  and  to  endeavor  to  discover  the 
errors  which  have  been  committed  and  to  formulate  plans  for  improve- 
ments in  the  future.  By  this  means  we  may  transform  failure  from  a 
source  of  humiliation  and  disgrace  into  a  signal  light  to  guide  us  past 
the  rocks  of  ignorance  and  darkness  into  the  safe  harbor  of  knowledge 
and  light." 

Many  are  so  enamored  of  the  successes  they  magnify  that  they 
obscure  the  failure  so  evident  to  others.  The  address  of  the  grand 
master  is  strong  and  vigorous. 

Electricity  and  Masonry. 

Here  is   a  fine   sample — 

The  present  generation  has  witnessed  the  most  marvelous  advance- 
ment in  the  material  knowledge  of  man  that  the  world  has  ever  known. 
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Science  has  subjugated  and  made  subservient  that  potent  and  unknown 
force  which  is  the  basic  principle  of  so  many  of  the  inventions  that 
have  excited  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  observers.  And  all  this 
has  been  accomplished  in  utter  ignorance  of  what  it  is  or  why  it  exists — 
only  its  laws  have  been  discovered  and  put  to  practical  use.  Masonry 
possesses  a  subtle  power  and  influence  which  it  exerts  in  the  same 
mysterious  way  over  those  who  study  its  laws  and  practice  its  pre- 
cepts. Its  origin  and  the  reason  for  its  existence,  while  interesting,  are 
less  important  than  its  practical  application  to  the  lives  and  characters 
of  its  novitiates. 

Wiley  J.  Tinnin,  grand  master  in  1885  and  Edmund  C.  Atkinson, 
in  1886,  swiftly  followed  each  other  to  "that  undiscovered  country"  where 
"the  weary  are  at  rest." 

Has    Courage   to    Change    his   Mind. 

Grand  Master  Weller  is  not  afraid  to  acknowledge  a  change  of 
heart.     He  says  that — 

From  a  state  of  scepticism  caused  by  reports  based  upon  inade- 
quate information  as  to  the  efficacy  and  economy  of  Masonic  Homes, 
I  have  been  converted  to  the  firm  belief  that  we  have  properly  solved 
the  problem  of  the  care  of  our  unfortunate  brethren,  with  justice  to 
them  and  to  ourselves. 

One  of  the  pleasant  features  of  the  year's  work  was  the  dedication 
of  the  new  hospital  at  the  Decoto  Home  for  the  Aged,  made  possible 
by  the  generosity  of  Bro.  Edward  Coleman,  grand  treasurer  since  1893. 

Special  dispensations  were  only  issued  for  two  purposes.  These 
were  "to  reballot"  and  "to  hold  election  for  officers  at  a  time  other 
than  that  fixed  by  law."  Evidently  in  that  state  laws  are  allowed  to 
run  their  course  unvexed  by  the  individual  dictum  of  the  grand  master. 
The  grand  secretary  approved  the  "Illinois  list  of  regular  lodges"  and 
the  grand  body  instructed  him  to  procure  500  copies  for  use  of  their 
constituents. 

Collections  for  the  current  year  show  a  very  even  division  between 
the  "Home  fund,"  $45,836,  and  the  "general  fund,"  $43,291.10.  The 
Home   fund  comes  chiefly  from  a  per  capita  tax  of  $1.00  per  annum. 

Great  System  of  Relief. 

California  is  a  great  state  for  boards  of  relief.  There  is  one  at 
each  of  the  followinig  cities ;  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland, 
San  Jose,  San  Diego  and  Sacramento.  Each  board  submits  a  report 
to  the  grand  lodge  for  review  and  audit.  Owing  to  the  large  number 
of  tourists  for  health  and  pleasure,  attracted  by  the  "glorious  climate 
of    California,"    special    provisions    must    be    made    for    the    unfortunate 
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brother  traveling  from  afar.  At  San  Francisco  there  was  paid  out  to 
these  from  American  grand  lodges  the  sum  of  $9,175.07;  to  foreign, 
$1,814.25 ;  to  dimited  masons,  $845.45,  and  to  those  of  doubtful  record, 
$308.55.  In  this  Illinois  masons  at  San  Francisco  received  $578.50.  The 
record  shows  that  $575.65  was  returned.  Few  other  states  did  so  well 
in  refunding  the  money  advanced.  At  other  places  the  amounts  in- 
volved were  much  smaller.  At  Los  Angeles,  Illinois  received  $538.10 
and  refunded  $278.80.  At  Oakland,  $367.60  to  Illinois  but  there  was  no 
account  of  return.  In  other  cities  our  brethren  do  not  appear  in  the 
lists.  California  masons  are  giving  practical  evidence  of  assisting  a 
"needy,  worthy  brother." 

There  are  ten  lodges  reported  having  a  membership  of  over  500. 
These  run  from  886  to  507. 

Getting  Into  the  Homes. 

Here  is  a  safe  way  to  handle  a  perplexing  difficulty.  Yet,  in  using 
the  plan  there  is  danger  of  finding  edged  tools.  The  trustees  of  the 
Homes  say  that — 

Under  the  rule  which  has  been  in  existence  for  some  years  past, 
each  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  is  entitled  to  have  one  adult  admitted 
to  the  Homes  without  charge.  When  it  reaches  a  membership  of  three 
hundred  it  is  entitled  to  two,  and  when  it  reaches  six  hundred,  to  three, 
and  one  for  each  additional  three  hundred  in  membership.  A  lodge 
may,  if  there  be  room  and  the  board  approve,,  have  additional  appli- 
cants admitted  upon  the  payment  of  $15  per  month,  these  to  be  sub- 
ject to  discharge  whenever  the  room  is  required  to  give  a  lodge  with- 
out full  representation  in  the  Home  its  quota.  This  rule  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board,  wise,  and  is   working  well. 

As  yet  we  have  not  been  compelled  to  discharge  anyone  for  want 
of  room,  but  the  time  is  fast  approaching,  and  the  grand  lodge  must 
realize  it  and  make  preparation  therefor,  when  the  need  of  a  new  and 
additional  dormitory  will  be  imperative.  We  are  gradually  increasing 
in  number  and  our  rooms  are  nearly  all  occupied  at  the  present  time. 

It  would  be  pretty  hard  to  dismiss  a  member  simply  because  his 
lodge  had  exceeded  its  quota.     Better  build  more  and  find  room  for  all. 

Each  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Home  is  required  to  convey 
to  the  trustees  all  his  property,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used 
for  his  comfort.  When  he  leaves,  the  entire  principal  is  returned  to 
him.  In  Illinois  he  cannot  be  admitted  so  long  as  he  has  property. 
He  must  use  it  for  his  support  until  it  is  all  gone.  Too  many  com- 
plications are  likely  to  arise  in  handling  the  beneficiary's  property.  In 
the  Decoto  Home  there  are  65  men  and  zi  women.  At  San  Gabriel  50 
children  are  cared  for — 30  boys  and  20  girls. 
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A    Great    Oration, 

Evidently  Bro.  Albert  G.  Burnett  filled  the  bill  as  grand  orator. 
The  record  says — 

In  the  presence  of  a  house  seated  to  its  fullest  capacity  W.  Bro. 
Albert  G.  Burnett  delivered  his  annual  oration,  and  every  delegate 
present  will  bear  witness  that  it  did  real  good,  not  only  to  the  ear — 
for  its  delivery  was  as  sweetest  music — but  to  the  heart  and  mind  and 
conscience. 

It  was  voted  to  issue  5,000  copies  in  pamphlet  form.  A  careful 
perusal  of  the  oration  justifies  the  high  praise  it  received.  Did  space 
permit,  many  valuable  extracts  would  be  inserted  here. 

A  single  paragraph  will  serve  as  an  illustration.  He  says  that — 
Men  and  institutions  are  and  ever  will  be  judged  by  their  work 
"By  their  fruits  you  shall  know  them."  As  an  order  we  are  willing 
to  submit  to  that  test.  Blot  o^it  the  contribution  of  masonry  to  the 
cause  of  civilization  and  of  humanity  and  the  world  would  be  poor 
indeed.  Take  away  from  our  lives  the  influence  of  its  principles  and 
we   would   be  fit  associates    for  barbarians    and   savages. 

One  other  choice  sentiment  is  this — 

Indeed,  the  world  needs  the  red  wine  of  sympathy  and  love  more 
than  it  needs  the  chilling  gifts  of  formal  charity. 

A  Vast  Enterprise. 

Manifestly  the  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  laying  of  the  corner 
stone  of  the  Masonic  Temple  of  California.  This  took  place  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  grand  lodge  being  called  off  for  that  purpose.  The  cere- 
monies are  given  in  full.  The  day  must  have  been  a  great  one  for  the 
craft  as  the  ceremonies  were  most  imposing.  The  total  cost  of  the 
temple  is  given  at  $870,000.  The  grand  lodge  voted  to  buy  stock  to  the 
amount  of  $225,000.  A  loan  of  $250,000  had  been  placed  and  an  addi- 
tional sale  of  stock  of  $75,000  was  necessary  to  finance  the  enterprise. 
It  is  doubtful  if  masonry  should  involve  itself  so  deeply  to  compete 
with  other  institutions,  or  with  private  enterprises.  The  genius  of  our 
great  fraternity  is  more  in  harmony  with  less  showy  and  ostentatious 
display. 

The  needs  of  the  individual  and  his  dependants  are  our  first  con- 
cern. This,  with  the  upbuilding  of  manly  character  by  the  vital  force 
of  esoteric  truth  as  taught  by  our  great  institution,  will  absorb  most 
of  masonic  energy  and  employ  all  the  talents  of  the  craft. 

The  Liquor  Question. 

Resolutions  prohibiting  lodges  from  receiving  petitions  of  persons 
engaged    in    selling    intoxicating    liquors    were    presented    in    abundance. 
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After  pretty  full  consideration  the  following  amendment  was  seconded 
by  a  majority  of  the  representatives  and  lies  over  for  action  at  the 
next  annual  session. 

No  lodge  shall  receive  an  application  for  the  degrees  of  masonry, 
or  for  affiliation,  from  anyone  who  is  engaged,  either  as  principal, 
agent  or  employee,  in  the  saloon  business,  except  in  connection  with, 
and  as  a  part  of  the  operation  of  a  bona  Me  hotel  or  restaurant,  or 
who  is  a  barkeeper;  and  any  mason  who  may  hereafter  enter  upon  and 
engage  in  the  saloon  business,  either  as  owner,  agent  or  employee,  ex- 
cept in  connection  with  and  as  part  of  the  operation  of  a  bona  Me 
hotel  or  restaurant,  or  who  shall  become  a  barkeeper,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  un-masonic  conduct,  and  shall,  upon  due  trial  and  conviction 
of  said  offense,  forfeit  all  masonic  rights  and  privileges,  including  mem- 
bership in  any  lodge." 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  anti-liquor  sentiment  in  the  great  wine- 
jjroducing  state  of  California  is  growing  into  a  volume  that  must  be 
respected. 

Some   Fat   and   Some   Lean    Salaries. 

The  appropriations  for  the  coming  year  contained  the  following  for 
the  several  boards  of  relief — 

San    Francisco    $2,903.65 

Los   Angeles 3,000.00 

San    Diego 600.00 

Sacramento     500.00 

San  Jose    •  • 200.00 

Total $7,203.65 

The  grand  secretary  is  a  pretty  well  paid  officer.  He  was  allowed 
a  salary  of  $3,600.  Provision  was  also  made  for  an  assistant  grand 
secretary  at  a  salary  of  $1,800.  With  but  343  lodges  and  46,000  mem- 
bers to  care  for,  the  sum  of  $5,400  for  secretarial  service  appears  al- 
most extravagant.  Illinois  with  over  800  lodges  and  110,000  members 
gets  a  most  excellent  grand  secretary  for  $3,000  without  any  allowance 
for  an   assistant. 

Then  again  western  liberality  is  shown  in  the  salary  of  $2,400  for 
the  grand  lecturer.  The  grand  master  appears  to  exist  on  the  honor 
of  his  position  and  an  allowance  of  $1,200  "to  be  used  in  defraying 
actual  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties."' 
Illinois  pays  the  grand  master  a  salary  of  $2,500  and  his  expenses  in 
addition. 

Great  Chunks  of  Harmony. 

The  election  of  grand  officers  disclosed  a  most  wonderful  state 
of  unanimity  and  concord.     Each  one  was  elected  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
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Even  the  junior  grand  warden,  who  is  in  line  of  succession  to  the 
throne,  was  chosen  without  a  dissenting  vote.  This  condition  is  cer- 
tainly the  ideal  in  masonry.  All  evidently  strive  to  see  who  can  "best 
agree." 

Another  underlined  occasion  was  the  work  of  laying  the  corner 
stone  of  the  city  hall  at  Oakland.  The  presence  of  the  president  of  the 
United  States  gave  unusual  interest  to  this  public  ceremony.  The 
record   is   as    follows — 

At  4  o'clock,  in  the  presence  of  the  largest  gathering  ever  assem- 
bled in  the  city  of  Oakland,  including  thousands  of  masons,  the  sol- 
diers and  sailors  stationed  in  this  vicinity,  the  Mayor  of  Oakland,  the 
Governor  of  California,  and  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Grand 
Master  Alonzo  J.  Monroe  laid  the  corner  stone  of  Oakland's  City  Hall 
according  to  ancient  Masonic   rites. 

The  Annual  Review 

Of  grand  lodges  comes  from  the  skilled  hands  of  Edward  H.  Hart. 
He  occupies  153  pages  in  a  well  prepared  summary  of  the  transactions 
of  other  grand  lodges.  Little  by  way  of  comment  or  criticism  appears. 
Mostly  quotations  and  brief  summaries  of  doings  of  the  masonic  world 
are  to  be   found. 

Illinois   for  1910  gets  liberal  attention. 

It  is   noted — 

It  was  Past  Grand  Master  Bell's  resolutions  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  Baltimore  Conference,  which  so  effectually  put 
at  rest  the  suggestion  or  suspicion  that  the  several  conferences  of  grand 
masters  held  within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  notably  those  at  Phila- 
delphia and  Baltimore,  were  intended  as  preliminary  steps  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a  so-called   National  Grand  Lodge. 

The  reviewer   says   that — 

By  virtue  of  a  special  report  from  the  committee  on  correspond- 
ence, which  was  adopted  by  the  grand  lodge,  recognition  was  refused 
to  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt,  and  another  special  report 
from  the  committee  on  correspondence  expresses  the  attitude  of  the 
grand  lodge  of  Illinois  toward  the  grand  lodge  of  Mexico.  This 
report,  possessing  something  of  more  than  ordinary  interest,  is  herewith 
quoted  in   full. 

Then  follows  the  special  report  on  Mexico  without  abridgment. 
He  further  says — 

A  learned  and  masterful  oration  by  R.W.  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith, 
grand  orator,  was  delivered  to  the  grand  lodge,  and,  upon  motion, 
the  grand  lodge  extended  to  the  orator  its  deepest  gratitude  for  his 
able,  eloquent  and  profound  Masonic  address  and  ordered  a  copy  of 
the  same  printed  in  the  proceedings. 
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The  great  work  of  Brother  Robbins  is  again  referred  to  in  strong 
language:     He  says  that — 

The  report  on  masonic  correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Owen  Scott,  h-e  having  succeeded  Brother  Edward  Cook,  who  followed 
the  illustrious  M.W.  Brother  Jos.  Robbins,  who  for  so  many  years 
represented  Illinois  as  committee  on  foreign  correspondence,  and  who 
was  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  masonic  intellects  that  our  country 
has  ever  produced. 

Brother  Hart  approves  Brother  Ashley's  attitude  on  documentary 
evidence  in   the   following  unmistakable  language.     He  says — 

"Documentary  Evidence"  is  rapidly,  through  constitutional  amend- 
ments, limiting  the  ancient  landmark  of  a  master  mason's  right  "to 
visit";  but  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  spurious  and  clandestine 
Masons  of  recent  years  documentary  evidence  seems  a  wise  and  proper 
limitation  imposed  upon  the  ancient  landmark.

CANADA— 1911. 

In  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

413  Lodges.  '  56TH  Annual.  48,500  Members. 

From  some  oversight  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  held  July, 
191 1,  did  not  come  into  this  reviewer's  hands  until  August,  1912.  Then, 
it  was  after  a  request  from  Grand  Secretary  Cutter.  However,  it  is 
in  time.  This  grand  lodge  is  one  of  the  excellent  working  masonic  bod- 
ies of  America.     The  growth  in  membership  is  given  at  2,500. 

The  full  page  picture  of  the  grand  master,  M.W.  Bro.  Aubrey 
White,  in  full  masonic  dress,  clearly  shows  a  most  forceful  head  to 
masonry  in  the  Canadian  province. 

The  56th  annual  was  duly  opened  at  St.  Catharines  July  19.  1911,  with 
"M.W.  Bro.  Daniel  Eraser  Macwatt,  on  the  throne." 

R.W.  Bro.  Abraham  Shaw  is  recorded  as  present  as  the  representa- 
tive of  Illinois. 

Greetings  from  the  city  of  St.  Catharines  were  extended  via  "His 
Worship,  James  M.  McBride,  Esq.,  mayor  of  the  city."  The  grand 
master  replied  in  suitable  terms  to  "his  worship." 
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A  ver}-  pleasant  feature  of  this  occasion  was  the  appearance  of  the 
worshipful  masters  of  the  lodges  in  St.  Catharines,  who  presented  an  ad- 
dress of  most  cordial  welcome. 

The  grand  master's  annual  was  a  strictly  business  document.  He 
jumped  immediately  into  the  work  of  the  year  without  preliminary  or  at- 
tempt at  show.  He  recites  at  length  the  unpleasant  incident  with  Michi- 
gan but  ends  with  its  harmonious  adjustment.  It  is  urged  that  a  perma- 
nent place  of  meeting  for  the  grand  lodge  be  secured.  The  difficulty  in 
going  from  city  to  city  is  that  a  suitable  hall  and  hotel  accommodations 
cannot  always  be  secured.     The  problem  was  left  unsolved. 

The  Bible  a  Masonic  Essential. 

The  committee  on  foreign  correspondence  advises  against  uniting 
with  the  International  Bureau  of  Masonic  Affairs  at  Neuchatel,  Switzer- 
land.   The  reason  is  given  in  these  words — 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  bureau  appears  to  consist  in  the 
advocacy  of  "harmony"  among  masonic  bodies,  and  by  "harmony"  is 
meant  recognition  of,  and  the  establishing  of  fraternal  relations  with 
those  grand  bodies,  which  have  abandoned  some  of  the  most  important 
landmarks  of  masonry  by  removing  the  Volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  from 
their  altars,  and  all  recognition  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe 
from  their  rituals.  Many  years  ago  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  term- 
inated fraternal  intercourse  with  the  grand  orient  of  France  for  this 
reason.  The  grand  orient  has  not  to  the  present  time  changed  its  prac- 
tice, and  the  grand  lodge  of  Canada  has  not  shown  any  disposition  to 
recall  its  edict  of  non-intercourse.  It  would  surely  be  an  inconsistency 
in  this  Grand  Lodge  to  give  moral  and  financial  assistance  to  an  organi- 
zation, one  of  whose  chief  endeavors  is  to  proclaim  that  this  grand  lodge 
is  wrong. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  bulletin  of  the  International  Bureau,  which 
has  come  under  the  notice  of  your  committee,  is  an  article  approving  the 
action  of  some  German  masons  who  have  removed  the  Volume  of  the 
Sacred  Laws  from  their  altars  and  substituted  what  is  called  "The  White 
Book."  This  is  a  book  having  the  one  word  "God"  on  the  outside  of 
'ts  covers  and  all  the  leaves  of  the  book  entirely  blank. 

This  attitude  will  certainly  appeal  to  all  masons  of  Illinois  as  the 
correct  position  on  a  vital  principle  of  masonry. 

Strikes  at  Some  Abuses. 

Grand  Master  Macwatt  severely  condemns  electioneering  for  office. 
He  suspended  "a  brother  who  had  a  card  printed  with  his  name  thereon, 
as  well  as  the  office  to  which  he  desired  to  be  elected."  This  did  not 
stop  it,  but  the  grand  master  announced  that  he  would  exercise  further 
discipline,  if  proof  could  be  obtained. 
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Life  membership  is  looked  upon  by  the  grand  master  as  most  unde- 
sirable and  a  breeder  of  future  trouble.  Newspaper  advertising  of  the 
work  done  in  lodges  met  his  disapproval. 

Grand  Master  Ashley  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  man  who 
had  been  rejected  by  an  Illinois  lodge  had  been  received  and  made  a 
mason  in  one  of  the  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  grand  lodge  of 
Canada.     Grand  Master  Macwatt  replied  that — 

Our  constitution  does  not  recognize  perpetual  jurisdiction,  and  if  an 
applicant  has  resided  for  one  year  in  our  jurisdiction  he  is  eligible. 
That  I  had  found  everything  regular,  but  that  if  he  could  show  that  he 
had  received  the  degrees  through  fraud  or  misrepresentation  I  would 
have  the  matter  investigated.  I  have  had  no  further  correspondence  in 
the  matter. 

Construing  Their  Law. 

Rulings  were  made  in  many  cases  but  only  a  few  are  of  outside 
interest.  The  grand  master  held  that  the  cornerstone  must  be  laid  in 
the  northeast  corner  of  the  building.  He  announced  that,  under  Canada 
law,  a  lodge  could  pay  $5.00  to  the  grand  lodge  for  each  life  member  and 
be  thereafter  exempt  from  payment  of  grand  lodge  dues.  The  grand 
master  refused  to  permit  the  conferring  of  the  second  and  third  degrees 
on  a  dying  brother  at  his  home.  He  held  that  "all  movements  in  a  lodge 
room  should  be  by  the  course  of  the  sun."  This  might  be  diflficult  to 
put  into  practice. 

He  further  holds  that  the  report  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  an 
investigating  committee  is  sufficient.  Not  so  in  Illinois.  In  fact  there 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  committee  of  three.  It  is  really  three  committees 
of  one  each.  The  lodge  wants  the  investigation  made  by  three  members 
as  to  the  character  and  fitness  of  the  applicant.  Each  acts  independently 
of  the  others  and  reports  personally  and  privately  to  the  master  who 
announces  merely  the  degree  of  unanimity. 

After  full  consideration,  it  was  decided  that,  in  view  of  the  condi- 
tion of  masonic  affairs  in  Mexico,  fraternal  relations  be  not  established 
with  any  grand  body  in  that  republic.  The  grand  lodge  of  Liberia  was 
refused  recognition. 

The  grand  master  refused  to  consider  or  countenance  the  introduc- 
tion into  Ontario  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  This  appears  over 
in  the  States  to  be  rather  ungallant.  Indeed,  it  also  looks  like  a  pretty 
narrow  view  to  take  concerning  a  large  and  very  respectable  body  of 
masons,  their  wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters. 
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The  Correspondence  Report 

Comes  from  the  skilled  hand  of  Bro.  A.  T.  Freed,  P.G.M.  Illinois  is 
reviewed  for  1910  in  three  and  one-half  pages.  The  report  is  mostly  a 
summary  of  the  actions  of  our  grand  lodge.  Brother  Freed  thinks  that 
the  present  Illinois  reviewer  will  need  to  put  forth  his  best  efforts  as  the 
successor  of  Brothers  Robbins  and  Cook.  This  is  no  news.  Everyone 
in  the  state  knows  this  and  the  writer  realizes  it  most  of  all.  He  says 
that— 

He  is  quite  free  in  the  expression  of  his  opinions — possibly  too  free. 
But  that  raises  the  question :  What  is  the  foreign  correspondent  ex- 
pected to  do?  In  one  state  they  do  not  allow  him  to  express  any  opinion, 
nor  to  offer  any  criticism.  Brother  Scott  has  a  poor  opinion  of  the 
grand  lodge  Alpina,  of  Switzerland.  It  is,  he  says,  "thoroughly  in  accord 
with  the  grand  orient  of  France  and  other  atheistic  bodies  in  the  'bad 
lands'  of  southern  Europe."  He  does  not  like  the  phrase  used  in  the 
Canadian  proceedings  that  the  grand  master,  when  presiding  in  grand 
lodge  was  "on  the  throne."  His  republican  feelings  are  shocked  by  the 
word  throne.  Well,  a  throne  was  originally  just  a  seat.  The  Century 
dictionary  says  that  the  present  meaning  of  the  word  is  "a  seat  occupied 
by  a  sovereign,  bishop  or  other  exalted  person."  And  is  not  a  grand 
master  of  masons  an  exalted  person?  Fie  upon  you  Brother  Scott,  for 
trying  to  belittle  the  dignity  of  the  highest  officer  in  the  craft. 

Our  brother  is  mistaken  when  he  thinks  the  Illinois  reviewer  would 
"belittle  the  dignity  of  the  highest  officer  of  the  craft."  Not  so.  He 
merely  feels  that  the  "throne,"  so  long  symbolic  of  royalty  with  all  its 
horrors  of  oppression,  is  not  a  fitting  term  to  designate  the  station  of 
the  craftsmen  elevated  temporarily  by  his  brethren  to  be  the  chief  serv- 
ant of  all. 

Brother  Freed  pays  a  just  tribute  to  the  late  P.G.M. ,  John  Corson 
Smith.  In  his  conclusion,  the  Canadian  reviewer  expresses  the  belief 
that  the  large  growth  in  membership  throughout  the  world  is  not  a 
menace  to  the  craft  because  "Assurance  is  given  that  never  before  were 
the  character  and  qualifications  of  candidates  scrutinized  as  closely  as 
now.  Masonry  strives  to  be  'first  pure,  then  peaceable'  and  then  to  carry 
on  its  great  mission  of  teaching  truth  and  practicing  charity." 

A  Graft  Scheme. 

Brother  Freed  says — 

Another  appeal  for  money  is  being  made  by  an  association  of  men 
in  Massachusetts  "for  the  erection  and  permanent  maintenance  of  a  ma- 
sonic temple  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  Palestine,  under  American  aus- 
pices." Doubtless  this  cannot  be  classed  with  the  chain-letter  plan  of 
getting  money.  It  is  quite  probable  that,  if  enough  money  be  raised,  a 
masonic  hall  of  some  kind  will  be  opened,  and  possibly  be  maintained  at 
Jerusalem.     And   what   good   will   result?     There    is    already   a   lodge   at

Jerusalem,  warranted  by  the  grand  lodge  of  England;  what  need  is  there 
of  a  lodge  "under  American  auspices?" 

Short  and  Sound. 

One  of  the  shortest  and  soundest  creeds  for  recognition  of  grand 
bodies  is  given  by  the  Canadian  writer.     He  says  that — 

When  a  body  of  masons  claiming  to  be  a  grand  lodge,  asks  for  fra- 
ternal recognition  it  should  accompany  its  application  with  reasonable 
proof  that  it  has  been  legitimately  formed;  that  it  practices  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  craft  masonry ;  that  it  acknowledges  dependence 
upon  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe;  that  it  places  the  Volume  of 
the  Sacred  Law  upon  its  altars ;  that  it  is  a  sovereign  and  independent 
body;  and  that  it  does  not  exist  for  political  purposes.  If  it  cannot  do 
this  it  should  not  be  recognized.

COLORADO-1911. 

123  Lodges.  51ST  Annual.  14,917  Members. 

At  Denver,  September  19  and  20  the  masons  of  Colorado  gathered 
in  annual  session  to  take  stock  and  plan  for  the  future.  The  book  of 
proceedings  is  a  handsome  specimen  of  the  printers'  art.  There  are 
537  interesting  pages,  being  about  100  fewer  than  last  year.  That  the 
masons  of  the  silver  state  are  going  forward  is  shown  in  a  gain  of 
608  in  membership,  the  holding  of  19  special  communications,  mostly 
to  lay  corner  stones  and  the  fine  fraternal  spirit  breathed  out  through 
a  most  harmonious  session.  The  tender  regard  in  which  the  former 
leaders  of  the  masonic  army  are  held  is  shown  in  the  first  business 
transacted.  This  consisted  in  calling  the  roll  of  the  past  grand  mas- 
ters whose  spirits  have  gone  to  God  who  gave  them.  There  Avere 
eleven  names  on  this  honor  roll.  At  the  conclusion  a  unanimous  vote 
was  taken  to  communicate  with  the  widows  of  the  departed  ones  and 
assure  them  of  "the  best  wishes  for  their  welfare  and  that  the  mem- 
ory   of    their    distinguished    husbands    is    revered    by    the    grand    lodge." 

The  venerable  representative  of  Illinois,  Bro.  Henry  M.  Teller, 
was  present.     He  is  the  senior  past  grand  master  of  Colorado. 
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The  Grand  AIaster's  Address 

Was  a  brief  but  pointed  document,  setting  forth  in  plain  language  the 
masonic  doings  of  the  year.  Suitable  mention  is  made  of  the  death 
of  Past  Grand  Master  John   C.   Smith. 

A  request  of  Grand  ^Master  Ashley  to  permit  a  Colorado  lodge 
to  confer  all  three  of  the  degrees  on  a  man  elected  by  an  Illinois  lodge, 
was  refused.  The  reason  was  that  under  their  law  they  are  not  al- 
lowed to  make  an  entered  apprentice  of  anyone  unless  elected  by  a 
Colorado  lodge.  They  can,  on  request,  advance  an  entered  apprentice 
or  fellow  craft  but  the  start  must  be  made  at  home.  This  appears  to 
be  a  sound  and  safe  position  to  assume. 

Church   Attendance. 

Grand  Master  McGaffey  got  his  wires  crossed  and  gave  permis- 
sion to  attend  a  church  service  as  a  lodge.  He  regretted  having  given 
permission  and  refused  all  similar  requests.  He  thinks  that  Masonry 
is  universal  and  that  it  will  not  do  to  mix  up  with  the  differences  be- 
tween Jews,  Christians  and  men  of  all  faiths  and  beliefs.  He  con- 
cludes  by    saying — 

Attend  church  as  individuals.  It  is  commended  unto  you,  and 
it  is  your  duty  so  to  do.  Go  where  you  please  and  worship  God  in 
your  own  manner  and  fashion ;  but  do  not  go  as  a  lodge,  clad  in 
masonic  clothing  and  wearing  masonic  jewels  and  regalia.  It  savors 
too  much  of  proclaiming  to  the  world  our  goodness  and  virtue  as  an 
institution. 

Keep  out  of  your  lodges  everything  that .  ma^^  by  any  possibil- 
ity, lead  to  a  discussion  of  any  particular  religious  or  political  be- 
lief, or  you  will  invite  trouble  and  dissension  that  wall  work  to  the 
injury  of  our  beloved  fraternity. 

Unfortunately,  the  committee  on  jurisprudence  took  another  view 
of  the  grand  master's  correct  attitude  on  this  question  and  left  the 
trouble-door  wide  open  for  the  future.  Permission  to  meet  in  the  open 
air  on  top  of  a  mountain  was   refused  by  the  grand  master. 

The  grand  master  made  no  ruling  that  he  thought  merited  the  dig- 
nity of  a  decision.  He  did  not  report  any.  The  "McKinley  chain  let- 
ter" bobbed  up  here  and  there  during  the  year.  He  advised  that  chain 
letters  or  other  begging  devices  that  did  not  come  with  the  approval  of 
the  grand  master  be  summarily  torn  up  or  otherwise  destroyed. 

The    Oration 

Was  delivered  by  Bro.  Chas.  H.  Dudley,  grand  orator.  It  was  able 
and  inspiring. 
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The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the  Washington  Memorial 
claims  credit  for  the  origin  of  the  idea  of  the  movement  by  Colorado 
grand  lodge  as  far  away  as  1893. 

Looking  forward  to  the  Templar  Triennial  in  1913  to  be  held  in 
Denver,  the  sum  of  $2,500  was  appropriated  to  assist  in  defraying  ex- 
penses. 

Special  honors  were  given  to  William  B.  Melish,  P.G.M.  of  Ohio; 
William  H.  Norris,  P.G.M.  of  Iowa,  and  Lee  S.  Smith,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Brother  Melish  is  now  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Knights 
Templar  of  the  United  States. 

The    Veteran    Correspondent 

Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf,  presents  his  27th  annual  review  of  the  grand 
lodges  of  the  world.  That  the  work  is  well  done  needs  not  to  be  said. 
His  long  service  bespeaks  the  excellence  of  the  work  done.  In  his 
conclusion,  Brother  Greenleaf  turns  his.  search  light  over  the  great 
fraternal   field.     Of   Masonic  college   fraternities  he   says — 

College  fraternities,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  1909  re- 
port, have  greatly  multiplied,  until  at  last  advices  there  were  some  24 
chapters  of  what  is  known  as  "The  Acacia  Fraternity"  connected  with 
our  leading  universities,  there  being  one  at  the  University  of  Colorado. 
Their  purpose  and  outline  of  work  is  thus  set  forth  in  its  constitution — 

We,  students,  faculty  and  alumni  of  various  universities  and  col- 
leges being  master  masons,  and  believing  that  the  principles  of  free- 
masonry are  worthy  of  the  most  careful  cultivation  among  universities 
and  college  brethren,  do  hereby  adopt  this  constitution  for  the  purposes 
of  uniting  us  in  a  closer  friendship,  the  more  effectually  to  inculcate 
Masonic   principles. 

From  all  that  we  learn,  these  fraternities  as  auxiliaries  to  masonry, 
are  doing  a  good  work,  and  there  is  no  occasion  for  any  misgivings  as 
to  their  beneficial  results  upon  their  members,  who  are  among  those 
who  have  attained  the  highest  honors  in  scholarship  and  whose  conduct 
is  sans  reproache. 

As   TO   Illinois. 

To  do  justice  to  Illinois  five  pages  are  required.  He  says  that  "the 
address  of  Grand  Master  Albert  B.  Ashley  is  a  very  complete  pre- 
sentment of  his  official  acts  and  the  affairs  of  that   large  jurisdiction." 

Of  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith's  oration  he  says  that  "the  general  trend 
of  his  splendid  effort  was  the  building  of  the  inner  spiritual  temple  of 
character."  Then  the  beautiful  verses,  "Souls  are  built  as  temples  are" 
were  given  in   full. 

The  complimentary  allusions  to  the  review  of  1910  are  duly  ap- 
preciated.

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CONNECTICUT— 1912. 

no  Lodges.  124TH  Annual.  23,684  Memrers. 

The  volume  of  proceedings  has  a  vtry  handsome  front  cover  page, 
displaying  the  compasses  and  square  and  seal  of  grand  lodge  in  gold — 
"Grand  Lodge  Records"  instead  of  proceedings  is  the  wording.  A 
•gain  of  520  members  is  shown.     The  number  of  lodges  remains  the  same. 

The  inside  of  the  front  cover  has  the  "Standard  Form  of  Appli- 
cation" in  full.  This  requires,  in  addition  to  the  usual  recommendations, 
the  name  of  an  "Avoucher."  Sometimes  Masons  seeking  affiliation 
have  trouble  in  convincing  the  lodge,  in  which  they  seek  membership, 
that  they  are  entitled  to  admission.  An  avoucher  at  the  start  will  save 
■much  future  trouble. 

The  records  show  five  emergent  communications  in  addition  to  the 
annual  which  was  held  at  Hartford,  January  17  and  18,  1912. 

Illinois'  representative  did  not  answer  to  roll  call.  Eleven  past 
grand  masters  were  present. 

Brief    and    Pointed. 

The  grand  master  presented  a  brief  and  practical  annual  address. 
He  notes  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  C.  Smith  of  Illinois. 
The  death  of  P.G.M.  Samuel  Bassett  of  Connecticut  was  presented 
with   suitable   memorials. 

There  were  19  dispensations  issued,  all  in  accordance  with  the  law 
of  their  state.  Many  "releases  of  jurisdiction"  among  lodges  of  that 
and  other  grand  lodges  were  reported.  Here  we  "waive."  There  they 
"release."  The  grand  master  commends  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
as  follows;  "The  good  works  of  this  order  are  well  known  to  us  all 
and  it  is  fitting  that  public  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  craft 
be  given."  In  some  places  such  references  would  lead  some  good 
Masons  to  think  the  craft  was  heading  for  the  eternal  bow  wows.  A 
few  grand  lodges  will  not  allow  chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star  to  meet 
in  the  lodge  rooms. 

Nominations  for  Office  Unmasonic. 

Only  two  decisions  are  reported.  In  one  the  grand  master  says, 
"to  my  mind  the  idea  of  open  nominations  is  repugnant  and  it  is  the 
unwritten  law  of  Masonry  that  such  a  course  is  unmasonic."  In  Illi- 
nois discussion  of  the  merits  of  brethren  proposed  for  office   is  barred. 
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but  it  is  not  out  of  order  in  grand  or  constituent  lodge  to  place  them 
in  nomination.  It  aids  members  to  concentrate  their  votes.  Sometimes. 
a  distinction  is  made  between  "nominations"  and  "suggestions."  This 
would  appear  to  be  a  distiction  without  a  difiference.  To  nominate  is 
to   name.      To   suggest   the  name   is   precisely  the  same. 

The   other   decision   pertained   wholly   to    Connecticut   law. 

By  report  of  the  grand  secretary  the  "McKinley  chain  letter"  is 
still  doing  business,  although  the  monument  to  the  assassinated  presi- 
dent is  completed  and  paid  for. 

In  order  to  weed  out  frauds  and  clandestines  the  Illinois  list  of 
regular   lodges   is   commended    for   use   in   each  lodge. 

Connecticut  put  its  O.K.  on  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico,, 
being  but  another  name  for  the  body  with  which  they  are  in  fraternal 
relation.     Porto   Rico  was  taken  into   the   Connecticut   family. 

30   Year   Masons. 

In  this  grand  lodge  of  New  England  there  is  a  provision  of  law 
exempting  from,  payment  of  dues  all  Masons  who  have  been  paying 
members  for  30  years.  There  are  in  the  state  4,627  who  pay  no  dues. 
There  are  left  19,057  dues-paying  members.  In  other  words,  about  one 
of  every  five  pays  nothing  toward  the  expense  of  lodge,  grand  lodge  or 
Masonic  Home.  This  may  be  generous  but  it  is  scarcely  just.  The 
committee  on  finance  suggests  that  these  4,627  deadheads  be  told  that 
they  will  be  accorded  the  "privilege  to  contribute  so  much  to  the  cause 
of  charity."  Each  paying  mason  has  included  in  his  annual  dues  $125 
to  go  into  the  grand  lodge  treasury.  Of  this  90  cents  goes  to  charity 
and  35  cents  to  the  expenses  of  the  grand  lodge.  If  each  of  these  4,627 
paid  90  cents  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  distressed  would  receive 
$4,195,  a  comfortable  sum  in  the  time  of  need.  There  are  other  rea- 
sons for  condemning  an  exemption  which  makes  two  classes  of  masons 
in  each  lodge. 

Committee  on  grievances  found  nothing  to  do  as  all  was  harmony. 
The  committee  on  charters,  likewise  were  without  opportunity  to  work, 
as  no  new  lodges  were  organized.  Connecticut  is  most  too  old  to  find 
room    for   new   lodges. 

The  list  of  officers  shows  one  grand  chaplain  and  nine  associate 
grand  chaplains.  These  ought  to  be  able  to  keep  the  throne  of  grace 
suitably   advised. 

The  Annual   Review 

Fills  but  64  pages.  It  was  the  fourth  written  by  Bro.  Frank  W.  Havens, 
past  grand  master  and  present  grand  secretary.     Necessarily  each  grand 
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lodge  is  but  brief!}'  treated  as  the  space  is  limited.  Illinois  for  191 1  is 
not  reviewed,  presumably  because  the  report  went  to  press  too  early. 
Bro.  Havens  explains  that  "since  the  matter  was  on  the  press  a  num- 
ber of  proceedings  have  been  received."  The  omission  is  to  be  re- 
gretted as  by  another  year  the  work   of   191 1   will  be  a  little  musty.

CUBA— 1910-1911. 

73  Lodges.  52nd  Annual.  3,038  Members. 

To  review  Cuba  properly  would  require  an  ability  to  read  and  trans- 
late the  Spanish  language.  All  the  proceedings,  except  the  grand  mas- 
ter's address,  the  grand  secretary's  report  and  the  introduction  to  the 
report  on  correspondence,  are  in  that  language.  The  writer  regrets 
exceedingly  his  want  of  knowledge  of  the  beautiful  tongue  of  old  Spain. 
However,  much  of  the  doings  of  this  island  grand  lodge  can  be  gleaned 
from  the  portions  which  appear  in  English.  The  translation  might  be 
much  improved  but  it  enables  the  reviewer  to  discern  something  of 
interest  to  Illinois  masons.  The  report  covers  sessions  held  at  various 
times   from  June,   1910,  to   March  30,    191 1. 

A    gain    in    membership    of    408    is    shown    by    the    grand    secretary. 

The  grand  master,  Aurelio  Miranda,  in  his  annual  address  ap- 
pears in  great  modesty.  He  disclaims  fitness  for  the  executive  office 
but  assumes  that  his  brethren  wanted  to  honor  him  for  his  good  ser- 
vices as  grand  secretary  and  grand  treasurer.  However  he  may  feel, 
his  report  shows  that  he  is  quite  as  capable  of  directing  the  affairs  of 
the  craft  as  in  recording  their  doings  or  safeguarding  their  funds. 
He  has  a  correct  conception  of  the  scope  of  Masonry  when  he  says 
that— 

There  have  been  many  persons  initiated,  a  good  thing  if  all  the 
new  members  admitted  are,  as  they  ought  to  be.  worthy  persons,  a  rec- 
ommendation to  that  end  should  always  be  repeated,  for  it  is  not  the 
quantity  but  the  quality  of  the  membership  which   must  please  us. 

Our  Cuban  brethren  are  struggling  with  a  temple  debt  of  $20,000. 
Advance  has  been  made  as  $S,ooo  have  been  paid.  A  brother  has  ac- 
cepted a  new  mortgage  of  $15,000  with  interest  at  9  per  cent  instead  of 
10  per  cent. 
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Death  laid  on  a  heavy  hand  by  taking  a  number  of  their  active 
and  substantial  workers.  The  death  of  John  C.  Smith  of  Illinois  is 
noted  and  described  as   "a  most  decided  friend  of   Cuba." 

Put   His   Ov^n   Money   Into   Masonry. 

Grand  Master  Miranda  showed  his  zeal  for  our  great  fraternity  by 
writing  and  printing  a  "pamphlet  intended  to  circulate  among  non-ma- 
sons," entitled  "Freemasonry — the  grand  lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba." 
The  entire  expense  was  borne  by  Brother  Miranda.  Ten  thousand 
copies  were  circulated  through  the  lodges. 

Evidently  in  the  Cuban  War  in  1898  masonry  suffered  seriously 
with   every  other  institution.     The  grand  master  says — 

Although  twelve  years  have  elapsed  since  the  war  for  Independence 
ended  and  although  all  kinds  of  efforts  have  been  made  to  the  end^ 
not  all  the  old  lodges  are  again  in  working  order.  Perhaps  the  delay 
has  been  caused  by  the  insecurity  to  be  noted  yet  in  the  country,  insecur- 
ity reflected  as  well  in  the  single  person  as  in  societies,  more  to  be  noted 
in  certain  localities  than  in  others ;  but  it  is  a  fact  that  in  many  places. 
Masonry  has  not  been  reorganized.  There  have  been  some  localities  in 
which  Masons  have  assembled  but  the  lodge  could  not  start  in  due 
time,  no  consolidation  having  been  effected,  in  others  not  even  that 
could  be  done.  I  have  worked  during  the  past  year  trying  to  revive 
those  lodges  and  although  something  has  been  done  the  grand  lodge  can- 
not be   satisfied  with  that   partial  success. 

He   then  urges   renewed   efforts   along  this   line. 

Stopping  the  Leaks. 

The  grand  secretary  rejoices  that  his  report  shows  that  only  154 
were  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  being  100  less  than  the  prev- 
ious year. 

It  appears  that  in  Cuba  there  is  one  English  speaking  body,  viz.,. 
Island  lodge.  The  grand  master  paid  them  a  visit  and  witnessed  "the 
raising  of  a  brother  F.C.  to  the  sublime  degree  with  their  impressive 
and  interesting  ritual."  As  the  "gem  of  the  Antilles"  advances  there 
should  be  many  lodges  working  in  the  language  of  "the  mother  grand 
lodge   of   the   world." 

The   Correspondence  Report 

Is  written  by  F.  de  P.  Rodriguez.  Only  the  introduction  is  in  English. 
The  body  containing  the  review  of  Illinois  is  in  Spanish.  Here  is 
where  our  Cuban  brother  has  the  advantage.  He  can  say  all  manner 
of  things  and  those  so  ignorant  as  to  be  unable  to  speak  or  read  Span- 
ish are  none  the  wiser.  However,  this  reviewer  does  not  fear.  The 
fraternal   spirit  shown   in   the   past  that   is   understandable   is    an   earnest 
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of  the  good   will    in   it    all.     A   single  paragraph    from   the   introduction 
will  suffice  to  show  the  strength  of  the  whole.     He  says  that — 

The  space  of  a  single  year  is  so  short  compared  with  the  millions 
of  years  already  employed  by  our  planet  in  its  development  and  with 
the  thousand  years  noted  in  written  history,  that  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible that  in  such  space  will  always  happen  great  and  conspicuous  facts 
in  any  human  society  however  numerous  it  may  be.  Masonry  is  not 
apt  to  great  changes,  to  great  sensations,  but  even  so  something  is  al- 
ways found  worthy  of  mention  in  our  annals  as  a  proof  of  our  energies, 
of  our  progress,  of  our  victories. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing,  Bro.  Robert  J.  Kellogg,  professor  of 
modern  languages  in  the  James  Millikin  University  at  Decatur,  has 
kindly  furnished  an  excellent  translation  of  the  Cuban  report  on  cor- 
respondence. 

Brother  Rodriguez  rejoices  that  the  present  attitude  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  Illinois  is  more  friendly  toward  Cuba  than  heretofore.  What- 
ever the  opinion  may  have  been  regarding  Cuban  masonry,  prior  ta 
recognition,  there  is  no  reason  now  other  than  to  accord  full  fellow- 
ship to  our  brethren   of  the   Caribbean   republic. 

The  present  reviewer  hopes  to  see  the  methods  of  propagating  the 
growth  of  the  craft  more  English  and  American  and  less  Spanish.

DELAWARE— 1911. 

22  Lodges.  io6th  Annual.  3,224  Members. 

Though  one  of  the  oldest,  yet  Delaware  is  one  of  the  smallest  stars 
in  the  Masonic  skies.  Delaware  is  also  one  of  the  smallest  in  terri- 
tory and  population.  Only  Nevada,  with  82,000  and  Wyoming,  with 
146,000,  fall  below  its  202,000  people.  The  proportion  of  Masons  to 
population,  however,  shows  up  pretty  well  in  comparison  with  the  larger 
states.  A  small  membership  makes  it  difficult  to  meet  some  of  the 
propositions   that  present   themselves   for   adjustment. 

The  book  of  proceedings  of  a  busy  two-da}^  session,  held  October 
4  and  5,  191 1,  is  a  very  good  looking  volume.  It  is  graced  by  the  fine 
face  of  the  retiring  grand  master,  G.  Layton  Geier.  A  gain  in  member- 
ship of  93  shows  progress. 
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Illinois  was  unrepresented,  owing  to  the  absence  of  Bro.  George 
M.  Jones. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Is  an  excellent  summary  of  the  year's  work.  Though  he  deplores  the 
fact  that  his  time  was  limited  by  the  pressure  of  his  own  business,  yet 
Brother  Grier  actually  visited  every  one  of  the  lodges  under  his  control. 
No  special  communications  were  found  necessary  and  none  were  held. 
A  request  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  church  on  Sunday  was  declined, 
because  masonry  observes  the  day  of  rest  without  masonic  labor. 

The  grand  master  reports  that  a  lodge  in  Pennsylvania  invaded 
their  jurisdiction  by  conducting  a  funeral  service  in  Delaware  over  one 
of  their  brethren.  The  attention  of  the  grand  master  of  Pennsylvania 
was  called  to  this  but  he  ignored  the  complaint  and  did  not  show 
Delaware  the  courtesy  of  a  reply.  Pennsylvania  is  a  big  state  in  terri- 
tory, in  population  and  in  its  masonic  membership,  but  to  refuse  to 
answer  the  just  complaint  of  little  Delaware  shows  that  in  some  things 
it  can  be  pretty  small. 

Let   Them    Double   Up. 

The  grand  master  indulged  in  the  questionable  practice  of  allowing 
lodges  to  confer  two  or  three  degrees  at  one  meeting  where  candidates 
suddenly  got  in  a  hurry.  This  practice  is  an  injury  to  those  who  are 
made  masons  in  such  a  way.  Rarely,  if  ever,  do  they  go  back  and 
learn  what  is  so  essential  to  them  in  their  future  masonic  lives.  In 
one  case  a  dispensation  was  refused  for  a  soldier  who  had  only  re- 
sided six  months  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge. 

Wade-Barney  lodge  of  Bloomington,  111.,  requested  a  Delaware  lodge 
to  confer  all  three  degrees  on  a  candidate  who  had  been  elected  by  the 
Illinois  lodge.  The  request  was  properly  declined.  There  was  no  way 
to  identify  the  man.  Where  entered  apprentices  seek  advancement  in 
other  states,  it  may  be  done  by  consent  of  the  proper  authorities  of  both 
grand  lodges.  It  is  not  proper,  however,  to  ask  foreign  lodges  to  ini- 
tiate persons   from  outside  grand  jurisdictions. 

Want   a    Masonic    Home. 

Efforts  to  establish  a  Home  for  Masonic  dependents  is  started  in 
little  Delaware.  With  a  membership  of  but  little  over  3,000  the  prac- 
tical, business  obstacles  are  plenty.  To  build  and  equip  a  Home  for  a 
small  number  costs  proportionately  much  more  than  for  a  larger  one. 
The  fixed  charges  for  50  dependents  are  almost  as  much  as  for  100. 
The  Masonic  Home  committee  recommended  that  a  corporation  be 
formed   and   that   the   accumulation   of   a    fund   be  begun.     A   per  capita 
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tax  of  $1.00  was  levied  but  this  brings  in  but  $3,224.  In  Illinois  35  cents 
per  member  produces  $38,500.  Delaware  would  want  to  erect  a  build- 
ing that  would  stand  as  a  respectable  monument  to  the  fraternal  im- 
pulses of  her  royal  craft.  To  do  this  takes  more  money  than  so  small 
a  jurisdiction  can  readily  command.  However,  the  courageous  determ- 
ination to  relieve  the  worthy  distressed  brother,  his  widow  and  orphan 
is  truly  commendable. 

Grand  Master  Gpier  closes  his  annual  address  with  the  following 
choice  words.     He   says — 

And  let  us  remember,  finally,  that  masonry  does  not  consist  in  the 
mere  repetition  of  the  words  of  a  ritual,  in  the  performance  of  mystic 
rites  and  the  perfunctory  observance  of  the  ancient  landmarks.  These 
are  only  the  means  but  masonry  is  that  spirit  which  constantly  seeks  to 
exemplify  those  virtues  which  are  impressed  upon  all  masons  from  the 
youngest  entered  apprentice   to  your  most  exalted  officers. 

Illinois   Missing, 

The  committee  does  not  review  the  proceedings  of  Illinois  because 
they  did  not  reach  the  reviewer  in  time.  This  grand  lodge  was  held 
the  week  following  Delaware  and  Grand  Secretary  Cutter  made  al- 
most record  time  in  getting  out  the  proceedings.  Brother  Guthrie 
must  have  "gone  to  press"  rather  early  or  he  could  have  had  Illinois 
for  review.  Fourteen  other  grand  lodges  were  too  late  to  get  into  the 
report. 

The  death  of  Bro.  John  C.  Smith,  P.G.M.  of  Illinois,  is  suitably 
noted  by  the  committee  on  necrology.  The  sum  of  $100  was  appro- 
priated to  the  Washington  Memorial  Fund.  Just  before  the  election 
for  grand  officers  took  place,  the  grand  secretary  was  instructed  "to 
procure  a  ballot  box  for  the  use  of  the  grand  lodge."  With  but  22 
lodges  this  method  of  election  might  be  possible. 

In  Illinois  grand  lodge,  where  over  2,000  votes  were  cast,  many 
boxes  would  have  been  necessary.  It  might  be  desirable  to  adopt  the 
Australian  ballot  system  with  its  registration  of  voters  and  booths  to 
secure  a  secret  ballot. 

The  Annual  Review. 

P.G.M.  Harry  J.  Guthrie  for  the  committee  presented  a  very  in- 
teresting report  in  review  of  other  grand  lodges.  As  explained  Illi- 
nois and  14  others  are  not  in  it.  In  his  summary  Brother  Guthrie 
says — ■ 

Of  statutory  law,  we  believe  there  is  enough  and  to  spare.  Of  the 
practice  of  our  precepts,  every  masonic  community  can  stand  a  great 
deal  more.  The  red  tape  of  the  purist,  who  deals  in  technicalities,  and 
the  unattainable   attitude  of  the  idealist,   we   cannot   quite   reconcile  our- 
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self  with,  although  both  have  their  sphere.  We  believe  in  a  free- 
masonry that  finds  a  practical  application  for  its  philosophy,  in  the  pure 
principles  of  the  golden  rule,  and  in  a  Freemasonry  that  is  a  progressive 
science,  at  once  orderly  and  logically  arranged. 

In  using  the  editorial  "we"  the  Delaware  correspondent  is  led  to 
use  the  absurd  "ourself" — why  not  cut  out  the  old  journalistic  anach- 
ronism and  where  it  is  necessary  to  use  the  personal  pronoun  say  "I" 
and  "myself."  In  fact,  there  is  little  need  of  putting  the  reviewer's  per- 
sonality into  his  report.  He  writes  for  his  grand  lodge  and  to  the 
craft   throughout    his   jurisdiction. 

The  regret  was  felt  keenly  when  Illinois  did  not  appear  in  the 
Delaware  brother's  excellent  review.

29  Lodges.  ioist  Annual.  9,111   Members. 

Though  small  in  territory  and  necessarily  limited  in  membership, 
the  grand  lodge  embracing  the  capitol  city  of  this  country  presents  a 
handsome  book  of  proceedings  of  about  500  pages.  This  does  not  in- 
clude the  record  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary.  That  is  given  in  a 
special  volume  devoted  exclusively  to  recording  the  centenary  meeting. 
The  regular  volume  opens  with  a  full-page  picture  of  J.  Claude  Keiper, 
the  retiring  grand  master. 

Numerous  sessions  are  held  during  the  year.  As  all  lodges  are  prac- 
tically within  the  City  of  Washington,  the  worry  of  travel  and  the  pay- 
ment of  mileage  are  eliminated. 

The  Work  Meeting. 

The  "first  communication"  was  held  March  11,  191 1,  by  virtue  of 
a  constitutional  requirement  for  the  "exemplification  of  the  degrees.'* 
The  sole  business  was  the  presentation  of  the  "esoteric  portions  of  the 
degrees  of  entered  apprentice,  fellow  craft  and  master  mason."  From 
the  manner  in  which  the  writer,  in  company  with  R.W.  Bro.  Chas.  H. 
Martin  of  Illinois,  saw  the  third  degree  given  in  a  lodge  in  the  city 
of  Washington   some  twenty  years   ago,  to  a  flock  of  candidates,  it  can 
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readily  be   understood  how  the  work   could  have  been  exhaustingly    (?) 
presented   in   all   the   degrees   in   one    evening. 

The   "second   communication"    on    May    lo,    was    devoted   to    general 

business. 

A  full  report  of  the  committee  on  correspondence  was  made,  giv- 
ing details  of  the  ruction  in  Valle  de  Mexico.  The  committee  found 
that  the  "status  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  is  unchanged"  except 
in  name.  Hence  the  O.K.  was  placed  on  the  "York  Grand  Lodge." 
The  metamorphosed  Valle  de  Mexico,  after  the  rebellion,  resulted  in 
two  grand  lodges  claiming  exclusive  control  over  masonry  in  the 
same  territor}^  The  report  showed  the  total  expense  of  the  celebration 
of  the  grand  lodge     centennial  was  $2,808.43. 

Two  items  were  "religious  service,  $191.  30,"  and  "banquet,  $1,030.53." 
There  was  some  religion  and  evidently  a  big  feed.  The  third  com- 
munication was  September  23,  191 1. 

At   this    P.G.M.    Nichols^    of   Texas,    was    cordially    welcomed. 

Join    the    Fair    to    Hold    a    Fair. 

A  proposition  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Chapter  O.E.S.  to  join 
in  a  fair  to  raise  money  for  reducing  the  "Masonic  Temple"  debt  and 
completing  the  building  of  the  "Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home."  The 
matter  was  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee.  A  special  was  called 
for  October  14  to  receive  the  report.  The  grand  lodge  decided  to  enter 
upon  this  plan  of  raising  money  and  fixed  a  time  early  in  1912  for 
holding  the  fair.  A  few  days  later  another  special  was  held  to  lay  the 
corner  stone  of  the  new  temple  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the  city  of 
Washington.  Most  elaborate  ceremonies  characterized  this  auspicious 
occasion. 

The  annual  communication  was  held  December  20,  1911.  This  was 
much  like  the  other  "communications"  except  that  the  summaries  of 
the  year's  work  appear.  The  grand  master  presented  an  able  address. 
He  notes  the  death  of  "John  Corson  Smith,  past  grand  master  of  Illi- 
nois, December  31,   1910." 

Few  Decisions  Reported. 

But  four  decisions  were  reported.  These  were  given  with  the  cor- 
respondence leading  up  to  them.  Much  unnecessary  space  was  thus 
consumed,  the  mere  legal  proposition  in  a  few  words  being  sufficient. 
In  one  case  a  member  of  congress  from  Texas  undertook  to  establish 
a  residence  in  the  capitol  city,  because  his  duties  required  his  presence 
in  Washington  much  of  the  time.     It  was  decided  that   he  belonged   to 
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Texas.  The  correctness  of  this  decision  is  apparent  because  he  must 
reside  in  Texas  to  hold  his  job  as  a  congressman.  It  did  not  matter 
where  the  applicant  sojourned. 

The  grand  master  deprecates  the  issuance  of  numerous  dispensations 
and  then  goes  on  to  report  a  large  number  sent  out.  He  declined  some 
others. 

Can't   Stop  the  Leak. 

The  report  showed  a  net  gain  of  only  io6  members.  The  small 
increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  number  of  losses.  Suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  cut  down  very  materially  the  gain  in  member- 
ship. The  grand  master  places  the  blame  for  this  on  secretaries  who 
do  not  collect  dues  but  let  them  accumulate.  Truly  much  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  lodge  comes  from  the  vigilance  of  the  secretary. 

The  committee  on  "Masonic  Temple"  expressed  the  belief  that  "with 
the  exercise  of  economy  in  all  directions,  another  year  would  see  the 
receipts  equal,  if  they  do  not  exceed,  the  expenditures."  Grand  Master 
Keiper  heartily  commends  the  efforts  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
to  maintain  its  Home.     He  urges  hearty  co-operation  of  the  grand  lodge. 

Grand  Master  Plays  With  Fire. 

Two  Masonic  clubs,  the  "Trowel"  and  the  "Fellowship"  are  heartily 
approved  by  the  grand  master.  He  is  on  questionable  ground  in  en- 
dorsing these  organizations,  which  establish  distinctions  among  crafts- 
men who  are  supposed  "to  meet  upon  the  level  and  part  upon  the 
square."  One  other  and  final  meeting  for  the  year  was  held.  It  is 
called  "St.  John's  Day  Communication"  and  was  held  December  27,  191 1. 
The  chief  business  at  this  gathering  was  the  report  of  the  committees 
on  jurisprudence  and  on  the  address  of  the  grand  master  made  at  the 
annual  meeting,  held  one  week  before.  The  grand  master  was  fully 
sustained.  Two  points  were  especially  noted.  One  was  that  "the  lodge 
has  no  power  to  control  the  action  of  the  master  in  the  exercise  of  his 
discretion  in  the  administrative  affairs  of  his  lodge."  The  other  con- 
firmed the  decision  regarding  the  Texas  congressman  who  sought  to  es- 
tablish masonic   residence   in   Washington. 

Grand    officers    were    elected   and   installed. 

The    reports    show    that    the    "Masonic    and    Eastern    Star    Home" 
shelters  and  maintains  17  members,  both  men  and  women. 

The  Annual  Review. 
P.G.M.  George  W.  Baird  presents  the  annual  review  of  grand  lodges. 
This   is   the    12th   from   his   hand.     It   is   well  written,   as   might  be   ex- 
pected from   one   so  long  engaged  in  this  work. 
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Either  by  error  of  the  printer  or  oversight  of  the  correspondent, 
the  review  of  Illinois  is  given  for  "1910."  It  should  have  been  191 1. 
He  refers  to  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  as  "a  central  figure  in  the  grand 
lodge  of  Illinois  for  the  past  30  years"  and  that  he  "was  well  known 
and  admired  over  the  entire  Masonic  world."  Thorough  approval  was 
given  to  the  attitude  of  Grand  Master  Ashley  on  the  relation  that  Ma- 
sonry bears  to  religion.     He  says  that — 

The  grand  master  has  sounded  a  kej^-note  in  this.  Masonry  is  not 
a  religion  nor  does  it  make  any  pretensions  to  being  such,  though  priests 
call  it  a  "sect."  It  has  been  defined  as  a  system  of  morals  veiled  in 
allegory  and  illustrated  by  symbols.  It  does  not  assume  to  give  abso- 
lution  nor  to   indulge   in   any   other   species    of    sorcery. 

Gallant   But  Not   Old. 

Grand  Master  Ashley  is  referred  to  as  a  "gallant  old  fellow"'  be- 
cause he  delivered  an  anniversary  address  for  the  Eastern  .Star.  Have 
a  care,  Brother  Baird,  Brother  Ashley  may  have  passed  his  three 
score  and  ten  but  he  might  not  admit  that  he  is  an  "old   fellow." 

The  report  of  our  committee  on  appeals  and  grievances  comes  in 
for  a  handsome   compliment.     He   says — 

We  love  to  read  the  Illinois  report  oil  grievances,  because  it  has 
no  word  in  it  which  would  afford  testimony  against  masonry,  but.  at 
the  same  time,  it  gives  masons  all  the  information  necessary.  It  so 
often  occurs  that  grievance  and  appeal  reports  divulge  the  most  dam- 
aging testimony  which  might  be  turned  against  the  craft  as  "horrible 
examples."  Such  horrible  individuals  exist  in  all  organizations,  but  a 
wise  reporter  will   not   invite  attention   to  them. 

Illinois  Farther  Commended. 

Two  other  committees  are  held  up  as  worthy  of  imitation.    He  says — 
The    reports    of   committees    on   lodges    U.D.    and   also    on    chartered 
lodges   are  models ;   too   long  to  be   reproduced   here,   but    for   those   es- 
pecially interested  we  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  Illinois  report   for   1911. 

Also  this  is  pleasing  to  the  writer — 

The  report  on  masonic  correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Owen  Scott;  it  is  a  splendid  essay.  He  places  the  different  subjects 
under  separate  captions,  which  affords  easy  reference.  He  has  a  pleas- 
ant way  of  smoothing,  the  right  way,  the  contemporaries  with  whom 
he  does  not  agree. 

Brother  Baird  still  insists  that  Illinois  was  not  consistent  with  its 
former  attitude  in  recognizing  the  grand  lodge  of  Holland.  This  be- 
cause the  latter  is  in  fraternal  relation  with  the  Atheistic  "Grand  Orient 
of  France." 
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A    Distinction    with    Little    Difference. 

Regarding  the  Shrine  and  Templarism  the  D.C.  reviewer  says  that — 
Under  the  caption  of  Pennsylvania  he  (the  Illinois  reviewer)  in- 
vites attention  to  the  distinction  made  between  the  shrine,  which  is 
not  masonic,  and  consequently  not  afforded  room  in  the  temple,  and 
the  commandery  of  K.T.,  likewise  not  masonic,  which  is  rented  space  in 
the  temple.  We  noted  the  same  item  in  the  Pennsylvania  report  and 
had  much  the  same  thought  as  is  expressed  by  Brother  Scott ;  but  a 
distinction  appeared  to  the  writer,  which  was  sufficient.  The  command- 
ery of  K.T.  is  essentially  a  Christian  order,  espousing  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious side  of  masonry,  while  the  shrine,  paraphases  and  makes  fun 
of  some  very  beautiful  portions  of  the  Mussulmans  creed;  the  one  is 
serious,  the  other  is  comic.  It  is  not  right  to  ridicule  any  man's  creed. 
There  is  a  possibility  of  the  Mohammedan  being  right,  and  a  possibility 
of  our  being  wrong. 

There  may  be  some  distinction  here  but  where  is  the  difference? 
Neither  is  masonic,  though  templarism  may  be  more  commendable  than 
the  shrine.

The  writer  is  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  following  paragraph  ta- 
ken from  the  review  of  the  English  grand  lodge  by  the  New  York  cor- 
respondent.    He  says  that — 

The  entire  business  system  here  is  so  entirely  different  from  ours 
that  it  is  rather  difficult  to  extract  a  complete  or  comprehensive  report, 
but  one  thing  is  in  evidence  and  readily  apparent,  that  the  main  feature 
of  the  work  in  dear  old  "Mother  Grand  Lodge"  is  Charity,  and  the  great 
care  and  thorough  business  management  bestowed  upon  their  great  in- 
stitutions, homes,  orphan  asylums,  schools,  etc.  Truly,  Brotherly  Love, 
ReHef  and  Truth  are  thoroughly  exemplified  by  our  English  brethren  and 
their  dependencies,  which  are  scattered  over  all  the  globe,  wherever  the 
sun  shines  on  the  king's  dominion.  War  and  rumors  of  war  may  dis- 
tract the  world  profane,  but  within  the  sanctuary  of  Mother  Grand 
Lodge  white-winged  peace  reigns  supreme. 
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Beautiful  Benevolences. 

To  show  the  wonderful  work  for  relief  done  b}^  this  grand  old 
mother  grand  lodge  the  following  extract  is  of  absorbing  interest — 

"The  Freemason,"  of  January  6,  1912,  states  that  the  income  of  va- 
rious masonic  institutions   for  191 1,  was  as  follows; 

Royal  Masonic  School  for  Girls £32,696   ($163,500) 

Royal  Masonic  School  for  Boys....! £36,624  ($183,125) 

Royal  Benevolent   Institution    £116,764  ($538,820) 

In  addition  to  this  the  board  of  benevolence  extended  relief  to  409 
cases,  amounting  to  £15,290  ($76,450). 

During  the  20  years,  ending  191 1,  no  less  than  £2,016,157  ($10,080,- 
785)  has  been  subscribed  to  the  three  worthy  institutions  above  men- 
tioned. 

Absence  in  Canada  no  Bar. 

A  quarterly  communication  was  held  December  11,  191 1.  At  this 
the  Duke  of  Connaught  was  nominated  for  grand  master  to  succeed 
himself.  At  the  next  quarterly,  he  was  unanimously  chosen  and  an- 
nounced with  his  half-page  of  titles.  See  Illinois  correspondence  report 
for  191 1   for  particulars. 

He  will  be  absent  as  governor  general  of  Canada  during  the  entire 
year.  Thus  the  office  of  grand  master  can  be  only  nominal  and  con- 
ferred merely  as  an  honor  without  any  thought  of  service  to  the  craft. 

At  this  quarterly  Bro.  Augustus  F.  Webster,  "provincial  grand  mas- 
ter for  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wright,"  presented  the  grand  lodge 
a  check  for  400  guineas,  or  about  $2,000.  He  said  that  this  "represents 
a  donation  from  every  lodge  in  the  province  as  well  as  many  personal 
donations  from  individual  members  in  the  province.''  This  sum  was 
to  go  to  the  "building  fund."  It  is  hoped  to  raise  a  fund  of  $1,000,000 
or  £200,000  for  this  purpose. 

English   and   German   Relations. 

Lord  Ampthill  is  the  pro  grand  master  and  the  actual  official  head 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  At  the  meeting  in  March,  1912,  he 
was  "on  the  throne." 

Brother  Ampthill  took  occasion  to  make  informal  report  of  a  visit 
to  Berlin  and  his  cordial  and  courteous  reception  by  German  masons. 
Among  other  things  the  pro  grand  master  said  that — 

I  learnt  further,  with  keen  gratification,  that  many  of  the  brethren 
in  Germany  have  long  since  been  deeply  convinced  that  freemasonry  may 
yet  prove  to  be  a  great  and  potent  agency  for  promoting  good  feeling 
between  one  nation  and  another,  not  by  any  public  demostrations  or 
those   methods    depending    upon    the    publicity    and    advertisement    which 
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are  the  resources  of  ordinary  and  ephemeral  organizations,  but  by  the 
private  and  friendly  intercourse  of  individuals.  It  is  such  intercourse, 
they  maintain,  which  tends  better  than  anything  else  to  remove  misunder- 
standing due  to  false  public  information  and  to  spread  in  ever  widening 
circles,  like  the  noiseless  ripples  of  a  pebble  thrown  into  a  lake,  the 
influences  of  mutual  respect  and  good   feeling. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  looking  to  a  relation  "more  active,  more 
intimate  and  more  fruitful  of  benefit  to  freemasonry  and  to  the  cause 
of  good  will  between  our  two  nations." 

Is  THIS  Fair  to  Queensland? 

Remnants  of  a  seeming  injustice  to  the  brethren  of  Queensland  are 
shown  by  reports  of  three  quarterly  meetings  of  the  "District  Grand 
Lodge  of  Freemasons  of  England,"  held  at  Brisbane  during  the  past 
year. 

Though  Queensland  has  a  grand  lodge  of  its  own,  yet  the  "mother" 
of  masonry  maintains  a  rival  organization  in  this  Australian  province. 
England,  Ireland  and  Scotland  have  a  tri-partite  agreement  in  the  recog- 
nition of  new  grand  lodges  in  British  provinces  that  stands  squarely  in 
the  way  of  that  harmony  and  concord  so  inherent  in  freemasonry.  Why 
not  let  all  lodges  in  these  provinces  go  scot-free  from  the  three  ancient 
worthies,  so  that  the  cause  of  fraternity  "may  go  unvexed  to  the  sea" 
of  helpfulness  to  humanity? 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  the  report  of  the  quarterly  communi- 
cation held  May  2,  1912,  is  at  hand.  In  this  appears  the  following  sig- 
nificant statement. 

Correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  in  connection  with 
their  contemplated  recognition  of  the  body  in  Queensland  calling  itself 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  was  read. 

Is  this  the  dawn  for  Queensland? 

At  the  annual  grand  festival  held  April  24  the  principal  work  out- 
side of  the  feast,  was  to  proclaim  the  grand  officers  duly  in  place  for 
another  year.  The  pro  grand  master  took  occasion  to  say  that  fewer 
had  been  given  "past  grand  rank"  because  it  was  not  desirable  to 
cheapen  these  purely  honorary  gifts. 

The  quarterly  held  June  5,  1912,  had  nothing  beyond  routine  mat- 
ters before  it. 

Grand  master,  Duke  of  Connaught;  pro  grand  master,  Lord  Ampt- 
hill;    grand  secretary,  Edward  Letchworth,  Freemasons'  Hall,  London. 
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209  Lodges,  83RD  Annual.  10,131  Members. 

The  state  of  flowers  and  alligators  has  a  grand  master  of  whom  the 
craft  may  be  justly  proud.  He  is  Governor  Albert  W.  Gilchrist,  Some 
men  have  felt  that  it  was  a  greater  honor  to  be  called  to  serve  the 
masons  as  grand  master  than  to  be  governor  of  their  commonwealths. 
Brother  Gilcilrist  does  not  need  to  settle  this  perplexing  question,  for 
he  is  both  at  the  same  time.  His  sturdy  features  adorn  the  fine  book 
of  proceedings.     The  session  was  held  at  Jacksonville  January   15-18. 

Florida  is  the  first  for  1912  to  come  under  review.  Substantial  growth 
in  membership  is  shown  in  twelve  new  lodges  and  a  gain  of  627  members. 

Illinois  was  represented  by  James  C.  Graver,  our  local  diplomat. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Was  a  careful  review  of  the  business  of  the  year.  It  is  almost  entirely 
devoid  of  suggestion,  criticism  or  comment.  The  grand  master-governor 
allows  his  actions  to  speak  in  lieu  of  words,  setting  forth  the  genius  and 
symbology  of  masonry.  The  death  of  the  grand  orator,  grand  sword 
bearer  and  a  district  deputy  is  noted  with  suitable  comments.  The 
passing  of  our  own  John  C.  Smith  is  duly  recorded. 

The  law  was  allowed  to  run  its  course  and  few  dispensations  were 
issued.  There  were  fifteen  decisions,  mostly  mere  explanations  of  local 
law.  During  the  year  the  grand  master  left  affairs  for  one  month  in  the 
hands  of  deputy  grand  master,  Geo.  B.  Glover,  who  makes  report  of 
his  actions. 

The  Florida  law  requires  that  "all  jurisdictional  communications  shall 
be  sent  through  the  office  of  the  grand  master."  This  refers  to  requests 
by  a  lodge  in  one  state  for  the  work  to  be  done  on  a  candidate  by  a 
lodge  in  another  state.     It  accords  with  Illinois  procedure. 

An    Embarrassing  Adornment. 

Our  southern  neighbor  sports  a  very  large  and  troublesome  mort- 
gage indebtedness.  Its  grand  lodge  temple  is  weather-boarded  over 
with  a  debt  of  $98,000.  For  a  membership  of  a  trifle  over  10,000  the  load 
is  a  pretty  heavy  one.  The  grand  lodge  would  be  pardoned  if  it  were 
to  be  both  sway-backed  and  bow-legged. 

The  Jacksonville  chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  sent  felicitations  which 
the  grand  lodge  politely  reciprocated. 
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The  committee  on  jurisprudence  recommended  "that  none  of  the 
decisions  or  rulings  be  printed  as  new  regulations,  being  already  cov- 
ered by  existing  law."  Many  such  should  never  be  reported  by  the  grand 
master,  as  they  merely  lumber  up  the  record  and  confuse  by  multiplying 
and  duplicating  law  already  -in  force. 

They  Don't  Go  Outside. 

Buenos  Ayres,  in  South  America,  asked  that  a  lodge  be  chartered 
by  the  state  of  the  Everglades.-  The  request  was  refused  because  this 
grand  lodge  has  steadily  refrained  from  the  granting  of  charters  for 
lodges  to  be  located  in  countries  outside  of  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
of  Florida." 

"The  trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home  and  Orphanage"  expressed  thanks 
"to  the  grand  chapter  O.E.S.  for  its  unabated  and  valued  assistance  and 
co-operation."  !        ■ 

Governor  Gilchrist  was  re-elected  as  grand  master.  Only  the  grand 
orator  and  grand  sword  bearer  were  installed.  "All  other  grand  officers 
'having  been  re-elected  or  re-appointed,  their  installation  was  not  neces- 
sary at  this  time."  In  Illinois  all  officers  are  installed  each  year  regard- 
less of  re-election  or  re-appointment. 

The  Annual  Review 

Comes  again  from  Bro.  Silas  B.  Wright.  It  is  his  tenth  offense  but 
one  that,  from  its  excellence,  may  freely  be  pardoned.  He  thinks  the 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  conferences  have  "been  productive  of  much 
good  and  several  of  the  minor  differences  in  the  laws  have  been  changed 
to  conform  to  the  common  good  and  much  friction  between  grand  jur- 
isdictions has  been  removed." 

Regarding  Illinois  he  says  that  Grand  Master  Ashley  "ably  presents 
and  comments  upon  a  large  number  of  matters  of  importance  to  the 
craft."  Our  good  brother  is  slightly  in  error  in  regard  to  our  Homes. 
He  says  "there  are  two  Masonic  Homes,  one  at  Chicago  and  one  at  Sulli- 
van, beside  the  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange."  The  Chicago  and  La- 
Grange  Homes  are  one  and  the  same.  Formerly  the  Orphans'  Home  was 
in  Chicago,  but  it  has  been  recently  moved  to  LeGrange,  thirteen  miles 
west  of  the  city.  Another  error  crept  in.  Brother  Wright  says,  "At 
Sullivan  they  have  forty  acres  in  the  tract,  of  which  twenty  are  used  as 
a  truck  farm,  which  is  quite  profitable."  Bless  your  heart,  my  brother, 
our  late  brother  Robert  A.  Miller  gave  our  grand  lodge  264  big,  broad, 
black  acres.  Of  this  forty  are  used  for  Home  purposes.  The  remainder 
is  farmed.     How  profitable  it  will  be,  is  yet  to  be  demonstrated. 
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The  review  is  brief  and  in  large  part  merely  summarizes  the  doings 
of  the  Illinois  grand  lodge  for  1910.

GEORGIA— 1911.  .  , 

•618  Lodges.  125TH  Annual.  35,323  Members. 

The  Georgia  grand  lodge  comes  about  three  weeks  after  that  of 
Illinois.  Hence,  the  proceedings  of  each,  when  they  come  to  hands  of 
the  reviewers,  read  much  like  ancient  history.  Consequently  the  Illinois 
records  are  for  1910. 

The  Georgia  session  was  held  at  Macon,  November  2,  3  and  4.  A 
•steel  plate  giving  the  serene  countenance  of  Grand  Treasurer  J.  M. 
RusKiN,  opens  the  volume. 

There  were  present  "past  masters,  not  representing  lodges,"  a  list 
almost,  if  not  quite,  as  large  as  that  of  accredited  delegates  from  lodges. 
Bro.  A.  Q.  MooDY,  in  his  review  of  Illinois,  says  "Brother  Scott  made 
one  mistake.  He  said  the  resolution  to  cut  off  the  pay  of  past  masters 
was  passed.  The  vote  went  the  other  way."  Think  of  paying  600  past 
masters  for  attending  grand  lodge,  while  an  equal  number  of  repre- 
•sentatives  were  on  the  grand  lodge  pay  roll.     Generous  Georgia! 

The  name  of  the  representative  of  Illinois  did  not  appear  among  those 
representing  other  grand  lodges. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Was  a  lengthy  and  painstaking  document.     He  says — 

Freemasonry  in  Georgia  is  today  at  high  tide..  The  great  order, 
like  an  ever-flowing  sea,  with  its  tide  rising,  rising,  goes  forward  in 
the  broad  sweep  of  its  swelling  prosperity.  We  need  to  thank  God,  the 
Great  Artificer,  and  to  take  courage ;  but,  while  pressing  forward  to 
the  yet  greater  things  which  lie  before  us,  we  should  let  our  hearts  be 
constrained  to  humility  and  take  heed  that  we  do  not  seek  to  grow  too 
rapidly  in  numbers. 

A  novelty  appears  in  Brother  Napier's  "quartologue,"  whatever  that 
freshly  coined  word  may  mean.  The  "quart"  comes  in  the  four  cardinal 
virtues    of  masonry — temperance,    fortitude,    prudence    and    justice.      The 
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"ologue"  is  in  the  four  distinguished  past  grand  masters,  each  of  whom 
is  made  to  personify  one  of  the  virtues.     These  were  as   follows; 

J.   W.   Taylor — fortitude, 

Max  Meyerhardt — prudence, 

Thos.    H.   Jeffries — temperance, 

Henry  Banks — justice. 
In  all  masonic  writing  this  "quartologue"  stands  unique. 

In  his  decisions  the  grand  master  deals  the  "near-beer"  dispenser  a 
body  blow.  He  is  not  eligible  for  membership  in  a  masonic  lodge.  If 
already  in,  he  must  get  out,  or  be  put  out,  when  he  enters  the  "near- 
beer"  business. 

Likes  the  Ladies. 

The  grand  master  has  many  kind  words  for  the  sisters  of  the  East- 
ern Star.  He  says,  "we  are  in  fraternal  association  with  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star.  Our  good  sisters  are  doing  much  for  the  Masonic 
Home."  He  then  shows  how  the  sum  of  $1,046.29  was  raised  during 
191 1 — and  adds,  "This  is  truly  a  splendid  showing."  Thereupon  pays 
the  following  tribute. 

The  Eastern  Star  is  growing,  and  deservedly  so.  Where  its  chap- 
ters are  organized  interest  in  masonry  is  quickened,  and  men  seem  more 
zealous  when  they  see  the  interest  of  their  wives,  sisters  and  sweet- 
hearts in  the  work  and  mysteries  of  the  Eastern  Star, 

The  noble  women  who  compose  the  order  in  Georgia  are  the  flower 
of  our  womanhood.  They  inspire  our  hearts  that  we  feel,  they  anoint 
our  eyes  that  we  see,  they  touch  our  lips  that  we  speak.  They  are  the 
fairest  among  forty  thousand  and  altogether  lovely. 

The  Masonic  Home 

Is  reported  as  housing  twenty-eight  children  and  eight  old  people,  only 
one  of  whom  is  a  man.  The  grand  master  then  strenuously  urges  the 
segregation  of  children  and  the  aged.  It  is  urged  that  the  old  people  be 
supported  in  the  home  of  friends  or  relatives  and  be  paid  for  by  the 
grand  lodge.  It  costs  $193  to  support  each  member  of  the  home.  This 
looks  well  in  theory  but  in  practice  Brother  Napier  would  find  placing 
aged  people  in  families  a  most  difficult  and  unsatisfactory  proceeding. 
Where  taken  often  the  care  and  attention  would  be  far  from  adequate. 
The  grand  master  urges,  if  the  plan  of  outside  support  be  undertaken, 
that  the  lodge  with  which  the  dependent  is  connected  pay  one-half  the 
amount  to  support  him.  The  problem  of  caring  for  aged,  feeble  and 
sickly  men  and  women  is  a  hard  one  to  solve.  The  Home  supported  by 
the  grand  lodge  appears  as  altogether  the  best  method. 
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Wants  a  Showy  Temple. 

The  grand  master  is  much  in  favor  of  a  temple,  so  that  masonry 
may  make  a  show  to  the  world.  The  old  institution  has  been  oftener 
"derogated  from  the  commanding  position  of  the  craft,"  by  the  building 
of  a  costly  edifice  liberally  ornamented  by  solid  debts  and  beautiful 
mortgages.  Masonry  needs  no  monument  of  brick  and  stone.  It  is  its 
own  best  exemplar.  A  building  exclusively  for  masonic  uses  with  no 
commercial  adjuncts  might  be  of  value.  The  masons  of  Indianapolis 
have  such  a  structure.  It  is  ideal  in  architecture  and  appointments.  The 
masonic  sky-scrapers  for  stores,  offices  and  lodge  rooms  are  beset  with 
troubles  and  trials  and  embarrassments. 

Free  Will  Offering. 

Georgia  has  a  regulation  calling  for  a  free-will  offering  from  every 
lodge  during  the  annual  meeting  when  officers  are  elected.  This  goes 
to  the  Masonic  Home  and  amounted  to  $800  in  1910.  There  is  no  com- 
pulsion, but  each  gives  solely  as  moved  by  the  spirit  of  masonic  charity. 

Grand  Master  Napier  closes  his  excellent  address  by  giving  a  com- 
plete review  of  "masonry  in  our  own  land."  He  traces  the  masonic  af- 
filiation of  the  makers  of  the  American  nation  from  Revolutionary  times 
to  the  present.  It  is  most  interesting,  but  its  great  length  prohibits  in- 
sertion here. 

The  grand  master  presented  a  solid  silver  set  of  working  tools  and 
vessels  of  consecration  for  use  in  laying  corner-stones  and  other  public 
ceremonies. 

An   Ideal  Report. 

The  report  of  grand  secretary,  W.  A.  Wolihin,  comes  almost  to 
the  point  of  the  ideal.  Two  pages  are  sufficient  to  give  a  summary  of 
the  facts  and  figures  of  his  office  for  the  year.  He  indulges  in  no 
rhetoric  or  high  sounding  phrases.  He  leaves  symbolism  and  other 
general  topics  to  the  grand  master  where  they  properly  belong.  Some 
grand  secretaries  try  to  be  "the  whole  thing"  instead  of  being  content  to 
keep  the  records  and  report  the  business  of  the  grand  lodge. 

The  first  evening  a  corps  of  deputies  exemplified  the  work  of  the 
third  degree.  This  is  intended  to  suggest  correct  methods  of  work  but 
is  scarcely  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  brethren.  A  system  of 
schools  would  be  far  more  effective. 

The  committee  on  "general  welfare"  approved  the  annual  free  will 
offering  for  the  Home  on  the  occasion  of  the  election  of  officers. 
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District  Deputy  System  a  Failure. 

This  committees  votes  that  the  "district  deputy  system  is  a  failure." 
Instead  the  suggestion  is  made  that  "the  grand  officers  apportion  the 
state  between  themselves  and  they  have  imposed  on  them  the  duty  of 
inspecting  the  several  lodges  within  the  territory  assigned."  In  a  big 
state  and  with  a  limited  corps  of  grand  officers  this  plan  has  in  it  the 
making  of  a  man's  job   for  each  one. 

Georgia  pays  its  grand  treasurer  a  salary  of  $900  and  receives  credit 
for  interest  on  deposits  of  $1,002.48. 

The  finance  committee  reported  that  no  temple  should  be  undertakers 
until  a  fund  sufficient  to  build  without  involving  the  grand  lodge  in  a 
debt,  had  been  accumulated. 

The  list  of  grand  lodges  recognized  by  Georgia  is  the  same  as  that 
of  Illinois,  with  three  additions;  viz.,  Costa  Rica,  Porto  Rico  and  Valley 
of  Mexico. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  the  eleventh  from  Bro.  A.  Q.  Moody.  He  uses  132  pages  and  gives  a. 
brief  summary  of  the  doings  of  fifty-seven  grand  lodges.  The  report  is; 
well  written,  but  is  sparing  of  comment  or  criticism.  Illinois  for  1910 
is  given  three  pages.  In  these  are  crowded  the  gist  of  the  transactions, 
of  our  grand  lodge.  He  says  that  "the  eloquent  prayer  of  the  grand 
chaplain  is  given  in  full."  He  quotes  liberally  from  Grand  Master  Ash- 
ley's report.  The  receipts  of  the  grand  treasurer  of  Illinois  are  given 
as  $50,449.03."  With  each  one  of  the  101,547  members  paying  into  the 
grand  lodge  90  cents,  our  brother  can  readily  see  that  he  got  his  financial 
eyes  crossed  in  making  his  report. 

The  reviewer  says — "Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith,  grand  orator,  made  ai 
fine  address."  Then  a  pretty  large  quotation  from  Brother  Smith  is 
made. 

Aside  from  correcting  an  error  alluded  to  elsewhere,  the  Illinois 
report  on  correspondence  is  merely  used  for  two  brief  quotations  and 
then  passed  over  in  silence.

loi  Lodges.  Organized  Dec.  25,  1756.  4,600  Members.. 

The  proceedings  of  Holland  are  in  the  Dutch  language  and  this  re- 
viewer is  unable  to  read  and  translate  them.  The  figures  given  above 
are  from  Bro.  H.  J.  W.  Van  Lawick,  grand  secretary,  in  a  private 
letter  responding  to  a  request  for  information.  Being  unable  to  translate- 
the  proceedings  of  Holland  the  Illinois  correspondent  takes  the  liberty 
of  using  the  review  appearing  in  the  New  York  proceedings  for  1912.

This  grand  lodge  was  constituted  December  25,  1756.  Its  jurisdic- 
tion covers  one  provincial  grand  lodge  each  in  the  East  Indies,  Cape 
Colony  and  the  Transvaal,  being  sovereign  altogether  over  loi  St.  John's 
lodges.  Of  these  51  are  located  in  Holland,  31  in  South  Africa,  17  in 
the  East  Indies  and  2  in  the  West  Indies.  Besides,  there  are  4  ma- 
sonic circles.     The  total  membership  foots  up  to  about  4,600. 

A  branch,  named  Comenius,  of  the  Comenius  society,  has  been  es- 
tablished at  Amsterdam  by  the  masonic  foundation.  Adolescents,  aged 
from  17  to  21  years,  are  eligible  for  membership,  free  of  entrance  dues. 
The  purpose  of  the  new  institution  is  to  bring  home  to  them  the  seri- 
ous, masonic  viev^  of  life,  for  which  end  lectures  of  the  proper  quality 
are  being  arranged  for. 

During  the  past  year  M.W.  Bro.  Vas  Visser,  P.G.M.,  entered  the 
Eternal  East.  He  was  a  loyal  and  zealous  craftsman  and  an  active 
supporter  of  the  principles  of  humanistic  masonry. 

The  grand  lodge  held  a  session  on  June  18,  1911,  at  The  Hague, 
the  grand  master  in  the  chair.  One  of  the  matters  there  considered  was 
the  relations  between  the  Netherlands  and  New  York.  M.W.  Bro. 
van  Gijn  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  in  which  the  wish  for  an  exchange  of  mutual  representa- 
tives was  expressed.  The  grand  master  called  our  body  the  largest  and 
most  influential  in  America  and  favored  the  project  most  warmly.  The 
assembled  masons  supported  his  views  by  a  unanimous  vote  to  that  effect. 
The  report  of  the  executive  committee  for  191 1  contains  a  complete- 
account  of  the  negotiations  between  New  York  and  the  Netherlands, 
with  respect  to  an  exchange  of  representatives. 

A  matter  of  interest  on  the  agenda  of  the  session  was  the  motion  of 
the  subordinate  lodge,  "L'Union  Royale"  in  The  Hague,  favoring  the 
despatching  of  a  letter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  wherein  the 
warm  sympathy  of  the  Netherlands  with  President  Taft's  projected  ar- 
bitration treaty  with  Great  Britain  is  to  be  expressed.     The  representa-- 
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tive  of  the  lodge  pointed  out,  in  supporting  the  motion,  that  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  to  make  known  Holland's  sentiments  with  respect  to 
the  treaty  lay  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  purpose  of  both  bodies  to  ex- 
change guarantors  of  amity.  This  view  was  opposed  by  Bro.  J.  Isebree 
Moens,  representative  of  the  ProVincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  in 
Berlin,  who  declared  that  masonic  powers  in  Anglo-Saxon  lands  refuse 
to  treat  of  or  to  discuss  any  subject  having  political  implications.  To 
mention  the  arbitration  treaty  in  a  letter  to  New  York  dealing  with  the 
subject  of  fraternal  intercourse  was,  in  his  opinion  therefore,  a  mistake. 
Finally,  it  was  resolved  to  send  a  letter  favoring  the  ratification  of  the 
arbitration  treaty  to  all  the  masonic  powers  in  this  country,  as  follows : 

Dear  Gentlemen  and  Brethren  : 

In  its  last  meeting  the  Grand  East  of  the  Netherlands  unanimously 
expressed  its  great  sympathy  for  the  impetus  that  Bro.  W^lliiam  Taft, 
in  his  high  and  influential  position  of  president  of  the  greatest  and  might- 
iest republic  of  the  world,  gave  to  the  grand  cause  of  the  peaceful  set- 
tlement of  all  possible  differences  between  the  nations  by  his  attempt  to 
conclude  a  treaty  of  unlimited  arbitration  with  Great  Britain. 

The  grand  east  resolved  that  the  strong  and  heartfelt  desire  should 
l)e  expressed  in  the  order  of  freemasons  in  the  Netherlands  that  the 
movement  for  the  peaceful  settlement  of  differences  amongst  the  nations 
shall  have  the  support  of  the  whole  civilized  world  and  that  the  brethren 
under  Netherlandic  constitution  should  express  their  hope  that  the 
brethren  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  give  their  strongest  help 
to  the  generous  effort  of  their  president  and  brother.  The  supreme  gov- 
ernment executes  this  resolution  with  the  greatest  satisfaction.  It  hopes 
that  indeed  by  the  help  of  every  good  citizen,  and  so  in  the  first  place 
by  that  of  every  freemason,  the  noble  cause  of  arbitration  shall  be  sup- 
ported, and  that  in  the  nearest  future  it  may  be  said  that  a  great  and 
true  freemason  was  the  first  to  bring  into  practice  an  idea  that  more 
than  any  other  can  benefit  human  kind.  With  the  most  fraternal  salu-

58  Lodges.  44th  Annual.  3,568  Members. 

At  Boise  September  12-14  the  annual  meeting  was  held.  A  gain  in 
membership  of  403  is  shown. 

The  almost  boyish  face  of  Frank  C.  Bowman,  grand  master  for 
1911-1912,  is  the  curtain  raiser  for  a  handsome  volume  of  proceedings  of 
325  pages.  The  representative  of  Illinois  was  noted  as  absent.  Grand 
Master  Defenbach  delivered  an  able  and  practical  address.  He  stated 
that  he  had  during  the  year  read  the  forty-three  books  of  proceedings 
of  the  Idaho  grand  lodge.  The  biographies  of  the  active  masons  fur- 
nish, he  says,  a  fine  outline  of  the  history  of  the  state  and  its  growth  and 
achievements.  These  "form  a  practically  complete  record  of  the  politi- 
cal and  civic  development  of  Idaho."  So  it  is  in  most  states.  The 
prominent  masons  have  always  been  the  active  agents  in  the  upHft  of 
humanity  in  every  country  and  clime. 

A  Pioneer  Grand  Master. 

A  pathetic  letter,  dated  at  Pioneerville,  was  presented  from  Sam  B. 
Connelly,  a  past  grand  master,  "living  his  90th  year  in  a  miner's  cabin 
up  a  placer  gulch."  Small  attentions  sometimes  bring  others  unexpected 
pleasures.     Brother  Connelly  says — 

Dear  Friend  and  Brother  :  I  have  been  afflicted  with  catarrh  for  a 
long  time  and  was  suffering  with  an  attack  of  that  disease  when  the 
postmaster  gave  me  your  letter,  dated  the  4th  of  this  month,  contain- 
ing the  first  friendly  and  kindly  word  received  from  a  grand  master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  in  many  years.  If  you  think  you  can  au'- 
ticipate  the  feelings  of  the  old  man  after  reading  your  letter  you  will 
fall  short  in  your  calculation.  If  you  think  the  old  man  didn't  sit  up 
straight  on  the  bed  and  forget  he  was  afflicted  with  catarrh,  you  will  be 
mistaken  again ;  yes,  and  you  will  be  in  error  if  you  think  the  world 
don't  look  brighter  than  it  did  yesterday.  But  one  thing  is  puzzling  me 
now,  and  that  is  what  caused  you  to  write  that  letter.  But  I  know  it 
is  the  expression  of  a  kind  and  brotherly  heart. 

Death  of  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  is  mentioned.  The 
factional  status  "left  Mexican  affairs  in  that  jurisdiction  in  a  disordered 
and  divided  condition."  However,  recognition  was  transferred,  evidently 
with  some  misgivings,  from  Valle  de  Mexico  to  the  "York  Grand  Lodge 
■of  Mexico." 

A  Queer  Decision. 

Few  decisions  were  rendered  and  these  were  mere  constructions  of 
Idaho  law  of  little  interest  to  other  jurisdictions.     In  one  case  a  brother 
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applied  for  affiliation.  Three  ballots  were  taken  and  each  time  one  black 
ball  appeared.  "The  master  ordered  the  wardens  to  declare  the  ballot 
'clear/  if  only  one  black  ball  appeared,  and,  upon  their  complying,  he 
declared  the  applicant  elected."  The  §rand  master  seriously  condemned 
the  master  but  held  the  applicant  admitted  to  membership.  In  other 
words,  by  ordering  the  wardens  to  tell  a  lie  the  fundamental  right  of 
some  brother  was  set  aside.  It  would  have  been  about  the  right  thing 
for  the  grand  master  to  have  deposed  the  master  for  destroying  the  sa- 
cred and  fundamental  right  of  every  brother  to  prevent  the  admission 
of  a  man  he  deemed  unworthy.  This  should  have  been  followed  by  an 
order  setting  aside  the  fraudulent  ballot  and  ordering  a  new  one. 

The    Work    Improving. 

The  report  showed  that  the  brethren  are  more  nearly  conforming  to 
the  standard  work  of  the  grand  lodge.  Complaint  is  made  that  "the 
authorized  key  is  not  being  well  taken  care  of.  Two  keys  have  been 
accidentally  destroyed  during  the  year."  The  grand  master  thinks  the 
time  has  come  to  destroy  the  "keys."     He  says — 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  instructing  the  grand 
master,  grand  lecturer,  and  each  subordinate  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction 
to  deliver  to  the  grand  secretary,  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  in 
September,  1912,  each  and  every  copy  of  any  written  or  printed  cipher 
or  other  key  to  the  esoteric  or  symbolic  work  of  the  fraternity,  to  the 
end  that  said  keys  may  be  destroyed  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the 
annual  communication  of  this  grand  body  in  the  month  of  September 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

This  appeal  fell  on  deaf  ears.     The  recommendation  was  voted  down. 

Receipt  and  Certificate  of  Dues. 

A  receipt  for  dues  with  the  grand  secretary's  certificate  of  the  regu- 
larity of  the  lodge  was  another  recommendation  of  the  grand  master. 
This  was  adopted  with  a  provision  requiring  all  lodges  to  use  the  form 
furnished  at  cost  by  the  grand  secretary.  This  receipt  was  practically 
the  same  as  that  proposed  in  Illinois. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  "orphan  funds"  shows  that  $1,700 
was  paid  out  by  the  grand  lodge  during  the  year  to  various  indigent 
master  masons,  their  widows  and  orphans. 

Though  small  in  members  a  movement  was  started  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Masonic  Home.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  ways  and  means  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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All  Appealed. 

Here  is  a  peculiarity  of  Idaho  masonic  law.  A  transcript  of  every 
trial  in  a  lodge  for  an  offense  against  law  and  usage  of  the  fraternity 
must  come  before  the  grand  lodge  for  review.  No  case  is  closed  until 
after  the  grand  lodge  has  acted.  In  short,  every  case  is  by  operation  of 
law  appealed.  In  most  grand  lodges  no  appeal  is  taken  unless  some  one 
is  not  satisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  lodge.  This  gives  every  one  a 
chance  to  be  heard  and  saves  lumbering  up  the  records  where  no  one 
wants  the  grand  lodge  to  review  the  proceedings. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Review 

Is  presented  by  Bro.  Geo.  E.  Kuepper.  This  is  a  brief  but  interesting 
analysis  of  the  doings  of  grand  lodges.  Illinois  gets  its  due  share  of 
attention.  He  says  that — "Under  the  heading,  'non-affiliates,'  the  grand 
master  says  some  things  worth  repeating."  He  then  quotes  Grand  Mas- 
ter Ashley's  recommendation.  The  amendment  as  indicated  was  pre- 
sented and  is  now  the  law  of  Illinois. 

The  reviewer  says — ■ 

A  special  report  of  the  committee  on  correspondence  congratulates 
this  grand  lodge  that  it  refused  to  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de 
Mexico.  This  lodge  has  gone  to  the  bad.  It  was  "of  a  mongrel  constit- 
uency where  ancient  craft  masonry  had  little  consideration  or  influence." 
But  as  we  see  it,  the  seceders  have  gone,  the  grand  lodge  has  been 
purged,  and  is  now  working  under  a  new  name  with  all  the  earmarks 
of  a  legitimate  body.  We  have  heard  nothing  drop  or  break  in  Idaho, 
and  the  smoke  goes  up  the  chimney  just  the  same. 

It  is  noted  that  Grand  Orator  Frank  G.  Smith  put  "iii  lines  of 
poetry"  in  his  eloquent  oration. 

Brother  Kuepper  likes  the  sub-heads  in  the  Illinois  report  on  cor- 
respondence, and  says — "The  matter  is  arranged  under  catchy  heads 
which  adds  interest.  Two  pages  of  the  report,  opened  at  random,  con- 
tain the  following:  'Other  Reports,  'Stingy  to  the  Dead,'  'The  Signet 
Ring,'  'Foreign  Correspondence,'  'Rings  the  Bell,'  'Likes  One,  Dislikes 
the  Other,'  'Brother  Robbins'  Report.'" 

Grand  master,  Frank  C.  Bowman,  Idaho  Falls ;  grand  secretary, 
Theo.

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INDIANA— 1912. 

546  Lodges.  <  91ST  Annual.  -60,168  Members. 

Indiana  comes  looking  fresh  and  clean  in  its  white  gown  with  blue 
trimmings.  The  annual  was  held  May  28  and  29,  1912,  at  Indianapolis. 
The  cover  page  is  refreshing  to  behold.  The  clumsy  "communication" 
gives  way  to  "meeting."  All  through  this  word  is  used.  A  bit  of  his- 
tory is  also  told  on  the  outside  of  the  book  of  proceedings.  It  reads 
"Convention  of  F.  and  A.  Masons  of  Indiana,  December,  1817.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indiana  organized  January,  1818."  This  was  the  year  that 
Illinois  became  a  state  in  the  federal  union. 

The  membership  was  increased  during  the  year  by  2,669.  The  hand- 
some and  boyish  face  of  Grand  Master  Elmer  F.  Gay  is  the  opening 
adornment.  The  one  hour  prelude  of  speeches  and  music  was  again  used. 
Illinois'  representative  did  not  answer  the  roll  call. 

Grand  Master  Swintz  is  in  line  with  Grand  Master  Ashley.  He 
presents  a  "report"  and  does  not  make  an  "address."  Really  these  two 
grand  masters  are  right.  They  make  report  of  their  doings  for  the  year. 
An  address  might  do  more  to  electrify  a  grand  lodge  but  a  report  is 
more  in  harmony  with  the  function  of  the  executive  officer,  giving  an 
account  of  his  stewardship. 

Brother  Swintz  made  a  real  report.  It  was  brief  and  pointed  and 
made  no  effort  at  rhetorical  display. 

Can't  Use  Mexico. 

Of  Mexico  the  grand  master  says — 

The  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  claims  to  be  the  legitimate  Grand 
Lodge  F.  and  A.M.  of  Mexico,  composed  of  eighteen  of  the  thirty-two 
lodges  which  composed  the  original  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico.  The 
last  named  grand  lodge  with  fourteen  constituent  lodges  is  supposed  to 
be  still  in  existence.  I  have,  therefore,  declined  to  appoint  a  grand  rep- 
resentative near  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  until  our  grand  lodge 
officially  recognizes  said  York  Grand   Lodge. 

The   committee  on   foreign   correspondence   reported   as    follows : 

Other  grand  jurisdictions  generally  appear  to  be  prospering  in  like 
manner  as  ourselves.  The  situation  in  Mexico  has  been  referred  to  in 
the  report  of  our  most  worshipful  grand  master.  It  is  so  complicated 
that  in  the  present  unsettled  political  conditions  and  without  further 
information,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  determine  the  center  of  authority 
in  York  Rite  masonry. 
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Special  dispensations  were  limited  to  the  election  of  officers  where 
lodges,  for  various  reasons,  had  failed  to  elect  at  the  proper  time. 

"Masons',  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home" 

Is  the  comprehensive  name  to  designate  the  organized  charity  of  the 
Hoosier  grand  lodge.  It  was  announced  that  a  fund  sufficient  had  been 
accumulated  to  justify  the  establishment  of  such  a  Home.  A  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  grand  lodge  at  once 
proceed  to  build  and  maintain  a  Home  for  indigent  masons,  their  wid- 
ows and  orphans. 

A  very  large  bequest  came  from  the  estate  of  the  late  James  A. 
Holt.  With  the  accumulated  funds  this  makes  the  Home  problem  an 
easy  one  of  solution. 

Greets   Odd   Fellows. 

The  grand  master  announced  that  he  had  appointed  the  first  four 
officers  of  the  grand  lodge,  together  with  the  grand  treasurer  and  grand 
secretary,  to  act  as  a  "committee  to  be  present  at  the  public  welcome  to 
the  sovereign  grand  lodge,  I.O.O.F.,  to  be  given  at  9  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  September  18  in  the  auditorium  of  the  masonic  temple,  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  and  extend  to  said  sovereign  grand  lodge  our  kindly 
and  cordial  greeting  and  best  wishes,  as  embodied  in  the  committee  re- 
port adopted  by  our  ov/n  grand  lodge  on  the  24th  day  of  last  May." 

This  shows  the  true  fraternal  spirit.  The  writer  had  the  privilege 
of  being  present  on  the  occasion  named.  Representatives  of  all  the 
great  fraternities  of  Indiana  were  present  to  welcome  the  supreme  gov- 
erning body  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  world.  It  was  gratifying  that 
this  meeting  was  held  in   Indiana's   superb  masonic  temple. 

Striving  for  Uniformity. 

Grand  Master  Swintz  would  like  to  see  greater  uniformity  of  the 
laws,  rituals  and  lectures  of  the  several  grand  jurisdictions  of  the  United 
States."  He  wants  a  general  conference.  That  there  is  no  authority 
higher  than  each  individual  grand  lodge,  he  freely  concedes.  He  fur- 
ther says — 

But  if  uniformity  is  to  be  attained,  it  must  be  by  concerted  action. 
This  can  be  brought  about  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  through  the 
medium  of  conferences  of  representatives  of  the  several  grand  lodges. 
This  would  in  no  sense  be  a  general  grand  lodge.  No  lodge  would  be 
opened.  It  would  be  a  meeting  of  representatives  under  proper  safe- 
guards owing  to  the  nature  of  the  business.  Each  representative  should 
come  to  the  meeting  prepared  to  present  any  matter  which  in  his  judg- 
ment needed  changing.  As  each  matter  was  presented,  it  could  be  dis- 
cussed  and    voted    upon,    and    the    recommendation    of    the    conference    as 
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such,  be  presented  by  the  representatives  to  their  several  grand  lodges. 
Each  grand  lodge  w^onld  then  take  official  action  for  itself  and  every 
grand  lodge  that  voted  favorably  on  the  recommendation  would  be  bring- 
ing uniformity  one  step  nearer. 

This  was  the  exact  thing  done  at  the  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
conferences.  Some  advance  toward  uniformity  of  procedure  has  already 
come  from  these  conferences.  No  step  has  been  taken,  however,  toward 
uniformity  of  work.  It  is  not  likely  any  progress  can  be  made  in  this 
direction  for  a  long  time  to  come,  if  ever. 

The  grand  lodge  authorized  the  grand  master  "to  convene  a  general 
conference  in  Indianapolis  under  such  conditions,  and  at  such  time,  as 
he  may  deem  advisable." 

Few  Decisions. 

Only  five  decisions  were  reported.  These  were  purely  of  local  in- 
terest. The  grand  treasurer  reports  that  interest  was  received  on  special 
fund  of  $705.09.  On  "funds  on  deposit  during  the  year,"  a  total  of 
$832.83. 

Grand  Master  Jackson  and  Grand  Secretary  Grant  of  Kentucky 
were  introduced  and  gave  a  sample  of  that  fervid  blue  grass  oratory  that 
is  so  pleasing  to  all  who  hear. 

Terre  Haute  Lodge  No.  19  was  granted  permission  to  participate 
in  the  "centennial  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Fort  Harrison."  This 
was  based  "on  its  patriotic,  historical  and  centennial  merit  without  es- 
tablishing a  precedent." 

The  recommendation  of  the  grand  master  that  the  anniversary  of 
St.  John,  the  Baptist,  be  designated  a  masonic  memorial  day  was  tossed 
into  the  scrap  pile. 

The  supreme  court  of  Indiana  has  declared  the  grand  lodge  of  that 
state  to  be  a  charitable  institution.  Hence,  no  further  incorporation  is 
necessary  in   establishing  the  Home. 

At  6  p.  m.  of  the  first  day  the  entire  grand  lodge,  with  the  guests 
of  honor,  enjoyed  a  banquet  at  the  temple.  There  were  the  usual  ora- 
torical trimmings. 

P.G.M.  Chas.  N.  Mikels  presented  a  resolution  that  the  grand  mas- 
ter extend  an  invitation  "to  some  grand  master  of  some  sister  grand 
jurisdiction  to  address  this  grand  lodge  at  its  next  session  as  the  guest 
of  this  grand  lodge."  The  calamity  was  made  probable  by  the  adoption 
of  the  resolution. 
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The  Temple — After  that  the  Home. 

The  committe  on  ways  and  means  refuses  to  recognize  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star  as  the  pioneers  of  the  Masonic  Home  movement,  though 
their  activity  is  fully  recognized.     The  committee  says  that — 

Resolutions  bearing  on  this  important  subject  have  been  presented 
and  discussed  at  almost  every  meeting  of  the  grand  lodge  for  many 
years,  but  owing  to  the  heavy  debt  contracted  in  building  the  former 
grand  lodge  building,  with  a  membership  of  less  than  one-fourth  of  our 
present  membership,  it  was  considered  inopportune  to  give  the  subject 
of  building  a  Masonic  Home  serious  consideration,  but  now,  with  one 
of  the  finest  masonic  grand  lodge  buildings  in  the  world,  with  a  united 
brotherhood  of  over  60,000  members,  with  our  finances  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition,  it  is  quite  natural  that  our  hearts  should  quicken 
with  love  and  sympathy  for  those  less  fortuante  than  ourselves. 

Does  it  not  strike  one  who  gives  it  a  little  thought  that  our  Indi- 
ana brethren  were  a  little  slow  in  providing  for  those  "less  fortunate 
than  ourselves?"  It  took  ninety  years  to  get  to  the  Home.  Too  often 
Masons  are  anxious  for  a  showy  temple  in  some  large  city,  rather  than 
a  shelter  for  the  distressed  and  needy.  However,  Indiana  has  started 
to  care  for  those  in  distress.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  and  artistic 
buildings  to  be  found  in  America  is  the  masonic  temple  at  Indianapois. 

"Indiana  Annual  Masonic  Review" 

Is  the  appropriate  title  given  by  the  veteran  writer  of  what  are  usually 
designated  as  reports  on  foreign  correspondence.  Bro.  Daniel  McDon- 
ald again  presents  this  summary  and  signs  himself  "reviewer."  Brother 
McDonald  was  grand  master  in  1875  and  1876  and  has  long  been  the 
senior  past  grand  master.  He  writes  with  the  idea  each  year  that  it 
may  be  his  last. 

His  work  as  a  reviewer  is  of  a  high  order,  and  the  corps  of  writers 
in  the  various  grand  jurisdictions  wish  him  yet  many  years. 

The  passing  of  Bro.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  is  referred  to  as 
follows ; 

Past  Grand  Master  Smith  was  one  of  the  best  known  and  greatly 
beloved  past  grand  masters  in  this  country.  The  writer  of  this  greatly 
regrets  his  passing  away,  although  according  to  the  natural  course  of 
human  events  his  earthly  career  could  not  have  been  greatly  extended. 

Brother  McDonald  says  that — 

Full  report  of  the  inception,  building  and  dedication  of  the  Illinois 
Masonic  Orphans'  Home  at  LaGrange,  Illinois,  and  a  splendid  engraving 
of  the  same  appears  in  the  proceedings.  The  grand  lodge  of  Illinois 
has  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  splendid  charitable  organizations  and  man- 
agement. They  seem  now  to  be  on  a  firm  and  growing  basis,  and  beyond 
the  point  where  failure  could  be  considered. 
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The  writer  is  grateful  for  complimentary  allusion  to  his  work  in 
reviewing  grand  lodge  proceedings  for  191 1, 

Had  not  Been  Master  of  His  Lodge. 

A  most  interesting  and  extraordinary  incident  is  told  by  Brother 
McDonald  as  follows : 

In  1873  he  was  deputy  grand  master,  and  at  the  election  in  May  of 
that  year  was  elected  grand  master  by  a  large  vote,  being  a  general 
popular  favorite  among  the  memebrs  of  the  grand  lodge.  Bro,  Christian 
Fetta  was  grand  master.  After  he  had  announced  the  result  of  the  vote, 
that  Bro.  Lucien  A.  Foote  had  been  elected  grand  master,  a  brother  in 
the  grand  lodge  arose  and  said:  "I  object  to  Brother  Foote  serving  as 
grand  master.  He  is  not  eligible.  He  has  never  served  as  master  of  a 
subordinate  lodge."  In  all  the  long  years  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
grand  lodge,  I  never  saw  such  consternation  and  bewilderment  as  there 
was  on  that  occasion.  Brother  Foote,  whose  seat  was  on  the  right  of 
the  grand  master,  with  his  long  white  hair  and  flowing  white  beard, 
arose  and  in  a  sad  and  solemn  tone  of  voice  said:  "The  objection  is 
valid.  I  have  always  served  as  secretary  of  my  lodge  and  was  never 
elected  master."  Grand  Master  Fetta  was  much  affected,  and  the  tear 
drops  were  seen  to  flow  from  his  eyes.  He  had  but  one  thing  to  do — • 
order  another  ballot,  which  he  did.  The  ballots  were  about  all  cast  for 
him  (brother  Fetta)  and  he  was  re-elected  grand  master.  The  position 
of  deputy  being  vacant,  and  I  being  next  in  line,  was  elected  deputy 
grand  master. 

Before  the  grand  lodge  closed.  Gen.  M.  D.  Manson,  representing  the 
lodge  to  which  Brother  Foote  belonged,  arose  and  said :  "Brethren  of 
the  grand  lodge :  Brother  Foote  having  been  declared  ineligible  to  the 
office  of  grand  master  on  account  of  never  having  been  elected  master 
of  his  lodge,  I  desire  to  say  that  we  will  go  home  from  this  grand  lodge, 
and  at  the  next  election  we  will  elect  Brother  Foote  master  of  his  lodge, 
and  we  will  be  here  next  year  and  will  elect  him  grand  master."  Gen- 
eral Manson's  prediction  proved  true. 

Grand  master,  Elmer  F.  Gay,  Indianapolis ;  grand  secretary,  Calvin 
W.   Prather,  Indianapolis. 
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IOWA— 1912. 

520  Lodges.  69TH  Annual.  45,997  Members, 

Books  of  proceedings  of  the  Hawkeye  grand  lodge  are  most  interest- 
ing— almost  fascinating.  The  one  for  1912  of  the  annual  session  held  at 
Burlington,  June  11  to  13,  is  no  exception.  It  is  large,  handsomely  printed 
and  as  full  of  meat  as  a  sardine  box  is  of  fish. 

The  strong  "block-y"  face  of  Grand  Master  Louis  Block  adorns 
the  opening  pages. 

Elaborate  public  exercises  preceding  the  opening  session  are  fully 
reported.  The  proceedings  show  the  continued  artistic  and  poetic  bent 
of  Grand  Secretary  Parvin,  who  superintends  the  printing. 

The  grand  master's  address  covers  seventy-five  pages,  but  it  is 
worth  the  space.  It  is  so  lengthy  that  Brother  Block  says  that  some 
may  wonder  if  he  is  "not  like  the  preacher  who,  the  small  boy  thought, 
had  forgotten  to  bring  his  'Amen'  with  liim."  The  Iowa  air  is  as  full 
of  poetry  as  of  electricity.  All  you  need  to  do  is  to  set  a  human  dynamo 
running  and  out  comes  the  gems  of  fancy  by  the  great  gross.  The  grand 
master's  address,  often  most  prosaic  in  other  hands,  sparkles  and  glis- 
tens with  poetry  galore.  From  this  able  address  much  might  be  repro- 
duced did  space  permit. 

A  Constructive  Force. 

A  single  quotation  must  suffice.     He  says  that — 

As  a  constructive  force,  fastening  firm  and  deep  the  foundations  of 
noble  human  life  and  making  for  the  lasting  peace  and  happiness  of  the 
people,  masonry  stands  today  without  an  equal.  Wherever  she  has  gone, 
abiding  blessings  have  followed  in  her  footsteps.  Never  has  there  been 
so  positive  and  perennial  a  power  for  good  in  the  world.  Well  has  she 
been  named  "the  benefactor  of  mankind,  born  in  the  very  cradle  of  the 
race."  Righteous  cause  never  appealed  to  her  in  vain.  The  friend  of 
the  free  school  and  the  free  church,  the  lover  of  liberty  and  light  always 
and  everywhere,  she  has  ever  stood — 

"For  the  wrong  that  needs   resistance, 
For  the  cause  that  lacks  assistance. 
For  the  future  in  the  distance, 
And  the  good  that  she  can  do." 

The  grand  master  says  that  the  net  increase  of  1.598  is  not  quite  as 
large  as  that  of  the  year  before.  Yet,  more  master  masons  have  been 
made.  The  leak  though  dimission  is  increasing.  He  fears  that  in  Iowa, 
as  elsewhere,  they  are  making  masons,  or  "at  least  members,"  too  fast. 
More  care  should  be  taken  in  the  selections. 
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Sensible  Rulings. 

In  his  opinion  the  law  discriminates  against  afBliation.  When  a 
brother  takes  a  dimit  and  moves  into  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  an- 
other lodge,  he  cannot  rejoin  his  mother  lodge  and  may  fail  of  election 
in  the  lodge  where  he  then  lives.  In  Illinois  there  is  no  territorial  juris- 
diction over  non-affiliates. 

In  the  judgment  of  Brother  Block  cubes  only  should  be  used  for 
negative  votes.  White  balls  and  black  cubes  do  render  it  harder  to 
make  a  mistake  in  balloting  on  petitions. 

Iowa  law  prohibits  dual  membership.  A  mason  cannot  unite  with 
a  lodge  in  another  state,  even  though  its  laws  permit  double  member- 
ship. Too  many  complications  may  arise  when  a  man  tries  to  serve 
two  masters. 

A  mason  may  rent  a  building  for  a  saloon  and  not  violate  the  law. 
He,  also,  can  own  stock  in  a  brewery,  provided  he  does  not  actively  en- 
gage in  the  liquor  traffic. 

A  lodge  cannot  appear  in  public  at  a  religious  revival.  While  it  may 
be  a  most  excellent  place  for  a  man  to  be,  yet  lodges,  in  their  official 
capacity,  cannot  be  present  at,  or  take  part  in,  any  but  a  masonic  service. 

The  grand  master  properly  holds  that  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  a 
lodge  are  trust  funds,  and  cannot  be  used  to  help  build  a  church,  or  for 
any  cause  not  masonic  or  charitable. 

Sitting  in  a  chapter  of  R.A.M.  with  a  man,  does  not  give  ground 
for  an  avouchment. 

Formal  acceptance  of  citizenship  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
is  not  an  essential  to  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  in  masonry.  If  a  man 
is  otherwise  qualified  he  can  be  received,  though  unnaturalized. 

The  grand  master  held  that  to  have  carnal  intercourse  with  a  master 
■mason's  daughter  is  a  masonic  offense,  even  though  she  may  be  unchaste. 

The  Iowa  Way  Successful. 

Grand  Master  Block  heartily  endorses  the  'Towa  idea"  in  caring 
for  masonic  dependents  without  a  masonic  home.  He  says  that  the 
plan  works  admirably  and  recommends  that  the  maximum  that  can  be 
paid  to  one  person  in  a  year,  be  raised  from  $200  to  $300. 

Begging  circulars  for  lodges  to  build  halls  are  "trun  down."  The 
request  from  Hot  Springs  for  a  masonic  resort  is  held  to  be  unneces- 
sary. A  worthy  brother  in  distress  at  the  great  Arkansas  mecca  will 
"have  prompt  relief  from  his  Iowa  brethren. 
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The  Two  I's. 

Illinois  and  Iowa  joined  hands  across  the  river  at  Rock  Island  last 
March.  Grand  Master  Darrah  and  Grand  Master  Block  were  both 
expected.  The  latter,  being  a  lawyer,  was  detained  by  important  litiga- 
tion that  he  could  riot  postpone.  A  special  representative,  however,  was 
sent  in  his  stead.     Brother  Block  concludes  by  saying  that — 

I  was  afterwards  informed  that  the  entire  affair  had  passed  off  in 
splendid  style,  and  that  Brother  Darrah  had  delivered  a  most  eloquent 
and  impressive  masonic  address,  which  I  very  much  regret  it  was  not 
my  good  fortune  to  hear. 

Each  grand  master  possesses  a  beautiful  loving  cup  as  a  souvenir 
of  the  occasion. 

The  grand  master  advocated  a  change  in  the  law  to  permit  a  man 
with  a  wooden  foot,  and  with  other  artificial  parts  of  his  anatomy,  to  be 
eligible  for  admission.  The  committee  on  jurisprudence  was  old-fash- 
ioned enough  to  veto  the  proposition.  The  grand  lodge  sustained  the 
veto. 

A  short  history  of  masonry  to  be  presented  to  each  candidate  when 
he  becomes  a  master  mason  was  another  recommendation. 


Good  Machines  but  not  Good  Masons. 

The  following  is  so  wise  and  well-put  that  it  needs  no  comment.  It 
is  gospel  truth  every  word  of  it.     Grand  Master  Block  says — 

Masonry  has  no  use  for  a  blind,  stupid  devotion  vouchsafed  her  by 
wooden  men  who  do  not  know  why  they  serve  her,  but  what  she  loves 
is  the  intelligent  loyalty  of  thinking  men  who  have  a  reason  for  the 
faith  that  is  in  them. 

She  has  clothed  her  lessons  in  mystic  phrase,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
having  us  learn  a  lot  of  strangely  sounding  words  that  shall  forever 
remain  for  us  empty  and  devoid  of  meaning,  but  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing us  think. 

Many  recite  the  ritual  as  though  it  were  some  magical  incantation, 
and  for  these  the  mere  fact  that  they  cannot  understand  what  they  are 
talking  about  seems  of  itself  to  impart  to  the  mysterious  phrases  a  mirac- 
ulous power.  These  men  may  make  good  machines,  but  they  will  never 
make  masons. 

The  grand  master  tried  to  get  lodge  meetings  out  of  the  full  moon 
but  the  ancient  tradition  prevailed.  The  ox-cart,  tallow-candle  age  will 
remain  in  progressive  Iowa. 

The  college  society  known  as  the  "Acacia  Fraternity"  was  endorsed. 
Why? 
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At  Great  Length. 

Reports  of  grand  officers  and  committees  seem  almost  interminable 
in  their  exhanstiveness.  The  grand  secretary  makes  his  fill  ten  pages 
on  general  matters  and  thirteen  on  statistics.  To  this  he  adds  eight 
pages  as  librarian.  They  surely  know  all  about  it  when  Brother  Parvin 
gets  through. 

One  event  of  the  meeting  was  the  unveiling-  of  a  tablet  with  the 
following  inscription. 

"This  tablet  marks  the  site  of  the  first  masonic  hall  in  the  territory 
of  Iowa.  Des  Moines  Lodge  No.  i,  held  under  dispensation  from  the 
grand  lodge  of  Missouri,  dated  November  21,  1840.  Dedicated  by  grand 
lodge  of  Iowa,  A.F.  and  A.M.,  June  11,  A.  D.  1912,  A.  L.  5912." 

Approve  and  then  Refer. 

The  ^'report  on  grand  master's  address"  is  a  queer  document.  Al- 
most every  proposition  made  by  the  grand  master  "meets  with  hearty 
approval  of  your  committee  but  we  deem  it  right  and  proper  and  are  of 
the  opinion  that  all  of  the  decisions  ought  to  be  referred,"  etc.  If  this 
able  committee  approves  why  burden  some  other  with  the  same?  Then, 
too,  the  other  committee  might  not  agree.  In  that  case  the  grand  lodge 
would  be  in  a  quandry  as  to  which  committee  was  right.  Why  not 
simply  refer  to  the  proper  tribunal  and  let  it  go  at  that?  A  committee 
on  distribution  is  not  expected  to  approve  but  to  analyze  and  separate  and 
send  matters  where  they  belong.  However,  this  does  not  appear  to  be 
the  lo-way. 

The  committee  on  "recognition  of  grand  bodies"  elaborates  in  a 
lengthy  report.  They  found  that  reviewers  in  other  grand  lodges  ojffered 
criticism  of  the  attitude  of  Iowa  regarding  the  bible  on  the  altar.  The 
position  is  maintained  that  lodges  can  only  emanate  from  the  grand" 
lodge  of  England  as  the  ultimate  source  of  regularity.  In  this  "mother 
grand  lodge"  the  ever-present  bible  open  on  the  altar  is  the  "great  light 
in  masonry."  Yet,  this  committee  says  bodies  may  be  recognized  which 
"permit  the  use  of  the  sacred  book  of  a  country,  as  the  Koran  or  the 
Vedas,  because  such  a  book  is  to  them  what  the  Bible  is  to  us." 

This  presents  a  strange  paradox.  Should  the  Vedas,  the  Koran,  the 
Zend  Avesta  or  the  Books  of  the  Dead  be  substituted  for  the  bible,  there 
would  be  little  in  them  in  keeping  with  the  Legend  of  the  Widow's  Son 
or  the  evolution  of  speculative  from  operative  masonry  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  temple,  the  house  of  the  God  of  the  bible.  It  is  contended 
that,  as  a  matter  of  history,  masonry  began  in  Solomon's  temple.  Let 
that  be  so  or  not.     The  institution  of  freemasonry  draws  its  plans,  sym- 
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bols  and  teachings  from  the  scenes  of  the  bible.  To  recognize  as  legiti- 
mate any  grand  lodge  making-  a  book,  other  than  the  bible,  its  great 
light,  is  to  abandon  all  that  has  made  masonry  great. 

Kind  to   Others, 

Presiding  officers  of  other  bodies  built  on  masonry  were  given  ma- 
sonic greeting  in  open  grand  lodge.  The  present  writer  was  gratified  to 
find  that  Bro.  Joseph  F.  Newton,  grand  chaplain,  in  making  the  stated 
address,  corresponding  with  our  annual  oration,  was  impressed  with  the 
future  of  masonry.  His  theme  was  "The  Mission  of  Masonry."  This 
subject  was  the  basis  of  the  writer's  oration  in  the  Illinois  grand  lodge 
in  1906.  Brother  Newton  was  able  and  eloquent.  It  would  be  a  pleas- 
ure to  reproduce  entire  this  valuable  acquisition  to  masonic  literature,  if 
space  permitted. 

The  Illinois  reviewer  appreciates  the  early  receipt  of  the  report  on 
correspondence  in  pamphlet  form  some  time  in  advance  of  the  book  of 
proceedings. 

A  brief  resume  of  the  "Incidents  of  the  Week,"  written  by  Helen 
DoNNAN  finds  place  in  the  proceedings.  This  tells  about  the  features 
principally  of  entertainment.  It  is  the  first  time  this  feature  has  been 
observed  and  especially  is  it  noticed  because  it  took  a  woman  to  tell 
about  it. 

The  Yearly  Review 

Comes  from  a  new  source.  The  able  committee  on  correspondence  for 
the  years  past  is  Grand  Master  Block.  Bro.  C.  C.  Clark  was  requested 
by  the  grand  master  to  review  the  work  of  the  many  grand  lodges  in 
fraternal  touch  with  Iowa.  Brother  Clark  is  a  fitting  substitute  for 
Brother  Block,  who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest  of  American 
reviewers. 

Illinois  receives  liberal  treatment  in  five  closely-printed  pages.  Of 
the  proceedings  of  Illinois  for  191 1,  our  brother  says  that  he  is  fairly 
appalled  "by  their  size  and  the  high  character  of  the  contents,  splendidly 
printed,  finely  arranged,  they  present  the  highest  type  of  the  art."  Iowa 
is  equally  appalling. 

He  says  that  Grand  Master  Ashley,  in  thirty-five  pages  "gives  a 
succinct,  interesting  and  at  times  eloquent  account  of  his  stewardship." 
He  further  says  that — 

He  speaks  in  tones  of  the  greatest  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Master  John  Corson  Smith,  a  stalwart  figure  for  many,  many 
years  in  masonry,  not  only  that  of  Illinois  but  of  the  whole  world,  for 
it  is  doubtful  if  any  other  brother  was  so  well,  so  widely,  and  so  favor- 
ably known. 
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Surprise  is  expressed  at  the  formation  of  ten  lodges  and  dispensa- 
tions for  twenty  more"  in  so  large  and  well  occupied  a  territory."  And 
still  there  is  room  and  more  are  coming.  Approvingly  Brother  Clark 
quotes  words  on  "Masonry  and  Religion"  in  Brother  Ashley's  report. 

Illinois  is  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  but  one  appeal  case  was 
before  the  grand  lodge. 

Afraid  of  Documentary  Evidence. 

Regarding  documentary  evidence  and  a  uniform  receipt  our  Iowa 
brother  'Views  with  alarm"  as  follows; 

Past  Grand  Master  Owen  Scott  offered  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws 
providing  for  a  uniform  receipt  for  dues  to  be  issued  from  the  office  of 
the  grand  secretary,  and  the  matter  goes  over  for  consideration  this  year. 
The  uniform  receipt  is  an  abridgment  of  subordinate  lodge  privileges, 
but  it  may  be  all  right,  provided  that  it  does  not  pave  the  way  for  the 
substitution  of  documentary  evidence  for  the  old-fashioned  and  only 
masonic  way  of  testing  a  would-be  visitor  or  an  applicant  for  aid.  We 
think  its  tendency  is  that  way  and  therefore  are  "ferninst"  it.  We  have 
never  seen  any  argument  that  is  at  all  convincing  as  to  the  need  for 
documentary  evidence,  and  we  do  know  that  it  is  being  used  more  and 
more  as  a  substitute  for  "strict  trial,"  and  we  do  hate  most  strongly  to 
see  this  ancient  and  peculiarly  distinguishing,  characteristic  landmark 
ranking  of  little  importance  amidst  the  craze  for  the  new  and  alluring. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  there  is  a  "craze"  for  organizing 
clandestine  bodies  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  craft  adopt  even  new 
methods  of  protecting  against  impostors  and  frauds.  The  uniform  re- 
ceipt in  no  way  interferes  with  "strict  trial  and  due  examiniation."  It 
is  merely  an  additional  safeguard  against  those  who  "would  steal  the 
livery  of  heaven  to  worship  the  devil  in." 

The  report  of  the  Illinois  committee  on  obituaries  is  designated  as. 
"magnificent." 

Our  brother  thinks  that  in  Illinois  the  committees  allow  the  chair- 
man to  do  all  the  work  while  the  members  "sit  around  and  have  a 
good  time."  He  should  once  serve  on  chartered  lodges,  mileage  and 
per  diem,  appeals  and  grievances  or  finance,  and  he  would  know  more 
of  what  he  writes  at  arm's  length. 

Dissents  on  Fundamentals. 

Brother  Clark  characterizes  the  oration  of  Brother  Wilson  as  in 
"eloquent  language." 

The  reviewer  dissents  from  the  statements  of  the  grand  orator  that 
belief  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul  and  the  bible,  as  an  indispensable 
object  placed  in  every  lodge,  are  necessary  principles  of  masonry.     How- 
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ever,  no  reasons  for  his  attitude  are  given.  There  can  be  no  such  thing" 
as  belief  in  God  and  the  bible  as  "the  great  light  in  masonry"  without  a 
further  belief  in  eternal  life.  Our  good  brother  could  easily  and  in  good 
conscience  be  a  subject  of  the  ex-communicated  grand  orient  of  France. 
Certainly  the  excellent  grand  lodge  of  Iowa  cannot  endorse  the  attitude 
of  Brother  Clark. 

An  offer  is  made  to  gamble  that  no  representative  of  another  grand 
lodge  reported  the  reception  tendered  to  the  diplomatic  corps.  Brother 
Clark  should  occupy  a  leisure  day  in  reading  the  report  of  Brother  Spen- 
cer to  Arkansas  which  he  represents. 

RoBBiNs'  Successors. 

Modesty  almost  forbids  the  insertion  of  the  following  paragraph. 
Yet  the  tributes  to  Brothers  Robbins  and  Cook  should  be  reported  to  the 
IlHnois  craft.    He  says  that — 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  Owen  Scott 
and  is  a  most  notable  and  inspiring  contribution,  one  of  the  very  best 
we  have  read.  Brother  Scott  is  following  in  gigantic  footsteps.  It  takes 
a  stout  heart,  a  most  valiant  arm,  and  an  unfaltering  courage  to  succeed 
Bro.  Joseph  Robbins,  and  Brother  Scott  is  to  be  congratulated  most 
warmly  on  his  success.  Then,  too,  Past  Grand  Master  Cook,  the  cor- 
respondent for  last  year,  set  a  hard  pace  to  follow,  but  Brother  Scott's 
work  marks  him  as  a  reviewer  of  the  first  caliber. 

Brother  Clark  approves  the  attitude  of  Illinois  on  attending  church 
as  lodges.  He  thinks  they  should  go  as  individuals,  without  masonic 
clothing  or  lodge  paraphernalia.

IRELAND— 1911. 

465  Lodges.  183RD  Annual.  100,000  Members. 

(Estimated.) 

The  British  grand  lodges— England,  Ireland  and  Scotland— give  lit- 
tle of  detail  of  their  business  in  the  published  reports. 

The  proceedings  for  Ireland  for  191 1  consist  wholly  of  reports. 
These  are  of  the  deputy  grand  master,  the  deputy  grand  secretary,  the 
secretary  of  masonic  charities  and  statistical  reports.     An  appendix  gives- 
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an  address  by  the  grand  master  to  the  king  and  queen  on  the  occasion 
of  their  visit  to  Dublin.  This  is  the  only  place  where  the  grand  master 
appears.  He  is  essentially  a  figurehead  and  holds  his  place  by  virtue 
of  his  royal  connections.  Other  brief  reports  appear  in  the  appendix, 
Should  an  operation  for  appendicitis  be  performed  the  result  would  not 
be  serious.  The  appendix  appears  to  have  as  little  vital  relation  to  the 
■craft  as  the  organ  with  unexplained  functions  has  to  the  human  mechan- 
ism. The  deputy  grand  master,  Charles  A.  Cameron^  is  the  active  head 
■of  masonry  in  Ireland.  His  report  is  a  review  of  the  work  for  the  year 
It  is  made  on  St.  John's  day  in  December.  For  fourteen  years  James 
Creed  Meredith  has  served  as  deputy  grand  master.  Owing  to  a  mul- 
tiplicity of  other  duties  Brother  Meredith  was  compelled  to  retire. 

A  new  departure  is  announced.  Instead  of  the  deputy  grand  master 
covering  the  whole  ground  in  his  report  he  deals  with  matters  more  ir 
general  and  allows  the  grand  secretary  to  furnish  the  detailed  and  sta- 
tistical account.  This  division  of  labor  is  quite  in  keeping  with  the 
American  way  of  doing  things.  A  gain  of  five  lodges  and  1,500  memr 
bers  is  reported. 

A  Mason  52  Years. 

Brother  Cameron  notes  the  advance  since  he  became  a  mason  ir 
1859.  This  advance  is  not  alone  in  the  greater  number  of  lodges  anc 
members.  He  says  that  the  fraternity  has  "broadened  very  much  witl: 
regard  to  the  social  conditions  of  its  members.  When  I  was  first  made 
a  freemason  the  great  body  of  freemasons  of  that  time  were  profes- 
sional men,  or  men  who  were  the  heads  of  large  establishments.  Now  ir 
recent  years  a  much  larger  number  of  members  of  the  order  are  men  whc 
are  not  the  heads  of  establishments,  and  are  not  professional  men,  bul 
men  of  moderate  incomes,  a  class  who  were  not  numerous  in  the  ordei 
in  1859,  but  now  constitute  the  majority  of  our  members.  This  is  ex- 
actly what  we  should  like,  we  would  broaden  the  foundations  of  free- 
masonry, if  possible,  by  getting  into  our  order  all  good  and  true  men 
worthy  men,  no  matter  what  their  social  position  may  be,  except  oi 
-course,  that  we  do  not  desire  to  go  down  to  the  lowest  ranks  of  society 
At  all  events,  we  wish  to  have  all  respectable  sections  of  society  co-op- 
erating in  our  order,  from  the  peer  to  the  peasant,  all  united  in  the 
strong  bonds  of  freemasonry." 

This  is  good,  wholesom.e  social  doctrine.  It  is  hardly  to  be  expected 
however,  from  a  source  so  influenced  by  titular  distinctions  and  by  aris- 
tocratic classification. 

Erin's  masonic  head  truly  has  the  spirit  of  masonry,  placing  all  mer 
^on  the  same  level  of  true  character,  rather  than  that  of  rank  and  station 
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Denies  that  Masonry  is  Sectarian. 

The  charge  that  masonry  is  sectarian  is  stoutly  denied.  Brother 
Cameron  says — 

If  we  had  a  large  number  of  Roman  Catholic  members  amongst  us, 
as  we  had  lOO  years  ago,  when  in  the  North  of  Ireland  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  our  order  were  Roman  Catholics,  then  I  say 
we  would  have  schools  for  the  Roman  Catholic  children  of  Roman 
Catholic  members.  Therefore  this  charge  against  us  of  being  sectarian 
in  the  narrow  sense  of  the  word  is  baseless. 

The  fact  is  stated  that  there  were  only  three  Irish  lodges  jn  India 
with  her  "300  million  of  people  and  a  large  European  population." 

Their  Masonic  Jewels. 

Referring  to  their  masonic  charities,  the  "three  masonic  jewels,'' 
comparison  is  made  with  those  of  England.  From  a  population  of  one 
million  in  Ireland,  as  against  thirty  millions  in  England,  there  are  100 
orphan  girls  cared  for  to  only  250  in  the  larger  country.  Truly  our 
brethren  of  the  green  isle  are  doing  their  duty  nobly  in  educating  the 
orphan  and  caring  for  the  dependent  mason.  There  are  100  pupils  in 
the  girls'  school,  loi  in  the  boys'  school,  and  66  annuitants  provided  for 
by  the  Victoria  Jubilee  Masonic  Annuity  Fund.  The  expense  of  clothing 
and  educating  each  girl  is  about  £30  or  $150  per  annum.  The  cost  of 
■each  boy  is  £33  or  $165. 

The  venerable  deputy  grand  master  made  a  very  strong  address,  al- 
though he  had  disobeyed  his  physician's  order  to  remain  at  home. 

Only  Masonic  Clothing. 

The  grand  secretary  makes  an  extended  report,  most  of  which  is 
merely  routine  and  statistical.  He  reports  a  change  in  the  law  restrict- 
ing the  wearing  of  aprons,  collars,  or  jewels  by  lodges  to  those  of  craft 
masonry.  This  is  a  wnse  provision.  Why  should  members  of  lodges 
wear  the  insignia  of  other  organizations  or  rites? 

A  printing  firm  was  selling  a  printed  ritual  purporting  to  give  the 
work  of  the  Irish  grand  lodge.  On  request  the  publisher  ceased  its  sale. 
Most  accommodating !  On  this  side  of  the  water  the  publisher  would 
liave  used  the  request  as  a  good  advertising  card  and  pushed  the  sale 
all  the  harder. 

Social  Distinctions. 

The  board  of  general  purposes  failed  to  take  the  broad  view  shown 
by  the  deputy  grand  master.  The  question  was  raised  as  to  the  eligiblity 
for  membership  of  a  chauffeur.     Would  he  be  a   "domestic  livery  serv- 
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ant?"  The  ruling  was  "that  if  he  dwelt  in  his  employer's  house  and  was 
supplied  with  clothes  by  him,  then  he  substantially  occupied  the  same 
position  as  a  coachman  and  was  therefore  ineligible  for  admission  under 
the  rules."  Otherwise,  he  could  be  admitted.  If  a  man  of  good  char- 
acter, would  living  in  his  employer's  house  and  wearing  the  prescribed 
uniform  while  on  duty,  make  him  less  worthy?  A  little  wholesome 
philosophy  of  the  equality  of  man  from  the  Scottish  poet,  Burns,  is  in 
point  here.     He  says — 

"The  rank  is  but  the  guinea  stamp. 

The  man's  the  gowd   (gold)    for  a'  that. 

The  honest  man  tho  e'er  sae  poor 
Is  king  of  men  for  a'  that. 

That  man  to  man,  the  world  o'er, 
Shall   brothers   be   for   a'  that. 

A  man's  a  man  for  a'  that." 

Grand  master,  the  Duke  of  Abercorn;  deputy  grand  master,  Charles. 
A.  Cameron;  grand  secretary,  Lord  Plunkett;  deputy  grand  secretary 
and  treasurer,  H.  E.  Flavelle.    No  addresses  other  than  Dublin  are  given.. 


KANSAS— 1912. 

394  Lodges.  56th  Annual.  37,30S  Members.. 

This  year  the  proceedings  of  the  sunflower  state  must  take  a  second 
seat.  Last  year  they  were  first  to  be  received  of  grand  lodges  held  in. 
191 1.  This  year  Florida  "beat  them  to  it,"  but,  as  Florida  met  a  month 
earHer  than  Kansas,  the  speed  of  the  later  is  more  noticeable.  The  art 
of  nice  printing  has  gone  as  far  west  as  the  Old  John  Brown  state.  The 
proceedings  of  1912  of  over  500  pages  make  one  of  the  tastiest  books, 
coming  to  the  table  of  the  Illinois  correspondent. 

Tlie  annual  session  was  held  at  Topeka  February  21  and  22.  A  net 
gain  of   1,809  shows  steady  and  healthy  growth. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Alex.  A.  Sharp,  retiring  grand  master,  graces  the 
introductory  pages.  Kansas  and  Illinois  publish  the  text  of  the  grand 
chaplain's  opening  prayer.  This  gives  a  devotional  flavor  to  the  business 
of  a  busy  session.  The  Illinois  representative,  M.W.  Brother  Miller, 
was  present  and  active  in  the  work  of  the  grand  lodge.  He  writes  the 
annual  review  of  grand  lodges.  Illinois  is  pleased  to  be  so  well  repre- 
sented. 
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The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Is  full  of  interest.  On  recommendation  of  the  grand  master  a  law  was 
made  requiring  all  communications  between  lodges  of  different  states 
to  be  sent  through  the  grand  masters.  Wisely  the  grand  master  "uni- 
formly refused  dispensations  to  ballot  upon  petitions  for  the  degrees 
within  four  weeks."  Permission  was  given  to  advance  candidates  in 
less  than  one  month  but  always  on  condition  that  examinations  showed 
proficiency  in  the  work.  In  Illinois  there  is  no  time  limit.  A  candidate 
can  go  on  as  rapidly  as  he  wishes,  if  he  can  learn  the  work. 

Grand  Master  Sharp  "refused  almost  fifty  requests  to  grant  dis- 
pensations authorizing  the  conferral  of  degrees  upon  candidates  who 
were  physically  disqualified.  The  disquahfication  extended  from  the  loss 
of  an  eye  to  the  loss  of  a  leg." 

Only   Six   Decisions 

Are  reported.  In  one  case  the  grand  master  held  that  "a  lodge  can 
receive  the  petition  of  a  citizen  of  another  country  who  has  been  a  resi- 
dent of  this  state  one  year  and  who  is,  at  the  time  and  has  been  for  six 
months  next  preceding,  an  actual  resident  within  its  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion." This  accords  with  the  rule  in  Illinois.  The  grand  master  also 
held  that  "a  lodge  cannot  mantain  a  masonic  club  out  of  the  lodge 
funds."  Correct.  Why  is  not  the  lodge  itself  a  good  enough  masonic 
club?  Put  some  of  the  social  features  of  a  club  into  the  lodge  and  let 
it  go  at  that. 

Why  Tax  the  Present 

To  reheve  the  future  from  the  responsibilities  of  its  own  duties?  This 
question  is  pertinent  in  view  of  the  urgent  demand  made  for  an  endow- 
ment fund  for  the  Masonic  Home?  If  the  masons  of  today  establish 
and  build  homes  for  masonic  dependents  it  will  be  no  hardship  on  those 
of  tomorrow  to  maintain  them.  Another  serious  objection  to  the  ac- 
cumulation of  a  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  only  are  to  go  for  current 
expenses,  is  that  to  be  of  any  substantial  service  the  amount  must  be  so 
large  as  to  make  its  sure  and  safe  investment  a  serious  matter. 

Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  spirit  of  fraternity  thereof.  The  next 
generation  can  as  easily  carry  forward  and  extend  the  work  of  the 
present,  as  the  present  could  advance  over  achievements  of  the  past. 

The  membership  of  the  Home  is  given  as  "eighty,  almost  equally 
divided  between  adults  and  children." 
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Refused  Recognition. 

Three  spurious  Mexican  grand  bodies  asked  recognition  but  on  rec 
ommendation  of  M.W.  Brother  Miller,  the  committee  on  foreign  cor 
respondence,  they  were  shown  the  door.  Sound  as  Brother  Miller  i: 
on  most  foreign  questions  he  yet  clings  to  the  "York  Grand  Lodge  o: 
Mexico."  This  body  has  as  bad  a  birth  and  history  as  any  of  those  re- 
fused. 

A  flock  of  other  grand  bodies  were  turned  down.  These  wen 
Brazil,  Belgium,  Paraguay,  Italy,  Greece,  Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark 
Guatamala  and  Swiss  Alpina.  The  reason  given  was  that  they  had  nol 
shown  possession  of  the  essentials  required  by  Kansas.  Recognitior 
was  extended  to  Chili  and  representatives  will  be  exchanged. 

The  grand  orator,  Bro.  Alstan  W.  Dana,  gave  a  forceful  address 
He  named  many  of  the  world's  great  to  prove  the  age  and  respectability 
of  Masonry.  Hardly  necessary.  Masonry  must  exist  in  the  future,  as  it 
has  in  the  past,  because  it  serves  humanity  and  is  fit  to  live,  not  because 
of  great  names  on  its  rolls. 

The  committee  on  masonic  usages  and  procedure  recommended  that 
the  inscription  on  corner-stones  laid  by  the  fraternity  be  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  grand  masters.     This  was  adopted. 

The  proceedings  of  the  "Association  of  Past  Grand  Masters"  find  a 
place  in  the  annual  of  the  grand  lodge.  At  the  annual  dinner  fifteen  of 
the  "has  beens"  sat  down.  Little  was  done  beyond  eating  and  electing 
officers.     The  social  features  evidently  were  most  enjoyable. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Review. 

Of  grand  lodge  proceedings  comes  from  the  hand  of  P.G.M.  Matthew 
M.  Miller.  In  his  review  of  Illinois,  Brother  Miller  bows  over  the 
bier  of  John  Corson  Smith  with  "inexpressable  sadness"  in  the  "death 
of  our  long-time  friend,  'brother  and  comrade."  Both  Brother  Smith 
and  Brother  Miller  were  made  masons  in  Miners  Lodge  No.  273,  at 
Galena,  Illinois. 

The  Kansas  reviewer  says  that — 

Under  the  topic,  "Masonry  and  Religion,"  M.W.  Brother  Ashley 
gives  some  very  sensible  advice  to  the  blatant  gentleman  who  proclaims, 
"Masonry  is  good  enough  religion  for  me ;"  which,  coming  from  one  with- 
out church  affiliation,  has  all  the  greater  force  and  significance.  We  gen- 
erally "size  up"  such  proclaimers  as  short  on  both  masonry  and  religion.  [ 
Masonry  and  religion  best  manifest  themselves  and  pass  inspection  byj 
and  in  the  individual  life  and  that  always  tells  the  story  more  effectually 
than  any  words  can  do. 
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It  Works  Well  in  Kansas. 

The  proposed  amendment,  providing  a  validated  receipt  for  dues, 
is  heartily  approved  by  Brother  Miller..   He  adds — 

It  is  the  system  now  in  use  among  the  masons  of  Kansas  and  bids 
fair  to  solve  in  great  part  the  question  of  unaffiliated  membership.  Dues 
of  non-residents,  as  well  as  resident  members,  are  better  paid  up  under 
present  system  than  before. 

The  reviewer  further  says  that  "a  learned,  eloquent  and  instructive 
oration  was  deHvered  by  Grand  Orator  Rev.  W.  W.  Wilson." 

Of  our  growth  in  charitable  work.  Brother  Miller  says  that — 
It  is  not  very  many  years  ago  when  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois  knew 
no  other  system  of  charity  than  the  response  of  one  mason  to  the  appeal 
for  assistance  from  another  mason  who  was  in  need  and  distress.  Or- 
ganized charity  was  unknown  except  in  Chicago,  where  a  local  Orphans' 
Home  was  established  and  supported  by  the  brethren  of  Chicago. 

It  is  a  great  gratification  to  note  the  progress  made  in  Illinois  of 
recent  years  in  the  work  of  organized  charity  in  the  fraternity,  and 
this  gratification  is  largely  increased  by  the  active  effort  of  the  bodies 
named  in  the  resolution  to  unite  and  assist  in  the  great  work  Illinois 
masons  have,  and  desire,  to  do. 

Let  the  good  work  go  on.  Men  are  always  ready  to  engage  actively 
in  charitable  masonic  work  as  soon  as  a  way  is  opened  for  them  to  do  so. 

Pleasant   Memories. 

The  review  notes  that  the  present  Grand  Master  Darrah  brought 
memories  of  his  father,  Alex.  T.  Darrah^  who  in  1885-1886  was  also 
grand  master. 

In  referring  to  Bro.  Geo.  M.  Moulton  as  the  representative  of  Kan- 
sas in  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois,  the  reviewer  says — 

While  Brother  Brundage  may  have-  been  the  first  to  emphasize  ap- 
preciation of  his  services,  it  has  not  escaped  the  attention  of  the  Kansas 
brethren  that  the  Kansas  representative  near  Illinois  is  entitled  to  credit 
for  being  "thorough"  in  the  performance  of  every  masonic  duty. 

Brother  Miller  refers  to  the  writer  as  "our  j^oung  brother."  That 
sounds  very  cheerful  and  gracious,  but — .  Well  this  "young  brother" 
has  been  a  mason  forty-one  years. 

Now,  our  Kansas  brother  will  be  given  just  one  guess  at  the  mini- 
mum of  his  age.  Still,  as  Bro.  Howard  Humphreys,  of  Bloomington. 
said  to  the  writer  years  ago  in  answer  to  a  compliment  to  him — "Brother 
Scott,  I  like  to  hear  you  say  that  whether  j^ou  mean  it  or  not." 

Acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  of  an  error  in  giving  Peru  as  in 
fraternal   relations   with    Kansas.     Brother   Miller   savs   that   "Peru   was 
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stricken    from   Kansas    recognition   list    fourteen  years   ago."      Cheerfully 
is  the  correction  made.

KENTUCKY— 1911. 

567  Lodges.  iiith  Annual.  37,356  Members. 

The  proceedings  of  Kentucky  for  1911  record  a  most  interesting  an- 
nual meeting,  held  at  Louisville,  October  17-19.  The  book  contains  552 
pages,  the  larger  part,  284  pages,  giving  returns  of  the  lodges.  The 
name  of  every  affiliated  mason  in  the  state  is  found  in  connection  with 
his  lodge. 

The  frontispiece  is  devoted  to  pictures  of  the  "Hiram  Bassett  mem- 
orial prize  medal"  awarded  to  one  boy  and  one  girl  in  the  Orphans' 
Home  for  "highest  average  in  scholarship  and  deportment."  A  fine 
picture  of  Dave  (not  David  remember)  Jackson,  grand  master  for 
1911-1912,  adorns  the  opening  pages.  If  Brother  Jackson  is  as  hand- 
some as  his  likeness  he  would  do  well  at  a  show  for  specimens  of  sturdy, 
forceful  manhood. 

The  proceedings  bear  the  following  credit,  "Printed  at  the  Masonic 
Home  printing  office."  Evidently  the  boys  and  girls  are  taught  the 
mastery  of  the  printers'  art.  The  book  would  be  a  credit  to  any  print- 
ing house. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

By  Robert  R.  Burnam  is  a  document  of  unusual  interest  and  strength. 
He  reports  growth  in  the  three  essentials— numbers,  finances  and  har- 
mony— as  being  marked.  As  to  numbers,  the  increase  in  membersship 
of  1,373,  and  in  lodges,  fourteen  being  then  under  dispensation,  prove 
his  claim.  Regarding  finances,  he  reports  all  debts  paid  except  that  in 
connection  with  the  temple,  $181,000,  and  this  is  due  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home.  Referring  to  the  third  essential,  har- 
mony, the  grand  master  found  little  to  disturb  or  annoy  at  home  or 
abroad.  Many  requests  for  dispensations  were  most  properly  refused. 
All  petitions  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  were  declined.  Some  lodges 
wanted  to  hold  funeral  services  of  brethren  who  had  been  dead  several 
months.     The  grand  master  refused  permission,  but  suggested   a  revival 
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of  the  old  masonic  custom  of  a  "lodge  of  sorrow"  or  a  memorial  meet- 
ing.    This  the  lodges  did  not  seem  to  want  and  none  was  held. 

Work  Kaleidoscopic. 

The  work  in  Kentucky  appears  to  be  in  a  very  unsettled  and  unsatis- 
factory condition.     The  grand  master  says  that — 

As  it  is,  the  work  in  many  lodges  is  scarcely  recognizable.  Books 
of  all  kinds  and  character  are  constantly  present  in  the  hands  of  master 
masons  who  are  not  competent  to  discriminate  between  what  is  right  and 
what  is  spurious. 

He  then  wants  to  add  one  more  book  and  says  "the  basis  ought  to 
be  a  written  work  held  by  the  grand  secretary  (one  copy)."  Then  each 
autumn  at  the  grand  lodge  a  school  should  be  held  to  teach  this  one 
standard  work.  He  also  recommends  the  preparation  of  a  monitor  to 
supplement  the  adopted  work.  By  this  plan,  he  hopes,  within  a  few 
years,  to  train  enough  teachers  to  go  over  the  state  and  make  the  work 
uniform.  Our  Kentucky  brethren  might  step  across  the  Ohio  river  into 
Illinois  and  find  the  model  of  uniformity  and  impressiveness  in  work 
they  so  much  need. 

Some  Decisions. 

The  grand  master  says  that  he  reports  but  a  few  of  the  questions 
submitted  to  him  for  decision.  There  were,  nevertheless,  seventeen  rul- 
ings submitted  to  the  grand  lodge.  Most  of  these  were  only  constructions 
of  Kentucky  law. 

It  was  held  that  "a  brother  who  appeals  from  the  action  of  his  lodge 
be  required  to  pay  for  the  transcript  before  the  secretary  does  the  work 
or  give  security  for  the  same."  In  Illinois  in  such  cases  each  side  must 
pay  the  cost  of  procuring  and  taking  his  own  testimony.  No  one  pays 
the  secretary  for  the  transcript.  He  makes  this  as  a  part  of  his  duties 
as  an  officer. 

Where  a  master-elect  fails  to  appear  for  installation  it  was  decided 
that  the  master  could  install  the  other  officers.  Not  so  here.  The  in- 
stallation must  begin  with  the  master. 

A  lodge  by  its  by-laws  has  the  right  to  require  ministers  to  pay 
dues.  In  this  state  no  lodge  can  exempt  a  minister  from  the  payment 
of  the  same  dues  as  every  other  member.  In  fact  there  is  but  one 
cause  for  exemption  for  dues.  That  is  financial  inability  to  pay.  Illinois 
ministers  are  as  able  to  pay  dues  as  the  laymen. 

It  was  decided  that  a  young  man  could  petition  for  the  degrees 
before  he  is  21,  provided,  he  reaches  his  majority  liefore  the  ballot 
is  taken. 
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The  Masonic  Home  Journal  is  published  at  the  Orphans'  Home. 
The  subscription  price  has  been  50  cents,  but  this  was  reduced  to  25 
cents,  so  that  every  mason  in  the  blue  grass  state  might  be  a  subscriber. 
It  is  not  likely  that  the  number  will  be  materially  increased. 

A  Privileged  Class. 

Ministers  of  the  gospel  and  fifty-year  masons  in  Kentucky  are  ex- 
empt from  payment  of  lodge  dues.  Why  brethren  of  either  of  these 
classes  should  not  pay  their  share  of  the  expenses  involved  in  the  great 
work  masonry  is  doing,  does  not  appear.  The  support  of  dependent 
widows,  helpless  orphans  and  aged  and  indigent  masons  is  one  of  the 
great  practical  purposes  of  masonry.  Each  brother  should  contribute  his 
share.  Again,  the  cost  of  providing,  furnishing  and  maintaining  com- 
fortable places  of  meeting  must  be  met.  Why  exempt  a  man  simply 
because  he  has  enjoyed  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  masonry  for  fifty 
years?  Often  these  elderly  men  are  the  wealthiest  in  the  community. 
To  relieve  them  from  payment  of  dues  puts  an  additional  burden  on  the 
younger  members  who  are  usually  far  less  able  to  pay.  In  this  age  min- 
isters are  as  well  paid  as  most  of  the  other  members  of  lodges  to  which 
they  belong.  Often  their  compensation  is  greater  than  that  received  by 
a  majority  of  the  laymen.  In  a  past  age  some  one  divided  humanity  into 
three  classes,  viz. ;  "Men,  women  and  ministers."  In  our  day  this  dis- 
tinction does  not  prevail.  To  succeed  in  their  work  ministers  must  first 
of  all  be  men.  In  Kentucky,  the  deadhead  list,  composed  of  ministers 
and  50-year  masons  numbers  926.  However,  the  injustice  in  this  free 
list  was  somewhat  mitigated  by  an  amendment  which  is  as  follows; 
"An  assessment  of  75  cents  a  year  for  each  member,  including  ministers 
and  50-year  members,"  was  adopted.  This  is  for  the  support  of  the 
Home.  If  all  lodges  will  tax  this  up  to  the  members  now  on  the  free  list 
it  will  be  some  relief  but  if  they  are  allowed  to  continue  to  exempt  these 
privileges  classes  the  additional  "assessment"  merely  becomes  an  added 
load  for  the  dues-paying  members  to  carry. 

If  the  50-year  members  are  to  have  a  distinction  by  reason  of  long 
service  it  would  be  more  expedient  to  give  them  a  jewel  or  apron  or 
some  other  memento  of  honorable  service  than  to  make  them  a  privi- 
leged class  in  the  lodge.  However,  Kentucky  will  continue  to  exercise 
her  supreme  right  to  do  as  she  pleases. 

Ruction  with  Pennsylvania. 

A  lengthy  correspondence  between  the  grand  masters  of  Kentucky 
and  Pennsylvania  over  perpetual  jurisdiction  is  printed  in  the  proceed- 
ings.    The   quaker-state   grand  lodge  holds    to    the   old-time    doctrine   of 
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perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  material  recently  abandoned  by 
Illinois.  Kentucky  refuses  to  recognize  it.  A  man  rejected  in  Pennsyl- 
vania was  made  a  mason  in  Kentucky.  Whereupon,  the  ruction  was 
started.  In  the  end  the  whole  matter  was  left  precisely  where  it  begun. 
Each  recognized  that  the  other  had  the  undisputed  Sovereign  right  to  act 
as  it  chose.  Each  did  so.  Illinois  recently  adopted  a  five-year  limit  of 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates.  The  consensus  of  masonic  opinion 
is  that  this  is  about  the  right  solution  of  a  vexed  and  vexing  question. 

The  Grand  Master's   Salary 

In  Kentucky  is  but  $300.  In  Illinois  it  is  $2,500  with  allowance  for  all 
expenses  in  addition.  It  is  hardly  just  to  a  grand  master  to  accept  his 
services  and  let  him  pay  the  expense  of  traveling  in  the  interest  of  the 
fraternity  on  such  a  meager  return  as  $300.  The  grand  master  says 
the  sum  *'is  not  sufficient  to  meet  his  legitimate  expenses,  if  he  travels 
as  much  as  even  I  have." 

Their  Homes. 

At  last  Kentucky  is  ready  to  measure  up  to  its  full  duty.  It  has 
opened  a  new  establishment,  designated,  the  "Old  Mason's  Home."  The 
name  is  rather  unfortunate.  No  one  likes  to  be  resignated  as  an  "Old 
Mason."  Besides,  men  who  are  not  old  might  meet  misfortune  and  be 
so  disabled  as  to  require  support  in  the  Home.  However,  "What's  in  a 
name?"  The  fact  is,  that  provision  is  made  for  aged  and  indigent  ma- 
sons in  the  days  of  their  misfortune.  Kentucky  has  been  a  pioneer  in 
caring  for  the  widows  and  orphans  and  has  one  of  the  foremost  insti- 
tutions of  this  kind  in  the  world.  The  addition  of  a  place  to  care  for 
dependent  masons  makes  the  provision  complete. 

The  grand  master  congratulates  the  craft  that  "not  a  grand  officer, 
nor  a  past  grand  officer  has  been  called  from  us — to  cross  the  river" 
during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  necrology  contains  the  following — 
"John  Corson  Smith,  past  grand  master,  'a  master  builder,'  died  Dec. 
31,  1910,  aged  78  years." 

Recognized   Porto   Rico  but  Refused   Others. 

The  grand  lodge  declined  to  recognize  grand  lodges  of  Salvador. 
Valle  de  Mexico  and  Swiss  Alpina,  and  further  time  was  taken  for  con- 
sideration. With  Mexico  unrecognized  the  record  shows  that  "a  brother 
from  Sonora  Lodge  No.  12  in  Mexico"  was  admitted  as  a  visitor,  intro- 
duced and  seated.  How  could  you  do  it,  Brother  Clarke?  As  Porto 
Rico  is  a  child  of  Cuba  it  was  taken  into  the  Kentucky  family. 
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Review  of  Proceedings 
Of  grand  lodges  comes  again  from  the  able  pen  of  P.G.M.  William  W. 
Clarke.     Illinois  fares  well  at  his  hands.     He  says  that — 

The  address  of  the  grand  master  exhaustively  deals  with  the  officers 
of  his  jurisdiction.  During  the  year  seven  lodges  were  constituted,  and 
he  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  eight  new  lodges.  A  re- 
markable showing  for  a  jurisdiction  already  crowding  easily  to  the  front 
as  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world.  The  fact  that  it  occupies  so  conspicu- 
ous a  place  should  be  a  steadying  influence  on  those  at  the  head  of  its 
affairs. 

Brother  Clarke  takes  exception  to  the  recommendation  of  Grand 
Master  Ashley  regarding  voluntary  non-affiliates.  Brother  Ashley's 
attitude  was  approved  by  the  grand  lodge  and  his  recommendation  has 
become  law.  The  crux  of  Brother  Clarke's  criticism  is  that  the  brother 
cannot  be  deprived  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry.  He 
thinks  it  would  be  less  open  to  objection  if  the  brother  only  be  deprived 
of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  lodge\.  It  must  be  conceded  that 
there  is  some  force  in  Brother  Clarke's  distinction.  If  there  are  any 
rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  exercisable  outside  of  lodge  member- 
ship, it  might  be  difficult  to  take  them  away  from  a  brother  who  fails  or 
refuses  to  affiliate.  However,  Illinois,  in  striking  at  the  evil  of  nort- 
affiliation,  gave  all  its  force  to  the  blow. 

.Schools  Should  Teach  More  than  Work. 

The  reviewer  quotes  the  paragraph  pertaining  to  irregularities  and 
infringement  of  law."     He  then  adds  with  much  force  the  following; 

The  committee  on  grand  master's  address,  among  other  things,  said : 
■''The  report  (grand  master's)  shows  that  the  high  character  of  the 
schools  of  instruction  has  been  maintained,  and  that  the  interest  in  the 
ritualistic  work  of  our  order  was  never  greater  than  at  present."  Would 
not  the  conditions  complained  of  by  the  grand  master  be  greatly  im- 
proved if  some  of  the  time  of  the  schools  of  instruction  were  given  to 
teaching  masonic  jurisprudence,  instead  of  devoting  the  whole  time  to 
the  ritual?     The  question,  we  think,  is  worth  pondering. 

During  the  past  year  this  plan  was  carried  out  by  Grand  Master 
Darrah. 

The  provision  in  our  law  to  require  a  larger  fee  for  the  degrees  in 
cities  over  50,000  is  criticized.  Brother  Clarke  thinks  masonry  just  as 
valuable  in  a  small  as  in  a  large  town.  So  it  is,  but  it  costs  more  to  main- 
tain lodges  in  the  larger  cities.  Rents  and  furnishings  and  many  other 
demands  on  the  revenues  of  lodges  of  the  larger  cities  makes  it  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  income.  If  the  brethren  want  the  privilege  of 
charging  more,  who  shall  say  them  nay?

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LOUISIANA— 1912. 

217  Lodges.  iooth  Annual.  I4,547  Members. 

Our  sister  of  the  far  south  presents  a  solid  appearance  of  580  pages, 
full  of  absorbing  interest.  Last  year  about  400  were  sufficient  but  there 
was  no  centennial  to  be  recorded.  The  1912  session  was  held  at  New 
Orleans  February  5,  6  and  7.  The  strong  face  of  E.  H.  Addington, 
grand  master  for  1912,  adorns  the  opening  pages.  An  excellent  histor- 
ical sketch  showing  the  formation  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Louisiana  in 
1812  comes  at  the  beginning  of  the  printed  proceedings.  This  includes 
^'extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  convention  and  of  the  first  annual 
grand  communication."  The  motto  used  was  rather  unusual.  It  was 
"Health — force — fraternity."  It  took  three  sessions,  June  13  and  20 
and  July  12  to  put  the  machine  in  running  order. 

One  Hundred  Yev\rs. 

The  centennial  celebration  was  held  February  5,  1912.  Addresses 
and  music  furnished  the  program.  Grand  Master  Thibaut  and  P.G.M. 
Reid  were  scheduled  to  appear.  The  record  says  that,  when  they  began 
comparing  notes  of  their  speeches,  their  minds  had  run  so  much  in  the 
same  channels  that  they  found  it  necessary  that  one  should  be  omitted. 
Of  course  the  grand  master  should  speak  and  Brother  Reid  gracefully 
stood  aside.  The  whole  culminated  in  a  great  banquet  at  the  Grune- 
wald  hotel.     Covers  were  laid  for  500. 

Louisiana  is  so  cosmopolitan  in  its  citizenship  and  its  masonry  that 
speakers  representing  German,  French,  Italian  and  Spanish  working 
lodges  were  given  proper  places  in  the  toasts  at  the  banquet  table.  Each 
response  is  printed  in  the  mother  tongue  of  the  speaker  and  then  the 
translation  in  English  follows. 

Married  60  Years. 

P.G.M.  Charles  F.  Buck  represents  Illinois  at  the  court  of  Louisi- 
ana. Brother  Buck  officiated  as  the  chief  factor  in  the  first  business 
transacted  in  regular  session. 

A  gold  tea  set  was  presented  to  Grand  Secretary  Richard  Lambert 
to  commemorate  the  sixtieth  year  of  his  wedded  life.  Few  reach  this 
distinction  and  the  recognition  is  most  fitting.  The  gift  came  from  the 
grand  master  and  other  grand  officers. 
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The  address  of  Grand  Master  Thibaut  was  full  of  interest  and 
dealt  with  many  practical  questions. 

These  are  words  of  sound,  good  sense.  He  says  that — 
In  general,  our  brethren  are  awakening  to  the  realization,  that  if 
we  desire  our  influence  to  be  felt  for  good,  there  must  be  discrimination  in 
the  selection  of  our  material.  Numbers  contribute  but  little  to  the 
power  of  the  institution  and  are  an  unwieldy  force  if  ignorant  and  vir- 
tueless.  I  cannot  insist  too  strongly  upon  the  requisites  for  membership. 
Qualities  of  mind  and  heart  are  paramount.  Moral  character  and  in- 
tellecual  worth  are  essentials  in  the  making  of  the  real,  earnest,  active 
mason  whose  life  must  be  an  example  and  an  inducement. 

Only  One  in  the  World. 

The  record  of  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  is  highly  commended  for  its 
excellent  work  in  caring  for  the  destitute  brother  traveling  from  afar. 
This  lodge  is  unique.  It  confers  no  degrees  but  is  a  regularly  chartered 
lodge.  Its  whole  mission  is  to  dispense  relief  to  needy  craftsmen.  The 
report  of  this  lodge  shows  that  the  sum  of  $53  was  expended  in  relieving 
the  worthy  distressed  from  Illinois. 

One  of  the  serious  problems  with  which  the  grand  lodge  struggled 
was  the  disposition  of  the  temple.  It  is  old  and  badly  out  of  date. 
Tenants  are  few  and  are  leaving  it.  The  grand  master  says  that  he 
has  changed  his  views.  Last  year  he  favored  the  erection  of  a  new 
building  for  purposes  of  a  mixed  character — that  is  masonic  and  com- 
mercial. Now  he  thinks  the  new  building  should  cut  out  the  commer- 
cial and  make  it  purely  fraternal. 

Purely   Masonic. 

He  wisely  says — 

It  is  inexpedient  to  venture  in  speculation ;  a  modern  office  struc- 
ture erected  to  compete  with  buildings  of  that  character  in  our  immediate' 
vicinity  would  entail  an  outlay  out  of  proportion  to  the  revenue  we  might 
expect  from  the  same.  There  is  the  further  sentimental  objection,  more 
forceful,  perhaps,  against  an  office  building  as  it  introduces  and  fosters 
the  spirit  of  commercialism  in  our  masonic  bodies.  This  spirit,  unfor- 
tunately, prevails  everywhere.  It  is  paramount  in  everything,  its  in- 
fluence is  felt  in  every  act  of  our  material  life;  let  us  not  permeate  our 
masonic  system  with  it.  All  over  our  state,  masonic  lodges  are  building 
for  themselves  exclusive  homes,  gems  of  masonic  architecture ;  why 
should  not  the  same  spirit  which  has  breathed  the  things  of  beauty  in 
the  country  not  bring  forth  a  like  treasure  in  this  great  city? 

This  sentiment  more  and  more  prevails.  Nowhere  is  masonry  con- 
cerned with  business  enterprises,  other  than  those  of  convenience  and 
comfort  for  its  legitimate  work  of  esoteric  instruction  and  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  its  dependents. 
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Fears  Designs  of  the  O.E.S. 

Brother  Thibaut  is  worried  over  occupancy  of  lodge  rooms  by 
bodies  other  than  masonic.     In  this  connection  he  has  this  to  say — 

I  am  under  the  impression  that  it  is  a  written  law  in  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star  to  meet  in  masonic  lodges  wherever  practicable.  I 
recognize  the  excellent  purposes  of  this  organization,  but  I  cannot  con- 
ceive how  it  can  claim  any  greater  privileges  than  are  accorded  to  any 
other  fraternal  body.  If  it  be  true  that  this  law  is  upon  their  statute 
book,  it  is  a  plea  for  recognition  as  a  masonic  body,  a  plea  which  I  do 
not  believe,  notwithstanding  the  excellent  design  and  purpose  of  the 
organization,  should   for  one  single  moment  be  entertained. 

If  our  good  brother  would  ask  his  wife,  or  some  other  well  in- 
formed member  of  the  Eastern  Star,  he  would  be  advised  that  this  body 
makes  no  pretense  of  being  masonic.  Every  candidate  is  distinctly  so 
informed.  All  members  are  merely  masons  and  their  mothers,  daughters, 
wives  and  other  ladies  of  their  households.  Surely  there  can  be  little 
danger  of  such  desecrating  the  sacred  precincts  of  the  lodge  room. 

Rulings  and  decisions  were  not  numerous.  In  one  it  was  held  that 
a  lodge  could  not  permit  a  chapter  of  the  Eastern  star  to  occupy  a  lodge 
room  without  a  dispensation  from  the  grand  master.  In  another  the 
grand  master  decides  that  a  man  who  permanently  resides  in  this  coun- 
try though  he  has  not  become  nor  does  not  intend  to  become  a  natural- 
ized citizen,  is  eligible  to  membership  without  waiver  of  jurisdiction. 

A  Foe  of  Masonic  Homes. 

Louisiana  has  no  home  for  its  dependent  members  or  their  families. 
The  grand  master  writes  urgently  against  such  a  provision.  In  his  ad- 
dress he  puts  this  heading  over  his  arguments.  "Home — mother  love 
at  home,  or  chilly  institutional  care?  Which?"  He  then  adds,  "I  cannot 
but  commend  the  disinclination  of  Louisiana  masons  to  inflict  upon  the 
distressed  of  our  masonic  family  the  horror  and  humiliation  of  an  asy- 
lum. Those  magnificent  monuments  of  marble  and  stone  hide  behind 
their  walls  the  sepulchral  coldness  of  organized  charity,  a  disguise  of 
the  true  charity  which  means  love  and  not  sufferance.  Behind  them  is 
the  wail  of  Dante's  damned — *0,  you  who  enter  leave  behind  you  all 
hope.'  " 

This  truly  is  a  pitiable  exhibition  of  perverted  ideas  in  a  high  place. 
With  a  grand  master  in  his  annual  address  expressing  such  sentiments, 
it  is  small  wonder  that  our  southern  sister  celebrates,  in  lavish  manner, 
her  one  hundredth  anniversary  with  no  systematic  and  organized  pro- 
vision to  care  for  the  distressed  worthy  brother,  his  widow  and  orphar.. 
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What  is  everybody's  business  is  nobody's  business,  is  a  well  estab- 
lished maxim.  Voluntary  charity  is  ideal  in  contemplation  and  furnishes 
basis  for  saying  many  beautiful  things  about  its  coming  as  the  gentle 
dew  from  heaven  and  a  lot  of  other  nonsense.  But  such  charity  leaves 
old  and  feeble  masons  homeless  and  helpless,  and  orphan  children  hun- 
gry, or  left  to  the  world's  "chilly  care." 

Cost  not  Great. 

By  the  annual  expenditure  of  35  cents  per  member,  Illinois  has  been 
able  to  build,  equip  and  maintain  two  superb  Homes — one  for  aged  mem- 
bers and  indigent  masons,  their  wives  and  widows ;  the  other  for  the  help- 
less orphans  of  our  deceased  brothers.  Both  are  paid  for  and  are  great 
benefactions  to  the  happy  and  contented  families  sheltered  there.  They 
are  in  no  sense  asylums,  as  that  word  is  ordinarily  used.  A  short  visit 
to  LaGrange  would  prove  a  revelation  to  Brother  Thibaut.  Under  the 
wise  tutelage  of  Brother  Bassett  and  his  good  wife  these  100  children 
are  being  cared  for  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  of  them  useful  men  and 
women.  At  Sullivan  almost  the  same  number  of  aged  and  dependent 
men  and  women  have  a  real  home  with  every  comfort  that  money  can 
buy.  All  this  costs  each  mason  in  Illinois  35  cents  per  year.  Our 
brother  needs  to  be  reminded  that  this  vile  thing  called  "organized 
charity"  does  not  take  from  each  individual  craftsman  the  splendid 
privilege  of  going  into  his  pocket  to  help  those  who  need  his  voluntary 
assistance  and  yet  who  do  not  need  to  go  to  the  Home. 

Organized  not  to   Prevent  Voluntary. 

Organized  charity  is  not  meant  to  supplant  but  to  supplement  indi- 
vidual voluntary  charity.  Without  the  Homes  many  will  suffer  the  pangs 
of  hunger  and  cold.  It  is  possible,  though  often  difficult,  to  find  suitable 
homes  in  families  for  children.  It  is  not  to  be  questioned  that  a  good 
family  home  is  better  for  a  child  than  any  institution,  no  matter  how 
good  it  is.  Often,  however,  children  go  into  families  to  become  the 
pack-horses  and  slaves  of  those  who  have  their  care.  Whatever  may  be 
true  of  the  children,  the  condition  of  the  aged  and  helpless  is  a  very 
difficult  story.  No  family  home  is  open  to  poor,  feeble  and,  perhaps, 
irritable  and  cranky  old  men  or  women.  They  must  be  sent  to  the  poor 
house  or  they  are  allowed  to  die  from  starvation  and  cold. 

If  there  is  such  insuperable  objection  to  the  institutional  home,  how 
does  our  good  brother  account  for  the  fact  that  almost  every  grand  lodge 
in  America  has  one  or  more  and  after  trying  it  is  universally  proud  of 
the  good  work  it  does? 
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Brother  Thibaut  not  only  wails  over  the  expense  but  fears  for  the 
perversion  of  the  religion  of  the  children.  He  thinks  some  protestant 
child  might  be  turned  into  a  Catholic,  some  Baptist  into  a  IMethodist,  or 
some  Jew  into  a  Christian.  This  view  is  answered  by  the  practical  ex- 
perience of  half  a  hundred  homes  now  in  existence,  many  of  them  for 
many  3'ears. 

Money  for  Temple,  None  for  Home. 

Louisiana  has  had  money  to  build  a  great  commercial  building  and 
now  contemplates  tearing  down  and  building  greater,  but  could  only 
secure  about  $500  during  191 1  to  provide  a  shelter  for  helpless  and  de- 
pendent masons.  In  view  of  the  attitude  of  the  grand  master,  the  leader 
of  the  craft,  little  else  could  be  expected.  A  campaign  of  education  in 
masonic  charity  is  evidently  needed  in  Louisiana. 

Following  the  grand  master  further  says — 

I  desire,  as  a  business  man,  to  suggest  to  you  a  plan  which  I  be- 
lieve will  insure  better  material  and  moral  results.  The  great  state  of 
Illinois  has  only  lately  inaugurated  a  system  which  bids  fair  to  solve  the 
problem.  It  is  a  plan  which  is  practical,  has  none  of  the  objections 
hereinbefore  mentioned ;  it  is  sane,  logical,  humanitarian.  It  is  more  in 
harmony  with  modern  methods  of  orphan  training  and  preserves  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  family,  with  all  its  psychological,  moral,  and  religious  in- 
fluences. It  is  the  pension  system,  which  enables  children  to  be  raised  at 
home  rather  than  spending  the  amount  maintaining  them  in  an  orphan 
asylum  or  state  home. 

In  this,  reference  must  be  to  the  work  of  Illinois  as  a  state  and  not 
to  any  action  of  the  masons.  Our  two  Homes  have  met  amply  every 
requirement  and  need  of  the  masonic  dependents  of  this  state.  No  plan 
has  been  inaugurated  to  give  care  and  attention  outside  of  the  Homes, 
except  that  individual  and  lodge  help  which  comes  of  the  free  will  and 
accord  of  members  of  the  craft. 

Foreign   Affairs. 

Grand  Master  Thibaut  sheds  some  light  on  the  jNIexican  question. 
He  says  that — 

The  Grand  Lodge  York  Valle  de  Mexico  in  a  circular  letter  claims 
jurisdiction  over  all  York  symbolic  lodges  in  the  republic  of  Mexico. 
Considering  that  the  recognition  of  this  body  would  be  acknowledging 
its  claim  and  consequently  its  right  to  violate  the  territorial  sovereignty 
of  grand  lodges  in  Mexico  with  whom  this  grand  lodge  is  in  fraternal 
relations.  I  declined  to  receive  the  commission  sent  to  one  of  our 
brethren  as  representative  of  the  above  named  body. 

He  then  concludes  as  follows ; 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  true  condi- 
tions existing  in   the  above-named  jurisdiction,   I   deem   it  wise   to   sever 
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our  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  anc 
proper  likewise  to  ignore  the  request  for  recognition  from  the  Granc 
Lodge  York  Valle  de  Mexico,  as  its  claims  over  the  York  lodges  through 
out  the  republic  are  violative  of  the  sovereign  rights  of  jurisdictions  witl 
whom  we  are  in  fraternal  accord. 

Some  Universality. 

The  grand  master  then  mounts  his  universal  brotherhood  steed  an( 
wants  to  include  pretty  much  everything  calling  itself  masonic,  even  in 
eluding  by  name — France,  whose  governing  bodies  have  excluded  all  rec 
ognition  of  God  and  the  bible.  The  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  wa 
duly  recognized.     Its  regularity  is  most  questionable. 

The  committee  on  correspondence  presented  a  resolution  refusing 
recognition  to  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  (successor  to  Valle  di 
Mexico)  because  it  assumes  "jurisdiction  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  fed 
eral  district  of  Mexico,  particularly  over  the  states  of  the  republic  o 
Mexico,  wherein  grand  lodges  have  been  already  organized."  In  tb 
list  of  grand  lodges  of  Mexico  the  following  are  named.  "Valle  di 
Mexico,"  "Oaxaca,"  "Nuevo  Leon"  and  "Cosmos  of  Chihuahua." 

The  record  shows  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Godfried  Langhenry,  o 
Chicago,  as  the  representative  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Louisiana,  near  th' 
grand  lodge  of  Illinois. 

M.W.  Bro.  A.  G.  Brice,  grand  orator,  made  a  most  elaborate  ad 
dress,  covering  twenty- four  pages  in  small  type.  His  subject  was  "Ma 
sonry — the  Great  Gift  to  Man."  Its  extreme  length  forbids  any  attemp 
at  a  summary. 

General  Review 

Of  grand  lodges  embraces  a  report  on  every  "English-speaking  gran( 
lodge"  in  the  world.  Bro.  Herman  C.  Duncan  writes  the  review.  IIH 
nois  for  1910  is  presented. 

He  quotes  freely  from  the  report  of  Grand  Master  Ashley.  Tb 
fact  that  the  Cherry  mine  fund  was  larger  than  the  amount  collectet 
from  lodges  was  noted.  Only  $70  were  expended  and  the  interest  wa 
$85.  Of  the  oration  by  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith,  the  writer  says  "it  wa; 
an  oft-told  tale  but  quite  artistically  constructed." 

The  correspondent  commends  the  Illinois  grand  lodge  for  its  prog 
ress  in  changing  jurisdiction  over  rejected  material  from  perpetual  to  fiv( 
years.  He  advocates  relinquishment  of  all  claims  whatever.  It  is  wel 
to  hold  jurisdiction  for  a  time  sufficient  to  enable  the  lodge  into  whosi 
territory  a  rejected  applicant  moves  to  learn  something  of  his  character 
and  standing  before  he  becomes  ehgible  for  admission. 
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The  Illinois  Report. 

He  says  that — 

The  report  on  masonic  correspondence  was  prepared  by  M.W.  Bro. 
Owen  Scott.  It  was  his  initial  effort,  and  he  won  his  spurs  right  well. 
But  that  was  to  be  anticipated  from  one  of  the  well-known  merit  of 
Brother  Scott. 

Reviewing  Louisiana,  he  says  that  the  direction  printed  upon  the 
title  page  of  our  proceedings,  that  they  are  to  be  read  in  all  the  lodges, 
is  a  useless  fiction.  We  differ.  The  trouble  is  not  with  our  regulation, 
but  with  the  interpretation  placed  upon  it.  Brother  Scott  would  have 
it  mean  that  every  word  in  them  should  be  orally  pronounced  in  open 
lodge.  But  that  is  the  "letter  killing."  The  spirit  of  the  law  is  the 
requirement  that  lodges  should  be  informed  of  the  action  of  the  grand 
lodge  by  those  entrusted  with  their  government.  That  requirement  we 
deem  necessary,  and  we  trust  that  there  is  not  a  lodge  in  Louisiana  in 
which  it  is  not  done. 

The  report  concludes  with  a  resolution  allowing  brethren  from  the 
grand  lodge  of  Queensland  to  visit  lodges  in  Louisiana.  Queensland  is 
not  recognized  by  Louisiana  "for  the  reason  that  its  lodges  do  not  make 
a  majority  of  the  lodges  of  the  province."  In  every  other  essential 
Queensland  is  regular.  Does  not  this  look  a  little  like  "straining  at  a 
gnat  and  swallowing  a  camel?"  A  grand  lodge  that  can  take  into  its 
bosom  four  rotten  Mexican  bodies,  and  whose  grand  master  recommends 
recognizing  the  grand  orient  of  France  should  not  be  so  squeamish  over 
the  little  irregularity  of  Queensland.

MAINE— 1912. 

203  Lodges.  93RD  Annual.  29.345  Members. 

The  proceedings  of  Maine's  annual  are  neat,  terse  and  attractive. 
The  session  was  at  Portland.  May  7-9,  1912.  No  space  is  wasted  in 
blank  leaves  and  preliminaries.  No  pictures  of  grand  officers  appear. 
All  but  eight  of  the  lodges  were  represented  by  266  delegates.  Nine  of 
the  eleven  living  past  grand  masters  were  present.  There  were  forty- 
seven  out  of  fifty-eight  representatives  of  other  grand  lodges  who  an- 
swered roll  call.  Among  these,  Bro.  Wm.  R.  G.  Estes  stood  for  Illi- 
nois.   Grand  Master  Ashley  A.   Smith  presented  his  annual   address  in 
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most   attractive   form.     It  had  literary  merit  of  high  order.     Here  is  a 
sample.     He  says  that — 

Cicero,  the  Roman  orator,  whose  voice  of  eloquence  echoed  through 
the  famous  forum,  said,  in  his  last  declining  years,  that  life  had  taught 
him  one  supremest  lesson, — "How  to  make  my  enmities  transient  and 
my  friendships  eternal."  This,  too,  is  good  masonic  teaching,  and  while 
in  this  grand  lodge  there  may  be  little  need  for  the  first  part  of  Cicero's 
counsel, — it  is  a  privilege  of  this  communication  to  obey  the  latter,  and 
make  our  friendships  eternal. 

He  notes  the  death  of  two  past  grand  masters  and  adds  that  either 
could  join  with  the  English  poet  in  the  sweet  resignation  of  the  "Cross- 
ing of  the  Bar."     This  poetic  gem  he  quotes  in  full. 


Masonry  and  Service  Synonymous. 

One  other  extract  is  quite  worthy  of  reproduction.  The  grand  mas- 
ter says — 

Just  as  the  great  watchword  of  the  eighteenth  century  was  liberty, 
and  the  great  work  of  the  nineteenth  centry  was  science,  mechanical  in- 
vention and  organization;  so  the  great  word  and  supreme  work  of  this 
twentieth  century  will  be,  brotherhood — service.  It  is  an  era  of  swift 
and  mighty  changes  throughout  the  world.  Age-old  monarchies  like 
Portugal  disappear  in  a  night  and  unfurl  the  banners  of  a  new  republic 
to  the  light  of  dawn;  Manchu  dynasties  sacred  for  countless  centuries 
are  suddenly  overthrown,  and  liberated  China  awakens  from  its  lethargy 
of  centuries  sleep,  and  a  new  era  of  republican  government  is  proclaimed 
to  the  amazed  and  wondering  world.  All  progress  is  along  the  line  of 
man's  essential  brotherhood.  In  a  quiet  and  unobtrusive  way  Free- 
masonry is  working  toward  that  time  prophesied  by  the  poet : 

"When  the  war-drums  throb  no  longer,  and  the  battle  flags  are  furled 
In  the  parliament  of  man  and  the  federation  of  the  world." 

Full  notice  is  given  of  the  celebration  of  the  isoth  anniversary  of 
Portland  Lodge  No.  i. 

They  Want  a  Home. 

Resolutions  from  nine  lodges  were  presented  asking  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Masonic  Home.  The  trustees  of  the  charity  fund  report 
a  balance  on  hand  and  invested  of  $63,086.24,  bringing  an  annual  income 
of  $2,711.14.  This  is  a  pretty  healthy  nest  egg.  From  this,  with  the 
usual  additions,  might  easily  be  hatched  a  considerable  brood  of  Masonic 
Home  chickens. 

The  report  shows  seventy-eight  applications  for  aid,  proving  the 
want  of  increased  facilities  in  the  care  of  the  needy.  The  finance  com- 
mittee, to  which  went  the  request  of  the  nine  lodges  for  a  Home,  re- 
ported that  "the  more  your  committee  studied  the  proposition  the  less 
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able  they  were  to  decide ;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  success  of  the  under- 
taking depends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  financial  side,  we  ask  to 
have  the  subject  continued  in  our  hands." 

j\Iost  that  is  needed  is  to  decide  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Home. 
With  over  $63,000  as  a  start,  the  work  would  not  be  arduous. 

On  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  correspondence,  Porto 
Rico  was  adopted  as  a  member  of  the  Pine  Tree  grand  lodge"  family. 

No  general  business  was  done  on  Wednesday.  At  the  afternoon 
session  the  master  mason's  degree  was  conferred  under  direction  of  the 
grand  lecturer.  In  the  evening  the  new  masonic  temple  of  Portland  was 
dedicated. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  law  was  adopted  unanimously. 

No  lodge  shall  form  a  public  procession,  funeral  processions  and 
processions  for  attendance  upon  divine  service  excepted,  without  per- 
mission from  the  grand  master.  And  it  is  proper,  as  a  mark  of  respect 
for  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  nation  or  state,  to  permit  lodges  to  ap- 
pear in  public,  either  upon  occasion  of  a  public  reception  of  him,  or  of 
a  public  mourning  for  his  death. 

This  is  good  restriction,  barring  the  exceptions. 


The  Annual  Review 

Is  by  Bro.  Albro  E.  Chase.  Rarely  has  any  reviewer  reported  more  of 
value  to  his  grand  lodge  than  can  be  found  in  Brother  Chase's  109 
pages.  He  is  crowding  into  the  corner  as  a  condenser  Bro.  Irving  Todd, 
of  Minnesota.  Things  are  boiled  down  and  room  made  for  more  of 
them. 

The  review  of  Illinois  covers  a  little  less  than  two  pages.  He  quotes 
from  the  Illinois  correspondent's  report  for  191 1,  "under  Canada,"  about 
the  Eastern  Star;  "under  Kentucky,"  about  the  "blue"  degrees  and  other 
bodies,  and  "under  Oklahoma,"  concerning  the  grand  lodge  meddling- 
with  other  bodies,  alleged  to  be  higher. 

All  these  are  given  without  comment,  evidently  with  approval.  He 
also  quotes  Brother  Ashley's  report  regaring  the  "proper  channel"  for 
correspondence   between   lodges    and    other   grand   jurisdictions. 

In  reviewing  Iowa  Brother  Chase  very  pertinently  says  that  "we 
have  no  thought  that  "robes  or  stereopticon"  add  to  the  degrees  in  ma- 
sonry. Symbolic  teaching  needs  no  outside  accessories  or  "modern 
machinery."     Some  people  would  paint  the  lily  or  tint  the  rose. 
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A  Star  Welcome, 

Brother  Chase  discovers  a  unique  and  most  ingenious  address  of 
welcome  to  the  grand  lodge  of  Iowa,     He  quotes  as  follows; 

I  welcome  you  on  the  five  points  of  fellowship  as  represented  in 
Marion  and  Cedar  Rapids  who  join  to  make  your  visit  so  pleasant  a 
memory  that  at  no  distant  date  you  will  again  return.  The  first  point  of 
fellowship  is  the  Eastern  Stars,  whom  you  see  everywhere  around  you, 
and  if  you  but  listen  you  will  hear  in  accents  sweet  that  you  are  "one 
among  a  thousand."  The  second  point  of  fellowship  is  Iowa  Consistory 
No.  2,  whose  members  are  so  anxious  your  every  wish  shall  be  antici- 
pated that  their  welcome  to  you  is  well  symbolized  by  the  emblem  of  the 
order,  the  double  eagle.  As  it  looks  in  all  directions  so  they  are  today 
looking  to  welcome  you.  The  "third  point  of  fellowship"  is  Apollo  com- 
mandery.  The  Sir  Knights  meet  you  "with  staff  and  script"  and  "such 
as  they  have  they  give  freely  unto  you,"  a  welcome  as  sincere  as  "the 
fifth  libation."  The  fourth  point  of  fellowship  is  the  "chapter."  The 
companions  have  examined  your  work  and  found  it  "good  work,  true 
work,  square  work,  work  fit  for  the  master."  With  the  "true  word"  and 
their  fraternal  "three-times-three"  they  bid  you  thrice  welcome,  beneath 
their  great  "royal  arch"  of  hospitality.  The  fifth  point  of  fellowship — the 
IdIuc  lodges — at  once  the  foundation  and  the  keystone  of  masonry,  com- 
bining under  the  loyal  blue  all  others,  join  in  extending  the  right  hand 
of  fraternity  to  welcome  you  within  the  tyled  doors  of  the  city  today. 

In  the  light  of  this  gem  from  the  Hawkeye  welcomer,  who  will  ever 
again  question  the  intimate  relation  that  masonry  bears  to  other  bodies 
affiliated  with  it?

MANITOBA— 1912. 

72  Lodges.  37th  Annual.  5,967  Members. 

Coming  in  good  time  and  in  handsome  apparel  are  the  proceedings 
of  the  grand  jurisdiction  of  Manitoba  of  western  Canada.  This  young 
grand  lodge  is  typical  of  the  progressive  province  in  which  it  has  its  life 
and  activities.  An  increase  of  one  lodge  and  a  net  gain  of  348  in  mem- 
bership show  substantial  advancement.  The  representative  of  the  Illinois 
grand  lodge  did  not  answer  to  roll  call. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Wemyss  was  a  forceful  docu- 
ment. He  tells  of  Bro.  John  Dempsey,  who  had  recently  died.  Brother 
Dempsey  became  a  mason  in   Belfast,  Ireland,  in    1836,  having  been  on^ 
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of  the  craft  for  seventy-six  years.     Truly  here  must  have  been  the  "old- 
est mason  in  the  world." 

Brother  Wemyss  points  out  that  there  has  been  so  much  of  har- 
mony that  he  has  not  been  "called  upon  to  give  any  decision  of  general 
interest  to  the  craft." 

Masonry's  True  Purpose. 

The  Manitoban  grand  master  has  the  true  conception  of  the  aim  and 
purpose  of  masonry.    He  says  that — 

We  are  all  proud  of  the  antiquity  of  our  order.  The  fact  that  its 
origin  is  lost  in  the  mists  of  antiquity  appeals  to  the  human  imagination 
in  a  way  that  nothing  else  can  do.  No  thinking  mason  also  can  fail  to  be 
impressed  with  the  beauty  and  symbolism  of  our  ritual.  At  the  same 
time  none  of  us  should  ever  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  its  mere  antiquity 
is  not  any  adequate  reason  for  its  continuance — that  masonry  must  if  it 
is  going  to  continue  to  prosper,  justify  its  existence  in  the  present,  and 
also  that  the  ritual  is  merely  a  means  to  an  end  and  not  an  end  in  itself. 
Upon  us  devolves  this  responsibility  just  as  our  predecessors  were  re- 
sponsible for  the  conduct  of  the  craft  in  the  years  that  are  gone,  and  as 
our  successors  must  assume  the  same  responsibility  when  our  day's  work 
is  done. 

Danger  is  from  Within. 

Again  he  says  that — 

The  worst  enemies  of  Masonry  are  not  those  outside  its  pale  who 
sneer  at  and  decry  the  craft,  but  its  own  members  who  in  the  life  and 
conversation  do  not  attempt  to  carry  out  its  principles.  A  mason  may  be 
letter  perfect  in  his  ritual,  regular  in  his  attendance  at  lodge,  but  if  out- 
side the  lodge  room  his  conduct  is  actuated  only  by  selfishness,  if  he  be 
unscrupulous  in  his  business  transactions,  or  obscene  and  profane  in  his 
conversation,  he  is  a  stumbling  stone  in  the  way  of  very  many  of  his 
brethren  and  a  very  potent  argument  against  masonry. 

These  words  are  "like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver."  No 
outside  foe  can  seriously  injure  the  old  fraternity,  but  the  unworthy 
brother  on  the  inside  can  wound  it  and  send  it  limping  to  its  death. 

Almost  American. 

Manitoba  is  very  American  in  most  of  its  ways.  Perhaps  it  would 
be  better  to  say  very  Canadian,  but  the  two  are  much  the  same.  Canada 
and  the  United  States  are  so  closely  akin  in  population,  production  and 
enterprise  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  their  grand  lodges  should  re- 
semble each  other  in  many  of  their  features.  Manitoba  unlike  many 
British  provinces,  notably  the  Australasian,  do  not  strive  to  secure  some 
title-bespangled  officer  in  church  or  state  to  be  the  nominal  head.  Plain 
John  Wemyss  was  grand  master.  Yet,  Manitoba  has  some  English 
features.     One   of  these   is   the   "Board   of   General   Purposes,"    dividing 
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the    labors    and    responsibilities,    during    the    vacation,    with    the    grand 
master. 

This  board  reported  some  important  recommendations.  One  was 
that  special  jewels  be  provided  for  the  grand  representatives  of  Manitoba 
"near  our  daughter  grand  lodges  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  such 
jewels  to  remain  the  property  of  this  grand  lodge." 

The  board  also  decided  that  a  visitor  must  produce  "documentar}) 
evidence  that  he  is  a  member  in  good  standing  or  a  dimitted  member 
of  a  regularly  constituted  lodge  owing  allegiance  to  a  grand  lodge  recog- 
nized by  this  grand  body;  and  further  that  any  brother  who  may  con- 
tinue to  be  a  visitor  beyond  the  year  in  which  he  was  last  examined, 
must  produce  documentary  evidence  of  good  standing  in  his  lodge  for 
the  current  year,  before  being  admitted." 

It  was  also  recommended  that  all  lodges  be  required  to  use  a  com- 
bined form  of  receipt  for  dues  with  certificate  of  the  regularity  of  the 
lodge  issuing  It.     This  is  the  exact  amendment  pending  here  in  Illinois. 

Worth  Going  Miles  to  See. 

One  other  will  be  of  interest  for  its  novelty  as  well  as  its  origin- 
ality.    It  is  that — 

Grand  honors  at  all  public  functions  be  abolished,  and  that  private 
grand  honors  be  given  as  follows  :  The  first  movement  is  to  strike  the 
thighs  with  the  palms,  the  second  movement  is  to  cross  the  arms  over 
the  breast,  the  left  over  the  right,  and  the  palms  sharply  striking  the 
shoulders,  the  third  movement  is  to  raise  the  hands  above  the  head, 
striking  the  palms  together,  then  three  smart  claps  are  given  as  follows : 
One  right  hand  on  left,  one  left  hand  on  right,  and  one  right  hand  on 
left. 

All  these  were  approved  by  the  grand  lodge  and  are  now  in  force. 

For  a  small  grand  lodge,  with  only  seventy-two  lodges,  and  less  than 
6,000  mem.bers  a  good,  round  salary  is  paid  to  the  grand  secretary.  He 
gets  $2,400  besides  liberal  allowance  for  rent  of  office,  postage  and  ex- 
press, etc. 

No  correspondence  committee  is  provided  and  no  review  of  grand 
lodges  prepared.

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MARYLAND— 1911. 

114  Lodges.  125TH  Annual,  14431  ^Iembers. 

"Maryland,  my  ]\Iar3-land"  comes  in  a  book  of  450  pages,  handsomely 
gowned  in  the  traditional  blue.  It  opens  with  the  minor  chord  dominant. 
A  special  communication  on  January  6,  191 1,  was  held  to  pay  a  suitable 
tribute  to  the  late  venerable  grand  secretary,  William  ^I.  Isaac.  Dep- 
uty Grand  blaster  Brew'Er  presided  in  the  absence  of  Grand  ^Master 
Shryock,  whose  illness  prevented  his  attendance.  During  the  long  serv- 
ice of  Brother  Shryock  as  grand  master,  Brother  Isaac  has  been  his 
most  faithful  assistant  as  grand  secretary.  It  is  rather  a  singular  inci- 
dent that  before  the  year  closed,  the  grand  lodge  was  convened  in  spe- 
cial session  to  bury,  with  the  impressive  ceremonies  of  the  craft,  the 
remains  of  James  R.  Brewer,  deputy-  grand  master  since  1902.  This  was 
on  November  21,  1911,  Grand  3*Iaster  Shryock  was  thus  called  upon  to 
part  with  another  of  his  valued  helpers  in  the  great  work  of  fraternity. 

The  proceedings  under  review  give  a  record  of  the  year's  work  in 
the  248th  semi-annual  and  the  125th  annual  communications.  These 
numbers  suggest  age  and  ripened  experience.  The  gain  in  membership 
of  257  does  not  suggest  that  vigor  of  enthusiasm  necessary  to  greatest 
progress.  Can  it  be  possible  that  leadership,  too  long  in  one  man,  may 
account  for  the  almost  stationary  condition  of  masonry  in  this  rich  old 
commonwealth  ? 

Opens  with  Pomp. 

The  custom  of  opening  the  grand  lodge  by  the  deputy  grand  master 
and  sending  for  the  grand  master  with  show  of  ceremony  still  continues. 
Since  the  present  grand  master  has  served  twenty-seven  consecutive  years, 
he  ought  to  be  able  to  be  received  with  all  his  blushes  skillfully  con- 
cealed from  public  view. 

A  condition  of  ideal  harmony  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  grievance.  Xo  cases  were  before  the  committee  at  the  semi- 
annual or  annual  meetings. 

The  grand  master  announced  the  appointment  of  Bro.  George  Cook 
as  grand  secretary  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Brother  Isaac 

Grand  blaster  Shryock  does  not  make  a  written  report  of  his  year's 
work  as  all  other  grand  masters  do.  He  does  not  share  responsibility 
with  his  brethren  but  carries  it  all  himself.  His  address  w'as  confined 
to  reporting  the  deaths  and  commenting  upon  the  lives  of  the  distin- 
guished craftsmen  who  have  gone  to  eternal  refreshment  during  the  year. 
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It  was  reported  that  every  lodge  had  "made  its  returns  to  the  grand 
secretary,  paid  its  dues  and  is  represented  here  tonight." 

The  next  semi-annual  communication  will  be  held  at  "Easton,  where 
the  grand  lodge  was  organized  in  April,    1787." 

Grand  Master  Shryock  was  unanimously  re-elected  for  the  27th 
time  by  acclamation. 

Questionable  Relations. 

The  record  shows  that  Maryland  is  rather  broad  in  establishing  fra- 
ternal relations  with  grand  lodges  of  other  countries.  Nine  are  on  its 
list  that,  according  to  Illinois  standards,  are  not  regular.  These  are 
Brazil,  Belgium,  Egypt,  Chili,  Greece,  Central  America,  Italy  and  South 
Africa. 

The  late  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  receives  a  suitable  place 
in  the  pages  of  "In  Memoriam,"  At  the  close  of  his  report  on  corre- 
spondence Bro,  Edward  T,  Schultz  pays  the  following  tender  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  Brother  Smith.    He  says  that — 

It  IS  with  inexpressible  regret  that  we  have  to  announce,  that  since 
the  close  of  the  grand  lodge,  the  brethren  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn 
the  death  of  one  of  the  most  distinguished  masons  not  only  of  their 
jurisdiction,  but  of  the  masonic  world.  General  John  Corson  Smith,  which 
sad  event  occurred  on  Saturday,  December  31,  1910,  in  the  seventy-ninth 
year  of  his  age. 

But  few  masons,  living  or  dead,  were  the  recipients  of  more  honors 
and  distinctions  than  Brother  Smith, 

The  Annual  Review 

Comes  from  the  brain  but  not  from  the  hand  of  the  venerable  Edward 
T.  Schultz,  In  his  conclusion  Brother  Schultz  says  that  he  is  and 
long  has  been  "handicapped  by  total  blindness."  By  the  assistance  of 
others  he  has  been  able  to  present  one  of  the  best  reports  coming  from 
the  corps  of  correspondents.  Others  read  the  proceedings  to  him  and 
take  his  dictation.  This  is  his  twenty-fifth  review.  He  also  says  that 
he  has  written  his  thirty-fifth  for  the  grand  chapter  R,A,M,  The  report 
on  Illinois  is  an  excellent  summary  of  our  1910  proceedings.  Of  Grand 
Master  Ashley's  report  he  says  that  it  is  "in  marked  contrast  to  many 
grand  masters  of  very  much  smaller  jurisdictions.  No  decisions  are 
reported," 

Brother  Schultz  does  not  agree  that  the  law  can  take  from  a  non- 
affiliate  "the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,"  He  can  be  deprived  of 
his  lodge  rights  but  it  can  go  no  further.  Masonry  today  operates  through 
lodges.     To  deprive  a  man  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  lodge  is 
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not  very  different  from  taking  from  him  his  masonic  rights.  There 
may  be  a  distinction  but  the  practical  difference  is  slight,  if  there  be  any 
at  all.  At  any  rate  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois  did  not  care  merely  to 
scotch  the  snake  of  non-affiliation  but  it  sought  to  kill  it. 

Ohio  Within  the  Law. 

Under  Indiana  Brother  Schultz  says — "We  think  Brother  Scott  is 
perfectly  correct  in  stating  that  the  undoubted  consensus  of  opinion  of 
masonic  writers  is  that  the  grand  master  of  Ohio  acted  within  his  legal 
rights"  when  he  made  Taft  a  mason  at  sight.  The  high  compliment  paid 
by  Brother  Schultz  to  the  Illinois  correspondent's  first  review  is  highly 
appreciated,  coming  as  it  does  from  one  of  the  veterans  in  such  work. 

In  concluding  Brother  Schultz  enters  into  a  learned  and  exhaustive 
discussion  upon  the  subject  of  the  "Prerogative  of  a  grand  master  to 
make  a  mason  at  sight."  This  is  with  Bro.  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  of 
Texas.  There  is  little  need  or  profit  in  such  labors.  If  a  grand  master 
sees  fit  to  do  as  the  grand  master  of  Ohio  did  recently  and  his  grand 
lodge  approves  the  action,  what  can  any  one  else  do  about  it?

MASSACHUSETTS— 1911. 

243  Lodges.  178TH  Annual.  60,844  Members. 

The  Old  Bay  state  indulges  in  many  sessions  of  the  grand  lodge 
during  each  year.  Quarterly  meetings  were  held  March,  June,  Septem- 
ber and  December,  the  latter  being  designated  as  "annual."  The  "stated" 
comes  St.  John's  day  in  December  one  week  after  the  annual.  In  addi- 
tion eleven  "specials"  are  recorded.  It  does  not  seem  likely  that  the 
craft  in  Massachusetts  will  go  to  sleep  for  want  of  means  of  getting 
together.    An  increase  in  membership  of  2,165  indicates  a  healthy  growth. 

In  many  things  the  old  commonwealth  is  different.  These  peculiari- 
ties have,  heretofore,  been  pointed  out.  In  the  volume  of  proceedings 
under  review  is  found  a  table  of  "Contents"  so  elaborate  in  detail  as  to 
cover  seven  pages.  This  is  more  complete  than  the  index  given  by  most 
other  grand  lodges.  Then  again  in  concluding  the  volume,  an  eleven- 
page  index  is  given.  There  can  be  little  fear  that  any  searcher  after 
items  of  business  will  be  troubled  to  find  what  he  wants. 
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Uncle  Sam  Still  Endorses  Masonry. 

The  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  federal  building  at  Beverly 
shows  that  Uncle  Sam  still  feels  that  it  is  not  beneath  his  dignity  to 
have  the  ancient  craft  plant  the  head  stone  of  the  corner  in  his  edifices. 
Since  the  day  that  George  Washington,  as  the  representative  of  the 
masonic  fraternity,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  national  capitol  at  Wash- 
ington, many  government  buildings  have  had  the  services  of  the  great 
masonic  brotherhood. 

Home  Dedicated. 

On  May  25,  191 1,  the  Masonic  Home  at  Charlton  was  dedicated  to 
the  tender  care  of,  and  beneficence  to,  the  dependents  of  the  fraternity. 
This  was  a  great  day  for  Massachusetts  Masonry.  After  178  years  of 
existence  the  craft  enters  upon  the  more  efficient  plan  of  systematic 
charity  in  institutional  home  life.  The  long  battle  between  organized 
charitable  effort  and  individual  and  voluntary  care  of  the  needy  has  been 
won  by  those  who  believe  in  the  massing  of  the  mites  of  the  many  into 
such  sufficient  sums  as  will  insure  certain  comfort  to  masonic  benefi- 
ciaries as  a  matter  of  business. 

In  his  address  the  grand  master  said  that  "the  establishment  of  this 
Home  today  is  the  result  of  no  recent  inspiration,  but  has  been  the 
growth  of  years."  The  dedicatory  exercises  were  elaborate  and  most 
impressive.  The  Home  grounds  consist  of  397  acres  most  admirably  sit- 
uated. 

After  paying  all  claims  a  balance  of  about  $12,000  is  shown.  This  is 
most  gratifying  at  home  and  abroad.  The  record  discloses  pledges 
amounting  to  over  $186,000  and  cash  from  same  of  over  $156,000,  a  gain 
of  more  than  $5,000.  At  the  December  quarterly  session  there  were  re- 
ported thirteen  men  and  one  woman  in  the  shelter  of  the  Home. 

English  Lodges  Small. 

In  discussing  the  requirements  for  establishing  new  lodges  the  com- 
mittee gives  a  bit  of  interesting  information.  It  says  that  "the  number 
of  masons  under  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  including  colonies, 
is  about  150,000;  the  number  of  lodges  is  about  2,900;  the  average  mem- 
bership in  a  body  (each  lodge)  is  about  52."  England  does  not  give 
out  its  membership  and  it  is  necessary  to  guess  as  to  her  numerical 
strength.  However,  the  above  figures  may  be  taken  as  substantially 
correct. 

The  Illinois  plan  of  suppressing  names  in  cases  of  discipline  before 
the  grand  lodge  is  also  in  vogue  in  Massachusetts.  The  "commissioner 
of  trials"  uses  these  hieroglyphic  forms — "Case  of  F — M— K— ."     Again 
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^'Germania  lodge  vs.  Brother  J — W — ."     Not  many  cases  get  into  grand 
lodge.    They  are  threshed  out  on  the  way. 

M.W.  Bro.  Royal  A.  Gove,  past  grand  master  of  the  state  of  Wash- 
ington, was  received  with  the  honors  due  his  exalted  station. 

The  new  name  for  Valle  de  Mexico  was  substituted  and  fraternal 
relations  continued.  Italy  knocked  for  admission  but  was  told  to  wait 
for  further  investigation. 

Grand  Master  Flanders  reports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Massa- 
chusetts three  lodges  in  China  and  three  in  Chile.  Getting  out  some 
■distance  from  home  is  in  this  expanded  control. 

Fraud  Checked  by  Court. 

The  grand  master  says  that — 

I  cannot  close  this  resume  of  our  accomplishments  during  the  past 
year  without  calling  your  attention  to  the  disposition  by  the  United  States 
Court  of  one  of  the  fraudulent  and  clandestine  promoters  of  spurious  or 
bogus  masonry.  It  has  been  a  sorce  of  great  regret  that  the  public  should 
have  been  imposed  upon  so  long,  and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  an- 
nouncement is  made  in  the  "press"  that  one  source  has  been  effectively 
removed. 

Massachusetts  has  been  a  hot-bed  of  the  clandestine  and  fraudulent. 

After  three  years  of  service  as  grand  master,  Dana  J.  Flanders  re- 
tires in  favor  of  Everett  C.  Benton,  elected  by  a  practically  unanimous 
vote. 

Historic  Names. 

A  relic  of  great  historic  interest  was  presented  by  Tyrian  lodge  of 
Gloucester.  It  was  a  photographic  copy  of  the  original  charter  granted 
that  lodge  in  1770.  This  bore  the  signature  of  the  famous  Revolutionary 
soldier,  Joseph  Warren,  as  grand  master. 

The  "stated"  meeting  of  the  year  is  held  on  St.  John's  day,  Decem- 
ber 27.  The  business  of  this  session  is  solely  to  install  the  grand  officers 
and  to  enjoy  the  "grand  feast."  The  grand  master  said  that  these  cele- 
brations began  "in  1733,  only  some  thirteen  years  after  the  meeting  of 
the  first  lodge  ever  held  in  America,  in  King's  chapel  In  Boston."  He 
also  mentions  the  proper  pride  he  felt  in  presiding  over  a  jurisdiction 
that  gave  to  our  common  country  such  men  as  Joseph  Warren,  John 
Hancock,  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Paul  Revere.  It  is  a  source  of  sin- 
cere regret  to  this  reviewer  that  space  will  will  not  permit  reproduction 
of  all  the  admirable  toasts  and  speeches  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  evangelist  in  1911. 
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No  review  of  grand  lodges  is  made  by  Massachusetts.  Such  a  sum- 
mary would  be  of  value  to  the  masonic  world  and  might  be  helpful  to 
the  craft  in  the  state  claiming  to  be  the  mother  of  masonry  in  America.

MICHIGAN— 1912. 

421  Lodges.  68th  Annual.  68,396  Members. 

For  a  large,  handsome  book  of  proceedings  look  at  Michigan  for 
1912.  The  printer's  art  is  well  understood  in  the  state  of  the  twin 
peninsulas.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Detroit,  May  28  and  29, 
1912.  A  net  gain  of  2,688  betokens  life  and  growth.  The  life  member- 
ship continues  to  grow.  Last  year  the  number  was  1,262,  this  it  is  1,467. 
This  number  is  a  load  for  the  working  members  to  carry.  As  it  gets 
larger  from  year  to  year  the  burden  will  be  heavier. 

The  volume  is  something  of  a  picture  gallery.  A  full  page  likeness 
of  Grand  Master  Thompson  comes  first.  On  the  opposite  page  is  a 
handsome  group  of  the  eleven  grand  officers  who  are  his  helpers.  As  a 
new  feature,  twelve  pages  are  given  to  handsome  half-tones  of  as  many 
of  "Michigan's  masonic  temples."  This  is  rather  striking,  showing  some 
excellent  specimens  of  architecture.  The  new  Home  is  also  shown  in  a 
full-page  picture.  Truly  the  craft  in  the  Wolverine  state  are  not  home- 
less. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  meeting  was  the  reception  of  two  dis- 
tinguished Virginia  masons.  One  of  these  is  Grand  Master  W.  L.  An- 
drews, who  favored  Illinois  with  a  visit  last  year.  The  other  was^ 
Charles  H.  Callahan,  past  master  of  Alexandria- Washington  lodge. 
These  brethren  made  excellent  speeches  and  were  well  entertained  by 
the  Michiganders. 

No  addition  was  made  this  year  to  the  roll  of  those  who  had  gone 
into  the  silent  land.  Arthur  M.  Hume,  Illinois'  representative,  was 
present.  Seventeen  past  grand  masters  are  recorded.  Only  two  were 
absent. 

Grand  Master  Dillon  was  not  sparing  of  special  dispensations,  over 
fifty  being  issued. 
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The  Dean  of  the  World. 

The  dean  of  the  grand  lodge  of  ]\Iichigan  is  P.G.M.  Wm.  T.  Mitch- 
ell. He  celebrated  his  95th  birthday  on  the  day  before  the  grand  lodge 
convened.  Brother  Mitchell  was  greeted  with  great  distinction,  not  only 
as  the  dean  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Michigan,  but  "the  dean  of  past  masters, 
not  only  of  the  United  States,  but  in  the  w^orld."  From  the  speech  of 
Brother  ^Mitchell,  although  a  nonogenarian  it  may  be  inferred  that  he 
is  ninety-five  years  young.  He  says  "mere  years  do  not  tell  age."  Quite 
true,  ]^Iethuselah  with  his  969  years,  judged  by  achievement  in  the  world's 
work,  was  much  younger  than  Spurgeon  or  Wesley,  who  failed  to  live 
httle  beyond  a  half  century.  Another  veteran  was  introduced.  This  w^as 
Bro.  A.  T.  Metcalf,  who  said,  "It  is  now  half  a  century  since  I  pre- 
sided as  grand  master  of  this  state."  Some  one  up  that  way  must  have 
discovered  a  real  fountain  of  youth.  Brother  ]\Ietcalf  posed  as  the 
vouthful  escort  of  Brother  IMitchell. 


The  INIasgnic  Home 

Is  now  well  settled  in  what  was  the  Alma  Sanitarium,  the  gift  of  a  Mr. 
Wright.  This  present  was  made  after  destruction  by  fire  in  1910  of  the 
Home.  Mr.  Wright  was  not  a  mason  but  wanted  to  aid  in  the  good 
work  of  caring  for  the  needy  and  helpless.  Insurance  was  placed  on  the 
Home  to  the  amount  of  $100,000. 

The  new  Home  was  dedicated  ^^larch  29,  1912.  The  grand  master 
says  that  this  "was  undoubtedly  the  greatest  grand  lodge  function  that 
has  ever  taken  place  in  Michigan."  On  the  day  of  dedication  the  donor 
of  the  Home,  Mr.  A.  W.  Wright,  was  not  able  to  attend  on  account  of 
physical  disability.  He,  however,  viewed  the  scene  from  his  window. 
A  little  later  Mr.  Wright  was  called  to  his  reward.  Suitable  tributes  were 
paid  to  his  memory. 

In  changing  to  the  new  Home  the  superintendent  was  checked  out 
and  a  new  one  installed.  The  report  showed  that  $4.64  per  week  per 
head  was  the  ordinary  expense  of  maintenance  for  the  fifty-nine  mem- 
bers. It  was  shown  that  in  putting  the  Alma  Sanitarium  in  condition 
for  the  Home  w^ork  the  cost  was  $24,159.53.  It  is  now  a  valuable 
property,  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  masonic  de- 
pendents. The  law  was  so  changed  as  to  make  grand  lodge  dues  65 
cents  instead  of  45  cents,  the  20  cents  additional  to  go  to  the  Home  and 
hospital.     This  seems  very  low%  even  with  the  increase. 

On  recommendation  of  the  grand  master  provision  was  made  for 
an  official  stenographer,  $500  being  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 
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Spurious  keys  to  the  work  are  making  trouble.  It  will  be  so  until 
Michigan  masons  put  the  ritual  in  their  heads  and  hearts  and  throw  the 
key  in  the  well. 

A  Righteous  Protest. 

The  grand  lodge  joined  Mississippi  in  protesting  against  the  order 
of  the  war  department  prohibiting  masonic  emblems  on  monuments  and 
markers  in  national  cemeteries.  This  reviewer  is  under  the  impression 
that  this  order  has  been  recalled.  Certainly,  as  George  Washington  put 
masonic  emblems  on  the  corner  stone  of  the  nation's  capital,  it  could  do. 
no  harm  to  let  the  sleeping  braves  have  the  symbols  they  cherished  in 
life  over  them  as  they  molder  again  to  dust. 

Grand  Secretary  Winsor  confines  his  report  strictly  to  the  business, 
of  his  office.  He  leaves  all  else  to  the  grand  master  and  others  whose 
province  it  is  to  deal  therewith.  A  considerable  number  of  lodges  show 
up  delinquent  in  returns  and  in  proper  tabulation  of  information. 

Germany  Will  Not  Reply. 

A  special  report  of  the  committee  on  correspondence  shows  that  it. 
has  been  a  futile  effort  to  get  even  a  reply  from  the  governing  body  of 
German  masons.  It  seems  that,  before  any  other  of  the  Teutonic  grand 
bodies  will  consider  recognition,  it  is  necessary  to  be  approved  by  the 
German  Grand  Lodge  Union.     Brother  Winsor  says  that — 

That  soon  after  the  close  of  the  1910  annual  communication  of 
grand  lodge,  your  committee  addressed  letters  to  the  secretaries  of  the 
union  of  the  grand  lodges  of  German,  the  Zu  den  Drei  Weltkugen 
(Three  Globes),  at  Berlin,  National  lodge  (Landesloge)  at  Berlin,  Royal 
York,  at  Berlin,  grand  lodge  of  Hamburg,  grand  lodge  of  Saxony,  Zur 
Sonne  (The  Sun)  at  Bayreuth,  Eclectic  Union  at  Frankfort  and  Zur 
Eintracht  (Concord)  at  Darmstadt;  that  it  only  received  replies  to  three 
of  these  letters,  namely :  from  the  grand  lodge  Eclectic  Union,  at  Frank- 
fort, the  grand  lodge  of  Saxony  and  the  national  grand  lodge  of  Ger- 
many, each  of  which  expressed  a  willingness  and  desire  to  enter  into 
fraternal  relations  with  the  grand  lodge  of  Michigan,  but  stated  that  they 
were  not  permitted  to  do  so  without  the  consent  of  the  German  Grand 
Lodge  Union,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  that  our  grand  lodge  first 
receive  recognition  from  that  grand  lodge.  I  was  advised  that  the  man- 
agement of  the  business  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Union  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  Highly  Honored  Brother  Wegener,  general-lieutenant  grand 
master  of  the  grand  national  mother  lodge  of  the  Three  Globes  in. 
Berlin.  I  immediately  renewed  my  efforts  with  the  German  Grand 
Lodge  Union,  but  as  yet  have  been  unsuccessful  in  receiving  any  re- 
sponse to  my  communications  to  Brother  Wegener. 

The  German  bodies  are  either  "offish"  or  slow.  In  Illinois  some 
brethren  have  been  disposed  to  find   fault  with  the  Illinois   grand  lodge 
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because  members  of  German  bodies  cannot  visit  lodges  in  this  grand 
jurisdiction.     Other  grand  lodges  are  similarly  situated. 

Wanders  About, 

The  grand  lodge  of  Michigan  "boards  'round"  so  to  speak.  An  ef- 
fort was  made  to  fix  a  permanent  place  for  the  annual  meetings,  and  for 
the  grand  secretary's  office.  There  was  nothing  done.  The  grand  lodge 
remains  "on  wheels"  and  the  grand  secretary  carries  the  headquarters 
about  with  him.  The  next  annual  will  be  held  at  Lansing,  the  home  of 
Grand  Master  Thompson. 

The  salary  of  the  grand  secretary  was  changed  from  $i,8oo  to  $2,400. 
Certificates  to  grand  lodges  officers  were  authorized.  These  are  to  be 
used  as  documentary  evidence  in  visiting  other  grand  jurisdictions. 

Brother  Callahan,  of  Virginia,  presented  the  grand  lodge  of  Mich- 
igan with  a  gavel.  The  body  was  from  a  magnolia  tree  planted  by 
George  Washington,  the  handle  from  wood  taken  from  the  home  of  his 
adopted  daughter,  and  the  little  knob  from  the  bed  on  which  Washing- 
ton died.  Brother  Callahan  waxed  eloquent  and  rich  in  sentiment  in 
presenting  it.  He  then  called  upon  Grand  Chaplain  Gallagher,  who,  in 
response,  "let-er-go"  as  follows; 

This  is  a  serious  moment  in  my  life.  I  had  no  expectation  of  being 
called  upon — not  the  slightest.  This  is  a  dignified  occasion  and  yet  I  am 
compelled  to  say  to  you,  now  that  chickens  have  been  taught  to  talk, 
by  feeding  them  ground  phonograph  records,  you  expect  your  grand 
chaplain  to  talk  at  any  moment  he  is  called  upon,  simply  because  he  has 
been  traveling  around  with  the  grand  officers  for  six  years,  feeding  on 
ground  chestnuts. 

He  then  showed  that  he  had  more  in  his  cranium  than  "ground 
chestnuts." 

The  Eighth   Annual  Review 

By  Grand  Secretary  Winsor  is  one  of  the  longest  coming  to  the  notice 
of  the  writer.  It  takes  315  pages  to  tell  the  masonic  story.  The  grand 
lodge  by-laws  contain  the  following; 

The  committee  shall  refrain  from  criticism  of  such  proceedings,  as 
well  as  promulgating  the  opinion  of  the  committee  upon  decisons,  laws 
and  regulations  of  this  or  any  other  grand  lodge. 

This  restriction  does  not  shorten  the  report  and  deprives  masons  of 
Michigan  and  elsewhere  of  much  of  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  the 
efficient  grand  secretary  of  the  Wolverine  state.  The  review  is  made  up 
largely  of  extracts  from  proceedings,  well  selected  and  well  put  to- 
gether. 

Brother  Winsor  was  particularly  generous  of  space  to  Colorado.  It 
required  eleven  pages  to  print  all  he  wanted  of  that  state.     Eight  pages

were  given  to  Illinois.  He  says  that  "a  fine  portrait  of  M.W.  Bro.  Albert 
B,  Ashley  forms  the  frontispiece."  Considering  the  original,  how  could 
it  be  otherwise?  Brother  Ashley's  report  was  drawn  upon  liberally. 
The  part  referring  to  communications  of  lodges  from  different  states,  via 
the  grand  masters,  was  given  in  full.  "Masonry  and  Religion"  was  also 
quoted  without  abridgment. 

Our  Form  Quoted. 

The  proposed  amendment  and  form  for  uniform  receipt  to  be  used 
by  lodges  in  Illinois  for  documentary  evidence  was  given,  complete. 

Brother  Winsor  quotes  the  amendment  regarding  non-afifiliates  and 
says  that  it  was  "patterned  evidently  after  the  law  of  the  grand  lodge 
of  Michigan,  which  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  several  years." 

The  speech  of  Grand  Master  Ashley  in  installing  Brother  Darrah, 
his  response  and  the  remarks  of  Bro.  Owen  Scott  are  reproduced.  Lib- 
eral quotations  are  made  from  the  introduction  to  the  Illinois  review 
of  grand  lodges  for  191 1.  Evidently  the  attitude  of  the  writer  regarding 
printed  rituals  is  approved.  The  comment  advising  a  bonfire  is  copied 
in  full. 

Grand  master,  James  H.  Thompson,  Lansing;  grand  secretary,  Lou 
B.  WiNSOR,  Reed  City. 
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253  Lodges.  59th  Annual.  26,543  Members. 

A  handsome,  well-printed  volume  gives  the  masonic  record  for  1911. 
The  annual  was  held  in  St.  Paul,  January  17  and  18,  1912.  The  retiring 
grand  master,  Elmer  A.  Kling,  looks  benignantly  into  one's  face  as 
the  book  of  proceedings  is  opened.  The  grand  secretary  is  so  accommo- 
dating as  to  print  on  the  title  page  the  names  of  officers  of  the  grand 
chapter  R.A.M.,  grand  council  R.  &  S.M.  and  grand  commandery  K.T. 
What  have  the  Eastern  Star  and  consistory  bodies  done  that  they  are 
not  included?  Of  course  the  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias,  et  al, 
cannot  complain  if  they  are  not  so  favored.  These  latter  are,  however, 
quite  as  much  in  official  touch  with  the  grand  lodge  of  masons  as  those 
included  in  the  proceedings. 

IlHnois  was  represented  by  P.G.M.  A.  T.  Stebbins. 
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The  address  of  the  grand  master  was  an  unusually  strong  and  sen- 
sible document.  No  attempt  was  made  to  speculate  or  philosophize.  It 
was  a  plain  and  practical  presentation  of  the  business  of  the  year.  The 
demise  of  our  P.G.^I.  John  C.  Smith  was  presented. 

About  Their  Law. 

Fifteen  decisions  were  reported,  although  Brother  Klixg  says  that 
but  few  of  his  rulings  need  to  come  before  the  grand  lodge. 

Their  law  provides  for  striking  from  the  rolls  those  who  do  not  pay 
their  dues.  They  are  not  suspended.  The  grand  master  holds  that  they 
merely  become  non-affiliates.  Before  they  can  be  restored  to  membership 
they  must  pay  their  arrearages. 

A  local  agent  for  a  brewery  is  held  to  be  engaged  in  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors.  His  petition  for  degrees  or  affiliation  cannot  be  re- 
ceived. A  petitioner,  who  has  resided  less  than  one  year  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  lodge  in  which  he  seeks  membership,  must  be  refused.  He 
has  not  acquired  a  masonic  residence.  The  lodge  from  whose  jurisdiction 
he  came  cannot  grant  a  waiver  because,  when  he  removed,  jurisdiction 
was  lost.     He  must  wait  until  he  acquires  a  new  residence. 

An  effort  was  made  to  take  the  lead  in  arranging  with  the  American 
grand  lodges  for  celebrating  in  1917  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  mother 
grand  lodge  of  England.  It  was  discovered  that  Iowa  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  had  preceded  ^Minnesota  in  this  movement.  It  was,  there- 
fore,  decided  to  co-operate  with  the  plans   of  the  District   of   Columbia. 

An  opening  and  closing  ceremony  for  the  grand  lodge  was  prepared 
by  the  board  of  custodians  and  adopted  and  used. 


Certified  Receipt  for  Dues. 

The  grand  lodge  of  Minnesota  provided  for  a  receipt  for  dues  to  be 
furnished  by  the  grand  secretary  to  all  the  lodges.  This  is  in  almost  the 
exact  form  presented  to  this  grand  lodge  last  October.  It  has  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  grand  secretary  that  the  lodge  issuing  it  is  a  regular  lodge. 
This  is  to  meet  the  amost  universal  demand  for  documentary  evidence. 
An  effort  was  made  to  find  a  stenographer  who  was  a  mason.  None 
could  be  found.  Stenographers  do  not  appear  to  take  to  masonry  in 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  They  might  import  Brother  Griffin,  of 
Chicago,  who,  for  years,  has  so  efficiently  served  this  grand  lodge. 

The  Illinois  list  of  regular  lodges  was  ordered  and  $200  appropriated 
for  the  same. 
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Albert  J.  Krueger,  representative  of  Minnesota  near  the  grand 
lodge  of  Belgium,  presented  an  elaborate  and  interesting  report  of  the 
work  of  the  Belgian  body. 

Justice  to  Small  Lodges. 

The  law  was  changed  so  that  the  small  and  far-away  lodges,  whose 
grand  lodge  dues  do  not  equal  the  amounts  paid  in  mileage  and  per  diem 
to  their  representatives,  are  to  be  on  the  same  basis  as  the  large  and  near- 
by lodges.  This  is  only  an  act  of  justice.  Masonry  can't  figure  on  such 
an  equivalent.  In  Illinois  there  are  many  lodges  in  the  opposite  end  of 
the  state  from  Chicago  that  never  have,  nor  probably  never  can  have, 
members  enough  to  make  their  payment  to  the  grand  lodge  as  large  as 
their  representative  receives  in  mileage  and  per  diem.  These  small  lodges 
are  as  truly  masonic  and  are  doing  as  much  good  in  proportion  to  popu- 
lation as  are  those  which  pay  much  more  than  their  representatives  re- 
ceive. If  the  grand  lodge  should  conclude  to  meet  in  a  central  city  the 
geography  of  the  criticism  would  be  radically  changed. 

Though  vitally  interested  in  the  Masonic  Home,  the  grand  lodge  of 
Minnesota  does  not  have  control  of  this  institution.  It  is  managed  by  a 
private  corporation  of  masons.  The  grand  lodge  appropriated  $i,ooo  for 
two  permanent  memberships  in  the  Home.  Eventually  the  Home  will 
become  the  direct  charge  of  the  grand  lodge  as  in  Illinois. 


Altogether  too  Modest. 

The  annual  oration  was  by  Alex.  G.  McNight.  Little  reason  is  seen 
why  this  brother  should  consume  a  full  printed  page  in  discrediting  his 
inabiUty  to  orate.  If  what  he  said  were  true,  and  he  were  as  unfit  as  he 
insisted,  he  should  have  declined  the  appointment.  However,  the  excel- 
lence of  the  production  shows  that  the  brother  was  over  modest  or 
scarcely  sincere  in  discounting  his  ability.  One  or  two  paragraphs  will 
suffice  to  show  the  merits  of  the  oration.    He  says  that — 

Masonry  cannot  afford,  as  some  churches  have  done  to  shut  itself 
up  in  the  "hum-drum  of  its  rites,  in  the  monotony  of  its  lectures."  In 
preserving  unimpaired  through  the  centuries  the  invaluable  principle  of 
brotherly  love,  masonry  has  rendered  an  excellent  service.  The  loyalty 
of  mason  to  mason  has  mitigated  the  fierceness  of  business,  social  and 
political  strife.  But,  as  the  churches  are  finding  that  they  cannot  live 
within  themselves,  that  they  cannot  be  content  with  merely  saving  the 
saved,  so  masonry  will  find  that  it  must  go  beyond  its  tyled  walls,  beyond 
the  limits  of  its  membership,  if  it  is  going  to  do  the  service  which  the 
spirit  of  the  age  calls  it  to  do. 
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Masonry  ]\Iakes  3»Ien  Better. 
Again  he  says — 
No  quarrel  can  or  should  be  had  with  our  ritualistic  forms  and  cere- 
monies. Powerful  in  their  simplicity,  they  have  wrought  wonders  in 
changing  the  lives  of  men.  None,  but  the  most  calloused,  can  leave  the 
altar  of  masonry  with  the  better  angel  of  his  nature  untouched.  But  it 
is  certainly  unfortunate  for  our  splendid  institution  if  we  deem  these  forms 
and  ceremonies  as  the  limit  and  the  measure  of  our  masonic  service. 

Brother  McNight  is  evidently  a  student  of  sociology.  He  goes  quite 
freely  into  the  movements  of  the  day  in  social  service.  He  does  this 
well.  too.     He  adds  again — 

We  need,  therefore,  in  our  institution  a  broadening  of  our  field  of 
labor.  We  need  to  engage  in  work  which  will  place  all  of  the  splendid 
prestige  of  the  masonic  fraternity  back  of  the  great  world-wide  move- 
ment, which  has  behind  it  the  great  idea  of  mitigating  the  inequalities 
of  our  social  system. 

The   Correspoxdexce  Report 

Is  one  of  special  merit.  Bro.  Irvixg  Todd  again  v/rites  it.  The  length 
of  this  review  does  not  compare  with  others,  but  in  crisp  comment  and 
vital  summary  it  stands  unique.  "The  grand  master's  annual  report  is 
strictly  a  business  document."  Then  in  a  string  of  brief  statements  it  is 
given  in  miniature.  One  of  these  is  "a  readable  address  was  delivered 
by  Bro.  W.  W.  Wilson,  grand  orator."  The  part  of  the  correspondence 
report  of  Illinois  referring  to  ^linnesota  is  reproduced.     He  then  adds — 

Brother  Scott  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  exclusion  of  the  Eastern 
Star  from  lodge  rooms  is  very  narrow  and  unreasonable ;  that  the  best 
way  to  avoid  the  cipher  abuse  is  to  have  none :  that  there  is  no  reason 
for  the  life  membership  exemption  from  dues  :  that  the  dispensation  mill 
has  been  running  over  time  ;  that  it  it  as  much  a  duty  to  detect  a  fraud 
as  to  relieve  a  worthy  brother;  that  masons  do  well  to  be  sociable;  that 
the  so-called  blue  lodge  is  masonry  itself;  that  past  grand  officers  should 
be  real  ones,  and  not  sail  under  the  wrong  flag ;  that  numbers  are  not 
everything,  although  desirable :  that  it  is  easier  to  plan  a  showy  building 
than  to  pay  for  it;  that  it  is  a  beautiful  custom  to  give  a  candidate  the 
bible  on  which  he  was  obligated  ;  and  that  the  home  provided  by  Wis- 
consin for  its  grand  secretary  is  a  sort  of  masonic  parsonage. 

How  is  that  for  comprehensive  brevity?  As  a  digester  Brother  Todd 
is  entitled  to  take  the  whole  cookey  factory.

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MISSISSIPPI— 1912. 

357  Lodges.  94th  Annual,  i8,93I   Members. 

Most  appropriately,  the  great  mason  of  Mississippi  and  the  south 
and  one  of  the  chiefest  in  the  whole  country,  the  late  Frederic  Speed, 
is  honored  by  a  full  page  likeness  as  a  frontispiece.  Brother  Speed  was 
past  grand  master  and  for  many  years  had  been  grand  secretary.  An 
emergent  communication  was  held  at  Vicksburg,  March  I2,  191 1,  and 
every  honor  the  grand  lodge  could  bestow  was  the  cheerful  service  of 
the  craft  of  his  state. 

The  grand  master  made  his  son,  Frederic  Gordon  Speed,  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Another  past  grand  master,  Enoch  George  DeLap,  passed  away 
December  24,  191 1.  He  was  buried  at  Natchez  with  masonic  honors  by 
the  grand  lodge  he  had  served. 

The  annual  session  was  held  at  Hattiesburg,  February  20  and*  21, 
1912. 

As  a  penalty  for  vibrating  from  one  city  to  another  for  the  annual 
meetings,  a  reception  from  the  city  of  Hattiesburg  was  inflicted.  Each 
place  feels  that  the  grand  lodge  must  be  "entertained."  Illinois  was  un- 
represented. The  record  shows  no  representative  from  either  grand 
lodge  to  the  other.     Why  is  this  thus? 

The  grand  master  reports  the  death  of  four  past  grand  masters,  a 
rather  heavy  toll  for  one  year. 

Refuses  to  Accommodate. 

Many  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  were  refused. 
Persons  often  take  a  sudden  notion  to  become  masons.  They  live  near 
a  lodge  for  years  and  think  so  little  of  it  that  they  do  not  ask  admission. 
They  are  about  to  remove  elsewhere  or  go  on  a  journey  and  conclude  it 
would  be  useful  and  convenient  to  be  a  mason.  They  ask  that  the  lodge 
procure  a  dispensation  to  meet  their  convenience.  Grand  Master  Brooks 
refused  such  applications,   most   properly. 

Among  cases  coming  to  the  grand  master  was  one  where  a  man 
had  become  an  entered  apprentice  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  be- 
fore. He  claimed  that  he  had  received  the  other  two  degrees  but  he 
could  produce  no  record  or  evidence,  except  his  own  statement.  The 
grand  master  held  that  he  must  prove  his  case,  failing  to  do  this,  he  can 
only  be  an  entered  apprentice  until  he  is  further  advanced. 
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Grand  Master  Brooks  made  few  decisions  but  was  prolific  in  rec- 
ommendations. One  of  the  latter  was  that  fraternal  relations  be  broken 
off  with  the  grand  lodge  of  Scotland  "until  that  grand  jurisdiction  shall 
repudiate  the  action  of  Dundee  lodge,  a  subordinate  member  of  that 
jurisdiction,  for  violating  a  universal  qualification  for  membership  and 
for  conferring  the  degrees  of  masonry  upon  the  negro  prize  fighter. 
Jack  Johnson,  who  was  NOT  at  the  time  of  his  so-called  initiation  even 
a  citizen  of  Scotland." 

Masonic  Symbols  Excluded, 

Again  he  says  that — 

I  notice  from  the  masonic  press  that  an  order  has  been  issued  by 
the  war  department  to  the  great  national  cemetery  at  Arlington  prohib- 
iting the  erection  of  any  monument  or  grave-stone  which  has  a  square 
and  compass  carved  upon  it,  but  permits  a  cross  or  other  religious  em- 
blem. ,  ' 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  masonry  is,  and  has  always  been,  non-polit- 
ical and  non-sectarian  and  that  it  has  always  endorsed  and  supported  the 
prevailing  laws  of  the  country  in  which  located  and  that  it  has  always 
stood  for  free  thought,  free  speech  and  free  conscience,  therefore,  I  rec- 
ommend that  this  grand  lodge  take  official  notice  of  this  order  and  that 
it  pass  such  resolutions  and  recommendations  as  in  its  judgment  may  be 
deemed  wise  and  proper  and  in  keeping  with  the  high  standard  of  mor- 
ality that  this  ancient  and  honorable  institution  has  aways  maintained. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  requesting  members  of  congress  to  take 
this  up  with  the  government  at  Washington. 

Can't  Make  One  Ritual  Universal. 

One  lodge  presented  a  resolution  providing  that — 

This  grand  body  take  the  necessary  steps  through  their  custodians  to 
communicate  with  the  custodians  of  the  different  grand  jurisdictions  of 
the  United  States  of  North  America  to  have  a  convention  of  these  dif- 
ferent custodians  called  and  adopt  a  uniform  work. 

The  committee  to  which  this  resolution  went  reported  adversely. 
Nothing  short  of  a  miracle  could  bring  the  many  sovereign  grand  lodges 
to  an  agreement  for  uniform  work.  It  might  be  easy  if  all  the  others 
would  adopt  the  work  of  Mississippi  or  that  of  any  other  grand  lodge, 
but  they  will  not. 

The  Orphans'   Home 

Was  reported  as  in  excellent  condition,  caring  for  seventy-five  children. 
The  only  provision  for  the  aged  and  indigent  mason,  his  widow  or  daugh- 
ter, is  to  appropriate  $50,  provided  his  lodge  furnishes  an  equal  amount. 
This  no  doubt  is  better  than  nothing,  but  such  a  plan  insures  but  meager 
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support  for  the  helpless.  Many  lodges  will  not,  and  some  cannot,  pro- 
duce the  sum  necessary  to  secure  the  grand  lodge  appropriation. 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  given  credit  for  liberal  responses 
to  appeals  for  aid  for  the  needy.    This  is  always  so. 

Takes  It  All  In. 

The  "report  of  the  committee  on  masonic  law  and  jurisprudence" 
cuts  a  wide  swath.  It  considers  systematically  and  alphabetically  almost 
every  phase  of  masonic  action  from  "appeals"  to  "title  to  lodge  property," 
and  ending  with  "miscellaneous,"  a  sort  of  grab  bag  for  everything  left 
over.  The  report  is  able  and  valuable  in  construing  masonic  law  and  giv- 
ing masonic  usage.  It  was  held  by  this  committee  that  a  "lodge  cannot 
hold  a  communication  or  transact  any  business  in  the  absence  of  the 
master,  S.W.  and  J.W."  Even  conferring  degrees  in  their  absence  was 
held  to  be  in  violation  of  law,  and  required  a  dispensation  from  the 
grand  master  to  legalize  it. 

It  was  also  decided  that,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death  or  removal 
in  the  office  of  master,  an  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  could  not  be  held. 
The  wardens  by  seniority  would  preside. 

Solomon  Mistaken. 

Bro.  James  M.  Dickey  was,  on  motion  of  a  past  grand  master, 
elected  as  "an  honorary  past  grand  master."  Was  not  Solomon  mistaken 
in  announcing  that  "there  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun?"  Men  who 
do  not  win  their  spurs  should  not  be  forcibly  invested  with  these  useful 
appendages. 

Much  valuable  time  was  wasted  and  much  good  space  in  the  printed 
proceedings  spoiled  in  trying  to  fix  the  status  of  certain  outside  organi- 
zations. Cerneauism,  northern  and  southern  jurisdictions  and  the  legiti- 
macy or  illegitimacy  of  certain  rites  and  orders  are  wholly  foreign  to 
any  grand  lodge  of  ancient  craft  masons.  The  three  degrees,  the  lodges 
conferring  them  and  the  grand  lodge  in  each  state  or  province  are  all 
there  is  to  legitimate  freemasonry.  Those  who  go  outside  of  these  in- 
vite fifty-seven  varieties  of  grief  and  trouble.  Masons  have  enough  to 
do  in  minding  their  own  business.  They  have  little  time  for  anything 
else. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  written  by  P.G.M.  Harry  Howard.  It  is  his  sixth  effort  in  the  field 
of  foreign  correspondence.  In  his  introduction  Brother  Howard  makes 
the  following  significant  comment.     He  says — 

For  the  information  of  those  who  read  this  report,  I  wish  to  say 
that  our  action  in  severing  our   fraternal  relations  with  New  Jersey  on 
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account  of  Alpha  lodge  being  composed  almost  entirely  of  negroes  has 
been  looked  upon  by  the  masonic  world  with  laughter.  It  waits  with 
wonder  our  action  in  regard  to  all  the  other  grand  lodges  which  admit 
negroes  to  membership,  England,  Scotland,  Nova  Scotia,  and  many  others 
with  whom  we  hold  fraternal  relations,  and  whose  lodges  recognize  no 
difference  in  race,  color  or  creed.  Asks  us  what  we  propose  doing  with 
Scotland,  that  has  made  a  mason  of  that  black  bruiser,  Jack  Johnson. 

To  these  questions  the  writer  replies  by  quoting  the  speech  made  by 
this  ''Dundee-made-mason"  : 

"Well,  master,  I  want  to  speak  to  you  and  all  of  the  boys  from  the 
bottom  of  m.ah  heart.  I'm  real  pleased  to  be  heah  and  become  a  mason 
under  the  auspices  of  such  a  fine  lodge,  as  it  has  been  one  of  the  ambi- 
tions of  mah  fife  to  become  a  mason,  and  this  is  the  proudest  day  of  mah 
existence.  Mrs.  Johnson's  father  is  a  big  mason  across  the  pond.  He 
holds  thirty-two  degrees.  Some  day  I  may  do  the  same.  God  bless  each 
and  every  one  of  you,  from  the  bottom  of  Jack  Johnson's  heart." 

Jack  Johxsox  not  a  ]\Iasox. 

Truly  this  is  a  sad  situation.  Information  comes,  however,  that  au- 
thorities of  the  grand  lodge  of  Scotland  have  come  to  the  rescue  of  ma- 
sonic decency.  The  following  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Scotch  body. 

That  as  the  meeting  of  the  lodge  at  which  the  initiation  took  place 
was  an  illegal  meeting,  all  the  acts  done  at  that  meeting  are  null  and 
void;  that  the  initiation  of  Jack  Johnson  be  of  no  effect,  and  that  the 
lodge  be  directed  to  return  the  fees  paid  by  him  ;  also  that  the  lodge  be 
asked  to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  suspended,  and  that  the  master 
and  three  of  the  past  masters  be  dealt  with  similarly. 

The  review  of  Illinois  does  little  more  than  to  quote  from  the  an- 
nual report  of  Grand  ^Master  Ashley.  Those  portions  referring  to  lec- 
turers and  district  deputies  and  representation  of  lodges  are  given  in  full. 
The  remainder  is  the  mere  recital  of  what  was  done.

6i8  Lodges.  91ST  Annual.  53,2i8  Members. 

Our  big  neighbor  across  the  river  is  making  substantial  progress  in 
promoting  fraternal  betterments.  Her  material  growth  for  the  past  year 
is  shown  in  a  gain  in  membership  of  2,132.  The  annual  meeting  began 
in  St.  Louis,  September  2(i,  191 1,  and  continued  three  days.  The  volume 
of  proceedings  opens  with  a  veritable  picture  gallery.  The  first  adorn- 
ment is  that  of  the  retiring  grand  master,  Clay  Cicero  Bigger.  The  pic- 
ture looks  the  part.  Think  of  the  name — Clay,  then  Cicero  and  then 
Bigger!  Following  this  is  the  efficient  grand  lecturer,  J.  R.  McLachlan. 
Last  is  the  sterling  face  and  figure  of  John  W.  Owen,  the  grand  tyler. 
He  bears  his  eighty-seven  years  with  grace  and  dignity.  He  has  been 
grand  tyler  for  thirty  years,  beginning  this  service  in  1881.  After  each 
of  the  pictures  is  found  a  biographical  sketch. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  grand  lodge  the  children  from  the  Ma- 
sonic Home  marched  on  the  stage  and  delighted  the  assembled  craftsmen 
with  an  excellent  entertainment. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Was  a  most  able  presentation  of  masonry  in  its  varied  aspects  as  shown 
in  the  work  of  the  year  just  completed.  A  single  paragraph  will  show 
the  high  conception  of  the  aims  and  purposes  of  masonry  held  by  the 
grand  master.     His  incisive  words  follow — 

He  who  has  been  honored  by  the  privileges  of  our  fraternity,  who, 
on  bended  knee  at  the  altar  of  freemasonry,  has  seen  the  gloom  and 
darkness  around^  him  give  way  before  the  advancing  light  of  masonic 
truth,  and  who  has  not  felt,  his  heart  expand  with  joy,  and  whose  soul 
has  not  been  fired  with  a  high  and  noble  resolve  to  live  less  for  himself 
and  more  for  others,  and  to  live  and  labor  for  the  happiness  of  those 
around  him,  has  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  our  order  to  little  purpose. 
He  has  failed  to  grasp  and  treasure  in  his  heart  the  sublime  truths  dis- 
played on  the  masonic  trestleboard ;  he  has  failed  to  learn  and  be  im- 
pressed with  the  great  moral  lesson  which  freemasonry  teaches :  that  he 
who  labors  most  for  others,  strives  most  by  precept  and  his  own  example 
to  raise  his  fellow  man  to  a  higher,  nobler  life;  and  that  he  who  has 
learned  to  love  truth  and  virtue  and  to  despise  deceit  and  falsehood, 
lives  in  harmony  with  God's  eternal  truths. 

Space  forbids  further  quotation. 

The  recognition  of  Valle  de  Mexico  is  withdrawn  and  bestowed  upon 
the  "York  grand  lodge"  of  which  W.  H.  Seamon  is  grand  master.     It 
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is  noted  that  he  is  a  former  Missourian.  Even  that  could  scarcely  cure 
the  fatal  defects  of  Mexican  masonry. 

Can't  Violate  Law  by  Dispensation. 

The  grand  master  refused  the  request  of  forty-seven  lodges  for  dis- 
pensations to  confer  the  degrees  in  shorter  time  than  is  prescribed  in  the 
by-laws.  The  statement  is  made  that  a  grand  master  has  no  power  to 
change  the  law  by  dispensation  unless  authorized  by  law  to  do  so.  A 
delightful  visit  is  reported  of  the  grand  master  and  other  grand  officers 
to  the  grand  lodge  of  Kansas  held  at  Kansas  City,  Kansas. 

The  Masonic  Home 

Continues  to  be  the  pride  of  Missouri  masons.  There  are  under  its  shel- 
tering roof  39  men,  52  women,  32  boys  and  31  girls — total  154.  The 
need  has  been  felt  for  greater  hospital  facilities.  Nearly  all  men  and 
women  who  come  to  a  masonic  home  are  practically  invalids  when  they 
are  admitted.  This  is  either  from  age  or  disease.  One  of  the  necessary 
equipments  for  a  home  for  the  aged  and  infirm  is  a  hospital  or  infirm- 
ary. Missouri  has  laid  the  corner-stone  and  has  its  "infirmary"  well  un- 
der way.  Illinois  should  pattern  after  the  example  of  its  neighbor.  The 
grand  master  notes  that  the  Eastern  Star  has  undertaken  to  furnish  the 
new  infirmary.  The  ladies  are  highly  commended  for  their  zeal  and  ef- 
ficiency in  good  works. 

Taxation  of  Grand  Lodge  Property. 

Under  the  law  of  Missouri  all  real  estate  belonging  to  the  grand 
lodge  is  exempt  from  taxation.  A  question  exists,  however,  as  to  per- 
sonal property.  In  order  to  be  on  the  safe  side  the  grand  master  had 
all  personal  property  listed  for  taxation  to  avoid  the  penalty  imposed  for 
failure  to  do  so.  In  the  meantime  the  question  has  been  submitted  to 
competent  legal  authority  for  determination.  Surely  the  principle  of  ex- 
empting the  property  of  a  fraternity,  using  it  solely  to  care  for  those 
who  would  otherwise  be  a  charge  on  public  charity,  is  a  correct  one.  In 
every  state  the  property  of  fraternal  homes  should  be  relieved  of  any 
burden  of  taxation. 

Decisions  as  Law. 

The  grand  master  reports  twenty-one  decisions.  Most  of  these  sim- 
ply announce  the  common  law  of  masonry  or  are  mere  constructions  of 
local  statutes.  In  one  it  is  held  that  "a  chartered  lodge  could  not  legally 
meet  and  work  in  a  building  that  had  not  been  dedicated  and  consecrated 
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to   masonic  purposes."     This   is   a  pretty   radical   position   to  take  but  it 
certainly  possesses  all  the  elements  of  safety. 

In  another  the  law  is  stated  to  be  that  when  a  brother  "as  part 
owner  of  the  (drug)  store,  knowing  of  the  illegal  sales  of  intoxicating 
liquors  therein,  and  so  knowing,  receives  his  share  of  the  profits  of  the 
business,  he  violates  the  letter  and  spirit  of  section  i8i  of  the  grand 
lodge  by-laws."     Here  is  another. 

Can  Withdraw  Petition. 

A  petition  for  the  mysteries  of  freemasonry  was  presented  to  the 
lodge  and  the  committee  of  investigation  appointed.  At '  the  meeting 
when  the  petition  was  due  to  be  balloted  on,  the  petitioner  asked  for  the 
withdrawal  of  the  petition.  Had  he  the  right  and  should  he  have  been 
permitted  to  withdraw  his  petition?  Answer:  Yes,  if  the  committee  of 
investigation  had  not  reported  on  the  petition  before  the  request  for 
withdrawal  was  made. 

In  Illinois  when  a  petition  is  received  by  the  lodge  it  cannot  be  with- 
drawn. It  makes  no  difference  whether  the  committee  has  reported  or 
not.  To  allow  petitions  to  be  withdrawn  after  they  have  been  received 
and  referred  is  to  open  a  wide  door  for  juggling  with  admission.  When 
it  is  discovered  that  there  may  be  a  black  ball  cast,  it  is  scarcely  just  to 
the  lodge  or  any  member  who  may  desire  to  keep  out  an  unworthy  man, 
to  allow  the  petition  to  be  returned. 

The  grand  master  decided  that  he  had  no  power  to  waive  the  re- 
quirement of  documentary  evidence. 

Easy  Over  Here. 

The  grand  secretary  reports  that  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year  he 
had  secured  annual  reports  and  grand  lodge  dues  from  all  the  6ii 
lodges.  He  says  it  took  strenuous  and  persistent  efforts  to  do  this. 
Brother  Cutter,  grand  secretary  of  Illinois,  grows  corpulent  over  a 
similar  achievement  with  more  than  800  lodges. 

The  grand  secretary  reports  interest  on  daily  balances  amounting  to 
$447.57. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  grand  master's  address  should  have 
been  and  no  doubt  was  a  perfect  one.  There  are  no  less  than  nineteen 
names  signed  to  this  report.  Judging  by  the  names,  it  must  have  been 
the  work  of  past  grand  masters.  But  think  what  nineteen  of  them  could 
do  to  the  address  of  a  grand  master !  In  this  state  a  committee  of  three 
distributes  the  report  to  the  various  committees.  Sometimes  in  Illinois 
this  becomes  a  committee  of  100.     One   (the  chairman)   and  two  ciphers. 
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Plenty  of  Oratory. 

The  grand  lodge  of  jMissouri  is  not  wanting  in  flights  and  figures  of 
speech  to  regale  the  craft.  Two  grand  orators  are  named  and  each 
orates  and  does  it  well.  Bro.  Fred  S.  Hudson  delivered  "an  eloquent 
and  thought-enriched  oration  on  Tdeal  Masonry.' "  The  grand  master 
then  introduced  Bro.  Percy  A.  Budd,  who  delivered  "an  excellent  ora- 
tion on  the  topic  'Who  Comes  Here?'"  It  would  appear  that  by  the 
time  the  double-dose  was  administered  the  brethren  would  have  been 
so  saturated  with  the  beauties  and  glories  of  masonry  that  they  would 
be  dripping  from  every  pore.  Seriously,  both  orations  were  of  excellent 
quality  and  well  worth  reproduction,  if  limits  of  space  permitted. 

In  Missouri  members  of  the  Masonic  Home  board  are  elected.  In 
Illinois  they  are  appointed  by  the  grand  master. 

Appeals  and   Grievances. 

The  committee  presented  a  report  of  fifteen  cases  and  it  took  twenty- 
six  pages  in  small  type  to  record  it.  The  fullest  details  are  given  and 
all  names  published.  This  is  in  strange  contrast  with  the  brief  report 
submitted  by  the  committee  in  this  state.  With  more  than  double  the 
membership  the  report  of  Brother  Crawford,  committee  for  191 1,  re- 
quires but  one-half  of  a  single  page.  Then,  too,  all  names  of  these 
under  discipline  are  omitted  from  the  printed  proceedings.  It  would 
appear  113  miles  from  St.  Louis  that  the  Illinois  way  is  to  be  preferred 
over  that  of  Missouri. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  again  written  by  Bro.  Chas.  C.  Woods.  In  his  preview  physical 
qualifications  are  named  as  "the  most  fruitful  cause  of  agitation  and  rul- 
ings in  the  masonic  world."  This  is  doubtless  true.  In  many  cases 
friends  press  men  who  are  disqualified  by  physical  defects,  because  they 
are  "splendid  fellows  and  influential  citizens."  He  thinks  that  "making 
a  mason  at  sight"  and  "colored  masonry"  have  so  far  expended  their 
force  as  to  be  now  a  negligible  quantity. 

All  Should  Pay  Their  Way. 

Under  Alabama  Brother  Woods  treats  of  ministers  of  the  gospel 
paying  fees  and  dues.     He  says  that — 

In  masonry,  a  minister  should  have  the  same  consideration  as  any 
other  man — no  more,  no  less !  And  we  have  generally  found  it  true 
that  those  ministers  who  received  the  degrees  as  a  compliment  and 
whose  dues  are  remitted  are  useless  members  of  the  fraternity,  if  not 
worse!  "A  thing  is  worth  what  it  costs" — an  old  adage,  well  applying 
in  this  case.     If  masonry  costs  a  man  nothing  it  is  generally  worth  noth- 
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ing  to  him  even  if  he  does  not  hold  and  treat  it  with  something  of  con- 
tempt. If  a  minister  is  worthy  and  very  poor,  the  lodge  may  and  should 
assist  him,  as  any  other  similarly  situated. 

Brother  Woods  is  himself  a  minister.  For  this  reason  his  words  can 
have  no  tinge  of  prejudice  and  are,  therefore,   entitled  to  great  weight. 

Somewhat  Mixed. 

The  Missouri  reviewer  has  himself  badly  tangled  up  over  the  per- 
sonality of  the  Illinois  correspondent.  He  credits  Bro.  Edward  Cook 
with  all  the  "deviltry"  of  the  report  for  1910.  The  writer  would  be 
quite  content  with  his  error  but  Brother  Cook  has  some  rights  that 
should  be  safe-guarded.  With  suitable  amends  to  Brother  Cook  the 
incident  may  be  allowed  to  lapse. 

The  prayer  of  Grand  Chaplain  Bailey  at  the  opening  is  quoted  in 
full.  A  large  extract  is  also  taken  from  the  report  of  Grand  Master 
Ashley.  Brother  Woods  thinks  the  amendment  requiring  100  representa- 
tives to  secure  a  call  of  lodges  is  a  proper  one  "but  rather  new  in  ma- 
sonry." Possibly,  but  it  will  save  the  grand  lodge  from  wasting  a  half- 
day  at  the  whims  of  a  few  disgruntled  members.  Our  grand  lodge  tried 
a  call  of  lodges  once  but  no  one  since  has  been  brave  enough  to  sug- 
gest another. 

Brother  Ashley's  recommendation  regarding  non-affiliates  is  quoted 
in  full  and  voted  wise  and  just. 

A  full  list  of  names  of  all  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  and 
unmasonic  conduct,  all  expulsions  and  re-instatements  are  printed  in  the 
proceedings.

70  Lodges.  47th  Annual.  6,465  Members. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Montana  was  held  at 
Missoula,  September  20  and  21,  191 1.  Though  coming  less  than  a  month 
before  the  meeting  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois,  the  review  of  its  pro- 
ceedings is  more  than  a  year  old  before  it  can  reach  the  craft  in  this 
state. 

The  book  of  proceedings  is  a  tasty  production,  well  prepared  and 
well  printed.  It  contains  the  record  of  seven  special  meetings  to  consti- 
tute new  lodges,  two  to  bury  past  grand  masters,  Bros.  Hiram  Knowles 
and  Julian  M.  Knight,  and  one  to  dedicate  a  masonic  tem.ple. 

A  net  gain  of  508  members  shows  a  healthy  growth. 

All  the  lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid  their  grand  lodge  dues. 
This  indicates  an  efficient  grand  secretary. 

A  Senatorial  Welcome. 

At  the  opening  U.  S.  senator,  Bro.  Joseph  M.  Dixon,  made  a  brief 
but  forcible  welcome  address  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Missoula.  He 
said — 

In  speaking  of  masonry  as  an  uplifting  power,  I  may  say  that  for 
the  last  two  or  three  centuries  of  the  world's  history  I  doubt  whether 
there  was  a  more  potent  civil  force  among  the  nations  of  the  globe  than 
the  spirit  embodied  in  masonry,  represented  today  by  over  6,000  men 
in  Montana. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Is  a  plain,  sensible  business  production.  He  reports  his  work  so  that 
it  can  be  easily  understood.  The  death  of  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of 
Illinois,  receives  fitting  notice.  The  grand  master  reports  thirteen  de- 
cisions, all  of  which  met  approval.  There  is  nothing  in  them  beyond  the 
construction  of  Montana  law  and  of  no  interest  elsewhere.  He  made 
three  recommendations.  In  one  he  suggests  that,  if  an  entered  appren- 
tice or  fellow  craft  does  not  seek  advancement  within  a  definite  time  to 
be  fixed  by  the  grand  lodge,  his  right  shall  cease  and  he  must  again 
petition  and  pass  the  ballot.  The  time  was  fixed  at  one  year  and  the 
recommendation  became  a  law.  Another  suggestion  was  that  the  grand 
lodge  waive  jurisdiction  over  material  residing  near  the  state  line  and 
closer  to  a  lodge  in  another  state.  This  was  adopted,  on  condition  that 
the  adjoining  state  reciprocates.  Query:  How  can  a  grand  lodge  by  res- 
olution  waive   jurisdiction    over   persons    residing    in    the    territory    of    a 
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constituent  lodge?  Is  not  the  waiver  within  the  sole  province  of  the  lo- 
cal lodge? 

Some  Evade  Grand  Lodge  Dues. 

The  third  recommendation  was  for  a  law  requiring  lodges  to  pay- 
grand  lodge  dues  on  members  suspended  for  non-payment  before  the 
annual  report  is  made  and  reinstatement  afterward.  This  law  was  en- 
acted and  lodges  can  no  longer  escape  paying  their  dues  by  this  system 
of  evasion.  The  deputy  grand  master  and  both  grand  wardens  made 
annual  reports  the  same  as  the  grand  master. 

The  Masonic  Home 

Is  established  and  has  thirteen  beneficiaries  who  are  called  "inmates." 
In  Illinois  we  regard  them  as  "members"  of  our  Masonic  Home  family. 
There  is  something  in  a  name.  "Inmates"  has  the  flavor  of  the  poor- 
house,  the  asylum  or  other  charitable  institution.  Our  homes  are  fra- 
ternal, not  charitable.  A  resolution  providing  for  life  membership  was 
defeated  by  a  decisive  vote.  Brother  Hepner  read  from  letters  from 
grand  secretaries  showing  the  almost  universal  opposition  to  any  plan 
to  make  classes  in  lodges  by  life  membership. 

A  universal  card  receipt  was  adopted  similar  to  the  one  proposed 
in  Illinois.  This  is  to  be  attested  by  the  grand  secretary  as  to  the  regu- 
larity of  the  lodge  issuing  it. 

An  over-zealous  brother  started  a  movement  for  uniform  work  in 
the  various  grand  lodges.  It  was  soon  stopped  by  an  overwhelming  vote 
to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table.  We  do  not  do  things  quite  this  way 
in  the  Prairie  State,  but  the  result  would  be  the  same.  A  motion  to 
"lay  on  the  table"  is  not  in  order  in  a  masonic  body  in  Illinois.  This 
motion  cuts  off  debate.  All  questions  are  open  for  discussion  and  then 
voted  down  if  undesirable.     Gag-rule  motions  are  unmasonic. 

A  Wholesale   Business. 

On  recommendation  of  Bro.  H.  S.  Hepner  for  the  committee  on 
correspondence  a  job-lot  was  made  of  the  recognition  of  off-color  grand 
lodges.  The  following  were  taken  into  masonic  fellowship  with  the  grand 
lodge  of  Montana. 

York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico. 

Grand  Lodges  of  Sweden,  Norway  and  Denmark. 

The  Three  Globes,  Hamburg,  Eclectic  Union,  Royal  York,  National 
Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony. 
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The  Annual  Review 

Comes  again  from  P.G.M,  Hepner  as  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
correspondence.  It  is  a  well-prepared  document.  After  dismissing  as 
settled  many  of  the  questions  agitating  the  craft  in  various  parts  of  the 
world,  Brother  Hepner,  in  his  "introduction,"  passes  clandestine  ma- 
sonry as  a  "cloudlet  upon  the  masonic  horizon,"  thinks  "Latin-American 
masonry  is  coming  to  the  front"  and  recognizes  the  orient  as  "awakening 
from  its  lethargic  sleep."     He  closes  with  this  bit  of  poetic  fancy — 

Homes  and  asylums  are  springing  up  everywhere ;  the  founts  of 
charity  are  gushing  forth  human  love  and  affection  and  each  brother  is 
becoming  his  brother's  keeper.  In  these  labors  of  humanity  miany  of  the 
jurisdictions  find  willing,  loyal  and  helpful  aid  in  the  Order  of  the  East- 
ern Star;  grand  masters  and  members  no  longer  look  down  upon  "female 
masonry,"  but  accept  the  offerings  of  these  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and 
daughters  of  masons  with  unstinted  expressions  of  appreciation. 

Illinois  for  1910 

Gets  liberal  notice,  though  much  of  this  space  is  taken  up  with  two 
poems,  one  from  the  grand  orator  and  the  other  from  the  obituary  com- 
mittee. He  says  that. "Grand  Master  Ashley's  address  is  of  the  usual 
splendid  kind  delivered  by  Illinois  grand  masters." 

Brother  Hepner  approves  the  law  regarding  non-affiliates  and  says 
it  is  "exactly  similar"  to  that  in  Montana. 

This  writer  regrets  that  he  did  not  please  our  brother  from  the 
west.  Referring  to  report  on  correspondence  he  says — "We  don't  like 
headings  like  'Stingy  to  the  Dead'  and  some  of  the  others ;  too  much 
'likee'  yellow  journalism."  He  then  ventures  the  following  kindly  pre- 
diction. 

As  Brother  Scott  becomes  used  to  his  job  his  tone  will  mellow  some- 
what, as  he  seems  to  have  great  ability  as  a  writer  of  reviews;  we  look 
forward  with  anticipatory  pleasure  in  reading  such  reports  in  the  future. 

Inasmuch  as  the  report  written  by  Brother  Scott  was  for  the  masons 
of  Illinois  and  not  for  other  reviewers,  he  is  not  seriously  disturbed  by 
the  charge  of  "yellowism."

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NEVADA— 1912. 

25  Lodges.  48TH  Annual.  1,771  Members. 

One  of  the  small  but  good  grand  lodges  is  that  of  the  metal  state.  A 
gain  of  seventy-five  shows  some  advance  and,  in  proportion  to  popula- 
tion, ranks  with  many  of  the  larger  jurisdictions.  The  annual  session 
was  held  at  Reno,  June  11,  1912.  Two  specials  are  reported.  One  at 
Yerington  was  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  court  house.  The  other 
was  at  Reno  to  place  the  stone  of  the  new  high  school  building. 

By  a  little  mix-up  by  the  binder,  a  few  pages  of  the  correspondence 
report  were  injected  into  the  place  where  the  grand  master's  address 
should  have  begun.  This  so  mutilated  the  grand  master's  report  that  it 
is  not  possible  to  get  a  good  start  with  it. 

Under  dispensations.  Grand  Master  Davis  says  that  he  refused  per- 
mission to  Ely  lodge  to  re-ballot  on  the  petitions  of  eighteen  rejected 
candidates.  Ely  will  surely  "get  there"  if  persistence  counts  for  any- 
thing. Very  properly  the  grand  master  holds  that  "Applicants  should  not 
again  petition  until  one  year  after  they  are  rejected.  If  they  are  poor 
material  that  is  too  soon.  If  they  are  good  men  and  love  masonry  as 
they  should  to  become  good  masons,  they  will  wait  and  they  will  appre- 
ciate the  honors  all  the  more  when  they  receive  them."  He  further  adds 
that  "the  granting  of  dispensations  becomes  a  dangerous  habit  and  tends 
to  hurry  and  cheapen  masonry  and  lessen  the  regard  of  the  craft  for 
our  laws." 

These  are  wise  words  and  are  commended  to  some  big  grand  lodges, 
afflicted  with  a  diarrhoea  of  dispensations. 

Payment  of  Dues  Should  be  Enforced. 

The  grand  master  believes  in  enforcing  the  law.  In  a  letter  to 
lodges  he  says — 

It  is  my  order  that  you  require  your  secretary  forthwith  to  send 
delinquent  notices  to  all  members  over  twelve  months  in  arrears  for  dues. 

Thirty  days  from  date  of  such  notices  you  will  report  results  to  me, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  members  still  in  arrears. 

This  is  a  business  way  of  getting  members  to  do  their  duty. 

On  documentary  evidence.  Brother  Davis  says — 

No  committee  should  proceed  to  examine  a  visitor  for  admission  until 
he  produces  documentary  evidence  or  vouchers  that  he  is  in  good  stand- 
ing at  the  time  of  making  his  visit.     The  committee  can  then  refer  to  its 
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list  of  regular  lodges  and  ascertain  if  the  lodge  issuing  the  certificate  is 
a  regular  lodge.  I  would  insist  that  in  no  case  is  the  documentary  evi- 
dence to  be  given  more  than  its  face  value.  Every  visitor  must  take 
the  test  oath  and  undergo  an  examination  at  the  hands  of  a  committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  master. 

This  is  pretty  close  to  the  last  word  in  examining  visitors.  It  is 
safe  and  sound. 

No  Use  for  Shirkers. 

The  grand  master  has  ideas  regarding  chronic  non-affiliates  and  ex- 
presses himself  thus — 

Like  the  poor,  the  non-affiliate  is  always  with  us.  The  forernost  at 
banquets,  and  the  first  to  let  you  know  that  he  is  a  mason  when  it  is  to 
his  benefit.  Some  are  loaded  down  with  so-called  masonic  jewelry,  and 
show  by  the  tenor  of  their  lives  that  the  principles  of  masonry  were 
forgotten  by  them  at  about  the  time  they  commenced  to  evade  the  pay- 
ment of  dues. 

He  then  urges  all  resident  masons  to  affiliate  with  Nevada  lodges 
instead  of  remaining  members  in  other  states  far  away. 

Two  years  before  a  "standard  work"  was  adopted  that  there  might 
be  uniformity.  There  was  an  exception  made  in  favor  of  one  lodge. 
The  grand  master  insists  that  this  lodge  be  required  to  conform  to  the 
work  required  of  all  others. 

That  all  members  should  be  compelled  to  bear  equally  the  financial 
load  of  the  lodge  is  so  just  that  it  can  scarcely  be  questioned.  On  this 
the  grand  master  well  says  that — ■ 

Any  by-law  which  divides  members  of  a  lodge  into  classes  and  ex- 
empts one  class  from  paying  the  same  dues  as  another  is  unjust  and  il- 
legal. Every  member  of  a  lodge  must  pay  dues  while  financially  able  to 
do  so,  no  matter  what  his  age.  A  lodge  may  remit  dues  to  worthy  and 
deservi/ig  members  who  are  financially  unable  to  pay,  but  each  case  must 
be  considered  individually,  and  upon  its  merits. 

Charles  E.  Mack,  representative  of  Illinois,  is  recorded  as  present. 

Masonic  Emblems   Permitted  Now. 

The  grand  secretary  prints  a  letter  from  Senator  Nixon  regarding 
masonic  emblems  in  National  Cemeteries.  The  war  department  gave  or- 
ders prohibiting  their  use.  An  extract  from  the  letter  of  Senator  Nixon 
is  as  follows : 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  on  March  21  I  made  a  formal 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  permit  me  to  have  a  monument 
erected  in  the  National  Cemetery  at  Arlington,  and  to  have  engraved 
upon  it  the  insignia  of  a  past  grand  master  of  masons  as  also  that  of 
the  Loyal  Legion  and  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  I  was  un- 
able to   personally    follow   my   petition    through  the    department,   but   on 
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the  loth  of  April  the  secretary  of  war  wrote  me  a  most  courteous  letter, 
freely  granting  the  request  I  had  made.  This,  as  you  will  understand, 
and  I  trust  you  will  announce  to  your  readers,  annuls  the  printed  order 
prohibiting"  insignia  of  secret  societies,  so  far  as  freemasonry  is  con- 
cerned. 

This  is  gratifying  to  the  fraternity  and  Senator  Nixon's  efforts  will 
be  appreciated  by  the  craft  all  over  the  country. 

In  the  "estimates  for  1913"  expenses  appears  the  following  item : 

"Dues  of  life  members,  $25.00."  Why  should  live  members  tax 
themselves  to  carry  dead  ones? 

Home  Rule  on  Liquor  Question. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  this  grand  lodge  recommends  to  its  constituent  lodges 
that  no  petition  for  the  degrees,  nor  application  for  affiliation  shall,  in 
future,  be  received  from  any  person  engaging  in  the  business  of  selling 
intoxicating  liquor  or  liquors  as  a  beverage,  nor  shall  any  member  in  this 
jurisdiction,  not  so  engaged  at  the  present  time,  be  permitted  to  engage 
in  such  business  under  penalty  of  expulsion. 

The  grand  master  recommended  that  lodges  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving liquor  dealers.  This  the  grand  lodge  did  not  adopt.  The  lodges 
were  given  home  rule  on  this  question  with  a  unanimous  recommenda- 
tion to  keep  them  out. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence 

Is  again  by  E.  D.  Vanderlieth,  "Commissioner  of  Review,"  and  grand 
secretary.  This  report  is  given  some  length,  requiring  261  pages.  The 
remainder  of  the  proceedings  requires  141  pages.  Nevada  is  quite  liberal 
in  recognizing  other  grand  lodges.  Eight,  that  Illinois  does  not  regard 
as  regular,  are  on  speaking  terms  with  the  mountain  state  jurisdiction. 
These  are  Belgium,  Chili,  Germany  (which  one?),  Porto  Rico,  South 
Africa,  West,  Sweden,  and  York-Mexico.  Most  of  these  are  rankly 
clandestine.  Most  of  the  essential  qualifications  for  recognition  are 
wanting  in  them. 

Illinois  for  191 1  is  reviewed.     He  says  that— 

Our  big  sister  has  sent  her  shrimp-pink  gown  to  the  laun — ,  old 
clothes  bag,  and  appears  clad  in  blue,  true  masonic  blue.  It  becomes  her. 
She's  as  pretty  as  any  spring  maid,  that  is,  any  of  the  plump  ones. 

The  frontispage  is  a  poorly  executed  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Albert 
B.  Ashley.  He  looks  a  plain,  sensible  man,  and  from  what  we  know  of 
him,  a  noble  mason. 
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The  reviewer  says  that  "Illinois  is  having  trouble  over  proxy  rep- 
resentation in  grand  lodge  communications."  No  trouble  at  all.  Grand 
Master  Ashley  merely  saw  a  way  to  improve  the  law  and  suggested  it. 

''Masonry  and  Religion"  is  quoted  in  full  with  hearty  approval  and 
added  arguments  in  the  same  strain.  The  oration  by  Brother  Wilson 
is  described  as  "a.  truly  learned  and  eloquent  address."  Liberal  quotation 
follows.     Grand  Master  Darrah's  inaugural  address  is  given  in  full. 

Brother  Vanderlieth  Peeved. 

Brother  Vanderlieth  compliments  the  report  on  correspondence  but 
takes  exception  to  the  reference  to  Reno  as  the  "Mecca  of  divorces  and 
prize  fighters."  No  offense  was  intended.  The  fact  that  Reno  is  the 
resort  for  matrimonial  misfits  shows  that  the  laws  of  Nevada  permit 
what  is  denied  by  law  elsewhere.  That  Chicago  is  corrupt  and  wicked 
is  not  denied.  It  was  once  the  mecca  for  those  who  would  be  free  from 
wedded  woe.  The  state  of  Illinois,  however,  made  divorce  laws  that 
send  the  rich  and  vicious  to  Nevada  for  their  divorces.  No  prize  fights 
are  held  in  Illinois  under  the  sanction  and  protection  of  the  law.  If 
held  they  are  as  much  in  violation  of  law  as  the  stealing  of  a  horse.  In 
Reno  it  is  legal.  Truly,  this  indicates  "a  low  standard  of  morals."  In 
Illinois  a  residence  of  one  year  is  essential  in  applying  for  a  divorce. 
The  divorced  are  required  to  wait  one  year  after  the  law  gives  them 
freedom  from  the  marriage  contract  before  they  can  re-marry.  The 
good  brother  of  Nevada  is  assured  that  no  offense  was  meant.  The 
1,771  masons  of  that  commonwealth  no  doubt  regret  the  condition  of  the 
laws  more  than  any  one  else,  and  are  laboring  to  remove  the  stain  on 
their  state's  good  name. 

Brother  Vanderlieth  is  in  error  in  saying  that  "Brother  Scott 
likes  not  the  title  'Grand  Commissioner  of  Review.' "  He  does  like  it 
better  than  correspondent,  but  merely  and  mildly  suggested  that  an 
easier  and  more  accurate  name  would  be  grand  reviewer. 

The  signature  of  Brother  Vanderlieth  is  still  one  of  the  modem 
wonders  of  the  world.  The  wonder  is  that  he  can  write  it  that  way  twice. 
He  says  that  he  aimed  at  a  picture  of  the  Eiffel  tower.  Seriously,  it  is 
a  most  striking  signature.    That  is  all  that  was  meant.

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NEW  BRUNSWICK— 1911. 

39  Lodges.  44TH  Annual.  3,044  Members. 

The  grand  lodge  held  its  191 1  meeting  at  St.  John,  August  22  and 
23.  A  very  neat  volume  of  proceedings  of  about  ninety  pages  reached  the 
Illinois  reviewer  April  20,  1912.  A  gain  of  one  lodge  and  119  in  mem- 
bership shows  progress.  In  addition  to  the  annual,  report  is  made  of  a 
special  held  June  25,  191 1,  to  celebrate  the  festival  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist.     Very  properly  this  was  at  St.  John. 

The  Illinois  representative  was   absent. 

The  Grand  Master 

Bro.  Henry  S.  Bridges,  presented  a  very  good  report.  After  noting 
harmony  and  growth  in  membership  he  adds  the  following  very  sensible 
comment. 

But,  my  brethren,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  it  is  not  the  number 
of  those  who  wear  the  lamb  skin  that  has  given  to  our  fraternity  the 
proud  position  that  it  has  always  held  in  the  world's  estimation,  but 
rather  the  internal  qualifications  and  exemplary  conduct  of  each  indi- 
vidual mason.  No  anxiety  therefore  to  increase  the  membership  of  our 
lodge  should  ever  lead  us  to  permit  those  to  join  our  ranks  who  do  not 
maintain  that  high  moral  standing  which  should  always  characterize  good 
masons.  If  we  wish  to  preserve  the  high  standing  of  our  noble  fra- 
ternity, we  must  never  lose  sight  of  that  well  known  maxim,  "Guard 
well  the  outer  door." 

The  death  of  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  is  noted. 

Rejoices  Over  Peace  Treaty. 

One  other  paragraph  is  of  interest.     He  says — 

In  August,  191 1,  not  many  weeks  after  the  coronation  of  the  king 
there  was  signed  at  Washington  a  general  treaty  of  arbitration  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America.  As  members  of  an 
order  that  professes  to  be  actuated  by  the  noblest  principles  and  ani- 
mated by  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love,  we  must  surely  welcome  the  rati- 
fication of  such  an  important  agreement  between  the  great  mother  land 
and  her  earliest  offspring,  and  earnestly  pray  that  the  other  nations  of 
the  earth  may  be  influenced  by  the  noble  examples  set  before  them  to  do 
likewise,  thus  ushering  in  the  time  of  universal  peace  so  vividly  pictured 
by  Tennyson : 

"When  the  war-drum  throbb'd  no  longer,  and  the  battle-flags  were  furled,    { 
In  the  parliament  of  man,  the  federation  of  the  world."  f

NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1912. 

79  Lodges.  123RD  Annual.  10,480  Members. 

New  Hampshire  splits  the  year  in  two  by  holding  a  semi-annual 
meeting.  The  annual  was  held  at  Concord,  May  15,  1912.  Though  the 
record  shows  a  loss  of  one  lodge,  yet  there  is  a  gain  of  122  in  mem^ 
bership. 

Granite  state  masonry  bristles  with  age.  St.  John's  Lodge  No.  i,  at 
Portsmouth,  celebrated  its  175th  anniversary.  The  grand  lodge  met 
June  22,  191 1,   to  commemorate  this  venerable  lodge's  birth. 

Following  on  a  month  later,  the  grand  lodge  held  a  second  special 
to  celebrate  the  looth  anniversary  of  Humane  Lodge  No.  21,  at  Roches- 
ter, and  to  dedicate  a  new  temple. 

One  other  special  is  recorded.  This  was  at  Orford  to  dedicate  the 
hall  of  Mt.  Cabe  Lodge  No.   10. 

Illinois  was  well  represented  by  Bro.   Sewall  W.  Abbott. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting  the  thought  of  the  work  of  conferring 
degrees  is  uppermost.  Each  degree  was  given  as  a  means  of  teaching 
representatives  of  lodges  how  it  should  be  done. 

A  full-page  group  picture  showing  the  first  five  officers  of  the  grand 
lodge  precedes  the  record  of  the  annual. 

Only   a   Mason. 

In  his  address  the  grand  master  alludes  to  the  fact — that,  20  years 
before,  he  was   initiated  in  the  lodge  within  whose  hall  they  were  then 
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assembled.     He  says  that   it   was   "the  first  and  only  secret  organization 
I  have  seen  fit  to  join."    He  then  adds — 

To  me  this  is  a  hallowed  spot,  the  most  sacred  of  my  masonic  faith. 
Within  these  walls  I  have  learned  and  endeavored  to  teach  others  the 
beauties  of  the  cardinal  virtues — temperance,  fortitude,  prudence  and 
justice;  learned  and  taught  the  lessons  of  antiquity  and  historical  events 
that  are  a  part  of  our  belief ;  here  received,  and  I  hope  have  given,  that 
lasting  impression  that  prevents  laxity  of  duty,  violation  of  vow  or  be- 
trayal of  trust  on  the  part  of  any  brother  of  our  order. 

Objection  Rejects. 

The  grand  master  made  few  decisions.  In  a  case  objection  was 
made  privately  to  the  master  after  a  candidate  had  been  elected  and  then 
objection  was  withdrawn.  He  held  that  "the  withdrawal  of  the  objec- 
tions cannot  be  considered  any  more  than  the  withdrawal  of  a  negative 
ballot  cast  in  open  lodge.  The  petitioner  stands  rejected."  This  is  very 
different  from  the  law  in  Illinois.  Here,  where  a  brother  lodges  an  ob- 
jection with  the  master  it  bars  the  candidate  from  initiation  for  one 
year.  Unless  renewed,  he  proceeds  as  though  no  objection  had  been 
made.  The  grand  master  reported  that  he  had  removed  two  representa- 
tives of  other  grand  lodges  for  non-attendance.  There  is  a  sentiment 
growing  up  that  those  who  accept  appointments  to  represent  other  grand 
lodges  should  show  some  interest  or  get  out  of  the  way.  There  is  much 
room  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  these  connecting  links  between  grand 
jurisdictions. 

The  Masonic  Home 

In  the  estimation  of  Grand  Master  Wiggin  is  the  very  heart  of  masonry. 
He  says  that — 

There  is  no  topic  of  this  address  that  has  been  undertaken,  or  sub- 
ject that  I  have  dealt  with  as  grand  master,  that  awakens  within  me  a 
desire  to  be  better,  do  better,  or  cultivate  more  liberal  benevolence  and 
dispense  greater  charity  than  the  inspiring  influence  of  our  Masonic 
Home.  I  wish  that  greater  force  and  eloquence  of  speech  might  be 
mine  to  place  before  you  today,  in  convincing  and  persuasive  language, 
what  I  think  we,  as  brethren  of  the  masonic  fraternity,  should  do  to 
promote,  sustain,  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  usefulness  and  benefits  that 
are  possible  in  this  institution. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  trustees  shows  that  "Masonic  Home" 
was  incorporated  August  7,  1883.  It  provides  for  destitute  masons  and 
their  wives,  if  over  65  years  of  age  and  they  "have  been  married  to  and 
lived  with  their  husbands  at  least  ten  years,  next  prior  to  the  admission 
of  said  husbands  to  the  Home."  This  cuts  out  those  who  would  marry 
just  to  get  into  the  Home.  Widows  and  orphans  of  masons  are  also 
given  shelter.     The  active  interest  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  gratefully  ae- 
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knowledged.  The  physicians  take  it  turn  about  and  each  serves*'  the 
Home  three  months  each  year  free  of  charge.  The  board  highly  com- 
mends their  valuable  services. 

Fake  Rituals. 

A  strenuous  pronouncement  against  "printed  rituals"  was  sent  out 
by  the  grand  master.  This  evil  has  been  constantly  fought  since  1866 
but  the  snake  has  never  been  killed  only  scotched.  Possibly  the  difficulty 
is  caused  by  the  following  statement — 

"Each  lodge  should  provide  and  maintain  in  correct  form  a  proper 
ritual  for  the  use  of  its  officers."  From  this  it  is  inferred  that  there  is 
in  each  lodge  "in  correct  form  a  proper  ritual"  either  written  or  printed. 

So  long  as  this  is  so,  there  can  be  no  hope  of  eradicating  the  spuri- 
ous ritual.  There  is  only  one  place  for  the  masonic  work  and  that  is 
in  the  heads  and  hearts  of  the  brethren.  If  it  be  written  or  printed 
there  is  a  certainty  of  its  leaking.  A  banquet  for  the  entire  grand  lodge 
was  served  at  the  noon  hour  of  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Fraternal  recognition  was  given  to  Porto  Rico  on  recommendation  of 
the  committee   on  jurisprudence. 

Brother  Cheney  Reviews 

Proceedings  of  grand  lodges  in  his  sixth  report.  He  says  it  has  been 
literally  worth  while  to  me.  No  one  can,  year  after  year,  read  the  pub- 
lished proceedings  of  the  masonic  world  and  escape  growth  in  masonic 
knowledge  and  enthusiasm."  ]\Iuch  is  crowded  into  168  pages.  Illinois 
attracts  so  little  attention  that  one  and  a  half  pages  suffice  for  the 
review.  Our  brother  thinks  it  a  strange  coincidence  that  there  were 
precisely  the  same  number  of  "inmates"  in  our  two  Homes.  If  our  good 
brother  will  remember  that  our  aged  and  our  children  are  not  "inmates" 
but  members  of  our  Home  families  all  else  will  be  forgiven. 

Dislikes  Our  Decision. 

In  referring  to  the  discipline  of  a  lodge  in  Illinois  and  the  deposing 
of  its  master  because  of  wilful  violation  of  the  law  relating  to  physical 
qualification,  Brother  Cheney  dissents.     He  says  that — 

Sometmies  we  make  note  of  things  done  elsewhere,  because  we  like 
them;  sometimes  we  make  note  of  things  done  elsewhere,  because  we 
dislike  them.     To  be  perfectly  frank,  this  case  comes  in   the  latter  class. 

The  physical  defect  in  this  case  was  apparently  not  great.  If,  how- 
ever, the  brother  will   read  the   Illinois   law   and   remember  what  is   re- 
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quired  of  a  candidate,  he  cannot  escape  the  conchision  that  the  action 
taken  was  wholly  justified.  His  dislike  does  not  change  the  situation  in 
the  least. 

Brother  Cheney  likes  the  sub-heads  in  the  Illinois  reviews  and 
says   that — 

Each    proceeding    reviewed  is    provided    with    distinctive    sub-heads 

making  it  easy  to  find  whatever  may  be  sought. 

About  Mexico. 

In  reviewing  the  "York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico"  the  reviewer  says — 
In  the  whole  republic  of  Mexico,  consisting  of  thirty-one  states  and 
territories,  there  are  masonic  lodges,  of  any  kind  or  description,  good, 
bad  and  indifferent,  in  only  sixteen.  There  are  grand  lodges  in  the  states 
of  Vera  Cruz,  Coahuila,  Chihuahua,  Oaxaca,  Nuevo  Leon  and  the  Fed- 
eral District,  whose  ritualistic  work  is  all  adapted  from  French  work, 
printed  in  Spanish,  and  can  be  purchased  at  twenty-five  cents  a  copy,  not 
cipher  but  verbatim,  words,  signs  and  all.  but  as  this  is  not  any  more 
our  kind  of  masonry  than  is  the  work  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  such  masons 
could  not  pass  our  examination. 

"Proceedings  of  the  New  Hampshire  Society  of  Veteran  Freema- 
sons" finds  a  proper  place  in  the  grand  lodge  records  as  published.

NEW  JERSEY— 1912. 

192  Lodges.  125TH  Annual.  34,855  Members. 

A  century  and  a  quarter  is  a  good  long  time  for  a  fraternal  body  to 
live  and  serve.  Yet,  after  this  long  stretch  of  time,  New  Jersey  seems 
to  have  all  the  vigor  and  enthusiasm  of  youth  in  carrying  forward  the 
work  of  freemasonry.  The  125th  annual  meeting  took  place  at  Trenton, 
April  17  and  18,  1912. 

Seven  "emergent  communications"  were  held  during  the  year. 

The  fine  face  of  P.G.M.  Leslie  A.  Burritt  is  a  pleasant  greeting 
in  opening  the  volume  of  proceedings.  Illinois  was  unrepresented.  Ten 
past  grand  masters  were  present.  The  grand  master's  annual  report 
was  a  brief  and  pointed  document. 
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Mexican  Masonry  Too  Unstable. 

He  presents  the  following  very  sensible  conclusions  regarding  mat- 
ters in  the  jMexican  republic.     He  says  that — 

It  would  appear  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  with  which 
fraternal  recognition  and  exchange  of  representatives  was  effected  by 
us,  has  perhaps  permanently  disintegrated,  and  the  former  parts  have 
nominally  established  themselves  as  separate  grand  bodies,  each  literally 
destitute  of  territorial  sovereignty  and  lacking  other  evidences  of  sta- 
bility or  durability. 

It  has  long  been  held  by  this  grand  jurisdiction  that  but  one  grand 
lodge  can  exist  in  a  distinct  geographical  territory,  and  while  the  condi- 
tions now  existing  in  the  republic  of  Mexico  continue,  it  would  seem 
prudent  to  await  developments  before  taking  any  action  involving  recog- 
nition of  a  so-called  "grand  lodge"  possessed  of  not  one  qualifying  con- 
dition, under  the  precedents  so  long  held  by  this  grand  lodge,  as  being 
essential  to  a  governing  body  of  masonry. 

A  "notable  event"  is  given  in  the  commemoration  of  the  150th  an- 
niversary of  St.  John's  Lodge  No.  i,  of  Newark.  Truly  here  is  a  veteran 
among  lodges. 

Efforts  to  organize  a  lodge  to  work  in  the  Italian  language  have 
so  far  failed.  There  appears  little  need  of  lodges  in  America  working 
in  any  language  other  than  English.  Usually  men  learn  to  speak  and 
understand  the  language  of  this  country  very  soon  after  they  are  resi- 
dents. The  grand  master  refuses  to  sanction  this  Italian  lodge  until 
there  is  a  certainty  of  accuracy  in  the  work. 

Only  two  decisions  are  reported  and  these  of  minor  importance  out- 
side of  New  Jersey. 

Plenty  of  Cripples. 

The  grand  master  reports  ninety-seven  applications  for  dispensation 
involving  "visible  physical  defects."  Permission  to  receive  was  given  in 
sixty-two  cases,  refused  in  twenty-nine  and  six  are  pending.  Illinois 
makes  each  lodge  the  judge  and  holds  it  to  a  strict  account  for  its  actions. 

Grand  Master  Burritt  says  that  "One  day  of  seven  has  been  de- 
voted to  executive  matters,  entailing  a  weekly  journey  of  over  1,250 
miles,  or  more  than  62,000  miles  during  the  year."  Pretty  strenuous  job 
for  him.  Evidently,  he  is  away  all  the  time,  except  the  one  day.  He 
says  he  could  do  nothing  but  attend  to  the  executive  duties  of  his  office. 
All  social  and  fraternal  functions  were  crowded  out. 

The  great  Titanic  disaster  at  sea  had  one  Jersey  mason  as  a  victim — 
W.  Bro.  William  A.  Walker,  master  of  Hope  lodge. 
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A  delegation  of  distinguished  Delaware  craftsmen  were  duly  received. 
Grand  Master  Moore  with  almost  every  other  grand  officer  of  Delaware 
made  a  delightful  visit. 

The  Masonic  Home 

Is  in  a  flourishing  condition  with  a  membership  of  eighty-six.  The  grand 
master  announces  eight  ladies  "as  a  committee  to  have  oversight  of  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  Home."  This  action  is  out  of  the  ordinary. 
There  may  be  a  suggestion  in  this  worthy  of  consideration  in  other  grand 
lodges.  The  influence  of  woman  in  the  home  is  quite  important.  She 
can  see  and  know  things  in  sanitation  and  in  the  internal  management 
that  man's  duller  eyes  cannot  discover.  The  question  of  building  a 
temple  for  the  annual  meetings  of  the  grand  lodge  was  submitted  to  the 
lodges  with  this  result.  Responses  were  received  from  134,  of  these  25 
favored  and  109  opposed  the  scheme.  Fifty  did  not  respond  and  were 
counted  against  it. 

The  Annual  Review 

Of  proceedings  in  the  English  language  is  written  again  by  Bro.  Robert 
A.  Shirrefs.  The  translation  and  review  of  eight  German  grand  bodies 
were  made  by  Bro.  Adolph  Klee.  The  reviews  are  usually  brief  and  the 
entire  work  occupies  172  pages.  Of  these  Illinois  receives  brief  attention 
in  less  than  two.  There  is  almost  nothing  regarding  our  grand  lodge, 
except  a  mere  narration  of  the  things  done.  He  notes  the  succession 
of  M.W.  Bro.  Alex.  T.  Darrah  by  his  son,  Delmar  D.  Darrah,  twenty- 
six  years  afterward.  The  only  reference  to  the  Illinois  review  for  last 
year  is  the  following  unique  statement.    He  says  that — 

"The  sententious  style  is  convincing  at  the  pen-point  of  a  qualified 
writer." 

Brother  Klee's  review  of  the  German  bodies  is  fraught  with  valuable 
information   concerning  the  working  of  these  organizations. 

Eight  form  the  "Deutscher  Grosslogen-Bund,"  or  union  of  grand 
lodges  of  Germany.  The  fundamentals  of  many  of  these  bodies  are  not 
in  accordance  with  masonic  usage  in  most  of  the  grand  lodges  of  Amer- 
ica. Hence,  few  of  them  are  in  correspondence  or  fraternal  relation  with 
them.  As  noted  in  the  review  of  Michigan,  there  is  great  indifference 
on  the  part  of  these  German  bodies  as  to  their  relation  to  English  speak- 
ing grand  lodges.  Brother  Klee  has  put  the  masons  of  this  country 
under  obligation  to  him  in  bringing  the  information  concerning  German 
masonry  into  the  language  which  prevails.

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NEW  MEXICO— 1911. 

2;]  Lodges.  34th  Annual.  2,799  Members. 

The  volume  of  proceedings  of  the  new  state  presents  a  very  hand- 
some appearance  in  its  gown  of  symbolic  blue.  Though  it  has  a  rather 
small  membership  in  all  respects  masonry  appears  to  be  in  excellent 
hands  in  New  Mexico.  A  gain  of  208  members  shows  a  very  satisfactory 
percentage  of  increase.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Albuquerque, 
October  t6-i8,  191  i,  the  week  following  the  meeting  of  the  grand  lodge 
in  Illinois.  The  sessions  lasted  three  whole  days,  including  one  evening 
session.  In  this  state  with  over  100,000  members  and  more  than  800 
lodges,  the  business  was  transacted  in  three  sessions.  With  but  thirty- 
seven  lodges  and  less  than  3,000  members  it  took  our  far-away  brethren 
seven  distinct  sessions  to  conclude  their  business. 

In  their  roster  there  appear  as  present  twenty  of  their  past  grand 
masters  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-two  who  are  living.  Surely,  the  men 
who  are  honored  in  that  state  do  not  forsake  the  grand  lodge  as  soon  as 
their  terms  of  office  expire. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Was  a  careful  setting  forth  of  the   business   of  the  year  with  little   at- 
tempt at  display  of  oratory  or  rhetoric. 

The  death  of  our  own  past  grand  master,  John  C.  Smith,  is  given 
appropriate  mention. 

The  grand  master  refused  to  give  a  dispensation  for  a  lodge  to  in- 
stall its  officers  one  week  in  advance  of  the  time  fixed  in  the  bj'^-laws. 
The  reason  given  was  that  the  officers-elect  could  not  be  present  on  the 
night  of  the  stated  meeting. 

The  grand  master  held  that  a  lodge  could  not  allow  the  Eastern 
Star  to  meet  in  the  lodge  room  without  paying  for  the  privilege,  any 
more  than  it  could  give  free  use  to  the  Odd  Fellows  or  any  other  society. 
The  reason  given  was  that  the  lodge  room  could  only  be  let  to  another 
society  to  increase  the  lodge  funds.  The  Eastern  Star,  though  composed 
of  masons  and  the  ladies  of  their  households,  were  to  be  put  on  exactly 
the  same  basis  as  any  other  fraternal  society. 

Few  Decisions. 

Grand  Master  Medler  did  not  meddle  very  much  with  the  statute 
law  of  the  grand  lodge  by  constructions  of  his  own.  Too  many  grand 
masters  legislate  under  the  guise  of  decisions. 
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The  position  was  taken  that  when  a  dimit  is  granted,  either  by  vote 
of  the  lodge  or  the  order  of  the  master,  the  membership  is  severed  at 
once.  The  brother  being  present  cannot  vote  upon  any  question  after 
his  dimit  has  been  granted.  This  is  pretty  sudden  but  it  was  what  he 
asked  for.  His  membership  has  terminated  and  he  is  as  much  a  non- 
affiliate  as  he  ever  will  be. 

The  grand  master  announced  this  choice  bit  of  wisdom  in  deciding 
that  the  conferring  of  the  past  master's  degree  in  some  other  body  does 
not  comply  with  the  law.  He  says  that — "The  symbolic  lodge  does  not 
recognize  any  degrees  but  the  entered  apprentice,  fellow  craft  and  mas- 
ter mason." 

In  one  other  decision  the  grand  master  holds  that  a  lodge  could  not 
vote  to  allow  the  officers  to  hold  over  another  year  without  being  in- 
stalled. He  said  it  was  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  by-laws, 
giving  each  member  the  right  to  vote  for  each  officer  by  ballot. 

Texas  Neither  Borrows  nor  Lends. 

The  grand  master  deprecated  the  fact  that  Texas  would  neither 
confer  degrees  for  lodges  of  other  states  nor  permit  the  lodges  in  that 
state  to  ask  the  work  to  be  done  for  them  by  others.  Evidently  the 
Lone  Star  grand  lodge  does  not  believe  in  reciprocity. 

Masonic  Home. 

A  fund  of  almost  $12,000  has  been  provided  for  the  construction  of 
a  home  for  masonic  dependents.  The  offer  of  a  most  desirable  site  for 
the  home  was  not  accepted  because  there  did  not  appear  any  present 
need  for  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution.  The  offer  was  post- 
poned and  a  new  home  committee  appointed.  With  so  small  a  member- 
ship the  burden  of  maintaining  a  home  would  be  great.  Yet,  the  breth- 
ren evidently  'are  willing  to  tax  themselves  to  care  for  their  needy  ones. 

An  evening  session  was  held  that  all  might  listen  to  the  oration  by 
Bro.  Joseph  A.  Miller,  the  grand  orator.  This  was  a  finished  produc- 
tion, full  of  good  things  in  building  up  esoteric  truth  in  the  minds  of 
the  craft. 

The  committee  on  grievances  found  themselves  without  occupation 
as  there  were  no  adjustments  to  be  made.  The  committee  on  grand 
master's  address,  while  approving  dispensations  issued  by  the  grand  mas- 
ter to  allow  more  than  five  candidates  to  receive  the  several  degrees  at 
one  meeting,  advised  strenuously  against  the  practice.  It  was  conceded 
that  the  old  regulations  gave  the  power,  yet  it  was  thought  that  the 
exercise  of  it  was  most  questionable. 
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A  resolution  was  adopted  calling  on  the  committee  on  correspondence 
to  report  the  reason  why  the  grand  lodge  is  not  in  fraternal  relation  with 
France  and  what  grand  jurisdictions  are.  Brother  Wroth  will  no  doubt 
find  it  an  easy  task  to  comply  with  this  resolution. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  the  work  of  P.G.M.  James  H.  Wroth.  This  is  but  one  way  to  say 
that  it  is  well  done.  His  review  covers  over  200  pages  and  is  full  of 
intelligent  criticisms  and  comments.  Quoting  the  new  Illinois  law  re- 
garding documentary  evidence,  Brother  Wroth  says  "We  fail  to  under- 
stand why  Illinois  must  have  legislation  in  order  to  make  the  test  oath 
a  prerequisite  of  examination."  This  distinguished  correspondent  is 
doubtless  familiar  with  the  rules  of  construction.  He  will  recall  that 
when  requirements  are  given  in  detail  that  the  omission  of  one  excludes 
it.  Hence,  when  the  law  was  made  requiring  either  avouchment,  or  strict 
trial  and  due  examination,  accompanied  by  documentary  proofs  of  good 
standing,  it  was  thought,  as  a  measure  of  caution,  that  the  essential  test 
oath  should  be  named. 

Under  Indictment. 

The  New  jNIexico  correspondent  puts  the  writer  of  this  review  under 
indictment.  The  first  count  is  that  "running  all  through  his  views  the 
effect  of  his  association  with  the  late  Brother  Robbins"  is  discernible. 
To  this  a  cheerful  plea  of  "guilty"  is  entered.  The  present  Illinois  cor- 
respondent esteems  it,  not  only  a  privilege  but  an  honor,  to  confess  that 
he  learned  much  of  the  genius  of  masonry  at  the  feet  of  the  Gamaliel 
of  Illinois  craftsmen,  the  masonic  giant,  Joseph  Robbins.  No  man  knew 
more  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  great  fraternity  of  .freemasons  than  did 
our  late  brother.  On  this  account  the  craft  in  Illinois  has  felt  itself  on 
the  side  of  safety  in  following  the  lead  of  Robbins  in  the  requirements 
for  recognition  of  other  grand  bodies.  For  this  reason,  ]\Iexican  ma- 
sonry (?)  has  been  regarded  as  a  good  thing  to  let  alone.  Since  the  de- 
cisive and  final  action  taken  by  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois  in  adopting 
the  report  written  by  Brother  Robbins,  just  prior  to  his  departure,  noth- 
ing has  occurred  in  Mexican  affairs,  either  civic  or  masonic,  to  change 
the  attitude  then  taken. 

Brother  Wroth  quotes  from  comments  made  in  reviewing  Okla- 
homa, Missouri  and  Wisconsin,  and  takes  exception  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  subject  was  treated  in  the  Illinois  report  on  correspondence 
for  1910.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  but,  with  the  possible  exception  of  be- 
ing a  little  hazy  about  the  geographical  extent  of  Valle  de  Mexico's 
claims  of  sovereignty,  no  new  light  is  seen. 
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How  Lodge  Funds  May  be  Used. 

In  regard  to  the  disposition  of  lodge  funds  Brother  Wroth  says — 
"We  would  like  the  brother  (Owen  Scott)  to  quote  his  authority  that 
the  collection  of  money  must  be  for  the  purpose  of  benevolence  and  char- 
ity only."  The  statement  which  the  brother  prints  and  criticizes  is  as 
follows : 

A  masonic  lodge  collects  money  for  purposes  of  benevolence  and 
charity  only.  It  should  have  no  commercial  or  sectarian  affiliations.  When 
it  helps  to  boom  a  town  by  contributing  its  funds  to  establish  a  factory, 
or  to  maintain  a  church,  it  takes  money  paid  for  the  express  and  only 
purpose  of  sustaining  masonry  and  caring  for  the  needy  brother  and  his 
dependents.  When  appeals  for  aid  come,  the  lodge  treasury,  depleted 
by  contributions  to  outside  and  foreign  objects  may  not  be  able  to  re- 
spond. 

The  specific  authority  for  this  was  a  decision  of  the  grand  master  of 
Illinois,  M.W.  Bro.  Alex.  H.  Bell,  rendered  in  1908  and  approved  by  the 
grand  lodge.  On  this  decision  the  paragraph  above  quoted  was  written. 
Regardless  of  specific  authority  it  is  freely  ventured  that  Brother  Wroth 
cannot  gainsay  the  soundness  of  the  position  that  all  money  collected  is 
for  the  "only  purpose  of  sustaining  masonry  and  caring  for  the  needy 
brother  and  his  dependents." 

A  Bad  Conclusion. 

In  his  conclusion  Brother  Wroth  discusses  with  much  learning  and 
ability  the  groundwork  of  masonic  recognition.  With  most  of  this  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  in  accord.  Here  is  one  attitude,  however,  calling  for  dis- 
sent.    The  New  Mexico  reviewer  says — 

As  to  the  matter  of  visitation  of  members  from  unrecognized  grand 
lodges,  there  is  the  same  difference  of  opinion,  some  holding  that  non- 
recognition  implies  thereby  non-visitation,  and  other,  that  non-recognition 
does  not  necessarily  mean  non-intercourse,  the  latter  being  New  Mex- 
ico's view. 

If  a  grand  lodge  is  so  masonically  unsound  as  to  preclude  recogni- 
tion b}^  regular  bodies  of  masons,  how  can  its  children  be  regarded  as 
legitimate?  Certainly  it  is  illogical  to  hold  them  anything  but  clandes- 
tine. Non-recognition  can  only  mean  non-visitation.  Brother  Wroth's 
reasoning  regarding  symbolic  masonry,  supreme  councils,  etc.,  is  so  much 
sounder  than  his  conclusions  that,  in  the  interest  of  the  regular  and  le- 
gitimate in  masonry,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  he  concluded.

808  Lodges.  131ST  Annual.  'i-72)^7'^3  Members. 

With  almost  exactly  the  same  number  of  lodges,  New  York  exceeds 
Illinois  in  its  total  membership  more  than  60,000.  This  is  no  doubt  be- 
cause the  Empire  state  is  more  densely  populated  than  the  Prairie  state. 
In  the  more  sparsely  settled  sections  of  Illinois  the  membership  of  lodges 
is  small.  New  York  shows  a  net  gain  of  4.999.  Too  bad  it  could  not 
have  just  one  more  to  reach  the  5,000.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  in 
New  York  City  May  7,  8  and  9,  1912.  The  Illinois  representative,  Del- 
BERT  Greene,  was  recorded  as  present. 

Seventy-five  Percent  Inactive. 

Grand  Master  Kenworthy,  in  his  annual  address,  calls  attention  to 
the  large  part  of  the  masonic  fraternity  w^hich  is  "inactive."  He  says 
that— 

It  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  reach  out  in  earnest  for  that  seventy- 
five  percent  inactive  part  of  our  membership.  Among  them  are  numerous 
influential,  worth-while  men.  The  roster  of  the  craft  will  disclose  the 
names  of  many  prominent  in  all  w^alks  of  life,  who  have  attained  honor 
and  distinction  in  their  respective  callings ;  men  who  delight  in  association 
with  their  fellow-citizens  and  are  sought  on  every  notable  public  occasion ; 
yet  the  craft  leaves  them  alone,  to  drift  from  its  influence — and  so  the 
prestige  of  many  a  strong  personality  is  lost  to  us.  In  the  face  of  such 
conditions  can  we  honestly  claim  our  fraternity  is  "progressing"  numer- 
ically? 

This  distinguished  craftsman  is  on  the  wrong  trail.  If  he  desires 
"to  tree  the  coon,"  he  can  never  do  it  with  "influential,  worth-while  men." 
Growth  in  masonry  will  not  come  from  parading  great  names,  or  point- 
ing with  pride  to  the  membership  of  senators,  kings  or  presidents.  One 
well-managed  Home  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  needy  men  and  the 
rearing  and  training  of  masonic  orphans  will  do  more  than  all  your  big 
men  who  retain  membership  in  a  lodge  because  it  is  respectable  to  do  so. 
Meet  the  mission  of  masonry  and  growth  will  take  care  of  itself. 

Would   Compete  with   Others. 

Grand  Master  Kenworthy  further  outlines  his  plan  by  saying  that — 
Other  organizations,  reaching  out  to  attract  men.  off^er  various  in- 
ducements; advantages  of  a  more  or  less  benevolent  nature;  and  far- 
reaching  influences  are  likewise  exerted  to  assist  their  membership  in 
divers  ways.  These  organizations  today  seem  alive  with  energy  and  ac- 
tivity in  marked  contrast  to  our  own  lack  of   enterprise   in   this   respect. 
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All  of  these  organizations  together  do  not  possess  a  modicum  of  the 
prestige  which  is  masonry's  as  a  world-wide  institution,  nor  do  they  pos- 
sess its  underlying  worth;  yet  men  seem  to  give  them  largely  of  their 
time.  Why?  Is  the  social  outlet  which  they  crave  to  be  found  there? 
Do  they  meet  there  that  enlivening  good-fellowship  which  men  seek 
after  a  busy  day? 

Source  of  Masonry's   Power. 

Masonry's  world-wide  power  and  influence  is  because  the  old  insti- 
tution only  accepts  men  who  come  unsolicited  and  of  their  "own  free 
will  and  accord."  Offering  "inducements"  is  not  masonic.  Notwith- 
standing masonry  stands  in  a  quiet  and  dignified  attitude,  requiring  a 
unanimous  ballot,  yet,  its  membership  is  greater  than  any  other  organi- 
zation, "reaching  out  to  attract  men,"  and  which  "offers  various  induce- 
ments, advantages  of  a  more  or  less  benevolent  nature,"  etc. 

^  Masonry's  reserve  is  its  distinction  and  the  New  York  grand  master 
is  skating  on  pretty  thin  ice  when  he  advocates  breaking  it  down. 

The  dedication  of  the  "Daniel  D.  Thompkins  memorial  chapel"  at 
the  Home  at  Utica,  June  25,  191 1,  appears  to  have  been  the  great  event 
of  the  year.     It  required  over  twenty  pages  to  record  the  ceremonies. 

The  report  of  the  grand  secretary  shows  that  every  one  of  the  808 
lodges  had  made  return  and  paid  its  grand  lodge  dues  to  date.  Illinois 
has  had  the  same  distinction  for  years.  This  indicates  efficiency  and 
vigilance  on  the  part  of  grand  secretaries. 

Organized   Relief. 

The  masonic  board  of  relief  makes  a  good  showing  in  caring  for 
unfortunate  strangers  in  the  great  metropolis.  Two  girls,  aged  10  and 
12,  stranded  in  New  York,  because  their  father  who  accompanied  them 
became  mentally  deranged,  were  cared  for.  The  relief  board  finally 
sent  the  children  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  with  the  secretary's  daughter  as  an 
escort.  The  children  were  delivered  to  their  grandfather.  Though  the 
lodge  was  in  communication  in  caring  for  the  little  girls — 3'et,  the  relief 
board  has  not  even  had  notice  of  their  safe  arrival.  No  reimbursement 
has  been  made,  though  the  lodge  made  voluntary  offer  to  repay  all  ex- 
penses. Ordinary  courtesy  is  quite  essential  among  masons  as  well  as 
elsewhere  in  the  affairs  of  the  world. 

New  York  has  a  German  Masonic  Temple  Association  and  this  has 
created  a  German  Masonic  Home  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  home 
at  Tappan. 
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Should  not  Publish  Names, 

In  its  report  the  "commission  on  appeals"  gives  all  cases  of  disci- 
pline with  the  full  names  of  accused  in  each  instance.  Illinois  for  years 
has  omitted  from  the  published  proceedings  names  of  brethren  sus- 
pended, expelled  or  otherwise  punished.  This  is  certainly  wiser  than 
to  publish  them  to  the  world. 

The  experiment  of  a  masonic  employment  bureau  in  New  York  City 
has  been  tried  for  one  year.  Apparently  it  has  been  successful  in  coup- 
Hng  needy  brothers  to  useful  occupations.  The  committee  reports  hav- 
ing found  positions  for  104  applicants.  These  were  placed  in  all  kinds 
of  useful  occupations,  bookkeepers  and  "porters  and  general  utility"  lead- 
ing. There  were  465  applicants.  The  age  at  which  the  largest  number 
of  persons  applied  w^as  from  2>^  to  45.  There  w^ere  132  of  these.  One 
was  77  years  old.  He  should  have  asked  for  the  job  of  living  at  the 
masonic  home.  Of  the  $1,200  appropriated  for  this  purpose  $1,170  were 
used. 

Again  the  dove  of  peace  and  harmony  hovered  over  this,  the  great- 
est grand  lodge  in  the  w^orld.  All  officers  were  elected  "by  acclamation.'" 
No  rivalry,  no  discord  can  be  gleaned  from  the  printed  proceedings. 

New  York  is  prolific  in  appointive  grand  officers.  They  have  12 
grand  chaplains,  8  grand  sw^ord  bearers,  8  grand  stewards  and  8  grand 
directors  of  ceremonies.  Other  officers  not  in  our  list  are  a  judge 
advocate,  a  grand  librarian  and  a  grand  historian.  What  they  can  do 
with  so  many  chaplains,  it  is  hard  to  see.  They,  of  the  old  Empire 
state,  cannot  be  in  need  of  so  much  divine  ministration  as  the  number 
would  indicate.  Here  in  Illinois,  one  grand  chaplain  is  able  to  lead  and 
keep  in  the  straight  and  narrow  way  the  representatives  of  the  more 
than  110,000  masons. 

The  roll  of  past  grand  masters  from  the  date  of  organization  in 
1781  bears  some  great  names.  Robert  R.  Livingstox  served  from  1784 
to  1800;  DeWitt  Clinton  from  1806  to  1819.  and  Daniel  D.  Thompkins 
for  1820  and  1821. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  presented  by  Tow^nsend  Scudder,  Emil  Frenkel  and  Emanuel  Loew- 
enstein,  committee  on  foreign  correspondence.  A  very  complete  review 
is  given  of  all  German  and  other  grand  bodies  whose  proceedings  are 
printed  in  languages  other  than  English.  Bro.  Emil  Frenkel  makes 
the  review  and  translations.  The  committee  modestly  refrains  from 
obtruding  "its  views  and  opinions  on  others." 
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Here  is  a  significant  paragraph  in  which  all  can  heartily  concur — 
Our  great  fraternity  forms  a  vast  chain  which  encircles  the  globe, 
and  when  we  consider  the  number,  the  standing,  the  wealth  of  this  great 
army  of  over  two  millions,  men  of  education  and  all  above  the  average 
citizen  in  their  several  communities,  we  stand  amazed  at  the  enormous 
potentiality  of  our  great  fraternity  and  look  forward  to  a  possible  use  of 
all  this  power  for  the  good  of  the  world  and  especially  for  the  good 
and  benefit  of  this,  our  own  glorious  country.  What  a  bulwark  against 
disorder,  lawlessness  and  crime,  and  what  fortress  to  protect  life, 
property  and  secure  happiness  to  all  our  orderly  fellow  citizens,  for 
this  army  of  good  and  true,  has  but  one  object,  one  aim:  To  reverence 
the  Great  Jehovah,  and  help,  aid,  and  assist  the  poor,  the  needy  and 
distressed. 

"The  A.  and  A.  Rite  of  Italy"  extended  an  invitation  to  participate 
in  a  masonic  meeting  which  was  held  at  Rome,  September  19-22  last> 
This  was  to  be  of  an  international  character. 

The  invitation  was  declined  for  these  reasons — 

First,  because  all  sorts  of  alleged  masonic  bodies  participate  at  these 
meetings,  and  the  second  is  obvious,  we  do  not  exchange  representatives 
with  supreme  councils  of  the  Scottish  rite. 

Illinois  for   1911 

Received  a  trifle  over  one  page.  This  consisted  of  a  paragraph — nar- 
rative of  the  doings  of  our  grand  lodge  and  two  brief  quotations  from 
Grand  Master  Ashley's  annual.  "Masonry  and  religion"  was  given  in 
full  with  implied  approval.  There  were  but  few  expressions  of  opinion. 
One  was  that  the  book  of  proceedings  of  our  grand  lodge  "is  an  inter- 
esting one  and  is  well  arranged."     Further  comment  is  that — 

The  correspondence  is  written-  by  Past  Grand  Master  Owen  Scott 
and  is  an  excellent  production;  especially  fine  is  his  index  of  subjects 
alphabetically  arranged;  this  is  very  helpful  and  should  induce  the 
brethren  in  Illinois  to  read  the  report.  New  York  is  courteously  re- 
viewed on  five  pages,  speaks  well  (fairly  well)  of  our  report,  but  thinks 
we  should  criticise  more,  and  express  our  individual  opinion  about  the 
doings   of  other  grand  lodges. 

Brethren  of  New  York  and  other  states  would  be  profited  by  the 
views  and  comments  of  such  able  writers  as  prepare  these  reports.  From 
a  feeling  of  loss  and  not  from  any  desire  to  be  impertinent  are  these 
suggestions  made.  Though  Illinois  is  not  in  official  touch  with  the  Ger- 
man, Scandinavian  and  other  European  grand  bodies  the  reviews  pre- 
sented by  New  York  give  much  valuable  information  concerning  the 
work   done.

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NEW  ZEALAND-1911. 

183  Lodges.  22nd  Annual.  11.558  Members. 

At  Christchurch,  ]\Iay  10  and  11,  191 1-.  this  far  off  Pacific  island 
grand  lodge  of  the  Australasian  group  held  its  annual  communication. 
Proceedings  reached  this  reviewer  November  17,  191 1,  six  months  after 
the  session.  The  volume  at  hand  contains  all  the  adornments  of  the 
printers'  and  binders'  arts.  Full-form  pictures  of  grand  officers  are 
scattered  liberally  through  the  pages  of  the  book.  Grand  ]\Iaster  Grif- 
fiths appears  in  full  dress  suit  with  the  regular  British  masonic  collar, 
gauntlets  and  gloves,  an  apron  with  all  the  masonic  emblems  easily  dis- 
coverable and  an  array  of  badges  sufficient  to  make  Sousa,  Gilmore  or 
any  other  band  master  green  with  envy.  However,  the  whole  effect  is 
pleasing  and  highly  ornamental,  even  if  indicating  little  of  the  true 
democracy  of  masonry. 

Better  Than  British. 

The  reviewer  finds  much  relief  in  going  over  this  book  rather  than 
the  series  of  pamphlets,  with  acres  of  names  and  tons  of  figures  but 
meager  in  the  record  of  the  doings  of  the  grand  body,  usually  sent  out 
by  British  grand  lodges. 

The  spectacular  is  still  found  in  the  formal  entry  of  the  grand  offi- 
cers in  a  body. 

The  reports  show  nearly  £5,000  or  $25,000  in  "the  fund  of  benevol- 
ence" and  £15,000  or  $75,000  in  the  "widows'  and  orphans'  and  aged  ma- 
sons' fund."  There  is  little  fear  of  the  ability  of  ihe  New  Zealand 
brethren  to  care  adequately  for  all  their  needy  and  dependent.  The  dis- 
tribution of  their  benevolence  is  made  in  the  form  of  annuities.  The 
annual  charge  of  annuitants   reported   is   £566  or  $2,830. 

Lodges  Nominate  Grand  Officers. 

'  A  peculiar  system  prevails  in  the  election  of  a  grand  master  and 
other  officers.  Nominations  are  made  by  lodges  and  members  of  the 
grand  lodge.  These  are  reported  during  the  annual  meeting  and  the 
choice  is  made  from  the  list  of  nominations  prepared  by  the  grand  sec- 
retary. 

Two  nominations  were  made  for  grand  master.  Grand  ]\[aster  Grif- 
fiths had  so  many  lodges  and  brethren  behind  him  that  his  competitor 
made   a   virtue   of   necessity   and   moved   his   election.     The   motion    pre- 
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vailed  by  a  unanimous  vote.  Nine  pages  of  the  proceedings  were  filled 
with  the  nominations  for  the  various  other  offices.  These  were  dis- 
tributed into  nine  districts  from  the  various  parts  of  the  island.  At 
length  the  full  corps  of  officers  was  elected. 

Their  Patron  Saint. 

King  Edward  had  been  chosen  as  the  "grand  patron"  of  New  Zea- 
land masons.  At  his  death  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  grand  master  of 
England,  was  chosen  as  the  guardian  angel  of  the  craft.  Report  is 
made  of  the  appointment  of  Bro.  William  O.  Butler  as  the  representa- 
tive of  New  Zealand  to  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois.  The  lodges  were 
advised  to  present  to  each  candidate  for  masonry  a  copy  of  the  Sacred 
Writings  as  a  memento  of  the  vows  taken.  The  suggestion  came  from 
the  grand  lodge  of  South  Australia.  The  change  is  recommended  for 
hygienic  reasons. 

What  is  a  Masonic  "Lewis?" 

Brethren  of  Illinois,  do  you  know  what  a  "Lewis"  is?  Here  is  light — 
Many  lodges  and  brethren  appear  to  assume  that  the  son  of  a  master 
mason  is  of  right  entitled  to  be  initiated  at  the  age  of  i8  years,  and, 
acting  upon  that  assumption,  it  has  happened  that  a  master  mason  not 
tM-elve  months  in  the  craft  has  had  his  son  proposed  for  admission  at 
the  age  of  i8.  It  is  contended  by  some  authorities  that  the  qualifica- 
tion for  a  "Lewis"  is  that  he  must  have  been  born  the  son  of  a  master 
mason,  but,  without  going  so  far  as  that,  the  board  is  of  opinion  that 
due  discrimination  should  be  exercised.  The  design  and  nature  of  our 
institution  require  that  none  shall  be  admitted  to  its  privileges  until  they 
have  reached  the  age  of  maturity  and  discretion,  each  case,  therefore, 
should  be  considered  on  its  merits  before  the  grand  master  is  advised 
to  grant  the  necessary  dispensation. 

Birth  or  station  brings  no  masonic  right  or  privilege  to  any  one.  In 
this  state,  the  fact  that  a  young  man  is  the  son  of  a  mason,  does  not 
give  him  release  from  the  requirement  of  attaining  his  legal  majority. 
He  must  abide  the  ballot  the  same  as  the  son  of  a  profane.  An  attempt 
to  "Lewis"  a  young  man  in  Illinois  would  certainly  fail.  Some  excel- 
lent master  masons  have  some  very  mean  and  disreputable  sons.  "The 
internal  and  not  the  external"  makes  the  standard  where  true  masonry 
is   taught  and   lived. 

Seems  Justifiable. 

A  past  rank  was  conferred  that  seems  justifiable.  Two  brethren  had 
filled  the  position  as  grand  organist  at  a  time  when  they  were  ineligi- 
ble for  the  place.  When  they  weVe  qualified  they  were  given  the  rank 
for  the  service  they  had  rendered. 
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In  the  report  of  the  New  Zealand  grand  lodge  there  is  printed  a 
summary  of  the  speeches  made  in  the  discussions  of  all  the  various 
questions  under  consideration.  Many  pages  are  filled  in  this  way.  This 
is  very  unusual  if  not  quite  unique.  Generally  the  discussers  are  allowed 
to  discuss,  but  no  attempt  is  made  to  can  their  words,  for  often  they 
would  be  musty  and  stale  when  the  cans  are  opened. 


Automatic  Suspension. 

A  plan  was  adopted  providing  for  automatic  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  After  a  fixed  time  of  arrears  and* the  giving  of  the 
notice  required,  a  brother  is  suspended  by  operation  of  the  law  without 
action  by  his  lodge. 

Here  again,  according  to  the  British  custom,  the  grand  master  ap- 
points the  deputy  grand  master.  After  his  installation  for  a  second 
term  Grand  Master  Griffiths  made  a  brief  and  forceful  address.  He 
reports  that  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  lodges  yet  in  allegiance 
to  British  grand  bodies.  There  are  40  English,  4  Irish  and  12  Scotch. 
It  seems  strange  that  after  more  than  21  years  of  independent  existence 
the  foreign  sway  should  be  allowed  to  continue.  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland  should  get  out  of  New  Zealand  and  let  there  be  a  united  craft 
in  that  grand  jurisdiction.  Bro.  Murdock  McLean  was  present  to  rep- 
resent Illinois. 

The  Review  of  Grand  Lodges 

Was  again  presented  by  P.G.M.  Alfred  H.  Burton,  it  being  his  second 
offense.  In  his  "foreword"  he  says  that  "I  wish  to  put  on  record — with 
all  fitting  modesty — how  much  I  have  been  delighted  and  impressed  by 
the  evidence  given  in  many  grand  lodges — particularly  in  the  United 
States — of  the  existence  and  permeation  therein  of  a  fervent  spirit  of 
true  freemasonry."  There  is  much  reason  for  appreciating  this  discrim- 
inating compliment. 

Brother  Burton  certainly  "puts  one  over"  on  New  Jersey  via 
Brother  Titcombe,  the  able  correspondent  of  Alabama.  Brother  Tit- 
coMitE  quotes  the  Jersey  law  as  follows :  "the  use  of  any  book,  docu- 
ment, or  paper,  purporting  to  be  the  secret  ritual  of  freemasonry,  is 
absolutely  prohibited."  Then  came  the  com.mittee  on  German  ritual 
and  recommended  "that  a  correct  translation  be  made  by  our  committee 
and  a  suitable  number  of  topics  printed  for  the  use  of  the  lodges  of 
the  district."  Perhaps  New  Jersey  prefers  to  be  wrong  rather  than 
consistent. 
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Illinois   Reviewed. 

A  summary  of  Grand  Master  Ashley's  report  is  given.  Brother 
Burton  says  that  "234  experienced  brethren  hold  communications  as 
grand  examiners."  Don't  you  mean  commissions?  However,  there  are 
but  five  grand  examiners  in  Illinois.  All  the  others  are  "grand  lec- 
turers." Grand  Master  Ashley's  edict  requiring  documentary  evidence 
met  approval.  With  no  risk  of  being  immodest  the  writer  takes  the 
liberty  of  quoting  the  following  rather  incisive  comment.  He  says  that 
Bro.  Owen  Scott,  committee  on  correspondence — 

Is  appreciative,  laudatory,  and  critical  by  turns,  and  there  is  one 
amusing  paragraph:  "The  grand  master  is  the  provincial  (sic)  gov- 
ernor, and  variously  alluded  to  in  the  proceedings  as  'Lord  Plunket,' 
'His  Excellency,'  and  'Baron.'  It  requires  so  much  labour,  time,  and 
space  to  give  all  the  titles,  and  distinctions  shown  by  our  British  and 
provincial  brethren,  that  it  appears  as  a  genuine  relief  to  be  an  Amer- 
ican." This  is  distinctly  good;  but  does  not  our  erudite  brother  realize 
that  perhaps  one  may  feel,  not  merely  relief,  but  joy  in  proclaiming 
himself  a  Briton;  or,  for  the  matter  of  that,  a  New  Zealander?  Well, 
patriotism  is  a  grand  thing,  and  the  feeling  one  to  be  encouraged  and 
admired,  even  if  there  is  occasionally  developed  the  spread-eagle  var- 
iety.   At  all  events,  we  shall  never  quarrel  on  the  subject. 

Truly  tastes  will  differ.  The  writer  is  glad  to  be  a  simple,  plain 
American,  without  titular  greatness  or  the  pomp  of  royalty.  He  may 
allow  the  old  eagle  to  spread  a  little  now  and  then.  This  bird  soars 
into  the  ethereal  blue  of  man's  equality  because  he  is  not  loaded  down 
with  the  rank  and  title  of  effete  monarchy  or  wasteful  aristocracy. 
However,  Brother  Burton  is  assured  that  there  will  be  no  quarrel  nor 
"  'ard   feelins."

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1912. 

410  Lodges.  125TH  Annual.  21,479  Members. 

The  annual  session  was  held  at  Raleigh,  January  9-11,  1912.  The 
book  of  proceedings  is  most  interesting  and  it  presents  a  very  good  ap- 
pearance. The  mere  statement  of  the  125th  annual  meeting  does  not 
fully  impress  one  with  the  length  of  the  service  to  humanity  the  crafts- 
men of  the  Old   North  state  have  rendered.     When  we  recall  that   1787 
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is  the  date  of  organization  of  the  grand  lodge  a  clearer  conception  of 
age  is  given.  The  new  grand  master^  W.  B.  McKoy,  by  his  open  counte- 
nance is  the  greeting  of  the  proceedings. 

Bro.  Leo  D,  Heartt,  grand  treasurer,  is  the  Illinois  representative. 
He  was  a  useful  member  and  present  at  all  times. 

New   Order  of   Reports. 

The  proceedings  open  with  reports  of  grand  treasurer  and  grand  sec- 
retary. Usually  the  grand  master's  annual  address  in  review  of  the 
year's  work,  comes  immediately  after  the  preliminaries  incident  to  the 
opening.  In  North  Carolina  this  was  reversed  for  the  evening  session 
of  the  second  day. 

The  grand  secretary  records  that  of  the  405  chartered  lodges  only 
225  reported  in  the  time  required  by  law.  180  secretaries  were  delin- 
quent. The  assurance  is  given,  however,  that  this  "is  a  very  decided 
improvement  over  previous  years."  There  is  evident  need  for  the  "gin- 
gering up"  of  the  record  keepers  of  the  lodges  of  our  southern  neighbor. 
For  years  Illinois,  with  its  800  lodges  and  over  110,000  members,  has 
not  had  a  lodge  delinquent  in  making  report  and  remittance.  Our  grand 
secretary  does  it  with  his  little  prodder.  A  custom  deprecated  by  the 
grand  secretary  is  for  lodges  to  "exclude"  those  delinquent  for  dues 
just  prior  to  making  report  to  grand  lodge  and  restoring  them  to  good 
standing  immediately  after.  By  this  the  treasury  of  the  grand  lodge 
loses  the  lodge  dues  of  many  hundreds  of  members.  This  may  be  smart 
but  it  is  not  masonic. 

The  oration  was  by  the  grand  orator,  Bro.  Henry  A.  Grady.  This 
production  was  rich  in  historical  references.  By  name  and  matter  that 
other  orator,  Henry  Grady  of  Georgia,  is  strongly  suggested. 

Care   for  the    Needy. 

The  "Oxford  orphan  asylum,"  a  mixed  charity,  supported  by  the 
state  of  North  Carolina,  the  grand  lodge  and  individual  craftsmen,  is 
found  to  be  doing  an  excellent  work.  There  are  325  children  taxing 
it  to  its  capacity. 

During  more  than  a  century  the  masons  of  that  state  have  not  felt 
the  imperative  duty  of  caring  for  their  dependents  except  in  this  "Ox- 
ford orphanage." 

At  last,  however,  steps  arc  under  way  to  meet  every  demand.  The 
Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home  is  now  under  way.  The  corner  stone 
was  laid  during  1911.     The  grand  master  reports  a  hard  time  in  getting 
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money  for  this  greatest  need.  The  Eastern  Star  is  pledged  to  furnish 
two-fifths  of  the  money  required.  The  grand  master  commends  the 
ladies  of  the  order  most  highly.  There  is  also  a  movement  to  care  for 
the  aged,  infirm  and  indigent.  Truly  the  real  flower  and  fruit  of  the 
masonic  system  are  the  complete  provision  for  the  need}^  worthy  brother, 
his  widow  and  orphan.  The  brethren  of  North  Carolina  as  well  as  else- 
where have  found  that  masonic  dependents  cannot  be  suitably  provided 
for  by  sporadic,  voluntary  contributions  from  individuals.  The  only 
satisfactory  way  is  to  establish  a  home  and  let  every  mason  be  required 
to  pay  his  mite. 

Only  Grand  Master  of  America. 

The  report  of  the  "grand  historian"  is  exhaustive  and  full  of  in- 
terest. February  13,  191 1,  a  granite  monument  was  erected  over  the 
grave  of  Joseph  Montford,  at  Halifax,  N.  C.  He  was  ''the  first— -the 
last,  the  only  grand  master  of  America."  He  was  appointed  as  "pro- 
vincial grand  master  of  and  for  America  on  January  14,  1771,  by  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort,  grand  master  of  the  grand  lodge  of  England,  A.F. 
and  A.M."  Others  have  disputed  Montford's  priority  of  authority  but 
the  evidence  appears  to  prove  the  claim  that  he  was  "the  highest  ma- 
sonic official  ever  reigning  on  this  continent."  Others  "reigned"  over 
part,  but  he  over  all.  Montford's  picture  accompanies  the  report  of  the 
historian. 

North  Carolina  has  a  temple.  It  must  be  a  fine  one.  It  was  still 
ornamented  with  a  debt  January  i,  1912,  of  $92,800.  During  191 1  the 
sum  of  $12,000  was  paid  in  reduction  of  the  obligation  of  the  grand 
lodge.  Can  it  be  that  the  ambition  for  a  showy  temple  has  lessened  the 
capacity  to  provide  for  the  aged  and  indigent  mason  and  his  family? 

In  his  address,  the  grand  master  generously  accords  to  Dr.  John 
A.  Collins,  committee  on  correspondence,  credit  for  the  high  character 
of  North  Carolina  masonry  as  viewed  from  abroad. 

About  Their  Law. 

The  grand  master  deprecates  the  fact  that  lodges  do  not  read  the 
code  of  laws.  He  found  that  in  many  lodges  it  was  not  possible  to  lo- 
cate such  a  book.  Instead  of  reading  the  law  and  following  it,  masters 
and  brethren  flood  the  grand  master  with  letters  of  inquiry.  All  grand 
masters  find  this  tendency.  Few  decisions  were  reported.  A  resume  of 
the  law  pertaining  to  the  ballot  was  given.  It  was  held  that  a  man  who 
had  taken  all  the  degrees  and  for  six  years  had  failed  or  refused  to 
sign  the  by-laws  was  a  non-afiiliate.  He  had  no  lodge  membership.  The 
grand  master  also  decided  that  a  subordinate  lodge  cannot  try  a  dis- 
trict deputy  grand  master." 
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The  Ancient  Craft  the  Highest. 

In  his  address  Grand  Master  Hackett  says  that  "I  am  glad  during 
this  year  to  see  the  higher  (?)  bodies  of  masonry  in  North  Carolina 
taking  greater  interest  in  masonic  charities."  Then  he  refers  to  a  "Royal 
arch  chapter"  and  a  "shrine,"  presumably  the  "higher  bodies  of  ma- 
sonry" meant.  There  might  be  some  reason  for  classing  capitular  de- 
grees as  a  part  of  masonry  but  beyond  that  it  would  require  a  micro- 
scope of  miraculous  power  to  find  anything  masonic,  either  higher  or 
lower.  It  certainly  would  be  most  interesting  to  find  a  suggestion  of 
foundation  for  the  assertion  that  "the  shrine"  is  a  higher  order  of  ma- 
sonry. It  may  be  a  good  institution  and  no  doubt  is,  else  so  many  good 
masons  would  not  enter  its  membership.  But  it  is  no  more  masonic 
than  the  Elks,  the  "Eagles,"  the  "Owls,"  the  "Moose,"  or  any  other 
social  order. 

The  grand  matron  of  the  Eastern  Star  expressed  thanks  for  the 
invitation  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies  of  unveiling  the  bust  of  a 
past  grand  master.  The  committee  on  grievances,  in  its  reports,  pre- 
sents the  names  and  details  of  offenses  in  cases  under  discipline.  Why 
publish  to  the  world  these  matters  that  should  be  sacred  in  the  bosom 
of  the  craft? 

In  the  list  of  representatives  of  other  grand  lodges  to  North  Caro- 
lina, Illinois  is  credited  with  "Jas.  N.  McFatish,  Chicago."  No  such 
mason  is  known  here.  Bro  J.  B.  McFatrtch  is  probably  meant.  At- 
tention was   called  to   this   error  last  year. 

The  World  Review. 

Bro.  John  A.  Collins  presents  his  i6th  report  on  foreign  corre- 
spondence. To  say  that  it  is  an  able  and  interesting  review  of  world 
masonry  would  be  needless.  With  the  following  Illinois  masons  will  be 
in  full  accord — 

It  is  noted  with  satisfaction  that  in  those  grand  lodges  which  have 
authorized  the  printing  of  official  rituals  that  plan  has  not  proved  satis- 
factory; it  makes  no  better  ritualists,  and  the  evidence  is  that  many  of 
these  volumes  are  lost  every  year,  and  after  diligent  search  cannot  be 
found.  This  plan  of  teaching  the  ritual  is  losing  favor,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  entirely  discontinued. 

Organized  Charity  Best. 

Brother  Collins  thus  summarizes  the  advance  from  voluntary  char- 
ity to  the  more  substantial  institutional,  or  organized  benevolences — 

^  Within    the   period    in    which   your   committee   has   been    engaged    in 
reviewing    grand    lodge    transactions    the    organized    charities    of    grand 
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lodges  in  the  form  of  homes  and  orphanages  have  greatly  increased,  and 
with  a  few  exceptions,  these  institutions  are  found  in  every  grand  juris- 
diction; and  although  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  is  high,  still, 
general  satisfaction  is  expressed.  It  is  proper  to  add,  however,  that  in 
those  grand  jurisdictions  which  have  not  adopted  the  institutional  plan 
■of  dispensing  masonic  relief,  there  are,  and  have  been,  ample  means  of 
caring  for  the  needy  and  helpless  brother  and  his  dependents  without 
any  onerous  tax  on  the  general  craft. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  Illinois  proceedings  for  191  r 
were  not  received  in  time  for  review.  By  another  year  report  on  Illi- 
Tiois   will   be  pretty   stale.     However,   it   probably   was    unavoidable.

NORTH  DAKOTA— 1911. 

101  Lodges.  22nd  Annual.  8,006  Members. 

For  the  third  time  North  Dakota  is  the  first  to  make  its  appearance 
for  review.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  volume  of  proceedings  could 
not  have  reached  this  reviewer  two  weeks  sooner.  Then  it  could  have 
had  its  place  in  the  Illinois  report  before  it  was  more  than  a  year  old. 
The  grand  lodge  was  held  June  27  and  28,  iQii,  and  with  ordinary 
-speed  in  printing  might  have  been  at  hand  by  October  i.  But  it  was 
not  received  until  after  the  close  of  the  Illinois  grand  lodge  for  1911. 
The  proceedings  fill  but  300  pages. 

Prosperity  is  written  all  through  the  doings  of  the  grand  lodge. 
Five  new  lodges  and  a  net  gain  of  427  are  shown.  This  in  spite  of  the 
■"depression  of  last  year  by  the  shortage  of  crops  all  over  our  entire  state." 

Grand  Master  Hull  presents   a  forceful  address. 

The   Decisions 

Are  not  numerous,  but  two  being  reported.     In  one  of  these  the  grand 
master  says — 

While  it  is  generally  accepted  that  the  surplus  funds  of  the  lodge 
are  the  property  of  the  lodge  to  use  for  all  legitimate^  purposes  as  _  the 
lodge  may  elect,  yet  without  some  safeguard  or  protection  a  very  minor 
fraction  of  the  lodge  might  vote  to  squander  the  funds  of  the  lodge  and 
thereby  render  it  bankrupt.  The  master  in  such  a  case  would  have  no 
recourse  except  to  sign  the   warrant  as   he  would  have  no  right  of  ap- 
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peal.  For  this  reason  I  hold  that  the  grand  lodge  should  have  juris- 
diction over  the  funds  of  a  particular  lodge  to  the  extent,  at  least,  that 
the  master  of  a  lodge  may  appeal  to  the  grand  lodge  if,  in  his  opinion, 
the  funds  of  the  lodge  are  not  being  legitimately  or  judiciously  dis- 
posed of. 

In  the  other  it  is  wisely  held  that  a  lodge  U.D.  cannot  issue  dimits. 
All  such  a  lodge  can  do  is  to  "enter  apprentices,  pass  fellow  crafts,  raise 
master  masons  and  receive  members  by  affiliation  and  nothing  more." 
A  lodge  U.D.  is  simply  a  committee  working  under  the  supervision  of 
the  grand  master  to  reach  such  a  degree  of  efficiency  as  will  enable  them 
to  go  alone. 

Back  to  Ancient  Usages. 

A  dispensation  was  issued  to  a  lodge  to  hold  an  open  air  meeting 
on  Park  Island  to  confer  degrees  of  entered  apprentice  and  master 
mason.  This  is  no  doubt  after  the  order  of  the  traditional  high  hills 
and  low  vales  of  the  fathers. 

The  grand  master  was  prolific  in  "circular  letters"  to  the  craft.  In 
Illinois  they  are  edicts.  Into  one  of  these  Grand  Master  Hull  injects 
the   following  bit  of   good  sense   and   sound  advice — 

The  disposition  to  hurry  through  the  three  symbolic  degrees  of  ma- 
sonry for  the  purpose  of  taking  other  degrees,  or  for  any  other  reason, 
is  to  be  discouraged.  Such  haste  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  interests 
of  our  order.  This  by-law  is  explicit,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  an  ob- 
jection to  the  advancement  of  a  candidate  for  failure  to  learn  the  lec- 
ture would  be  sufficient  to  bar  his  progress,  until  such  time  as  his 
examination  was  satisfactory.  I  hope  that  all  lodges  will  see  to  it  that 
every  man  who  is  made  a  mason  is  thorousrhly  posted  in  the  lectures 
and  work  of  the  degrees  which  he  receives.  We  want  to  make  not  only 
enthusiastic  but  intelligent  masons. 


Does  Two  Men's  Work. 

The  grand  secretary  follows  som.ewhat  in  the  footsteps  of  his  pre- 
decessor by  encroaching  upon  the  dom.ain  of  the  grand  master.  Instead 
of  being  the  head  clerk  of  the  fraternity  he  is  a  well-spring  of  ma- 
sonic lore.  He  deals  learnedly  and  with  much  force  with  many  of  the 
questions  that  are  usually  considered  the  exclusive  province  of  the  grand 
master. 

He  writes  extensively  of  the  duties  of  the  committee  on  foreign  cor- 
respondence and  recognition  of  other  grand  lodges.  He  advises  that  the 
York  grand  lodge  be  deemed  the  rightful  successor  of  the  Valle  de 
Mexico  and  recommends  it  recognition.  He  advises  against  Swiss  grand 
lodge  Alpina.     The  grand  secretary  may,  and  no  doubt  is,   fully  capable 
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of  treating  these  general  topics  but  his  province  is  to  keep  the  books 
and  leave  questions  of  state  to  the  grand  master  and  designated  com- 
mittees. 

Deplorable  Irregularities. 

Bro.  Paul  H.  Jeardeau  in  his  report  as  grand  lecturer  and  auditor 
discloses  a  grave  danger  to  the  craft  in  that  state.  He  presents  the 
matter  so  well  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  speak  for  himself.  He  says 
that— 

While  on  the  subject  of  irregularities,  I  cannot  overlook  what  Shiloh 
lodge  No.  I  naively  calls  "Ladies  Night."  It  appears  that  on  this  night 
the  members  bring  their  wives,  sisters  and  daughters.  On  the  last  oc- 
casion of  this  kind  held  during  the  past  year,  the  third  section  lecture  of 
the  E.A.  degree  was  given,  using  the  stereopticon  to  illustrate  the  same. 
This  proved  to  be  very  interesting  to  the  ladies,  and  one  who  was  there 
informed  me  that  they  were  very  much  interested  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  they  might  sometime  learn  more  of  the  work.  This  shows  a 
creditable  desire  for  light  on  the  part  of  the  ladies  so  favored,  and  it 
would  seem  as  though  their  wish  might  some  time  be  gratified  unless 
this  grand  lodge  expresses  its  disapproval  of  this  near  Mexican  masonry. 

Another  lodge,  so  I  was  informed  by  a  past  grand  officer  and  perma- 
nent member  of  this  grand  body,  made  a  mason  of  a  man  with  only 
one  hand  without  the  formality  of  even  asking  for  a  dispensation.  What 
next? 

If  lodges  are  thus  permitted  to  defy  the  landmarks,  or  common 
law  of  freemasonry,  what  may  be  expected  of  the  crop  of  masonic 
"progressives"  or  "insurgents"  that  will  inevitably  spring  up?  The  rec- 
ord does  not  disclose  that  the  serious  offenses  outlined  by  Brother  Jear- 
deau were  in  any  way  corrected  or  even  considered. 

The  grand  lodge  relief  fund  has  an  increase  from  $2,019.35  to 
^2,6s3.6y.  The  added  amount  is  from  the  interest  account.  A  monu- 
ment was  erected  and  unveiled  during  the  year  to  the  late  grand  sec- 
retary, Frank  Jared  Thompson,  who  was  a  masonic  product  of  Illinois. 

Will  be  Like  Other  People. 

Heretofore,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  foreign  correspondence 
has  been  restricted  to  a  mere  digest  of  the  laws  of  the  various  grand 
lodges.  It  was  decided  that  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  grand 
lodges  of  the  world  would  be  prepared  and  sent  out  with  the  proceed- 
ings hereafter.  This  will  add  a  new  element  of  interest  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  North  Dakota. 

The  committee  on  jurisprudence  held  that  "a  particular  lodge  can- 
not appropriate  money  with  the  object  of  condoning  charges  for  un- 
masonic  conduct  thereby."  This  language  may  be  a  little  hazy  but  it 
certainly  is    enunciating   a   correct   principle. 
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The  "committee  on  good  of  the  order"  presented  a  lengthy  report 
endorsing  "the  peace  movement  in  its  various  activities"  and  "the  bur- 
den of  tuberculosis  and  its  prevention."  These  subjects  in  their  techni- 
cal form  may  seem  a  little  foreign  to  the  scope  of  masonry  but  it  shows 
that  "the  committee  on  the  good  of  the  order"  had  its  heart  in  the 
right  place. 

The  death  of  John  M,  Pearson  and  John  C.  Smith,  past  grand 
masters  of  Illinois,  is  suitably  presented. 

Foreign  Relations. 

The  committee  on  foreign  relations  recommended  that  Norway  and 
York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  be  recognized.  This  was  approved.  Swiss 
grand  lodge  Alpina  was  put  on  the  waiting  list.  The  time  for  holding 
rejected  material  was  not  changed  from  one  year  to  five.  The  amend- 
ment was  voted  down.  The  annual  oration  was  by  Lawrence  G.  Moul- 
trie, the  grand  orator.  It  was  an  able  and  entertaining  address.  The 
opening  paragraph  will  suffice  to  show  the  soundness  of  the  brother's 
views.     He  says  that — 

Masonry  is  not  a  benevolent  organization,  although  it  dispenses  im- 
mense sums  every  year  in  benevolence.  Neither  is  it  an  organization 
for  mutual  defense  or  protection,  although  brotherly  love  and  brotherly 
service  are  among  its  prominent  teachings.  Least  of  all  is  it,  as  alas, 
some  misguided,  uninstructed  souls  have  from  time  to  time  been  pleased 
to  brand  it, — least  of  all  is  it  a  convivial  association,  although  it  believes 
in  cultivating  a  close  and  almost  family  union  among  its  members.  Ma- 
sonry is  first  and  foremost  and  emphatically  organized  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  MORALITY — of  humankind — in  the  fear  of  God  and  the  love 
of  men.  Its  foundation  stones  are  laid  on  the  Sacred  Law  of  God,  and 
only  upon  that  foundation  and  upon  none  other,  is  the  mason  from  the 
first  entrance  into  the  precincts  of  its  labors  taught  to  establish  a  temple 
of  character,  well  pleasing  to  God  and  acceptable  to  men. 

The  correspondence  report,  as  already  indicated,  is  a  mere  digest 
of  the  laws  of  other  grand  lodges. 

The  minutes  of  the  Masonic  Veterans  Association  are  given  place. 
This  meeting  is  held,  as  it  should  be,  in  connection  with  the  grand 
lodge.

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NOVA  SCOTIA— 1911. 

yi  Lodges.  ■  46TH  Annual.  6,223  Members. 

It  is  rather  a  singular  circumstance  that  ahnost  the  exact  number 
of  pages  are  taken  to  record  the  proceedings  of  this  grand  lodge  for 
191 1  as  were  required  for  the  year  1910.  A  book,  attractive  and  well 
printed,  embracing  about  500  pages  records  the  year's  work  of  masonry 
in  New  Scotia.  The  annual  was  convened  at  Halifax,  June  14.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  that  was  the  day  of  the  provincial  elections,  involving 
Canadian- American  reciprocity  and  the  control  of  the  affairs  of  Canada, 
the  grand  lodge  adjourned  for  one  week. 

The  work  was  taken  up  June  21,  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The  rep- 
resentative of  Illinois,  Bro.  Theo.  A.  Cossman,  was  present  and  took  an 
active  part  in  the  business  of  the  session.  In  order  to  expedite  the 
business  of  the  grand  lodge  the  grand  master  deemed  it  advisable  to  dis- 
pense with  divine  services  in  a  church.  The  year  before,  headed  by  a 
band,  the  grand  lodge  formed  in  procession  and  repaired  to  a  church 
and  were  regaled  with  an  eloquent  sermon.  There  was  no  want  of  re- 
ligious spirit  apparent  in  the  proceedings  even  though  the  religious  ex- 
ercises were  omitted. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Was  a  readable,  painstaking  document.  Grand  Master  Black  gave  a 
record  of  his  second  year's  work.  Later  it  is  shown  that  he  declined  re- 
election   believing   that    two    years    constitute    his    reasonable    service. 

Death  was  busy  in  Nova  Scotia.  Two  shining  marks  received  his 
"stinging  arrow.  Duncan  C.  Eraser^  past  grand  master  and  lieutenant 
governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  came  first.  Later  Rev.  Bro.  Frederick  M. 
Young,  grand  chaplain,  passed  into  the  eternal  beyond.  Still  another 
ripened  sheaf  was  garnered,  Rev.  Bro.  H.  D.  DeBlois,  who  had  been 
for  many  years  active  but  was  then  retired  as  "permanent  grand  chap- 
lain," was  called  to  his  reward. 

The  passing  of  past  grand  masters  of  Illinois,  John  M,  Pearson 
and  John  C.  Smith  is  duly  recorded.  At  the  previous  grand  lodge  ses- 
sion the  grand  master  was  instructed  to  appoint  a  "grand  historian." 
Unable  to  find  any  one  willing  to  undertake  the  arduous  task,  no  one  was 
chosen. 

Many   Decisions 

Were  reported — 19  in  all.  The  year  previous  few  were  given.  In  one 
the  grand  master  relegates  the  power  to  create  life  memberships  to  the 
several  lodges. 
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No.  10  is  as  follows — 

In  answer  to  the  question  from  a  lodge  in  regard  the  establish- 
ment of  a  chapter  of  the  "Order  of  the  Eastern  Star"  in  this  jurisdiction, 
I  concurred  in  the  action  of  my  predecessors,  believing  that  the  time 
has  not  yet  arrived  for  the  institution  of  this  order  in   this  jurisdiction. 

Why  should  the  Nova  Scotians  "shy"  at  so  helpful  an  institution  as 
the  Eastern  Star? 

The  grand  master  decides  that  a  dimitted  member  has  no  right  to 
visit  a  lodge.  In  Illinois  non-affiliates  are  given  one  year  of  grace.  If 
they  do  not  seek  membership  within  that  time,  they  are  then  barred 
from  lodge  privileges.     This  appears  sufficiently  severe. 

The  Masonic  Home 

After  one  year  had  eight  beneficiaries,  seven  men  and  one  woman.  The 
report  shows  a  successful  beginning  of  this  important  work.  Even  so- 
small  a  number  as  the  admissions,  makes  the  brethren  begin  to  think  of 
enlargement.  The  experience  of  others  is  that  it  takes  a  few  years  to 
reach  the  average  membership.  Evidently  it  will  grow  materially  for 
some  time.  The  superintendent  reports  the  wages  of  two  employes  at 
$1.50  per  week  each.  Help  must  be  pretty  cheap  in  New  Scotland.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  our  Illinois  homes  could  use  some  of  these  people, 
unless  their  service  is  as  poor  as  their  pay. 

The  committee  on  grievance  and  appeal  report  a  clean  score.  No 
complaints  were  submitted  during  the  year. 

S.  W.  Crabbe,  P.G.M.  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  F.  J.  G. 
Knowlton,  grand  treasurer  grand  lodge  of  New  Brunswick,  were  re- 
ceived with  suitable  honors.  "Bro.  Alfred  Anderson  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  other  brethren  from  Massachusetts"  were  admitted  and  cordially 
welcomed. 

One  feature  of  Nova  Scotia  grand  lodge  is  worthy  of  imitation  by 
Illinois.  In  closing,  all  joined  in  singing  the  "national  anthem."  Ma- 
sonry is  patriotic  in  its  teachings  and  the  fervor  of  our  brethren  would 
be  well  expended  in  singing,  "My  Country  'tis  of  Thee." 

The  Year's  Review 

Was  written  again  by  Thomas  Mowbray,  the  grand  secretary.  The  work 
is  well  done  and  the  report  is  very  interesting,  covering  proceedings  of 
62  grand  lodges.  Of  his  limited  space  the  reviewer  gives  Illinois  nearly 
four  pages.    He  says  of  Bro.  Ashley's  report  that — 

Almost  immediately  after  the  opening  ceremonies  were  concluded, 
instead  of  going  to  church  as  we  usually  do,  the  grand  master  delivered 
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what  we  generally  term  his  address,  but  which  here  is  stated  to  be  his 
annual  report.  It  is  brief,  for  such  a  large  jurisdiction,  but  covers  the 
ground  well  and  is  businesslike  in  every  detail. 

Illinois  masons  do  not  "go  to  church"  as  organizations  but  as  in- 
dividuals. Brother  Mowbray  says  that  "seven  masonic  schools  conducted 
by  grand  examiners  were  held  and  not  having  been  largely  attended 
must  have  been  most  beneficial."  Probably  the  brother  meant  to  say 
that  the  schools  were  largely  attended.  The  insertion  of  the  word  "not" 
was  evidently  an  error,  probably  of  the  printer  and  overlooked  by  the 
proofreader.  At  any  rate  the  schools  were  well  attended  and  there- 
fore most  beneficial. 

No   Use  for  Non- Affiliates. 

Quoting  Grand  Master  Ashley's  paragraph  on  non-affiliates  the  re- 
viewer adds  that — 

Like  the  grand  master  we  have  no  sympathy,  we  were  going  to  say 
no  respect,  for  these  non-affiliates  who,  when  it  is  advantageous  to  them 
and  costs  them  nothing,  try  to  pass  themselves  off  as  masons.  However, 
in  this  jurisdiction  by  constitutional  regulations,  we  have  clipped  their 
wings  so  that  no  more  are  they  seen  in  processions  or  occupying  seats 
of   honour  round  the  banquet  table.     Oh,   no,   that  day  is   over. 

Referring  to  questions  asked  of  our  grand  master,  Brother  Mowbray 
says — 

But  for  unm.itigated  gall,  in  this  connection  commend  me  to  the 
worshipful  master,  who  Avrote  the  grand  master  concerning  a  simple 
section  of  law,  but  said  that  he  knew  about  what  it  was  but  had  not 
time  to  look  it  up.  Now  that  certainly  passes  the  limit,  but  still  would 
you  believe  it  the  grand  master  was  good  natured. 

Regarding  the  special  report  on  Valle  de  Mexico,  presented  by  the 
Illinois  correspondent,  heartiest  approval  is  expressed  by  the  Nova  Scotia 
reviewer.  Congratulations  on  this  writer's  first  attempt  in  preparing  the 
report  on  correspondence  are  accepted  with  full  appreciation. 

"An  able  and  eloquent  oration  on  the  subject  of  masonry  was  de- 
livered by  the  grand  orator,  R.W.  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith"  is  the  grace- 
ful compliment  paid  to  our  eloquent  exponent  of  masonic  principles  and 
practice.

Buckeyedom  has  done  something  different.  The  proceedings  of  the 
annual  session  held  at  Dayton,  October  18  and  19,  opens  with  a  full 
page  picture,  showing  the  "Unbroken  line  of  20  past  grand  masters  of 
the  M.W.  grand  lodge  of  Ohio,  F.  and  A.M.,  on  October  19,  191 1." 
Among  these  is  found  Wm.  B.  Melish,  1896,  well  known  in  knight 
templar  circles  of  the  United  States.  The  strong  face  and  form  of 
Grand  Master  Kissell  further  adorns  the  handsome  volume. 

The  inevitable  welcome  on  behalf  of  Dayton  was  extended  by  the 
mayor.  Brother  Burkhardt.  To  this  P.G.M.  Sperra  fittingly  responded. 
Tracing  the  course  of  events  when  there  was  vigorous  opposition  to 
masonry  in  many  sections,  Brother  Sperra  said — • 

Within  miy  own  lifetime,  and  when  a  young  man,  I  sat  in  a  church 
with  my  mother  in  my  home  town  and  heard  the  order  attacked  by  the 
pastor  of  the  church,  on  the  occasion  of  a  masonic  funeral  held  in  the 
building;  and  yet  that  same  pastor  afterward  took  the  masonic  degrees. 
Men  ran  for  insignificant  public  offices  on  masonic  and  antimasonic  tick- 
ets, and  with  the  strength  of  the  antimasonic  tickets  largely  in  the 
ascendency.  Notwithstanding  all  this,  many  of  these  antimasonic  candi- 
dates in  this  same  community  received  the  three  degrees  of  masonry, 
and  many  more  would  have  gladly  done  so  had  it  been  possible  for  them 
so  to  do.  In  all  this  time  masonry  had  lifted  neither  voice  nor  hand, 
nor  effort,  in  a  spirit  of  vindictiveness,  retaliation,  or  punishment,  and 
could  never  be  honestly  accused  of  plotting  against  established  govern- 
ment or  advising  in  favor  of  public  or  private  wrong. 

Grand  Master's  Annual 
In  his  annual  address  the  grand  master  notes  the  death  of  "the  dean 
of  our  illustrious   corps  of  past  grand  masters,   M.W.   Bro.   Joseph    M. 
Goodspeed/'  who  served  as  grand  master  in  1884  and   1885.     The  depart- 
ure of  our  own  distinguished  mason,  John  C.  Smith,  is  mentioned. 

The  grand  master  refused  to  grant  all  dispensations  "to  confer  de- 
grees out  of  time,  to  ballot  at  special  meetings,  to  solicit  funds  to  aid 
in  the  erection  of  or  furnishing  of  masonic  halls  or  temples,  to  give 
masonic  fairs,  or  to  confer  degrees  upon  those  who  physically  cannot 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  grand  lodge."  There  is  one  state 
that  has  a  grand  master  with  a  level  head.     That  state's  name  is  Ohio. 

A  man  who  was  a  resident  of  Springfield,  O.,  slipped  over  to 
Canaan,  Ind.,  and  received  the  degrees.  It  did  not  take  the  two  grand 
masters  long,  after  the  facts  became  known,  to  have  the  lodge  at  Canaan 
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to  expel  him.  The  man  who  played  the  sharp  trick  did  not  find  it  the 
"happy  land  of  Canaan"  that  he  expected.  The  grand  master  refused 
permission  for  lodges  to  attend  religions  services  as  such.  He  encour- 
aged the  members  to  go  as  citizens  but  refused  to  permit  them  to  go 
as  masons.  He  says  that  "as  lodges  we  know  no  creed,  except  to  be- 
lieve in  God  and  to  be  good  men  and  true." 

Wanted  to  Improve  the  Work. 

It  was  found  by  the  grand  master  that  brethren  in  some  lodges 
were  adding  to  the  work  in  order  to  beautify  and  adorn  it.  They  in- 
sisted, if  they  gave  all  the  work  required  by  the  grand  lodge,  that  they 
were  perfectly  justifiable  in  adding  a  new  touch  here  and  there  to  make 
masonry  greater  and  better.  The  grand  master  failed  to  agree  with  them 
and  rendered  the  following  decision — 

Any  addition  to,  as  well  as  any  omission  from  the  work  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  ritual  adopted  by  this  grand  lodge,  is  in  violation  of  that 
part  of  resolution   lo  which  enjoins  conformity  to  said  ritual. 

By  approving  this  decision  the  grand  lodge  nipped  some  aspiring 
geniuses  in  the  bud. 

Some  Big  Outsiders. 

Ohio  still  indulges  in  the  pleasantry  of  introducing  a  number  of 
masons  who  hold  exalted  positions  in  bodies  other  than  masonic.  Scottish 
rite,  templar  and  other  functionaries  were  presented.  A  grand  lodge 
that  officially  recognizes  any  body  of  men  or  women,  other  than  those 
of  ancient  craft  masonry,  is  purchasing  several  brands  of  trouble.  The 
experience  of  Ohio  masons  with  Cerneauism  ought  to  have  taught  a 
better  lesson.  Except  as  tP  membership  in  some  masonic  lodge,  the 
members  of  any  other  fraternity  might  as  properly  be  presented.  The 
grand  sire  of  the  odd  fellows  or  the  supreme  chancellor  of  the  knights 
of  pythias,  if  a  mason,  could  with  equal  propriety  be  introduced  in  the 
grand  lodge  of  Ohio  in  his  official  capacity.  Why  not?  Templarism 
is  no  more  masonic  than  pythianism.  The  only  safe  course  is  to  let  all 
be  received  simply  as  masons, 

M.W.  Bro.  Wm.  B.  Melish  made  a  valuable  report  of  a  visit  to 
Europe  as  the  proxy  of  the  grand  master. 

The  committee  on  correspondence  made  an  interesting  special  re- 
port. This  gave  a  full  history  of  the  Mexican  changes.  The  committee 
recommended  that  the  recognition  heretofore  given  of  Valle  de  Mexico 
be  changed  to  the  "York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico."  The  report  was 
adopted. 
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Xo  Liquor  Men  for  Them. 

There  is  no  uncertain  tone  in  Ohio  on  the  liquor  question.  By  a 
unanimous  vote  the  following  was  adopted  as  an  amendment  to  the  code 

Section  58.  To  engage  in  the  selling  of  intoxicating  liquors  for 
beverage  purposes  is  a  masonic  offense  and  should  subject  an}-  brother 
so  offending  to  charges  and  expulsion:  it  should  also  be  a  disqualifica- 
tion for  initiation  or  affiliation  in  a  masonic  lodge. 

Something  most  unusual  occurred  at  the  time  of  installation  of  grand 
officers.  The  grand  master  announced  his  list  of  appointive  officers.  The 
record  then  reads  as  follows ; 

Objection  was  made  by  one  of  the  brethren  to  one  of  the  above 
named  officers,  and  a  m.otion  made  by  the  objecting  brother  that  the  ap- 
pointments be  approved  except  as  to  the  brother  to  whom  he  obiected. 
After  discussion  by  several  members  of  the  grand  lodge  the  motion  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  lost. 

Usually  no  one  is  brave  enough  to  make  objection,  even  if  he  de- 
sires to  do  so.  Unless  serious  defects  of  moral  character  are  disclosed 
there  is  little  danger  of  discord  being  projected  into  the  ranks  of  breth- 
ren who  should  '"'dwell  together  in  unitv." 


The  Annual  Review 

Comes  from  the  hand  of  P.G.^I.  Xelson  Williams,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  foreign  correspondence.  This  is  the  first  eft'ort  of  Brother 
Williams,  and  his  work  stands  four-square.  With  becoming  modesty 
he  assumes  a  place  so  long  and  ably  filled  by  the  late  Brother  Cunning- 
ham "who  stood  second  to  none  as  a  reviewer  of  the  proceedings  of 
other  grand  lodges."  Brother  Williams  is  extremely  lavish  with  the 
trite  editorial  "we."  Why  not  make  the  report  wholly  impersonal?  But 
if  the  pronoun  must  be  used  it  is  no  less  modest  to  use  "I." 

Illinois  for  1910  is  well  treated  in  three  and  one-half  pages  of  review 
and  comment.  Our  proceedings  are  referred  to  as  "a  volume  of  490 
pages  of  solid  matter."  The  good  brother  was  probably  mislead  by  the 
dift'erent  pagings  of  the  various  parts.     The  book  contained  613  all  told. 


Falling  Over  Each   Other. 

Brother  Williams  is  overwhelmed  by  the  large  number  of  grand 
lecturers,  district  deputj^  grand  masters  and  grand  examiners,  appointed 
by  the  Illinois  grand  master.     He  says — 

We  find  that  the  grand  master  appointed  fifty  district  deputy  grand 
masters,  twelve  past  grand  examiners,  thirteen  emeritus  grand  lecturers, 
and  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  grand  lecturers,  and  there  not  being  a 
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sufficient  number  of  the  latter,  he  appointed  thirty-seven  additional  ones. 
What  in  the  world  are  all  these  fellows  to  do?  It  seems  to  us  that  they 
will  be  so  thick  they  will  fall  over  each  other. 

Not  so.  Illinois  is  a  big  state  territorially  and  masonically.  If  the 
Ohio  reviewer  could  visit  one  of  our  five  schools,  held  each  year  by  the 
board  of  grand  examiners  and  assisted  by  the  grand  lecturers,  he  would 
quickly  learn  the  source  of  the  great  uniformity  and  beauty  of  the  stand- 
ard work.  Incidentally  he  would  see  that  there  is  a  place  for  each  and 
some  room  to  spare  for  others  to  come. 

The  fifty  district  deputy  grand  masters  are  the  direct  representatives 
of  the  grand  master  in  performing  the  executive  functions  of  his  great 
office. 

Brother  Bell  in  Evidence. 

The  Ohio  reviewer  saj's  that  "the  grand  master  could  not  attend  the 
Baltimore  conference  and  sent  P.G.M.  Bell  as  his  proxy,  and  M.W. 
Brother  Bell  seems  to  have  been  about  the  whole  push  down  at  Balti- 
more."    He  is  a  good  deal  of  the  "push"  at  home,  too. 

Regarding  our  two  great  institutions,  the  reviewer  says  that  "the 
establishment  of  two  Masonic  Homes  in  this  jurisdiction  gives  it  a  lead- 
ing position  among  the  grand  jurisdictions  of  the  world  in  its  provisions 
for  the  care  and  comfort  of  its  orphans  and  destitute  masons  and  ma- 
son's widows." 

Brother  Williams  is  concerned  oven  the  amendment  providing  for 
the  transfer  of  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another  by  certificate 
rather  than  dimit.  This  merely  amends,  in  some  minor  aspects,  a  law 
that  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  years.

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OKLAHOMA— 1912. 

408  Lodges.  4th  Annual.  20,000  Members. 

(Estimated.) 

The  age  of  this  grand  lodge  is  not  indicated  by  the  statement  above. 
Oklahoma  is  made  of  the  grand  lodges  of  Indian  Teritory,  29th  annual, 
and  Oklahoma  territory,  20th  annual.  This  records  the  proceedings  of 
the  consolidated  body,  made  when  the  two  territories  were  merged  into 
the  state  of  Oklahoma.  The  book  opens  with  a  picture  of  the  "Scottish 
Rite  temple,  Guthrie,  where  the  1913  convocation  will  be  held."  Why 
"convocation?"  Either  meeting,  communication  or  session  fits  much  bet- 
ter.    "Convocation"  smacks  of  another  body. 

A  single  page  gives  the  record  of  sixteen  "emergent  communica- 
tions" held  during  the  year. 

The  grand  master  thus  felicitates  the  craft — 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  peace  and  harmony  have 
prevailed  throughout  this  grand  jurisdiction;  that  but  little  discipline  has 
been  required ;  that  the  great  work  of  building  and  maintaining  our 
Masonic  Home,  was  neither  a  dream  nor  a  spasm,  but  a  living  idea,  and 
that  it  thrives  and  grows  in  the  hearts  of  the  brethren,  and  that  they 
may  be  safely  trusted  to  rally  to  its  support  and  meet  its  requirements. 
We  realized  in  the  beginning  that  a  hard  year  was  before  us,  and  the 
tax  upon  our  resources  heavy,  but  the  brethren  have  stood  by  their 
guns,  and  have  said  by  their  actions,  the  Home  must  and  shall  succeed. 

About  Dispensations. 

The  grand  master  was  so  liberal  as  to  grant  twenty-one  dispensa- 
tions "to  confer  degrees  out  of  time."  He  refused  to  be  a  party  to  the 
practice,  too  often  prevalent,  in  making  a  pneumatic  tube  of  the  lodge, 
through  which  to  shoot  men  into  so-called  "higher"  degrees.  He  says 
that— 

I  have  declined  to  grant  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time 
\vhen  the  only  reason  given  was  that  the  candidate  might  get  through  in 
time  to  take  Scottish  Rite  degrees  in  the  next  class.  I  think  a  man 
should  have  sufficient  time  to  digest  and  appreciate  the  three  degrees  of 
ancient  craft  masonry  before  going  further  and  we  should  guard  against 
letting  a  candidate  get  the  idea  that  all  of  the  good  in  masonry  is  in 
the  "higher  degrees." 

Quite  correct,  Brother  Eddleman. 

Grand  Master  Made  Law. 

The  decision  mill  was  used  quite  freely  in  grinding  out  twenty-nine 
cases.     It  was  held  that  a  brother,   who  had  waited   from   six  to  twelve 
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years,  after  being  elected  to  take  the  degrees  and  presenting  himself  for 
initiation,  had  no  right  to  complain,  if  the  fees  had  been  raised  in  the 
meantime.  He  also  decided  that  no  new  ballot  was  necessary.  That 
may  be  the  law  but  it  certainly  is  a  dangerous  practice. 

The  grand  lodge  overruled  a  decision  that  a  D.D.G.M.  could  open  a 
lodge  and  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  master  and  wardens.  It  would 
be  very  unsafe  and  unwise  to  allow  an  outsider  to  have  charge  of  the 
business  of  a  lodge  even  though  he  might  be  a  D.D.G.M.  He  could  only 
do  so  with  written  authority  from  the  grand  master  for  that  purpose. 

Use  of  Lodge  Funds. 

Very  properly  he  decided  that  the  trustees  of  a  lodge  have  no  right 
or  power  without  consent  of  the  lodge  to  donate  $75  of  lodge  funds  for 
the  erection  of  a  court  house.  Even  the  lodge  has  no  right  or  power 
to  divert  for  outside  purposes  trust  funds  paid  in  for  masonic  uses. 

So  long  as  fraternal  relations  are  broken  with  New  Jersey  brethren 
from  that  state  cannot  visit  in  Oklahoma.  The  negro  lodge  in  the  former 
state  caused  the  rupture.  The  grand  master  held  that  a  conviction  of  a 
crime  in  a  civil  court  could  not  be  used  in  evidence  in  a  masonic  trial. 
The  grand  lodge  reversed  him.  The  grand  master's  view  appears  to 
be  the  correct  one.  A  brother  should  be  tried  on  evidence,  not  on  court 
decisions. 

A  petitioner  who  had  been  elected  to  take  the  degrees  refused  "to 
be  prepared  and  conform  with  the  ceremonies  of  initiation."  The  grand 
master  held  that  he  was  "not  entitled  to  have  the  $15  accompanying  the 
petition  returned."  This  may  be  the  law  in  that  state,  but  keeping  his 
money  is  very  bad  policy.  The  man  who  should  take  every  step  of  his 
"own  free  will  and  accord"  will  always  feel  that  he  has  been  wronged. 

Properly  Proud  of  their  Home. 

The  grand  master  says  of  the  Masonic  Home — 

This  is  the  apple  of  our  eye,  the  core  of  our  hearts.  We  are  nroud 
of  our  Home  and  we  have  the  right  to  be.  We  are  faithful  and 
loyal  to  it  and  God  grant  we  ever  shall  be.  In  this  institution,  we 
are  building  for  time  and  eternity.  As  freemasons  of  this  generation, 
we  are  erecting  a  monument  more  durable,  more  creditable,  than  the 
finest  marble  shafts  that  wealth  can  purchase.  Generations  yet  unborn 
will  rise  up  to  call  us  blessed.  We  have  made,  are  making,  and  will 
continue  to  make,  sacrifices  for  the  Home,  but  brethren,  we  can  well 
afford  to  make  them..  Think  of  it !  The  children  of  our  deceased  broth- 
ers snatched  as  brands  from  the  burning,  cared  for,  educated  and  equipped 
for  the  battles  of  life,  they  go  forth  full  grown  men  and  women,  a  credit 
to  themselves,  to  the  community  and  to  us.       ' 
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Many  difficulties  beset  them  in  this  work.  The  Home  grounds  were 
bought  from  the  United  States.  The  payment  of  $25,000  and  interest 
was  made  but  the  resources  of  the  grand  lodge  would  not  enable  them  to 
make  the  next  payment  when  due.  A  special  act  of  congress  changed  the 
terms  and  gave  them  time  by  paying  in  installments.  Also  another  tract 
was  added  by  making  a  government  entry. 

Judging  from  the  report  of  the  board  of  control  of  the  Home,  farm 
operations  are  on  such  an  elaborate  scale  as  to  obscure  the  real  aim  to 
care  for  the  dependents  in  masonry.  The  "salary  of  farmers,"  "hay  and 
feed"  and  "seed"  mounted  up  to  the  sum  of  $8,045.78.  The  whole 
scheme  of  management  appears  most  intricate  and  complicated  this  far 
away.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  more  simple  and  economic  than  it 
looks. 

The  total  membership  in  the  Home  is,  boys  53,  girls  44,  men  10  and 
women  4 — total  iii. 

The  committee  on  "law  and  usage,"  corresponding  to  our  jurispru- 
dence, is  composed  of  all  past  grand  masters  in  attendance.  There  are 
thirty-three  of  these.  The  grand  master  thought  the  number  too  large 
and  recommended  that  it  be  five.     The  grand  lodge   refused  to  approve. 

How  Could  They  Use  so  Much? 

The  grand  master  made  the  following  almost  incredible  statement. 
He  said  that — 

The  grand  lodge  has  expended  for  the  dissemination  of  the  work 
about  ninety-five  hundred  dollars  in  the  last  two  years.  Subordinate 
lodges  have  paid  practically  the  same  amount,  and  in  addition  have  paid 
railroad  fare,  hotel  bills,  etc.,  so  that  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that,  all 
told,  as  much  as  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  for 
this  work  in  the  last  two  years.  Under  present  conditions  this  is  too 
heavy  a  tax. 

Steps  were  taken  to  reduce  this  enormous  outlay. 

Economic  not   Masonic. 

Bro.  Wm.  H.  Talmage,  the  grand  orator,  delivered  an  address  on 
the  theme,  "Prices,  Profits  and  Wages."  This  may  have  been  good 
economics,  but  it  had  as  little  to  do  with  masonry  as  a  president's  mes- 
sage confined  to  the  tariff.  The  brother  diagnosed  a  disease  in  our  body 
politic  but  confessed  that  he  had  no  remedy  to  suggest. 

Illinois  was  unrepresented. 

The  grand  secretary  and  grand  treasurer  may  be  good  men  to  keep 
the  records  and  the  money  but  they  are  usurpers  of  the  prerogatives  of 
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the  grand  master.  After  giving  in  almost  tiresome  detail  the  financial 
and  other  statistics,  they  cut  loose  in  suggestions  and  recommendations. 
The  grand  secretary  makes  six  recommendations.  The  following  is  a 
fair  sample — 

I  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  so  that  the  esoteric  work  of 
the  middle  chamber  lecture  and  the  third  section  of  the  lectures  of  the 
entered  apprentice  and  master  mason  degrees  could  be  given  to  as  many 
candidates  as  would  be  convenient. 

Coming  from  the  grand  master  this  would  be  proper  for  considera- 
tion, but  from  his  grand  clerk  it  is  scarcely  in  place. 

Yet,  from  the  pubHshed  proceedings  it  was  not  possible  for  this 
reviewer  to  extract  the  total  membership. 

Poor  "Mother"! 

The  grand  treasurer  tries  his  hand  at  lecturing  the  grand  lodge  as 
to  its  duties.    He  makes  excuses  as  follows; 

During  the  nearly  fourteen  years  I  have  been  your  grand  treasurer 
my  work  during  our  sessions  has  been  upon  committees,  outside  our 
tyled  threshold.  Not  in  any  one  of  these  years  have  I  asked  grand  lodge 
to  give  me  as  much  as  twenty  minutes  of  its  valuable  time,  but  this  year 
I  want  to  beg  your  indulgence.  I  want  you  to  ask  yourselves,  and  an- 
swer to  your  own  consciences,  "Whither  do  we  drift?"  "Why  this  im- 
petuous haste?"     "Are  we  forgetting  our  MOTHER?" 

He  is  much  alarmed  over  other  bodies  sapping  the  interest  in  the 
craft.    He  then  says — 

The  so-called  higher  degrees  are  all  right  only  so  long  as  they  do 
not  wean  us  away  from  the  blue  lodge.  Neither  the  chapter,  the  council, 
the  commandery,  the  Scottish  Rite,  nor  the  shrine  could  exist  without 
the  blue  lodge.  Neither  of  them  can  confer  upon  a  seeker  for  truths 
the  light  which  comes  alone  from  the  blue  lodge.  Brethren,  stick  to 
your  mother. 

True,  brother,  but  why  do  you  put  it  in  your  report  as  grand  treas- 
urer? Why  not  introduce  a  resolution,  or  run  for  grand  master  where 
yo  can  "speak  as  one  having  authority?"  Until  then,  better  see  that  the 
money  is  safely  kept  and  let  it  go  at  that.  He  then  launches  into  rec- 
ommendations about  constitutional  law  and  many  other  things  from  Dan 
to  Beersheba.  He  wants  the  report  of  the  committee  on  correspondence 
cut  out  to  save  expense. 

A  grand  treasurer  usually  is  a  pretty  busy  man  when  he  confines 
his  official  work  to  the  duties  of  his  own  position.  Our  Oklahoma 
brother,  however,  finds  time  to  do  considerable  grand  mastering,  as  well. 

Past  Grand  Master  Brown,  of  Kansas,  and  P.G.M.  Albert  G.  Wash- 
burn, of  Arkansas,  were  suitably  received  and  the  grand  honors  ac- 
corded, i 
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The  record  shows  that  "Bro.  Charles  S.  Lippincott,  33°  honorary, 
of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  was  introduced  to  the  M.W.  grand  lodge  and  enter- 
tained it  with  a  short  address."  What  does  the  grand  lodge  of  Okla- 
homa, or  of  any  other  state  or  province,  know  of  the  "33°  honorary"? 

The  Annual  Review 

Occupies  but  forty-two  pages  and  deals  with  forty-seven  grand  lodges. 
Bro.  Thos.  C.  Humphrey  is  the  committee  this  year.  His  report  is  brief 
and  pithy. 

The  review  of  Illinois  is  for  1910  with  M.W.  Albert  B.  Ashley^ 
grand  master,  "on  the  throne." 

The  writer  says  that  "the  orator,  Frank  G.  Smith,  delivered  an 
eloquent  and  poetic  address."  Brother  Humphry  says  that  the  corre- 
spondence report  "covered  445  pages  of  the  journal."  Either  your  vision, 
or  your  arithmetic,  is  bad.  The  review  of  Illinois  for  1910  covered  pre- 
cisely 249  pages  including  the  index. 

Very  complimentary  reference  is  made  to  Brother  Robbins  and  his 
work.

OREGON— 1911. 

126  Lodges.  6ist  Annual.  10,835  Members. 

Only  two  reports  of  grand  lodge  meetings  failed  to  come  in  time 
for  last  year's  review.  These  were  Tasmania  and  Oregon.  The  latter 
was  held  at  Portland,  June  14-16,  1911.  The  proceedings  did  not  reach 
the  Illinois  reviewer  until  November  9,  191 1,  almost  five  months  after- 
ward. Consequently,  Oregon  did  not  appear  in  the  191 1  report.  There 
must  have  been  a  brake  set  somewhere  in  the  machinery  of  the  grand 
secretary's  office  or  of  the  official  printer.  The  proceedings  under  review 
disclose  a  very  vigorous  regime,  little  in  harmony  with  the  delay  in  get- 
ting out  the  proceedings. 

The  volume  opens  with  a  fine  picture  of  Grand  Master  Charles  E. 

Wolverton,  who    for  years   was   chief  justice  of   the   supreme  court  of 

Oregon.     Now,  he  graces  the  federal  bench  to  which,  by  appointment  of 
the  president,  he  has  been  elevated. 
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That  ancient  joke,  "ordered  by  the  M.W.  grand  master  that  the  pro- 
•ceedings  be  read  in  each  lodge  immediately  after  the  receipt  thereof," 
encumbers  the  title  page.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  even  one 
lodge  ever  obeyed  this  order. 

Bro.  W.  T.  Wright,  representing  Illinois,  is  recorded  as  present. 

The  Grand  Master 

In  his  annual  address  opens  in  a  minor  key.  The  death  of  two  past 
grand  masters  and  a  past  grand  treasurer  first  challenges  attention.  One 
of  these  for  years  has  been  the  able  foreign  correspondent.  This  was 
John  M.  Hodson.  "His  masonic  wisdom  was  so  replete  that  his  advice 
and  counsel  were  widely  sought"  was  a  part  of  the  tribute  paid  to  the 
-distinguished  departed  craftsman. 

The  death  of  our  own  past  grand  masters,  Bros.  John  M.  Pearson 
and  John  C.   Smith,  received  suitable  attention. 

Recognition  heretofore  accorded  to  Valle  de  Mexico  was  passed 
over  to  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico. 

Jews  not  Hebrews 

Attention  was  called  to  "the  treatment  of  Hebrews  in  Russia."  Ref- 
erence is  probably  intended  to  be  made  to  that  unfortunate  religious 
hody,  for  2,000  years  properly  known  as  Jews.  They  may  be  designated 
as  the  descendents  of  Israel  and  called  the  children  of  Israel  or  Israelites, 
but  Hebrew  has  only  been  used  when  properly  applied  to  designate  a 
language  which  was  dead  even  before  the  Christian  era  began.  The 
Aramaic  was  the  language  of  the  people  in  the  days  of  Christ  and 
came  from  a  crossing  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew.  It  is  entirely  in  keeping 
with  the  spirit  of  masonry  to  be  concerned  about  the  oppression  of  the 
Jews  in  Russia.  They  have  felt  the  heel  of  the  tyrant.  Masonry  looks 
to  the  relief  of  suffering  through  wrong,  to  the  borders  of  the  earth. 

The  grand  master  used  the  power  of  dispensation  sparingly  and  al- 
lowed fixed  law  to  run  its  stated  course. 

A  New  Breed. 

.Oregon  has  been  infested  with  the  clandestines.  Some  thrifty  money 
makers  have  been  promoting  several  new  brands  of  masonry.  They 
furnish  and  confer  degrees  from  the  ist  to  the  96th.  This  is  spreading 
out.  It  has  been  considered  that  the  33rd  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  was  the 
apex  of  anything  within  gun-shot  of  masonry.  It  seems  that  this  Pacific 
state  was  the  scene  of  still  "higher   (?)    degrees."     Grand  Master  Wol- 
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VERTON  interdicted  intercourse  with  any  except  members  of  legitimate 
lodges.  In  addition,  a  law  was  secured  from  the  legislature  of  the  state 
for  the  protection  of  secret  and  fraternal  societies  from  fraud  and  im- 
postors. This  law  appears  in  the  Session  Laws  of  Oregon  for  191 1. 
The  grand  master  further  says  that  from  documents  before  him — 

It  would  appear  that  there  is  a  persistent  and  deep-seated  attack 
upon  York  Rite  symbolic  masonry,  as  it  exists  in  every  state  in  the 
union,  and  that  the  purpose  is,  if  possible,  to  supplant  the  York  Rite 
with  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  a  spurious  Scottish  Rite  at  that,  under  the 
pretense  of  a  desire  to  establish  universal  masonry,  with  a  uniform 
ritual. 

He  recommends  a  special  committee  to  set  forth  a  short  history  of 
York  Rite  masonry.  "It  would  serve  as  a  light  by  which  members  of  the 
craft  would  avoid  affiliation  with  clandestine  masons  of  all  pretended 
orders."  Such  a  committee  was  appointed  and  its  report  will  be  most 
valuable. 

Oregon  Law 

As  announced  in  the  rulings  of  the  grand  master  is  largely  of  local 
character.  Thirteen  decisions  are  reported.  Where  a  man  had  moved 
and  had  not  gained  a  residence  in  his  new  location,  the  lodge,  from  the 
jurisdiction  from  which  he  went,  could  not  grant  a  waiver  because  it  had 
no  claim  on  him.  He  must  wait  until  he  acquires  a  new  residence.  A 
removal  leaves  the  applicant  without  a  residence  for  the  time  being. 

They  Want  no  Home. 

The  lodges  of  Oregon  voted  down  the  proposition  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  Masonic  Home.  The  vote  stood  as  follows ;  in  favor  35, 
against  44,  and  failing  to '.take  action  zi-  On  the  strength  of  this  referen- 
dum the  grand  lodge  abandoned  the  effort  to '  provide  shelter  for  the 
needy  and  dependent  ones.  There  has  been  accumulated  a  large  fund  for 
this  purpose  but  it  will  now  be  kept  and  the  proceeds  used  in  sporadic  ef- 
forts to  relieve  the  distressed.  With  a  good  home  the  present  10.000 
membership  would  double  in  a  few  years,  when  good  men  saw  the  rich 
fruitage  of  masonic  endeavor. 

The  grand  master  closes  a  strong  address  with  these  words,  "The 
world  is  getting  better  the  while  we  move  on  and  I  feel  assured  that 
masonry  is  doing  its  part  in  the  struggle." 

Some  New  Features. 

The  grand  lodge  after  due  care  and  consideration,  adopted  a  new 
code  of  laws.     A  few  new  things  are  found  therein. 

I.  Each  grand  warden  is  to  receive  a  salary  of  $300.  What  can  he 
do  to  earn  it? 
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2.  The  deputy  grand  master  is  made  appointive  instead  of  elective. 
He  acts  as  the  representative  of  the  grand  master  only.  In  case  of  the 
death  or  removal  of  the  grand  master  he  does  not  succeed  him.  Pre- 
sumably the  wardens  are  in  line  in  case  of  vacancy. 

3.  The  committee  on  judiciary  is  elected.  The  term  is  five  years, 
one  being  elected  each  year. 

A  committee  from  the  grand  chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  appeared 
and  the  grand  lodge  was  called  to  refreshment  that  they  might  be  re- 
ceived. They  presented  the  greetings  of  the  members  of  the  Star.  Af- 
ter the  ladies  retired  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  return  the 
visit  and  convey  the  good  wishes  of  the  grand  lodge  to  the  grand 
chapter. 

The  grand  orator  was  absent  and  could  not  furnish  his  address. 
None,  therefore,  was   printed. 

A  request  for  representatives  to  a  masonic  congress  at  Rome  came 
from  the  "Grand  Orient  of  Italy."  The  grand  lodge  found  it  "inexpedi- 
ent to  accredit  representatives  to  the  congress."  Masonry  should  be 
universal  so  far  as  legitimacy  and  regularity  can  be  found. 

Provision  was  made  for  a  card  certificate  to  be  used  as  documentary 
evidence.  It  is  in  almost  the  exact  form  now  under  consideration  by 
the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois. 

The  New   Correspondent 

Succeeding  the  late  P.G.M.  Hodson  is  David  P.  Mason.  Although  the 
brother  promises  the  virtue  of  brevity  in  his  review,  yet  he  occupies  149 
pages.  He  summarizes  and  does  not  comment.  Much  is  lost  when  a 
well-skilled  writer  deprives  his  readers  of  valuable  constructions  and 
opinions  on  current  topics.  Brother  Mason  certainly  has  the  poetic  in- 
stinct highly  developed.  All  through  his  report  gems  of  verse  sparkle 
and  glitter  as  the  result  of  his  cullings  from  various  sources.  Two  of 
these  are  taken  from  our  grand  orator's  production. 

Brother  Mason  was  limited  in  time  and  regrets  that  he  could  not 
have  put  more  upon  his  review. 

Sorry  There  is  to  be  No  Home. 

He  deeply  deplores  the  decision  of  the  Oregon  lodges  not  to  estab- 
lish a  Masonic  Home.  He  feels  that  masonry  never  can  accomplish  her 
full  mission  until  the  needs  of  the  unfortunate  have  provision  made  for 
them.     This  significant  paragraph  closes  an  excellent  report. 

There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  order  that  so  many 
are  flocking  to  its  standard.     I  attribute  this  largely  to  the  fact  that  there 
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are  so  many  societies  of  comparatively  recent  origin  which  are  sought 
after  on  account  of  attractive  features  in  the  way  of  insurance  and  other 
temporal  benefits,  but  they  fail  to  satisfy  the  intellectual  part  and  they 
turn  to  us  as  a  last  resort  thinking  that  perhaps  we  can  teach  them  this 
something  that  will  appeal  to  the  heart  rather  than  to  the  purse,  and  in 
this  I  hope  they  are  not  disappointed. 

About  Illinois 

Little  is  said,  except  to  put  in  brief  summary  the  various  acts  and  doings 
of  our  grand  lodge.  Hearty  approval  may  be  inferred  from  the  refer- 
ence made  to  grand  master's  reference  to  voluntary  non-affiliates. 

The  reviewer  almost  breaks  his  rule  regarding  expression  of  his 
views  as  well  as  reporting  the  facts.     He  says — 

Did  space  permit  we  could  quote  at  length  from  the  eloquent  and 
able  address  of  Bro.  Frank  G.  Smith,  grand  orator,  from  the  interesting 
reports  of  the  Masonic  Homes,  and  from  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
obituaries.  The  orator  among  many  helpful  thoughts,  emphasizes  the 
one  of  fidelity  to  our  daily  work. 

Then  a   full  page  quotation   from   Brother   Smith's  oration   appears. 

ScoTT''s  Alias  is  Jenkins. 

Referring  to  last  year's  report  on  correspondence  the  good  brother 
got  off  on  the  wrong  trail  as  to  the  Illinois  correspondent.    He  says  that — 

Bro.  John  T.  Jenkins  presents  a  delightfully  written  report  on  foreign 
correspondence.  He  has  the  report  on  each  grand  jurisdiction  arranged 
under  heads  in  a  very  attractive  and  readable  way.  In  fact  the  whole 
book  of  Illinois  proceedings  is  printed  in  splendid  shape. 

Who  can  this  John  T.  Jenkins  be  who  writes  the  Illinois  review 
of  1910?  Some  mistake,  Brother  Mason,  The  correspondent's  name  is 
not  spelled  and  pronounced  that  way  here  at  home.

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OREGON— 1912. 

127  Lodges  62Nd  Annual.  11,410  Members. 

(The  191 1  proceedings  of  Oregon  came  after  this  review  for  1912 
had  been  written.) 

Through  some  oversight,  or  other  cause,  the  proceedings  of  Oregon 
for  191 1  did  not  reach  the  Illinois  reviewer.  This  is  regrettable  as  there 
are  always  points  of  interest  lost  to  the  Illinois  craft  where  there  is 
such  an  omission.  The  session  of  1912  was  held  at  Portland,  June  12-14. 
The  record  shows  progress.  There  were  new  lodges  formed  and  a  net 
gain  of  574  members. 

A  special  session  was  held  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  Reed  College 
at  Portland. 

At  the  annual  Illinois  was  represented  by  Bro.  Wm.  T,  Wright,  the 
regular  ambassador. 

The  grand  master,  in  his  address,  says  that  the  interests  of  the  fra- 
ternity require  the  entire  time  of  the  presiding  officer  and  that  he  should 
"visit  every  lodge  in  his  jurisdiction."  This  might  be  done  with  the  127 
lodges  in  Oregon.  Wth  only  365  days  and  over  800  lodges  in  Illinois 
the  grand  master,  to  accomplish  this,  would  have  to  multiply  himself  by 
about  ten. 

Grand  Master  Baldwin  well  says — 

I  fear  we  are  in  danger  of  becoming  "purse  proud."  Rather  let  us 
extend  the  beneficent  influences  of  masonry  as  far  as  our  means  and  op- 
portunities will  permit.  We  will  thus  best  serve  the  great  purposes  of 
our  fraternity  and  more  clearly  demonstrate  our  usefulness  as  a  factor 
in  the  scheme  of  civilization. 

Opinions  not  Decisions. 

The  grand  master  in  his  modesty  reports  opinions  rather  than  deci- 
sions. There  is  difference,  too,  in  this  distinction.  By  this  the  writer 
is  reminded  of  an  incident  in  which  the  late  Bro.  J.  H.  C.  Dill  figured 
as  a  principal.  During  the  absence  of  the  grand  master,  who  resided  in 
the  same  city  with  Brother  Dill,  the  grand  secretary,  a  telegram  came 
to  the  grand  master  asking  a  question.  To  facilitate  matters  and  accom- 
modate the  lodge  submitting  the  question,  Brother  Dill  wired  an  an- 
swer. The  grand  master  on  his  return,  not  knowing  that  Brother  Dill 
had  answered  the  message,  replied  giving  the  lodge  instructions  exactly 
the  reverse  of  what   Brother  Dill  had   said.     On   learning  this   Brother 
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Dill  dryly  remarked,  "Well,  that  shows  the  difference  between  an  opin- 
ion and  a  decision." 

Brother  Baldwin's  first  "opinon"  is  that  "the  ceremonies  should  not 
be  abridged  for  the  sake  of  saving  time."  This  refers  to  the  conferring- 
of  degrees.  He  then  adds — "They  should  be  made  as  impressive  as  pos- 
sible, and  no  careless,  slip-shod  work  should  be  permitted." 

Mixed  Funerals. 

Brother  Baldwin  further  says  that — 

I  would  grant  to  the  Eastern  Star  every  privilege  not  inconsistent 
with  the  law  and  established  customs  of  masonry,  but  as  the  burial  of  a 
brother  is  strictly  masonic  work,  and  as  the  lodge  is  at  labor  during  the 
whole  service,  it  is  not  proper  or  permissible  to  permit  anyone  not  a 
mason  to  take  part  in  the  funeral  ceremonies,  except  the  clergy. 

In  another  opinion  he  holds  the  sound  position  that  a  lodge  cannot 
participate  in  joint   funeral  ceremonies. 

The  grand  master  reports  the  issuing  of  a  commission  to  "Frank 
F.  Locke,  as  grand  representative  of  this  grand  lodge,  residing  near  the 
grand  lodge  of  Illinois." 

The  record  shows  that  nineteen  past  grand  masters  were  present.. 
Truly,  the  "has  beens"  of  that  commonwealth  do  not  forsake  the  as- 
sembling of  themselves  together  with  their  brethren. 

Much   Property  but  no  Home. 

The  report  of  a  special  committee  on  valuation  of  grand  lodge 
property  shows  an  estimate  on  the  masonic  building  at  Portland  of 
$500,000.  Further,  there  is  a  "masonic  building  association"  in  which  the 
grand  lodge  owns  and  controls  values  to  the  amount  of  $132,250.  Against 
this,  there  appear  to  be  obligations  in  the  sum  of  $18,000. 

Notwithstanding  this  excellent  financial  showing,  the  records  of  the 
Oregon  grand  lodge  do  not  disclose  a  single  provision  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  needy  brother,  his  widow  and  orphan.  There  may  be 
such  but  the  proceedings  do  not  tell  about  it. 

The  grand  orator,  Stephen  A.  Lowell,  gave  a  very  carefully  pre- 
pared address,  dwelling  mainly  on  the  historical  aspects  of  masonry. 
The  origin  of  the  fraternity  appeared  to  be  his  quest  but  like  many  oth- 
ers he  conceded  that  it  was  hid  in  obscurity. 

Eastern  Star  Persona  Grata. 

An  official  visit  was  made  by  a  committee  from  the  grand  chapter  of 
the  Eastern  Star.     The  grand  master  called  to  refreshment  and  the  good' 
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sisters  were  admitted.  Felicitations  were  exchanged ;  bouquets,  both 
verbal  and  floral,  were  presented  and  a  general  good  time  was  enjoyed. 
Mrs.  Baldwin  presented  to  the  grand  master  the  token  prepared  by  the 
grand  chapter.  In  receiving  it  the  grand  master  embraced  and  kissed 
Mrs.  Baldwin,  but,  as  she  was  his  wife,  no  one  found  fault.  Evidently 
masonry  and  the  Eastern  Star  are  on  pretty  friendly  terms  in  Oregon, 

On  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  correspondence  Porto  Rico 
was  placed  on  the  accredited  list. 

The  Masonic  Club  of  London — whatever  that  is — was  recognized. 
The  grand  master  said  it  had  "honorable  parentage  and  because  its  avowed 
purposes  harmonize  so  well  with  our  professions  of  universal  brother- 
hood," So  they  took  it  in.  It  will  hardly  do  to  recognize  everything 
with  "honorable  parentage"  and  that  is  not  in  discord  with  universal 
brotherhood.  Grand  Master  Mock,  of  Idaho,  was  given  the  glad-hand 
greeting. 

The  Annual  Review 

Embracing  236  pages  is  the  second  from  the  hand  of  the  venerable  David 
P,  Mason,  P,G,M,  He  says  that  "our  order  is  growing  rapidly  and, 
were  it  not  for  the  fear  of  being  considered  pessimistic,  I  would  say  far 
too  rapidly  for  the  permanent  good  of  the  order."  He  then  most  wisely 
adds — 

The  institution  of  Freemasonry  should  be  sought,  and  not  seek  its 
votaries,  as  I  fear  is  too  often  the  case,  especially  among  some  of  the 
younger  element,  who  seem  to  think  that  numbers  are  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  success ;  and  while,  in  a  sense,  that  is  true,  yet  those  numbers 
should  never  be  acquired  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  non-observance  of  the 
ancient  usages,  customs  and  landmarks  of  our  venerable  and  time  honored 
institution. 

Brother  Mason  thoroughly  summarizes  the  Illinois  proceedings  with 
little  comment  and  with  copious  quotation.  He  calls  the  report  on  obitu- 
aries "really  beautiful  and  thought  stimulating."  A  half-page  clipping 
as  an  illustration  then  follows. 

After  a  large  extract  he  says  that  "the  oration  delivered  by  the 
grand  orator,  Rev.  W.  W.  Wilson,  is  as  entertaining  and  eloquent  as 
any  we  ever  read." 

"Proceedings  of  the  association  of  past  grand  masters"  close  the 
volume.  Little  was  done  by  the  P.G.M.'s  except  elect  officers  and  attend 
"the  annual  dinner.

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PENNSYLVANIA— 1911. 

485  Lodges.  125TH  Annual.  100,765  Members. 

The  Keystone  grand  lodge  is  one  of  the  few  American  bodies  that 
holds  quarterly  sessions.  During  191 1  there  are  reported  meetings  in 
March,  June.  September  and  December.  The  annual  comes  St.  John's 
day,  December  ^^j. 

At  the  meeting  in  March  the  grand  lodge  relinquished  its  claim  to  a 
bequest,  because  a  daughter  of  the  deceased  brother  was  in  need  of  the 
sum  which  would  not  enrich  the  grand  lodge,  but  the  lack  of  which 
might  impoverish  the  daughter. 

The  event  of  the  year  was  the  celebration  of  the  125th  anniversary 
of  the  independent  existence  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Pennsylvania.  Effort 
was  made  to  secure  the  attendance  of  the  grand  master  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  England,  from  which  sprang  the  Pennsylvania  grand  body.  The 
Duke  of  Connaught  was  unable  to  accept  the  urgent  invitation  as  he 
had  so  recently  come  to  Canada  to  assume  the  duties  of  governor- 
general.  A  galaxy  of  distinguished  representatives  of  other  grand  juris- 
dictions graced  the  occasion  with  their  presence.  Virginia,  New  Hamp- 
shire, West  Virginia,  District  of  Columbia,  Utah,  Delaware,  Michigan, 
Washington,  and  Connecticut  were  in  evidence. 

Illinois   was  There. 

Illinois  held  a  prominent  place  in  the  festivities  of  this  occasion  by 
the  presence  of  Bro.  Henry  T.  Burnap,  senior  grand  warden,  who  rep- 
resented the  grand  master. 

President  Taft  was  compelled  to  send  his  regrets  because  of  his 
pre-arranged  western  trip.  The  distinguished  Irish  craftsman,  Chetwode 
Crawley,  was  not  able  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Ire- 
land. A  banquet  closed  the  day.  There  were  570  guests  at  the  tables. 
Many  excellent  speeches  were  made  but  none  was  reported. 

On  October  23  the  grand  lodge  in  special  session  laid  to  rest  with 
fitting  ceremonies,  William  A.   Sinn,  grand   secretary  since  1896. 

At  the  December  quarterly  grand  officers  were  elected,  though  not 
installed  until  the  annual  December  2j. 

A   Vast   Fraternal   Enterprise. 

The  development  and  equipment  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Elizabeth- 
town   are   proceeding  on    a   very   extensive   scale.      The   original   site   pur- 
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chased  consisted  of  the  vast  tract  of  966  acres.  In  order  to  straighten 
the  boundaries  some  small  pieces  of  land  were  added  during  the  year. 
Truly  the  scope  of  the  Home's  usefulness  is  not  circumscribed.  It  is 
for  dependent  masons,  their  wives,  widows,  mothers,  sisters  and  orphan 
children.  Pennsylvania's  heart  is  as  big  as  its  great  territory  and  plethoric 
treasury.  The  Home  authorities  were  authorized  to  borrow  $100,000  to 
carry  out  the  gigantic  plans  now  under  way.  One  new  step  is  to  build  at 
the  Home  the  "Grand  Lodge  Hall"  at  a  cost  of  $377,145.  The  contract 
was  let  at  that  figure.  Plans  have  been  also  approved  "for  building  a  road 
from  the  railroad  to  'Grand  Lodge  Hall'  and  hospital,  storm  water  sew- 
ers, grading  grounds,"  etc.  Estimated  cost  of  completing  this  system  is 
$60,000.  They  did  not  stop  here.  "Power  plant,  laundry^  department, 
heating  and  ventilating  system,  conduits,  railroad  siding  and  other  nec- 
essary work  and  equipping  the  same,"  were  let  to  lowest  bidder  at  $120,- 
000.  These  figures  to  people  of  modest  means  are  almost  sensational. 
More  than  $500,000  in  this  work  of  extension  of  the  Home  plant  together 
with  the  original  investment  must  constitute  the  record  for  grand  ma- 
sonic charities. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  "Grand  Lodge  Hall"  was  laid  September  26, 
191 1.  There  were  3,600  masons  present.  The  entire  attendance  was  esti- 
mated at  8,000  people. 

So  far  but  fifty-three  "guests"  are  at  the  Home.  Permit  a  question. 
Why  call  them  by  such  transient  name  as  "guests"?  They  are  members, 
permanent  members  of  the  great  Masonic  Home  family  of  the  sturdy 
old  state  of  the  Quakers. 

The  record  for  the  year  closes  with  the  recital  of  the  doings  of  the 
125th  "annual  grand  communication"  held  December  27,  191 1.  At  this 
came  the 

Address   of  the   Grand  Master 

In  review  of  his  year's  work.     Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that — 

In  the  late  political  campaign,  some  members  of  the  fraternity,  for- 
getful of  their  obligations,  attempted  to  make  use  of  their  masonic  con- 
nection to  promote  their  political  interests. 

In  many  cases  circulars  bearing  masonic  emblems  and  the  fraternal 
records  of  candidates  were  freely  distributed. 

In  Philadelphia  three  papers  published  articles  urging  masons  to 
vote  for  certain  candidates  because  of  their  masonic  standing.  One  of 
these  was  a  masonic  (?)  publication.  It  took  an  entire  page  to  present 
the  masonic  achievements  of  the  brother  whose  election  was  urged.  The 
grand  master  truly  says  that  "any  member  of  the  fraternity  whose  ma- 
sonry is  more  than  a  name,  knows  that   such  conduct   as   this  is  unma- 
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sonic."  The  conclusion  of  the  grand  master  is  that  "we  cannot  be  too 
vigilant  and  severe  in  checking  such  attempts  to  use  the  fraternity  im- 
properly." In  addition  all  masons  should  see  that  a  candidate  resorting 
to  such  methods  is  defeated.     Every  mason  should  vote  against  him. 

The  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  v^as  not  considered  as  fit 
for  recognition.  The  committee  to  which  the  application  was  referred 
did  not  regard  it  worth  attention  until  further  fitness  can  be  shown. 

A  question  of  jurisdiction  arose  over  a  man  seeking  admission  to 
Star  in  the  East  Lodge  No.  i66,  of  Rockford,  111.  Grand  Master  Guthrie 
held  that  the  jurisdiction  was  in  Pennsjdvania  and  Grand  Master  Dar- 
RAH,  after  investigation,  concurred. 

Many   Decisions 

Were  reported.  j\Iost  of  these  were  as  to  the  merest  details.  A  peti- 
tioner was  elected.  Before  he  was  initiated  he  lost  the  forefinger  of  his 
left  hand.  The  grand  master  barred  him.  Why?  He  could  comply  with 
all  requirements.  It  was  held  that  the  auditing  committee  of  a  lodge 
could  not  hold  a  meeting  for  its  work  in  a  saloon.  "Such  a  committee 
is.  in  a  measure,  a  part  of  the  lodge." 

The  grand  master  said  that  "an  ofificer  of  a  lodge  subordinate  to 
this  grand  lodge  has  no  right  to  correspond  with  the  grand  lodge  of  an- 
other jurisdiction  on  masonic  subjects  without  the  authority  of  the  grand 
master." 

The  following  is  as  sound  law  in  Illinois  as  in  Pennsylvania. 

Advertisements  in  newspapers  and  periodicals  of  the  names,  num- 
bers, and  places  of  meeting,  as  well  as  a  list  of  officers  of  subordinate 
lodges,  are  positively  prohibited. 

Correct   again. 

It  is  the  law  in  this  jurisdiction  that  a  masonic  lodge  must  not  be 
opened  on   Sunday   for  any  purpose  whatever. 

If  a  funeral  of  a  deceased  brother  is  called  for  Sunday,  the  members 
may  meet  at  the  lodge  room  and  proceed  from  there  to  the  funeral,  but 
a  lodge  must  not  be  opened. 

Must  Close  at  Midnight. 

Grand  Master  Guthrie  "refused  permission  for  a  lodge  to  occupy 
the  banquet  room  later  than  12  p.  m."  He  adds — "That  is  the  close  of 
the  day  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  brethren  should  not  be  on  their 
way  home  by  that  time." 

The  new  grand  master  was  appalled  when  he  found  1.400  decisions 
since  1856  "staring  him  in  the  face.*'     He  thinks  every  possible  construe- 
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tion  of  the  Ahiman  Rezon  (like  our  blue  book)  has  been  made  and  in- 
dicates that  he  will  not  add  to  the  multitude  of  decisions.  He  talks  like 
a  very  sensible  man. 

For  true  religion  and  undefiled  Pennsylvania  ought  to  excel.  There 
were  fifteen  grand  chaplains  installed.  These  ought  to  be  able  to  keep 
the  brethren  in  the  straight  and  narrow  path,  if  much  praying  can  do 
this. 

The  Review  of  Grand  Lodges    . 

Conies  from  the  skilled  hand  of  Bro.  James  M.  Lamberton.  It  requires 
324  pages  to  tell  the  story  of  world  masonry  as  seen  by  this  Pennsyl- 
vania writer.     The  tale  is  full  of  interest  and  profit  at  home  and  abroad. 

He  notes  the  death  of  the  two  eminent  British  freemasons,  William 
J.  Hughan  and  Henry  Sadler,  "both  of  whom  the  writer  numbered 
among  his  friends."  The  definite  formation  of  the  George  Washington 
Memorial  Association  is  given  as  "the  most  important  matter  of  general 
masonic  interest  in  this  country  during  the  year." 

Brother  Lamberton  gives  the  following  as  a  most  striking  case  of 
family  work  in  the  fraternity.     He  says  that — 

From  time  to  time,  in  reading  the  various  proceedings,  we  come  upon 
cases  where  a  father  has  conferred  a  degree  upon  his  son.  We  very  much 
doubt  if  the  following  can  be  duplicated  anywhere:  At  a  stated  meeting 
of  Oakland  Lodge  No.  535,  held  at  the  masonic  temple  in  Pittsburgh,  in 
this  jurisdiction,  on  November  7,  1910,  the  degree  of  master  mason  was 
conferred  by  Bro.  Isaac  E.  Isaacs,  past  master,  as  master,  assisted  by  his 
eldest  son,  Bro.  Eleazer  Isaacs,  as  senior  warden ;  his  second  son,  Bro. 
Abraham  S.  Isaacs,  past  master,  as  junior  warden;  his  third  son,  Bro. 
Henry  S.  Isaacs,  past  master,  as  guide ;  his  fourth  son,  Bro.  Arthur  S. 
Isaacs,  as  senior  deacon;  his  fifth  son,  Bro.  Leo.  Isaacs,  a  junior  deacon, 
upon  his  sixth  son,  Bro.  Louis  Isaacs. 

Illinois  Appreciated. 

Evidently  the  Pennsylvania  reviewer  thinks  well  of  Illinois.  He 
quotes  liberally  from  our  grand  officers  and  especially  from  Grand  Mas- 
ter Ashley.     He  says — 

The  annual  report  of  the  grand  master,  whose  familiar  features  are 
reproduced  in  the  frontispiece,  shows  another  year  of  faithful,  efficient 
labors.  He  reported  the  death  of  Most  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Master 
Bro.  John  Corson  Smith,  and  of  Right  Worshipful  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Bro.  Charles  Fisher,  both  natives  of  Pennsylvania.  Brother 
Smith  was  one  of  the  best  known  American  masons,  and  his  loss  will  be 
widely  felt. 

Brother  Ashley's  reference  to  "Masonry  and  Religion"  is  given  in 
full  and  with  hearty  approval.     Brother  Burnap's  report  of  his  visit  as 
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representative  of  the  grand  master  to  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  Pennsylvania  is,  likewise,  quoted  without  abridgment. 

Brother  Bell  is  referred  to  as  one  "whom  many  of  our  brethren 
will  recall  with  pleasure."'  The  writer  appreciates  the  complimentary 
reference  to  his  review  of  grand  lodges. 

Does  not  Understand, 

Brother  Pemberton  is  confused  by  the  reference  to  D.D.G.M.'s  of 
this  state.  Our  brother  is  assured  that  they  are  a  choice  lot  of  most 
capable  craftsmen  but  under  our  law  and  usage  they  have  had  little  of 
duty  put  upon  them.  Or  present  grand  master  is  finding  something  for 
them  to  do  this  year  and,  if  this  continues,  they  will  be  a  virile  agency 
for  the  uplift  of  the  w^ork  of  lodges. 

Brother  Pemberton  says  that  he  is  amused  at  the  concern  expressed 
by  this  writer  for  the  grand  master  of  England  in  carrying  his  load 
of  titles.  He  adds,  "We  fancy  that  England's  grand  master  has  more  to 
do  wath  masonic  affairs  than  is  generally  supposed."  If  so,  it  must  be 
as  the  Chicago  man  kept  his  religion,  like  his  property,  in  his  wife's 
name.  The  Duke  of  Connaught,  the  governor-general  over  in  Canada, 
must  do  his  work  as  grand  master  by  cable  or  by  proxy.  Our  good 
brother  in  Pennsylvania  approves,  by  copious  quotations  from  the  Illi- 
nois report  on  correspondence,  the  attitude  in  reference  to  higher  (?) 
masonry.  He  reproduces  the  references  in  Iowa,  Oklahoma,  Vermont, 
et  al.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  backed-up  by  so  discriminating  and  distin- 
guished a  man  as  Brother  Pemberton. 

Attention  is  called  to  an  error  in  describing  the  session  of  the  G.  L. 
of  Pennsylvania  as  the  134th.  The  3  should  have  been  a  2.  The  mistake 
was  one  of  proofreading  and  not  fatal.

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND— 1911. 

14  Lodges.  36th  Annual.  ']2>7  Members. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  go  over  the  little  book  of  proceedings  of  what 
might  be  called  the  "Baby  Grand,"  among  governing  bodies  w^ith  which 
our  grand  lodge  is  in  fraternal  touch.  Prince  Edward  Island  is  circum- 
scribed in  its  territorial  limits  by  the  high  seas.  Its  small  membership 
does  not  prevent  it  from  teaching  and  practicing  the  virtues  of  the  an- 
cient craft  quite  as  successfully  as  any  of  its  big  sisters. 

The  annual  was  held  at  Summerside  June  28,  191 1,  but  the  printing 
of  the  proceedings  was  delayed  so  that  the  review  could  not  be  made 
until  long  afterward. 

A  fine  picture  of  H.  C.  MacDonald,  showing  a  forceful  and  stalwart 
grand  master  for  191 1  and  1912,  greets  the  reader  in  opening  the  volume 
of  proceedings.  A  brief  biography  tallies  with  the  impression  made  by 
the  picture.     Evidently  Brother  MacDonald  is  a  man  who  does  things. 

The  roll  of  grand  representatives  fails  to  disclose  the  name  of  the 
ambassador  for  Illinois. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Is  brief  but  full  of  interest.  He  rejoices  "at  the  prospect  of  arbitration 
between  the  different  branches  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  world  and  trusts  that 
this  is  the  beginning  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  prophecy  that  nations  shall 
learn  to  war  no  more  and  that  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  all  man- 
kind will  prevail." 

The  passing  away  of  our  two  past  grand  masters,  John  M.  Pearson 
and  John  C.  Smith,  is  suitably  recorded.  The  death  of  Benjamin 
Rogers,  past  grand  master  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  a  mason  for 
fifty-three  years,  is  presented  with  adequate  eulogy. 

The  grand  master  was  prevented  from  visiting  all  the  lodges  as  he 
had  planned.  A  son  was  dangerously  ill  in  Mexico  and  several  months 
were  spent  by  him  in  that  turbulent  country.  During  his  absence  the 
deputy  grand  master  was  at  the  helm. 

The  appointment  of  Bro.  Elmer  D.  Brothers  as  their  representa- 
tive in  Illinois  is  reported. 

Plow  Could  He  Do  It? 

The  grand  master  reports  that  while  in  Mexico  he  "visited  Toltec 
lodge  twice."     His  grand  lodge  has  never  recognized  any  grand  body  m 
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Mexico.  He  says  that  "this  grand  lodge  was  perhaps  wise  in  not  hurry- 
ing to  exchange  representatives  and  extend  recognition."  He  then  re- 
ports the  mix-up  and  secession  and  the  existence  of  two  grand  lodges 
both  claiming  to  be  regular  and  governing  bodies.  Later,  Bro.  W.  P. 
DouLL,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  correspondence,  reports  as  fol- 
lows ; 

There  are  several  grand  lodges  (or  bodies  calling  themselves  grand 
lodges)  in  Mexico.  Several  have  applied  to  us  for  recognition  in  former 
years.  Their  applications  have  been  laid  on  the  table  for  future  action. 
There  does  not  yet  appear  any  urgent  need  of  their  being  taken  up. 

In  view  of  all  this  how  could  a  grand  master  of  a  legitimate  body 
of  masons  visit  an  irregular  and  clandestine  lodge?  How  would  his  ob- 
ligation and  his  conscience  match  over  such  a  problem? 

The  grand  secretary  says  that  all  lodges  have  reported  and  paid  grand 
lodge  dues.  Only  two  were  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  and 
none  for  any  other  cause. 

There  is  no  review  of  grand  lodges  presented.  Brother  Doull,  the 
correspondent,  evidently  feels  the  slight  when  reviewers  practically  ig- 
nore them.     He  says — 

To  the  few  who  have  passed  us  by  from  year  to  year  with  the  re- 
mark "a  pamphlet  of — pages,  devoted  wholly  to  local  matters.  No  cor- 
respondence" we  would  say  that  in  this  jurisdiction  masonry  is  not  meas- 
ured by  the  thickness  of  the  volumes  of  proceedings  or  the  size  of  the 
type  in  which  it  is  printed. 

Very  correct.  A  little  grand  lodge  is  just  as  masonic  as  a  big  one, 
if  it  practices  the  precepts  of  the  craft  as  faithfully. 

No  review  of  grand  lodges  is  given.

QUEBEC— 1912. 

64  Lodges.  42nd  Annual.  7,021  Members. 

Quebec's  annual  was  held  at  Montreal,  February  14,  1912.  Much 
was  made  of  the  dedication  of  a  monument  to  John  H.  Isaacson,  grand 
secretary  for  thirty-two  years.  This  was  at  Montreal  October  14,  191 1. 
A  series  of  fine  pictures  are  given  of  the  monument  and  of  the  cere- 
monies incident  to  the  dedication. 

Bro.  R.  E.  Channell  was  present  at  the  annual  as  the  representa- 
tive of  Illinois. 
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In  his  address,  Grand  Master  Charters  speaks  in  highest  terms  of 
the  new  governor-general  of  Canada,  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  who  is 
also  nominal  grand  master  of  England.  The  special  points  on  which  he 
is  commended  are  that  he  is  "the  son  of  the  ever-to-be  revered  Queen 
Victoria  and  the  brother  of  our  late  King  Edward." 

Sound  Sense. 

Here  is  a  good  paragraph  from  the  grand  master's  address.  He 
says  that — 

Masonry,  apparently,  never  was  more  popular  in  this  Province  of 
Quebec  than  at  the  present  time.  While  we  earnestly  rejoice  at  this  fact, 
let  me  urge  the  exercise  of  great  care  in  admitting  members  into  our 
lodges.  Gain  in  numbers  may  mean  progress,  but  it  might  also  mean 
weakness,  if  by  any  means  there  should  be  a  lowering  of  the  standard  of 
quahfication.     Quality  rather  than  quantity  must  ever  be  our  motto. 

Progress  in  Quebec  is  most  significant  because  there  is  much  clerical 
opposition  to  masonry  in  that  province. 

Brother  Charters  used  commendable  discretion  in  refusing  many  ap- 
plications for  special  dispensations.  The  entire  report  is  a  brief  but 
forcible  account  of  masonic  doings  for  the  year. 

Origin  of  Masonry. 

The  stated  oration  was  by  Rev.  Geo.  A.  MacLennan,  one  of  the 
grand  chaplains.  His  theme  was  "The  Historical  Setting  of  the  Legend 
of  the  Temple."  He  thinks  the  Solomonic  origin  of  masonry  is  a  fabri- 
cation and  says  that — 

When  the  traveling  freemasons  from  Como  in  Italy,  in  the  Middle 
Ages,  spread  over  Europe  in  pursuit  of  their  calling  as  architects  and 
builders  of  those  magnificent  cathedrals  which  they  erected  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  furtherance  of  religion,  they  were  organized  into  guilds 
for  the  preservation  of  their  trade  secrets  and  the  advancement  of  their 
profession. 

Out  of  this  came  the  origin  of  masonry  or  the  "Legend  of  the 
Craft." 

Nearly  all  grand  officers  were  re-elected.  A  nominating  committee 
was  appointed  to  suggest  the  standing  committees  for  the  year.  Most 
grand  lodges  leave  this  as  prerogative  of  the  grand  master.  Quebec  is 
pretty  "English,  you  know."  This  is  shown  in  the  fact  "honorary  past 
ranks"  are  conferred.  This  includes  grand  masters,  grand  wardens  and 
grand  deacons.  A  considerable  string  of  these  is  printed  in  the  pro- 
ceedings. Think  of  some  Illinois  brother  being  styled  a  past  grand 
master  who  was  never  elected  to  that  exalted  station !  Such  a  thing, 
however,  is  unthinkable.     But  some  folks  like  empty  honor. 
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The  Annual  Review 

Was  written  by  P.G.M.  Chambers.  It  is  brief  but  comprehensive.  A 
good  deal  of  the  doings  of  the  masonic  world  is  crowded  into  99  pages. 
Here  is  one  significant  paragraph  "from  the  introduction.  He  says  that — 
It  is  gratifying  too,  to  see  in  what  a  minority  those  grand  jurisdic- 
tions are  being  left,  which  have  thoughtlessly  identified  themselves  with 
the  bastard  masonry  of  France,  and  of  those  other  Latin  countries  iiL 
which  the  true  light  of  freemasonry  has  been  willfully  extinguished. 

Somewhat  in  the  same  vein  is  the  following  under  British  Columbia. 

We  have  always  held  it  to  be  an  essential  article  of  masonic  faith; 
that  the  Supreme  Being  will  punish  vice  and  reward  virtue,  and  we  should 
not  have  the  slightest  hesitation  in  objecting  to  the  admission  of  one  who 
expressed  any  doubts  on  the  subject.  No  man  whose  evidence  would  be 
rejected  in  a  court  of  justice  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  be  made  a  ma- 
son, and  no  man  who  disbelieves  in  divine  punishment  of  vice  should  be 
considered  a  competent  witness  in  a  court  of  justice. 

Treats    Illinois    Well. 

He  says  that  Grand  Master  Ashley  "performed  a  tremendous  lot  of 
official  work  during  the  year  and  must  have  had  very  little  time  for  any- 
thing else  than  the  duties  of  his  masonic  office." 

The  blow  that  worried  father,  however,  was  the  following;  "P.G.M. 
Owen  Smith  presented  the  report  on  correspondence,  an  exhaustive  work 
of  240  pages,  and  as  clever  as  it  is  exhaustive."  Just  to  think !  Owen 
Smith.  Could  not  our  good  brother  have  made  it  Jones  or  Brown? 
What  is  in  a  name?  Very  much  when  it  plunges  you  into  the  cloud 
of  atoms  labelled  "Smith."  However,  it  might  have  been  the  work  of 
the  printer  or  his  devil,  and  Brother  Chambers  is  pardoned. 

Approvingly  is  quoted  the  part  of  the  Illinois  review  regarding  the 
uniform,  attested  receipt  for  dues.

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QUEENSLAND— 1911. 

.57  Lodges.  7th  Annual.  2,100  Members. 

(Estimated.) 

In  two  pamphlets,  one  of  seventy  and  the  other  of  thirty-two  pages 
respectively,  the  record  is  given  of  no  less  than  eight  communications 
of  this  new  Australasian  grand  body.  These  meetings  are  designated  as 
special  and  quarterly,  three  of  the  former  and  five  of  the  latter.  So  far 
as  the  business  reported  is  concerned,  it  is  difficult  to  discover  any  dif- 
ference in  the  two  kinds.  This  review  covers  the  transactions  of  Queens- 
land from  August  19,  1910,  to  September,  191 1. 

At  every  session,  where  attendance  of  representatives  of  foreign 
grand  lodges  is  recorded,  the  representative  of  Illinois,  Charles  H.  Har- 
LEY,  was  noted  as  present.  Brother  Harley  is  grand  secretary  and  is 
•otherwise  active  and  useful. 

Unearned  Honors. 

On  recommendation  of  the  board  of  general  purposes,  the  grand 
master  suggested  that  the  rank  of  past  grand  master  be  conferred  upon 
a  brother  who  had  never  been  elected  to,  or  served  in  that  position.  The 
vote  was  carried  and  the  brother  is  known  as  a  past  grand  master.  It 
may  do  in  British  or  foreign  grand  lodges  to  give  a  mason  the  title  of 
an  office  he  never  filled,  but  in  Illinois  and  other  parts  of  America  one 
so  labelled  would  be  looked  upon  as  sailing  under  false  colors. 

Another  occurrence  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Sucker  State  craft. 
The  grand  master  was  re-elected  and  proceeded  to  install  himself.  He 
did  so  by  using  the  following — 

Acting  on  the  precedents  in  this  grand  lodge,  as  you  have  re-elected 
me  as  your  grand  master,  I  now  re-affirm  the  obligation  I  took  on  my 
first  installation,  this  obligation  I  promise  to  fulfill  during  the  ensuing 
twelve  months,  or  until  my  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  in- 
stalled in  my  stead.     So  help  me  God. 

The  deputy  grand  master  was  re-appointed  by  the  grand  master  and 
performed  a  similar  good  turn  for  himself. 

Two  Reports  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Grand  Master  Hertzberg  presented  two  very  able  reports  and  set 
forth  in  forceful  terms  the  ground-work  of  masonry  and  gave  a  very 
good  resume  of  his  official  acts. 

He  records  that  the  Widows,  Orphans  and  Aged  Masons'  Institution 
"has  over  $10,000  in  its  treasury  and  is   supporting  nine   orphans  by  al- 
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lowances  to  their  mothers.  He  expresses  the  hope  that  they  may  soon 
be  able  to  "establish  a  freemasons'  Home  similar  to  that  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  Victoria."  A  pretty  big  undertaking  it  would  be  for  a  mem- 
bership   of   2,100. 

The  friction  between  the  grand  lodges  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland  remains.  The  grand  master  cautions  against  any  acts  or  words 
other  than  the  most  fraternal  and  masonic.  He  hopes  that  soon  the 
mother  grand  lodges  will  release  their  hold  on  the  lodges  of  Queensland 
and  allow  all  to  come  together  and  form  one  united  grand  body.  It  cer- 
tainly would  be  the  truly  masonic  thing  for  these  grand  lodges  to  do. 
With  their  age  and  strength  they  do  not  need  the  small  membership  held 
in  this  little  British  province. 

At  the  quarterly  held  September  12,  1910,  the  grand  master  was  ab- 
sent, being  kept  away  by  illness.     The  deputy  grand  master  presided. 

They  Must  Be  Dancers. 

The  list  of  dispensations  granted  is  worth  perusing.  Some  of  the 
purposes  look  queer  to  American  eyes.  Here  are  a  few. — "To  initiate 
candidates  on  night  of  ballot,"  "To  wear  regalia  at  social,"  "For  Wor. 
Bro.  to  hold  two  offices,"  "To  wear  regalia  at  Ball,"  etc.  By  doing  this 
masonry  is  farmed  out  to  make  a  show  for  very  scant  reasons.  The 
great  fraternity  is  not  honored  in  being  used  in  these  frivolous  amuse- 
ments. 

The  board  of  general  purposes  takes  the  responsibility  of  making 
"the  nomination  of  the  grand  master  and  grand  lodge  officers."  The 
"slate"  presented  by  the  committee  went  through  as  though  it  were 
greased.  It  would  be  amusing  to  see  what  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois 
would  do  to  a  list  nominated  by  one  of  its  committees. 

In  giving  representatives  of  other  grand  lodges,  Illinois  is  credited 
with  "J.  R.  Innes."    This  is  meant  for  Bro.  J.  R.  Ennis. 

A  delegation  of  distinguished  masons,  representing  the  grand  lodge 
of  New  South  Wales,  were  presented  with  masonic  honors. 

The  death  of  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  was  reported. 

No  report  on  correspondence  is  given.

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RHODE  ISLAND— 1911. 

2,7  Lodges.  i2ist  Annual.  7,811  Members. 

There  was  a  gain  in  membership  of  347,  indicating  growth  and  pros- 
perity. The  number  of  lodges  remains  at  thirty-seven.  The  highest 
number  that  any  lodge  bears  is  thirty-nine.  There  are  only  two  vacant 
numbers.  Either  new  lodges,  organized  during  the  past  120  years,  must 
have  been  given  numbers  of  defunct  lodges,  or  there  has  been  a  remark- 
able persistency  of  those  constituted.  The  sessions  are  a  semi-annual  held 
in  November,  and  the  annual  in  June, 

The  book  of  proceedings  is  a  very  modest  and  good-looking  pamplet 
of  but  123  pages.  The  first  record  is  of  an  "emergent  communication" 
held  at  Providence  July  25,  1910,  to  pay  "the  last  tribute  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  our  Bro.  Henry  Warren  Rugg,  most  worshipful  grand 
master  of  masons."  Brother  Rugg  was  at  the  same  time  grand  master 
of  the  grand  encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States. 
The  funeral  was  conducted  by  the  deputy  grand  master  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  masons.  The  deputy  grand  master  of  the  Knights  Templar  at- 
tended and  participated  in  the  obsequies.  The  ceremonies  were  simple 
and  without  show  as  requested  by  Brother  Rugg,  prior  to  his  death. 

Death  and  Sickness  Prevalent. 

At  the  semi-annual  communication  held  in  June,  the  junior  grand 
warden  was  in  charge.  This  was  on  account  of  the  death  of  the  grand 
master  and  the  illness  of  the  deputy  grand  master  and  senior  grand 
warden. 

A  rather  unusual  method  is  pursued  in  Rhode  Island.  The  grand 
officers  reports  made  at  the  annual  meeting  are  referred  to  a  committee 
and  the  report  is  not  presented  until  the  semi-annual,  six  months  later. 
In  Illinois  the  reports  are  prepared  and  printed  in  advance.  When  the 
grand  lodge  convenes  the  committees,  having  been  in  session  a  day  or 
two  before,  are  ready  to  report. 

The  Rhode  Island  way  makes  the  reports  rather  stale  reading. 
Then,  too,  the  consideration  and  determination  of  important  matters  are 
needlessly  delayed.  Our  Yankee  brethren  should  try  to  catch  up.  Little 
was  done  at  the  semi-annual  except  to  provide  ways  and  means  for  the 
Henry  Warren  Rugg  monument  and  memorial.  This  is  to  be  the  joint 
work  of  the  masons  and  templars. 
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The  committee  on  foreign  correspondence  reported  that,  under  their 
law,  no  action  was  needed  to  meet  the  request  of  Oregon,  relative  to  a 
uniform  system  of  dimits. 

The  death  of  Past  Grand  Masters  George  H.  Kenyon  and  Wm.  N. 
AcKLEY  was  duly  reported. 

The  I2ist  annual  was  held  at  Providence,  May  15,  191 1,  with  the 
deputy  grand  master  presiding.  His  report  contained  almost  nothing 
beyond  routine  and  statistical  matters. 

Mixed  Religions  Might  Fight. 

Lodges  were  granted  dispensations  to  attend  church.  Some  day  this 
custom  will  be  considered  unmasonic  as  it  really  is.  If  all  members  of  a 
lodge  were  Christians  and  belonged  to  the  same  denomination,  or  if  all 
were  Jews,  there  could  be  little  harm  in  the  church  habit.  So  long  as 
there  is  such  diversity  of  religious  affiliation  and  belief  among  lodge 
members  they  should  be  allowed  to  worship  individually,  rather  than  col- 
lectively. 

They  are  not  afraid  to  use  the  black  ball  in  "Little  Rhody."  The 
report  of  the  grand  secretary  shows  that  "the  thirty-seven  lodges  held 
551  communications  and  of  the  petitions  received  by  them  300  were  re- 
jected. There  were  479  candidates  initiated,  533  passed  and  528  raised," 
This  shows  a  marvelous  proportion  of  rejections  to  initiations.  They 
must  have  a  great  many  unworthy  applicants  in  this  miniature  state. 

More  Light  Regarding  World  Masonry. 

Bro.  Wm.  L.  Chatterton,  for  the  committee  on  foreign  correspond- 
ence, makes  a  strong  plea  for  a  review  of  the  work  of  other  grand 
lodges.    He  says  that — 

It  is  the  province  of  such  a  committee  to  report  to  its  grand  lodge, 
succinctly  and  elaborately,  the  events  transpiring  in  the  great  masonic 
world,  thereby  disseminating  to  the  craft  throughout  the  jurisdiction, 
through  the  medium  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  grand  lodge,  the  de- 
cisions and  acts  of  the  various  grand  lodges,  wherever  located,  in  cor- 
responence  with  this  grand  lodge,  and  to  convey  as  well  the  expression 
of  the  opinions  of  the  local  committee  on  such  acts  and  decisions  and  to 
note  generally  matters  of  interest. 

Even  though  the  publication  of  such  a  review  should  add  somewhat 
to  the  expense,  he  thinks  it  would  pay  "in  broadening,  or  tending  to 
broaden,  the  mentality  of  the  student  and  helping  to  develop  the  pro- 
gressiveness  of  the  craft." 

The  appeal  evidently  fell  on  deaf  ears  as  no  action  was  taken. 
Hence  no  report  on  correspondence  appears. 
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That  the  masonic  sea  is  placid  is  shown  by  the  absence  of  cases  be- 
fore the  "commissioners  of  trials." 

The  representative  of  Illinois  failed  to  answer  at  roll  call. 

How  They  Elect. 

The  method  of  electing  grand  officers  has  in  it  a  little  of  the  po- 
litical world.  The  incoming  grand  master  vacated  the  chair  and  retired^ 
presumably  that  he  might  be  surprised  when  a  committee  waited  on  him 
to  advise  him  of  his  unanim.ous  election  and  escort  him  to  the  station 
that  he  had  so  lately  vacated. 

He  was  received,  welcomed  and  immediately  installed.  The  election 
and  installation  of  the  other  officers  then  followed. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee "to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  Masonic  Home  in 
this  state  and  to  devise  ways  and  means,  if  said  cpmmittee  decides  to 
recommend  its  establishment."  Report  is  to  be  made  at  the  semi-annual 
meeting.

SASKATCHEWAN— 1912. 

94  Lodges.  6th  Annual.  4,049  Members. 

This  year  the  proceedings  of  our  Canada  sister's  annual  meeting 
made  appearance  August  29,  being  much  earlier  than  the  year  before. 
The  excellent  full-page  picture  of  Grand  Master  Arthur  S.  Gorrell 
shows  a  most  forceful  man,  easily  capable  of  being  governor-general  of 
Canada.  There  is  not  much  of  English  in  the  proceedings.  However, 
the  grand  master  was  "on  the  throne"  and  that  is  English,  you  know. 

Grand  Master  Hopkins,  in  his  annual  address,  exhibits  loyalty  to 
the  province  as  well  as  to  masonry.     He  says  that — 

I  am  led  to  believe  that  with  but  few  exceptions,  the  very  best  men 
in  the  province  are  being  received  into  our  institution.  I  believe  that 
the  moral  teachings  of  masonry  are  having  an  effect  on  not  only  the  ma- 
sons of  our  province,  but  on  the  citizens  as  well.  It  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered that  masonry  is  increasing  in  our  great  country,  and  apart  from 
m.asonry  our  province  is   increasing  and  developing  with   greater  strides 
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than  any  other  part  of  the  Dominion.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  us  ta- 
know  that  we  are  living  in  such  a  favored  section  of  the  universe,  and 
we  trust  that  while  our  prosperity  continues  we  will  not  forget  those 
who  are  in  need  of  our  aid  and  benevolence. 

Preparing  for  Benevolence 

Though  a  yomig  grand  lodge  and  limited  in  membership,  yet  thought 
of  the  distressed  worthy  brother  is  uppermost.  A  benevolent  fund  is-- 
under  way.  The  annual  dues  are  to  be  increased  $i  per  member,  and 
this  added  to  this  fund.  On  recommendation  of  the  board  of  general 
purposes  $3,000  were  transferred  from  the  general  to  the  benevolent  fund.- 

The  grand  master  recommends  that  the  grand  lodge  representatives 
be  shaken  up  and  those  who  do  not  attend  be  dropped.  He  thinks  a 
representative  of  another  grand  lodge  should  take  some  interest  in  the- 
body  he  represents. 

Few  rulings  were  made  and  these  were  construction  of  purely  local 
law.     Jewels  for  representatives  near  other  grand  lodges   are  suggested. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  the  third  by  Brother  Gorrell,  the  present  grand  master.  It  takes  232-- 
pages  for  the  story  of  masonry  as  gleaned  from  grand  lodges  around 
the  world. 

Of  Illinois  the  reviewer  says — 

This  grand  jurisdiction  is  rapidly  assuming  gigantic  proportions,  and 
the  amount  of  its  financial  transactions  for  the  masonic  year  are  enor- 
mous. Its  charities  are  extensive,  and  dwarf  into  insignificance  the  public- 
charities  of  some  states. 

Brother  Gorrell  quotes  freely  from  Grand  Master  Ashley  and  ap- 
proves his  position  on  all  questions.  Especially  is  this  so  on  "Masonry 
and  Religion."  Brother  Gorrell  refers  to  conferring  "the  rank  of  past 
D.D.G.M."  on  a  brother  after  his  death.  He  says  that  the  brother  died' 
during  his  term  of  office  and  "his  widow  was  the  only  one  to  whom  his 
certificate  could  be  delivered."  Very  true.  If  a  certificate  that  Brother- 
Smith  was  D.D.G.M.  and  died  while  in  that  position  was  what  was 
meant  the  proceeding  appears  to  be  regular.  The  widow  without  doubt 
would  highly  appreciate  this  written  evidence  of  her  late  husband's  pref- 
erment. The  point  criticized,  however,  was  the  attempt  to  confer  a 
"past  rank"  on  a  man  who  was  not  alive.  From  the  standpoint  of  the- 
writer  no  conferring  of  a  rank  can  be  made  even  on  a  live  man.  A 
brother  serves  in  a  position  by  election  or  appointment  and  when  he  re- 
tires, he  becomes  a  past  master,  a  past  D.D.G.M.,  etc.,  without  action  of 
grand  lodge  or  any  other  authority.     If  he  has  not  served  in  a  station; 
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or  place  no  power  of  grand  lodge  or  grand  master  can  confer  on  him  a 
"past  rank"   for  something  he  has  never  been. 

Our   Brother   Amused. 

Brother  Gorrell  says — 

But  speaking  of  titles,  the  American  (United  States)  citizen  amuses 
us.  In  some  states  every  justice  of  the  peace  is  an  honorable;  every 
consul  in  the  United  States  service  is  a  colonel;  and  even  the  unfortu- 
nates who  hold  commission  in  the  National  Guards  are  hailed  by  their 
military  titles  on  every  possible  occasion. 

True,  the  friends  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  our  lowest  court,  call 
liim  "squire,"  or  if  he  is  pompous  or  prominent  he  may  be  a  "judge." 
Consuls  are  not  "colonels"  in  this  country.  The  titles  of  national  guards- 
micn  are  military,  because  the  national  guards  are  an  organic  part  of  the 
military  forces  of  the  United  States.  They  are  subject  to  mobilization 
at  the  call  of  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  United  States  forces  in 
cases  of  emergency.  Whatever  of  civic  titles  our  people  may  court,  they 
are  ultra  vires.  By  law  there  is  non)e.  Even  the  chief  magistrate  of  the 
nation  is  simply  "Mr.  President"  and  his  official  residence  is  merely  the 
"white  house."  However,  our  good  brother  is  so  American  in  his  writ- 
ings, his  methods  and  his  good  temper  that  no  one  can  want  to  deprive 
him  of  his  amusement  by  abolishing  the  "colonels,"  "judges,"  etc.,  fool- 
ishly or  playfully  applied  by  Americans.

SCOTLAND— 1911-1912. 

752  Lodges.  80,000  Members 

(Estimated.) 

At  the  quarterly  communication  held  at  Edinburgh,  August  3,  191 1, 
one  important  decision  was  made.     It  is  as  follows ; 

Lodge  St.  Andrew,  Malta,  No.  966,  asks  whether  it  would  be  "in 
order  restricting  the  initiation  of  persons  below  a  certain  rank  in  the 
navy  and  army;"  adding  that  "the  other  constitutions  in  Malta  do  not 
admit  any  one  below  the  rank  of  corporal  or  petty  officer ;"  and  that  some 
of  their  candidates  who  were  below  that  rank  were  rejected  by  the  bal- 
lot, although  they  had  passed  the  committee's  investigation. 

The  answer  is  that  it  would  be  quite  out  of  order  to  make  any 
such  distinction.  The  grand  lodge  of  Scotland  recognizes  no  disqualifi- 
cation  on  the  ground  of  inferior   rank   in   the   naval  or  military  service 
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any  more  than  it  does  in  the  case  of  a  civilian.  Any  member  of  a  lodge 
who  blackballs  a  candidate  for  no  other  reason  than  that  his  rank  in 
the  service  is  under  that  of  corporal  or  petty  officer  is  acting  against 
the  spirit  of  Scottish  freemasonry. 

Here  is  the  true  masonic  position.  That  a  man  is  any  better  or  any 
worse  because  he  has  a  certain  rank  in  the  army  or  navy  caimot  be  held 
by  one  who  has  really  imbibed  the  true  spirit  of  the  fraternity.  It  is 
refreshing  to  have  snobbishness  rebuked  in  a  country  where  rank  and 
position  count  for  so  much. 

Brother  Walker,  past  grand  master  of  New  Brunswick,  was  re- 
ceived and   cordially   welcomed. 

Scottish  Differences. 

Scotland  presents  some  new  features  in  its  officers.  They  have  a 
"senior  grand  chaplain"  and  a  "junior  grand  chaplain,"  a  "grand  bard," 
a  "grand  director  of   music,"   and   a  "grand  bible-bearer." 

Here  is  the  way  the  record  reads  regarding  the  announcement  of  the 
new  grand  officers. 

"The  proclamation  of  the  election  and  installation  was  made  by  the 
grand  director  of  ceremonies,  a  fanfare  being  sounded  by  the  trumpeters.' 
Again  the  grand  master  does  not  announce  appointments  but  he  "inti- 
mates" them.  These  peculiarities  look  queer  to  American  eyes.  Grand 
masters  in  this  country  do  not  "intimate"  or  hint  at  appointments  they 
boldly  announce  them. 

The  great  "festival  of  St.  Andrew,"  held  in  November,  is  the  cli- 
max of  masonic  doings  for  each  year.  Many  notable  craftsmen  are 
present  and  many  excellent  speeches  are  made.  It  is  the  red-letter  day 
of  masonry  in  Old  Scotia. 

The  record  shows  that  in  thfe  112  years  since  1800,  there  have  been 
389,448  members  admitted,  with  an  annual  average  of  3,477.  These  are 
known  as  "intrants." 

William  Brownlte,  Glasgow,  is  given  as  the  representative  from 
Illinois. 

At  the  February,  1912,  quarterly  communication  thanks  were  ex- 
tended for  proceedings  of  grand  lodges  received.  Among  them  were 
those  of  Illinois  for  1911. 

A  Knock-Out  for  Jack  Johnson. 

The  case  of  Jack  Johnson,  the  black  pugilist,  came  in  for  very  de- 
cided and  vigorous  action.     The  record  is  as  follows ; 

The  sub-committee  appointed  on  21st  December,  191 1.  to  inquire  into 
the  actings  of  Lodge   Forfar  and   Kincardine,   Dundee,   No.  225,   in   con- 
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nection  with  the  initiation  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson,  presented  its  report. 
That  report  embodied  the  evidence  taken  by  the  sub-committee,  and 
after  consideration  of  it  grand  committee  found  that  it  had  been  amply- 
proved — 

(i)  That  the  right  worshipful  master  and  Past  Master  Smith,  who 
were  the  proposer  and  seconder  of  Johnson,  knew  nothing  of  him  or 
his  qualifications  for  admission,  and  that  he  was  not  known  to  any  of  the 
brethren  voting;  (2)  that  they  took  the  recommendation  of  the  Entered 
Apprentice  M'Laglen,  who  himself  had  only  been  in  Dundee  for  about 
a  week,  and  about  whom,  prior  to  his  admission,  no  enquiry  had  been 
made;  (3)  that  the  master  had  some  hesitation,  but  that  after  advising 
with  Past  Masters  Smith,  Ross,  and  Low  he  resolved  to  proceed  with  the 
initiation ;  (4)  that  no  reason  whatever  or  even  valid  excuse  has  been 
given  for  the  summary  change  of  the  hour  of  meeting  from  noon  to- 
10  a.  m.,  and  that  not  one  of  the  office-bearers  of  the  lodge  have  main- 
tained its  validity,  but,  on  the  contrary,  some  have  admitted  that  it 
was  probably  incompetent;  (5)  that  no  proper  notice  was  given  to  mem- 
bers of  the  lodge,  and  that  admittedly  no  notice  of  the  change  of  hour 
was  given  to  at  least  one  member  who  had  told  the  master  that  he 
was  to  object. 

Grand  committee  therefore  decided — • 

1.  That  the  meeting  of  Lodge  Forfar  and  Kincardine  of  13th  Oc- 
tober, 191 1,  held  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  was  illegal;  that  all  acts  done  at 
that  meeting  should  be  declared  null  and  void,  including  the  pretended 
initiation  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson;  and  that  the  lodge  be  directed  to  return 
his  fees ; 

2.  That,  looking  especially  to  its  express  approval  of  these  illegal 
actings  contained  in  the  resolution  passed  by  the  lodge  on  14th  Novem- 
ber, igii,  prior  to  the  visit  of  the  provincial  grand  committee,  Lodge 
Forfar  and  Kincardine  be  called  upon  to  show  cause  why  it  should  not 
be  suspended  for  such  time  as  grand  lodge  may  decide;  and 

3.  That  Brother  Blues,  right  worshipful  master,  and  Brothers  Smith, 
Ross,  and  Low,  pastmasters,  be  called  upon  to  show  cause  why  they 
should  not  be  suspended  for  such  time  as  grand  lodge  may  decide  in 
respect  of  the  active  part  they  took  in  the  proceedings  in  question. 

Such  a  Lodge  a  Disgrace. 

The   action  following  this  report  is  as  follows ; 

1.  That  Lodge  Forfar  and  Kincardine,  Dundee,  No.  225,  should  be 
suspended  from  this  date  until  the  first  day  of  November,   1913. 

2.  That  Bro.  Robert  Thomson  Blues,  right  worshipful  master  of 
the  lodge,  should  be  suspended  from  all  masonic  privileges  for  a  period 
of  two  years  from  this  date,  and  that  Brothers  George  Smith,  John  Ross, 
and  Alexander  S.  Low,  past  masters,  should  each  be  suspended  from  alt 
masonic  privileges  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  this  date. 

Grand  committee  gave  judgment  accordingly. 

Masonry  throughout  the  world  felt  disgraced  when  it  was  announced 
that  Jack  Johnson   had  been  made  a   mason   in  staid,   conservative,  re- 
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spectable  old  Scotland.  It  could  scarcely  be  believed.  This  sense  of 
shame  was  not  so  much  because  of  the  man's  color,  as  from  the  fact 
that  his  only  distinction  was  that  he  was  the  champion  brute  of  the  world. 
Now  that  Scotland  has  purged  masonry  of  this  shame  and  disgrace  the 
members  of  the  craft,  the  world  over,  will  breathe  a  sigh  of  relief. 

Scotland  granted  annuities  to  248  needy  masons  in  the  sum  of  £2,745 
or  about  $I3,7^5- 

A  Riddle  to  Americans. 

It  is  a  most  difficult  task  to  extract  the  matters  that  are  of  interest 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Scotland.  The  New  York  re- 
viewer most  truly  says  that — 

Much  space  is  taken  for  names  and  figures  of  the  latter.  The  "canny 
Scootsman"  is  very  profuse  and  precise,  though  the  financial  condition 
is  flourishing.  The  few  items  of  business  reported  are  entirely  local  and 
of  no  general  interest. 

Their  ways  are  not  our  ways,  nor  are  their  thoughts  our  thoughts ; 
separation  by  the  great  body  of  water  seems  to  have  the  effect  of  chang- 
ing the  nature  and  general  features  of  doing  business,  though  we  are 
one  in  heart,  and  all  pressing  forward  in  fraternal  union.

SOUTH  AUSTRALIA— 1912. 

64  Lodges.  2811-1  Annual.  4,424  Members. 

The  story  of  masonry  in  South  Australia  is  attractively  told  in  a. 
neat  volume  of  about  265  pages.  An  increase  in  membership  of  411  is 
reported  for  the  year.  The  28th  annual  was  held  at  Adelaide,  April  17,, 
1912.  To  print  the  proceedings  and  have  them  reach,  the  desk  of  the 
Illinois  reviewer  within  so  short  a  time  as  two  months,  indicates  prompt 
efficiency  on  behalf  of  the  grand  secretary.  At  the  55th  half-yearly 
communication  it  is  recorded  that  "No  part  of  this  report  to  be  published 
publicly  without  the  authority  of  the  grand  master."  Such  a  rule  would 
well  serve  grand  lodges  not  so  far  away  as  Australia. 

The  South  Australian  brethren  give  full  details  of  the  discussion  of 
questions  arising  in  the  grand  lodge.  The  speeches  are  reported  in  full. 
Might  it  not  sometimes  be  kinder  to  the  speakers  merely  to  record  the 
results? 
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Grand  Master  Way  called  attention  to  a  lodge  at  Port  Darwin  on 
the  northern  extremity  of  the  country,  2,000  miles  from  Adelaide,  where 
the  grand  lodge  is  held.     Truly  this  is  a  country  of  magnificent  distances. 

The  representative  of  Illinois  was  recorded  as  present. 

Elected  the  22nd  Time. 

At  the  election  for  grand  master,  Bro.  Samuel  James  Way  was 
chosen  by  a  unanimous  vote.  This  was  the  twenty-second  time  Brother 
Way  has  been  elected  to  preside  over  this  grand  lodge.  For  five  years 
he  was  pro  grand  master.  During  the  twenty-seven  years  of  this  grand 
lodge,  this  distinguished  brother  has  been  either  pro  grand  master  or  the 
presiding  head.  Brother  Shryock,  of  Maryland,  has  here  a  real  rival 
for  long  service  and  needs  to  look  out  for  his  laurels. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  masonry  the  grand  master  found  it  necessary 
to  announce  a  pro  grand  master  to  assist  the  deputy  grand  master. 

Grand  Master  Way  advises  against  the  incorporation  of  lodges  under 
the  civil  law.     He  says  that — ■ 

We  do  not  want  any  official  or  government  interference  with  ma- 
sonic matters.  We  are  a  secret  order  and  we  do  not  want  to  do  any- 
thing that  will  require  us  to  make  reports  or  expose  our  affairs  to  the 
outside  world. 

In  Illinois  both  grand  and  constituent  lodges  are  incorporated 
by  general  law.     No  embarrassment  has  been  felt  in  consequence. 

Has   no  Home. 

The  grand  secretary  shows  that  twenty-seven  indigent  masons  and 
widows  of  masons  have  received  periodical  relief  from  the  "benevolent 
fund,"  the  sum  required,  being  £450  or  about  $2,250.  No  other  provision 
seems  to  have  been  made  for  masonic  dependents. 

The  manner  of  keeping  accounts  and  the  style  of  printing  proceed- 
ings are  very  much  after  the  English  fashion. 

The  grand  secretary  presents  a  summary  of  the  history  of  masonry  in 
South  Australia  and  a  brief  narrative  of  the  province  as  well.  He  says 
that  "it  was  in  the  year  1803  that  we  first  hear  of  freemasonry  in  Aus- 
tralasia and  the  locality  was  the  then  infant  city  of  Sydney,  New  South 
Wales." 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  given  by  a  committee  of  fourteen, 
each  reviewing  one  or  more  grand  lodges.  The  grand  secretary  as  ai 
member  of  the  committee  presents  the  following 
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Masonic  Statistics  for  iqii.

Reviews  of  various  grand  lodges  are  brief  but  are  comprehensive. 
The  report  of  Illinois  comes  from  the  hand  of  Bro.  C.  D.  Harris  and 
occupies  about  one  and  one-half  pages.     The  reviewer  says  that — 

A  learned  and  highly  interesting,  as  well  as  instructive,  oration,  was 
given  by  the  grand  orator,  bearing  upon  the  connection  of  architecture 
and  masonry.  As  we  cannot  reprint  it  in  its  entirety,  we  recommend  our 
brethren  to  borrow  a  copy  of  the  report  and  carefully  persuse  this  very 
interesting  document.  Like  the  whole  record  of  the  year's  proceedings, 
the  portion  devoted  to  "Correspondence"  is  carried  out  in  a  most  com- 
plete manner.  South  Australia  is  generously  treated,  although  the  re- 
viewer returns  to  the  subject  of  the  long  tenure  of  office  of  our  revered 
grand  master.  In  this  connection,  we  may  say  that  we  yield  to  none  in 
our  endeavours  to  uphold  the  grand  principles  and  maintain  the  land- 
marks, but  freely  admit  a  difference  in  certain  directions.  Having  regard 
to  the  long  tenure  of  office,  perhaps  our  views  in  this  direction  are  in- 
fluenced by  the  stable  constitution  under  which  our  great  empire  grows 
and  thrives ;  dififerent  countries,  different  customs ;  to  quote  Kipling, 
"And  the  crimes  of  Clapham  chaste  in  Martaban."  We  differ  from  the 
American  grand  lodges  in  very  many  ways,  notably  in  the  annual  com- 
munications ;  on  this  side  those  meetings  cost  only  a  few  shillings  for 
the  temple  illuminant ;  no  charges  for  traveling  being  claimed  by  those 
attending.  We  do  not  hold  this  to  be  necessarilv  an  improvement,  but 
is  mentioned  in  a  Durely  fraternal  way  to  show  that  we  do  not  conduct 
our  respective  business  on  similar  lines. 

Masonry  and   Civic   Titles 

Our  good  brother  seems  somewhat  irritated  because  of  the  reference 
to  the  burden  of  titles  borne  by  Grand  Master  Way.  There  can  be  no 
objection,  even  in  this  title-free  land,  to  the  multiplicity  of  civic  distinc- 
tions. In  masonry,  however,  where  brethren  "meet  upon  the  level  and 
part  upon  the  square,"  there  can  be  seen  little  need  of  constantly  repeat- 
ing the  titles  that  may  be  borne  and  enjoyed  in  civil  life. 

Our  good  brother  may  be  assured  that  there  is  no  disposition  to  be 
unfraternal  in  calling  attention  of  the  Illinois  craft  to  the  way  things 
are  done  in  other  lands.     Brother  Harris  concludes  by  saying  that — 
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We  admire  your  great  republic,  we  almost  envy  you  your  powerful 
jurisdictions,  but  we  still  intend  to  continue  the  even  tenor  of  our  way. 
(Samuel  J.  Way,  presumably.) 

U.D.  AND  Chartered  Lodges. 

Under  West  Virginia  the  reviewer  says — 

We  should  be  glad  if  some  correspondent  would  explain  the  dis- 
tinction in  America  between  a  chartered  lodge  and  a  lodge  under  dis- 
pensation. 

In  Illinois  this  means  that,  during  the  time  between  annual  sessions 
of  the  grand  lodge,  the  grand  master  may  issue  a  dispensation  to  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  qualified  brethren  authorizing  them  to  meet  as  a  lodge, 
confer  degrees  and  transact  necessary  business  incident  thereto.  Report 
is  made  to  the  succeeding  grand  lodge  session.  If  the  work  is  satisfac- 
tory the  grand  lodge  issues  its  charter  and  makes  the  lodge  "under  dis- 
pensation" a  "chartered  lodge,"  bearing  a  name  and  number.

SOUTH  CAROLINA— 1911. 

233  Lodges.  i35th  Annual.  ^2,11^  Members. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Palmetto  State  grand  lodge  reached  the  Illi- 
nois reviewer  March  26,  1912,  almost  one  month  sooner  than  the  year 
before.     The  meeting  v/as  held  at  Charleston,  December  12  and  13,  IQH- 

The  volume  of  318  pages  is  adorned  by  the  likeness  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Geo.  S.  Mower,  who  is  at  the  helm  for  1912. 

The  Illinois  representative,  John  F.  Ficken,  was  present. 
The   grand  master's   address   was    a  carefully   prepared   presentation 
of  the  year's  work.     He  says  that 

The  Masonic  Creed 
Is  brief  and  all-embracing— the   fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood 
of  man."     He  then  adds— 

"Fraternity ! 

With  all  the  word  conveys  of  want  relieved. 

Of  friendship,  help  and  sympathy,  both  given  and  received 

Comrades  to  all  the  world,  we  stand,  as  men  full  oft  have  stood, 
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But  pledge,   instead  of  king  or  state,  the  bond  of  brotherhood." 

It  has  been  truly  said  that  the  masonic  institution  is  "a  great  fact." 
It  has  remained  unchanged  and  unchangeable.  "Faithful  among  the  faith- 
less, firm  among  the  faltering,  steadfast  in  its  purpose,  eternal  in  its 
unostentatious  devotion."  No  grander  motto  could  be  inscribed  upon 
the  altar  of  masonry  than  the  simple  words,  "I  still  live." 

Such  a  glorious  inheritance  should  "prick 'the  sides  of  our  intent," 
inspire  us  with  greater  sincerity  in  our  work,  and  move  us  on  to  nobler 
deeds.  We  are  masons  not  for  what  we  get,  but  for  what  we  may  do 
for  others. 

Our  lodge  is  an  organization  of  architects.  Labor  is  the  keystone 
of  the  arch.  It  behooves  us  then  to  be  up  and  doing,  for  "Art  is  long, 
and  time  is  fleeting !" 

The  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  C.  Smith  is  mentioned. 

Must  be  Physically  Perfect. 

A  proposition  to  change  the  law  of  physical  qualifications  has  failed 
because  a  three-fourths  vote  could  not  be  obtained.  The  new  law  is 
almost  exactly  that  of  Illinois.  The  old  provision  is  so  strict  that  the 
slightest  maim  or  defect  makes  the  candidate  ineligible.  The  grand 
master  urged  the  change  so  that  "all  slightly  imperfect  physically,  but 
pure  morally  and  who  are  desirable  material"  might  be  received, 

A  card  index,  so  that  a  complete  record  of  every  member  in  the 
state  might  be  kept  and  be  easily  accessible,  was  strenuously  urged  by  the 
grand  master. 

Many  dipensations  were  granted.  The  exceptions  almost  exceeded 
the  regular  order.  Yet,  the  grand  master  said,  "I  believe  dispensations 
should  be  granted  only  in  extreme  cases." 

No  requests  were  made  for  permission  to  send  out  "begging  letters." 

A  I''lood  of  Decisions. 

Was  poured  out  on  the  heads  of  the  defenseless  craft.  ]\Iost  of  these 
were  mere  constructions  of  the  plain  letter  of  the  law  and  added  little 
to  the  jurisprudence  of  the  grand  lodge.  One  master  was  upheld  in  re- 
fusing to  initiate  a  man  who  refused  "for  sentimental  reasons"  to  remove 
a  ring  from  his  finger.  In  another  case  the  grand  master  held  tha^ 
"there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  resignation  in  masonry." 

The  permanent  removal  of  a  senior  warden  does  not  create  a  va- 
cancy.  The  place  must  be  filled  pro  tern  at  each  meeting  during  the  year. 
While  the  writer  served  as  grand  master  of  Illinois,  a  lodge  had  neither 
master  nor  warden  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.     One  was  dead  and 
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the  others  had  gone  to  a  far-distant  state.  A  special  proxy  each  time 
must  be  sent  by  the  grand  master  so  that  the  lodge  could  be  opened.  Since 
then  provision  has  been  made  in  this  state  to  fill  such  vacancies  by 
certifying  the  facts  to  the  grand  master.  By  dispensation  a  special  elec- 
tion may  be  held. 

No  Masonic  Home 

Has  been  built  in  South  Carolina.  A  fund  is  being  accumulated  for  this 
purpose  but  the  money  comes  in  slowly.  The  grand  master  thinks  its 
construction  should  wait  until  it  can  be  built  free  from  debt.  In  the 
meantime  the  aged  and  indigent,  the  widow  and  the  orphan  must  suffer 
the  hardships  incident  to  their  condition.  The  fund  amounts  to  about 
$60,000.  The  increase  for  the  year  was  about  $15,000.  The  committee 
recommends  that  the  establishment  of  the  home  be  deferred  until  the 
"temple  debt"  is  paid  off.  From  the  outside  it  looks  as  though  a  home 
for  the  helpless  should  have  preceded  a  temple  for  show  or  even  con- 
venience of  the  craft.    However,  this  is  as  you  like  it. 

A  full  page  gives  the  handsome  though  boyish  face  of  O.  Frank 
Hart,  the  grand  secretary. 

Wasting   Space. 

The  committee  on  distribution  uses  many  valuable  pages  in  reprint- 
ing the  decisions  of  the  grand  master.  These  are  repeated  in  referring 
them  to  the  committee  on  jurisprudence. 

The  committee  on  foreign  corespondence  suggested  that  a  copy  of 
the  proceedings  be  sent  to  every  mason  in  the  state.  Owing  to  the  large 
expense  involved  it  was  decided  that  "a  copy  of  the  correspondence  re- 
port be  supplied,  free  of  cost,  to  any  brother  who  may  request  it." 

The  record  reads — "the  grand  lodge  was  then  closed,  in  short  form, 
on  the  third  degree  and  opened  in  like  manner  on  the  first  degree."  The 
grand  lodge  officers  were  then  installed  and  labor  resumed  in  the  third 
degree.  The  wonder  is  why  it  should  be  necessary  to  install  while  the 
grand  lodge  is  open  on  the  degree  of  entered  apprentice.  No  doubt  there 
is  a  reason  but  it  is  not  apparent  so  far  away. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  the  second  production  of  P.G.M.  J.  L.  Michie.  Our  brother  proclaims 
himself  a  Scotchman.  This  seems  hardly  necessary  when  he  introduces 
his  report  with  the  following  verse. 

"I  winna  blaw  aboot  mysel', 
As  ill  I  like  my  faults  to  tell; 
But  friends  and  folk  that  wish  me  well. 

They  sometimes  roose  me, 
Tho'  I  must  own,  as  many  still 
As  far  abuse  me." 
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In  his  introcluctor}-  note.  Brother  jMichie  indicates  opposition  to 
^lasonic  Homes  and  wants  the  physical  qualification  law  modified.  In 
neither  does  the  grand  lodge  agree  with  the  canny  Scot. 

"Aboot"  Illinois. 

Brother  ^Iichie  approves  Brother  Ashley's  long  report  because 
"Illinois  is  the  second  largest  jurisdiction  on  the  American  continent 
and  the  third  largest  of  the  world." 

In  referring  to  non-affiliates  the  reviewer  says — ^"With  us  an  un- 
affiliate is  not  in  good  standing,  nor  can  an  affiliate  hold  any  masonic  in- 
tercourse whatever  with  a  non-affiliate.''  Thus  does  South  Carolina  go  the 
whole  way  in  making  the  road  rough  for  the  shirkers  from  lodge  duties. 

He  says  that  "Brother  Bell  was  second  to  none,  both  at  Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore."  That  is  no  news.  We  know  that  here  where  Brother 
Bell  lives,  before  he  went.  Referring  to  the  postponement  of  providing 
a  building  as  a  headquarters  for  the  grand  lodge,  Brother  Michie  says — 
"So  brethren  of  Qiicago,  it  is  up  to  you  to  build  a  home  for  the  grand 
lodge.  Yours  is  sometimes  called  the  windy  cit)'.  Can  you,  like  Jeremy 
Diddler,  'raise  the  wind'  in  this  instance?"  Chicago  could,  but  it  is  not 
expected  to  do  such  an  ambitious  thing.  The  "windy  city"  might  feel 
that  it  owned  the  grand  lodge  afterward.  It  already  owns  a  good  many 
things. 

As  Ithers  See  Us. 

The  Illinois  report  on  correspondence  is  referred  to  as  "a  speech 
that  takes  243  pages  to  record  it."  Such  a  rich  and  rare  subject  as  the 
masonic  doings  of  the  world  requires  a  long  speech. 

Regarding  the  controversy  over  the  negro  lodge  in  New  Jersey,  the 
South  Carolina  reviewer  wants  to  know  how  many  black  men  are  af- 
filiated with  lodges  of  Illinois.  None  that  the  writer  knows  about.  And 
yet  it  is  ventured  that  every  negro  who  has  ever  applied  for  membership 
in  this  state  has  been  elected.  The  colored  people  of  Illinois  do  not  seek 
admission  to  our  lodges.  If  they  did  they  probably  would  find  the 
ballot  box  a  serious  obstacle  to  overcome.  However,  in  other  lands 
where  black  men  have  not  been  forced  to  be  slaves,  there  are  negro  ma- 
sons. This  is  true  in  England.  Masonic  law  excludes  no  man.  if  free 
born,  on  account  of  color.  Legal  equality  is  one  thing  while  social  equal- 
ity is  a  horse  of  quite  a  different  hue. 

Sentiment  Defied. 

Past  masters  still  draw  mileage  in  South  Carolina.  Though  the 
lodges  voted  to  abolish  this   expensive  luxury,   "when   the  question  came 
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np  in  grand  lodge,  the  past  masters  'went  back'  on  the  lodges  and  de- 
feated the  proposed  amendment."  This  was  to  deprive  them  of  what 
away  up  north,  looks  like  a  species  of  graft  The  report  closes  with  the 
following; 

We  have  read  Brother  Scott's  report  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure; 
lie  has  a  hard  task  before  him,  to  fill  the  chair  of  the  deeply  lamented 
Robbins,  the  foremost  masonic  student,  scholar  and  writer  of  his  day. 
Keep  "a  stoot  heart  tae  a  steek  brae,"  Brother  Scott. 

No  one  is  better  aware  of  the  difficulty  of  occupying  (not  fiUing) 
the  place  of  Brother  Robbins  than  the  writer.  Being  something  of  a 
Scot  himself,  he  accepted  the  task  with  a  "stoot"  heart  determined  if 
possible  to  be  of  some  service  to  the  craft,  if  not  reaching  the  exalted 
place  in  the  masonic  world  accorded  his  gr.eat  predecessor.

SOUTH  DAKOTA— 1912. 

134  Lodges.  38th  Annual.  9,70i  Members. 

A  most  interesting  account  is  given  of  the  annual  session  as  held 
in  Deadwood,  June  11,  12^  1912.  Among  the  few  grand  lodges  giving 
the  text  of  the  grand  chaplain's  prayer  in  opening  is  South  Dakota. 
Illinois  does  likewise.  Robert  Burton  is  recorded  as  present  and  rep- 
resenting our  grand  lodge. 

The  grand  master  records  the  death  of  P.G.M.  John  M.  Pearson, 
of  Illinois.  It  is  a  little  late  but  our  brethren  appreciate  the  mention 
of  so  good  a  man  and  mason,  even  if  it  does  come  three  years  after  his 
•death. 

The  grand  master  found  it  unnecessary  to  make  decisions.  The  law 
covering  the  points  raised,  he  merely  referred  the  inquirer  to  it. 

Grand  Master  Brockway  commends  the  Eastern  Star  as   follows; 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  has  in  many  places  proven  its  value 
many  times  over  by  its  suggestions  and  active  aid  in  making  lodge  rooms 
and  appurtenances  what  they  should  be. 

During  the  sessions  the  grand  lodge  was  called  to  refreshment  and 
a  committee  from  the  grand  chapter  was  received  and  suitably  greeted. 

There  is  a  grand  charity  fund  of  over  $7,000.  The  grand  master 
suggests  that  steps  should  be  taken  looking  to  a  Masonic  Home  or  some 
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other  plan  to  care  for  the  needy  ones.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
suggest  ways  and  means. 

No  Longer  Young. 

That  South  Dakota  is  no  longer  a  very  young  state  is  seen  in  the 
announcement  that  next  year  one  lodge  will  be  able  to  celebrate  its  50th 
anniversary.  The  McKiNLEY-fake-chain-letter  still  pursues  them.  It 
seems  as  though  a  fraud  has  more  than  the  proverbial  nine  lives  of  the 
cat.    Grand  Orator  Montgomery  gave  a  very  interesting  address. 

The  committee  on  jurisprudence  makes  the  following  most  sensible 
report  when  it  says  that — 

We  note  with  commendation  the  action  of  the  most  worshipful  grand 
master  in  refusing  to  grant  dispensations  to  advance  candidates  or  ballot 
on  petitions  out  of  time. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  no  dispensation  should  be 
granted  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time  when  the  brother  is  removing 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  another  lodge  when  he  can  receive  the  degrees  in 
regular  manner,  but  in  no  case  should  the  required  examination  for  pro- 
■ficiency  be  waived. 

The  Annual  Review 

"Was  written  by  P.G.M.  Samuel  A.  Brown.  He  accords  to  Grand  Sec- 
retary Pettigrew  credit  for  printing  a  thumb-nail  photo  of  each  grand 
secretary  at  the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the  review  of  his  grand  lodge. 
This  is  a  unique  feature  and  is  appreciated  by  those  who  would  know 
what  manner  of  men  keep  the  records  of  masonic  grand  bodies.  Brother 
Brown  says  of  Brother  Ashley^s  report  that  it  is  "very  concise  and 
dear." 

The  South  Dakota  reviewer  pounces  upon  the  incidental  statement 
made  by  Grand  Master  Ashley  that  "he  is  not  affiliated  with  any  church 
and  does  not  claim  to  be  specially  religious."  Brother  Brown  holds 
this  up  as  the  unpardonable  sin  and  exclaims  "Pity  'tis,  'tis  true."  What 
Brother  Ashley  really  said  is  this — "Not  being  affiliated  with  any 
■church,  nor  claiming  to  be  specially  religious,  my  suggestions  cannot  be 
construed  as  resulting  from  over  zeal  for  the  church  and  its  cause." 
Our  South  Dakota  critic  entirely  ignores  the  superb  tribute  Brother 
Ashley  paid  to  the  church  and  to  religion.  By  a  garbled  sentence,  he 
•strains  at  a  gnat  and  swallows  an  elephant.  Grand  Master  Ashley's 
reference  to  his  own  personal  relation  was  to  divest  his  exaltation  of  the 
church  and  religion  from  any  suspicion  of  its  emanation  from  a  church 
crank  or  a  religious  fanatic.  Almost  all  over  the  masonic  world  the  re- 
viewers have  copied  Brother  Ashley's  "Masonry  and  Religion"  with 
heartiest  approval.  Our  South  Dakota  brother  appears  to  be  almost,  if 
not  the  only,  fault-finder. 
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Misses  the  Real  Reason. 

Our  good  Brother  Brown  is  much  perturbed  over  the  attitude  of 
Grand  Master  Bell  and  the  Illinois  grand  lodge  in  holding  that  a  ma- 
sonic lodge  cannot  attend  church  in  a  body  as  masons,  wearing  masonic 
clothing.     He  makes  this  astonishing  statement. 

In  the  west  there  has  of  late  years  been  a  growing  disposition  amongst 
masons  who  have  reached  the  high  office  of  grand  master,  to  assume, 
without  proof,  that  a  brother  who  goes  to  church  in  the  clothing  of  a 
mason,  is  without  question  a  hypocrite.  That  his  object  in  going  to- 
church  in  that  manner  is  an  unworthy  object.  That  instead  of  his  mo- 
tive being  that  of  God's  worship,  his  plain  and  indispensable  duty,  it  is 
"to  make  a  holy  show  of  himself."  That  the  brethren  who  do  attend  at 
such  times  are  those  who  never  attend  church  at  any  other  time. 

As  to  the  truth  of  the  foregoing  statement  the  writer  must  be  shown 
before  he  can  accept  it.  Many  grand  lodges  hold  with  Illinois  on  this 
question.  Not  one  has  even  hinted  at  the  reason  given  by  Brother  Brown. 
The  objection  to  lodges  as  such  attending  church  is  fundamental.  While 
masonry  is  intensely  religious  it  bars  sectarianism.  It  accepts  the  bible 
as  its  great  light.  It  demands  faith  in  God  and  teaches  the  immortality 
of  the  soul.  It  accepts  the  com.ing  Christ  and  teaches  of  the  "lion  of  the 
tribe  of  Judah."  In  all  this,  it  is  broadly  religious.  However,  it  pro- 
hibits lodges  from  plunging  into  strife  and  discord  by  taking  their  mem- 
bers to  worship  where  the  sectarian  tenets  of  individual  churches  are 
taught.  Not  that  masons  going  to  church  with  their  lodges  are  "hypo- 
crites," but  that  confusion  is  avoided  by  encouraging  them  to  worship  as 
individuals. 

The  golden  rule  for  masonic  lodges  is — "never  appear  in  public  ex- 
cept in  the  performance  of  a  masonic  duty,"  Brother  Brown  occupies 
many  pages  of  his  review  in  argument  on  this  question.  It  is  not  pos- 
sible, for  want  of  space  and  other  considerations,  to  follow  him  in  all 
he  says. 

The  proceedings  of  the  12th  annual  session  of  the  "Masonic  Vet- 
erans' Association"  finds  a  proper  place  in  the  grand  lodge  report.  This 
association  appears  to  be  in  a  most  prosperous  condition.  It  shows  a 
balance  in  the  treasury  of  $339.41.  There  are  217  active  and  six  honorary 
members.  One  of  the  actives  is  Bro,  Wiley  Smith,  who  retains  his 
membership  in  Princeton  lodge  of  Illinois.

30  Lodges.  20th  Axxual.  1.445  ^vIembers. 

One  of  the  few  grand  lodges,  the  proceedings  of  which  have  failed 
to  reach  the  table  of  the  Illinois  reviewer  is  Tasmania.  It  is  a  little 
country,  being  a  small  island  adjacent  to  Australia  and.  therefore,  of  lim- 
ited possibilities. 

The  semi-annual  meeting  for  August,  1910.  was  held  at  Hobart.  The 
grand  master  was  absent.  He  was  at  Sydney  at  the  installation  of  the 
grand  master  of  Xew  South  Wales.  His  address  was  presented  by  ^I.AV. 
Bro.  Sadler,  the  pro  grand  master. 

At  the  annual  held  February.  191 1.  the  grand  master  presided.  He 
expressed  regret  that  the  grand  lodges  of  Australasia  had  not  presented 
a  united  address  to  the  king  upon  his  coronation.  As  King  George  is 
not  a  mason,  little  reason  can  be  seen  why  a  fraternal  body  should  join 
in  the  civic  ceremonies  incident  to  his  induction  into  office. 

The  True  Aim  of  ^Masoxry. 

The  grand  master  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  accumulation  of 
grand  lodge  funds.  These  now  amount  to  £3.500  or  about  $17,500. 
Grand  Master  Davies  suggested  that  the  brethren  of  Tasmania  were 
scarcely  measuring  up  to  their  opportunity  in  blessing  humanity.  He 
concludes  by  quoting  these  words. 

Let  us  unite  and  labour  to  advance  the  principles  of  our  beneficial 
order ;  let  charity  fill  our  hearts ;  let  fraternity  mould  our  actions ;  let 
us  live  the  lives  of  true  masons,  until  masonry  and  its  blessed  influence 
shall  permeate  every  worldly  home.  Let  the  hills  sing  to  the  valleys  and 
the  rivers  to  the  lakes  an  anthem  of  brotherly  love.  While  there  is  a 
life  to  lose,  while  there  is  a  heart  to  ache,  while  there  is  a  body  to  suf- 
fer, while  there  is  a  widow  to  mourn,  while  there  is  an  orphan  to  clothe, 
let  us  be  vigilant.  Then  as  the  dew  falls  from  the  eyelids  of  the  morn- 
ing to  moisten  the  lips  of  the  roses,  shall  there  pour  forth  from  our 
beloved  order  perpetual  showers  of  blessings  upon  humanity. 

Grand  Master  C.  E.  Davies  was  re-elected  for  his  sixteenth  year.

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TENNESSEE— 1912. 

452  Lodges.  qSth  Annual.  25,587  Members. 

That  masonry  with  our  southern  neighbor  is  growing  in  a  most 
healthy  and  approved  way  is  shown  by  the  volume  of  proceedings  of 
the  grand  lodge  session,  beginning  January  31,  1912.  A  net  gain  in  mem- 
bership of  787  appears.  Illinois  was  represented  by  its  regular  ambassa- 
dor, Americus  V.  Warr. 

In  his  annual  address  Grand  Master  Rison  congratulates  "the  grandi 
lodge  on  the  high  standard  of  its  subordinate  lodges,"  because  of  their 
careful  selection  of  material.  "Quality  not  quantity,  being  the  motto, 
observed,  men  of  doubtful  probity  are  being  excluded."  He  notes  that 
not  a  death  has  occurred  among  grand  or  past  grand  officers  during  the 
year. 

The  Widows'  and  Orphans'   Home 

Was  found  to  be  doing  an  excellent  work  but  was  in  sore  need  of 
money  to  make  essential  repairs  and  improvements.  He  made  an  appeal 
to  lodges  for  assistance.  The  first  effort  produced  some  $2,000  but  the 
grand  master  was  not  willing  that  so  many  lodges  should  fail  or  neg- 
lect to  meet  their  responsibility.  A  second  appeal  went  to  the  delin- 
quents. The  total  secured  was  more  than  $3,300,  enough  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  Home.  The  grand  master  says  "This  was  the  third  Ma- 
sonic Home  for  widows  and  orphans  built  in  this  country  and  its  suc- 
cess has  no  parallel."  Yet,  on  account  of  the  age,  the  buildings  and 
equipment  were  not  up  to  present  day  needs  and  requirements.  As  usual 
the  Eastern  Star  was  shown  to  have  been  busy.  They  reported  $1,161.22- 
raised  toward  the  construction  of  an  infirmary.  They  propose  to  dupli- 
cate this  amount  during  the  present  year. 

This  Home  has  finished  twenty  years  of  its  work.  "During  that 
time  476  widows  and  orphans  have  been  sheltered,  clothed  and  educated 
within  its  walls."  The  grand  master  touched  a  tender  spot  when  he 
called  attention  to  the  w^ant  of  any  provision  for  the  aged  and  helpless 
mason.  He  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  for  what  he  called  an  old 
mason's  Home."  The  cost  per  capita,  per  annum,  of  the  present  Home 
was  shown  to  be  for  1910,  $97.42  and  for  1911,  $93-56.  How  can  their 
143  "residents"  be  kept  at  such  small  cost  considering  the  present  very 
high  prices  of  living? 

A  rather  unusual  scene  is  presented  in  a  picture  showing  a  company 
of  masons,  some  on  the  bank  of  a  stream  and  others  on  a  log  over  a 
river.     Grand  Master  Rison  is  shown  xh  the  act  of  baptizing  "the  trav- 
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eling  silver  trowel''  in  the  JMississippi  river  at  Memphis,  May  22,  191 1. 
Statement  is  not  made  as  to  whether  or  not  the  trowel  was  soundly  con- 
verted before  it  was  immersed. 

Official  Rulings. 

The  grand  master  tells  how  he  had  concluded  before  his  installation, 
not  to  report  any  of  his  decisions.  He  fell  sadly  from  grace,  however, 
when  in  office.  Five  printed  pages  are  used  in  giving  his  rulings,  most 
of  which  he  says  "could  have  been  answered  by  reference  to  the  Text 
Book  and  Code,  or  the  rulings  of  other  grand  masters."  The  ever  pres- 
ent question  of  physical  qualifications  cropped  out  in  many  decisions. 
These  the  grand  master  answered  by  reference  to  the  "edicts"   in  force. 

It  appears  that  "one  lunar  month  shall  elapse  between  the  conferring 
of  the  respective  degrees?"  Why  "lunar  month?"  What  has  the  moon 
to  do  with  masonic  progress  ?  In  fact  why  should  any  fixed  time  be 
required  to  elapse  after  an  entered  apprentice  or  fellow  craft  is  able  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  preceding  degree?  In  one  of  the 
questions  he  alludes  to  the  secret  ballot  "or  by  I's  and  No's."  Here  is 
something  new  not  only  in  masonry  but  in  parliamentary  practice.  The 
"ayes  and  noes"  or  the  "yeas  and  nays"  are  not  unknown  to  deliberative 
bodies.  In  one  case  the  grand  master  held  that,  where  a  member  had 
committed  murder  and  had  forfeited  his  bond  and  left  the  country,  no- 
tice preliminary  to  a  trial  could  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper. 
Why  not  mail  notice  to  his  last  known  post  office  address?  Advertising 
masonic  matters  in  newspapers  is  a  most  questionable  proceeding. 

Tennessee  law^  provides  that  w^here  officers  of  a  lodge  are  re-elected 
they  do  not  need  to  be  reinstalled.  How  can  the  record  be  made  to  show^ 
the  ending  and  beginning  of  the  two  terms?  This  might  be  important 
in  case  of  a  treasurer  giving  bonds.  Other  conditions  might  arise  where 
it  would  be  important  to  know  when  the  old  term  of  service  ended  and 
the  new  began. 

In  a  tabular  statement  of  the  dead  of  other  jurisdictions  note  is- 
made  of  the  passing  of  our  late  P.G.M.,  John  C.  Smith. 

Grand  Secretary  Garrett  makes  a  model  report.  He  makes  no 
comments  but  clearly  and  simply  reports  the  facts  and  statistics  of  his 
office. 

Tie  Their  Own  Hands. 

The  law  is  that  "no  committee  of  this  grand  lodge  shall  consider  any 
matter  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  grand  lodge  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  filed  with  the  grand  secretary  at  least  five  days  before 
the  meeting  of  the  grand  lodge."     It  would  appear  to  one  at  a   distance 
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that  such  a  rule  would  be  pretty  hard  to  follow.  Many  important  matters 
arise  during  the  session  of  a  grand  lodge.  These  often  need  immediate 
consideration.  Why  should  a  grand  lodge  thus  tie  its  hands  behind  its 
back? 

The  looth  anniversary  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Tennessee  comes  De- 
cember 27,  1913.  A  committee  was  named  to  prepare  for  a  suitable 
celebration  of  this  centennial. 

The  committee  on  jurisprudence  held  that  any  act  of  the  grand 
master  reaching  into  the  term  of  his  successor  needed  an  act  of  the 
grand  lodge  or  grand  master  to  validate  it.  This  is  a  doubtful  decision. 
There  is  no  interregnum  in  the  office  of  grand  master.  The  person  who 
fills  it  is  only  the  instrument  though  which  executive  actions  are  put  in 
motion.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  man  filling  the  office  o'f  grand 
master  the  law  immediately  supplies  another.  There  can  be  no  vacancy. 
The  authority  of  the  grand  east  is  continuous. 

It  was  held  that  a  dispensation,  issued  in  January  to  install  officers 
in  February,  after  there  had  been  a  change  in  the  person  who  held  the 
office,  required  a  new  authority  from  the  new  grand  master.  Why?  The 
grand  master  who  issued  the  dispensation  in  January  simply  gave  the 
authority  of  the  grand  lodge.  This  could  not  cease  because  Smith  was 
no  longer  the  agent  of  the  grand  lodge  and  Jones  had  become  the  name 
of  his  successor.  The  mere  change  of  persons  does  not  effect  the  au- 
thority granted  by  the  grand  lodge. 

The  Annual  Review 

Of  grand  lodges  covers  but  sixty-two  pages.  It  is  written  by  Bro.  Henry 
A.  Chambers,  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Recognition  of  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  was  withheld  on  ac- 
count of  the  mixed  condition  of  masonic  affairs  in  that  country.  Com- 
menting on  the  relation  of  masonry  to  the  bible  the  Tennessee  corre- 
spondent says — ^'Tn  short  masons  in  all  Protestant  Christian  countries 
regard  the  bible  as  the  sacred  book  that  constitutes  one  of  the  absolutely 
necessary  great  lights."     He  then  adds — 

And  while  not  specially  on  the  bible,  the  remarks  of  Grand  Master 
Ashley  and  Grand  Orator  Wilson  on  masonry  and  religion  quoted  by  us 
in  the  review  of  Illinois  herein,  are  forceful,  appropriate  and  worth 
reading. 

Illinois  for  191 1  is  under  review.  Brother  Ashley's  "Masonry  and 
Religion"  is  given  complete.  The  big  lodges  from  the  introductory  of 
the  Illinois  report  for  191 1  were  quoted  in  full.

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TEXAS— 1911. 

S33  Lodges.  76th  Annual.  53,190  Members. 

Big  Texas.  Big  in  territory.  Big  in  possibilities.  Big  in  its  big  men. 
Big  in  everything.  The  volume  of  proceedngs  for  191 1  is  the  biggest 
ever.  Think  of  it!  784  pages.  It  took  240  pages  to  tell  the  story  of  work 
done,  as  recorded  in  the  three-day  session,  held  at  Waco,  December  5, 
6,  7,  1911.  The  returns  of  lodges  filled  412  pages.  The  report  on  cor- 
respondence only  got  120  pages  and  the  index  12. 

The  handsome  face  of  Grand  Master  Walter  Acker  is  the  eye- 
opener  for  the  big  book.  The  picture  of  B.  F.  Frymeier,  grand  master 
in  1894,   follows. 

Two  special  communications  are  recorded.  The  one  was  on  Decem- 
ber 12,  1910,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  "Home  for  Aged  Masons" 
at  Arlington.     The  other  was  on  October  3,  191 1,  to  dedicate  the  same. 

For  Aged  Masons. 

This  home  is  a  building  of  seventy  rooms,  three  stories  high,  of 
brick  and  concrete  and  is  modern  in  all  its  arrangements.  It  was  erected 
by  the  "Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas"  and  is  controlled  by  the 
grand  chapter.  Usually  the  grand  lodge  leads  in  providing  for  depend- 
ents and  in  fact  generally  has  a  monopoly  of  this  good  work.  It  looks 
well  to  see  the  royal  arch  masons  take  a  hand  in  this  great  beneficence. 

The  record  does  not  show  the  Illinois  representative  present  at  the 
annual  communication. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  inviting  all  master  masons  in  good  stand- 
ing to  attend  the  annual   session   as  visitors.     Illinois  puts   the   right  to 
•  visit  in  its  by-laws  and  makes  this  permanent. 

The  Annual  Address 

Of  the  grand  master  is  able  and  comprehensive.  Brother  Acker  says 
"that  masons  should  worry  and  write  less  about  what  constitute  the 
'ancient  landmarks'  and  believe  and  live  the  three  essential  landmarks — 
faith  in  God,  hope  in  immortality  and  the  daily  application  of  the  golden 
rule."     He  says — 

God  is  our  Father,  man  is  a  brother,  the  earth  is  our  mother.  Life 
is  a  mission  and  not  a  career.  Knightship  is  service,  his  sceptre  is  glad- 
ness. The  least  is  the  greatest.  Saving  is  dying — giving  is  living.  Life 
is  eternal  and  love  is  its  essence. 
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Further — 

The  mission  that  masonry  has  to  fulfill  is  to  increase  the  happiness 
and  to  mitigate  the  sorrows  of  mankind  and  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
high  mission  the  "sons  of  light"  stand  pledged,  and  to  this  end  they 
should  labor  earnestly  as  long  as  there  is  human  misery  and  human 
suffering  in  the  world,  as  long  as  the  orphan's  cry  is  heard  in  the  land. 

Under  "Fallen  Asleep"  the  death  of  our  own  past  grand  master,  John 
C.  Smith,  is  recorded. 

A  little  ruction  between  Texas  and  Missouri  over  jurisdiction  has 
served  to  disturb  the  tranquil  waters  of  harmony  between  these  good, 
grand  lodges. 

DispExsATioxs  Galore 

Were  granted  by  the  grand  master.  These  were  singularly  free  from 
criticism.  All  appear  to  have  been  pursuant  to  Texas  law  and  mainly 
for  excellent  purposes.  To  lay  corner-stones,  twenty-six  were  required. 
Two  of  these  found  the  grand  master  in  charge  and  the  purpose  is  given 
"to  level  the  cornerstone."  When  a  proxy  serves  the  grand  master,  he 
"lays"  the  stone.  The  grand  master  "levels."  Here  is  a  distinction.  Is 
there  a  difference? 

To  hold  memorial  services  lodges  were  authorized  in  two  instances. 
Dispensations  to  confer  degrees  "out  of  time"  were  refused  in  all  cases, 
except  one.  This  was  where  a  missionary  to  Korea  had  petitioned  and 
expected  to  have  ample  time  in  regular  course.  The  body,  under  w^hose 
auspices  he  was  to  go,  changed  plans  and  required  him  to  depart  at  once. 

The  grand  master  refused  to  permit  the  masons  of  San  Antonio  to 
lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  club  house.  He  insisted  that  masons  could  only 
officiate  at  buildings  of  "undoubted  masonic,  public  or  sacred  character.^' 
The  club  w^as  a  private  institution  and  was  not  given  the  advertising  of 
masonic  ceremonies  in  laying  the  corner-stone.  He  also  refused  permis- 
sion to  hold  post  burial  services  over  the  grave  of  a  brother. 

Requests  for  permission  to  appeal  to  lodges  for  donations  to  erect 
masonic  buildings  and  to  assist  lodges  to  care  for  their  dependents  were 
refused  in  all  cases. 

A  ]\Iasoxic  Supreme  Court. 

The  grand  master,  sitting  as  the  masonic  supreme  court  of  the  state, 
declared  an  enactment  of  the  grand  lodge  unconstitutional,  refused  to 
permit  its  enforcement  and  so  reported  to  the  grand  lodge. 

The  city  of  Texarkana  is  partly  in  Texas  and  partly  in  Arkansas. 
The  grand  lodge  passed  a  resolution  to  waive  jurisdiction  over  all  per- 
sons living  in  Texas  who  might  desire  to  unite  with  a  lodge  in  the  same 
city  but  located  over  the  line  in  Arkansas.     The  grand  master  held  that 
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this  waiver  could  only  be  given  by  the  lodges,  because  the  constitution 
guaranteed  them  this  right.  It  looks  at  this  distance  much  as  though  the 
decision  of  the  masonic  supreme  court  of  Texas  was  right  and  that  the 
action  of  the  grand  lodge  was  void.  He  held  that  "the  jurisdiction  given 
by  the  constitution  cannot  be  set  aside  by  a  resolution  of  the  grand  lodge. 
It  seems  that  the  only  way  this  matter  can  be  reached  would  be  to 
change  the  constitution." 

There  were  thirty  decisions  reported.  Few  of  these  are  of  any 
special  interest  outside  of  Texas. 

It  appears  that  the  anachronism  of  requiring  a  ballot  for  each  degree 
still  remains  in  the  "Lone  Star"  grand  lodge.  In  one  decision  the  grand 
master  holds  that  an  entered  apprentice  who  is  refused  advancement  can 
not  petition  again  for  twelve  months. 

It  was  decided  that  objection  could  not  be  made  to  the  visit  of  a 
mason  who  was  serving  as  district  deputy  grand  master.  Being  an  in- 
stalled officer  of  the  grand  lodge  he  could  visit  officially  or  otherwise  re- 
gardless of  objections. 

Closes  Itself  at  Midnight. 

The  law  of  Texas,  like  that  of  Illinois,  prohibits  lodges  from  meet- 
ing or  doing  any  kind  of  work,  except  conducting  funeral  services,  on 
Sunday — the  Christian  Sabbath.  The  grand  master  held  an  election  of 
officers  at  3  o'clock  Sunday  morning  illegal  and  void.  The  lodge  closed 
"itself  by  operation  of  law  at  midnight.  The  old  officers  must  hold  over 
another  year." 

It  was  held  that  a  lodge  could  not  place  a  "masonic  window"  in  a 
church  building  because  "the  ostentatious  display  of  masonic  emblems  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  freemasonry.    The  grand  master  then  adds  that — 

Freemasonry  needs  no  advertisement  whatever.  The  best  advertise- 
ment it  can  have  is  for  its  members  to  conform  to  the  teachings  and 
principles  of  the  order  and  without  ostentation  or  display  exemplify  in 
their  daily  walk  and  intercourse  with  their  fellow  men  the  great  ma- 
sonic doctrine  of  charity  and  benevolence. 

Sound  to  the  core.  Brother  Acker. 

It  took  a  pretty  stiff  argument  by  the  grand  master  to  secure  a 
change  from  "perpetual"  to  "five-year"  jurisdiction,  but  it  was  done. 

The   Masonic   Home 

Maintained  by  the  grand  lodge  is  now  exclusively  for  orphans.  The 
grand  chapter,  R.A.M.,  as  noted  heretofore,  is  providing  for  the  care 
of  aged  and  dependent  masons,  their  wives  and  widows.  The  grand 
master  refers  to  the  Orphans'  Home  as  "a  living  monument  of  the  sin- 
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cerity  of  our  profession  as  masons."  And  so  it  really  is.  The  finances 
of  the  Home  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  Eastern  Star  ladies  are 
given  full  credit  for  their  active  interest  in  making  the  children  happy 
and  contented.  At  Christmas  time  these  "Stars"  shine  with  greatest 
luster. 

There  are  reported,  ii6  girls  and  96  boys,  a  total  of  212.  The  per 
capita  cost  of  the  Home  is  given  as  $159.76  and  that  of  the  school  $17, 
making  a  total  annual   cost    for  each  person  of  ^176.76. 


A  Model  Report 

Is  that  of  the  grand  secretary,  John  Watson.  He  gives  membership, 
number  of  lodges  and  total  receipts  for  the  year  in  precisely  twenty- 
seven  lines  of  the  printed  proceedings.  This  includes  heading  and  sig- 
nature and  all.  Truly  our  brother  emphasizes  the  fact  that  to  others 
must  be  left  everything  but  the  barest  facts  and  figures.  This  is  in  marked 
contrast  with  many  grand  secretaries  who  try  to  philosophize,  symbolize 
and  theorize  and  do  everything  but  recordize. 

The  grand  orator,  Bro.  J.  P.  Lightfoot,  delivered  a  thoughtful  ad- 
dress on  "The  Lost  Word."  One  paragraph  will  serve  to  indicate  its 
excellence.     He  says  that — 

The  fundamental  principle  underlying  the  masonic  fraternity  is  a 
belief  in  the  existence  of  God,  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  the  immor- 
tality of  the  human  soul.  The  supreme  object  of  speculative  masonry  is 
to  inculcate  these  truths,  for  in  them  lie  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  be- 
ginning and  the  end,  of  human  progress,  civilization  and  destiny. 

Bro.  Frank  Rainey  was,  by  resolution,  made  a  life  member  of  the 
grand  lodge  as  a  reward  for  faithful  service  rendered  at  the  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Home. 


Teaches  the  Church  a  Lesson. 

The  grand  lodge  by  the  committee  on  grand  officers  reports  heartily 
•endorsed  the  action  of  the  grand  master  in  refusing  "to  lay  the  corner- 
stone of  a  new  brick  building  on  the  Sabbath,  even  though  it  was  a 
church  building."  Masonry  thus  gives  the  church  a  lesson  on  Sabbath 
observance  by  declining  to  work  on  that  day. 

Judging  by  the  seal  printed  to  attest  the  proceedings,  the  arrangement 
of  the  points  of  the  compasses  indicates  a  grand  lodge  of  fellow  crafts 
rather  than  of  master  masons. 
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The  Review  of  Grand  Lodges 

Comes  from  the  hand  of  the  venerable  past  grand  master,  Thomas  M. 
Matthews,  Sr.,  who  was  too  feeble  to  attend  the  annual  session.  The 
review  is  able  and  exhaustive.  The  reference  to  Illinois  is  as  follows ; 
When  Bro.  J.  H.  C.  Dill,  some  years  ago,  was  the  grand  secretary,  he 
was  always  very  prompt  and  expeditious  in  getting  out  the  proceedings, 
rarely  more  than  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  grand  lodge,  and  know- 
ing that  the  grand  lodge  of  Texas  would  convene  within  some  six  weeks, 
he  always  sent  us,  direct,  his  earliest  copy.  In  this  way  we  were  able 
to  prepare,  at  least,  a  hurried  notice  of  the  volume  in  time  for  our 
forthcoming  report.  Bro,  Isaac  Cutter,  who  superseded  Brother  Dill,  for 
the  first  two  or  three  years  did  the  same.  But  of  late  it  appears  to  take 
him  longer  to  get  the  volume  ready,  so  that  it  does  not  any  more  reach 
us  in  time,  and  it  has  to  be  laid  by  for  a  year.  It  appears,  however,  that 
the  report  of  Bro,  Owen  Scott  on  "correspondence"  is  printed,  and  ready 
for  distribution,  before  the  grand  lodge  assembles.  Last  year  he  kindly 
sent  us  an  advance  copy,  which  we  reviewed,  and  the  article  appeared 
in  our  report;  but  as  the  proceedings  proper  did  not  reach  us,  there 
was  no  notice  of  them.  The  same  thing  has  occurred  again.  We  have 
Brother  Scott's  report,  but  the  volume  of  proceedings  still  lags.  We  do 
not  like  to  make  another  partial  review  and  have  concluded,  believing  it 
will  be  better  so,  to  let  the  whole  matter  lie  over  another  year,  and  re- 
view the  whole  together,  and  so  we  make  this  explanation. 

Quicker  than  Texas. 

The  Illinois  grand  lodge  closed  October  12,  1911,  and  a  complete 
copy  of  the  proceedings  reached  the  table  of  the  writer  November  11. 
This  was  a  little  less  than  thirty  days.  Our  Texas  brother  should  bear 
in  mind  that  it  is  no  small  task  to  prepare  and  produce  a  book  giving 
the  annual  proceedings  of  a  grand  lodge  with  110,000  masons.  Brother 
Cutter  lets  no  vegetation  grow  under  his  feet  in  the  business  of  our 
grand  lodge. 

To  record  the  business  of  53,000  Texas  masons  it  took  the  grand 
secretary  seventy  days  to  do  what  our  grand  secretary  did  for  more 
than  twice  as  many  masons  in  a  little  less  than  thirty  days. 

However,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  cannot  have  the  benefit  of 
the  review  of  our  proceedings  until  more  than  a  year  has  passed.

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UTAH— 1912. 

17  Lodges.  41  st  Annual.  1,984  Members. 

It  takes  210  pages  to  record  the  doings  of  the  masonic  fraternity  in 
this  mountain  state  in  its  two  days  annual  session  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
January  16,  17,  1912.  A  gain  of  204  members  and  two  lodges  show 
healthy  growth.  The  book  opens  with  a  picture  and  biographical  sketch 
of  Sam.  H.  Goodwin,  grand  master  for  the  current  year. 

The  presence  of  fifteen  past  grand  masters,  and  five  past  grand  war- 
dens shows  the  continuing  interest  of  the  masonic  leaders  when  their 
official  obligations  are  ended. 

The  representative  of  Illinois  was  present. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Pfoutz  opens  with  this  significant 
statement. 

Forty  years  ago  tomorrow  this  body  came  into  existence  through  the 
heroic  endeavors  of  a  small  band  of  noble  spirits,  who  had  for  years 
previous  been  struggling  to  set  up  in  this  then  wilderness  the  standard 
of  masonry,  and  teach  that  liberty  of  conscience  and  right  living  for 
which  it  stands.  We,  of  this  generation,  can  scarcely  realize  what  that 
struggle  meant,  and  the  trials  that  that  brave  band  of  patriots  encoun- 
tered before  they  succeeded  in  bringing  their  fondest  desires  to  fruition. 

This  means  much  more  of  struggle  than  if  it  came  from  a  state  less 
beset  with  evils  that  undermine  the  foundation  of  social  order. 

Only  Two  Left. 

The  presence  is  noted  of  two  of  the  organizers  of  the  grand  lodge. 
One  of  these  is  the  venerable  Christopher  Diehl  who  has  been  grand 
secretary  during  the  entire  existence  of  the  grand  lodge,  except  a  few 
months  at  the  beginning.  Brother  Diehl  is  eighty-one  years  old  and  in 
feeble  health.  He  refers  to  his  report  as  his  "Swan  Song"  but  the  grand 
lodge  looked  at  it  in  a  different  way  and  re-elected  him  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  The  other  original  member  of  the  grand  lodge  present  was  Louis 
CoHN,  the  oldest  living  past  grand  master. 

But  three  decisions  are  reported.  These  are  of  purely  local  signifi- 
cance. On  this  subject  the  grand  master  quoted  a  wise  saying  of  Grand 
Master  Shryock,  of  Maryland.  In  the  twenty  odd  years  of  service 
Brother  Shryock  has  "not  been  called  upon  to  make  a  single  masonic 
decision  of  any  kind  or  character." 
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Must  Know  the  Law, 

He  then  adds — 

This  is  simply  because  the  masters  know  the  law.  and  know  that  it 
must  be  obeyed.  This  condition  has  been  made  possible  by  the  grand 
lodge  when  it  enacted  the  resolution  that  before  a  master-elect  could  be 
installed  as  master  of  the  lodge,  he  must  pass  a  rigid  examination  as  to 
his  ability  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  masonry  in  full  and  ample 
form;  and  in  addition,  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  the 
law  of  the  grand  lodge  for  the  government  of  lodges. 

It  is  possible  that  a  brother  may  be  "letter  perfect"  in  the  work,  and 
yet  be  utterly  ignorant  and  positively  stupid  in  the  laws,  usages  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  craft.  Illinois  can  well  afford  to  copy  from  Maryland  in 
this  particular. 

Hits   Smokers  Hard. 

Grand  Master  Pfoutz  hits  the  bull's  eye  on  another  matter.  He 
says   that — 

I  have  noticed  in  a  ver}^  few  of  our  lodges  that  the  habit  of  smok- 
ing during  the  meetings  is  growing.  Certainly  no  mason  will  disagree 
with  me  when  I  make  the  statement  that  smoking  is  absolutely  out  of 
place  in  a  masonic  lodge  during  work.  I  make  no  recommendation ;  all 
I  ask  is  that  our  brethren  consider  the  proprieties. 

This  is  well  put.  No  need  of  law,  just  gentlemanly  proprieties — 
that  is  all.  Many  tobacco  users  become  inordinarly  selfish.  They  would 
for  their  own  gratification  deprive  some  other  members  of  the  privileges 
of  the  lodge  room.  In  many  cases  masons  keep  away  from  meetings, 
where  smoking  is  allowed,  because  they  are  made  sick  by  the  fumes  of 
tobacco.  If  the  "proprieties"  are  not  sufficient,  the  law  should  step  in 
and  compel  those  who  think  more  of  tobacco  than  the  well-being  and 
comfort  of  any  one  brother  to  retire  from  the  lodge  room  to  smoke. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  newly  organized  grand  chap- 
ter of  R.A.M.  of  Utah,  informing  the  grand  lodge  of  its  existence.  No 
particular  reason  appears  why  this  notice  should  have  been  sent.  There 
is  no  official  connection  between  a  grand  lodge  of  masons  and  a  grand 
chapter.  However,  the  communication  was  courteously  received,  as  it 
might  as  properly  have  been  from  the  grand  encampment  of  the  Odd 
Fellows. 

Must  Produce  the  Documents. 

The  following  standing  resolution  was  adopted. 

No  visiting  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  a  lodge  in  this  grand 
jurisdiction  unless  he  can  and  does  produce  written  evidence,  under  the 
seal  of  his  lodge,  that  he  is  in  good  standing,  and  said  evidence  must  be 
attested  by  the  grand  secretary's  signature  and  the  seal  of  the  grand 
lodge  under  which  the  lodge  of  the  visitor  is  working;  excepting  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  have  such  evidence,   so   attested  by   the  grand

secretary,  when  the  visitor  comes  from  a  jurisdiction  where  this  is  not 
required. 

This  is  but  one  more  reason  for  a  uniform,  attested  document  show- 
ing good  standing  in  a  lodge  and  that  the  lodge  is  regular. 

The  committee  on  grievances  and  appeals  follows  the  course  pursued 
in  our  grand  lodge  and  omits  in  the  published  report  the  names  of  per- 
sons who  are  under  discipline. 

A  portrait  was  presented  of  Kit  Carson,  "the  famous  scout,  guide, 
soldier  and  frontiersman."  Christopher  (Kit)  Carson  was  a  member 
of  Montezuma  Lodge  No.  i,  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico. 

The  Annual  Review 

Comes  from  the  skilled  hand  of  the  masonic  patriarch,  Christopher 
DiEHL.  This  is  his  thirty-sixth  production.  He  closes  with  these  words, 
'T  do  not  believe  that  I  ever  will  be  able  to  write  another  report  on 
correspondence  and  I  do  wish  the  officers  and  members  of  the  grand 
lodge  would  consider  this  my  last  one."     But  they  did  not. 

Brother  Diehl  refers  to  the  report  of  Grand  Master  Ashley  as  a 
"comprehensive  exhibit  of  the  doings  at  the  close  of  a  successful  ad- 
ministration."   He  further  says  that — 

The  committee  on  obituary  pays  a  beautiful  tribute  of  love  and  af- 
fection to  the  illustrious  brother,  John  Corson  Smith.  He  was,  indeed, 
a  great  mason,  and  to  the  writer  an  ever  dear  friend.  He  reached  a  good 
old  age  and  has  earned  the  rest  that  has  come  to  him.  May  his  last 
sleep  never  be  disturbed  by  an  unpleasant  dream. 

Referring  to  the  fact  that  Maryland  does  not  pay  mileage  and  per 
diem  to  representatives  of  lodges,  Brother  Diehl  adds — 

Utah  is  another  jurisdiction  that  does  not  pay  mileage  and  per  diem, 
and  still  it  is  but  very  seldom  that  not  every  one  of  our  lodges  is  rep- 
resented at  each  communication. 

Were  there  800  lodges  in  Utah  instead  of  17,  there  would  probably 
be  a  mileage  and  per  diem  account  as  in  most  other  grand  lodges. 

The  reviewer  notes  that  the  present  grand  master  of  Illinois  is  the  son 
of  "Alexander  Darrah,  grand  master  in  1870."  Not  so  early  as  that. 
His  service  was  for  1885  and  1886.

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VERMONT— 1912. 

103  Lodges.  iiqth  Annual.  I3,443  Members. 

At  Burlington  June  12  and  13,  1912,  the  grand  lodge  of  the  Green 
Mountain  State  was  held.  The  proceedings  came  in  good  time  and  are  a 
model  of  neatness  and  good  printing.  The  cover  is  the  correct  light 
blue  with  so  little  printed  on  it  that  you  can  read  what  it  says.  The 
book  opens  with  a  bishop-looking  picture  of  Grand  Master  Ballou.  A 
biographical  sketch  follows.  The  representative  of  Illinois  was  not  re- 
corded as  present. 

The  grand  master's  address  is  an  able  document,  as  the  following 
extract  will  indicate. 

By  its  symboHsm,  its  constant  reiteration  of  the  great  spiritual  truths 
in  its  ritual  and  charges,  masonry  has  been  working  most  profoundly, 
though  silently  to  the  outside  world,  in  bringing  a  better  day  for  our 
commonwealth.  As  quietly  and  as  powerfully  it  has  worked  on  the  hearts 
of  its  votaries  as  have  the  mighty  forces  of  nature  that  brought  the 
spring  and  the  summer  out  of  the  winter.  The  results  have  been  most 
marked  though  the  agency  has  been  hidden.  The  unloosing  of  ice- 
streams,  the  banishment  of  snow  and  cold,  the  bursting  out  of  pastures 
and  forests  and  fields  into  green,  the  clothing  of  gardens  and  orchards 
with  blossoms,  are  some  of  the  brilliant  results  of  springtime;  but  the 
cause  and  beginning  fiave  not  attracted  attention.  It  is  in  the  silent 
sunbeam  and  the  gentle  caress  of  the  south  wind.  It  is  hidden  among 
the  silent  forces,  as  quiet  and  unobtrustive  as  the  breath  of  a  child. 

So  our  lodges  have  been  quietly  at  work,  the  rough  ashlars  becom- 
ing perfect  ashlars,  polished  and  prepared  for  the  temple  beautiful. 
Character  has  been  developed  to  an  extent  little  realized  by  the  uniniti- 
ated. From  our  lodge  meetings  the  brethren  have  gone  forth  to  affect 
society  profoundly.  Like  all  sublime  achievements  and  important  results, 
strength  has  been  conceived  in  the  brooding  places  of  silence.  The 
greatest  tornado  that  ever  swept  over  the  sea  was  insignificant  compared 
to  the  power  over  the  ocean's  depths  exercised  by  the  silent,  unheralded 
influence  of  the  moonbeams  that  lift  millions  of  tons  of  water  from  the 
bed  of  the  sea  and  hurls  it  along  the  shores  of  the  continents.  Thus  has 
been  the  influence  of  masonry.  It  is  silent,  nevertheless  it  worketh  like 
the  leaven  in  the  lump  and  the  moonbeam  on  the  tide  and  its  power  for 
good  is  felt  in  every  department  of  our  civic  life. 

Masonic  Gain  Over  Population. 

Grand  Master  Ballou  says  that  "the  population  of  Vermont  has 
made  but  little  gain  in  the  last  forty  years,  having  increased  but  25,000 
or  less  than  8  percent."  He  says  that  the  masonic  increase  has  been  64 
percent  and  in  the  last  decade  the  membership  has  grown  26  percent. 
Last  year  more  work  was   done  than  in  any  other  one  of  the   119  years 
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of  the  history  of  the  grand  lodge.  He  says,  "We  are  the  strongest  ma- 
sonic jurisdiction  in  our  country,  with  the  exception  of  Maine,  in  pro- 
portion to  our  inhabitants,  and  we  are  gaining  on  our  brethren  of  the 
Pine  Tree  State." 

Only  two  decisions  were  reported  and  these  are  of  local  interest  only. 
The  grand  master  took  a  turn  at  shaking  up  representatives  of  other 
grand  lodges.  On  his  recommendation  some  dead  timber  was  cut  out 
and  live  ones  put  in  their  places.  All  the  states  should  do  this.  Repre- 
sentation between  grand  lodges  should  be  made  to  mean  something, 
otherwise  abolish  it. 

That  the  temple  debt  is  pretty  well  out  of  the  way  the  grand  mas- 
ter suggested  that  steps  be  taken  for  a  Masonic  Home  or  some  other 
method  of  caring  for  dependents.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  years  is  a 
pretty  long  time  for  a  distressed  worthy  brother  to  wait  for  relief.  The 
day  of  costly,  showy  temples  and  no  homes  for  the  needy  is  rapidly 
drawing  to  a  close. 

Versatile  Grand  Secretary, 

The  grand  secretary  takes  a  hand  in  discussing  things.  In  his  re- 
port he  says  that  harmony  is  found  in  plenty.     He  then  adds — 

That  this  is  not  the  quiet  of  inactivity  or  sloth  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  in  no  single  year  since  masonry  gained  a  foothold  in  Vermont 
have  so  many  masons  been  raised  as  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
This  must  be  a  trifle  discouraging  to  our  misguided  friends,  the  enemy 
who  have  undertaken  the  task  of  destroying  masonry.  Like  the  rock  of 
Sisyphus,  the  greater  the  height  to  which  it  is  rolled,  the  greater  mo- 
mentum with  which  it  returns  to  its  starting  point  and  goes  beyond. 

Well  said.  A  grand  secretary  who  can  thus  moralize  and  philoso- 
phize can  do  other  izing.  He  should  be  made  assistant  grand  master,  for  he 
writes  so  much  like  one.  He  further  "grand  masterizes"  by  reporting  his 
numerous  visits  to  lodges  but  generously  admits  that  these  are  "no  part 
of  the  duties  of  a  grand  secretary."  Then  why  burden  your  report  with 
them?  Aside  from  a  few  other  dissertations  on  aprons  and  other  things, 
the  grand  secretary's  report  is  a  very  concise  and  useful  document. 

Grand   Masters   Have  Limitations. 

The  committee  on  jurisprudence  found  a  few  things  that  the  grand 
master  had  no  authority  to  do. 

One  of  these  was  to  grant  a  dispensation  permitting  a  lodge  to  "work 
the  third  degree  under  the  Massachusetts  ritual." 

Another  was  to  authorize  a  lodge  to  "open  a  regular  communication 
at  7  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  hour  for  the  opening  of  regular  meetings  of  such 
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lodge  being  fixed  in  its  by-laws  at  7  130  p.  m."  The  committee  adds  that 
the  grand  master  has  no  power  to  amend  or  set  aside  the  by-laws  of  a 
lodge  by  dispensation.  Very  correct.  The  grand  lodge  approves.  There 
are  entirely  too  many  laws  made  by  grand  masters  by  decisions  and  dis- 
pensations. The  by-laws  of  both  grand  and  constituent  lodges  should  be 
held  valid  until  changed  in  the  legal  way. 

Porto  Rico  was  recognized  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on 
correspondence.  The  grand  lodge  refused  to  comply  with  a  request  that 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  be  asked  to  admit  Porto  Ricans  to  full 
American  citizenship.  The  committee  advised  "keeping  clear  and  free 
of  any  and  all  political  entanglements." 

The  report  on  obituaries  included  recognition  of  the  worth  and  serv- 
ice of  Bro.  Charles  Fisher,  P.D.G.M.,  of  Illinois,  and  a  faithful  mason 
for  more  than  sixty-three  years. 

P.G.M.  Marsh  O.  Perkins  writes  the 

Annual   Review. 

The  work  is  well  done.     He  says  that — 

"The  address  of  Grand  Master  Albert  B.  Ashley  is  a  concise,  dig- 
nified, well-digested  paper,  reflecting  eminent  ability  in  the  discharge  of 
official  duties  and  lofty  conception  of  masonic  ideal." 

Brother  Perkins,  in  referring  to  the  dedication  of  the  Orphans'  Home 
at  LaGrange  quotes  a  verse  from  the  poem  of  Mrs.  Alice  J.  Whitney. 
Brother  Ashley^s  "Masonry  and  Religion"  is  given  and  designated  as 
■"sound  preachment." 

Brother  Perkins  mis-read  the  action  of  our  grand  lodge.  He  says 
that  non-afiiliates  are  denied  "even  the  right  of  applying  for  affiliation 
after  a  lapse  of  twelve  months — a  kind  of  'progressive  masonry,'  with 
which  we  have  no  sympathy."  Not  so.  The  Illinois  law  says  "that  the 
holder  of  a  dimit  may  at  any  time,  even  after  the  expiration  of  one  year, 
petition  for  affiliation,  and  if  rejected  shall  be  considered  in  good  stand- 
ing in  the  fraternity  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  last  rejection  and 
no  longer." 

The  orations  of  Bro.  W.  W.  Wilson,  both  in  grand  lodge  and  at 
the  dedication  of  the  Home,  were  pronounced  scholarly  and  well  worth 
reading. 

The  reviewer  approves  the  reference  in  the  Illinois  report  for  1911 
of  big  lodges.  Also  approvingly  he  quotes  the  references  to  the  proper 
relation  of  the  Scottish  Rite  to  ancient  craft  masonry,  that  opposing 
one  term  for  the  grand  master,  and  the  reference  to  the  Iowa  platform 
of  recognition. 
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Would  Lay  Corner- Stones  of  Churches. 

Under  Indiana  he  says — 

As  we  write,  we  can  look  out  upon  a  church  building,  the  corner- 
stone of  which  was  placed  with  masonic  ceremonies,  a  century  and  more 
ago,  evidence  sufficient  for  us  that  the  usage  of  today  is  but  a  proper 
continuance  of  "the  ancient  usages  and  customs  of  the  Craft,"  close  ta 
the  line  of  the  landmarks  freemasons  are  charged  to  preserve.  We 
cordially  agree  with  him  anent  free  passes  to  ministers,  or  to  "butchers, 
bakers  and  candlestick  makers." 

This  was  in  consequence  of  the  grand  master  of  Indiana  declining^ 
to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  church. 

Referring  to  the  refusal  of  the  three  grand  lodges  of  England,  Ire- 
land and  Scotland  to  give  a  free  hand  in  forming  new  grand  lodges  in 
the   British  provinces,  Brother  PSrkins  very  pertinently  says — 

Until  the  famous  or  infamous  tripartite  agreement  with  England  and' 
Scotland  a  few  years  ago,  the  grand  body  (Ireland)  was  the  most  lib- 
eral, as  it  is  now  the  most  sympathetic  of  the  mother  grand  lodges  in 
recognition  of  masonic  home  rule  in  the  Australasian  colonies. 

Vermont  introduces  a  novelty.  Two  pages  are  given  to  the  calendar 
for  the  years  1913  and  1914,  showing  the  date  of  the  full  moon  in  each 
month.     Many  of  the  yankee  lodges  must  meet  in  the  moon.

VICTORIA— 1911. 

197  Lodges.  Meetings  Quarterly.  11,728  Members. 

No  annual  meeting  is  held.  Membership  is  taken  from  March  quar- 
terly, 191 1.  Gain  for  the  year  457.  The  correct  name  is  "The  United 
Grand  Lodge  A.F.A.  Masons  of  Victoria,  Australia."  A  pamphlet  of 
ninety-six  pages,  with  no  effort  at  adornment  or  attractiveness  in  the 
printer's  art,  records  the  doings  of  the  grand  lodge  in  its  four  quarterly 
meetings  held  in  March,  June,  September  and  December,  191 1.  The 
method  of  business  and  the  recording  of  the  same  are  distinctively  Eng- 
lish in  all  particulars. 

The  address  of  the  grand  master  shows  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  grand  lodge.  Usually  in  British  and  provincial  bodies  the 
grand  master  is  merely  an  ornament  to  be  exploited  on  show  occasions. 
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The  real  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  pro  grand  master  who  communi- 
cates his  doings  to  the  grand  lodge.  Grand  Master  Carmichael  appears 
as  the  exception.  He  reports  increase  in  funds  as  well  as  in  member- 
ship. The  freemasons'  hall  has  a  debt  to  carry.  It  was  reduced  £2,000 
or  $10,000,  leaving  the  balance  to  be  paid  -£16,000  or  $So,ooo. 

To   Return  to  Scotland. 

The  grand  master  expressed  regret  that  he  was  so  soon  to  leave, 
having  been  recalled  as  governor  general  of  the  province.  Notwithstand- 
ing his  early  return  to  Scotland,  Brother  Carmichael  was  re-elected  as 
grand  master  for  one  year  at  the  meeting  in  March. 

The  record  notes  the  resignation  of  Bro.  R.  T.  Spencer  as  the  rep- 
resentative of  Victoria  near  Illinois  and  the  appoinment  of  Bro.  Jason 
R.  Lewis. 

A  farewell  banquet  was  given  May  15  to  Grand  Master  Carmichael 
before  his  departure.  An  address  to  King  George  was  prepared  and 
given  to  the  grand  master  to  be  presented  to  the  king  on  his  return. 
As  George  V.  is  not  a  mason  the  necessity,  or  even  propriety,  of  a 
grand  lodge  of  masons  sending  him  a  communication  is  scarcely  recog- 
nizable. 

Queensland  Must  Wait. 

An  effort  was  made  to  recognize  the  grand  lodge  of  Queensland. 
After  much  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  this  action  might  complicate 
the  situation  with  the  English,  Scottish  and  Irish  grand  lodges.  These 
have  a  tri-partite  agreement  that  a  three-fourths  vote  shall  be  neces- 
sary in  each  before  the  others  will  recognize  a  provincial  grand  lodge. 
Though  Queensland  had  started  with  42  lodges  seven  years  before  and 
had  been  doing  excellent  work  as  a  sovereign  masonic  body  the  formal 
recognition  of  the  three  mother  grand  lodges  had  been  withheld.  About 
50  grand  lodges  in  America  and  elsewhere  have  put  Queensland  on  the 
accredited  list.  The  big  three  of  the  British  Isles  should  go  and  do 
likewise.  The  law  was  amended  so  as  to  give  the  grand  master  power 
to  require  lodges  to  conform  to  a  uniform  ritual,  such  as  might  be 
prescribed  by  the  grand  lodge. 

Grand  Master  Created  Not  Elected. 

At  the  December  meeting  a  new  grand  master  was  created.  He  was 
not  elected.  The  pro  grand  master  nominated  Rev.  Bro.  Albert  T. 
Holden.  There  was  no  other  presented  and  the  pro  grand  master  de- 
clared him  elected.  No  vote  was  taken  and  it  was  announced  that  no 
election    had   ever   been   held    for   grand   master.     They   are   merely    de- 
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dared  to  be  "grand  master-designate."  As  there  is  no  line  of  promo- 
tion it  must  require  a  considerable  amount  of  harmonizing  to  secure 
such  continued  concord.  Brother  Holden  was  left  to  be  installed  at 
the  March  meeting,  1912.

VIRGINIA— 1912. 

321  Lodges,  i34th  Annual.  22,698  Members. 

The  familiar  face  of  Grand  Master  W.  L.  Andrews  is  the  greeting 
of  the  opening  pages.  It  was  the  delight  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois 
to  receive  Brother  Andrews  and  listen  to  his  wise  words  one  year  ago. 
He  was  then  deputy  grand  master,  but  has  now  ascended  "the  throne." 
It  was  the  great  pleasure  of  the  writer  to  escort  Brother  Andrews  in 
the  visit  of  our  grand  lodge  to  the  home  at  LaGrange  last  October.  On 
that  occasion  he  spoke  encouragingly  of  the  work  Illinois  is  doing. 
Brother  Andrews  represents  Illinois  in  the  grand  lodge  of  the  **01d 
Dominion." 

The  annual  was  held  at  Richmond,  February  13-15,  1912.  Grand 
Master  McChesney  presented  a  brief  report  of  his  year's  work.  He 
says  that  "we  are  as  ritualists  in  a  better  condition  than  ever  before. 
Interest  is  growing  still  and  the  work  in  lodges  is  being  done  with  an 
enthusiasm  that  can  but  bring  perfection."  He  regretted  the  necessity 
for  making  a  call  for  aid  for  the  masonic  home  but  adds  that  "the  re- 
sponse shows  that  charity  is  still  alive  and  active."  In  referring  to  a 
meeting  of  Alexandria  Washington  lodge  Brother  McChesney  says 
that  "His  excellency,  Bro.  William  H.  Taft,  was  an  honored  guest." 
"His  excellency"  is  obsolete.  He  is  Mr.  President  and  the  "executive 
mansion"  has  become  simply  "the  white  house."  "The  mother  of  presi- 
dents" should  know  that  a  man  holding  the  presidency  is  simply  a 
brother  when  he  meets  upon  the  level  with  his  brethren  in  the  lodge 
room. 

The  appointment  is  reported  of  Bro.  Frank  W.  Burton  as  the  rep- 
resentative of  Virginia  near  Illinois. 
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Brother  McChesney  holds  dispensations  down  to  actual  necessi- 
ties. Every  time  a  man  contemplates  a  visit  to  the  next  county,  he  is 
not  permitted  to  have  the  hurry-up  machinery  of  the  lodge  put  in  mo- 
tion by  the  grand  master. 

Ten  decisions  were  reported  and  all  approved  except  one. 

Could   Pay  Dues  Until   Lodge   Closed. 

In  this  case  a  man  was  cited  to  pay  dues  or  be  suspended.  Before 
he  arrived,  the  lodge  had  acted  and  he  was  suspended.  He  appeared 
in  the  ante-room  during  the  lodge  session  and  asked  reinstatement. 
They  restored  him  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  but  refused 
to  allow  him  to  regain  his  membership  in  the  lodge.  The  grand  master 
set  aside  the  action  of  the  lodge  and  ordered  that  he  be  suspended  from 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry  as  well  as  from  lodge  mem- 
bership. The  grand  lodge  reversed  this  decision  and  held  that  the 
tender  of  dues  "being  made  during  the  session  made  it  the  plain  duty 
of  the  master  to  order  his  secretary  to  make  no  minute  of  the  sus- 
pension." This  means  that  a  brother  cited  to  pay  dues  at  any  time 
during  the  meeting  at  which  he  is  called  to  appear.  There  were  but 
eight  members  present.  It  looked  like  five  of  them  wanted  to  be  rid 
of  the  brother.  Snap  judgment  rarely  works  in  masonry.  The  grand 
master  taught  a  church  that  masonry  believes  in  and  practices  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbath  day.  He  declined  to  permit  the  laying  of  a 
corner  stone  of  a  church  on  that  day,  "although  approved  by  the 
church,  master  of  the  lodge,  grand  officers''  and  all  concerned.  It  has 
been  so  decided  so  often  that  it  has  become  "an  unchangeable  land- 
mark." Grand  Master  Ashley  had  a  similar  experience  wnth  a  church 
near  Decatur.  The  pastor  heartily  approved  and  the  corner  stone  was 
laid  on  a  week  day. 

About  the  Home. 

Virginia  had  a  provision  requiring  each  lodge  to  pay  $5.00  into  the 
fund  for  the  masonic  home  for  every  entered  apprentice.  The  grand 
master  says  that  this  is  not  fair  or  equitable.  He  recommends  that 
this  be  changed  and  that  a  sum  be  required,  the  same'  from  every  mem- 
ber of  every  lodge  in  the  state.  The  $5.00  provision  was  repealed. 
Grand  lodge  dues  were  raised  from  $1.00  to  $1.50  annually,  one-half  of 
this  to  go  to  the  support  of  the  home.  It  appears  that  the  masonic 
home  buildings  are  wearing  out  by  age  and  the  home  is  not  well  located. 

The  board  of  governors  were  "authorized  and  empowered  to  look 
for  a  suitable  location  for  the  establishing  and  building  of  a  new  ma- 
sonic home,  and  to  obtain  options  on  such  property,  or  properties,  as 
they  may  feel  is  best  adapted  for  this  purpose,  with  the  full  idea  in 
view  for  the  economical  management  and  conducting  of  said  home,  so 
that  the  per  capita  of   expenses   may   be   reduced." 
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They  are  to  report  their  action  for  approval  and  then  the  old  home 
is  to  be  sold.  The  board  of  governors  in  the  21st  annual  report  rec- 
ommended that  large  expenditures  be  made  in  rejuvenating  the  old  home. 
It  was  believed  that  from  $15,000  to  $20,000  would  be  required  to  bring 
everything  up  to  date  in  point  of  comfort  and  convenience. 

There  are  in  the  home  27  girls  and  31  boys.  The  aged  and  indi- 
gent mason  and  his  widow  are  still  without  any  provision  for  their 
care  and  comfort. 

Virginia,  like  Illinois,  has  50  masonic  districts. 

The  grand  lodge  adopted  the  25  landmarks  of  masonry  as  found  in 
Mackey's  Encyclopedia  of  Freemasonry"  in  place  of  the  "Ahiman  Rezon." 

The  committee  on  appeals  reported  no  cases  before  them  and  con- 
cluded that  this  "indicates  a  healthful  fraternal  condition  in  all  the 
subordinate  lodges  throughout  this  grand  jurisdiction."     And  so  it  does. 

The  Annual  Review 

Is  presented  by  Bro.  Joseph  W.  Eggleston,  past  grand  master.  This 
summary  fills  136  pages.  In  his  conclusion,  Brother  Eggleston  says 
that  on  account  of  his  modesty  his  report  for  the  two  years  of  his  own 
administration  was  not  'what  it  ought  to  be."  He  now  feels  free  as 
the  "flattering  reviews"  apply  to  others.  "One  of  the  most  deservedly 
famous  masons  in  all  the  world"  is  the  way  P.G.M.  John  C.  Smith 
of  Illinois  is  characterized.  Grand  Master  Ashley's  tribute  is  quoted 
in  full.  Brother  Ashley-'s  "Masonry  and  Religion"  is  given  complete 
with  this  comment.    "We  never  before  heard  the  idea  so  well  expressed." 

Brother  Andrews,  present  grand  master,  in  his  visit  to  Illinois  is 
described  as  "our  handsome  and  eloquent  deputy  grand  master."  Illi- 
nois is  in  hearty  accord  with  this  description  of  our  good  Virginia 
brother. 

Brother  Eggleston  says  Virginia  was  reviewed  "very  handsomely." 
Query,  Review  or  reviewer? 

He  says  of  the  Illinois  reviewer  that — 

He  grasped  our  plural  membership,  but  could  not  understand  hon- 
orary membership,  calling  it  "making  a  man  a  double  member  of  the 
same  lodge."  It  only  marks  him  with  a  deserved  honor,  exempts  him 
from  dues,  and  permits  him  to  vote  or  hold  office  as  any  other  member. 

Why  should  this  be  done  where  all  masons  are  on  an  equality?  No 
member  can  do  more  than  his  duty.  Sometimes  the  obscure  mason's  mite 
of  service  is  more  than  the  distinguished  brother's  showy  achievement. 
It  is  not  a  good  idea  to  have  classes  in  honor  in  our  lodges.     When  a 
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mason  renders  a  service  to  a  lodge  of  which  he  is  not  a  member,  there 
may  be  an  excuse  for  showing  appreciation  by  "honorary"  membership. 
Among  masons  in  the  same  lodge  no  honors  or  ranks  should  be  con- 
ferred beyond  the  approval  of  good  work.  There  should  be  no  exemp- 
tion  from   dues    and  no    dead   head   list.

WASHINGTON— 1911 

176  Lodges.  54th  Annual.  15,676  Members. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  to  the  writer  that  the  proceedings  of  the 
grand  lodge  of  Washington  for  191 1  did  not  arrive  in  time  for  review 
last  year.  They  have  become  somewhat  stale  in  this  report  for  Octo- 
ber, 1912.  This  aggressive  and  prosperous  grand  body  met  in  Spokane, 
June  13,  191 1.  There  were  more  than  three  months  for  printing  and 
conveying  to  the  table  of  the  Illinois  correspondent.  The  book  of  pro- 
ceedings is  a  tasty  production  bound  in  conventional  blue.  The  growth 
shown  is  eight  new  lodges  and  a  net  increase  of  1,273  members.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  a  membership  of  over  15,000  only  199  were 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Some  efficiency  exists  somewhere 
to  produce  such  excellent  results.  If  the  leaks  from  this  cause  could 
be  stopped  there  would  be  a  bounding  growth  in  membership  in  all 
grand  lodges.  The  fair  face  of  P.G.M.  Jeremiah  Neterer  graces  the 
opening  pages. 

In  the  call  of  representatives,  the  brother  who  holds  the  Illinois 
interests  in  hand,  did  not  respond.  The  mayor  of  Spokane  said  words 
of  welcome.  They  were  not  written  out  and  no  stenographer  was  there 
to  preserve  them.  Hence  they  do  not  appear.  The  Avarm  response  is 
given  in  due  form. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address 

Betokens  a  firm  hand  at  the  pilot  wheel.  He  refers  to  the  death  of 
two  past  grand  masters.  One  of  these  was  well  known  in  Illinois  25 
years  ago.  This  was  Louis  Ziegler  of  Chenoa,  111.  When  he  went  west 
to  seek  his  fortune  and  masonic  fame  he  was  senior  grand  warden  of 
the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois.  Doubtless,  had  he  remained,  he  would  have 
been  one  of  our  past  grand  masters.  A  compact  was  formed  between 
Brother  Ziegler  and  Past  Grand  Master  Arthur  that  the  survivor  should 
give    the    other   masonic   burial.      This    agreement    was    carried    out    and 
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Brother  Arthur  officiated  at  Brother  Ziegler's  funeral.  He  also  pre- 
sented a  14-page  addres  in  memory  of  his  late  friend.  Nothing  could  be 
added  to  his  fervent  eulogy. 

Denied  Right  of  Perpetual  Jurisdiction. 

The  grand  master  reports  a  notice  from  Grand  Master  Ashley  of 
a  candidate  rejected  in  Illinois  and  received  by  a  lodge  in  Washington. 
He  denied  the  right  of  Illinois  to  hold  any  claim  over  its  rejected 
material  in  that  state.  He  said  he  would  advise  the  lodge  of  the  fact 
of  rejection  and  let  the  brethren  act  as  they  saw  fit.  It  is  a  rather 
questionable  way  to  get  good  material  to  accept  those  rejected  in  an- 
other jurisdiction.  However,  the  Washington  grand  lodge  is  as  supreme 
in  that  state  as  Illinois  is  in  this. 

Only  six  decisions  were  reported.  These  are  largely  of  local  char- 
acter. One  is  of  interest  in  putting  on  the  brakes  in  spending  money. 
It  is  as  follows :  "The  funds  of  a  lodge  cannot  be  appropriated  for  the 
relief  of  any  persons  except  masons  in  good  standing,  their  wives  and 
minor  children  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  masons."  This 
may  be  considered  somewhat  stringent  but  in  the  present  carnival  of 
wastefulness  of  lodge  funds  in  needless  entertainments  some  restrictions 
would  be  wholesome.  From  one  decision  it  appears  by  inference,  at 
least,  that  a  fellow  craft  can  change  his  membership  to  another  lodge. 
In  Illinois  he  has  no  membership  to  change  until  he  becomes  a  master 
mason  and  signs  the  by-laws. 

Not  Collecting  Agency. 

In  another  case  a  brother  asked  for  a  dimit.  No  charges  were 
pending  and  he  owed  the  lodge  nothing.  A  brother  objected  to  grant- 
ing the  dimit  because  the  one  asking  it  owed  a  private  bill  to  the 
objector.  Very  properly  the  grand  master  decided  that  an  indebtedness 
to  a  brother  could  not  justify  the  lodge  in  withholding  a  dim.it.  In 
other  words,  he  could  not  make  the  lodge  a  collecting  agency. 

The  law  of  Washington  requires  a  unanimous  ballot  to  re-instate 
when  suspended  for  non  payment  of  dues.  The  grand  secretary  urges 
that  this  be  changed  so  as  to  give  more  encouragement  to  re-instate- 
ments  and  affiliation.  He  says  that  under  their  law  it  is  "easier  for  a 
mason  indefinitely  suspended  for  unmasonic  conduct  to  become  again 
a  member  of  his  lodge  than  for  one  dropped  for  N.P.D." 

The  popularity  of  masonry  in  the  state  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
a  dozen  corner  stones  were  laid.  Most  of  these  were  for  public  build- 
ings,   one    being    for   the   state    historical    society    at    Tacoma.  , 
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Missions  of  Mercy. 

The  grand  master  tells  the  following  interesting  story  illustrating 
one  of  the  great  blessings  of  masonry.     He  says  that — 

On  the  15th  of  August,  1910,  I  received  a  letter  from  a  mother 
residing  in  a  distant  state  stating  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  a  mason 
and  her  grandfather  had  at  one  time  been  grand  master  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  the  state,  and  that  her  father  and  grandfather  had  always  told 
her  that  masonry  would  respond  to  a  voice  in  distress.  She  stated 
that  her  boy,  a  lad  of  seventeen,  had  left  home  to  make  his  way, 
she  being  poor.  She  last  heard  from  him  in  Seattle,  but  had  not  heard 
from  him  for  more  than  six  months,  and  could  I  help  her  to  find  her 
boy?  I  referred  the  matter  to  the  right  worshipful  junior  grand  war- 
den, Bro.  Asa  H.  Hankerson,  who  took  the  matter  up  and  found  the 
boy  in  a  most  undesirable  portion  of  the  city  and  in  a  very  unwhole- 
some environment.  Brother  Hankerson  persuaded  the  boy  to  seek  other 
environment  and  obtained  employment  for  him,  and  by  sincere  interest 
finally  got  the  boy  to  face  about  and  by  arousing  his  dormant  love  for 
home  and  mother  persuaded  him  to  return  to  his  mother. 

Here  is   another   of   the   same   kind — 

From  another  distant  state  I  received  a  letter  from  the  widow  of 
a  mason,  who  had  invested  some  funds  upon  the  advice  and  recom- 
mendation of  friends,  and  she  felt  that  the  entire  matter  would  be 
lost,  and  could  I  be  of  assistance  to  her  in  helping  her  to  arrange  the 
matter?  I  referred  the  matter  to  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter Bro.  David  S.  Prescott,  and  the  interest  which  he  manifested  and 
the  manner  in  which  he  disposed  of  the  matter,  and  the  results  which 
he  obtained,  convince  me  that  the  matter  was  given  the  same  careful 
consideration  as  though  it  were  an  individual  matter,  and  I  have  re- 
ceived from  this  widow  a  letter,  expressing  her  appreciation  of  the  great 
service  that  was  rendered  her. 

The  grand  master  closes  a  strong  address  \yith  this  choice  morsel 
of  poetry — 

"One    ship    goes    East,    another    West. 
By    the    self-same    winds    that    blow; 
'Tis  the  set  of  the  sail  and  not  the  gale 
That  determines  the  way  they  go. 
Like  the  winds  of  the  sea  are  the  ways  of  Fate 
As  we   voyage  along   through   life. 
It  is  the  set  of  the  soul  that  decides  the  goal. 
And  not  the  calm  or  the  strife." 

A  Masonic  Home. 

Is  to  be  established.  The  committee  reported  recommending  Walla 
Walla  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountains  or  Puyallup  on  the  west  side. 
After  a  vigorous  contest  the  grand  lodge  decided  in  favor  of  the  west 
side.  Puyallup  is  the  name  to  be  associated  with  their  great  care  of 
masonic   dependents  including   members  of   the   Eastern    Star.     The   site 
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chosen  has  some  buildings  and  the  work  can  begin  very  soon,  A  com- 
mittee of  three  was  appointed  with  full  power  to  act.  The  order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  was  requested  to  name  two  other  members  to  serve  with 
the  three  from  the  grand  lodge.  This  shows  a  very  brotherly  and  sis- 
terly spirit, 

Mexican  Masonry. 

The  committee  on  correspondence,  P.G.M.  Chadwick,  advises  cau- 
tion in  relation  to  the  recognition  of  any  grand  lodge  in  the  Mexican 
republic.  The  seceder  known  as  Valle  de  Mexico,  is  now  ostracised  by 
all  legitimate  masonic  bodies.  Of  the  remains  of  the  old  grand  lodge, 
after  the  secession  Brother   Chadwick  says — 

The  York  lodge  has  asked  for  and  hopes  to  receive  recognition 
from  all  of  those  grand  lodges  now  or  formerly  in  communication 
with  the  grand  lodge  Valle  de  Mexico.  Until  they  have  acted  I  deem 
it  unwise  for  this  grand  lodge  to  act,  and  even  though  such  recog- 
nition be  obtained,  the  question  of  policy  is  still  open.  If,  as  the  re- 
ports suggest,  the  York  grand  lodge  is  American  and  is  to  be  kept 
American  in  membership  as  well  as  ritual,  it  might  be  well  to  recog- 
nize it;  but  if  it  is  to  be  subject  to  the  schisms  and  treacheries  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  as  we  have  known  it  in  the  past,  we 
had  better  leave  Mexico  to  that  form  of  masonry  adapted  to  its  soil — 
the   Scottish  rite.     The  time  is  not  ripe  for  us  to  answer  these  questions. 

For  the  present,  therefore.  I  advise  that  no  action  be  taken  by  this 
grand  lodge. 

The  application  of  the  grand  orient  of  Italy  was  refused  because 
proofs  of  regularity  are  wanting. 

A  New  Name  for  an  Old  Committee. 

Instead  of  a  committee  on  distribution  of  reports  of  grand  officers 
our  far  northwestern  brethren  have  a  "segregation  committee."  The  re- 
sult of  its  work  appears  much  like  that  of  the  committees  called  by  a 
milder  and  more  common  name.  It  appears  that  a  roll  call  of  lodges 
can  be  called  by  five  representatives.  In  IlHnois  it  takes  lOO  represen- 
tatives to  secure  a  call  of  more  than  800  lodges.  Once  upon  a  time  a 
grand  master  in  this  state  encouraged  a  roll  call.  It  took  a  half-day 
to  complete  it.  Since  then  no  one  has  wanted  a  repetition  of  this  time- 
wasting  and  nerve-racking  method  of  taking  a  vote.  Washington  would 
be  wise  to  change  the  law  so  that  a  very  small  minority  cannot  plunge 
the   grand  lodge  into   a   needless  use  of  time. 

Grand  Master  Defenbach  and  P.G.M.  Storer,  both  of  Idaho,  were 
received  with  the  usual   courtesies. 

Washington  still  indulges  in  that  anachronism  of  the  past  mas- 
ter's degree.     The  grand  lecturer  gave  an  evening  to  conferring  it.     How 
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much  more  valuable  it  would  have  been  to  have  spent  the  time  in  in- 
struction in  live  degrees  rather  than  wasting  it  on  a  dead  one.  P.G.M. 
Chadwick,  in  his  report  on  correspondence,  agrees  with  this  view. 
On  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  jurisprudence  the  law  was 
amended  so  "that,  for  the  purpose  of  the  burial  of  the  dead  only,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  master  of  a  lodge  to  congregate  the  members 
of  his  lodge  in  the  lodge  room  of  any  constituent  lodge  of  this  juris- 
diction." 

Past  Grand  Master's  Association. 

Proceedings  of  the  past  grand  masters'  association  are  given  place 
in  the  volume  of  grand  lodge  doings.  The  "aims  and  objects"  of  this 
organization   are   set  forth  as   follows — 

"This  association  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  sociabil- 
ity among  the  past  grand  masters  at  the  communication  of  the  grand 
lodge,  to  study  landmarks  of  the  fraternity  and  to  cotmsel  with  the 
newly   elected  grand  master. 

"The  objects  of  the  association,  it  being  distinctly  understood  and 
agreed,  is  not  to  endeavor  to  control  or  influence,  as  a  body  or  organi- 
zation,  the   actions  of   grand   lodge. 

"It  is  understood  that  at  each  communication  of  the  grand  lodge 
the  members  of  this  association  shall  meet  at  dinner,  each  member  pay- 
ing his   own  bills. 

"There  shall  be  no  dues  and  no  assessments,  and  no  officers,  ex- 
cept a  secretary;  the  oldest  past  grand  master  present  shall  be  the  pre- 
siding officer. 

"Each  member  is  to  furnish  the  secretary  with  a  cabinet-size  photo- 
graph ^  of  himself,  with  his  autograph  thereon,  and  the  dates  of  his 
receiving  the  apprentice,  fellowcraft  and  master  mason  degrees,  and 
other  masonic  data  of  his  life." 

The  Review  of  Grand  Lodges. 
Is  presented  by  Past  Grand  Master  Stephen  J.  Chadwick.  who  an- 
nounces his  voluntary  retirement  from  the  editorial  tripod  of  his  grand 
lodge.  This  is  a  source  of  regret  to  his  fellow  reviewers.  His  work 
has  been  of  high  order  and  his  reports  have  proven  useful  to  his  grand 
lodge  as  well  as  to  those  who  from  the  outside  have  had  the  privilege 
of  perusing  them.  He  retires  because  he  finds  that  in  a  multitude  of 
other  duties  his  health  and  strength  will  not  permit  him  to  carry  this 
burden    longer. 

The  review  of  Illinois  is  for  1910.  Quoting  a  paragraph  from  Grand 
Master  Ashley's  report  he  adds  that  "To  be  big  is  good,  to  be  good  is 
better  and  to  be  both  big  and  good  like  Illinois  is  best  of  all."  Well 
said.     Thanks. 

The  special  report  of  the  Illinois  committee  on  correspondence,  re- 
garding  Valle    de   Mexico,   is   quoted   almost    in    full    and   with    approval. 
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Copious  quotations  are  made  from  this  committee's  1910  report  regard- 
ing making  Taft  a  mason  at  sight  and  the  necessity  for  documentary 
evidence. 

Thought    too    Strong. 

The  laws  of  Washington  barring  a  stationary  engineer  employed 
in  a  brewery  is  considered  pretty  severe  as  stated  by  the  Illinois  re- 
viewer last  year.     Brother   Chadwick  then  adds — 

We  think  ourselves  that  the  line  was  drawn  too  fine,  but  then  there 
is  our  law,  "directly  or  indirectly"  connected  with  the  liquor  traffic,  and 
grand  lodge  is  the  final  judge. 

The  sub-heads  used  in  the  Illinois  report  are  commended  by  Brother 
Chadwick.  He  also  expresses  satisfaction  that  Brother  Cook  and  the 
present  vv'riter  stand  with  Brother  Robbins  on  the  great  fundamentals 
of  ancient  craft  masonry.     How  can  a  mason  do  otherwise? 

The  report,  reviewing  Illinois,  closes  witli  the  following — 
Fortunate  indeed  has  been  Illinois  in  that  its  policy  and  relations 
with  other  grand  lodges  have  been  shaped  by  one  so  fearless  and  able 
as  was  Dr.  Robbins.  Had  there  been  more  like  him,  there  would  not 
now  be  any  Scottish  rite  question  to  vex  us.  We  hope  that  the  grand 
lodge  will  follow  the  thought  of  Brother  Robbins  for  all  time  and  that 
its  foreign  relations  will  forever  fall  to  the  keeping  of  such  stout  hands 
and   hearts  as  Brothers  Cook  and   Scott. 

Faith  Without  Works  is  Dead. 

Brother  Chadwick  appends  a  most  valuable  "conclusion."  He 
writes  some  things  for  those  who  are  not  impelled  to  read  the  body  of 
his  report.  The  following  paragraph  has  in  it  the  true  ring  of  our  great 
fraternity.     Fle  says  that — 

Masonry  is  making  genuine  progress.  As  in  times  past,  it  is  at- 
tracting men  of  the  highest  character,  and  is  now  more  than  ever  before, 
looked  upon  as  the  most  venerable  civic  institution  in  all  English-speak- 
ing countries.  The  reason  for  this  is  clear  to  those  who  have  thought 
upon  masonic  lines.  As  masonry  was  a  craft  oDerative  in  its  nature, 
perforce  of  environment,  and  through  social  conditions  became  a  specu- 
lative science,  dealing  wholly  in  rules  and  guides  for  our  faith  and 
systems  of  morality;  so  in  the  changings  of  human  sentiment  it  has 
ceased  to  be  wholly  speculative  and  has  aofain  becom.e  operative ;  an  in- 
tensely practical  human  institution.  Works  have  taken  the  place  of  words. 
No  longer  do  we  rehearse  our  duty  to  our  fellow  man  in  sentences  of 
marvelous  beauty  and  expression ;  but  we  do  that  as  we  would  have 
others  do  unto  us.  Our  professions  have  taken  form  in  masonic  relief 
associations,  in  masonic  homes,  and  other  charities,  and  in  a  discipline 
that  has  driven  beyond  the  pale  of  our  fraternity  those  whose  lives  do 
not  square  Avith  the  highest  standards  of  morality.

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WEST  VIRGINIA— 1911. 

145  Lodges.  47th  Annual.  14,874  Members. 

A  gain  of  two  lodges  and  806  members  shows  a  rather  slow  but 
certain  growth  of  this  grand  body.  An  imposing  appearing  book  of  551 
pages  tells  the  story  of  masonry  in  that  jurisdiction  for  191 1.  The  an- 
nual session  -was  held  at  Charleston,  November  15,  16.  Though  they 
met  little  over  a  month  after  our  grand  lodge,  yet  the  Illinois  proceed- 
ings for  191 1,  come  under  review.  This  is  pretty  swift  work  and  proves 
that  grand  secretary  and  foreign  correspondent,  Hov/ard^  does  not  allow 
any  vegetation  to  flourish  under  his   feet. 

The  book  opens  with  a  picture  and  biographical  sketch  of  the  grand 
master   for  1912,  Bro.  John  M.  McConihay. 

Numerous  special  communications  are  recorded.  These  are  mostly 
for  laying  corner  stones  and  for  funerals.  At  one,  the  corner  stone  of 
the  state  Normal  school  at  Athens  was  placed.  This  was  an  occasion 
of  great  interest.  Rev.  Bro.  G.  M.  Moreland  made  the  address  of  the 
day. 

A  New  Breed  of  Mason. 

At  Huntington  the  grand  lodge  was  convened  in  special  session  to 
confer  the  degrees  of  entered  apprentice,  fellowcraft  and  master  mason 
upon  the  "Hon.  John  Homer  Holt."  No  reason  is  given  for  such  an 
extraordinary  exhibition  of  personal  favor  to  a  man  seeking  the  light 
of  masonry.  The  affair  was  a  sort  of  cross  between  "making  a  mason 
at  sight"  and  allowing  him  to  tread  the  same  path  as  any  common  can- 
didate would  do  in  a  constituent  lodge.  Evidently  here  is  a  new  breed 
of  masons,  probably  to  be  classified  under  the  head  of  "grades  and 
crosses."  Grand  Master  Stokes  whistles  as  he  goes  through  the  ma- 
sonic graveyard   in  the   following   refrain — 

I  convened  the  grand  lodge  in  special  communication  in  the  lodge 
room  of  Huntington  Lodge  No.  53.  and  proceeded  to  confer  the  three 
degrees  "At  Sight"  upon  Brother  John  H.  Holt,  of  that  town.  In  order 
to  avoid  any  criticisms  of  the  expression  "At  Sight,"  I  will  state  that 
the  only  thing  which  was  not  done  was  the  balloting  upon  his  petition. 
The  grand  lodge  was  regularly  convened,  and  he  received  all  of  the 
degrees  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been  elected  in  any  ordinary 
lodge. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  my  action  met  with  much  approval  by  the 
various  members  of  the  lodge,  and  Brother  Holt  was  greatly  flattered 
by  the  honor  conferred  upon  him.  I  am  satisfied  that  he  will  make  a 
most  desirable  mason,  and  with  his  brilliancy  and  solid  qualifications 
will  prove  a  most  desirable  addition  to  the  cause  of  masonry. 
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Omitted   the   Ballot. 

Brother  Stokes  says  that  "the  only  thing  that  was  not  done  was  the 
balloting  upon  his  petition."  Why  should  the  grand  master  exempt  Mr. 
Holt  from  the  scrutiny  of  his  neighbors  in  the  ballot?  Was  it  because 
he  had  "Hon."  as  a  prefix  to  his  name?  Since  when  did  West  Virginia 
masons  begin  to  regard  men  more  highly  because  of  "worldly  wealth  or 
honors."  He  says  that  "Brother  Holt  was  greatly  flattered  by  the 
honor  conferred  upon  him." 

Masonry  Honors  All  Men, 

Well  he  may  be.  Every  man  should  feel  honored  when  by  a  unani- 
mous ballot  the  ages-old  fraternity  of  freemasonry  accepts  him  and  in- 
troduces him  into  its  mysteries.  No  man  can  honor  masonry.  It  is 
greater  than  any  man,  no  matter  how  exalted  his  station  may  be  in  the 
world's  work.  To  convene  the  grand  lodge  to  confer  degrees  upon  a 
man  who  merely  is  the  choice  of  rhe  grand  master  is  most  unique.  Pos- 
sibly the  power  existed  through  the  uncertainty  of  "landmarks"  or  other- 
wise, but  the  wisdom  of  its  exercise  in  such  a  case  and  in  such  a  way 
may  be  seriously  questioned.  What  is  the  status  of  the  "Hon.  John 
Homer  Holt"  in  masonry?  He  is  not  a  member  of  Huntington  lodge 
unless  elected  to  membership  in  the  regular  way.  Possibly  he  is  a 
member  of  the  grand  lodge  by  "divine  right."  In  view  of  "his  brilliancy 
and  solid  qualiticattons,"  Brother  Holt  might  make  a  tour  for  the  edi- 
fication of  the  craft  like  the  "traveling  trowel." 

The  Grand  Master's  Address. 

Was  a  lengthy  and  exhaustive  review   of  his  year's  work  and  the  ques- 
tions  growing  out  of  it. 

Among  grand  representatives  received  was  Illinois'  diplomat,  Bro. 
H.  R.  Howard,  grand  secretary  and  correspondent.  The  death  of  John 
C.  Smith,  P.G.M.,  was  noted. 

The  grand  master  reports  his  visits  to  the  centennial  of  the  grand 
lodge,  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  century  and  a  quarter  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Thinks  CiruRCHEs  Not  Public  Enough. 

Grand  Master  Stokes  permitted  the  laying  of  corner  stones  of 
churches  but  expressed  the  opinion  that  this  should  not  be  done.  He 
does  not  think  a  church  is  a  public  building  in  the  sense  contemplated. 
He   says  that — 

W^e  are  never  asked,  as  far  as  I  know,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a 
Jewish   synagogue,   or  a    Catholic    church,   but   we   lay   the   corner   stones 
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of  Methodist,  Baptist  and  other  churches.  As  I  understand  it.  a  public 
building  is  one  in  which  every  person  has  the  same  rights,  and  this  is 
not  true  of  a  denominational  church — an  Episcopalian  has  no  business. 
in  the  Presbyterian  church,  nor  has  a  Baptist  any  right  in  a  ^vlethodist 
church. 

The  only  reason  why  masons  do  not  lay  corner  stones  of  Catholic 
churches  or  Jewish  synagogues  is  because  "we  are  never  asked.''  These 
religious  organizations  have  their  own  ceremonies  and  never  invite  others 
to  do  their  work  for  them..  Many  other  churches  have  their  own  cor- 
ner stone  ceremonies  and  do  not  ask  masons  to  officiate.  There  is  no 
reason  in  masonry  for  declining  the  invitation  of  Catholic  or  Jewish 
congregations  to  lay  corner  stones.  The  grand  lodge  on  report  of  the 
committee  on  jurisprudence  refused  to  agree  with  the  grand  master. 
The  committee  says  that  "Church  edifices  are  always  open  at  stated 
times  for  all  persons  who  desire  to  worship  therein.''  Masons  of  West 
Virginia  will  continue  to  lay  corner  stones  of  churches  where  invited. 
The  grand  master  refused  to  allow  lodges  as  such  to  attend  divine  ser- 
vice.    This  is  the  attitude  of  Illinois. 

Masonic  schools  are  urged  by  the  grand  master,  one  to  be  held  each 
month. 

Petitions  to  re-ballot  on  rejected  candidates  were  very  properly  re- 
fused. 

Tender  Toward  Chapter  axd   Commaxdery. 

A  novel  proposition  by  Grand  ^Master  Stokes  to  protect  chapters  of 
R.A.M.  against  suspended  members  of  "blue"  lodges.  He  suggests  a 
combination  receipt  of  lodge,  chapter  and  commandery.  Why?  Are  not 
other  organizations,  based  on  the  lodge,  able  to  protect  themselves? 
Lodges  and  grand  lodges  will  not  accomplish  any  good  results  in  try- 
ing to  regulate  other  organizations.  The  grand  master  is  very  much 
opposed  to  the  Eastern  Star.  He  goes  to  Western  Australia  for  his 
ammunition  to  fire  into  it.  The  '"Ladies'  Shrine."  however,  met  his 
wrath  more  than  the  Eastern  Star.  The  former  was  positively  pro- 
hibited from  meeting  in  lodge  rooms.  The  latter  was  tolerated  but  he 
recommended  that  the  grand  lodge  make  a  law  excluding  Eastern  Star 
chapters  from  lodge  rooms.  Here  again  the  jurisprudence  committee 
disagree  and  it  was  left  to   lodges  to  determine. 

A  law.  declaring  that  masters  who  could  not  confer  all  the  degrees 
should   not  be    installed,    was    declared   mandatory    and   strictly   enforced. 

Brother  Stokes  urges  that  grand  masters  should  be  re-elected.  His 
arguments  are  excellent  but  did  not   convince   the  grand   lodge. 
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Past  Master  Trouble. 

There  is  trouble  in  West  Virginia  over  past  masters.  There  are  two 
kinds — chapter  and  lodge.  The  former  have  not  been  considered  past 
masters  enough  to  fit  them  for  installation  as  masters.  The  trouble 
was  partly  remedied  by  the  change  in  the  obligation  of  the  degree  in 
the  chapter.  The  easy  way  out  of  it  all  is  to  abandon  the  idea  that 
a  man  should  be  a  past  master  before  he  can  be  a  real  one.  In  other 
v/ords  a  farce  must  be  enacted  in  order  to  qualify  for  service.  Why 
not  confer  the  degree  of  past  secretary  on  the  one  chosen  to  be  secretary 
as  a  qualification  for  installation?  One  is  as  sensible  as  the  other. 
Illinois    long   since    eliminated    the    past   master    foolishness. 

There  were  many  decisions,  but  they  were  the  details  of  hearings 
in  lodges  and  contained  few  general  principles  of  outside  application. 
The  grand  master  wisely  might  have  omitted  most  of  the  cases  and 
simply  reported  his  decisions  on  the  laws  involved. 

The  grand  matron  of  the  Eastern  Star  offered  to  join  with  the 
•masons  in  establishing  a  home  for  masonic  defendants.  As  the  grand 
master  doubted  if  any  good  thing  could  come  out  of  this  Nazareth, 
the  good   woman   was   given  the  cold  shoulder. 

Excellent  Plan  for  Charity. 

On  report  of  a  special  committee  on  charity  the  grand  lodge  decided 
to  set  apart  lo  cents  for  each  member  annually  for  a  fund  to  be  used 
to  assist  poor  and  needy  members  of  lodges  and  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  masons."  This  should  be  used  to  care  for  these  when  the 
funds  of  the  lodges  are  insufficient.  Provision  was,  also  made  to  re- 
lieve the  distress  of  "worthy  indigent  masons  temporarily  sojourning" 
in  that  state.  Other  cases  of  distress  were  to  be  cared  for  out  of  this 
fund  when  the  grand  charity  committee  deemed  them  worthy.  This  cer- 
tainly shows  that  the  hearts  of  West  Virginia  masons  are  in  the  right 
place. 

The  members  of  the  grand  lodge  were  bounteously  fed  by  Kan- 
awha lodge  No.  20  of   Charleston  at  the  close  of  the   session. 

Only   New   Officers   Installed. 

The  record  shows  that  all  officers  were  installed  "with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  who  were  re-elected."  As  the  officers  who  were  re-elected 
"had  completed  the  term  for  which  they  had  been  chosen,  would  it  not 
look  better  to  re-install  them  rather  than  to  let  them  be  mere  hang- 
overs? A  very  able  address  on  "Freemasonry  and  Citizenship"  was 
-made  by   P.G.M.   Geo.   W.    Atkinson      He  clearly   showed  that   freema- 
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sonry  produced  a  better  t3-pe  of  citizens.     He  quotes  from  Burns  these 
choice  lines — 

"From    scenes    like    these    Old    Scotia's    grandeur    springs, 
Which  make  her  loved  at  home — revered  abroad: 
Princes  and  lords  are  but  the  breath  of  kings, 
An  honest  man  is  the  noblest  work  of  God." 

He  closes  with  this  sentence — "Freemasons,  therefore,  are  the  ideal 
citizens  of  all  lands  and  of  all  climes" 

The  Correspondence  Report. 
Is  the  sixth   from  the   capable  hand   of    P.G.M.   Hiram   R.    Howard,  the 
grand    secretary    and    representative    of    Illinois    at    the    grand    lodge    of 
West  Virginia. 

Almost  four  pages  are  devoted  to  our  loii  proceedings.  Referring 
to  Grand  IMaster  Ashley's  standard  of  proficiency  for  grand  lecturers 
he  says — "We  have  too  many  ritualistic  'Poll  Parrots.'  What  we  need 
are  teachers  and  exemplifiers  of  the  work."  Illinois  may  have  some 
■"poll  parrots"  but  most  of  those  holding  commissions  as  grand  lecturers 
are  capable  teachers  of  the  work.  He  quotes  and  approves  Brother  Ash- 
ley's "Masonry  and  Religion." 

Brother  Howard  pays  Illinois  a  compliment  for  harmony  in  the 
following — 

There  was  but  one  little  "wee"  case  before  the  committee  on  ap- 
peals and  grievances,  which  speaks  well  for  the  800  lodges  with  their 
110,000  members. 

The  Correspondence  Report. 

The    reviewer   further    says — 

Past  Grand  Master  Owen  Scott  presented  the  report  of  the  committee 
•on  masonic  correspondence,  of  which  he  is  the  author.  It  has  a  full  index 
of  every  name  used,  topic  discussed  and  matter  or  thing  mentioned,  which 
is  of  the  greatest  utility  and  convenience  to  readers  and  reviewers.  The 
■whole  report  and  index  occupies  240  pages,  set  in  8-point  type.  I  had 
marked  a  number  of  passages  in  it  on  "cipher  keys,"  to  which  he  is 
opposed,  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  for  which  he  seems  to  have  a 
lender  feeling,  the  declaration  by  Oklahoma  of  what  are  the  legitimate 
and  recognized  masonic  bodies,  etc.,  etc.,  but  I  am  admonished  that  I 
have   already   "spun   out"   my   review   to  greater  length    than   anticipated. 

The  reference  to  the  Eastern  Star  and  to  Oklahoma's  attempt  to 
regulate  other   bodies  than   masonic   are    reproduced.     He   further   says — 

West  Virginia  for  1910  is  reviewed  in  great  shape.  About  the  only 
thing  Brother  Scott  "can't  swallow"  is  our  recognition  of  the  York 
grand  lodge  of  Mexico. 

Glad  the  review  met  approval  of  Brother  Howard.

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WISCONSIN— 1912. 

265  Lodges.  68th  Annual.  27,233  Members. 

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  review  the  proceedings  of  our  neighbor  on 
the  north.  The  reports  are  so  concise  and  so  well  put  together  that  it 
is  eas5'  to  find  the  salient  features.  Out  of  the  beaten  paths,  may  be 
placed  the  title  to  the  book  recording  the  doings  of  this  grand  lodge. 
Instead  of  the  common  "proceedings"  it  is  "transactions."  The  session 
was  held  at  Milwaukee,  June  11-13,  1912.  A  gain  of  812  members  is 
reported.  The  address  of  the  grand  master  is  a  terse  and  sensible  docu- 
ment. Brother  Matheson  saj^s  that  some  regard  "the  position  of  grand 
master  as  one  of  power.  As  to  this  I  cannot  speak  much  from  experi- 
ence, for,  if  I  have  had  power,  I  have  not  once  had  any  desire  for  its 
arbitrary  exercise.  The  privileges  that  belong  to  the  office  in  the  occa- 
sions that  come  for  labor  and  service  are  inestimable."  Such  a  view 
of  the  great  office  will  always  insure  a  successful  administration. 

Only  F.ight  Decisigns. 

Were  reported.  The  grand  master  held  that  a  member  who  was  not 
a  past  master  could  be  called  upon  to  preside  in  the  conferring  cf  de- 
grees. 

The  law  prohibiting  saloon  keepers  does  not  apply  to  a  mason  hold- 
ing a  diniit.  He  is  eligible  for  affiliation,  although  a  man  in  the  liquor 
business  is  barred  from  applying  for  the  degrees.  Another  decision  on 
the  same  subject  held  that — 

There  can  be  no  difference  in  principle  between  one  v/ho  has  whole 
interest  in  a  saloon  and  one  who  has  only  partial  interest,  between  one 
who  takes  all  of  the  profits  of  the  saloon  business  and  one  who  shares 
in  the  profits  with  another. 

The  committee  on  jurisprudence  on  the  grand  master's  report  held — 

1.  That  there  is  no  law,  civil  or  masonic,  which  prevents  the  wife, 
mother,  sister,  daughter  or  widow  of  a  mason  from  wearing  masonic 
emblems. 

2.  That  there  should  be  no  smoking  in  lodge  rooms  while  the  lodge 
is  in  session. 

3.  That  the  grand  master  is  authorized  at  his  discretion  to  permit 
bodies,  other  than  masonic,  to  meet  in  lodge  rooms.  The  question  was 
raised    regarding   the    "White    Shrine    of   Jerusalem." 

The  grand  lodge  of  Peru  had  been  out-lawed  by  Wisconsin  be- 
cause  the   grand   master   of  the   South   American   body   had   ordered   the 
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bible    from    the   altars.      On    its    restoration,    friendly    relations    were    re- 
sumed. 

Past  Master's  Degree  Abolished. 

Wisconsin  is  to  be  congratulated  in  abolishing  the  requirement  that 
a  master  must  take  the  past  master's  degree.  The  provision  was  never 
anything  but  a  farce.  A  man  is  neither  harmed  nor  helped  by  the  cere- 
monies of  the  past  master's  degree.  The  committee  on  jurisprudence 
recommended  that  the  law  be  amended  to  read  as  follows — "A  brother 
can  be  installed  master  without  having  received  the  past  master's  de- 
gree." This  was  adopted.  Few  states  retain  this  anachronism.  The 
grand  secretary's  report  is  a  model.  It  iS  simple,  comprehensive,  com- 
plete; covering  less  than  two  pages.  Illinois'  diplomat,  P.G.M.  Chas. 
C.  Rogers^  was  at  court. 

Grand   Chaplain   Pryor   presented  a   past   grand   master's   jewel   in   a 

manner  both  unique   and  impressive.  He  made  the  jewel  tell  the  story 

of  the  love  and   esteem  in  which  the  distinguished  brother  was  held  by 
the  body   he  had   so  well   served. 

About   Masonic   Homes. 

Wisconsin  has  no  masonic  home.  Its  charities  are  dispensed  to  in- 
dividuals through  other  channels.  There  is,  however,  an  institution 
called  the  "Dousman  Masonic  Home"  located  at  Dousman,  Wis.  This 
is  maintained  and  has  been  for  years  by  Wisconsin  consistory  of  the 
Scottish  rite.  This  home  came  through  the  geenrosity  of  one  of  the 
consistory  members.  In  order  to  enlist  the  sympathy  of  the  masons  of 
the  Badger  state,  an  mvitation  was  extended  to  the  grand  lodge  to  visit 
this  home.  The  visit  was  made  but  no  further  mention  of  the  home 
was   recorded. 

A  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  trustees  to  direct  in  what 
bank  or  banks  the  funds  of  the  grand  lodge  are  to  be  deposited.  If 
the  grand  treasurer  and  grand  secretary  are  under  good  and  sufficient 
bonds  why  relieve  them  from  responsibility — in  case  of  a  failure  of  a 
bank  ? 

The  15TH   Review. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  written  by  the  able,  veteran  re- 
viewer, P.G.M.  Albro  Jenks.  It  is  his  15th  annual  report.  Information 
regarding  masonry,  the  world  around,  is  crowded  into  183  pages.  Brother 
Jenks  and  his  grand  lodge  believes  that  much  of  the  value  of  this  yearly 
review  comes  in  wise  and  fraternal  comment,  criticism  and  comparison. 
As  usual  Illinois  receives  most  brotherly  consideration.  Of  P.G.M.  John 
C  Smith  the  reviewer  says  that  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Brother  Smith 
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"was  one  of  the  most- widely  known  masons  of  the  world,  and  universally- 
honored  for  his  attainments  and  manly  character." 

Of  Grand  Master  Ashley  he  says — 

He  entertamed  the  very  prevalent  belief  that  masonry  and  the  liquor, 
trade  should  be  kept  as  far  apart  as  possible,  and  that  the  two  in  no- 
instance  should  occupy  the  same  building.  We  honor  him  for  thus 
holding. 

Regarding  the  recommendation  that  all  communications  between 
lodges  of  different  states  be  sent  through  the  grand  masters,  Brother 
Jenks  has  his  own  opinions.     He  says — 

Nevertheless,  the  regulation  is  an  innovation  in  masonry,  which  has 
stripped  the  lodges  of  a  portion  of  their  ancient  powers  and  preroga- 
tives, and  tightens  the  reins  with  which  the  grand  lodge  compels  them 
to  do  its  bidding. 

Is  it  not  a  well  established  principle  of  good  government  that  the 
individual  surrenders  something  for  the  general  good?  H  an  innova- 
tion, it  is  one  that  does  not  touch  the  fundamentals  of  the  craft.  Changes 
of  methods  are  often  necessary  to  produce  best  results.  Brother  Jenks 
approves  the  reduction  of  representation  in  grand  lodge  and  says  that 
"it  is  no  doubt  true  that  many  of  the  grand  lodges  have  attained  such 
proportions  that  the  representation  ought  to  be  cut  down  in  order  that 
the  body  many  not  be  too  unwieldy." 

Home  Sentiment  Grows. 

The  Wisconsin  view  of  the  masonic  home  method  of  caring  for  de- 
pendents is  evidently  undergoing  change.  The  excellent  results  of  our 
Illinois  homes  and  the  small  cost  to  each  craftsman  in  the  state,  are  rap- 
idly commanding  approval  of  all  who  are  open  to  the  argument  of  dem' 
onstrated  results.  Brother  Jenks  will  soon  be  on  the  "mourner's  bench*' 
as  the  following  extract  indicates.     He  says  that — 

One  hundred  and  seventy  inmates  (members,  not  inmates,  if  you 
please)  are  now  housed  in  the  two  masonic  homes  conducted  and  sup- 
ported by  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois.  While  we  believe  that  this  form 
of  administering  charity  is  unnecessarily  expensive,  and  that  masonic 
charity  can  be  expended  maich  more  economically  in  the  old  time  meth- 
ods known  to  the  craft  Vv^e  must  express  our  satisfaction  that  the  grand 
lodge  of  Illinois  in  its  own  way.  although  it  may  not  be  ours,  is  thus 
nobly  discharging  one  of  the  most  important  duties  inculcated  by  free- 
masonry. 

Due  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  for  the  pleasing  compliment 
paid  to  the  report  on  correspondence  for  Illinois  for  191 1. 

Brother  Jenks  reviews  some  grand  bodies  not  recognized  by  Wis- 
consin.    This  is   merely   for  information.     Might  there  not  be  a  danger 
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in  misleading  some  who  read  but  casually  and  conclude  that,  if  a  review 
is   published,   there   must   be   recognition?

WYOMING— 1911. 

30  Lodges.  37th   Annual.  2,639  Members.. 

A  handsome,  well-printed  book  of  208  pages  details  the  story  of 
this  good,  but  little,  grand  lodge  for  191 1.  The  session  was  held  at 
Cheyenne,  September  6  and  7.  The  proceedings  arrived  November  ir. 
The  past  year  shows  a  net  gain  of  85.  The  coming  grand  master's  term 
ought,  and  no  doubt  will,  procure  "banner"  results.  The  volume  is 
beautified  and  adorned  with  the  likeness  of  Harold  Banner,  grand  mas- 
ter for  1911-T2.  Four  specials  to  lay  corner  stones  come  first.  These 
are  again  reported  by  the  grand  master  in  his  address.  Little  reason 
is  seen  for  this  duplication. 

The  grand  master's  address  is  a  plain  matter  of  fact  production.. 
It  gives  a  very  intelligent  report  of  his  official  doings  with  little  at- 
tempt at  rhetorical  flourish.  The  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  C. 
Smith  of  Illinois  is  duly  considered.  Owing  to  the  failure  to  complete^ 
a  railroad  the  place  of  the  annual  meeting  was  changed  to  Cheyenne. 

Few  Decisions. 

Were  reported  by  the  grand  master.  In  one  it  was  held  that  during  a 
trial  in  a  lodge  no  visitor  should  be  present.  Exception  is  made  in 
favor  of  one  who  appears   as   attorney  in  the  case. 

It  was  also  decided  that  a  candidate  must  be  initiated  in  the  lodge 
where  he  petitioned  and  was  elected.  An  entered  apprentice  or  fellow- 
craft  may,  on  request,  be  advanced  by  another  lodge,  but  the  initiation 
must  be  by  the  lodge  electing. 

The  grand  master  recommends  that  a  card  receipt  be  provided  to 
be  used   as   documentary  evidence   in   case  of   visiting  other  lodges. 

The  masonic  home  fund  is  given  as  $5,788.50  Though  small,  Wyom- 
ing is  ambitious  to  care  for  the  needy  ones. 

Grand  Secretary  Kuykendall  presented  his  25th  annual  report  as 
grand   secretary.     To    show   appreciation   of    the    faithful   service   of   this- 
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veteran  scribe  a  substantial  present  was  made  to  him  by  the  grand  lodge. 
A  set  of  resolutions  was  adopted  setting  forth  the  value  of  his  work  for 
masonry. 

Soldiers  Favore:d. 

A  provision  was  made  exempting  officers  or  enlisted  men  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  from  the  requirement  of  residence  to  make 
them  eligible  to  membership.  This  may  be  an  accommodation  to  the 
soldiers  but  it  is  capable  of  producing  much  embarrassment  and  trouble 
to  the  grand  lodge. 

"A  per  capita  tax  of  50  cents"  annually  for  the  masonic  home  fund 
was  continued.  Some  grand  lodges  "shy"  at  the  word  tax.  Not  so  in 
Wyoming. 

The  committee  on  appeals  and  grievances  reported  that  they  were 
without  any  business.  No  appeals  were  taken.  This  shows  a  delightful 
state  of  harmony.  However,  look  at  Illinois.  In  191 1,  only  one  case 
was  appealed  in  a  membership  of  almost  110,000.  Masonry  teaches  har- 
mony as  its  chief  strength,  but  all  masons  do  not  practice  this  preach- 
ment as  is   done  in   Illinois  and    Wyoming. 

The  complete  code  of  laws  of  Wyoming — the  constitution,  by-laws, 
order  of  business  and  standing  resolutions — appears  in  full  in  the  pro- 
ceedmgs. 

The   Correspondence  Report 

For  the  26th  time  is  from  the  hand  of  Grand  Secretary  W.  L.  Kuy- 
KENDALL.  This  revicw  is  in  excellent  form  and  taste.  His  views  on 
masonic  questions  are  sound  and  tally  well  with  the  veteran  reviewers 
of  the  past  generations.  Illinois  occupies  two  full  pages  of  Brother  Kuy- 
kendall's  precious  space.  He  quotes  approvingly  Grand  Master  Ash- 
ley's strictures  on  non-affiliates.  He  adds  that — Wyoming  by-laws 
^'provide  for  documentary  evidence  and  definitely  fix  the  status  of  non- 
affiliates  as   recommended"  by  Brother  Ashley,  ''*'and  more  so." 

The  action  of  our  grand  lodge  in  refusing  recognition  of  Valle  de 
Mexico  IS  approved  and  this  statement  added.  "There  is  no  telHng  what 
will  happen  next  among  the  several  brands  of  masonry  in  that  peppery 
country."     Brother  Kuykendall  says  that — 

It  seems  the  grand  lodge  (of  Illinois)  adopted  the  five-year  limit 
to  perpetual  jurisdiction,  but  we  notice  the  introduction  afterwards  of 
an  amendment  to  re-establish  such  jurisdiction,  which  will  come  up  for 
action  at  next  annual. 

The  good  brother  should  remember  that  our  law  cannot  be  changed 
by  the  approval  of  a  recommendation  of  the  grand  master  or  a  com- 
mittee.   It  requires  an  amendment  to  lie  over  one  year  before  the  change 
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can  be  made.  However  at  the  session  of  191 1,  the  amendment  was 
adopted  and  the  hve-j-ear  limit  over  rejected  material  is  novr  the  law 
oi  Illinois.  A  three-page  '"Conclusion"  is  appended.  In  this  the  various 
rites   are   exhaustively   di.-cussed. 

IxciviDUAL  RF.roGxiTiox  Daxgerous. 

Brother  Kuykexdall  ^•ery  properly  deprecates  the  practice  of  some 
masons  in  visiting  lodges  under  the  obedience  of  sp-irious  grand  bodies, 
not  recognized  as  regular.  Xo  mason  can  safely  visit  any  lodge  that 
is  not  a  constituent  of  a  grand  lodge  recognized  by  his  own  grand  lodge. 
Otherwise,  the  bars  between  regular  and  clandestine  bodies  would  be 
thrown  down.  He  adds — "We  believe  there  is  more  danger  to  our  craft 
masonry  in  the  promiscuous  recognition  of  so-called  grand  lodges  and 
grand  orients  than  in  all  other  questions  confronting  our  fraternity."' 
Proceedings  and  laws  of  the  ""Past  Grand  ^Masters'  Association"'  are 
printed  by  order  of  the  grand  lodge.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-I.AWS,  PROPOSED. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS— Proposed. 


Amend  Art.  i,  Part  i,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  by  adding  thereto  : 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  New  Legislation,  consisting: 
of  three  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master — 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  there- 
after one  to  be  appointed  each  year  to  serve  three  years. 

To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  propositions  to  amend  the  by- 
laws of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  the  same  have  been  seconded  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  now  provided,  and  the  committee  shall  report  them  back 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  with  its  recommendations  as  to  action  thereon.  No 
amendment  shall  be  finally  voted  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  until  said 
committee  has  considered  and  reported  upon  the  same,  when  it  must  be 
favored  by  a  two-thirds  vote  before  becoming  law. 

To  this  committee  shall  also  be  referred  all  decisions  made  by  the 
Grand  Master.  The  committee  shall  put  these  decisions  into  the  form 
of  law,  giving  them  numbers  under  the  appropriate  article  and  section 
of  the  law,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  decisions  by  the 
Grand  Master  shall  have  the  force  of  law  until  next  meeting  of  Grand 
Lodge,  but  no  longer  unless  then  reported  upon  by  the  committee  and 
adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


Add  to  Section  3,  Article  11,  Part  2,  the  following: 

"The  territorial  jurisdiction    of   every   lodge,   located    in   any   city   or 
town,  shall  include  the  whole  of  such  city  or  town." 


Amend  Section  3,  Article  6,  Part  One,  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Grand  Master,  before  his 
installation,  an  official  bond  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Grand 
Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office  as  prescribed  by  these  by-laws. 
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Amend  Section  2,  Article  5,  Part  One  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Grand 
Master,  before  his  installation,  an  official  bond,  in  such  penal  sum  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
Grand  Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
Ihis  office  as  prescribed  in  these  by-laws,  and  at  the  end  of  his  term,  or 
sooner,  if  lawfully  required  so  to  do,  pay  over  and  transfer  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  all  funds,  securities,  books,  records,  vouchers,  or  property 
belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  have  come  into  his  keeping. 


Amend  Section  7,  Article  13,  by  adding  the  words  "Including  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters"  after  the  words  "Grand  Officers,"  when  amended, 
Section  7  to  read  as  follows:* 

Every  Grand  Officer,  including  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  for  any  monies  actually  expended  in  the 
necessary  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  but  in  all  cases  the  claims  for 
'SUch  reimbursement  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section  i  of 
this  article. 


The  following  amendments  were  proposed  at  the  session  of  1910,  and 
action  postponed  at  the  session  of  1911, 

Amend  Sec.  6,  Art.  13,  Part  i  of  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  so  that  said 
Section  will  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Officers  designated  in  Article  5  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  such  Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and 
Past  Grand  Wardens,  as  shall  be  present  and  shall  be  members  of  con- 
stituent lodges  in  Illinois  (provided  that  if  any  such  permanent  member 
in  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  at  the  time,  a 
sojourner  outside  of  Illinois,  his  mileage  shall  be  computed  from  the 
location  of  his  lodge)  each  member  of  a  standing  committee,  and  one 
representative,  from  each  lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  allowed 
five  cents  per  mile,  going  and  returning,  for  every  mile  traveled  from 
the  location  of  his  lodge,  to  be  computed  by  the  necessarily  traveled 
route  and  (except  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary) two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actual  attendance  on  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  its  Committees.  Provided  that  no  one  shall  receive  mileage 
or  per  diem  in  more  than  one  capacity. 
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Amend  Art.  3,  Part  2  of  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  by  adding  a  new- 
section  to  be  known  as  Sec.  2. 

Section  2.  All  correspondence  of  lodges  with  foreign  masonic  bodies. 
■except  in  cases  of  emergency,  shall  be  conducted  through  the  Grand 
Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Amend  subdivision  3,  Sec.  i  of  Art.  9,  Part  i  of  Grand  Lodge  By- 
Laws  to  read  as  follows : 

3.  To  require  from  each  brother  presenting  himself  as  a  proxy,  a- 
written  commission,  signed  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  lodge  vvdiich  he 
represents. 
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
